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the  area's  ability  to  provide  housing  which  is 
both  low  in  cost  and  acceptable  in  quality  is  de- 
clining. The  days  are  gone  when  a  three-  or  four- 
story  brick  house  (not  renovated,  but  "liveable") 
could  be  bought  for  $3-4,000  and  could  provide 
the  owner  with  a  secure  source  of  income  through 
the  renting  of  low-cost  rooms  and  apartments. 
In  fact,  only  9  per  cent  of  all  dwelling  units  were 
owner-occupied  in  1960  (6,  page  69),  and  55 
percent  of  the  lodging  houses  were  absentee 
owned  (1,  page  126).  In  reference  to  housing 
costs,  a  recent  "Boston  Globe"  feature  article  on 
the  South  End   observed  : 

The  value  of  property  which  no  one  could 
give  away  a  few  years  ago  has  almost  sky- 
rocketed, and  suburban  newcomers  are  moving  in. 

Yet,  the  very  upgrading  of  the  South  End,  the 
increase  in  property  values  and  the  influx  of  new 
residents  have  created  new  problems  for  the  area. : 
(3,  page  32,  italics  added). 

A  new  force  affecting  low-income  housing  and 
services  in  the  South  End  appeared  around  1960 
and  has  been  growing  year  by  year.  It  takes  the 
form  of  still  another  group  of  newcomers  on  the 
South  End  scene.  They  were  referred  to  in  the 
quotation  above  and  have  been  designated  by  one 
writer  as  the  "Urbanites."  He  characterized  them 
as  "young,  white,  professional,  middle-income 
or  better,  individuals  and  families  who  have 
made  the  conscious  decision  to  move  to  the  South 
End  [and]  buy  houses  and  convert  them  back 
to  their  original  single  family  use  (2,  page  128). 
The  new  developments  in  downtown  Boston, 
located  nearby,  are  key  factors  in  making  the 
South  End  an  attractive  place  of  residence  for 
middle-income  people.  Later  sections  of  this 
report  will  examine  in  more  detail  the  ways  in 
which  the  Urbanites  are  affecting  the  traditional 
housing  supply  in  the  South  End. 

The  most  significant  factor  affecting  the  South 
End's  housing  supply  is  undoubtedly  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan.  The  Plan  calls  for  an  adequate 
supply  of  low-income  housing  in  its  stated  ob- 
jectives. However,  the  implementation  of  the 
Plan  shows  every  sign  of  proving  highly  detri- 
mental to  low-income  residents,  the  traditional 
backbone  of  the  South  End's  population.  The  role 
of  the  Plan  in  displacing  low-income  residents 
stood  out  clearly  to  the  author  of  a  recent  262- 
page  study  of  renewal  planning  in  the  South  End. 
He  concluded,  after  a  study  of  all  facets  of  the 
Plan: 

"If  [the  Urban  Renewal  Planl  works,  there 
will  be  a  new  South  End  for  new  South  Enders." 
(6,   page   252,   italics   added). 

Before  turning  to  a  detailed  analysis  of  the 
South  End  Renewal  Plan,  we  will  expand  upon 
two  other  factors  we  have  identified  earlier  which 
affect  the  low-income  housing  supply. 
III.  External  Developments  Affecting  The 
South  End 

In  view  of  its  central  location  within  the  City 
of  Boston  one  would  expect  the  South  End  to  be 
sensitive  to  changes  in  the  rest  of  the  city.  This 
seems  clearly  to  be  the  case  with  regard  to  the 
South  End  housing  market.  Three  major  external 
developments  of  direct  relevance  are  the  Pru- 
dential Center,  the  Government  Center,  and  the 
new  Christian  Science  Church  complex.  The  Pru- 
dential proiect,  though  initiated  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  Edward  Logue  as  BRA  administrator, 
fitted  perfectly  into  his  and  Mayor  Collins' 
image  of  "the  New  Boston"  and  has  served  as  a 
pacesetter  for  similar  BRA  projects  in  the  Central 
Business  District. 

The  existence  of  the  downtown  development 
projects,  moreover,  is  undoubtedly  facilitating  the 
implementation  of  BRA's  General  Plan  for  the 
Center  City.  The  thousands  of  secretaries,  white 
collar  workers,  and  managers  who  have  been  (or 
will  be)  drawn  into  the  new  urban  complexes 
have  created  a  strong  demand  for  more  middle- 
class  space  for  convenient  intown  lfving.  For 
many,  it  would  be  only  a  short  walk  from  the 
South  End  to  their  work  downtown.  The  new 
commercial  and  administrative  services  created 
by  the  development  of  the  new  complexes  are 
tailored  to  middle-class  needs.  A  variety  of 
cultural  activities  and  places  of  entertainment  are 
located  in  close  proximity  to  the  South  End.  As 
a  result,  the  "New  Boston"  has  been  in  a  posi- 
tion to  attract,  with  considerable  assurance  of 
success,  sizeable  private  residential  investment 
in  the  South  End. 


IV.     The    Private    Housing    Market    In    The 
South  End 

In  addition  to  being  so  close  to  the  new  urban 
complexes,  there  are  other  reasons  for  the  South 
End's  new  attractiveness  to  middle-income  resi- 
dents and  investors.  The  architectural  style  of 
Imuch  of  the  South  End  —  those  sturdy  and 
handsome  brick  row  houses  which  have  supported 
many  different  styles  of  life  —  have  made  the 
area  appealing  to  realtors  who  conceive  of  the 
area  as  another  Georgetown.  The  low  sales  prices 
for  the  houses  —  which,  in  an  earlier  day,  had 
allowed  people  with  much  more  limited  capital  to 
invest  comfortably  —  began  to  encourage  spec- 
ulators to  buy  cheaply  and  then  invest  large 
amounts  (up  to  3  or  4  times  the  sales  price)  in 
rehabilitation.  The  cost  and  style  of  such  re- 
habilitation raised  rents  beyond  the  means  of  the 
old  tenants  and  usually  reduced  the  number  of 
dwelling  units,  frequently  from  3  or  4  apartments 
to  a  single-family  house.  Banks,  encouraged  by 
the  existence  of  the  nearby  urban  complexes  and 
sensing  the  "lay  of  the  land,"  came  to  view  the 
financing  of  residential  building  in  the  area  much 
more  favorably  —  provided  the  potential  mort- 
gagor had  a  good  middle-class  credit  rating. 
Thus,  the  handwriting  was  on  the  wall.  It  was 
clear  that  the  South  End  would  be  buoyed  up 
by  the  developments  north  and  west  of  its 
borders. 

Data  on  real  estate  transactions  confirm  this 
trend.  In  an  area  of  the  South  End  known  to  be 
the  focus  for  home  buying  by  Urbanites  (the 
northeasterly  section),  a  comparison  was  made 
between  the  number  and  value  of  transactions  in 
the  private  market  for  the  periods  1958-1960 
and  1962-1964.  In  the  first  3-year  period  there 
were  72  transactions  with  an  average  value  of 
$5,800;  in  the  second  3-year  period  there  were 
240  transactions  with  an  average  value  of  $8,740 
(2,  p.  130).  Some  spot  checks  within  the  same 
areas  on  properties  sold  recently  (without  sub- 
stantial rehabilitation)  indicate  that  when  com- 
plete data  become  available  for  the  1965-67 
period,  the  upward  trend  in  speculation  will  still 
be  in  force.  In  Union  park  one  property  sold  for 
38,000  in  1963  and  for  $14,000  in  1965.  On  Upton 
street  a  pair  of  buildings  was  purchased  for 
$14,000  in  1964  and  resold  separately  2  years 
later  at  a  combined  price  which  was  more  than 
double  the  original  sales  price.  In  Clarendon  park 
a  property  rose  in  value  from  $5,000  to  $10,000 
between  1963  and  1966.  These  transactions  are 
not  offered  as  typical,  but  they  reflect  the  kind  of 
speculative   buying  that   is  under  way. 

The  southwesterly  section  of  the  South  End, 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Camden  street,  has 
not  experienced  the  same  degree  of  speculation, 
so  far.  There,  the  prices  are  at  a  level  roughly 
comparable  to  those  of  the  northeastern  section 
five  or  six  years  ago.  Several  realtors  interviewed 
have  agreed  that  the  area  is  "less  certain"  and 
"has  some  unknown  factors."  These  uncertainties 
seem  to  include  the  construction  of  the  Inner 
Belt,  the  rumored  expansion  of  Northeastern 
University  across  Tremont  street,  and  the  area's 
greater  distance  from  the  central  urban  complexes. 
Two  other  factors  appear  to  be  limiting  the  entry 
of  speculative  realtors  or  middle-class  home 
buyers  into  the  southwestern  section  of  the  South 
End.  First,  the  architecture  is  less  attractive 
than  in;  the  other  section.  Second,  there  is  a  re- 
luctance on  f  the  part  of  potential  white  new- 
comers to  move  close  to  the  predominantly  Negro 
population  in  Lower  Roxbury  and  in  the  nearby 
public  housing  and  projected  leased  housing 
developments.  The  barrier  of  Massachusetts' 
avenue  may  well  serve  to  maintain  a  noticeably 
different  character  to  the  two  sections  of  the 
South  End,  except  as  a  deliberate  effort  is  made 
through  the  Renewal  Plan  to  build  continuity 
between  them. 

In  a  later  section  dealing  with  the  relocation 
provisions  of  the  Renewal  Plan,  we  will  examine 
the  current  status  of  the  private  market  for 
rental  housing  in  the  South  End.  Within  the 
present  context,  however,  it  is  sufficient  to  observe 
that  the  activities  of  speculating  realtors  and  the 
influx  of  Urbanite  home  buyers,  along  with  the 
consequent  upgrading  of  properties,  reduced  num- 
ber of  dwelling  units,  and  increased  rentals,  have 
substantially  reduced  the  supply  of  low-rent 
housing  in  the  South  End  as  a  whole. 
V.     The  South  End  Renewal  Plan 
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A.  Relation  to  the   General  Plan  for  Boston 
One    can    best    understand    the    Plan    for    the 

South  End  in  the  context  of  the  BRA's  General 
Plan.  The  broad  intent  of  the  General  Plan  has 
been  expressed  as  follows : 

The  Policy  of  the  Development  Program  and 
this  Plan  is  ...  to  promote  stability  in  the  size 
of  Boston's  population  while  increasing  the  di- 
versity of  its  composition  so  that  it  more  nearly 
reflects  the  composition  of  the  Region  as  a 
whole  ...  to  preserve  the  stability  of  residential 
neighborhoods  in  Boston  and  to  make  them  .  .  . 
competitive  with  surrounding  cities  and  towns  in 
housing,  schools,  and  public  services.  (7,  sect. 
VI-3). 

B.  Objectives  of  the  South  End  Plan 

1.  Conformance  with  General  Plan 

"provide  an  economically,  socially,  and  racially 
integrated   community."    (8,   R213,   page  4). 

2.  Elimination  of  Blight 

"The  basic  objectives  of  urban  renewal  action 
in  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Area  are  to 
eliminate  severe  conditions  of  blight,  deteriora- 
tion, obsolescence,  traffic  congestion  and  incom- 
patible land  uses.  (8  R213,  page  4) 

3.  Separate  Treatment  of  Medical/Industrial 
and  Residential  Areas 

"to  provide  necessary  industrial  and  medical 
expansion  without  destroying  the  basic  fabric  of 
the  residential  community."  (8  R213,  page  4) 

4.  Protect  Private  Investment 

"Protect  and  expand  the  city's  tax  base  .  .  . 
and  by  stabilizing  property  values,  protect  private 
investment."    (8,   R213,   page   5) 

5.  Establishment  of  Residential  Character 
"The   gateways   to   the   South   End   residential 

community  from  South  Cove,  Back  Bay,  Fenway, 
and  Roxbury  communities  should  be  residentiary 
oriented."  (8  R213,  page  6) 

6.  New  Housing  Within  Prevailing  Income 
Requirements 

"Provide,  in  appropriate  areas,  new  housing 
units  .  .  .  which  are  within  the  income  require- 
ments of  the  Community."  (8,  R213,  page  5 
italics  added) 

7.  Assurance  of  Standard  Housing 
"Housing  referred  to  families  will  be  inspected 

to  assure  that  it  is  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
standard  housing  in  compliance  with  applicable 
codes  and  ordinances."   (8,  R123,  page  17) 

8.  Maintenance  of  Housing  Supply  in  Project 
Area  for  Minorities 

"N6  net  reduction  in  the  supply  of  housing  in 
the  project  area  available  to  minority  group 
families  is  proposed."   (8,   R215,   page   1) 

9.  Rehousing  in  South  End  for  All  Low- 
Income   Residents  Who   Wish   to   Stay 

"In  the  planning  and  development  of  the  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  it  was  emphasized  by 
the  BRA  that  provision  would  be  made  under 
the  plan  for  housing  for  all  low-income  families 
and  individuals  desiring  to  remain  in  this  com- 
munity. It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  South 
End  Plan  to  force  low-income  families  and  in- 
dividuals out  of  the  area  as  upgrading  occurs. 
This  objective  was  supported  and  approved  by 
the  Urban  Renewal  Committee  and  the  neighbor- 
hood associations  over  the  planning  period."  (9, 
page  1) 

C.  Specific  Provisions 

1.  Acquisition,  Clearance  and  Displacement  of 
Residents 

The  Plan  calls  for  the  acquisition  by  BRA  of 
186  acres,  30  per  cent  of  the  South  End's  total 
area  (see  shaded  areas  on  map,  Appendix  A). 
All  of  the  5,215  dwelling  units  and  298  non- 
residential buildings  on  the  land  to  be  acquired 
will  be  torn  down.  For  low-income  South  End 
residents,  the  most  significant  item  above  is  the 
destruction  of  the  5,215  dwelling  units,  including 
1,084  standard  units. 

2.  Displacement  and  Relocation  of  Residents 
A  total  of  1,730  families  and  1,820  single  in- 
dividuals (7,500  people  in  all)  have  been  sched- 
uled for  displacement.  The  racial  distribution  is 
nearly  equal;  1,825  are  white,  1,725  nonwhite. 
The  median  monthly  household  (families  and 
individuals)  income  for  all  those  displaced  is  $304 
($318  for  whites,  $289  for  nonwhites).  A  total 
of  66  per  cent  of  all  those  displaced  qualify  for 
public  housing.   (8,  Form  H-6122) 

The  Plan  estimates  that  "746  families  and 
aged  individuals  by  reason  of  limited  income,  age, 
and  other  factors  of  eligibility  will  be  relocated 


into  public  housing,"  a  number  which  is  only 
31  per  cent  of  those  who  qualify  for  admission. 
It  is  estimated  that  414  families  and  aged  home 
owners  will  purchase  homes,  while  "2,390  families 
and  aged  individuals  are  expected  to  choose  to 
continue  to  rent  in  either  existing  or  newly  created 
rental  housing."  (8  R223(2),  page  2) 

3.    New  Public  Housing 

The  Plan  proposes  to  build  500  units  of  public 
rental  housing  for  elderly  persons  and  300  family 
units.  (8,  8223(2),  page  4)  BRA  has  reported 
that  as  of  March,  1967,  462  units  for  the  elderly 
and  76  family  units  were  "in  construction  or 
advanced  planning"1  at  Castle  square,  Rutland 
street,  Shawmut  avenue,  Northampton  street  and 
Conet  place,  and  New  Worcester  square.  (2,  page 
65) 


^'Advanced  planning"  usually  is  an  extended 
period,  so  that  the  completion  date  may  be  2 
to   4   years   away. 

4.  New  Moderate  Rental  Housing 

The  Plan  states  that  "opportunities  are  pro- 
vided within  the  South  End  for  the  construction 
of  up  to  2,500  new  moderate  rental  dwelling 
units"  (8,  R123,  page  13,  italics  added).  Precise 
guarantees  concerning  the  number  of  new  units 
are  not  given.  Under  Section  221  (d)  (3)  of  the 
Federal  Housing  Program,  these  units  would  be 
sponsored  largely  by  nonprofit  corporations  and 
privately  constructed  with  FHA  financial  assist- 
ance. At  the  present  time,  500  units  of  221(d)(3) 
housing  have  been  constructed  in  Castle  square. 
The  Castle  square  development  was  begun  prior 
to  adoption  of  the  South  End  Plan,  under  the 
"early  land  acquisition"  provisions  of  the  Urban 
Renewal  Act. 

A  November,  1966,  BRA  memorandum  pro- 
posed that  1,000  units  of  low-rent  housing  be 
provided  through  various  rental  assistance  pro- 
grams applied  to  the  new  221(d)(3)  housing.  In 
this  memorandum  it  was  proposed  that  300  units 
(15  nercent)  of  the  2,000  units  still  to  be  built 
be  offered  as  low-rent  housing.1  (9,  page  3.)  (If 
this  is  to  be  achieved,  agreements  will  be  neces- 
sary between  the  developers  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  whereby  BHA  will  lease  the 
units  at  the  going  rate  and  then  rent  them  to 
low-income  tenants  at  levels  comparable  to  public 
housing.)  The  same  memorandum  also  proposed 
that  320  units  of  low  rent  housing  be  provided 
through  application  of  federal  rent  supplements 
in  the  221(d)(3)  developments.  Finally,  the  docu- 
ment also  called  for  380  units  of  low-rent  housing 
to  be  provided  from  the  existing  housing  inven- 
tory under  the  BHA  leasing  program. 

5.  Housing  Rehabilitation 

The  more  than  20,000  dwelling  units  not 
scheduled  for  clearance  were  designated  for  re- 
habilitation. These  dwellings  will  be  subjected  to 
an  intensive  housing  code  enforcement  program, 
paired  with  a  series  of  federal  programs  to  assist 
in  financing  rehabilitation  work.  In  1960  tnere 
were  more  than  10.000  substandard  dwelling 
units  in  the  South  End,  so  the  magnitude  of  the 
rehabilitation  iob  will  be  large,  even  after  allow- 
ing for  the  4,000  substandard  units  which  are  to 
be  cleared. 

All  of  the  construction  and  rehabilitation 
figures  given  above  were  based  on  an  assumed 
execution  period  of  seven  years.  At  the  present 
time,  however,  all  of  these  proposed  figures  and 
schedule  for  new  housing  are  extremely  tenubus, 
as  section  VI  of  this  report  will   show. 


iFrom  documentation  available  to  UPA,  there  is 
some  uncertainty  as  to  how  many  total  units  of 
new  housing  are  planned  for  the  South  End. 
Only  3,300  (2,500  221(d)(3)  and  800  public 
housing)  are  explicitly  mentioned  in  the  original 
plan.  On  the  other  hand,  BRA's  1966  Annual 
Report  listed  4,100  units  of  new  construction  for 
the  South  End  (10,  Table  4).  One  wav  of 
reconciling  the  figures  is  to  assume  that  BRA 
now  plans  to  build  2,500  221(d)(3)  units  in 
addition  to  the  500  in  Castle  sauare  and  1,000 
units  of  public  housing  in  addition  to  the  100 
in  Castle  square,  thus  bringing  the  total  to 
4,100.  Note  that  the  displacement  figures  do 
not  include  the  residents  who  lived  in  Castle 
square  Prior  to  its  redevelopment.  (Reference  9 
lists   1,000  public  housing  units  page  4).

Richard  Cardinal  CUSHING  —  The  life  of  a 
city  is  measured  in  the  life  of  its  people.  It  is  the 
new  in  every  generation  as  the  challenges  of  one 
period  give  way  to  the  changing  demands  of  a 
new  time. 

In  a  sense,  it  never  grows  old  but  makes  its 
own  recurring  youth  of  the  human  cycle  of  re- 
appearing resources  of  man's  history.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF 
HONORABLE  KEVIN  H.  WHITE 

Your  Excellency,  Governor  Volpe;  Your  Emmi- 
nence,  Cardinal  Cushing ;  Distinguished 
Constitutional  Officers,  Reverend  Clergy, 
Fellow  Citizens. 

With  this  oath  today  I  pledge  my  full  devotion 
to  the  people  of  Boston. 

For  mp  this  ceremony  is  a  beginning.  For 
Boston  it  is  a  reaffirmation  of  a  legacy  of 
progress. 

This  is  a  moment  to  reflect  upon  our  dominant 
expectations  for  the  future  of  this  city,  and 
there  is  no  more  appropriate  place  than  this 
Hall  which  echoes  our  past. 

That  past  has  brought  great  change  to  the 
life  of  this  community,  and  yet  today  it  brings 
us  back  to  three  centuries  ago  when  in  1630  John 
Winthrop  warned  those  sailing  with  him  to  the 
wilderness  of  Massachusetts  that  "the  eyes  of  all 
people   are   upon   us." 

Over  crowded  and  fortunate  centuries  that 
watch  has  moved  from  isolated  forest  outposts 
to  the  conduct  of  a  power  greater  than  anything 
Winthrop  could  ever  have  imagined. 

Today,  men's  eyes  are  again  upon  us.  looking 
not  to  see  whether  we  can  master  a  relentless 
nature,  but  whether  men  can  subdue  their  own 
works  of  hand  and  mind  to  the  enrichment  of 
life,    or   whether    they   will    be    overwhelmed    bv 
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their  own  crea'ions.  There  is  no  return  to  a  sim- 
pler, and  perhaps  more  comforting  day,  to  an 
older  Boston.  Science  will  advance;  buildings 
will  rise;  suburbs  will  spread;  and  growth  will 
continue.  The  issue  is  whether  this  change  shall 
be  our  muster,   or  we  shall   master   change. 

For  we  now  know  that  America's  destiny,  its 
grandeur  or  failure,  will  be  shaped  within  the 
borders  of  its  great  cities.  In  a  nation  of  cities, 
our  problems  and  our  afflictions  are  those  of  our 
civilization. 

It  is  a  problem  not  just  for  Boston,  but  for  our 
cntiic  country.  Yet  we  are  standing  in  the  cham- 
ber where  :<  small  group  of  passionate  Bostonians 
shouted  forth  calls  of  liberty  which  were  to  re- 
shape the  world.  If  our  own  ambitions  are  more 
modest,  perhaps  what  we  do  in  this  city  can 
help  guide  the  common  American  quest. 

A  city  is  not  a  collection  of  buildings  and 
homes  and  shops.  It  cannot  be  measured  in  miles 
of  pavement,  the  size  of  parks,  or  the  ledgers  of 
tax  collectors.  It  is  a  place  for  people  to  live  and 
work  and  raise  their  children.  It  is  not  walls  and 
borders  to  confine  the  citizen,  but  an  instrument 
to  liberate  his  talent  and  imagination  and  energy. 
It  is  not  a  fixed  and  frozen  construction  of  land 
and  concrete,  but  a  living  thing  constantly  chang- 
ing under  the  impact  of  clashing  desires.  It  is  not 
only  shaped  by  us,  but  it  shapes  the  quality  and 
nature  of  our  own  lives.  It  is  a  place  not  only 
to  pursue  existence,  but,  in  the  oldest  American 
phrase,  to  pursue  happiness.  Two  thousand  years 
ago  a  great  philosopher  said:  "men  come  together 
in  cities  in  order  to  live.  They  remain  together 
in  order  to  live  the  good  life."  We  can  erect 
thousands  of  buildings  and  put  down  miles  of 
concrete,  but  unless  the  next  generation  can  say 
that  Boston  is  a  better  and  more  fruitful  place 
to  live,  we  will  have  achieved  nothing. 

In  this  qiaest  we  do  not  build  on  empty 
ground.  Boston  is  one  of  the  great  cities  of  the 
world  :  rich  in  tradition  and  culture ;  abundant  in 
beauty;  and  wealthy  above  all  in  an  extraordi- 
nary people. 

Thus,  there  is  much  about  Boston  to  strengthen 
our  confidence. 

Our  difficulties,  however,  are  on  a  towering 
scale.  Within  our  city,  there  is  the  city  of  the 
poor  —  where  families  live  on  the  edge  of  exis- 
tence and  children  grow  amidst  outrageous  slums. 

The  smoldering  discontent,  of  poverty  calls 
upon  our  greatest  efforts  not  out  of  charity  or 
fear,  but  in  obedience  to  the  command  of  Ameri- 
can justice. 

Yet  a  decent  income  does  not  guarantee  the 
good  life.  The  lives  of  all  of  us  are  degraded 
when  we  must  walk  in  fear  through  congested 
streets,  breathing  poisoned  air,  and  denied 
strengthening  contact  with  nature;  and  when  our 
children  cannot  find  a  decent  school  or  even  a 
decent  place  to  play.  All  of  us  are  diminished  as 
growth  and  change  swallow  up  the  familiar 
neighborhood  where  a  man  could  find  the  com- 
fort of  friends,  pride  in  common  activities,  and  a 
share  in  the  civic  enterprise.  And  if  the  com- 
munity dissolves,  so  do  the  vital  bonds  which 
prevent  us  from  fragmenting  into  a  city  of  in- 
different  strangers. 

Immense  as  they  are,  these  problems  are  of  our 
own  creation.  Therefore,  they  are  answerable  to 
our  own  skills. 

Governing  without  illusion  and  promising  only 
what  we  can  hope  to  realize,  we  will  follow  four 
fundamental  principles : 

First,  we  will  govern  with  men  of  talent  in 
search  of  help  from  the  finest  minds.  Men  and 
ideas  move  a  city.  The  country  is  being  searched 
for  people  to  help  operate  our  government.  We 
do  not  ask  them  their  party  or  where  they  were 
born.  We  ask  only  if  they  are  able  and  willing  to 
serve  with  dedication.  Yet  even  the  best  govern- 
ment will  stagnate  without  a  constant  flow  of 
new  ideas.  Therefore,  I  will  establish  a  policy 
planning  staff  with  full-time  assistants  drawn 
from  the  company  of  experts  and  scholars  which 


have  made  Boston  the  intellectual  center  of  the 
nation.  The  same  centers  of  knowledge  which 
have  served  every  modern  President  can  now 
help  Boston  plan  its  own  future.  This  to  my 
knowledge  will  be  the  first  such  enterprise  in  any 
city. 

Secondly,  we  will  govern  a  modern  city  with 
modern  methods.  The  manifold  complexities  of  a 
great  city  and  the  emerging  problems  of  the 
1970s  cannot  be  met  with  the  institutions  and 
methods  of  an  earlier  time. 

I  will  appoint  a  Home  Rule  Commission  to 
examine  the  entire  spectrum  of  city  government 
and  prepare  a  plan  to  increase  its  effectiveness; 
giving  the  people  of  Boston  the  fullest  possible 
control  over  the  public  judgment  which  affect 
their  lives.  Into  that  government  we  will  intro- 
duce the  techniques  of  management  which,  helped 
by  the  marvel  of  computers,  have  made  American 
private  enterprise  the  most  efficient  and  pro- 
ductive in  the  world. 

Third,  we  will  govern  mindful  of  the  shared 
needs  of  the  entire  metropolitan  area.  We  are 
part  of  one  human  settlement.  Most  of  our 
problems,  from  polluted  air  to  land  use,  do  not 
respect  political  boundaries.  Nor  are  we  simply 
an  overburdened  city  seeking  help  from  comfort- 
able suburbs.  The  Boston  area  has  no  great  natu- 
ral resources.  Its  prosperity  depends  upon  enter- 
prising and  inventive  men  and  women,  and  such 
people  come  here  —  wherever  they  make  their 
homes  —  because  they  are  close  to  a  great 
center  of  culture  and  entertainment  and  com- 
merce.' Boston  is  the  heartbeat  of  this  area. 

If  the  quality  of  Boston  life  should  decline, 
then  every  community  around  it  will  decline. 

Based  therefore  on  mutual  interest  as  well  as 
aspiration,  I  will  ask  the  political  leaders  of  this 
area  to  form  a  permanent  association  to  deal 
with  common  problems,  not  in  a  few  specialized 
areas,  but  across  the  whole  area  of  metropolitan 
concern. 

Fourth,  we  will  govern  not  only  for  the  people, 
but  with  the  people,  opening  a  role  in  community 
life  to  all  who  are  interested.  City  services  will 
radiate  to  neighborhood  service  centers  providing 
stronger  lines  of  communication  between  people 
,and  their  covernment. 

None  of  this  will  be  simple  or  swift.  We  know 
how  difficult  our  problems  are  and  how  huge. 

Yet  a  city  is  not  an  impersonal  creation  built 
by  forces  beyond  our  control.  It  is  our  city.  We 
built  it  and  we  will  decide  its  future.  This  may 
not  become  the  city  we  want.  It  will,  however, 
be  the  city  we  deserve. 

The  shape  of  tomorrow's  Boston  will  be  our 
measure  —  the  measure  of  our  courage  and 
sacrifice  and  generosity  of  spirit  —  the  measure 
of  each  of  us  as  men  and  women  and  the  measure 
of  the  civilization   we  represent. 

I  will  do  my  best.  I  ask  only  that  you  judge 
this  government  by  the  words  of  Matthew. 

"Whosoever  will  be  great  among  you,  let  him 
be  your  minister;  and  whosoever  will  be  chief 
among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant." 

(Applause.)

LOANS  IN  ANTICIPATION  OF  REVENUE 

The  following  was  received  : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  2,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during  the 
fiscal  year  1968,  it  is  necessary  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council,  at  an  early  meeting,  an  order 
authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed  during  the 
year  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  rev- 
enue receipts.  This  method  of  financing  is  made 
necessary  by  the  fact  that  under  the  Massachu- 
setts municipal  tax  calendar,  the  major  portion 
of  the  city's  revenue  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  may  issue  in  1968  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans 
up  to  the  aggregate  of  the  total  tax  levy  of  the 
financial  year  preceding  the  year  in  which  the 
debt  is  incurred,  together  with  the  net  amount 
received  during  such  preceding  financial  year  from 
the  exoise  on  motor  vehicles  and  trailers  and  the 
payments  made  by  the  Commonwealth  in  lieu  of 


taxes  on  account  of  property  taken  for  institu- 
tions or  for  metropolitan  district  purposes.  In 
1967  a  total  of  $75,000,000,  was  authorized  by 
the  City  Council  for  this  purpose.  During  the 
year  1967  it  was  only  necessary  to  issue  $64,000,- 
000,  in  temporary  loans  under  said  authority.  The 
tax  levy  for  the  year  1967  totaled  $180,351,800. 
At  the  present  time  it  appears  that  the  1968 
requirements  for  temporary  loans  will  be 
$75,000,000. 

I   recommend   therefore  adoption   of  the  order 

transmitted     herewith    authorizing     the    issuance 

during  1968  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of 

revenue  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $75,000,000.

The  said  Collector- Treas- 
urer is  hereby  further  authorized  to  renew  or 
refund  any  such  notes  issued  for  a  shorter  period 
than  one  year,  under  the  provisions  of  section  17 
of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  your  Honor 
introduce  into  the  City  Council  an  appropriation 
order  whereby  there  will  be  made  available  in 
the  Eastern  Regional  Library's  budget  (1-10-12) 
the  sum  of  $138,715.47  which  is  currently  held 
by  the  Collector- Treasurer.

Artiole  I  —  Definitions 
SEC.   101.     Use  of  Certain  Terms.  —  Except 
where  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise,  the 
following  capitalized  terms  as  used  in  this  Con- 
tract shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in 
this  Section. 

(A)  Planning  Activities.  —  The  activities  and 
undertakings  for  the  planning  and  development 
of  a  Comprehensive  City  Demonstration  Program 
for  which  Federal  finanoial  assistance  is  being 
extended  under  this  Contract.  The  term  "Plan- 
ning Activities"  does  not  include  activities  and 
undertakings  financed  solely  with  non-Federal 
funds  and  not  considered  as  a  part  of  the  non- 
Federal  contribution  under  the  Planning  Budget. 

(B)  Application.  —  The  written  application 
for  the  Grant,  including  any  revisions  thereto, 
as  approved  by  HUD,  together  with  all  explana- 
tory, supporting,  or  supplementary  documents, 
filed  therewith. 

(C)  Contract.  —  This  Contract  between  the 
Government,  and  the  Agency,  including  Parts  I 
and  II  hereof  and  any  additional  documents  in- 
corporated herein  by  specific  reference,  as  well  as 
any  amendments. 


(D)  Program.  -  -  The  Comprehensive  City 
Demonstration  Program.

Article  II  —  Accomplishment  of  the 

Planning  Activities 

SEC.  201.     Scope  of  Contract. 

(A)  General.  —  The  Agency  will  carry  out  the 
Planning  Activities  in  accordance  with  this  Con- 
tract,  dl  applicable  laws,  and  the  policies,  pro- 
cedures and  requirements  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  prescribed  by  HUD. 

(B)  Completion  of  Planning  Activities;  The 
Planning  Work  Program.  —  The  Agency  will 
commence  and  carry  out  the  Planning  Activities 
with  all  practicable  dispatch  in  a  sound,  econom- 
ical and  efficient  manner  so  as  to  assure  that  the 
Planning  Activities  are  satisfactorily  completed 
and  the  Program  is  submitted  to  HUD  within 
the  time  period  specified  in  the  Planning  Budget.

SEC.    202.     Third   Party   Contracts. 

(A)  Written  Contracts;  Prior  HUD  Con- 
currence. —  The  Agency  will  undertake  the  Plan- 
ning Activities  (1)  with  its  own  staff  (including 
the  temporary  use  of  employees  of  other  public 
bodies)  and/or  (2)  by  contracting  with  other 
public  bodies  or  private  contractors,  in  accordance 
with  the  Application.  No  moneys  under  this  Con- 
tract shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Agency  to  any 
other  public  body  or  private  contractor,  except 
pursuant  to  a  written  contract.  Except  as  other- 
wise authorized  in  Chapter  7  of  CDA  Letter  No. 
2  and  other  policy  issuances  which  may  from

SEC  301.  Advance  or  Progress  Payments.  —

deem  appropriate,  and  under  or  subject  to  such 
conditions)  as  HUD  may  specify  in  writing. 

SEC.  302.  Conditions  Prerequisite  to  Payment 
of  Grant.  —  Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  this  Contract,  the  Government  may 
elect  not  to  make  a  particular  payment  on 
account  of  the  Grant  if : 

(A)  Misrepresentation.  —  The  Agency  (with  or 
without  knowledge)  shall  have  made  any  mis- 
representation of  a  material  nature  in  its  Ap- 
plication, or  in  or  with  respect  to  any  information 
furnished   to  the  Government; 

(B)  Litigation.  —  There  is  then  pending 
litigation  with  respect  to  the  performance  by  the 
Agency  of  any  of  its  duties  or  obligations  here- 
under which  may  jeopardize  or  adversely  affect 
the  undertaking  of  the  Planning  Activities  or  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Program ; 

(C)  Agency's  Action  After  Submittal  of  Docu- 
ments. —  After  having  furnished  to  HUD  any 
proposed  budget  revision,  proposed  or  executed 
contract,  or  any  data  concerning  any  action  here- 
under as  provided  for  in  this  Contract,  the 
Agency  shall  have  proceeded  further  with  such 
proposed  action  without  having  been  advised  by 
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HUD  that  the  Government  has  no  objection  to 
the  Agency's  so  proceeding;    or 

(D)  Default.  —  The  Agency  shall  be  in  de- 
fault with  respect  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Contract. 

SEC.  303.    Final  Grant  Payment. 

(A)  Completion   of    Planning    Activities. 

(1)  The  Agency  shall  promptly  as  possible, 
consistent  with  the  maintenance  of  its  rights 
against  its  contractors,  settle  all  disputed  or 
contingent  items  relating  to  Planning  Activities. 

(2)  Promptly  upon  the  completion  of  all  of 
its  Planning  Activities  under  the  Contract,  and 
a  determination  of  final  costs,  the  Agency  shall 
submit  to  HUD  a  Certificate  of  Completion 
and  a  requisition  for  final  Grant  payment.  In 
addition,  the  Agency  shall  submit  its  Program 
and  such  other  documents,  reports  and  data  as 
HUD  may  require. 

(B)  Final  Payment.  —  Upon  HUD's  approval 
of  the  Certificate  of  Completion,  the  requisition 
for  final  payment,  and  other  documents  referred 
to  in  Subsection  (A)  (2)  hereof  submitted  by  the 
Agency,  final  settlement  with  respect  to  the  Grant 
payable  pursuant  to  this  Contract  shall  be  made 
by  HUD.  To  the  extent  that  any  Grant  payments 
to  the  Agency  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  that 
HUD  is  obligated  to  pay  pursuant  to  this  Con- 
tract, the  Agency  shall  promptly  refund  the  same 
to  HUD.  Where  HUD  elects  to  make  a  final 
audit  and  inspection  of  the  Agency's  books  and 
records,  all  payments  made  by  HUD  on  account 
of  the  Grant  and  any  final  Grant  payment  shall 
be  subject  to  such  audit  and  inspection  and  the 
Agency  shall  promptly  reimburse  HUD  the  full 
amount  of  any  overpayment  as  determined  on 
the  basis  of  such  final  audit  and  inspection. 

Article  IV  —  Use  of  Funds, 
Budget  and  Accounts 

SEC.  401  Deposit  in  Bank.  —  The  Agency 
shall  deposit  all  funds  received  from  the  Govern- 
ment on  account  of  the  Grant  and  all  other  funds 
provided  for  or  received  for  the  Planning  Acti- 
vities in  a  bank  or  trust  company  acceptable  to 
HUD  and  pursuant  to  such  written  instructions 
as  HUD  may  from  time  to  time  issue. 

SEC.  402.  Planning  Budget.  —  The  Agency 
will  carry  out  the  Planning  Activities  and  incur 
obligations  and  make  disbursements  in  connection 
therewith  only  in  conformity  with  the  latest 
approved  budget  (herein  called  the  "Planning 
Budget").  The  Planning  Budget  may  be  revised 
from  time  to  time,  but  no  such  budget  or  re- 
vision thereof  shall  be  effective  unless  and  until 
HUD  shall  have  approved  the  same:  provided, 
That  the  Agency  may  incur  obligations  and  make 
disbursements  up  to  15  per  cent  in  excess  of  any 
line  item  in  the  Planning  Budget  without  HUD 
concurrence  so  long  as  the  total  costs  do  not  re- 
sult in  overrunning  the  total  amount  specified  in 
the  Planning  Budget. 

SEC.   403.     Accounting   Records. 

(A)  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Ac- 
counting Records.  —  The  Agency  shall  establish 
for  its  Planning  Activities  under  this  Contract, 
in  accordance  with  uniform  requirements  pre- 
scribed by  HUD,  separate  accounts  to  be  main- 
tained within  its  existing  accounting  system  or 
set  up  independently.  Such  accounts  are  referred 
to  herein  collectively  as  the  "Planning  Account". 

(B)  Funds  Received  or  Made  Available  for 
Planning  Activities.  —  The  Agency  shall  appro- 
priately record  in  the  Planning  Account  all  pay- 
ments on  account  of  the  Grant  received  by  it 
from  the  Government  pursuant  to  this  Contract 
and  all  other  funds  and  resources  provided  for, 
accruing  to,  or  otherwise  received  for  the  Plan- 
ning Activities. 

(C)  Costs  Chargeable  to  Planning  Account.  — 
The  Agency  shall  charge  to  the  Planning  Account 
all  costs  incurred  in  undertaking  the  Planning 
Activities  which  are  lawful  and  are  in  conformity 
with  the  Planning  Budget  or  any  changes  in  such 
Budget  pursuant  to  the  proviso  to  Section  402 
hereof.  Costs  in  excess  of  the  Planning  Budget 
may  not  he  considered  eligible  costs  and  shall  be 
for  the  sole  account  of  the  Agency. 

(D)  Costs  Not  to  be  Charged  to  Planning 
Account.  —  The  Agency  will  not  charge  to  the 
Planning  Account  and  will  not  use  any  portion  of 
the  Grant  in  payment  of : 

(1)  Costs  incurred  with  respect  to  any 
action  after  HUD  has  requested  that  the 
Agency    furnish    data    concerning    such    action 


prior  to  proceeding  further  therewith,  unless 
and  until  the  Agency  is  thereafter  advised  by 
HUD  that  the  Government  has  no  objection 
to  the  Agency  so  proceeding; 

(2)  Costs  incurred  by  the  Agency  after 
notice  of  the  suspension  or  termination  of  any 
or  all  of  the  Government's  obligations  under 
this  Contract  in  accordance  with  Section  601 
hereof ; 

(3)  Costs  incurred  prior  to  the  date  of  exe- 
cution of  this  Contract  unless  specifically  ap- 
proved by  HUD ; 

(4)  Costs  incurred  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Contract. 

(E)  Documentation  of  Project  Costs.  —  All 
costs  charged  to  the  Planning  Account,  including 
any  services  contributed  by  the  Agency  or  others, 
shall  be  supported  by  properly  executed  payrolls, 
time  records,  invoices,  contracts,  or  vouchers,  or 
other  official  documentation  evidencing  in  proper 
detail  the  nature  and  propriety  of  the  charges. 
All  checks,  payrolls,  invoices,  contracts,  vouchers, 
orders,  or  other  accounting  documents  pertaining 
in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  Planning  Activities 
shall  be  clearly  identified,  readily  accessible,  and, 
to  the  extent  feasible,  kept  separate  and  apart 
from   all   other   such   documents   of   the   Agency. 

Article  V  —  Records,  Reports,  Audits, 
and  Inspections 

SEC.  501.  Maintenance  of  Records.  —  The 
Agency  shall  keep  and  maintain  full  and  accurate 
books  and  records,  in  accordance  with  standards 
established  by  HUD,  with  respect  to  all  matters 
covered  by  this  Contract,  in  order  that  a  speedy 
and  effective  audit  may  be  made.  Except  as 
otherwise  authorized  in  writing  by  HUD,  the 
Agency  shall  retain  such  books  and  records  for  a 
period  of  three  years  after  the  final  disbursement 
of  the  Grant. 

SEC.  502.  Reports  and  Information.  —  The 
Agency,  at  such  times  and  in  such  forms  as  HUD 
may  require,  shall  furnish  HUD  such  statements, 
records,  other  data  and  information,  and  such 
periodic  reports  as  it  may  request  pertaining  to 
the  Planning  Activities,  the  costs  and  obligations 
incurred  or  to  be  incurred  in  connection  therewith, 
and  any  other  matters  covered  by  this  Contract. 

SEC.  503.  Audits  and  Inspections.  —  The 
Agency  will,  at  any  time  during  normal  business 
hours  and  as  often  as  HUD  and/or  the  Comp- 
troller General  of  the  United  States  may  deem 
necessary,  make  available  to  HUD  and /or  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Comptroller  General  for  exami- 
nation all  of  its  books  and  records  with  respect  to 
all  matters  covered  by  this  Contract  and  will 
permit  HUD  and/or  representatives  of  the 
Comptroller  General  to  audit,  examine  and  make 
excerpts  or  transcripts  from  such  books  or 
records,  and  to  make  audits  of  all  contracts,  in- 
voices, materials,  payrolls,  records  of  personnel, 
conditions  of  employment  and  other  data  re- 
lating to  all  matters  covered  by  this  Contract. 

Artiole  VI  —  Termination  or  Suspension 
of  Contract 

SEC.  601.  Notice  of  Suspension  or  Termina- 
tion. —  If  the  Agency  unduly  delays  in  carrying 
out  any  of  the  Planning  Activities,  fails  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Contract,  or 
abandons  any  of  the  Planning  Activities,  or  if  for 
any  reason  the  commencement,  prosecution,  or 
timely  completion  by  the  Agency  of  any  of  the 
Planning  Activities  or  the  Program  is  rendered 
improbable,  infeasible,  impossible,  or  illegal,  the 
Government  may,  by  written  notice  to  the 
Agency,  (A)  suspend  any  or  all  of  the  Govern- 
ment's obligations  under  this  Contract  until  such 
time  as  the  condition  or  situation  causing  such 
suspension  has  ceased  or  been  corrected  or  (B) 
terminate  any  or  all  of  the  Government's  obliga- 
tions under  this  Contract.

Upon  such  disclosure,  such  person 
shall  not  participate  in  the  preparation  of  the 
Program  or  in  any  action  affecting  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Program  unless  the  Agency  and  the 
Government  shall  determine  that,  in  the  light  of 
such  share,  benefit,  or  personal  interest,  the  parti- 
cipation of  such  person  in  any  such  action  would 
not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest.  The 
Agency  will  promptly  advise  HUD  of  the  facts 
and  circumstances  concerning  any  disclosure  made 
to  it  pursuant  hereto  or  any  information  obtained 
by  it  relating  to  conflicts  of  interest. 

(B)  Citizen  Participation.  —  It  is  the  under- 
standing of  the  parties  that  the  above  provision 
will  be  implemented  in  such  a  manner  so  as  not  to 
unreasonably  impede  attainment  of  widespread 
citizen  participation  in  the  Planning  Activities 
and  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  Program. 

SEC.  703.  Bonus,  Commission,  or  Fee.  —  The 
Agency  shall  not  pay  any  bonus,  commission,  or 
fee  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  HUD's  approval 
of  the  Application,  or  any  other  approval  or 
concurrence  by  HUD  which  may  be  necessary 
under  this   Contract.

The 
Agency  will  incorporate  the  foregoing  require- 
ments of  this  paragraph  in  all  of  its  contracts  for 
work  covered  by  this  Contract,  other  than  con- 
tracts for  standard  commercial  supplies  or  raw 
materials,  and  will  require  all  such  contractors  to 
incorporate  the  same  requirements  in  all  subcon- 
tracts for  work  covered  by  this  Contract.

—  In  the  event  that 
any  invention,  improvement  or  discovery  may  be 
conceived  or  first  actually  reduced  to  practice  by 
the  Agency  or  its  employees,  or  by  any  con- 
tractor or  subcontractor  working  for  or  under

SEC.  802.  Contracts  for  Federal  Financial 
Aid.  —  Neither  this  Contract  nor  any  acts  in 
pursuance  hereof  shall  cbligate  the  Government 
to  enter  into  any  contract  with  the  Agency  or 
any  other  entity  for  Federal  assistance  in  con- 
nection with  the  Program  proposed  by  the  Agency 
or  for  the  planning  or  undertaking  of  any  specific 
project  in  the  locality,  it  being  expressly  under- 
stood that  the  Government  will,  in  its  sole  dis- 
cretion, determine  whether  or  not  any  such  con- 
tract will   be  entered   into  by  it. 

SEC.  803.  Provisions  Concerning  Certain 
Waivers.

Rules  of  the  City  Council 
1968-1969 
Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time,  and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  city  council  shall  be  held  on  every  Monday 
at  two  o'clock  p.m.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  president  at  his  discretion,  and  by 
the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose  only  of  drawing 
jurors.  No  special  meeting  of  the  City  Council, 
except  to  draw  jurors,  shall  be  called  except  with 
the  consent  of  all  the  members,  upon  less  notice 
than  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  notices 
are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  special  messenger. 

Quorum 
Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall  con- 
sist of  five  members.  If,  at  the  time  any  meeting 
is  called  to  order,  or  if,  during  a  meeting,  a  roll 
call  shows  less  than  a  quorum  present,  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall  declare  a  recess  of  not  more 
than  ten  minutes,  after  which  time,  if  a  quorum 
is  not  present,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned. 
If,  on  the  question  of  lack  of  a  quorum  a  roll  call 
shows  less  than  a  quorum  present,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  meeting  adjourned. 

President 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  take 
the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  council  shall 
have  adjourned,  shall  call  the  members  to  order 
and,  a  roll  call  showing  a  quorum  present,  shall 
proceed  with  the  regular  order  of  business.  In  the 
absence  of  the  presid?nt  the  senior  member  by 
age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary  president, 
or  until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve 
decorum  and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order 
in  preference  to  other  members  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any 
member  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless 
properly  seconded.  No  other  business,  except  a 
motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be 
in  order  until  the  question  on  appeal  has  been 
decided. 

The  question  shall   be  put  as   follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a 
roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative 
unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  con- 
trary. 

The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not 
be  subject  to  appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply 
thereto. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound 
all  motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved, 
unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous 
in  its  nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and 
fixing  times,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  put  first. 
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Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  re- 
quest of  any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  ques- 
tion when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these 
rules,  the  presiding  officer  shall,  without  debate, 
decide  all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  busi- 
ness to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all 
votes ;  but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the 
president  shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken 
and,  when  two  members  so  request,  shall  cause 
the  vote  to  be  taken  or  verified  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  9.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire 
to  vacate  the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to 
it;  but  the  president  or  the  president  pro  tem- 
pore, as  the  case  may  be,  may  resume  the  chair 
at  will. 

Rule  10.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  if  the  presiding  officer  shall  so  direct. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  be  deemed  indivisible ;  but  a  motion  to 
strike  out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amend- 
ment, or  a  motion  to  strike  out  and   insert. 

Rule  12.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  sub- 
ject different  from  that  under  consideration  shall 
be   admitted   under   color  of   amendment. 

Any  motion,  order  or  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a 
direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the  council  shall 
be  referred  without  debate  to  the  committee  on 
Rules  and  shall  not  be  further  considered  by  the 
council  except  upon  report  by  that  committee. 
There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  ofthe 
chairhereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject 
to  suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall 
unanimous  consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so 
referred  be  in  order. 

The  committee  on  Rules  may  report  that  any 
motion,  order  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is 
out  of  order  because  not  having  a  direct  bearing 
on  the  business  of  the  council,  and  its  report 
shall  be  a  final  disposition  of  the  matter,  sub- 
ject toanappeal  which  shall  be  governed  by 
the  same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals 
from  rulings  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  13.  When  a  petition,  order  or  resoultion 
relates  to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  ex- 
amined and  reported  upon  by  an  existing  com- 
mittee of  the  council,  such  order  or  resolution 
shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred  to  such 
committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any 
subject,  and  different  committees  are  proposed, 
the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the  following  order : 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special   committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order  or  resolu- 
tion, which  is  referred  to  a  committee,  shall  be 
given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee 
before  a  report  is  made  thereon,  provided  he  so 
requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  order  or  be- 
fore final  action  by  the  committee. 

If,  within  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the 
members  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all   the  members. 

If,  after  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the 
members  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled 
by  a  standing  vote  of  three  members  of  the 
council. 

If,  after  sixty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  is  not  reported  upon,  any  member 
may  recall  such  matter  from  the  committee,  and 
such  matter  shall  not  again  be  committed  to  any 
committee  other  than  the  executive  committee. 

Rule  14.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the 
presiding  officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except 
by   unanimous    consent. 

Rule  15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the 
following  motions  only  shall  be  entertained,  and 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged : 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order 


at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or 
pending  a  verification  of  a  vote;  and  that  motion, 
the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to 
take  from  the  table,  and  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question,  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate. 

Rule  17.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision 
of  these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  council 
shall  be  governed  by  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order. 

Readings 
Rule  18.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolu- 
tion, unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  or  re- 
jected, shall  have  two  several  readings,  both  of 
which  may  take  place  at  the  same  session  unless 
objection  is  made;  provided,  however,  that  all 
orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys,  unless  re- 
ported upon  by  a  committee  of  the  council,  shall 
lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action  thereon. 
Whenever  the  second  reading  immediately  fol- 
lows the  first  reading,  the  document  may  be  read 
on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only.  All 
orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restric- 
tions on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  all 
loans  voted  by  the  council  shall  require  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  council,  and 
shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  four- 
teen days  after  the  first,  except  in  cases  in  which 
a  shorter  period  is  authorized  by  law.  Any  order 
rescinding  an  order  for  any  of  the  foregoing 
purposes  shall  require  the  same  number  of  read- 
ings and  of  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage 
of  the  original  order. 

Reconsideration 

Rule  19.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  at 
the  same  meeting.  Debate  on  motions  to  recon- 
sider shall  be  limited  to  twenty  minutes,  and  no 
member  shall  occupy  more  than  four  minutes, 
but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary  or  incidental 
question,  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes, 
and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  two 
minutes. 

Rule  20.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has 
been  decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  recon- 
sidered, and  no  question  shall  be  twice  recon- 
sidered unless  it  has  been  amended  after  the  re- 
consideration ;  nor  shall  any  reconsideration  be 
had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the 
table  or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of 
such  action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the 
motion   to   reconsider. 

Conduct  of  Members 

Rule  21.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak 
shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is 
recognized.  In  speaking  he  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  any  other  member  by  name,  shall 
confine  himself  to  the  question,  shall  not  use  un- 
becoming, abusive,  or  unparliamentary  language, 
and  shall  avoid  personalities.  Any  member  who, 
in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in  personalities 
or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the  character 
of  another  member,  shall  make  an  apology  in 
open  session  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  offense 
is  committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding  regular 
meeting,  and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be  named 
by  the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and  sus- 
pended from  further  participation  in  debate  until 
said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who 
has  not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member 
speaking  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  inter- 
rupted by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

Rule  23.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  question,  or  to  serve  on  any  com- 
mittee, where  his  private  right  is  immediately 
concerned,    distinct   from   the   public   interest. 

Rule  24.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by 
interest,  shall  give  his  vote  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative  or  shall  respond  "present,"  unless  the 
council  for  special  reason  shall  excuse  him  from 
voting. 
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Committees 
Rule  25.  The  president  shall  appoint  all 
standing  committees  and,  unless  specially  directed 
by  the  council,  all  special  committees.  He  shall 
fill  any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the 
rank  of  the  members  of  each  committee.  There 
shall  be  the  following  standing  committees : 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members  of  the 
council. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
to  consist  ol  seven  members,  to  which  shall  be 
referred  matters  concerning  appropriations,  the 
city   budget,    expenuitures   and   loans. 

3.  A  committee  on  (Jlaims,  to  consist  of  five 
members,  to  which  shall  be  relerred  all  claims 
against  the  city  arising  irom  the  act  or  neglect 
of  any  of  its  departments.  It  shall  report  an- 
nually an  account  of  the  claims  awarded  or  ap- 
proved by  it  and  the  amount  of  money  awarded 
or  paid   in  settlements  thereof. 

.  4.  A  committee  on  Confirmations,  to  consist  of 
five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  ap- 
pointments which  are  required  to  be  conttrmed 
by  the  council. 

5.  A  committee  on  Public  Health,  to  consist  of 
five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters   concerning   public   health   and    hospitals. 

6.  A  committee  on  Penal  Matters,  to  consist  of 
five  members. 

7.  A  committee  on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule, 
to  consist  of  live  members,  to  which  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  memorials  to  the  General  Court  or  the 
Congress  and  all  matters  relating  to  the  eighty- 
ninth  article  of  amendment  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  committee  or  its 
delegate  shall  appear  before  the  committees  of 
the  General  Court  to  represent  the  interest  of  the 
City  when  authorized  so  to  do  by  vote  of  the 
council. 

8.  A  committee  on  Licenses,  to  consist  of  five 
members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  petitions 
for   licenses   and   permits. 

9.  A  committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions, 
to  consist  of  five  members,  to  which  shah  be  re- 
ferred orders  concerning  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts  or 
purposes. 

10.  A  committee  on  Public  Housing,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred 
all    matters    concerning    public    housing. 

11.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  consist  of 
five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  relating  to  public  lands. 

12.  A  committee  on  Public  Services,  to  consist 
of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  concerning  public  safety,  public  works, 
parks,    playgrounds    and    recreation. 

13.  A  committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of  seven 
members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
concerning  rules,  committee  procedures  and  coun- 
cil   equipment,    facilities,    staff    and    supplies. 

14.  A  committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  to  consist 
of  seven  members  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  concerning  urban  redevelopment,  rehabil- 
itation  and   renewal. 

15.  A  committee  .on  Public  Welfare,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred 
all  matters   concerning  public  welfare. 

Order  of  Business 
Ruile    26.    At    every    regular    meeting    of    the 
council  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Communications  from  his  honor  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials  and 
remonstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers,  etc. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Motion,  orders  and  resolutions. 

Spectators 

Rule  27.  No  person,  except  a  rriember  of  the 
council,  shall,  at  any  time,  be  permitted  to  oc- 
cupy the  seat,  in  the  council  chamber,  of  any 
member  of  the  council.  The  city  messenger  shall 
enforce  this   rule. 

Rule  28.  No  person,  excepting  officials  con- 
nected with  the  council,  and  duly  assigned  re- 
porters of  the  daily  newspapers,  shall  be  allowed 
in  the  anterooms  or  upon  the  floor  of  the  council 


chamber  while  the  council  is  in  session,  except 
upon  invitation  of  the  presiding  officer.  Spec- 
tators will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  coun- 
cil chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session,  but 
no  one  will  be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all 
the  seats  are  occupied.  No  demonstrations  of  ap- 
proval or  disapproval  from  the  spectators  shall 
be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations  are 
made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The  city  mes- 
senger 6hall.  enforce  this  rule. 

Committee  Meetings 

Rule  29.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  all  members  thereof,  be 
called  upon  less  than  twenty-four  hours  from  the 
time  the  clerk  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or 
dispatched  them  by  special  messenger,  provided, 
however,  that  meetings  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee may  be  held  in  the  recess  period  of  any  meet- 
ing of  the  council  without  such  consent  or  notice. 
No  committee,  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of 
the  council,  shall  incur  any  expense.  No  com- 
mittee meetings  shall  be  called  later  than  one 
hour  immediately  preceding  the  time  set  for  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  council,  nor  shall  any 
committee  remain  in  session  later  than  the  hour 
named  for  such  regular  meeting. 

The  clerk  of  committees  shall  mail  notices  of 
all  committee  meetings  to  all  the  members  of 
the   council. 

Form  of  Votes 
Rule  30.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression 
shall  be  "Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of 
command,  and  the  form  shall  be  "Resolved" 
for  everything  expressing  opinions,  principles, 
facts   or  purposes. 

Use  of  Rooms  on  Council  Floor 
Rule  31.   No  person  except  members   and  of- 
ficers  of  the  council   and   regularly  assigned   city 
hall   reporters  shall   be  admitted   at   any   time  to 
the  president's  room,   the  personal   offices  of  the 
councillors,   executive   committee  room  or  council 
chamber,  except  when  invited  on  official  business 
or  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  council. 
Amendment  and  Suspension 
Rule    32.    The    foregoing    rules    shall    not    be 
altered,   amended,   suspended   or  repealed   at   any 
time,  except  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members   of   the   council.

HALT  OF  LAND  ACQUISITION  AND 
RELOCATION  IN  SOUTH  END 
URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT 
Coun.   ATKINS  offered   the   following: 
Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  on  Decem- 
ber   6,    1965,    gave    passage    to    the    South    End 
Urban    Renewal    Project; 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  cited  among  its 
reasons  for  approval  of  this  plan  certain  "out- 
standing  features"   as   follows: 

1.  Evidence  that  nonprofit  rehabilitation 
projects  would  yield  rents  between  public  hous- 
ing  and   moderate-income   rental   levels; 

2.  Evidence  that  the  number  of  family  units 
requiring  relocation  was  approximately  3,550; 

3.  Evidence  that  relocation  resources  would 
include  3,600  units  of  new  housing  to  be  con- 
structed under  the  plan,  some  in  Castle  square 
and  some  on  land  already  vacant  in  1965; 

4.  Evidence  that  the  aforementioned  resources 
would  be  available  early  enough  so  that  reloca- 
tion would  be  accomplished  within  the  South 
End  and  "without  undue  hardship  and  housing 
(would  be)  provided  within  the  economic  means 
of  the  relocated  families  and   individuals" ; 

Whereas,  Serious  questions  have  been  raised  by 
residents  of  the  South  End  Community  and  by 
others  about  actual  developments  under  the  plan, 
questions  which  imply  that  the  execution  is  not 
taking  place  and  cannot,  without  changes, 
feasibly  take  place  in  the  manner  specifically 
understood  and  approved  by  the  Council ; 

Whereas,  A  report  has  been  issued  entitled 
"Urban  Renewal's  Effect  on  Low-Income  Hous- 
ing in  Boston's  South  End,"  which  states  the 
following : 

1.  That  approximately  two  thirds  of  all  South 
End  residents  qualify  for  public  housing  and  that 
only  800  units  of  public  housing  are  provided  for 
in  the  plan  —  the  number  of  relocatees  who  re- 
quire public  housing  numbering  2,368 ; 

2.  Evidence  that  the  lowest  rent  the  non- 
profit rehabilitation  projects  will  be  able  to  offer 
to  renters  is  $75  ; 

3.  Evidence  that  no  new  housing  has  been  con- 
structed outside  of  Castle  square  and  that  no 
construction  has  begun  on  any  sites  in  the  South 
End  outside  of  Castle  square;  and  that  no  con- 
struction will  be  completed  for  at  least  one  and 
one-half   years; 

4.  Evidence  that  adequate  relocation  resources 
within  or  without  the  South  End  are  not  avail- 
able both  from  the  standpoint  of  rental  as  well 
as  unit  size ; 

5.  Evidence  that  the  South  End  Renewal  Plan 
is  causing  considerable  hardship  in  the  com- 
munity, especially  as  it  affects  those  who  re- 
locate themselves  in  substandard  housing  units 
outside  of  the  South  End,  and  who  are  unable 
to   afford    rental    in   standard    units ; 

Whereas,  Various  groups  in  the  South  End 
community  are  demanding  that  the  urban  re- 
newal plan  be  stopped  until  a  serious  revalua- 
tion can  be  made  of  this  plan ;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority immediately  halt  all  land  acquisition  and 
relocation  in  the  South  End  of  Boston  except  re- 
location of  families  remaining  on  sites  already 
acquired  and  programmed  for  public  housing  and 
new  221 -d-3  housing  until  such  time  as  the  plan 
has  been  reformulated  so  that  it  will  be  feasible 
for  the  BRA  to  carry  it  out  in  compliance  with 
federat  and  state  regulations  in  regard  to  housing 
construction  and  relocation  in  the  area;  and  until 
such  time  as  it  appears  that  the  plan  can  feasibly 
be  staged  and  executed  in  the  manner  specifically 
understood  and  approved  by  the  Boston  City 
Council. 
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Summary 

It  is  rapidly  becoming  impossible  for  the  South 
End  to  serve  as  a  home  for  large  numbers  of 
low-income  families  and  individuals,  a  role  the 
area  has  played  for  over  60  years. 

During  the  past  ten  years,  property  values  in 
the  area  have  spiralled  upward  as  the  middle- 
class  "Urbanites"  have  begun  to  move  in.  At  the 
same  time,  thousands  of  low-rent  housing  units 
have  been  demolished,  through  market  forces  as 
well  as  public  action.  The  result  is  a  sharp 
squeeze  on  the  low-income  housing  supply.  This 
squeeze  can  only  tighten  during  the  remaining  5 
years  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's 
7-year   "South   End  Renewal  Plan." 

The  Plan's  purpose  is  to  bring  more  middle- 
and  upper-income  people  into  the  South  End,  a 
goal  which  supports  the  directions  in  which  the 
South  End  is  moving  as  a  result  of  existing 
market  forces.  The  Plan  also  states  that  the 
people  displaced  by  the  renewal  project  will  be 
provided  with  standard  housing  which  they  can 
afford,  to  be  located  in  the  South  End  if  the 
family  so  desires.  It  now  seems  clear  that  the 
BRA  cannot  realize  both  of  its  stated  objectives. 

It  is  the  South  End's  low-income  residents  who 
now  face  permanent  displacement  from  the  area. 
Most  of  the  5215  units  which  the  BRA  will  tear 
down  (1,084  of  which  are  in  standard  condition), 
have  provided  low-rent  housing  for  the  South 
End's  poorer  residents.  Many  South  End  resi- 
dents will  not  be  able  to  afford  any  of  the  hous- 
ing which  is  projected  for  the  "new  South  End." 
The  number  of  relocatees  who  qualify  for  public 
housing  is  2,368.  The  total  public  housing  in  the 
Plan  is  only  1,100,  and  it  is  evident  that  for 
hundreds  of  families  even  the  minimum  public 
housing  rents  would  be  too  high. 

No  new  moderate-rent  221(d)(3)  housing  will 
be  available  for  at  least  2  years,  various  rental 
assistance  programs  have  met  persistent  delays, 
and  rehabilitation  progress  is  extremely  limited. 
Even  if  the  Plan  could  eventually  provide  hous- 
ing within  the  reach  of  all  residents,  there  is  a 
crucial  time  lag  between  tearing  down  housing 
and  replacing  it. 

Grave  problems  also  exist  in  finding  homes  for 
South  End  relocatees  outside  the  South  End.  The 
BRA  has  suggested  outlying  "Improvement 
Areas"  as  ideal  for  relocation,  but  the  Authority 
has  also  admitted  that  lower  income  housing  in 
these    areas    is    now    "relatively    unavailable." 

Based  on  the  results  of  this  study,  UPA 
recommends  that  the  following  steps  be  taken : 

(1)  That  land  takings  in  the  South  End  be 
halted  until  the  BRA  can  demonstrate  with  up- 
to-date  figures  that  adequate  relocation  housing 
exists. 
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(2)  That  the  South  End  Renewal  Plan  be 
modified  to  provide  for  an  increased  number  of 
low-income  housing  units. 

(3)  That  BRA  and  other  city  agencies  mount 
a  special  program  to  ensure  that  properties 
designated  for  future  acquisition  not  be  allowed 
to  deteriorate  to  the  point  where  tenants  are 
forced  out  before  adequate  replacement  housing 
is  available. 

(4)  That  a  city  ordinance  be  passed  to  require 
all  private  developers  who  displace  households 
for  purposes  of  rehabilitation  or  demolition  to 
pay  a  relocation  allowance. 

(5)  That  households  already  relocated  without 
assistance  be  traced  by  the  Relocation  Office  and 
receive  priority  for  replacement  housing  in  the 
South  End  if  they  wish  it. 

(6)  That  the  BRA  and  its  relocation  agency 
launch  an  intensive  campaign  to  inform  all  resi- 
dents about  its  new  policies  on  acquisition  and 
relocation. 

(7)  That  BRA  provide  increased  assistance  to 
low-  and  moderate-income  families  in  gaining 
home  ownership. 

(8)  That  special  programs  of  financial  as- 
sistance be  developed  for  the  hundreds  of  relo- 
catees  who  cannot  afford  even  minimum  public- 
housing  rents. 
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Urban  Renewal's  Effect  On  Low -Income 
Housing  in  Boston's  South  End 

I.  Purpose 

This  study  has  been  undertaken  with  two 
principal  aims  in  mind : 

(1)  To  examine  the  ongoing  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Project,  along  with  other  developments 
within  and  affecting  the  area,  and  to  assess  its 
effect  upon  the  availability  of  adequate  housing 
for   low-income   South    End   residents.1 

(2)  To  recommend  corrective  action  to 
eliminate  any  deficiencies  found  in  the  current  or 
projected  supply  of  housing  available  to  low- 
income  residents   of  the   South   End. 

II.  Trends  in  the  South  End  :  An  Overview 
The    South    End    began    its    existence    in    the 

eighteen  fifties  as  a  carefully  planned  residential 
area  consisting  mainly  of  elegant  town  houses. 
Since  tumbling  from  its  initial  perch  of  "high 
respectability"  during  the  late  1800's,  the  South 
End  has  served  at  least  three  functions  of  sig- 
nificance to  Boston.  First,  it  has  been  a  chief 
port  of  entry  for  successive  waves  of  immigrants, 
offering  them  a  cheap  place  to  live  and  a  con- 
venient location  from  which  to  try  to  find  work. 
(Recent  incoming  groups  have  been  Southern 
Negroes  and  Puerto  Ricans.)  Some  groups  have 
stayed  and  established  themselves  in  the  South 
End  as  stable  continuing  communities,  such  as 
the  Syrians  and  Greeks.  Others  later  have 
scattered  to  other  parts  of  the  city  and  surround- 
ing areas  in  response  to  various  economic  and 
social  factors. 

Second,  the  South  End  has  provided  a  haven 
for  those  already  in  the  city,  who,  for  many 
different  reasons,  just  "haven't  made  it," 
economically  and  socially.  Today  in  the  South 
End  there  are  several  thousand  alcoholics;  10,000 
or  more  lodgers,  mostly  poor  and  many  of  them 
elderly;  and  uncounted  numbers  of  transients  and 
"night  people,"  for  example,  those  engaged  in 
prostitution,  dope  peddling,  and  bookmaking 
(1,  page  115). 2  The  private  and  public  services 
available  within  the  South  End  have  been  well- 
suited  to  the  needs  of  a  low-income  population; 
small    service    shops    (selling    used    clothing    and

furniture,  inexpensive  meals,  cheap  produce  and 
cuts  of  meat,  etc.),  relatively  good  transporta- 
tion to  sources  of  employment  throughout  the 
city,  and  a  variety  of  social  agencies  (settlement 
nouses,  missions,  and  even  a  recent  program  for 
alcoholics). 

Third,  the  South  End  has  provided  jobs  for 
around  17,000  workers,  most  of  them  unskilled 
or  semi-skilled  and  many  of  them  South  End 
residents.  1  Thousands  of  families  and  individuals 
in  the  South  End  are  supported  by  jobs  within 
the  community.  The  Boston  City  Hospital  and 
Boston  University  Medical  Center  are  two  of  the 
major  employers. 

The  South  End  contains  a  combination  of  in- 
habitants unique  to  the  city :  the  older  im- 
migrant communities,  newly-arrived  Puerto 
Ricans  and  Southern  Negroes,  along  with  college 
students  and  Brahmins,  blue  collar  workers  and 
professionals,  transients  and  alcoholics,  tenants, 
and  resident  owners,  Negro  and  white.  These 
elements  have  produced  a  colorful  and  exciting 
atmosphere,  though  never  a  unified  and  peaceful 
community.  A  recent  study  observed  that  "the 
district  can  be  viewed  as  one  in  which  several 
incompatible  users  of  urban  land  are  competing 
for  control  of  the  same  space." 

Occurring  simultaneously  with  this  competition 
has  been  a  rapid  decline  in  the  total  population  of 
the  South  End.  The  population  loss  between 
1950  and  1960,  for  example,  was  around  40  per 
cent,  and  roughly  25  per  cent  of  the  1960  popula- 
tion had  departed  by  1966.  The  present  popula- 
tion of  the  whole  South  End  area  is  35-40,000 
while  the  population  within  the  Renewal  Area 
has  been  estimated  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)   at  25,000  in  1966. 

The  rapid  exodus  of  residents  from  the  South 
End  indicates  that  the  area  has  lost  some  of  its 
attractiveness  to  those  who  have  been  residing 
there.  In  seeking  to  understand  this  trend,  one 
should   remember  that   for  some  time  the  South

End  has  been  operating  like  many  core-city  areas; 
especially  those  with  a  high  proportion  of  Ne- 
gross.1  There  has  been  a  high  unemployment 
rate,  75  per  cent  above  the  city  average  in  1961 ; 
city  services,  including  schools,  parks,  street  re- 
pair, and  trash  collection  have  been  extremely 
poor;  and  the  health  and  vitality  of  the  residents 
have  suffered  (e.g.,  the  infant  mortality  rate  was 
double,  and  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  six 
times,  the  over-all  average  for  Boston  in  1961. 2 
These  conditions  create  an  incentive  for  many 
families  to  move  out  as  soon  as  they  can  afford 
it.  Statistical  evidence  supports  the  contention 
that  moderate  income  families  are  leading  the 
exodus  from  the  South  End.3 

Undergirding  all  three  functions  the  South  End 
has  traditionally  performed  for  the  city  —  a 
starting  place  for  new  arrivals,  a  home  for  those 
at  the  bottom  of  the  socio-economic  scale,  and 
a  source  of  employment  for  unskilled  or  semi- 
skilled workers  —  has  been  the  supply  of  low- 
income  housing  available  within  the  area.  The 
study  of  the  South  End  referred  to  above  com- 
ments that  "the  area's  role  in  the  urban  housing 
market  was  to  serve  those  with  the  absolute 
minimum  of  economic  choice,  a  function  which 
the  district  had  been  performing  for  sixty  years" 
(1,  page  147).  But  the  housing  situation  has  been 
changing  rapidly.  As  our  later  analysis  will  show,

3For  expmple,  from  1950  to  1960  median  income 
in  the  South  End  increased  much  less  than  for 
the  metropolitan  area  as  a  whole  (38  per  cent  vs. 

During  the  same 
period,  those  with  highest  incomes  ("professional/ 
managerial,"  in  the  census)  were  increasing 
rapidly:  11  percent  in  the  South  End  compared 
to  6  Percent  for  the  metropolitan  area.  In  com- 
bination, these  two  trends  indicate  that  those 
with  incomes  in  the  middle  range  (for  the  South 
End)  must  be  departing  in  proportionately 
greater  numbers  than  those  with  the  lowest  in- 
comes. These  comparisons  are  based  upon  data 
from  Table  A  and  Table  5,  census  tracts  LI -6, 
13-4,  Jl-2,  and  Rl  and  R3  in  reference  4  (and 
Table  A  of  reference  5.). 
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the  area's  ability  to  provide  housing  which  is 
both  low  in  cost  and  acceptable  in  quality  is  de- 
clining. The  days  are  gone  when  a  three-  or  four- 
story  brick  house  (not  renovated,  but  "liveable") 
could  be  bought  for  $3-4,000  and  could  provide 
the  owner  with  a  secure  source  of  income  through 
the  renting  of  low-cost  rooms  and  apartments. 
In  fact,  only  9  per  cent  of  all  dwelling  units  were 
owner-occupied  in  I960  (0,  page  69),  and  55 
percpnt  of  the  lodging  houses  were  absentee 
owned  (1,  page  126).  In  reference  to  housing 
costs,  a  recent  "Boston  Globe"  feature  article  on 
the  South   End  observed  : 

The  value  of  property  which  no  one  could 
give  away  a  few  years  ago  has  almost  sky- 
rocketed, and  suburban  newcomers  are  moving  in. 

Yet,  the  very  upgrading  of  the  South  End,  the 
increase  in  property  values  and  the  influx  of  new 
residents  have  created  new  problems  for  the  area.: 
(3,  page  32,  italics  added). 

A  new  force  affecting  low-income  housing  and 
services  in  the  South  End  appeared  around  1960 
and  has  been  growing  year  by  year.  It  takes  the 
form  of  still  another  group  of  newcomers  on  the 
South  End  scene.  They  were  referred  to  in  the 
quotation  above  and  have  been  designated  by  one 
writer  as  the  "Urbanites."  He  characterized  them 
as  "young,  white,  professional,  middle-income 
or  better,  individuals  and  families  who  have 
made  the  conscious  decision  to  move  to  the  South 
End  [and]  buy  houses  and  convert  them  back 
to  their  original  single  family  use  (2,  page  128). 
The  new  developments  in  downtown  Boston, 
located  nearby,  are  key  factors  in  making  the 
South  End  an  attractive  place  of  residence  for 
middle- income  people.  Later  sections  of  this 
report  will  examine  in  more  detail  the  ways  in 
which  the  Urbanites  are  affecting  the  traditional 
housing  supply  in  the  South  End. 

The  most  significant  factor  affecting  the  South 
End's  housing  supply  is  undoubtedly  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan.  The  Plan  calls  for  an  adequate 
supply  of  low-income  housing  in  its  stated  ob- 
jectives. However,  the  implementation  of  the 
Plan  shows  every  sign  of  proving  highly  detri- 
mental to  low-income  residents,  the  traditional 
backbone  of  the  South  End's  population.  The  role 
of  the  Plan  in  displacing  low-income  residents 
stood  out  clearly  to  the  author  of  a  recent  262- 
page  study  of  renewal  planning  in  the  South  End. 
He  concluded,  after  a  study  of  all  facets  of  the 
Plan: 

"If  [the  Urban  Renewal  Planl  works,  there 
will  be  a  new  South  End  for  new  South  Enders." 
(6,   page   252,   italics   added). 

Before  turning  to  a  detailed  analysis  of  the 
South  End  Renewal  Plan,  we  will  expand  upon 
two  other  factors  we  have  identified  earlier  which 
affect  the  low-income  housing  supply. 
III.  External  Developments  Affecting  The 
South  End 

In  view  of  its  central  location  within  the  City 
of  Boston  one  would  expect  the  South  End  to  be 
sensitive  to  changes  in  the  rest  of  the  city.  This 
seems  clearly  to  be  the  case  with  regard  to  the 
South  End  housing  market.  Three  major  external 
developments  of  direct  relevance  are  the  Pru- 
dential Center,  the  Government  Center,  and  the 
new  Christian  Science  Church  complex.  The  Pru- 
dential project,  though  initiated  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  Edward  Logue  as  BRA  administrator, 
fitted  perfectly  into  his  and  Mayor  Collins' 
image  of  "the  New  Boston"  and  has  served  as  a 
pacesetter  for  similar  BRA  projects  in  the  Central 
Business  District. 

The  existence  of  the  downtown  development 
projects,  moreover,  is  undoubtedly  facilitating  the 
implementation  of  BRA's  General  Plan  for  the 
Center  City.  The  thousands  of  secretaries,  white 
collar  workers,  and  managers  who  have  been  (or 
will  be)  drawn  into  the  new  urban  complexes 
have  created  a  strong  demand  for  more  middle- 
class  space  for  convenient  intown  Ifving.  For 
many,  it  would  be  only  a  short  walk  from  the 
South  End  to  their  work  downtown.  The  new 
commercial  and  administrative  services  created 
by  the  development  of  the  new  complexes  are 
tailored  to  middle-class  needs.  A  variety  of 
cultural  activities  and  places  of  entertainment  are 
located  in  close  proximity  to  the  South  End.  As 
a  result,  the  "New  Boston"  has  been  in  a  posi- 
tion to  attract,  with  considerable  assurance  of 
success,  sizeable  private  residential  investment 
in  the  South  End. 


IV.     The    Private    Housing    Market    In    The 
South  End 

In  addition  to  being  so  close  to  the  new  urban 
complexes,  there  are  other  reasons  for  the  South 
End's  new  attractiveness  to  middle-income  resi- 
dents and  investors.  The  architectural  style  of 
touch  of  the  South  End  —  those  sturdy  and 
handsome  brick  row  houses  which  have  supported 
many  different  styles  of  life  —  have  made  the 
area  appealing  to  realtors  who  conceive  of  the 
area  as  another  Georgetown.  The  low  sales  prices 
for  the  houses  —  which,  in  an  earlier  day,  had 
allowed  people  with  much  more  limited  capital  to 
invest  comfortably  —  began  to  encourage  spec- 
ulators to  buy  cheaply  and  then  invest  large 
amounts  (up  to  3  or  4  times  the  sales  price)  in 
rehabilitation.  The  cost  and  style  of  such  re- 
habilitation raised  rents  beyond  the  means  of  the 
old  tenants  and  usually  reduced  the  number  of 
dwelling  units,  frequently  from  3  or  4  apartments 
to  a  single-family  house.  Banks,  encouraged  by 
the  existence  of  the  nearby  urban  complexes  and 
sensing  the  "lay  of  the  land,"  came  to  view  the 
financing  of  residential  building  in  the  area  much 
more  favorably  —  provided  the  potential  mort- 
gagor had  a  good  middle-class  credit  rating. 
Thus,  the  handwriting  was  on  the  wall.  It  was 
clear  that  the  South  End  would  be  buoyed  up 
by  the  developments  north  and  west  of  its 
borders. 

Data  on  real  estate  transactions  confirm  this 
trend.  In  an  area  of  the  South  End  known  to  be 
the  focus  for  home  buying  by  Urbanites  (the 
northeasterly  section),  a  comparison  was  made 
between  the  number  and  value  of  transactions  in 
the  private  market  for  the  periods  1958-1960 
and  1962-1964.  In  the  first  3-year  period  there 
were  72  transactions  with  an  average  value  of 
$5,800;  in  the  second  3-year  period  there  were 
240  transactions  with  an  average  value  of  S8.740 
(2,  p.  130).  Some  spot  checks  within  the  same 
areas  on  properties  sold  recently  (without  sub- 
stantial rehabilitation)  indicate  that  when  com- 
plete data  become  available  for  the  1965-67 
period,  the  upward  trend  in  speculation  will  still 
be  in  force.  In  Union  park  one  property  sold  for 
88,000  in  1963  and  for  $14,000  in  1965.  On  Upton 
street  a  pair  of  buildings  was  purchased  for 
$14,000  in  1964  and  resold  separately  2  years 
later  at  a  combined  price  which  was  more  than 
double  the  original  sales  price.  In  Clarendon  park 
a  property  rose  in  value  from  $5,000  to  $10,000 
between  1963  and  1966.  These  transactions  are 
not  offered  as  typical,  but  they  reflect  the  kind  of 
speculative   buying  that   is   under  way. 

The  southwesterly  section  of  the  South  End, 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Camden  street,  has 
not  experienced  the  same  degree  of  speculation, 
so  far.  There,  the  prices  are  at  a  level  roughly 
comparable  to  those  of  the  northeastern  section 
five  or  six  years  ago.  Several  realtors  interviewed 
have  agreed  that  the  area  is  "less  certain"  and 
"has  some  unknown  factors."  These  uncertainties 
seem  to  include  the  construction  of  the  Inner 
Belt,  the  rumored  expansion  of  Northeastern 
University  across  Tremont  street,  and  the  area's 
greater  distance  from  the  central  urban  complexes. 
Two  other  factors  appear  to  be  limiting  the  entry 
of  speculative  realtors  or  middle-class  home 
buyers  into  the  southwestern  section  of  the  South 
End.  First,  the  architecture  is  less  attractive 
than  in  the  other  section.  Second,  there  is  a  re- 
luctance on,  the  part  of  potential  white  new- 
comers to  move  close  to  the  predominantly  Negro 
population  in  Lower  Roxbury  and  in  the  nearby 
public  housing  and  projected  leased  housing 
developments.  The  barrier  of  Massachusetts' 
avenue  may  well  serve  to  maintain  a  noticeably 
different  character  to  the  two  sections  of  the 
South  End,  except  as  a  deliberate  effort  is  made 
through  the  Renewal  Plan  to  build  continuity 
between  them. 

In  a  later  section  dealing  with  the  relocation 
provisions  of  the  Renewal  Plan,  we  will  examine 
the  current  status  of  the  private  market  for 
rental  housing  in  the  South  End.  Within  the 
present  context,  however,  it  is  sufficient  to  observe 
that  the  activities  of  speculating  realtors  and  the 
influx  of  Urbanite  home  buyers,  along  with  the 
consequent  upgrading  of  properties,  reduced  num- 
ber of  dwelling  units,  and  increased  rentals,  have 
substantially  reduced  the  supply  of  low-rent 
housing  in  the  South  End  as  a  whole. 
V.     The  South  End  Renewal  Plan 
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A.  Relation  to  the  General  Plan  for  Boston 
One    can    best    understand    the    Plan    for    the 

South  End  in  the  context  of  the  BRA's  General 
Plan.  The  broad  intent  of  the  General  Plan  has 
been  expressed  as  follows : 

The  Policy  of  the  Development  Program  and 
this  Plan  is  ...  to  promote  stability  in  the  size 
of  Boston's  population  while  increasing  the  di- 
versity of  its  composition  so  that  it  more  nearly 
reflects  the  composition  of  the  Region  as  a 
whole  ...  to  preserve  the  stability  of  residential 
neighborhoods  in  Boston  and  to  make  them  .  .  . 
competitive  with  surrounding  cities  and  towns  in 
housing,  schools,  and  public  services.  (7,  sect. 
VI-3). 

B.  Objectives  of  the  South  End  Plan 

1.  Conformance  with  General  Plan 

"provide  an  economically,  socially,  and  racially 
integrated   community."    (8,   R^13,   page  4). 

2.  Elimination  of  Blight 

"The  basic  objectives  of  urban  renewal  action 
in  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Area  are  to 
eliminate  severe  conditions  of  blight,  deteriora- 
tion, obsolescence,  traific  congestion  and  incom- 
patible land  uses.  (8  R213,  page  4) 

3.  Separate  Treatment  of  Medical/Industrial 
and  Residential  Areas 

"to  provide  necessary  industrial  and  medical 
expansion  without  destroying  the  basic  fabric  of 
the  residential  community."  (8  R213,  page  4) 

4.  Protect  Private  Investment 

"Protect  and  expand  the  city's  tax  base  .  .  . 
and  by  stabilizing  property  values,  protect  private 
investment."    (8,   R213,    page   5) 

5.  Establishment  of  Residential  Character 
"The   gateways   to   the   South    End   residential 

community  from  South  Cove,  Back  Bay,  Fenway, 
and  Roxbury  communities  should  be  residentiary 
oriented."  (8  R213,  page  5) 

6.  New  Housing  Within  Prevailing  Income 
Requirements 

"Provide,  in  appropriate  areas,  new  housing 
units  .  .  .  which  are  within  the  income  require- 
ments of  the  Community."  (8,  R213,  page  5 
italics  added) 

7.  Assurance  of  Standard  Housing 
"Housing  referred  to  families  will  be  inspected 

to  assure  that  it  is  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
standard  housing  in  compliance  with  applicable 
codes  and  ordinances."   (8,  R123,  page  17) 

8.  Maintenance  of  Housing  Supply  in  Project 
Area  for  Minorities 

"N6  net  reduction  in  the  supply  of  housing  in 
the  project  area  available  to  minority  group 
families  is   proposed."   (8,   R215,   page   1) 

9.  Rehousing  in  South  End  for  All  Low- 
Income   Residents   Who   Wish   to   Stay 

"In  the  planning  and  development  of  the  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  it  was  emphasized  by 
the  BRA  that  provision  would  be  made  under 
the  plan  for  housing  for  all  low -income  families 
and  individuals  desiring  to  remain  in  this  com- 
munity. It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  South 
End  Plan  to  force  low-income  families  and  in- 
dividuals out  of  the  area  as  upgrading  occurs. 
This  objective  was  supported  and  approved  by 
the  Urban  Renewal  Committee  and  the  neighbor- 
hood associations  over  the  planning  period."  (9, 
page  1) 

C.  Specific  Provisions 

1.  Acquisition,  Clearance  and  Displacement  of 
Residents 

The  Plan  calls  for  the  acquisition  by  BRA  of 
186  acres,  30  per  cent  of  the  South  End's  total 
area  (see  shaded  areas  on  map,  Appendix  A). 
All  of  the  5,215  dwelling  units  and  298  non- 
residential buildings  on  the  land  to  be  acquired 
will  be  torn  down.  For  low-income  South  End 
residents,  the  most  significant  item  above  is  the 
destruction  of  the  5,215  dwelling  units,  including 
1,084  standard  units. 

2.  Displacement  and  Relocation  of  Residents 
A  total  of  1,730  families  and  1,820  single  in- 
dividuals (7,500  people  in  all)  have  been  sched- 
uled for  displacement.  The  racial  distribution  is 
nearly  equal;  1,825  are  white,  1,725  nonwhite. 
The  median  monthly  household  (families  and 
individuals)  income  for  all  those  displaced  is  $304 
($318  for  whites,  $289  for  nonwhites).  A  total 
of  66  per  cent  of  all  those  displaced  qualify  for 
public  housing.  (8,   Form  H-6122) 

The  Plan  estimates  that  "746  families  and 
aged  individuals  by  reason  of  limited  income,  age, 
and  other  factors  of  eligibility  will  be  relocated 


into  public  housing,"  a  number  which  is  only 
31  per  cent  of  those  who  qualify  for  admission. 
It  is  estimated  that  414  families  and  aged  home 
owners  will  purchase  homes,  while  "2,390  families 
and  aged  individuals  are  expected  to  choose  to 
continue  to  rent  in  either  existing  or  newly  created 
rental  housing."  (8  R223(2),  page  2) 

3.    New  Public  Housing 

The  Plan  proposes  to  build  500  units  of  public 
rental  housing  for  elderly  persons  and  300  family 
units.  (8,  8223(2),  page  4)  BRA  has  reported 
that  as  of  March,  1967,  462  units  for  the  elderly 
and  76  family  units  were  "in  construction  or 
advanced  planning"1  at  Castle  square,  Rutland 
street,  Shawmut  avenue,  Northampton  street  and 
Conet  place,  and  New  Worcester  square.  (2,  page 
65) 


'"Advanced  planning"  usually  is  an  extended 
period,  so  that  the  completion  date  may  be  2 
to   4   years   away. 

4.  New  Moderate  Rental  Housing 

The  Plan  states  that  "opportunities  are  pro- 
vided within  the  South  End  for  the  construction 
of  up  to  2,500  new  moderate  rental  dwelling 
units"  (8,  R123,  page  13,  italics  added).  Precise 
guarantees  concerning  the  number  of  new  units 
are  not  given.  Under  Section  221  (d)  (3)  of  the 
Federal  Housing  Program,  these  units  would  be 
sponsored  largely  by  nonprofit  corporations  and 
privately  constructed  with  FHA  financial  assist- 
ance. At  the  present  time,  500  units  of  221(d)(3) 
housing  have  been  constructed  in  Castle  square. 
The  Castle  square  development  was  begun  prior 
to  adoption  of  the  South  End  Plan,  under  the 
"early  land  acquisition"  provisions  of  the  Urban 
Renewal  Act. 

A  November,  1966,  BRA  memorandum  pro- 
posed that  1,000  units  of  low-rent  housing  be 
provided  through  various  rental  assistance  pro- 
grams applied  to  the  new  221(d)(3)  housing.  In 
this  memorandum  it  was  proposed  that  300  units 
(15  percent)  of  the  2,000  units  still  to  be  built 
be  offered  as  low-rent  housing.1  (9,  page  3.)  (If 
this  is  to  be  achieved,  agreements  will  be  neces- 
sary between  the  developers  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  whereby  BHA  will  lease  the 
units  at  the  going  rate  and  then  rent  them  to 
low-income  tenants  at  levels  comparable  to  public 
housing.)  The  same  memorandum  also  proposed 
that  320  units  of  low  rent  housing  be  provided 
through  application  of  federal  rent  supplements 
in  the  221(d)(3)  developments.  Finally,  the  docu- 
ment also  called  for  380  units  of  low-rent  housing 
to  be  provided  from  the  existing  housing  inven- 
tory under  the  BHA  leasing  program. 

5.  Housing  Rehabilitation 

The  more  than  20,000  dwelling  units  not 
scheduled  for  clearance  were  designated  for  re- 
habilitation. These  dwellings  will  be  subjected  to 
an  intensive  housing  code  enforcement  program, 
paired  with  a  series  of  federal  programs  to  assist 
in  financing  rehabilitation  work.  In  1960  tnere 
were  more  than  10,000  substandard  dwelling 
units  in  the  South  End,  so  the  magnitude  of  the 
rehabilitation  iob  will  be  large,  even  after  allow- 
ing for  the  4,000  substandard  units  which  are  to 
be  cleared. 

All  of  the  construction  and  rehabilitation 
figures  given  above  were  based  on  an  assumed 
execution  period  of  seven  years.  At  the  present 
time,  however,  all  of  these  proposed  figures  and 
schedule  for  new  housing  are  extremely  tenuous, 
as  section  VI  of  this  report   will   show. 


'From  documentation  available  to  UPA,  there  is 
some  uncertainty  as  to  how  many  total  units  of 
new  housing  are  planned  for  the  South  End. 
Only  3.300  (2,500  221(d)(3)  and  800  public 
housing)  are  explicitly  mentioned  in  the  original 
plan.  On  the  other  hand,  BRA's  1966  Annual 
Report  listed  4,100  units  of  new  construction  for 
the  South  End  (10,  Table  4).  One  wav  of 
reconciling  the  figures  is  to  pssume  that  BRA 
now  plans  to  build  2, .500  221(d)(3)  units  in 
addition  to  the  500  in  Castle  snuare  and  1,000 
units  of  public  housing  in  addition  to  the  100 
in  Castle  square,  thus  bringing  the  total  to 
4,100.  Note  that  the  displacement  figures  do 
not  include  the  residents  who  lived  in  Castle 
square  prior  to  its  redevelopment.  (Reference  9 
lists   1,000  public  housing  units  page  4). 
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6.  Improvements  and  Public  Facilities 

The  Plan  calls  for  the  following  specific  items: 

(a)  Five  schools:  four  elementary  and  one  in- 
termediate. 

(b)  A  branch  public  library. 

(c)  A  Community  Center  building,  including  a 
swimming  pool. 

(d)  Field  houses  and  playground  improve- 
ments throughout  the  area. 

(e)  Street  improvements  throughout  the  area. 

(f)  A  Community  Mental  Health  Center. 

(g)  Changes  in  the  traffic  signal  and  control 
system,  the  fire  alarm  system,  and  the  police 
signal   system. 

(h)   Changes  in   MBTA  facilities, 
(i)  A  fire  station. 

(j)  Modifications  and  extensions  to  the  sewer- 
age and  storm  drainage  system. 

7.  Costs  of  South  End  Renewal  Project 

The  net  project  cost  is  given  as  approximately 
$53  million,  consisting  roughly  of  $15  million  in 
site  improvements  and  public  facilities  and  $38 
million  in  direct  project  expenditures  (in  which 
the  major  items  include  land  acquisitions  and 
clearance).  The  federal  capital  grant  will  total 
around  $39  million,  which  amounts  to  $1,500  per 
capita  based  on  the  1966  population  in  the  Re- 
newal Area  (25,000).  The  state  and  local  contri- 
butions amount  to  about  $14  million.  The  amount 
of  private  investment  expected  to  supplement 
the  public  expenditures  is  between  $75  and  $100 
million  (based  on  the  approximate  2.1  ratio  of 
private  to  public  funds  assumed  in  the  General 
Plan.   (Reference  7,  XI,  page  8.) 

8.  Summary  of  Key  Provisions 

Key  provisions  of  the  South  End  Renewal  Plan 
are  summarized   in  Table  I   (Appendix  A). 

VI.     Evaluation  of  the  Renewal  Plan 

A.  Defects  in  the  General  Plan 

The  earlier  quotation  defining  the  General 
Plan's  basic  objectives  talks  about  "increasing 
the  diversity  of  [Boston's]  composition,  so  that  it 
more  nearly  reflects  the  composition  of  the 
whole."  The  South  End  can  hardly  be  said  to 
lack  diversity,  having  supported  so  many  different 
communities  over  the  years,  although  its  popula- 
tion has  been  predominantly  low  income.  So,  the 
South  End  plan  follows  the  General  Plan  rather 
neatly :  it  intends  to  increase  the  economic  di- 
versity of  the  area  by  creating  an  environment  to 
which  middle -income  residents  will  return. 

Presumably,  then,  the  reverse  should  also  be 
occurring  —  the  region  should  be  becoming  more 
like  the  city,  with  its  outlying  parts  becoming 
more  like  its  core  city,  and  both  the  suburbs  and 
the  outlying  parts  should  be  becoming  "com- 
petitive" with  the  core  city  in  supporting  low- 
income  people.  If  so,  low-income  housing  would 
then  be  made  available  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
allow  displaced  and  .dissatisfied  low-income  per- 
sons to  move  to  the  outlying  areas.  In  addition, 
appropriate  services  for  low-income  people  would 
also  be  made  available  in  the  outlying  areas, 
allowing  them  to  work  and  shop  there,  as  well  as 
pay  rent.  , 

But  it  is  obvious  that  this  is  not  happening. 
Public  or  other  low-rent  housing  is  not  being 
built  in  the  suburbs  or  outlying  areas,  the  resi- 
dents of  which  are  undoubtedly  as  "nervous" 
about  low-income  and/or  non-white  groups  as 
are  the  white  Urbanites  taking  up  residence  in 
the  South  End. 

While  the  General  Plan  states  that  "a  basic 
premise  of  the  Plan  is  that  all  residents  .  .  . 
should  have  equal  opportunities  to  live  anywhere 
in  the  metropolitan  area  they  choose,"  everyone 
knows  that  all  residents  do  not  have  this  op- 
portunity; nor  will  they  for  years  to  come.  Even 
in  public  housing,  this  is  not  true.  While  finding 
"token  progress"  on  desegregation,  a  recent  ap- 
praisal of  public  housing  in  Boston  reported 
that  "at  the  end  of  March,  1967,  eight  [projects] 
were  still  over  95  percent,  white,  and  five  others 
over  90  percent  white.  State-aided  projects  are 
still  highly  segregated.  The  imbalance  has  actually 
worsened  in  several  projects."  (11,  page  31.)  And 
regarding  over-all  housing  conditions,  the  report 
states :  "In  1960  almost  50  percent  of  Boston's 
nonwhite  families  were  living  in  substandard 
housing,  as  compared  to  12  percent  of  white 
families."  (2,  page  8.) 


Economic  segregation  (whereby,  in  the  main, 
the  poor  can  afford  to  live  only  in  core  areas 
having  deteriorated  housing)  also  continues  to 
prevail  in  spite  of  the  "equal  opportunities" 
described  in  the  General  Plan.  Thus,  we  find : 
"Of  the  10,000  [housing]  units  actually  built  and 
occupied  in  the  whole  city  since  I960,  8,000 
or '80  percent  were  privately  built  middle  and 
upper  income  developments."  (1,  page  4.)  But, 
"it  appears  that  the  city's  substandard  housing, 
particularly  for  low-income  families,  is  proposed 
tp  be  predominantly  upgraded  through  rehabilita- 
tion rather  than  replaced  by  clearance  and  new 
construction."  (2,  page  53,  italics  added.)  The 
question  to  be  raised,  therefore,  is  whether  one 
can  depend  upon  rehabilitation  to  provide  the 
amount  of  standard  low-income  housing  Boston 
so  desperately  needs.1 

The  evidence  is  becoming  abundantly  clear  that 
rehabilitation,  by  itself,  is  not  the  answer.  Three 
examples  illustrate  this  conclusion.  First,  a  recent 
experimental  attempt  by  the  BHA  to  provide 
large-family  units  of  public  housing  through 
rehabilitating  existing  structures  was  abandoned 
in  failure.  (11,  page  7.)  Second,  we  find  in  the 
case  of  a  nonprofit  church  group  doing  rehabilita- 
tion in  the  South  End  that  "thus  far,  the  results 
are  not  encouraging.  [The  group]  need  not  pay 
taxes,  it  acquired  the  property  for  a  pittance. 
And  yet,  the  cost  of  rehabilitating  row  houses 
has  proved  to  be  so  high  that  rents  cannot  — 
without  subsidy  —  be  set  at  a  level  within  the 
reach  of  poor  South  Enders."  (6,  page  200-1.) 
Third,  another  non  profit  group  in  the  South 
End,  starting  with  a  large  row  house  acquired 
from  BRA  for  $1,  have  not  been  able  to  offer 
rents  lower  than  $75-$80  per  month  (for  one- 
and  two-bedroom  apartments).  While  lower  than 
rents  for  moderate  rental  221(d)(3)  units,  these 
rent  levels  are  still  well  beyond  the  incomes  (even 
using  the  yardstick  of  25  percent  of  family  in- 
come) of  a  majority  of  those  being  displaced  by 
urban  renewal  in  the  South  End.  (8,  Form  H- 
6122.) 

The  question  we  are  left  with  is  whether  re- 
habilitation —  with  subsidy  —  can  make  a 
significant  contribution  to  meeting  the  housing 
needs  of  Boston's  low  income  residents.  It  might 
well  be  the  answer  in  principle,  but  it  is  certainly 
not  today's  answer  in  practice.  The  reason  is 
simple :  the  funds  now  available  for  rental  assist- 
ance to  low-income  families  (whether  in  existing, 
new,  or  rehabilitated  units)  are  not  large  enough 
to  make  even  a  dent  in  the  problem.  Boston  pres- 
ently has  an  authorization  to  provide  rental 
assistance  for  1,000  units  of  leased  housing.  But, 
just  among  those  displaced  by  the  South  End 
Renewal  Plan,  there  are  2,368  families  and  single 
individuals  who  qualify  (and  need)  the  low  rents 
of  public  housing.  (8,  Form  H-6122.)  In  1960, 
there  were  more  than  20,000  families  and  single 
individuals  living  in  substandard  housing  in  Bos- 
ton who  were  paying  more  than  25  per  cent  of 
their  incomes  for  rent.  And,  as  the  1967  BRA 
Housing  Study  shows,  the  picture  has  not  changed 
much  in  the  last  six  years  (2). 

The  General  Plan  states  that  "one  of  the  pri- 
mary aims  of  the  Development  Program  has  been 
the  effective  integration  of  physical  and  social  re- 
newal in  Boston."  (7,  V,  page  1.)  Providing 
adequate  housing  for  Boston's  low-income  resi- 
dents represents,  without  question,  one  of  the 
clearest  sitHations  in  which  "integrating  physical 
and  social  renewal"  is  essential.  What  we  find, 
however,  is  that  the  City  of  Boston,  through  its 
"dispersal  concept"  in  the  General  Plan,  is  trying 
to  shift  responsibility  for  the  housing  of  low- 
income  groups  to  the  suburbs  and  its  own  out- 
lying Improvement  Areas.  The  suburbs  and 
outlying  areas,  having  no  direct  legal  or  financial 
obligation  to  provide  for  low-income  groups, 
have  produced  no  tangible  results ;  and  there  are 
no  visible  signs  that  they  intend  to  do  so.  The 
recent    failure    of    a   nonprofit,    church-sponsored 


TIn  1960,  38,000  (25  per  cent)  of  Boston's  tenants 
(doubtless  mainly  those  with  low  incomes)  paid 
more  than  35  percent  of  their  income  for  rent, 
while  almost  50  percent  of  those  in  substandard 
housing  paid  more  for  rent  than  the  highest 
federally  recommended  figure  of  25  per  cent.  (2, 
page  9). 
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housing  group  to  gain  a  zoning  change  in  Natick 
to  allow  construction  of  a  low-income  housing 
development  is  a  case  in  point. 

The  1967  BRA  Housing  Study  confirmed  the 
preceding  conclusion  when  it  noted : 

The    low    vacancy    rates    of    [outlying]    Im- 
provement  Areas   may   make   housing   in   these 
areas    relatively    unavailable    to    lower    income 
groups.    More   effective   methods   of   integrating 
low  and  moderate  cost  housing  must  be  found 
if   the   General   Plan's  goal   of   dispersing   low- 
income    families    through    the    city    is    to    be 
acmeved.    \z,   page    lo-l9,    italics   added.) 
The  preceding   quotation   is   a  very   convincing 
confession  of  the  failure  of  the  General  Plan  to 
achieve  one  of  its  basic  objectives.  This  particular 
objective,  however,  is  highly  questionable  anyway, 
after   one   has    considered    its   manner    of    imple- 
mentation.   The    quotation    says,    in    effect,    that 
"methods  of  dispersing  low-income. families  must 
be   found."   This   sounds  more  like   resettling   an 
area  than  diversifying  it.   The   coercion  involved 
in    this    process    of    relocating    numbers    of   low- 
income  families  from  the  communities  they  live  in 
to  where  BRA's  General  Plan  would  like  them  to 
live   is   clear.   If   one   doubts   this,    he   need    only 
look    at    the    manner    in    which    the    South    End 
Plan  is  actually  being  implemented  —  to   which 
we  now  turn. 

B.  Defects  in  the  South  End  Plan 

1.  Objectives 

The  South  End  Plan's  specific  objectives,  taken 
one  by  one,  appear  to  be  generally  valid  (see 
Section  VB  above,  and  8,  R213).  A  key  question, 
however,  is  whether  the  Plan  can  meet  all  the 
objectives  taken  together.  Are  they  all  com- 
patible? If  not,  the  next  crucial  question  be- 
comes: which  ones  are  being  sacrificed  in  the  exe- 
cution stage?  The  analysis  made  at  the  end  of 
this  section  shows  that  the  objectives  not  being 
met  by  the  Plan  are  of  greatest  significance  to 
low-income  residents.  These  objectives  can  be 
summarized   as   follows : 

that  standard  housing  will  be  available  with- 
in the  project  area  at  rentals  they  can  afford 
for  all  low-income  residents  wishing  to  remain 
in  the  South  End. 

2.  How  is  the  Plan  Working? 

Data  Needed  to  Answer  the  Question.  —  The 
objectives  just  stated  presuppose  a  marked  up- 
grading of  the  area's  housing  supply,  since  well 
over  5,000  occupied  units  in  the  South  End 
were  substandard  in  1960.  (See  Tables  VII,  IX, 
and  X,  reference  2.)1  If  relocation  of  the  3,550 
families  and  individuals  scheduled  for  displace- 
ment is  to  meet  the  stringent  criteria  of  success 
implied  in  the  objectives,  either  the  private 
housing  market  or  new  construction  must  supply 
the  units  at  the  moment  they  are  needed  by  those 
who  want  to  stay  in  the  South  End.2  To  assess 
the  possibility  of  successful  relocation,  one  must 
know  something  of  the  volume  of  displacements 
through  time,  the  supply  of  private  housing,  the 
progress  of  the  construction  and  rehabilitation 
programs,  and  the  relation  between  rentals  (or 
purchase  prices)  and  the  families'  and  individuals' 
income  levels. 

Displacement  and  Relocation  to  date.  —  Com- 
plete displacement  figures  have  not  been  available 
to  us  through  the  Relocation  Office,  since  many 
persons  have  abandoned  dwelling  units  desig- 
nated for  clearance  prior  to  their  acquisition  by 
BRA,  without  contacting  the  Relocation  Office. 
Up-to-date  tabulations  of  such  abandonments 
have  not  been  available  and,  presumably,  do  not 
exist.  UPA  has  been  told,  however,  that  more  than 
275  displacements  have  been  processed  by  the 
Relocation  Office  and  another  22i5  are  in  prog- 
ress.3 Based  on  some  recent  spot  checking  done

abandonments  already  number  several  hundred 
houscnoids.  rotai  displacements  (3,500),  it  spread 
evenly  over  the  7-year  execution  period,  would 
amount  to  500  per  year,  or  an  average  of  42 
per  month.  Unless  something  is  done  to  counter- 
act it,  however,  the  displacement  rate  in  the  early 
stages  will  continue  to  run  well  beyond  the 
monthly  average  of  42,  due  to  the  high  rate  of 
voluntary  abandonment.  We  have  seen  no  evi- 
dence that  the  South  End  Relocation  Office  is 
carrying  out  that  part  of  the  Relocation  Program 
which  calls  for  special  efforts  to  trace  all  resi- 
dents who  relocate  in  advance,  without  proc- 
essing by  the  Relocation  Office.  The  fact  that 
large  numbers  of  families  relocate  without  any 
Relocation  Office  assistance  (or  allowance)  can 
only  mean  that  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  hard- 
ship is  occurring.  This  is  particularly  true, 
because  ihese  households  are  apt  to  have  low 
incomes,  and,  in  view  of  Boston's  current  low- 
income  housing  supply,  the  most  likely  place  for 
them  to  end  up  (especially  if  they  are  Negroes) 
is  in  substandard  housing  in  Roxbury-North 
Dorchester. 

The  South  End  Relocation  Office  feels  that  to 
date  all  its  relocation  work  has  been  carried  out 
"satisfactorily."  The  availability  of  Castle 
Square  housing  and  the  use  of  vacancies  opening 
up  (la.  gely)  in  the  South  End's  existing  supply  of 
public  housing  (885  units)  were  cited  as  major 
reasons  for  this  "satisfactory  performance."  How- 
ever, interview  reports  on  the  new  and  old  rent 
levels  and  on  the  relocatee's  satisfaction  with  his 
new  location  have  not  been  available  to  UPA. 
Therefore,  even  if  the  Relocation  office's  figures 
are  accepted,  one  can  neither  agree  nor  disagree 
with  the  Relocation  Office's  own  assessment  of  its 
work.  And  it  is  clear  that  the  heavy  reliance  upon 
public  housing  (over  50  percent)  for  relocation 
cannot  continue  throughout  the  full  relocation 
period. 

New  Public  Housing.  —  The  Plan  calls  for 
1,000  units.  Occupancy  of  102  units  of  public 
housing  for  the  elderly  in  Castle  square  is  now 
expected  to  begin  by  the  end  of  January,  1968. 
An  additional  434  units  of  scattered -site  public 
housing,  principally  for  the  elderly,  were  "in  con- 
struction or  advanced  planning"  as  of  March, 
1967.  (2,  Table  XVII.)  The  BHA  hopes  to  go 
out  for  bids  on  these  units  by  May,  1968;  and, 
assuming  they  receive  immediately  a  bid  within 
legal  limits  and  initial  cost  estimates,  they  would 
expect  occupancy  to  begin  by  May,  1969.  Accord- 
ing to  the  BHA,  the  remaining  464  units  of  public 
housing  "have  no  existence  whatsoever,"  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  BRA  has,  to  date,  given  no 
indication  of  having  reserved  any  further  sites  for 
public  housing.1 

Even  if  all  1,000  units  were  scheduled  for  near- 
term  completion  (rather  than  90  per  cent  being 
hopes  or  less) ,  public  housing  still  can  provide 
for  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  3,550  families 
to  be  displaced.  The  number  of  relocatees  origin- 
ally allocated  to  public  housing  in  the  plan  was 
only  746  out  of  the  2,368  households  which 
qualify.  As  surveyed  in  1961,  these  746  had  a 
median  family  income  of  $88  per  month,  of 
which  the  $45  minimum  rental  payment  (which 
is  available  to  only  a  few  families  in  any  case) 
constitutes  51  percent  of  family  income.  It  must 
be  obvious  to  BRA  and  to  the  South  End  Re- 
location Office  that  a  high  proportion  of  these 
poorest  relocatees  in  the  South  End  cannot 
possibly  afford  public  housing,  even  with  the 
(quite  limited)  welfare  or  old  age  assistance  pay- 
ments a  few  of  them  receive.  The  private  market 
for  standard  housing  is  even  farther  out  of  reach. 

New  221(d)(3)  Housing.  —  These  projects 
represent  another  potential  source  of  relocation 
housing.  Since  two  thirds  of  the  South  End  re- 
locptees  oualifv  for  low-rent  public  housine,  these 
moderate-rental  units  (2,500  proposed)  will  be  of 
little  value  unless  rental  assistance  is  also  avail- 
able in  sufficient  quantity.   Two  difficulties  arise,

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however.  First,  other  than  the  500  units  com- 
pleted in  Castle  square  none  of  the  221(d)(3) 
housing  will  be  available  for  at  least  two  years. 
Second,  the  rental  assistance  programs,  as  pro- 
posed in  the  November,  1966,  BRA  memorandum 
(see  Table  I),  are  simply  not  materializing  as 
planned.  Specifically,  the  320  units  of  rent- 
supplemented  housing  are  still  awaiting  new  fed- 
eral appropriations  land  Congress  has  been  quite 
reluctant  to  fund  the  Rent  Supplement  Program 
adequately);  the  300  planned  units  of  221(d)(3) 
leased  housing  will  turn  out  to  be  200  instead ; 2 
and  the  plan  for  leasing  380  units  from  the  exist- 
ing housing  inventory  has  run  into  a  series  of 
long  delays  and  roadblocks.1 

Rehabilitated  Housing.  —  The  general  weak- 
nesses of  rehabilitation  as  a  source  of  low-income 
housing  were  discussed  earlier.  They  apply  with 
special  force  to  the  South  End  because  of  the 
wave  of  speculation  under  way  there.  On  the  one 
hand,  there  are  the  private  "luxury  rehabilita- 
tion" groups,  busily  buying  up  properties,  invest- 
ing several  times  the  purchase  price,  and  reducing 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  within  each  struc- 
ture. The  result  is  either  a  purchase  price  of 
$35,O0O-$6O,O0O  or  a  monthly  rental  of  $150- 
$300.  On  the  other  hand,  the  221(d)(3)  re- 
habilitation groups  (profit-making  and  non- 
profit) are  trying  their  best  to  produce  rental 
units  at  levels  accessible  to  low-income  families. 
As  we  have  seen,  even  in  the  few  cases  in  which 
special  arrangements  have  led  to  a  negligible  ac- 
quisition cost,  the  result  still  is  rentals  not  match- 
ing the  incomes  of  the  South  End's  poorer  resi- 
dents. The  attempted  low-rent  rehabilitation  is 
not  only  failing  to  reach  its  objective  but  is  also 
painfully  slow  in  its  actual  progress.  The  BRA 
Annual  Report  lists  a  total  of  44(!)  units  com- 
pleted under  the  South  End  Renewal  Plan  as  of 
December  31,  1966.  (11,  Table  5.) 

Summary  of  Rehousing  Prospects  Under  the 
Plan.  —  With  hundreds  of  households  already 
displaced  by  the  Plan  through  acquisition  and 
voluntary  abandonment,2  there  still  has  been  no 
new  housing  actually  completed  under  the  Plan 
(Castle  square  being  a  special  case).  Only  around 
50  units  of  rehabilitated  housing  (none  of  it  low 
rent)  have  been  completed.  The  number  of  units 
firmly  scheduled  for  near-term  completion  is  also 
very  small :  Castle  square's  102  units  within  a 
few  months,  the  434  scattered -site  units  not 
possibly  before  another  year  and  a  half,  none  of 
the  new  221(d)(3)  units  is  within  two  years  of 
completion,  the  Plan-assisted  rehabilitation  is 
proceeding  at  a  snail's  pace,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  planned  public  housing  (464  units)  is 
"without  any  existence  whatsoever"  (says  BHA). 

Existing  Private  Housing  —  The  grim  pros- 
pects for  new  and  rehabilitated  housing  in  the 
South  End  throw  (by  default)  the  major  burden 
for  successful  relocation  upon  the  private  housing 
market.  As  shown  by  rough  calculations  in  Table 
II  (Appendix  A),  the  number  of  "vacant  and 
available"  dwelling  units  in  the  South  End  ap- 
pears to  have  held  rather  constant  since  1960. 
The  major  factors  contributing  to  this  stability 
have  been  the  large  number  of  units  vacated  as 
a  result  of  the  population  loss,  balanced  by  the 
units  lost  through  demolition  and  continued 
deterioration.  The  result  is  that  around  2,100 
dwelling  units  were  "vacant  and  available"1  at 
the  end  of  1966  as  compared  with  the  2,121  listed 
by  BRA   for   1960.    (2,   Table  V.) 

The  effective  demand  for  units  is  being  sig- 
nificantly increased,  of  course,  by  the  relocation 
load  of  the  South  End  plan,  created  both  by 
those  processed  through  the  Relocation  Office 
and  by  those  who  leave  in  advance  without  any 
contact.  The  rapid  population  loss  from  the 
South  End  reflects  the  state  of  the  private  hous- 
ing market.  That  is,  this  exodus  undoubtedly  is, 
in  part,   a  symptom  of  the  inability  of  the  de-

parting  residents  to  locate  adequate  housing  they 
can  afford  in  the  South  End.  The  high  rate  of 
deterioration  of  the  ancient  housing  stock2  must 
frequently  trigger  the  sequence  of,  first,  looking 
for  better  housing  within  the  South  End  (in 
competition  with  newcomers  and  those  being 
displaced  by  the  Plan)  and,  then,  going  elsewhere 
when  no  adequate  housing  can  be  found. 

Thus,  it  is  clear  that  the  current  condition  of 
"vacant  available"  housing  is  fully  as  important 
to  the  relocation  problem  as  is  the  total  number 
of  units.  It  is  the  availablity  of  standard  vacant 
units  that  relocatees  can  afford  which  counts  (ac- 
cording to  the  stated  objectives  of  the  South 
End  Plan).  The  prospects  of  successful  relocation 
are  definitely  not  encouraging.  It  is  estimated  in 
Table  III  (Appendix  A)  that  the  number  of 
standard  available  vacancies  in  the  South  End 
has  been  reduced  by  nearly  50  percent  since  1960 
—  from  640  to  345.  This  is  very  nearly  the  same 
figure  (340)  which  one  gets  by  distributing  the 
2,390  families  and  individuals  designated  for  the 
private  rental  market  uniformly  over  the  seven- 
year  period   of   the   Plan. 

The  apparent  match  here  between  the  reloca- 
tion demand  and  the  market  supply  is  definitely 
not  real.  In  the  first  place,  one  cannot  expect 
the  rents  to  match  the  income  levels  of  the 
relocatees.  The  indicated  scarcity  of  standard 
rental  housing  in  the  South  End,  along  with  the 
continued  speculation  by  and  for  middle-class 
Urbanites,  can  only  mean  much  higher  rents.  The 
close  correspondence  in  the  Plan  between  re- 
locatees' incomes  and  rent  levels  for  standard 
housing  throughout  the  City  of  Boston  in  1960, 
is  simply  not  relevant  to  today's  (and  tomor- 
row's) South  End  (8,  R223(2),  page  2,  and  Form 
H-6122).  Second,  even  if  the  rentals  and  in- 
comes did  match,  one  could  not  possibly  expect 
the  fluctuations  in  the  availability  of  vacancies 
and  the  timing  of  relocatees'  needs  for  replace- 
ment housing  to  match  perfectly  —  or  even 
close  to  it  —  given  the  tight  market.  (Finding  a 
match  between  the  apartment  size  needed  and 
that   available   is   another   obstacle,    as   well.) 

The  private  housing  market  in  the  South  End 
must  be  even  tighter  for  those  residents  who 
are  not  directly  affected  by  relocation  under 
the  Renewal  Plan.  These  "nonrelocatees,"  who 
are  involved  in  the  normal  turnover  process,  will 
not  have  the  benefit  of  assistance  from  the  Re- 
location Office.  They  may  have  moderate  in- 
comes, for  example,  and  still  miss  out  on  the 
221(d)(3)  housing  as  it  becomes  available,  due 
to  the  number  of  units  which  are  reserved  for 
rental  assistance.  (Every  relocatee  placed  in  pub- 
lic housing  also  keeps  out  another  needy  family.) 
Yet,  they  also  deserve  adequate  housing  within 
the  South  End,  if  they  desire  it.  It  is  ironical 
and  unfortunate  that  every  "success"  scored  by 
the  Relocation  Staff  in  placing  a  relocatee  in  the 
South  End  throws  a  still  greater  burden  on 
residents  seeking  adequate  housing  in  the  area 
on  their  own. 

Unless  some  dramatic  new  steps  are  taken  to 
reverse  current  trends  in  the  South  End,  the 
tight  housing  market  and  its  pinch  on  low-income 
residents  will  continue  to  get  worse.  Based  on 
the  performance  to  date,  the  rate  of  rehabilita- 
tion and  new  construction  (and  vacancy  genera- 
tion due  to  population  loss)  is  not  apt  to  cancel 
out  the  continued  high  rate  of  deterioration, 
which  removes  buildings  completely  from  the 
market  or  leads  to  a  variety  of  substandard 
conditions.  This  trend  was  noted  in  the  1967  BRA 
Housing  Study: 

On  a  city-wide  basis,  the  total  number  of 
housing  units  remained  relatively  stable  be- 
tween 1960  and  1966.  However,  on  a  neighbor- 
hood level,  a  loss  of  housing  occurred 
predominantly  in  low-rent  GNRP  areas,  while 
outlying  Improvement  Areas  and  the  West 
End  gained  new  middle  and  upper  rental  resi- 
dences, (2,  page  31,  italics  added.) 
To  summarize,   the  preceding   analysis   demon-

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strates  that  the  South  End  Renewal  Plan  is  not 
insuring : 

that     standard     housing     will     be    available 

within    the    project    area    at    rentals    they    can 

afford    for   all    low-income   residents   wising   to 

remain  in  the  South   End. 

If  the  implementation  of  the  plan  proceeds  as 
it  has  been,  the  future  displacement  of  residents 
— especially  poor  ones,  both  relocatees  and  others 
— out  of  the  South  End  will  be  inevitable  and 
extensive.  The  1967  BRA  Housing  Study  con- 
tends that  "In  renewal  areas,  the  gap  between 
housing  lost  and  housing  gained  is  temporary 
and  part  of  the  rebuilding  process,"  (2,  page  32.) 
In  fact,  the  effects  of  the  resulting  displacement 
of  renewal  area  residents  (its  disruption  of  their 
lives)  are  often  permanent  —  which  is  too  high  a 
price  for  the  poor  to  pay,  especially  when  the 
long-term  effects  also  are  detrimental  to  them. 
VII.     RECOMMENDATIONS 

A.  That  land  takings  in  the  'South  End  be 
halted  until  BRA  can  demonstrate  with  up-to- 
date  figures  that  adequate  relocation  housing 
exists. 

This  temporary  halt  is  the  only  way  to  insure 
that  future  relocation  will  meet  the  needs  of 
those  relocated  and,  at  the  same  time,  not 
contribute  to  a  further  reduction  in  housing 
available  to  other  South  End  residents  —  es- 
pecially low-income  households.  Properties  al- 
ready acquired  by  BRA,  with  those  designated 
for  future  acquisition  but  already  abandoned, 
should  allow  sufficient  construction  of  low-  and 
moderate-income  housing,  so  that  relocation  can 
be  resumed  as  this  new  housing  becomes  avail- 
able for  occupancy. 

B.  That  the  South  End  Renewal  Plan  be 
modified  to  provide  for  an  increased  number  of 
low-income    housing    units. 

The  Plan  should  provide  for  at  least  as  many 
units  of  low-rent  replacement  housing  as  are 
needed  by  relocatees  with  low  incomes.  This  is 
particularly  necessary  because  private  construc- 
tion and  rehabilitation  clearly  are  not  contribut- 
ing to  that  supply.  Two-thirds  of  all  households 
to  be  displaced  (2,368)  qualified  for  low-rent 
public  housing.  Since  the  number  of  low-rent 
units  now  provided  in  the  Plan  is  less  than 
1,600  (putting  aside  for  a  moment  the  lagging 
schedules),  the  change  called  for  is  on  the 
order  of  at  least  800  additional  units.  One  feasible 
direction  of  change  is  to  provide  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  leased  low-rent  housing  from  new 
221(d)(3)    units  and   the  existing   inventory. 

Top  priority  is  recommended   for  this  change. 

C.  That  BRA  and  other  city  agencies  mount 
a  special  program  to  ensure  that  properties  des- 
ignated for  future  acquisition  not  be  allowed  to 
deteriorate  to  the  point  where  tenants  are  forced 
out  before  adequate  replacement  housing  is  avail- 
able. 

The  hardship  and  inequity  of  vacating  under 
these  circumstances  (often  with  no  relocation 
assistance)  is  clear,  and  many  such  displacements 
are  occurring.  Because  of  lags  in  meeting  sched- 
ules, the  7-year  execution  period  for  the  Plan 
(5  years  remaining)  is  no  longer  realistic.  It  is 
necessary,  therefore,  to  consider  very  seriously 
the  effects  of  such  delay  on  families  now  living 
on  properties  designated  for  eventual  acquisition. 
One  way  to  handle  this  problem  would  be  for 
BRA  to  acquire  deteriorating  properties  early 
and  operate  and  maintain  them  (directly  or 
through  another  agency  or  contractor)  until  time 
for   their    clearance. 

D.  That  a  city  ordinance  be  passed  to  require 
all  private  developers  who  displace  households 
for  purposes  of  rehabilitation  or  demolition  to 
pay  a  relocation  allowance. 

This  step,  or  a  comparable  one,  is  essential  to 
halting  the  continued  speculation  in  the  South 
End  which  is  displacing  may  low-  and  moderate- 
income  residents  at  a  time  when  private  replace- 
ment housing  they  can  afford  is  largely  unavail- 
able. An  existing  New  York  City  ordinance,  for 
example,  requires  a  relocation  payment  of  up  to 
$750  per   housing   unit,   depending   upon   size. 

E.  That  households  already  relocated  without 
assistance  be  traced  by  the  Relocation  Office  and 
receive  priority  for  replacement  housing  in  the 
South  End  if  they  wish   it. 

The  Relocation  Office  does  not  appear  to  have 
carried  out  conscientiously  that  part  of  the  Re- 
location   Program    calling    for    special    efforts    to 


trace  such  households.  Following  through  on  this 
commitment  should  be  a  first  step  in  a  renewed 
effort  to  deal  more  creatively  with  all  aspects  of 
the  relocation  problem. 

F.  That  the  BRA  and  its  relocation  agency 
launch  an  intensive  campaign  to  inform  all  resi- 
dents about  its  new  policies  on  acquisition  and 
relocation. 

This  program  —  including  publicity,  public 
meetings,  and  personal  contact  —  is  necessary  if 
the  voluntary  abandonments  and  other  previous 
difficulties   in   relocation  are  to  be   prevented. 

G.  That  BRA  provide  increased  assistance  to 
low-  and  moderate-income  families  in  gaining 
home  ownership. 

The  BRA  or  its  relocation  contractor  should 
offer  special  services  to  facilitate  residents  taking 
advantage  of  existing  programs  of  home-owner- 
ship assistance.  An  educational  program  should 
be  initiated  to  acquaint  residents  (particularly 
those  to  be  displaced  by  the  South  End  Plan) 
with   these   programs. 

H.  That  special  programs  of  financial  as- 
sistance be  developed  for  the  hundreds  of  re- 
locatees who  cannot  afford  even  the  minimum 
public-housing  rents. 

Those  in  greatest  need  of  assistance  from  the 
South  End  Plan  presently  receive  nothing,  ex- 
cept displacement  to  miserable  housing  elsewhere 
at  the  only  rents  they  can  afford.  Here  lies  a 
prime  opportunity  for  BRA  to  achieve  its  stated 
goal:  "effective  integration  of  physical  and  social 
renewal  in  Boston."

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  the  Acts  and  Resolves 
of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  chapter 
473  (1953)  and  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
section  5,  the  Boston  City  Council  is  empowered 
to    create   departments    and    agencies;    and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  this  authority,  the  City 
Council  by  ordinance,  chapter  5,  as  amended 
(1961),  created  the  Assessing  Department  and  re- 
quired the  Commissioner  thereof  to  perform  his 
duties  consistent  with  the  applicable  general  laws 
of    Massachusetts ; 

Whereas,  Recent  studies  have  shown  that  the 
Assessor  has  determined  significantly  higher 
assessment  for  propertie  located  in  the  Urban 
Renewal  areas  of  the  city  than  for  properties  of 
the  same  value  in  other  parts  of  the  city  in 
contravention  of  the  aforementioned  provisions;

Whereas,  The  effects  of  these  disproportionate 
assessments  are  that  taxpayers  in  Urban  Re- 
newal areas  pay  disproportionately  higher  taxes; 
tenant  in  Urban  Renewal  areas  pay  dispropor- 
tionately higher  rents,  capital  investment  in 
Urban  Renewal  areas  is  discouraged,  businesses  in 
Urban  Renewal  Areas  are  forced  to  migrate  re- 
sulting in  loss  of  employment  in  such  areas ;   and 

Whereas,  All  of  the  foregoing  contribute  to 
urban  blight  and  decay  in  Urban  Renewal  areas;

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  the  City  of  Boston  as  de- 
clared by  the  General  Court  in  the  provisions  of

ASSESSMENT-SALES  RATIOS  UNDER  THE 
BOSTON  PROPERTY  TAX 

OLIVER  OLDMAN   AND   HENRY   AARON  * 


I.    BACKGROUND    AND    SUMMARY 

THE  FIRST  of  three  objectives  pur- 
sued in  this  study  is  to  analyze  the 
pattern  of  deviation  of  property  tax  as- 
assessments  from  the  legally  established 
norm  of  uniform  assessment  at  "fair 
cash  value."  l  The  study  uses  data  on 
sales  price,  assessed  value,  location,  and 
use  for  13,769  properties  within  the 
property  tax  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of 
Boston  which  were  sold  during  the  peri- 
iod  from  January  1,  1960  to  March  31, 
1964.  How  much  and  what  kinds  of 
unequal  treatment  exist  in  Boston? 
"Plenty"  and  "many"  are  the  answers 
indicated  by  the  study,  though  the  rea- 
sons are  not  always  apparent.2

The  second  objective  is  to  describe  the 
variation  of  Boston  assessment-sales  ra- 
tios within  particular  groupings  of  prop- 
erties. The  study  indicates  that  the  as- 
sessors have  fairly  consistently  valued 
certain  types  of  prqpvty,  mainly  single- 
family  residences  in  moderate  price 
classes  ($10,000-$ 50,000),  at  about  30 
per  cent  of  market  value.  For  such 
properties,  not  only  was  the  absolute 
value  of  deviations  of  assessment-sales 
ratios  from  average  ratios  low,  but  also 
the  size  of  the  deviations  relative  to  the 
average  ratios  was  small.  While  the  de- 
viations of  commercial  property  are 
larger,  both  absolutely  and  relatively," 
than  those  of  moderately  priced 
( $  1 0,000-$  JO.O00 )  single-family  houses, 
it  is  difficult  to  separate  the  influence  of 
inefficient  administration  from  the  in- 
fluence of  a  confused  market  in  which 
a  clear  consensus  is  not  reached.

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means  different  ratios  for  different  par- 
cels of  the  same  type,  is  not  to  be  con- 
fused with  the  use  by  assessors  of  an 
assessment-sales  ratio  for  commercial 
property  which  is  different  from  that 
for  residential.  Assessors  might  consist- 
ently apply  a  higher  ratio  to  one  class  of 
property  than  to  another,  whether  the 
classification  be  based  on  use,  location 
or  price. 

The  third  objective  of  the  study,  and 
the  one  which  provided  the  financial  re- 
sources for  gathering  and  processing  the 
data,  is  to  provide  substantial  evidence 
of  the  average  assessment-sales  ratio  that 
generally  prevailed  throughout  the  city 
for  real  property  of  all  types  during 
recent  years.8  Table  I  shows  the  aver- 
age ratio  for  each  year  from  1960 
through  the  first  quarter  of  1964  to 
range  between  47  and  48  per  cent,  if

between  49  and  53  per  cent  if  no  sales 
are  eliminated;  These  figures  are  close 
to  one,  based  on  other  sources,  which  sug- 
gests a  citywidc  ratio  of  assessed  value  5 
to  "actual  value""  of  J  J  per  cent  in 
1963.  Also,  for  the  year  1961,  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census 
studied  sales  of  single-family  nonfarm 
residences  for  a  six-month  period  using 
data  obtained  directly  from  buyers  and 
sellers.  The  assessment-sales  ratio  com- 
puted by  the  Bureau  from  its  data  is 
almost  identical  to  our  ratio  for  the 
same  class  of  property  for  1961.  The 
Bureau's  ratio  for  nonfarm  single-family 
houses  is  38.4  per  cent.7  Our  ratio  for 
single-family  residences  for  the  entire 
city  for  the  year  is  38.1  per  cent,  as 
shown  in  Table  I.8 

Another  appropriate  objective  of  the 
present  study  would  have  been  to  come 
to  some  conclusions  about  the  impact  of 
the  demonstrated  amounts  and  kinds  of 
inequality  on  patterns  of  land  use  and 
the  distribution  of  tax  burdens,  but  we 
did  not  undertake  such  analysis. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  patterns  of 
unequal  assessment  revealed  by  the  pres- 
ent study  now  follows.  We  concentrate 
on  analysis  of  1962  data.  The  results  do 
not  differ  materially  from  those  in  the 
other  years.  Also,  the  1962  data  have 
the  advantage  of  including  new  con- 
struction, which  is  ignored  in  other 
years.

erty  progressed  smoothly  from  a  ratio 
of  34  per  cent  for  single-family  resi- 
dences through  41  per  cent  for  two- 
family  residences,  52  p^r  cent  for  three 
to  five-family  residences,  J  8  per  cent  for 
six  or  more  families,  and  79  per  cent  for 
commercial  property.  Inequality  among 
regions  within  the  City  of  Boston  also 
exists.  The  lowest  ratios,  33  per  cent 
and  3  J  per  cent,  prevailed  in  the  Hyde 
Park  and  West  Roxbury  regions  respec- 
tively; and  the  highest,  60  per  cent  to 
75  per  cent,  prevailed  in  Boston  proper 
(the  original  City  of  Boston  prior  to 
annexation  of  the  other  regions  separ- 
ately analyzed  in  this  study)    and  in 


Roxbury  respectively.  The  other  re- 
gions and  their  ratios  were  Brighton 
(42  per  cent),  Dorchester  (45  per 
cent) ,  East  Boston  (49  per  cent) ,  South 
Boston  (55  per  cent),  and  Charlestown 
(55  per  cent).  Inequality  among  price 
classes  contains  more  complex  patterns 
than  did  inequality  among  types  or  lo- 
cations. The  lowest  price  class  analyzed, 
below  $$,000,  had  the  highest  average 
ratio  for  all  property  (85  per  cent) ,  and 
for  each  type  of  property  (from  60 
per  cent  for  single-family  residences  to 
more  than  100'  per  cent  for  commercial 
property).  In  general,  ratios  are  lower 
for  high-priced  properties  than  for  low- 
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priced  properties,  but  the  patterns  are 
not  smooth.  A  full  exposition  of  the 
patterns  of  inequality  is  given  below,  to- 
gether with  suggested  explanations  in 
most  instances.0 

H.    DESCRIPTION  OF  DATA  AND 
STATISTICAL  RESULTS 

Virtually  all  information  obtained 
comes  from  official  government  records,. 
Sales  prices  and  location  information  are 
taken  from  recorded  property  deeds  and 
the  federal  revenue  stamps  on  those 
deeds.  Assessment  and  property-use  in- 
formation comes  from  records  in  the 
City  Assessor's  Office.  The  13,769 
transactions  processed  in  this  study  do 
not  include  those  involving  new  con- 
struction, except  for  the  year  1962,  be- 
cause of  the  extra  effort  required  to  ob- 
tain the  new  assessments  which  are  not 
available  until  some  months  after  the 
transaction.  For  the  year  1962,  how- 
ever, we  obtained  and  used  information 
on  the  first  assessment  after  sale  of  new 
property.  There  were  283  such  "new" 
sales.

Each  transaction  in  the  study  was 
classified  according  to  three  characteris- 
tics: the  region  of  the  City  of  Boston 
within  which  the  property  was  located, 
the  type  of  property  involved,  and  the 
selling  price.  A  total  of  nine  regional 
categories,  eleven  property  type  cate- 
gories, from  single-family  residences  to 
commercial,  and  ten  price  categories, 
from  below  $J,000  to  09,999,999,  were 
used,  as  shown  in  the  Appendix.  Ques- 
tionable sales  were  arbitrarily  segregated 
as  a  special  category  in  the  region  char- 
acteristic. In  addition,  one  or  more 
"summary"  categories  were  set  up  for 
each  characteristic,  so  that  altogether 
there  are  12  region  categories,  12  type 
categories,  and  1 1  price  categories  for  a 
total  of  12  x  12  x  11  -  1J84  cells.  For 
each  of  these  cells,  the  following  were 
computed:  the  average  of  the  assessment- 
sales  ratios  for  the  properties  within  the 
cell,  the  standard  deviation,  and  the  ra- 
tio of  total  assessments  in  the  cell  to 
total  sales  in  the  cell.  These  computa- 
tions were  made  forxhe  1584  cells  for 
each  year  covered  by  the  study  in  order 
to  permit  evaluation  of  any  changes 
which  might  have  occurred  over  the  en- 
tire period.10 

PROPERTY  TYPE 

Description  of  Results 

The  evidence  of  Table  II  is  over- 
whelming that  different  kinds  of  real 
property  are  treated  differently  within 
the  Boston  property  tax  jurisdiction. 
Comparing  the  average  assessment-sales 
ratios  of  property  types  1,  3,4,  5,  6  and 
7,  we  sec  that  the  ratios  differ  signifi- 
cantly. For  example,  in  Boston  proper 
(region  1)  in  1962,  single-family  resi-

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dcnccs  (property  type  1)  had  an  aver- 
age assessment  ratio  of  44.2  per  cent, 
while  commercial  property  (property 
type  7)  had  a  ratio  of  77.8  per  cent. 
Vacant  land  (type  9)  was  so  infre- 
quently sold  that  it  would  be  hazardous 
to  make  generalizations  about  this  cate- 
gory. In  particular,  it  is  clear  that 
property  used  wholly  or  partially  for 
commercial  purposes  and  residences  that 
arc  primarily  commercial  enterprises  arc 
assessed  considerably  more  heavily  than 
one  or  two  family  structures.  Singlc- 
*family  residences  arc  assessed  at  the  low- 
est ratios  in  every  region  and  in  the 
jurisdiction  as  a  whole.  Possible  explan- 
ations for  this  pattern  are  considered 
below." 

Within  particular  type  categories,  cer- 
tain trends  over  the  51 -month  period  are 
apparent  (Sec  Table  I).  First,  the  dis- 
parity between  the  average  assessment- 
sales  ratio  applicable  to  commercial 
property  and  that  for  the  city  as  a  whole 
declined,  although  it  remained  substan- 
tial throughout  the  entire  period.  Also, 
commercial  property  in  downtown  Bos- 
ton was  assessed  in  1960  at  rates  even 
higher  than  those  applicable  to  com- 
mercial property  in  other  regions,  al- 
though this  disparity  disappeared  in 
1961.  At  that  time,  commercial  prop- 
erty was  assessed  at  rates  about  50  to  60 
per  cent  higher  than  the  city-wide  av- 
erage. On  the  other  hand,  single-family 
residences  were  assessed  at  rates  about 
25  to  30  per  cent  below  the  city-wide 
average  for  all  types.  The  gradation  of 
assessments  among  property  types  be-< 
tween  these  two  poles  is  striking,  the 
rate  increasing  steadily  as  the  number  of 
apartments  (living  units  per  property) 
increases.

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Analysts 

Several   factors  may  explain  the  ob- 
served pattern  of  assessment-sales  ratios. 
For  example,  it  may  be  observed  that 
there  are  far  more  home  owners  than 
business  owners,  that  numerical  superi- 
ority can  bring  political  power,  and  that 
political  power  can  be  translated  into 
lower  assessments.    While  this  argument 
is  appealing,  it  docs  not  explain  the  great 
advantage     which     single-family     resi- 
dences    enjoy     vis-a-vis     multi-family 
dwellings.     Such  unequal  treatment  of 
different  kinds  of  residences  is  not  with- 
out an  economic  rationale,  although  it  is 
contrary  to  the  intent  of  the  property 
tax  law.    If  one  assumes  that  population 
density  per  dollar  of  property  value  is 
greater  for  apartments  than  for  single- 
family  houses,  the  observed  pattern  of 
assessment    in    effect    is    applying    the 
"benefit"    principle    of    taxation    in    a 
rough  way.    Intra-regional  expenditures 
on  education,  the  most  important  single 
outlay  of  most  urban  governments,  are 
related  largely  to  density,  not  to  prop- 
erty values.    This  point  is  raised,  not  to 
rehash  a  traditional  criticism  of  property 
taxation    (that  property  value  is  not  .a 
good   indication   of   benefits   received), 
but  rather  to  suggest  a  reason  why  asses- 
sors may  deviate  from  the  law  in  prac- 
tice.    However,  the  purely  political  ex- 
planation for  the  favoritism  shown  home 
owners  is  not  really  inconsistent  with  • 
the  relative  discrimination  against  apart- 
ment dwellers  who   are   perhaps   more 
numerous.      It   would   require   unusual 
political    pcrceptiveness    for    residential 
tenants,  as  a  group,  not  only  to  recog- 
nize that  their  interests  are  really  identi- 
cal with  those  of  their  landlords  on  the 
question  of  property  taxation,  but  to 
take  political  action  in  their  support. 
Failing  this,  the  potential  political  power 
of  the  residential  tenant  is  not  activated.

fercnecs  among  assessment  sales  ratios 
within  the  Boston  property  tax  jurisdic- 
tion. Column  2  reports  the  ratios  actu- 
ally calculated  for  each  region.  How- 
ever, some  regions  contain  relatively 
high  concentrations  of  property  types 
assessed  at  high  rates  (e.g.,  commercial 
property)  or  at  low  rates  (e.g.,  single 
family  residences).  Adjustment  of  the 
ratios  for  each  region  to  remove  this  dis- 
parity yields  the  ratios  shown  in  Col- 
umn 1. 

The  adjustment  reduces  the  overall 
discrepancy  between  regions  somewhat 
because  those  regions  which,  as  a  whole, 
enjoy  low  assessments  tend  also  to  have 
a  relatively  large  proportion  of  one  and 
two  family  residences.  However,  large 
discrepancies  persist,  and,  in  fact,  the 
rank  ordering  of  the  regions  is  changed 
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only  sligfcrly.  One  region,  Roxbury,  is 
clearly  the  most  heavily  assessed,  while 
four  others,  East  Boston^  Hyde  Park, 
Brighton,  and  West  Roxbury,  arc  clearly 
the  most  lightly  assessed.  Finally,  it  will 
be  noted  from  Table  II  that  the  stand- 
ard deviations  of  assessment-sales  ratios 
in  Boston,  Roxbury,  and  South  Boston 
arc  larger  than  in  other  regions  because 
these  three  regions  contain  a  more  heter- 
ogeneous collection  of  diversely  assessed 
property  types  than  do  other  regions. 

Analysis 

The  relative  overasscssment  of  the 
central  city  has  been  a  common  finding 
of  assessment-sales  ratio  studies.12  The 
reasons  advanced  for  this  pattern  are 
similar  to  those  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
vious discussion  of  various  property 
types.  Political  power  rests  in  the  pe- 
riphery, sometimes  referred  to  as  the 
"bedroom"  communities,  because  that  is 
where  houses  are  located  and  the  voters 
live.  In  this  case  orr  results  fit  the  hy- 
pothesis less  well.  To  be  sure,  the  most 
heavily  industrialized  region,  Boston 
proper,  is  assessed  on  the  average  at  rates 
exceeding  the  city-wide  average;  and 
"bedroom"  communities  such  as  Hyde 
Park,  West  Roxbury  and  Brighton  are 
among  the  most  favored.  Median  fam- 
ily income  in  these  three  regions  is  higher 
than  in  any  other  region  in  this  study.13 
But  Boston  proper  owes  its  high  ratio 
principally  to  the  heavier  assessment  of 
its  residences  in  comparison  with  resi-

dences  in  other  regions,  not  to  heavier 
assessment  of  its  commercial  property  in 
comparison  with  that  in  other  regions. 
Furthermore,  Roxbury,  although  pre- 
dominantly residential,  docs  not  escape 
heavier  assessments  than  almost  every 
other  region  in  every  important  type 
and  price  category. 

At  this  point  we  can  only  advance  a 
number  of  other  tentative  explanations 
of  regional  assessment  differences.  Firstt 
because  of  the  lags  in  the  adjustment  of 
assessed  values  to  changing  market  val- 
ues, regions  in  which  values  arc  rising 
will  enjoy  relative  undcr-asscssment, 
while  those  regions  in  which  property 
values  arc  declining  relatively  will  suffer 
overasscssment.  It  is  the  case  that  most 
of  the  new  construction  was  done  in 
West  Roxbury,  Hyde  Park  and  Dor- 
chester, three  regions  which  for  that  rea- 
son arc  probably  experiencing  rising 
property  values,  and  which,  according  to 
our  results  enjoy  sub-average  ratios  of 
assessments  to  sales.  Second,  the  aver- 
age value  of  property  as  indicated  by 
sales  differs  from  region  to  region.  To 
the  extent  that  property  in  different 
price  classes  is  differently  assessed,  ratios 
within  region-type  cells  will  tend  to  dif- 
fer. The  influence  of  the  price  variable 
is  discussed  separately  below.  Third,  if 
assessors,  consciously  or  unconsciously, 
are  influenced  by  the  benefit  principle, 
regions  with  relatively  high  population 
density  per  dollar  of  property  value 
would  tend  to  suffer  relatively  stiff  assess- 
ment. 

PROPERTY    PRICE 

Description  of  Results 

If  one  made  a  graph  showing  the  as- 
sessment-sales ratio  on  one  axis  and  the 
price  on  the  other,  then  the  curve  of  the 
assessment-sales  ratio  relative  to  price 
would  appear  L  shaped  for  each  type  of 
property  (see  Table  IV)  and  U  shaped 
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for  each  region  (see  Table  V).  Prop- 
erties in  the  two  lowest  price  categories 
are  assessed  at  relatively  high  rates; 
properties  in  the  lowest  price  category 
arc  assessed  highest  of  all.  Land  is  .the 
single  exception,  with  ratios  that  lack 
regularity  or  trend  relative  to  price.  For 
the  city  as  a  whole,  and  for  each  region, 
high  price  properties  appear  to  be  stiffly 
assessed,  but  this  upward  turn  in  the 
ratios  in  ,thc  high  price  categories  is  due 
to  the  dominance  of  large  apartment 
buildings  and  commercial  property  and 
the  relative  paucity  of  small  residences. 
The  standard  deviation  of  the  assess- 
ment-sales ratio  of  the  lowest  price  cat- 
egory is  unusually  large.  The  explana- 
tion probably  lies  in  the  peculiarities 
characteristic  of  sales  at  very  low  prices. 
Also,  the  standard  deviation  of  the  as- 
sessment-sales ratio  is  strikingly  larger 
in  the  case  of  commercial  property  than 
in  the  case  of  moderately  priced  resi- 
dential properties,  as  may  be  noted  by 
examining  the  type-price  cells  in  Table 
IV.  The  relatively  larger  standard  de- 
viation indicates  that  many  commercial 
properties  were  assessed  at  ratios  sub- 
stantially above  and  many  at  ratios  sub- 
stantially below  the  average  ratio  for 
properties  of  that  type.  It  is  possible 
that  the  large  standard  deviation  of  as- 
sessments of  the  "commercial"  category, 
may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  this  cate- 
gory combines  very  diverse  properties, 
e.g.,  department  stores,  factories,  office 
buildings,  warehouses,  small  shops,  each 
with  a  different,  but  relatively  constant 
ratio.  In  any  case,  these  results  show 
that  consistent  assessment  of  "commer- 
cial" property  as  defined  in  this  study 
may  be  more  difficult  to  achieve  and  is 
certainly  more  rare. 

Analysis 

To  the  extent  that  assessors,  explicitly 
or  implicitly,  employ  a  replacement  cose 


concept  in  making  assessments,  proper- 
ties on  which  the  market  frowns  for 
special  reasons  ignored  in  the  assessing 
process  (e.g.,  changing  character  of  a 
neighborhood,  high  vacancy  rates,  poor 
location  near  a  factory  or  railroad) 
would  tend  to  be  assessed  at  higher  ra- 
tios on  the  average.  The  standard  de- 
viation would  also  tend  to  be  higher, 
since  among  the  properties  on  which  the 
market  places  a  low  value  are  no  doubt 
many  whose  price  is  low  for  reasons 
that  are  fully  recognized  by  the  as- 
sessors. 

Once  again,  the  use  of  the  benefit 
principle  by  assessors  would  also  go  some 
way  toward  explaining  the  harsher  treat- 
ment of  low  price  dwellings,  under  the 
argument  that  residents  of  low  price 
dwellings  do  not  get  proportionately 
fewer  benefits  (education,  fire  protec- 
tion, etc.)  than  do  residents  of  higher 
price  dwellings.  Such  a  policy  could 
manifest  itself  through  rules  of  thumb 
assessments  or  other  techniques.  The 
concentration  of  low  price  dwellings  in 
Charlcstown  goes  some  way  toward  ex- 
plaining the  high  assessments  suffered  by 
this  region.  But  Roxbury,  which  also 
has  a  high  concentration  of  low  price 
properties,  would  remain  the  most  stiffly 
assessed  region  in  the  city,  even  if  it  had 
no  properties  in  the  two  lowest  price 
classes.  In  any  event,  the  observed  pat- 
tern clearly  indicates  a  bias  in  adminis- 
tration that  probably  makes  the  prop- 
erty tax  in  Boston  highly  regressive.1* 
This  conclusion  follows  under  almost 
any  assumptions  about  shifting.  If  the 
property  tax  is  not  shifted  or  is  only 
slightly  shifted,  small  home  owners  suf- 
fer relative  to  large  home  owners.  If  it 
is  partly  shifted,  there  is  the  added  effect

particular  on  low  price  apartments. 

III.    VARIANCE   ANALYSIS 

In  order  to  analyze  more  rigorously 
the  relative  statistical  influences  of  prop- 
erty type  and  location,  the  data  were 
also  examined  within  a  two-way  analysis 
of  variance  model.111  In  order  to  hold 
the  number  of  cells  within  reasonable 
limits,  the  breakdown  by  price  category 
was  not  made  in  this  portion  of  the 
study.  All  regional  categories  were  re- 
tained, but  the  questionable  sales  were 
eliminated.  However,  the  type  cate- 
gories were  changed.  Single-family 
houses,  duplexes,  three-  to  five-family 
structures,  buildings  with  six  or  more 
apartments,  and  commercial  property 
were  all  treated  separately,  but  all  other 
types  were  aggregated  into  one  category. 
There  were  54  classes  (particular  com- 
binations of  regions  and  types).

mining  the  assessment-sales  ratios  of 
various  properties.  Unfortunately,  be- 
cause the  interaction  terms  are  signifi- 
cant, it  is  not  possible  to  disentangle  the 
effects  of  the  two  or  more  factors,  in 
this  case  of  region  and  property  type. 
However,  one  may  test  for  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  region  and  type  effect 
measured  after  allowance  has  been  made 
for  the  interaction  effect.  When  this  is 
done,  the  F  ratios,  region,  and  type  ef- 
fects remain  highly  significant.  The 
type  effects  stand  out  more  clearly  than 
before. 

The  amount  of  variance  explained 
within  the  1962  data  taken  alone  is 
markedly  greater  than  in  the  full  sam- 
ple. This  fact  is  explained  by  the  in- 
clusion in  1962  of  data  on  new  con- 
struction, about  8  J  per  cent  of  which 
consisted  of  one-family  houses  in  Dor-

rv.   CONCLUSION 

This  study  has  revealed  systematic  in- 
consistencies in  property  tax  assessment 
in  Boston,  although  inconsistency  is  ex- 
plicitly rejec!?cd  by  the  law.  Explana- 
tions for  this  pattern  arc  obscure.  We 
believe  that  some  additional  progress 
with  respect  to  explanations  could  be 
made  through  investigation  of  the  fol- 
lowing questions. 

I)  Why  is  property  in  Roxbury 
assessed  at  rates  which  are  so  clearly 
above  those  of  other  regions,  even  after 
adjustment  is  made  for  property  types 
and  prices?

Whereas,  The  availability  of  the  Mayor  and 
his  staff  to  the  victims  of  the  cold  wave  made 
it  possible  for  the  problems  posed  to  be  dealt 
with  on  a  much  more  orderly  and  effective  basis,

AMENDMENT  OF  CITY  CHARTER  RE 
BOSTON  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

Coun.    O'LEARY   offered   the   following: 

Ordered,  Pursuant  to  section  10  of  chapter  43B 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  added  by  chapter  734 
of  the  Acts  of  1966,  that  the  will  of  the  people 
of  the  city  be  ascertained  with  respect  to  the 
following  question: 

Shall  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Boston  be 
amended  by  providing  that  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  established  by 
sections  17  through  21,  inclusive,  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909,  and  altered  from  time  to 
time  by  various  acts  of  the  General  Court,  be 
disestablished  as  an  agency  responsible  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  General 
Court,  and  recreated  as  the  Boston  Legislative 
Research  Bureau.  Provided  that  said  Bureau 
shall  be  responsible  , to  the  City  Council;  the 
Council  to  provide  by  ordinance  from  time  to 
time  for  such  duties  and  specific  responsibilities, 
structure,  size,  procedures,  personnel,  compensa- 
tion, powers  and  authority  of  the  Legislative  Re- 
search Bureau  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  law. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  duties  of  the 
City  Legislative  Research  Bureau  shall  be  in 
general  to  research  and  investigate  the  problems 
of  the  city  before  the  Council  or  likely  to  come 
before  it,  and  to  report  impartially  to  the  Council 
thereon.  This  charter  amendment  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  acceptance  by  the  people  as  provided 
in  chapter  734  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  but  the  Bos- 
ton Legislative  Research  Bureau  shall  assume 
all  the  obligations,  responsibilities,  structure,  size, 
procedures,  personnel,  compensation,  powers  and 
authorities  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
until  such  time  as  the  City  council,  as  herein- 
before provided,  alters  them.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
RENEWAL 

Coun.  ATKINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal,   submitted   the   following: 

January  18,  1968. 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal  held  a 
public  hearing  on  Monday,  January  15,  1968, 
7.30  p.m.,  at  the  James  Timilty  School  in  Rox- 
bury. The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  receive 
and  consider  factual  information  relative  to  the 
resolution  submitted  by  the  Mayor  entitled : 

During  the  course  of  the  hearing,  in  answer  to 
questions  from  the  committee  members,  the  fol- 
lowing  information   was   received  : 

1.  Boston  has  been  appropriated  $157,000 
from  HUD  to  be  used  to  carry  out  the  planning 
period  for  the  Model  Cities  Program.  This  is 
some  $83,000  less  than  was  requested  in  May  by 
the  Mayor,  on  authorization  by  the  Council.  The 
explanation  given  for  this  cut  was  the  decreased 
amount   made   available   by   Congress   nationally. 
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2.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
been  notified  of  a  tentative  authorization  to  spend 
$82,000  as  part  of  the  CRP.  According  to  Mr. 
Hale  Champion,  BRA  Administrator,  it  is  his 
intention  to  see  to  it  that  this  money  is  spent  as 
part  of  the  planning  for  the  Model  Cities  Pro- 
gram. 

3.  The  cut  in  Boston's  appropriation  will  not 
affect  the  $35,000  previously  promised  to  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board.  This  was  contained 
in  a  letter  from  Mr.  Paul  Parks,  Model  Cities 
Administrator.  (Attached.) 

4.  Information  was  given  by  Mr.  Dan 
Richardson,  Chairman  of  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board,  about  the  activities  of  his  group, 
and  about  its  search  for  additional  funds  to  carry 
out  their  responsibility.  Mr.  Richardson  was  re- 
minded of  the  promise  made  last  May  by  the 
then  acting  administrator,  Mr.  Roy  Hamilton, 
and  the  staff  people  working  with  him,  that  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  would  receive  con- 
sideration to  carry  out  those  planning  contracts 
which  might  be  subcontracted  to  it  by  the  Model 
Cities  Administrator. 

5.  The  committee  was  assured  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  the 
Administrator  of  the  Model  Cities  Program  that 
standard  accounting  and  bookkeeping  techniques 
would  be  observed  during  the  nine-month  plan- 
ning period  to  be  funded  by  the  $157,000  HUD 
grant    and    the    20   per    cent   local    share.

They  are  also  required  to  transport 
prisoners  from  the  Superior  Court  to  outside  in- 
stitutions, and  to  be  present  in  lockedup  juries 
where  there  are   female  jurors. 

Amend,  effective  February  1,  1968,  the  Rules 
for  Administering  Pay  Schedule  and  List  of  Posi- 
tions so  as  to  provide  a  New  rule  (Rule  14A) 
for  Compensation  for  Work  in  a  Higher  Classifi- 
cation. This  recommendation  is  submitted  to  put 
in  effect  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  be- 
tween the  County  of  Suffolk  and  the  negotiating 
unions.

The  City  of  Boston  Revised  Ordinances, 
Chapter  30,  Section  1,  Clause  281  states  as 
follows : 

"The  charge  to  be  paid  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment for  removing  refuse  which,, by  Section  1 
of  Chapter  21  of  these  Ordinances,  said  depart- 
ment is  authorized,  but  not  required,  to  remove 
shall  be  20  cents  per  barrel." 

The  current  charge  of  20  cents  a  barrel  to  com- 
mercial establishments  has  been  in  effect  since 
January  1,  1947,  and  does  not  reflect  the  present 
cost  of  this  service.  Our  current  refuse  collection 
contracts  are  due  to  expire  March  31.  1968.  New 
contracts  will  be  advertised  for  this  work  for  the 
first  time  in  4  years  this  coming  February.  The 
prices  bid  on  these  contracts  will  be  affected  to 


an  appreciable  degree  by  the  amount  of  income 
estimated  to  be  derived  by  the  contractor  from 
commercial   collections  in  his  district. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  aforementioned 
ordinance  be  amended  to  increase  the  charge  from 
20  cents  a  barrel  to  30  cents  a  barrel.  In  order 
for  the  city  to  obtain  the  benefit  in  the  bidding, 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  ordinance  would 
have  to  be  in  effect  prior  to  inviting  proposals  for 
the  refuse  collection  contracts.  I  transmit  here- 
with an  ordinance  prepared  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel.

I  herewith  submit  the  attached  document  to 
meet  the  legal  requirement  that  the  Mayor  submit 
an  annual  budget  to  the  City  Council  on  the  first 
Monday   in   February. 

It  is  not  the  budget  on  which  I  will  ask  you  to 
act.  It  is  too  high.  It  puts  too  heavy  a  burden  on 
the  tax  rate,  and  it  does  not  provide  some  of  the 
improved  services  to  which  the  people  of  the  City 
of  Boston  are  entitled. 

What  is  before  you  is  what  you  would  have 
received  if  I  had  simply  accepted  and  approved 
what  was  sought  by  the  department  heads  of  the 
city,  based  on  last  year's  expenditures,  salary  in- 
creases already  approved,  new  positions  and  pro- 
grams already  planned  before  I  took  office. 

The  total,  as  you  can  see,  would  have  been 
8205,067,040,  of  which  3184,071,228  would  have 
been  for  the  city,  813,371,493  for  the  county,  and 
87,624,319  for  income  departments. 

In  the  one  month  I  have  been  in  office,  we  have 
reduced  the  total  more  than  810  million.  With 
more  time,  I  am  convinced  we  can  do  better.  In 
that  same  month,  we  have  developed  ways  to 
improve  services,  not  only  in  terms  of  economy, 
but  in  terms  of  what  is  really  useful  and  helpful 
to  the  people  of  this  city.  With  more  time  I 
am  convinced  we  can  do  better  in  such  essential 
areas  as  police,  fire,  housing,  health,  sanitation, 
and  recreation. 

I  am  sending  you  this  budget  therefore  simply 
to  meet  the  legal  requirement  that  I  do  so.  Just 
as  soon  as  possible  I  will  send  you  an  amended 
budget.  I  pledge  that  it  will  call  for  fewer  dollars, 
a  lesser  burden  on  the  property  tax  rate,  and 
better   services,    more   economically    provided.

There  will  be,  of  course,  other  sources  of  funds 
utilized  than  are  shown  in  this  1968  Capital 
Budget,  in  state  funds  under  Chapter  90  and  the 
accelerated  highway  program  for  instance  and  in 
federal  grants  such  as  may  be  made  for  urban 
beautification  and  the  water  main  construction 
program  for  which  the  Council  has  just  author- 
ized application.  There  are  also  outstanding  loan 
authorizations  passed  by  previous  Councils  which 
have  not  yet  been  issued  or  expended,  totaling 
over  $130  million  for  various  purposes.  It  has 
been  felt  best  at  the  start  of  this  new  adminis- 
tration to  review  thoroughly  the  city's  financial 
structure  and  capabilities,  and  the  anticipated 
requirements  for  services.  Therefore,  new  capital 
appropriations  at  this  time  have  been  kept 
minimal. 

The  largest  single  item  is  for  first  phase  recon- 
struction of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  facilities. 
Substantial  planning  funds  were  made  available 
last  year  for  this  extensive  and  long-awaited 
project. 

Other  sums  are  recommended  to  complete  the 
program  of  extraordinary  school  repairs  author- 
ized by  the  Legislature  in  1965,  for  required 
matching  funds  to  the  federal  grant  in  the  water 
main  construction  program  and  city-wide  Public 
Works  Department  efforts  in  street,  sidewalk  and 
sewer  reconstruction  with  some  extensions  into 
newly  devdoped  areas. 

I   believe   this    capital   budget    is   minimal    but 

essential ;     therefore,     I    respectfully    recommend 

adoption  of  the  order  submitted  herewith  as  well 

as  those  items  which  appear  in  the  annual  budget.

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

The  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association, 
Inc.,  certified  representative  of  some  2,100 
patrolmen  members  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment, petition  the  Boston  City  Council  to  resolve 
that  sound  public  policy  and  long  overdue  fair- 
ness require  that  compensation  of  patrolmen  be 
on  a  level  comparable  with  compensation  being- 
paid  to  patrolmen  in  other  metropolitan  cities, 
such  as  New  York,  Baltimore,  Los  Angeles, 
Washington,  DC,  Oakland,  Cleveland,  and  San 
Francisco,  for  instance. 

The  compensation  of  Boston  patrolmen  has 
been  described  by  the  Hon.  Kevin  White,  Mayor 
of  Boston,  as  a  "municipal  disgrace."  To  remove 
this  shame  upon  the  name  of  Boston  we  suggest 
that  the  City  Council,  as  the  legislative  body 
of  our  city,  declare  that,  as  matter  of  public 
policy  and  to  assure  a  liveable  life  in  the  best 
American  standards,  salary  scale  for  patrolmen 
shall  be  no  less  than  the  following,  to  wit: 

"The  annual  salary  of  patrolmen  attached  as 
members  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall,  upon  appointment,  be  no  .less 
than  $7,719 ;  after  the  first  year  of  service,  the 
annual  salary  shall  be  no  less  than  $8,649 ;  and, 
after  the  second  year  of  service,  shall  be  no  less 
than    $9,300." 

We  ask  your  courtesy  and  kindness  to  present 
this  petition,  including  the  proposed  form  of 
resolution,    to   the   Boston    City    Council    for    its 


meeting    on    Monday,    February    5,    1968.    In    so 
doing  you   will   greatly   oblige   all   patrolmen   and 
this  labor  organization.

FEASIBILITY  05"  MOVING  PERSONS  ON 
MBTA  WITHOUT  CHARGE

In  reference  to  a  City  Council  resolve  dated 
December  27,  1967,  relative  to  the  feasibility  of 
moving  persons  without  charge  through  the  Cen- 
tral Business  District  area,  the  following  com- 
ments  are   offered    in    connection    therewith: 

The  Authority,  in  the  past,  has  made  studies 
relating  to  possible  abolishment  of  all  fares  on 
transit  systems.  It  is  our  opinion,  at  this  time, 
that  we  may  be  a  little  bit  premature  in  this 
area. 

With  regard  to  free  transportation  in  the 
Central  Business  District  only,  it  would  be  impos- 
sible for  the  Authority  to  offer  this  with  our 
present  system.  There  would  be  no  way  to  con- 
trol free  transportation  within  this  limited  area 
without  major  modifications  in  our  stations, 
lobbies,  and  concourses.  Some  of  the  plans  for 
the  Central  Business  District  development  call  for 
underground  passageways  and  connections  which 
will  make  it  easy  for  pedestrians  to  move  from 
place   to   place   in   the   Central    Business    District 


without  going  outdoors.  Another  alternative  might 
be  for  the  merchants  in  the  area  to  subsidize  a 
mini-bus  type  of  service  on  the  streets  of  the 
Central  Business  District.  Such  a  scheme  would 
be  an  attractive  feature  of  the  urban  renewal 
project. 

Presently,  the  Charles  River  Associates,  Inc.,  16 
Garden  street,  Cambridge,  Mass.,  is  conducting 
a  $35,000  study  for  the  Department  of  Transpor- 
tation on  the  feasibility  of  free  transit.  The 
economic,  social,  technological,  financial  and  re- 
lated cost  factors  will  be  evaluated.  The  Author- 
ity is  assisting,  where  possible,   in  this  study. 

You  may  be  assured  that  the  Authority  will 
cooperate  in  this  Central  Business  District  Proj- 
ect and  assist  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity in  any  way  possible.

USE  OF  MBTA  RAIL  LINES  FOR 
DELIVERING  GOODS  TO  RETAIL  AREA

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea : 

The  use  of  the  rail  lines  of  the  Transit  to 
deliver  goods  to  the  retail  area  of  Boston  would 
appear  to  be  an  attractive  operating  possibility 
which  would  provide  additional  revenues  to  the 
Transit.  The  answer  to  this  possibility  will  in- 
dicate the  complexity  of  the  problem. 

The  Transit  utilizes  the  hours  that  trains  are 
not  operating,  namely,  1.15  a.m.  to  4.15  a.m.,  for 
maintenance  purposes  when  maximum  effective- 
ness can  be  attained  by  maintenance  personnel. 
There  are  ways  which  the  conflict  between  the 
maintenance  needs  and  the  operational  needs  may 
be  avoided  but,  in  all  cases,  they  are  more  costly 
or  they  restrict  the  freedom  of  movement  of 
trains  in  the  subway  area.  If  under  operable 
conditions  goods  might  be  delivered  between  1.15 
a.m.  and  4.15  a.m.,  there  are  several  other 
problems  which  must  be  considered : 

1.  The  working  force  necessary  to  supply  this 
service ; 

2.  The  retailers'  work  force  necessary  to  clear 
the  area; 

3.  The  construction  of  facilities  to  remove  the 
delivered  goods,  as  the  Transit  does  not 
have  these  facilities ; 

4.  The  establishment  of  one  or  more  assembly 
points. 

5.  The  specialized  equipment  necessary  for  the 
Transit  to  deliver  these  goods ; 

6.  The  possibility  of  service  interruptions 
which  may  not  be  overcome  by  the  com- 
mencement of  service  in  the  morning  or 
which  would  not  permit  the  delivery  of 
goods  during  the  prescribed  hours ; 

7.  The  possible  union  conflicts  between  the 
Transit  unions  and  those  being  deprived 
of  work ; 

8.  The  loss  of  time  in  shipping  the  goods  and 
several  other  negative  possibilities  which  I 
am  sure  exist  but  do  not  come  readily  to 
mind. 

On  the  positive  side,  several  cities  are  con- 
sidering this  type  of  service,  namely,  Houston 
where  it  is  intended  to  build  delivery  tunnels  to 
make  the  street  area  available  for  passenger  use. 
Hopefully,  these  tunnels  will  be  wide  enough  to 
accommodate  subway  cars  as  the  in-city  business 
residency  becomes  too  great  for  the  city  streets 
and,  at  that  time,  the  procedure  will  be  re- 
versed. Chicago  had  an  underground  delivery 
service  by  a  private  railway  line  with  adapted 
cars  and  has  considered  reactivitating  this  rail- 
way. 

Most  schemes  of  this  nature  have  been  de- 
feated in  the  past  but  for  many  varied  reasons 
we  at  the  Transit  are  not  closed  to  the  use  of 
our  rail  lines  for  other  than  passenger  use  and 
are  concerned  with  the  delivery  of  goods,  parti- 
cularly those  from  the  airport.  With  the  advent 
of  the  large  freight  carrying  planes,  some  device, 
means  or  procedure  must  be   found   to   facilitate 
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the  distribution  of  goods  so  that  the  advantages 
of  speedy  delivery  are  achieved  in  the  local 
distribution  network,  as  well  as  between  cities. 
Although  we  are  considering  the  passenger  prob- 
lems at  the  airport,  we  are  also  concerned  with 
the  S.  S.  T.  problems  and  are  hopeful  that  when 
the  problem  arrives,  we  will  be  available  with  the 
solution.

The  following  information  is  submitted  in 
answer  to  Councillor  Atkin's  order  of  January  22, 
1968,  and  your  memorandum  of  January  26, 
1968:  „ 

The  BRP  program  affects  2,000  units  of 
housing,  1,700  of  which  are  estimated  to  be 
occupied   by   families  or  individual   householders. 

Most  of  these  families  and  individuals,  with 
the  exception  of  approximately  200  householders, 
will  have  to  be  relocated  out  of  their  present 
iquarters  in  order  that  construction  on  their 
apartments  can  be  facilitated.  The  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  has  begun  a  survey  of 
these  occupied  apartments  and  have  completed 
more  than  700  of  these  surveys  to  date. 

The  objective  of  the  Boston  relocation  pro- 
gram is  to  rehouse  the  majority  of  these  families 
and  individuals  within  the  resources  provided 
through  the  rehabilitation  of  these  old  units. 
Thus,  we  seek  to  minimize  the  impact  on  the 
existing  housing  market  by  the  relocation  of  these 
families  and  individuals. 

The  exact  number  that  can  feasibly  be  re- 
housed within  the  BRP  program  cannot  be  de- 
termined until  the  survey  has  been  completed. 
In  the  meantime,  while  the  survey  is  under  way, 
130  families  will  have  to  be  temporarily  relocated 
in  public  housing  and  private  rental  housing 
during  the  survey  period. 

During  the  next  six  months,  while  the  Boston 
Rehabilitation  project  will  be  under  way,  a  maxi- 
mum of  360  households  may  be  displaced  from 
other  public  displacement  in  which  families  and 
individuals  might  be  expected  to  utilize  the 
South  End,  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester  housing 
markets. 

The  breakdown  is  as  follows: 

I.  Public  Facilities  (Contract  No.  1) 

There  are  an  estimated  1351  households  still  to 
be  relocated  during  the  next  four  to  six  months 
for  three  school  sites  in  Dorchester. 

II.  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project 

An  estimated  70  households  will  need  to  be 
relocated  during  the  next  six  months  to  permit 
demolition  and  clearance  for  221  (d)3  housing 
units  on  the  Lower  Roxbury  sites  (ultimately 
about  700  units)  and  Public  Housing  (about  430 
units). 

III.  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal   Project 

A  maximum  of  54  families  and  individuals  must 
be  displaced  from  three  sites :  1  to  permit 
Morgan  Memorial  to  undertake  221  (d)3  housing, 
and  2  for  MBTA  purposes. 

IV.  Washington  Park  Urban  Renewal  Project 

A  minimum  of  98  households  in  the  Washing- 
ton Park  project  will  require  displacement  in  the 
near  future  for  221  (d)3  rehabilitated  units  for  the 
rent  supplement  program.  Some  additional  dis- 
placement may  also  occur  for  nonprofit  developers 
who  are  rehabilitating  housing  but  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  BRP  program.  It  is  expected, 
however,  that  most  of  these  households  will  re- 
locate back  into  the  same  units. 

V.  Inner-Belt 

A  core  family  relocation  staff  will  be  set  up 
to  service  any  families  in  the  Inner  Belt  area 
who  may  require  rehousing,  but  the  major  em- 
phasis during  the  first  phase  of  the  program 
during  the  next  six  months  will  be  on  business 
relocation  and  providing  services  to  businesses 
which  must  move.  If  an  occasional  residential 
unit  in  a  business  structure  is  found  to  be 
occupied,  these  families  and  individuals  will  be 
assisted  to  relocate.  The  total,  however,  is  ex- 
pected to  be  negligible. 

During  the  same  period,  more  than  1,000  units 
of  new  and  rehabilitated  housing  will  become 
available  in  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  area, 
the  Washington  Park  Urban  Renewal  area,  and  in 
Rqxbury-North  Dorchester  areas,  exclusive  of  the 
units  to  be  rehabilitated  under  the  BRP  program. 
These  include : 

102  units  of  housing  for  the  elderly  —  South 
End 


227   new   units   of   221(d)3    construction  — 

Warren  Gardens  —  Washington  Park 
723  rent  supplement  units  in  Roxbury- North 
Dorchester 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  BRP  pro- 
gram should  yield  a  surplus  of  300  units,  which 
are  currently  vacant  but  will  be  rehabilitated  and 
added  to  available  standard  housing  in  the  area. 
How  these  will  relate  to  family  size  problems,  we 
cannot  determine  until   after  completion  of   our 
survey  of  the  affected  families.

You  may  recall  that  the  City  of  Boston  has 
entered  into  a  contract  with  S.  S.  Eisenberg 
Associates  to  bring  our  building  code  up  to  a 
modern  national  standard.  The  terms  of  the  con- 
tract call  for  a  completely  rewritten  code  to  be 
finished  by  December  31,   1968. 

I  recommend  that  one  of  your  City  Council 
sub-committees  be  appointed  to  review  this  code 
as  it  is  rewritten  so  that  you  will  not  be  faced 
with  a  unreasonable  deadline  to  review  a  great 
deal  of  material  in  a  short  time.

Introduction  :  By  order  of  the  City  Council 
on  January  22,  1968,  the  Mayor  was  requested  to 
direct  the  Purchasing  Agent  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  require  that  various  items  of  safety 
equipment  and  protective  clothing  be  tested  by 
an  accredited  laboratory  as  to  its  safety  features 
and  that  as  a  prerequisite  to  purchase  it  be  so 
stated. 

It  was  further  ordered  that  all  city  depart- 
ments using  this  type  of  equipment  for  personal 
safety  conduct  a  survey  of  all  this  equipment 
and  have  it  tested  at  a  laboratory  for  the  pur- 
poses of  ascertaining  the  future  safety  of  its  use 
by  city  employees.  The  Mayor  was  requested 
to  send  a  directive  ordering  an  immediate  survey. 

It  was  further  ordered  that  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner be  ordered  to  report  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil on  the  steps  being  taken  to  prevent  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  events  which  led  to  serious  injury 
and  death  of  city  fire  fighters. 

History  of  Events:  As  a  result  of  several 
unfortunate  occurrences  in  the  operations  of  fire- 
fighting  personnel  of  this  department  which  re- 
sulted in  death  to  several  and  serious  injury  to 
many  over  a  period  of  thirty  years,  certain  items 
in  common  use  within  the  department  became 
suspect  as  to  their  merit  to  perform  their  in- 
tended   function : 

Item  1.  —  An  All-Service  gas  mask  of  the 
filter  type,  dependent  upon  surrounding  atmos- 
phere, and  limited  strictly  to  use  in  specific 
atmospheres.  The  mask  approved  for  use  by  the 
U-  S.  Bureau  of  Mines  for  use  in  mines,  has  had 
widespread   usage  in  fire  departments. 

This  was  the  type  mask  worn  by  several  fire 
fighters  approximately  21  years  previously  who 
entered  a  fur  vault  fire  on  Chauncy  street  which 
saw  two  of  them  die  and  a  fire  officer  completely 
vegetabilized  as  a  result  of  severe  brain  damage 
caused  by  excessive  exposure  in  an  oxygen- 
deficient  atmosphere.  Newbury's,  Boston  Speed- 
ometer, the  Laundry  Fire  in  Brighton,  all  claimed 
fire-fighting  personnel  as  victims  and  in  each  in- 
stance this  mask  failed  the  user.  Notwithstand- 
ing,  the   All-Service  mask   enjoyed    great   usage 
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because  of  its  ease  in  donning  and  its  limited 
ability  to  filter,  in  part,  solid  smoke  particles 
from  the  atmosphere,  and  by  so  doing  per- 
mitted the  wearer  a  slightly  greater  toleration  of 
contaminated  atmosphere.  Its  limitations  were 
unchanged.  About  ten  years  ago,  a  new  canister, 
approved  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines,  was 
marketed  for  use  with  this  mask.  It  was  devised 
to  define  the  remaining  capacity  of  the  canister 
to  filter  out  carbon  monoxide.  This  canister  in 
appearance  did  not  differ  greatly  from  the  pre- 
viously sold  canister  but  its  contents  were  in  part 
chemically  different.  The  manufacturer  claimed  it 
to  be  a  superior  canister  for  a  visual  indicator 
permitted  a  quick  determination  of  its  residual 
condition.  It  was  noted  in  due  course  from  an 
economic  standpoint  that  the  number  of  canisters 
needed  for  this  mask  began  to  increase  sub- 
stantially. Understandably,  fires  were  increasing 
numerically  and  personnel  were  making  more  use 
of  the  filter-type  mask  which  obscured  an  easily 
definitive    reason. 

On  November  23,  1967,  at  a  fire  on  Hartford 
street,  Dorchester,  a  fire  officer  wearing  this 
mask  died  in  a  heretofore  accepted  atmosphere, 
above  grade.  Several  other  fire  fighters  were  re- 
moved from  the  fire  building  to  the  street  un- 
conscious. The  known  limitations  for  the  use  of 
this  equipment  were  being  observed  at  the  time 
of  the  occurrence. 

An  immediate  investigation  was  initiated  to 
determine  the  cause,  if  possible,  for  the  death 
and  injury  of  fire-fighting  personnel  while  wear- 
ing the  All -Service  gas  mask. 

Item  2.  —  Protective  Fire  Clothing.  A  fire 
fighter  from  this  department  while  attempting  to 
escape  from  a  room  involved  in  fire  was  forced 
to  jump  when  the  heat  of  the  fire  ignited  the 
rubber  fire  coat  which  he  was  wearing  causing 
injury  and  burning  to  him.  Rubber  fire  coats 
have  been  a  standard  item  of  wear  in  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  from  time  immemorial,  how- 
ever, rubber  in  itself  does  burn,  yet  there  have 
ibeen  no  previously  recorded  instanoes  of  a 
similar  nature  in  this  department. 

Item  3.  —  Other  Types  of  Equipment.  There 
is  nothing  recorded  at  this  time  which  would 
suggest  that  equipment  such  as  the  E  &  J  resus- 
citator,  the  H  &  H  inhalator,  reflective  suits,  fire 
helmets,  etc.,  have  contributed  to  or  increased 
the  possibility  of  injury  or  deatU  for  the  fire 
fighters  of  this  department.  Some  of  this  equip- 
ment would  come  within  the  same  general  scope 
of  Council  inquiry,  however,  it  is  not  amenable 
to  laboratory  analysis  from  its  very  nature  of 
use,  and  that  which  might,  has  no  history  of 
failure   which   invites   evaluation. 

INVESTIGATION  AND  EVALUATION : 

Item  1.  —  The  canisters  involved  connected  to 
the  masks  in  use  at  the  fire  on  November  23, 
1967,  were  recovered,  tagged,  and  shipped  to  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines  for  analysis.  The  Train- 
ing Division  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  im- 
mediately went  to  shelf  storage  of  spare  canisters 
of  the  same  type  and  at  random  cut  open 
canisters  lengthwise  and  took  note  of  the  internal 
arrangement  and  the  condition  of  the  chemicals. 
The  instructions  for  use  imprinted  on  the  canis- 
ters were  studied  and  the  advice  of  the  manu- 
facturer's representative  sought  as  to  the  exact 
meaning. 

The  telltale  windowoater,  a  supposed  improve- 
ment on  this  type  canister,  was  compared  with 
the  contents  condition.  The  weight  of  the  canis- 
ter in  grams  actual  was  compared  with  the 
weight  stamped  on  canister. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Mines  that  the  canister  worn  by  the  de- 
ceased fire  officer  had  an  excessive  concentration 
of  carbon  monoxide  which  caused  the  Hopcalite 
to  heat  up  to  a  temperature  which  scorched  the 
litmus  paper.  The  canister  as  tested  showed  that 
a  man  would  have  absorbed  26  times  as  much 
carbon  monoxide  through  leakage  as  permitted 
by  established  standards.  The  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Mines  maintains  that  the  excess  moisture  enter- 
ing the  canister  acted  upon  the  Hopcalite  causing 
it  to  absorb  excessive  moisture,  which  it  absorbs 
more  readily  than  carbon  monoxide,  thus  making 
the  Hopcaiite  ineffective.  The  chemical,  Hop- 
calite, is  a  catalytic  agent  which  changes  carbon 
monoxide  to  carbon   dioxide,   a  normally  harm- 


less gas.  A  second  canister  worn  at  the  same  fire 
tested  out  practically  the  same.  A  third  canister 
provided  protection   within  allowable   limits. 

The  Training  Division  promptly  entered  the 
field  and  started  cutting  open  and  weighing 
canisters  issued  to  the  service.  It  was  noted  in 
a  very  high  number  of  the  cut  open  canisters  that 
the  caustic  acid  which  is  a  layer  of  chemical 
below  and  preceding  the  Hopcalite  and  which  by 
its  hygroscopic  affinity  theoretically  prevented 
moisture  from  reaching  the  Hopcalite  had  caked 
and  solidified.  This  condition  prevented  the 
chemical  from  performing  its  function,  and  the 
result  was  either  complete  inability  to  draw  air 
through  the  mask  or  moisture  leaking  past  the 
caustic  acid  being  absorbed  by  the  Hopcalite. 
This  moisture  absorption  by  the  Hopcalite  re- 
duced its  effectiveness  to  a  point  where  its  cata- 
lytic property  no  longer  was  effective  thus  per- 
mitting carbon  monoxide  to  pass  through  the 
canister  to  the  wearer  to  a  degree  far  in  excess 
of  acceptable  limits. 

The  manufacturer's  representative  could  not 
explain  the  wide  difference  in  the  stamped  gram 
weight  and  the  actual  weight  of  the  canisters.  He 
could  not  explain  the  quality  status  of  those 
canisters  that  had  been  cut  open  either  from 
shelf  storage  or  issued  to  personnel. 

As  a  result  of  the  aggregate  history  and  the 
revelations  of  the  investigation,  a  meeting  was 
held  at  Boston  Fire  Headquarters  at  which  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  the  Chief  of  Department, 
the  Assistant  Chief  in  Charge  of  Training,  the 
manufacturer's  representative,  and  a  representa- 
tive from  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines  were 
present.  The  facts  revealed  by  the  investigation 
were  discussed. 

Item  2.  —  Protective  Clothing.  The  pro- 
tective fire  coat  worn  by  the  fire  fighter  which 
had  ignited,  was  gathered  up  and  turned  over 
to  the  Fire  Department  chemist  for  test.  Litera- 
ture was  reviewed  as  to  purported  fire  resistant 
fire  protective  clothing.  These  manufacturers 
were  solicited  to  provide  samples  which  could  be 
evaluated.  Where  a  complete  garment  was  pro- 
vided, an  accelerated  service  test  was  initiated 
by  putting  into  service  in  a  busy  fire  area  these 
garments  as  the  unit  of  fire  protective  clothing. 
This  would  subject  the  garment  to  accelerated 
wear  and  exposure  to  fire  situations.  The  fabrics 
were  of  alleged  fire  resistive  composition.  In- 
vestigation and  evaluation  included  analysis  by 
the  I.  Dupont,  Nemour's  Laboratory  of  Wil- 
mington, Delaware,  and  the  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment chemist.  The  results  are  inconclusive  at 
this  time  but  of  the  several  types  tested,  it  was 
the  consensus  of  opinion  that  the  coat  currently 
issued  is  equal  to  any  of  those  tested  insofar  as 
fire  resistiveness.  This  does  noli  infer  that  it  is 
fire  Tesistive  but  the  others  are  not  either. 
The  fiber  glass  material  was  in  part  fire  resistive 
but  the  waterproofing  necessary  for  bonding  has 
the  same  igniting  characteristics  generally  as 
the  conventional   fire   coat. 

This  department  will  continue  to  search  for  a 
fire  coat  with  the  desired  safety  features. 

Item  3.  —  Other  Types  of  Equipment.  There 
is  no  recorded  history  of  failure  with  reference 
to  other  types  of  respiratory  equipment  in  use 
in  the  Boston  Fire  Department.  This  equipment 
includes  such  items  as  oxygen  masks,  inhalators, 
resuscitators,  Chemox  regenerating  type  masks, 
reflective  suits,  fire  helmets,  etc. 

METHOD  OF  TESTS: 

Item  1.  —  The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines  is  the 
only  known  agency  who  approve  and  evaluate 
respiratory  equipment  for  use.  There  ds  no  known 
laboratory  to  which  reference  could  be  made.  The 
All -Service  mask  is  an  approved  mask  for  use 
as  defined  on  the  canister  label.  Pursuant  thereto, 
the  Boston  Fire  Department  conducted  its  own 
investigation,  arranged  for  analysis  of  the  canis- 
ter and  contents  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines, 
requested  the  presence  of  the  manufacturer's 
representative  for  conference  and  discussion  of 
this  equipment,  directed  the  Training  Division  to 
weigh  every  canister  in  the  Fire  Department  and 
compare  its  stamped  weight  with  its  actual 
weight  and  at  random  to  cut  open  lengthwise 
canisters  to  visually  inspect  the  chemical  con- 
tent therein,  to  view  the  indicating  device  in 
relation  to  the  contents,  and  to  determine,  if 
possible,  if  the  canister  was  defective  or  at  less 
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than  its  required  peak  operating  efficiency,  and 
to  determine  how  high  the  percentage  of  in- 
effective or  partially  ineffective  canisters  was  as 
compared  with  the  total  number  in  our  posses- 
sion. 

Item  2.  —  This  protective  equipment  was 
subject  to  flammability  tests  accepted  by  this 
department  for  the  determination  of  relative 
flammability  or  fire  resistiveness  of  fabrics, 
leathers,  compositions,  material  by  the  depart- 
ment chemist.  Swatches  were  sent  to  Dupont 
Laboratories  for  their  analysis  and  report. 

Item  3.  —  Units  of  this  nature  are  not  being 
subject  to  any  special  tests.  As  a  matter  of 
company  procedure,  each  unit  is  checked  out 
daily  to  make  certain  that  it  is  in  operating 
condition.  This  type  equipment  by  its  very  nature 
is  not  amenable  to  test.  First-aid  equipment,  as 
required,  is  medically  approved  prior  to  being 
used  in  Fire  Department  service. 

RESULTS  OF  TESTS: 

Item  1.  —  The  immediate  withdrawal  from 
service  of  approximately  500  All-Service  gas 
masks  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Training 
Division  was  directed  by  General  Order  No.  4 
(1-15-68.) 

The  emergency  purchase  of  325  self-contained 
type  gas  masks  sufficient,  to  permit  the  placement 
of  four  each  in  every  fire  company  in  the  de- 
partment with  instructions  for  use  was  initiated 
by  Special  Order  No.  7  (1-29-68.) 

The  allowance  by  the  Mine  Safety  Appliance 
Company  on  each  canister  returned  to  them 
permitted  purchase  of  100  of  the  replacement 
masks  at  a  reduced  cost  of  $269.95  per  unit. 
The  unit  included  the  carrying  ease  and  one 
spare  air  cylinder,  and  normally  retails  for 
8295. 

The  only  other  comparable  manufacturer's  cost 
per  unit  was  $295  each  with  carrying  case  but 
859.60  for  one  extra  air  cylinder. 

The  self-contained  mask  purchased  was 
selected  by  the  Training  Division  as  measured 
by  its  specifications  and  augmented  by  actual 
evaluation  of  comfort,  replenishment,  donning, 
durability,  maintenance,  etc.,  as  compared  with 
the  competitive  unit. 

Item  2.  —  Protective  clothing  currently  in 
use  in  this  department  continues  in  use  for 
nothing  superior  has  yet  been  obtained.  Com- 
parisons made  with  the  standard  issue  coat 
have  not  indicated  any  substantial  gain  in  pro- 
tection worth  considering.  The  tests  will  con- 
tinue with  garments  now  on  the  market  and 
described  as  meeting  the  requirements  for  this 
garment  being  sought  by  this  department. 

Item   3.   —   No   test   or   qualifying  results   are 
required. 
CONCLUSIONS: 

Item  1.  —  That  the  All -Service  gas  mask 
required  immediate  discontinuance  of  use  and 
was  so  withdrawn  from  service  by  General  Order 
on  January  15,   1968. 

That  a  self-contained,  oxygen  breathing,  gas 
mask  replace  the  filter-type  mask  as  the  pri- 
mary respiratory  protection  unit  in  the  Boston 
Fire  Department.  Emergency  requisition  pro- 
Icedure  has  provided  a  total  of  325  self-con- 
tained gas  masks,  a  minimum  of  four  per  fire 
fighting  company,  and  these  are  now  in  service 
in  this  department. 

That  a  crash  program  of  training  in  the  use 
of  the  self-contained  mask  be  initiated  to  ac- 
celerate the  transition  of  personnel  from  the 
discontinued  type  to  the  new-issue  type  mask. 
This  has  been  done. 

That  the  new  mask  which  operates  independent 
of  the  outside  atmosphere  is  a  device  which 
provides  respiratorial  protection  in  any  atmos- 
phere except  cutaneous  penetrating  atmospheres. 
In  atmospheres  where  the  cyanides  and  fumigant 
skin  penetrating  atmospheres  are  present  permits 
are  required  and  these  buildings  are  posted  and 
the   information   circularized   to   the   department. 

Item  2.  —  That  the  current-issued  fire  coat 
remains  as  the  standard  issued  protective  coat 
pending  the  procurement  and  testing  of  other 
advertised    fire    resistive   fire    coats. 

Item  3.  —  That  equipment  falling  within  this 
category  has  performed  satisfactorily  in  the  past 
and  it  is  reasonably  anticipated  that  it  will  do 
so  in  the  future. 


GENERAL  REMARKS:  As  a  secondary 
mask,  the  Boston  Fire  Department  will  utilize  a 
-self-generating  type  mask,  called  a  Chemox 
mask.  Every  member  of  the  department  is 
trained  in  its  use.  This  is  a  U.  S.  Navy  developed 
mask  approved  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines. 
A  quick-activation  device  to  actuate  the  canister 
has  recently  been  made  available  to  the  market 
for  this  type  of  mask.  This  type  canister  will 
be  procured  in  the  future  for  this  type  mask.  The 
newly  issued  self-contained  mask  will  from  the 
date  issued  be  the  first-line  mask  of  operational 
units. 

Protective  fire  clothing  is  a  cause  of  some 
concern,  however,  it  has  been  determined  that 
some  circumstances  attendant  to  the  incident 
where  a  fire  coat  ignited  explain  why  this 
happened.  Although  this  must  be  considered  an 
undesirable  feature  of  a  fire  coat,  the  urgency 
of  the  matter  has  been  lessened  in  view  of  these 
circumstances.  Research  will  be  continued  on  a 
better  protective  coat  for  issue  to  personnel  of 
the    Fire    Department.

REMOVAL  OF  ICE  AND  SNOW  FROM

Dear  Mr.  Twiss : 

Reference  is  made  to  City  Council  order  of 
January  15,  1968,  copy  attached,  relative  to 
section  49  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
regulating  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from 
sidewalks,  which  you  forwarded  to  this  office  on 
January  17,   1968. 

The  current  policy  and  practice  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department  with  regard  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  said  ordinance  is  as  follows: 

At  least  once,  annually,  a  Special  Order  is 
issued  to  all  Bureaus,  Divisions,  and  Districts  on 
the  subject  of  "Removal  of  Ice  and  Snow 
from  Sidewalks."  This  order  contains  a  copy  of 
the  ordinance,  a  copy  of  Rule  5  (relative  to  the 
same  subject  matter)  of  the  Rules  governing  the 
operation  of  Open-Air  Parking  Spaces,  together 
with  instructions  to  all  officers  of  the  depart- 
ment's enforcement  policy.  (Copy  of  order 
attached.) 

Throughout  the  winter  months,  during  or  after 
the  cessation  of  individual  storms,  the  con- 
tents of  this  order  are  again  brought  to  the 
attention  of  all  personnel  either  by  means  of 
the  department  teletype  system  or  through  pro- 
mulgation at  the  daily  roll-call  assemblies.  On 
a  morning  after  a  night  snowfall  or,  in  keeping 
with  the  ordinance  provisions  —  three  hours  after 
a  daytime  storm  —  observations  of  conditions 
are  commenced  under  survey  by  sergeants  on 
street  duty. 

Whenever  a  violation  is  noted,  either  upon 
observation  by  an  individual  officer  or  by  means 
of  citizen  complaint,  the  owner  and/or  tenant  of 
the  abutting  property  is  immediately  contacted 
in  person  or  by  printed  notice  and  notified  to 
correct  the  same. 

Persons  contacted  are  given  a  reasonable  period 
of  time  in  which  to  comply  with  the  ordinance's 
provisions,  the  investigating  officer  returning  to 
the  location  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  com- 
pliance. When  no  action  is  taken  after  notifica- 
tion, application  for  complaint  is  made  in  court. 
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In  streets  or  areas  where  there  is  evidence  of 
general  noncompliance  with  the  ordinance,  the 
public  address  systems  on  radio  patrol  cars  are 
utilized  to  alert  residents  or  owners  as  to  their 
responsibilities. 

Additionally,  in  an  effort  to  encourage  citizen 
support,  notices  as  to  the  ordinance's  provisions 
are  inserted  in  local  news  publications  by  district 
commanders  through  the  auspices  of  the  Police- 
Community  Relations  Program. 

Department  records  indicate  the  following  en- 
forcement action  for  the  period  of  November, 
1967  to  January  23,  1968:

The  provisions  of  the  ordinance  as  they  relate 
to  gasoline  stations,  open-air  parking  spaces,  and 
other  commercial  establishments  receive  more 
stringent  enforcement.  In  this  regard  it  should 
be  noted,  however,  that  during  the  period  of 
March  9,  1967,  through  March  17,  1967,  forty- 
two  (42)  applications  for  complaints  against 
such  establishments  were  sought  in  the  Rox- 
bury  and  Boston  Municipal  Courts.  All  com- 
plaints  were   denied. 

Some  of  the  contributing  factors  which  negate 
a  more  positive  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  are  as  follows: 

1.  General  apathy  on  the  part  of  owners 
and/or  tenants  of  properties  toward  compliance 
with  the  ordinance,  either  because  of  ignorance 
or  misunderstanding  of  its  provisions  or  a  will- 
ingness to  chance  its  penalties  in  the  knowledge 
that  widespread  noncompliance  taxes  the  capacity 
of  the  police  to  enforce. 

2.  The  apparent  reluctance  of  the  courts  to 
entertain  such  complaints  on  their  already 
crowded  calendars,  and  the  lenient  disposition  of 
those  complaints  which  are  granted,  especially 
when  attorney-requested  continuances  postpone 
final  adjudication  until  a  time  when  mother- 
nature  has  ameliorated  or  eliminated  the  condi- 
tion. 

3.  Abnormal  atmospheric  changes  after  a 
storm,  such  as  that  experienced  in  recent  weeks 
when  sudden  freezing  conditions  hinder  the  re- 
moval process. 

4.  An  increase  of  multiple-type  dwellings 
many  having  no  owner  or  agent  on  the  premises 
thereby  imposing  the  problem  of  attaching 
responsibility  to  any  particular  tenant. 

5.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  untenanted 
buildings  and  undeveloped  lands  many  of  which 
are  owned  by  municipal  agencies,  and  difficulties 
in    establishing    ownership    and    locating    owners. 

6.  A  lack  of  strict  compliance  on  many  side- 
walks abutting  city  and  state  properties,  such 
as  playgrounds,  schools,  parks,  bridges,  etc.,  thus 
inciting  public  ridicule  and  defiance  when  they 
are  expected  to  comply. 

Despite  the  foregoing,  the  police  Department's 
vigilance  and  efforts  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
ordinance  has  not  been  lessened  over  the  years 
and  the  department's  policy  of  initially  issuing 
warnings  to  violators  has  proven  an  effective 
device  with  the  majority  of  responsible  persons 
cooperating. 

Admittedly,  the  ordinance  in  its  present  con- 
text contains  some  inherent  impediments  to  its 
efficient  and  effective  enforcement.  Accordingly, 
some  consideration  may  be  given  to  its  amend- 
ment jn  the  matter  of  pinpointing  responsibility 
for  its  compliance  and  relaxing  the  time  limits 
pertinent  thereto. 

More  vital  to  its  application,  however,  appears 


to  be  a  need  for  more  citizen  support  and  ob- 
servance of  its  provisions  based  on  a  sense  of 
civic  responsibility.

PROBATION  OFFICER  COMPENSATION

Dear  Mr.  President: 

The  Committee  on  Probation  at  its  meeting 
January  10,  1968,  voted  pursuant  to  General 
Laws,  chapter  276,  sections  83  and  99A,  to 
establish  the  schedule  of  probation  officer  com- 
pensation for  all  probation  officers  as  shown  on 
the  sheet  attached,  and  directed  that  the  Com- 
missioner consult  with  respect  thereto  the 
judicial  bodies  and  the  county  commissioners  as 
required  by  the  statute. 

The  Committee's  new  schedule  is  projebted  to 
take  effect  July  1,  1968.  It  involves  a  general 
6  percent  increase  over  the  schedule  currently  in 
effect,  in  all  steps  minimum  to  maximum,  in- 
clusive, and,  in  addition,  the  rescheduling  up- 
ward of  the  salaries  of  the  sole  full-time  pro- 
bation officer  staffing  a  one-man  probation  office 
referred  to  in  the  projected  schedule  as  Probation 
Officer  in  Charge,  the  assistant  chief,  first  assis- 
tant chief,  and  some  chief  probation  officer  posi- 
tions, all  without  interference  with  each  proba- 
tion officer's  current  annual  increment  accrual 
date.  The  longevity  increments  continue  sched- 
uled each  in  the  amount  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
to  accrue  at  the  fifth,  tenth,   and  fifteenth  an- 


niversaries of  a  probation  officer's  arrival, 
according  to  the  Committee's  scheduling,  at  the 
maximum  salary  (eleventh  step)  for  that  posi- 
tion which  he  holds.  The  longevity  increments 
apply  pro  rata  with  respect  to  officers  scheduled 
as  part-time  probation  officers  and  do  not  ob- 
tain with  respect  to  probation  officers  who  have 
reached  the  age  of  compulsory  retirement. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  general  increase 
very  nearly  approximates  the  cost-of-living  in- 
crease reported  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
for  the  period  since  the  last  probation  salary  ad- 
justment. The  longevity  increments  recognize  that 
probation  officers  customarily  devote  a  lifetime 
to  the  probation  service,  that  opportunities  for 
promotion  are  limited,  and  that  there  should  be 
compensation  for  long  years  of  professional  pub- 
lic service  in  the  same  position  with  remote,  if 
any,  prospect  of  promotion.  The  increased  salary 
for  the  Probation  Officer  in  Charge  recognizes 
the  greater  administrative  responsibility  involved 
over  that  required  in  the  case  of  a  probation 
officer  who  is  one  of  three  or  four  in  an  office. 

Implementation  of  the  new  schedule  on  July  1, 
1968,  involves  paying  each  probation  officer  the 
new  rate  of  salary  for  the  same  numbered  step 
to  which  he  is  allocated  by  the  Committeei's 
schedule  in  effect  theretofore. 

We  hope  shortly  to  furnish  you  with  copies 
of  individual  salary  schedules  for  those  pro- 
bation officers  with  whom  you  have  concern  as 
they  are  affected  by  the  projected  new  schedule. 

I    shall    be    pleased    to    consult    further    per- 
sonally with  your  Honorable  Body  at  such  length 
and  at  such  time  as  meet  your  desire  and  con- 
venience.

FINANCE  COMMISSION  REPORT  ON 
CHARLES  STREET  JAIL 

The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  February  9,  1968. 
His  Honor  Kevin  H.  White : 

On  June  2,  1966,  the!  Finance  Commission 
undertook  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  Charles 
Street  Jail.  To  accomplish  this  task  the  Com- 
mission entered  into  a  contract  with  the  National 
Council  on  Crime  and  Delinquency  requiring  of 
the  National  Council  that  it  investigate  con- 
ditions at  the  jail,  report  its  findings  to  the  Com- 
mission and  make  specific  recommendations  for 
improvement.  That  report  is  now  completed  and 
is  hereby  transmitted  to  your  Honor  for  review 
and  action  where  appropriate.  Also  attached  is  a 
concurrent  report  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
reviewing  not  only  the  dismal  performance  of 
the  present  administration  but  the  embarrassing 
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and  unexplainable  fact  that  after  study  upon 
study  (this  present  report  being  the  10th)  with 
the  same  fundamental  findings  emanating  from 
each  report,  there  is  still  a  total  lack  of  both  a 
recognition  of  the  problem  and  any  attempt  to 
cope  responsibly  with  it.  In  addition,  the  con- 
current report  sets  out  additional  findings  by 
the  Commission's  staff  which  I  shall  not  repeat. 
The  Commission  wishes  to  direct  your  Honor's 
attention  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  561  of  the 
Acts  of  1964.  It  is  therein  provided  that  you  as 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  may  contract  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  the 
disposal  of  the  land  and  buildings  which  pres- 
ently constitute  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  In 
addition,  section  2  of  chapter  561  provided  the 
necessary  authority  to  generate  the  funds  that 
will  be  required  by  a  new  facility.  Admittedly, 
the  report  of  the  National  Council  recommended, 
and  this  Commission  endorsed,  the  proposition 
that  the  administration  of  the  Suffolk  County 
Jail  should  report  to  the  Commissioner  of  Cor- 
rection and  not  to  the  Sheriff  or  any  other 
elected  official  of  the  County  or  City.  However, 
as  of  this  date  the  responsibility  remains  with 
the  County  and  the  City  and  its  officials  have  a 
clear  duty  to  act. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  al- 
ready completed  a  comprehensive  study  on  the 
relocation  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  That  report 
should  now  be  issued  and  should  serve  as  the 
first  step  in  definitive  planning  for  a  new 
facility. 

The  Commission  believes  that  it  is  not  pre- 
mature to  raise  at  this  time  the  question  of  dis- 
position of  the  Charles  Street  property  after 
relocation  has  taken  plaoe.  It  is  obvious  to 
even  the  casual  observer  that  the  present  site 
of  the  jail  is  the  keystone  to  the  desperately 
needed  expansion  of  both  the  Massachusetts 
Eye  and  fear  Infirmary  and  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital.  These  institutions,  if  they  are 
successful  in  acquiring  the  property,  have  pro- 
grams for  the  construction  of  facilities  for  out- 
patient care,  additional  beds  for  inpatient  care, 
housing,  parking,  community  health  services,  ex- 
tended care  facilities,  and  other  needed  services. 
It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  these  plans  would 
return  a  considerable  segment  of  the  property  to 
a  taxable  basis.  Numerous  bills  have  been  in- 
troduced over  the  years  to  transfer  the  jail  prop- 
erty to  these  institutions.  In  many  instances,  a 
price  bordering  the  ridiculous  was  proposed.  The 
Finance  Commission  urges  only  the  obvious  — 
the  property  should  be  sold  at  a  price  which  is 
fair  to  the  hospitals  and  fair  to  the  City.  The 
process  of  planning  and  raising  funds  is  certainly 
as  difficult  for  the  hospitals  involved  as  it  is 
for  the  City  and,  appreciating  this,  the  com- 
mitment to  sell  the  property  to  these  hospitals 
should  be  made  now  subiect  onlv  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  a  fair  price,  whether  by  binding  arbitra- 
tion or  negotiation  and  the  relocation  of  the 
jail.

Whereas,  The  proposed  Southwest  Express- 
way might  cause  problems  of  unknown  scope  in 
the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Project,  as  well  as 
straining  the  city's  ability  to  carry  out  its 
responsibilities  in  other  urban  renewal  areas ; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that  the 
Urban  Renewal  Committee  be  instructed  to  hold 
a  public  hearing  on  this  matter  at  the  earliest 
possible  convenience  so  that  the  residents  of  the 
areas  affected  will  have  an  opportunity  to  express 
their  views  and  problems  in  a  timely  manner.

To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen: 

When  on  February  5,  1968,  I  met  the  formal  requirements  of  law  by  submitting  to  you  a  sum- 
mary budget,  I  stated  that  as  soon  as  possible  I  would  send  you  an  amended  budget. 

The  purpose  of  this  communication  is  to  amend  that  formal  budget  by  substituting  therefor  a 
more  detailed  budget  transmitted  herewith.  You  will  note  that  as  a  result  of  a  more  extensive  review 
of  the  estimates  reported  to  me  by  the  respective  departments  of  the  City,  County,  and  Income  Di- 
visions, the  original  requests  amounting  to  $205,712,434  have  been  reduced  to  $188,563,833  for  a 
decrease  of  117,148,601. 

The  course  of  action  I  have  taken  in  this  matter  was  arrived  at  only  after  careful  consideration 
of  many  factors  involved  which  would  affect  the  taxpayers  and  citizens  of  Boston. 

From  the  time  I  assumed  office  on  January  1,  until  the  submission  of  the  annual  budget  on  the 
first  Monday  in  February,  as  prescribed  by  law,  I  had  only  twenty-four  working  days  to  review  some 
150  individual  department  appropriation  requests  which  totaled  in  the  aggregate  over  $205  million 
of  contemplated  expenditures  of  the  taxpayers'  money.  I  felt  that  I  should  request  your  indulgence 
to  enable  me  to  make  a  more  prudent  determination  of  the  financial  needs  of  each  activity  of  the  city. 

I  further  felt  that  the  emphasis  for  the  allocation  of  our  financial  resources  should  be  channeled 
into  new  or  expanded  programs  of  our  municipal  structure  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizens  of  Boston. 
In  this  area,  I  can  say  that  countless  meetings,  some  lasting  many  hours,  were  held  by  me  in  order 
that  the  best  possible  utilization  of  the  many  city  departments'  activities  might  be  made  with  the 
least  possible  impact  on  our  fiscal  structure. 

The  result  of  this  extra  effort  by  all  concerned  has  made  it  possible  for  a  new  concept  of  ex- 
pending city  funds  in  the  area  of  increased  services  and  benefits  for  our  citizens  both  young  and  old. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  enumerate  on  the  many  adjustments  we  made,  but  I  must  say  that 
particular  time  and  effort  was  spent  in  exploring  ways  and  means  to  improve  our  Police  Department 
for  better  protection  to  the  entire  city  through  increases  in  personnel  and  better  deployment  of  our 
force  in  addition  to  more  and  better  electronic  and  mobile  equipment  required  to  combat  crime  today. 

The  Public  Works  Department  will  enter  into  an  accelerated  highway  construction  and  lighting 
program  this  spring  plus  a  concerted  effort  to  improve  our  street  cleaning  and  rubbish  collection 
activities  by  the  purchase  and  rental  of  more  equipment. 
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The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  will  present  many  new  and  exciting  ideas  for  all  our 
citizenry  in  every  area  of  the  department,  with  special  attention  being  given  to  the  improvement  of 
our  parks  and  play  areas  in  equipment  and  recreation  programs,  while  carrying  out  an  expanded 
modernization  and  rehabilitation  plan  of  existing  physical  facilities,  which  will  also  include  many  new 
structures  city-wide. 

Although  this  budget  reflects  a  slight  reduction  from  the  1967  budget,  I  must  caution  you  not 
to  be  optimistic  about  the  tax  rate,  as  there  are  many  expenditures  beyond  the  control  of  the  Mayor 
which  are  yet  to  be  determined. 

We  can  anticipate  increases  in  the  School  Department  requests  due  to  pay  raises  granted  to 
teachers  and  other  employees  effective  in  September  of  1967  which  will  require  us  to  budget  for  funds 
for  a  full  year  in  1968.  This  budget  will  not  be  presented  to  me,  officially,  until  the  first  Monday  in 
May,  but  I  can  assure  you  that  any  additional  funds  requested  will  be  examined  in  detail  and  dis- 
allowed unless  they  reflect  a  direct  bearing  upon  improving  the  academic  programs  which  affect  our 
school  children. 

We  can  expect  a  substantial  raise  in  the  assessment  of  the  M.B.T.A.  deficit.  The  payment  of 
city  debt  will  increase  more  than  $4.5  million,  due  primarily  to  meeting  the  obligations  of  paying  for 
our  new  City  Hall  and  the  many  other  public  buildings  under  construction  throughout  the  city,  in- 
cluding urban  renewal  projects. 

The  cost  to  the  city  for  retired  employees  will  be  over  $1  million  higher  than  last  year,  as  will 
the  appropriation  to  meet  real  estate  tax  abatements  granted  to  our  elderly  and  others  by  legislative 
action. 

All  of  these  factors  will  have  a  substantial  effect  upon  the  1968  tax  rate,  and  with  this  in  mind 
I  have  received  and  examined  all  the  budget  requests  which  have  been  presented  to  me  and  have 
made  reductions  wherever  I  felt  they  could  be  made  without  causing  a  sacrifice  of  needed  services. 

This,  I  believe,  is  a  good  budget,  and  I  recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropri- 
ations and  tax  orders  to  your  Honorable  Body.

I  have  prepared,  under  your  direction  and  after  ponsultation  with  the  Director  of  Adminis- 
trative Services,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as 
amended,  in  segregated  form,  the  annual  budget  for  City,  County,  and  Income  Departments,  for 
submission,  by  you,  to  the  City  Council  for  the  year  1968. 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  allowances  recommended  herein  reflect  a  decrease  over  the  total  appropriations  authorized 
in  1967  of  $2, 045, 625.  The  recommendations  in  the  city  budget  contain  funds  to  implement  the 
newly  created  Model  Cities  Program. 

Department  requests  of  1968  amounted  to  $205,712,434.  After  careful  scrutinization  of  the 
individual  accounts  these  recommendations  have  been  reduced  to  $188,563,833,  or  a  decrease  of 
$17,148,601  below  the  original  proposals  of  the  department  heads. 

A  summary  of  appropriations  and  allowances  for  City,  County,  and  Income  Departments  is 
indicated  herewith:

The  allowances  for  Income  Departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  collected  by  these 
departments  and  will  not  have  any  effect  on  the  1968  tax  rate. 

Information  pertinent  to  the  1968  budget  is  presented  herewith: 

CITY  BUDGET 

Personal  Services:  The  1968  allowance  reflects  a  net  increase  over  1967  of  $9,053,213,  due 
primarily  to  collective  bargaining  and  salary  adjustments  for  nurses  and  house  officers  in  the  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department  and  the  creation  of  many  new  positions  in  this  department. 

Overtime  and  Temporary  Help  reflect  increases  due  to  collective  bargaining  contracts  signed 
in  late  1967  amounting  to  $1,010,892  for  Overtime  and  $336,113  for  Temporary  Help,  which  includes 
$200,000  in  the  Police  Department. 

Contractual  Services :  This  account  shows  a  marked  increase  over  1967  of  better  than  $2,400,000. 
The  major  increase  in  this  category  is  attributed  to  the  Public  Facilities  Department.  This  depart- 
ment is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  all  repairs  of  contractual  nature  for  all  city  buildings.  In 
1967  the  department  was  created  and  received  a  special  appropriation  which  did  not  reflect  a  con- 
tractual appropriation. 
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Supplies  and  Materials:  An  increase  in  this  category  of  $650,479  is  attributable  to  the  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department;  the  Fire  Department;  the  Public  Library;  and  Police  Department. 

Current  Charges  and  Obligations:  This  account  shows  a  decrease  of  $17,622,410,  due  primarily 
to  the  assumption  of  all  welfare  costs  by  the  Commonwealth  on  July  1,  1968. 

Equipment:  This  account  reflects  an  increase  of  $2,150,095  for  equipment  purchased  in  the 
operating  budget  of  1968  as  against  the  1967  expenditures  from  a  bond  issue. 

Structures  and  Improvements:  This  account  shows  an  increase  of  $493,000  reflected  in  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department. 

Land  and  Non-Structural  Improvements:  This  account  shows  an  increase  in  1968  of  $804,650, 
which  can  be  attributed  in  its  entirety  to  repairs  and  improvements  to  parks  and  playgrounds  through- 
out the  city. 

Special  Appropriations:  A  net  decrease  in  this  account  in  excess  of  $1,434,000  can  be  attributable 
to  the  Public  Facilities  Department  being  removed  from  this  category  and  is  now  reflected  under  the 
regular  departmental  grouping. 

COUNTY   BUDGET 

County  budgets  show  an  increase  in  1968  of  $786,033.  Personal  Services  are  up  $718,226, 
which  is  91.37  percent  of  the  entire  county  increase.  For  the  most  part  this  is  due  to  collective  bar- 
gaining and  to  raises  granted  by  the  General  Court  to  clerks  and  assistant  clerks  of  the  various  courts; 
also  to  new  positions  in  the  probation  departments  of  the  various  courts. 

Supplies  and  Materials  are  up  $28,184,  due  to  the  postal  increase  and  current  charges  due 
to  increase  in  rental  of  data  processing  machines  amounting  to  $6,422. 

INCOME  BUDGET 

The  overall  increase  in  this  budget  of  $667,691  is  due  primarily  to  collective  bargaining  in- 
creases in  excess  of  $345,000  and  the  purchase  of  equipment  amounting  to  an  increase  of  $369,000, 
whereas  this  equipment  in  1967  was  charged  to  an  equipment  loan. 

CONCLUSION 

The  preceding  paragraphs  summarize,  in  general,  a  comparison  of  the  recommended  budget 
allowances  for  1968  with  the  actual  appropriations  for  1967.

politan District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  re- 
quirements for  loans  issued  for  sewer  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess 
over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Section  16  of  Chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended 
by  Chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1961 ;  that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  park-

The  Hosl.on  Housing  Authority  contemplates 
the  operation  of  a  housing  project  on  Rockland 
and  Washington  street,  West  Roxbury,  pursuant 
to  approval  already  given  by  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

This  approval  was  contained  in  a  resolution 
dated  March  16,  1964,  and  a  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment dated  March  9,  1950,  amended  October  3, 
1958. 

Section  402  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1954  (PL- 
360,  83rd  Congress)  amending  the  Housing  Act 
of  1937,  as  amended  provides  that  prior  to  the 
execution  of  an  Annual  Contributions  Contract, 
the  Local  Authority  shall  notify  the  Governing 
Body  of  the  locality  of  its  estimate  of  the  annual 
amount  of  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  which  will 
be  made  for  the  projects,  and  of  the  amount  of 
taxes  which  would  be  levied  if  the  property  were 
privately  owned.  We  wish  to  advise  you  that  our 
estimate  of  the  annual  amounts  of  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes,  the  annual  amount  of  taxes  which 
would  be  levied  were  the  property  privately 
owned  and  the  amount  of  actual  taxes  now  being 
levied  are  as  follows :

Whereas,  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  indicated 
his  intent  to  establish  a  Home  Rule  Committee 
to  make  recommendations  to  him  regarding

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Boston  ought  to  be 
integral  parts  of  any  efforts  made  at  updating 
and   modernizing   Boston  City   Government;    and 

Whereas,  There  is  not  at  present  any  existing 
mechanism  by  which  the  citizens  may  broadly 
participate  and  express  their  concerns  and  sug- 
gestions ;   be  it  hereby 

Resolved    By   the   Boston    City   Council : 

1.  There  shall  be  convened  a  Boston  Con- 
stitutional Convention ; 

2.  It  shall  consist  of  275  members,  one  each 
from  the  precincts  of  the  city; 

3.  The  City  Election  Department  shall  ar- 
range for  and  conduct  elections  by  which  the  275 
delegates  will  be  selected ; 

4.  The  powers  of  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion shall  be  to  receive  and  develop  proposals 
relative  to  needed  or  desired  changes  in  Boston 
City  Government,  which  proposals  will  be  for- 
warded for  consideration  and /or  refinement  to 
the  Home  Rule  Committee  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor. 

5.  The  Mayor  shall  seek,  either  from  private 
sources  or  public  sources,  funds  needed  to  facili- 
tate the  operation  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention.

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  POLICE  CADET 
CORPS 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  25,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  our  efforts  to  strengthen 
police  protection  for  our  citizens,  I  am  submitting 
the  draft  of  an  order  adopting  the  provisions  of 
chapter  430  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  which  will  allow 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  appoint  Police  Cadets. 

The  employment  of  Police  Cadets  in  police  de- 
partments across  the  country  has  gained  wide  ac- 
ceptance in  recent  years.  Although  the  expansion 
of  this  program  has  understandably  been  limited 
by  the  manpower  needs  of  the  U.  S.  Armed  Ser- 
Tices,  thirty-two  cities  now  employ  such  cadets. 
The  primary  purpose  of  a  Cadet  program  is  to 
attract  young  men  into  the  police  service  before 
they  have  attained  the  normal  recruitment  age  for 
patrolmen  with  the  expectation  that  they  will 
eventually  make  police  work  a  lifetime  career. 
Chapter  430  of  the  Acts  of  1967  now  authorizes 
the  employment  of  Police  Cadets  in  this  community 
if  local  acceptance  is  obtained. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  Boston  citizens 
between  eighteen  and  twenty-three  years  of  age, 
who  meet  the  necessary  requirements  and  quali- 
fications for  police  patrolmen,  could  be  appointed 
as  Police  Cadets  without  being  subject  to  Civil 
Service  law  or  rules.  Upon  attaining  age  twenty- 
one  it  is  expected  that  a  Cadet  would  successfully 
compete  in  the  regular  Civil  Service  examination 
for  patrolman  and  in  any  event  his  appointment 
as  a  Cadet  would  terminate  when  he  reaches  age 
twenty-three. 

It  is  planned  that  a  Cadet  would  receive  a  basic 
training  course  and  additional  special  courses  at 
the  Police  Academy  and  subsequently  be  assigned 
to  clerical  and  other  routine  functions  at  Police 
Headquarters  and  in  the  various  district  station 
houses,  releasing  regular  police  officers  for  street 
duty.  Police  Cadets  would  not  carry  firearms  nor 
would  they  have  any  power  of  arrest  except  that 
of  the  ordinary  citizen.  All  Cadet  applicants 
would  be  required  to  successfuly  complete  a 
written  examination  based  on  general  knowledge 
and  pass  a  physical  and  emotional  stability  test 
prior  to  appointment.  A  quota  of  fifty  Police 
Cadets  is  suggested  initially  with  a  starting  salary 
of  $75  per  week;  with  an  increase  to  S80  per  week 
for  the  second  year  of  service;  to  S85  for  the  third 
year  of  service;  and  a  maximum  salary  of  $90  per 
week  at  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  year  of  service. 
I  recommend  your  early  adoption  of  the  enclosed 
order.

In  the  period  since  my  election,  I  have  spent  a 
good  deal  of  my  time  recruiting  men  to  serve  in 
these  critical  posts;  one  lesson  which  I  quickly 
learned  is  that  the  existing  salary  level  is  a  definite 
impediment  to  attracting  the  sort  of  men  the  city 
must  have  if  we  are  to  meet  the  legitimate  expecta- 
tions of  the  people  of  Boston  for  efficient,  effective, 
and  responsible  government.  Moreover,  there 
can  be  little  doubt  that  by  contemporary  standards, 
the  existing  salary  schedule  for  department  heads 
is  Bimply  too  low  adequately  to  compensate  them 
for  the  responsibility  they  bear. 

I  therefore  recommend  your  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  schedule.

The  city's 
budget  should  be  a  tool  which  enables  both  the 
executive  and  legislative  branches  to  focus  on  im- 
portant policy  questions. 

Our  current  practices  fall  far  short  of  this  ideal. 
The  creation  of  a  new  official  charged  with  super- 
vision of  the  budgetary  process  from  this  perspec- 
tive will  do  much  to  bring  us  closer  to  it,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  favorable  action  on  this 
ordinance.

SECTION  1.  Clause  (1)  in  the  first  paragraph 
of  section  6  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  first  semicolon  the  words:—  the 
deputy  director  of  administrative  services  for  fiscal 
affairs,  twentv-three  thousand  dollars;. 

SECTION  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  4  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended  by  section  3 
of  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1961,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  two 
sentences  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing sentences: — There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  de- 
partment, known  as  the  Administrative  Services 
Department,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
board,  known  as  the  Administrative  Services 
Board,  consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Direc- 
tor of  Administrative  Services,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board,  an  officer  known  as  the  Deputy 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  for  Fiscal 
Affairs,  an  officer  known  as  the  Supervisor  of 
Budgets,  an  officer  known  as  the  Supervisor  of 
Personnel,  an  officer  known  as  the  Purchasing 
Agent,  and  the  commissioner  of  assessing,  the  city 
auditor  and  the  collector-treasurer,  ex  officiis. 
The  director  of  administrative  services,  the  deputy 
director  of  administrative  services  for  fiscal  affairs, 
the  supervisor  of  budgets,  and  the  purchasing 
agent  shall  each  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote  their 
whole  time  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

SECTION  3.  Chapter  4  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  2  the  following  section : — 

Section  2A.  The  deputy  director  of  adminis- 
trative services  for  fiscal  affairs  shall  make,  under 
direction  of  the  mayor  and  in  consultation  with  the 
director  of  administrative  services,  studies  and 
recommendations  with  respect  to  all  aspects  of  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  the  citv;  shall  furnish  the  mavor 
and  the  director  of  administrative  services  with 
his  recommendations  regarding  the  over-all 
debt  pattern  with  respect  to  present  and  future 
maturity  schedules  and  interest  requirements,  and 
whether  proposed  expenditures  should  be  financed 
from  the  sale  of  bonds;  shall  consult  with  the  col- 
lector-treasurer and  such  other  officers  of  the  city 
as  may  be  involved  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  mavor  and  the  director  of  administrative 
services  with  a  view  to  expediting  the  collection 
of  taxes  and  accounts  due  the  city  and  making 
the  procedures  therefor  more  effective  and  efficient; 
and  after  conferring  thereon  with  the  city  auditor 
and  the  supervisor  of  budgets,  shall  formulate  and 
present  to  the  mayor  and  the  director  of  adminis- 
trative services  programs  for  improving  the  analysis 
of  requests  for  appropriations  and  the  expenditure 
of  sums  appropriated. 

SECTION  4.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service 
examination  or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or 
position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  department 
or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  created,  or  a  de- 
partment or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  per- 
son shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain  all 
rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have 
accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and 
his  services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  con- 
tinuous to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had 
not  taken  place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term 
"agency"  shall  be  construed  as  defined  in  section  5 
of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953. 

SECTION  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed 
that  no  person  holding,  whether  under  general  or 
special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall, 
by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be 
without  a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced  in 
rank  or  compensation. 

SECTION  6.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chap- 
ter 1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 


SECTION  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
on  the  Wednesday  next  following  its  approval  by 
the  mayor.

LEGISLATION     FURTHER      REGULATING 
APPOINTMENT   OF  POLICE   OFFICERS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  22,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Since  taking  office  in  January,  I  have  been  giving 
much  attention  to  strengthening  the  police  force. 
My  study  indicates  that  in  Boston,  at  least,  the 
permanent  appointment  of  new  patrolmen  should 
be  further  regulated  in  three  respects. 

First,  no  person  should  be  permitted  to  take  a 
Civil  Service  examination  for  such  appointment  if 
he  is  under  age  twenty-one  or  over  age  twenty- 
nine  instead  of  the  present  range  of  twenty-one  to 
thirty-four.  This  should  reduce  the  average  age 
of  recruits,  now  too  high  in  my  judgment. 

Second,  no  person  should  be  certified  by  the 
Director  of  Civil  Service  for  appointment  as  a 
police  officer  in  Boston  until  such  person  has 
been  determined  by  psychiatric  examination  to  be 
mentally  and  emotionally  fit  to  be  a  police  officer. 
The  general  public's  relations  with  the  police  should 
be  substantially  improved  by  a  requirement  of 
this  kind. 

Third,  in  view  of  the  lengthy  in-service  training 
required  before  a  newly  appointed  police  officer  is 
placed  on  actual  police  duty,  six  or  even  nine 
months  from  date  of  appointment  is,  in  Boston  at 
least,  inadequate  as  a  probationary  period.  Ac- 
cordingly, I  believe  that  a  person  should  be  re- 
garded as  permanently  holding  the  office  of 
patrolman  only  after  a  probationary  period  of 
twelve  months. 

As  state  Civil  Service  statutes  are  involved, 
these  objectives  cannot,  I  think,  be  achieved 
through  home  rule.  Yet,  since  only  Boston  would 
be  affected,  your  approval  of  such  legislation  is  an 
antecedent  to  consideration  and  enactment  thereof. 
Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  you  adopt  the 
order  submitted  herewith,  so  that  the  legislation 
necessary  may  be  sought.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  further 
regulating  the  permanent  appointment  of  patrol- 
men on  the  police  force  of  the  City  of  Boston  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  to  the  end  that  anything 
in  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws  or  in 
any  rule  made  thereunder  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  take 
any  examination  for  appointment  as  a  patrolman 
on  the  police  force  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  on 
the  date  of  such  examination  is  less  than  twenty- 
one,  or  over  twenty-nine  years  of  age;  nor  shall  any 
person  be  certified  for  appointment  as  such  until 
he  has  been  determined  by  psychiatric  examination 
to  be  mentally  and  emotionally  fit  to  be  a  police 
officer;  nor  shall  any  person  be  regarded  as  perma- 
nently holding  the  office  of  patrolman  on  such 
police  force  until  after  permanent  appointment 
thereto  he  has  actually  performed  the  duties 
thereof  for  a  probationary  period  of  twelve  months.

LEGISLATION    CREATING    POSITION    OF 
TRAFFIC    DIRECTOR 
The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  21,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Review  of  our  traffic  problem  as  well  as  the 
effectiveness  of  our  police  force  convinces  me  that 
we  can  streamline  both  functions  for  the  con- 
venience and  safety  of  our  citizens. 
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Accordingly,  I  am  transmitting  to  you  herewith 
the  draft  of  an  order  approving  a  petition  for 
legislation  which  would  permit  us  to  do  the  fol- 
lowing : 

1.  Enlarge  the  authority  of  our  present  parking 
meter  supervisors,  so  that  they  may  enforce  all 
parking  regulations,  not  just  those  which  apply  to 
meters.  AH  of  us  have  heard  complaints  that 
persons  who  stay  too  long  at  meters  get  tickets 
while  persons  who  park  under  signs  forbidding 
parking  at  any  time  escape  without  penalty. 

2.  Create  in  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Depart- 
ment the  position  of  traffic  director  who  would 
have  power  to  enforce  parking  regulations  and 
direct  the  movement  of  vehicles.  I  need  not 
enumerate  the  violations  of  parking  and  traffic 
regulations  which  all  of  us  observe  every  day. 
Yet  I  do  not  think  we  should  divert  our  police 
from  their  essential  duties  in  order  to  bring  this 
problem  under  control. 

3.  Finally  and  for  the  reasons  already  set  out, 
I  believe  the  Police  Commissioner  should  have 
authority  to  assign  police  cadets  to  these  functions. 

I  therefore  recommend  your  early  adoption  of 
the  order  transmitted  herewith  approving  a  peti- 
tion for  such  a  special  law.

3.  That  the  police  commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  may  appoint  any  police  cadet  in  the  service 
of  said  city  a  special  police  officer  with  every  police 
cadet  so  appointed  having  all  the  powers  and  duties 
of  a  police  officer  including  those  conferred  or 
imposed  by  section  twenty  C  of  chapter  ninety  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  including  also  those  con- 
ferred or  imposed  by  chapter  ninety  C  of  the 
General  Laws,  to  direct  street  traffic  and  to  enforce 
all  laws,  rules  and  regulations  regulating,  directing, 
controlling  or  restricting  the  movement,  stopping 
or  standing  of  vehicles  on,  or  their  exclusion  from, 
public  ways,  and  in  off-street  parking  areas  and 
facilities  deemed  to  be  ways  under  the  control  of 
said  city.

In  reply  to  the  City  Council  order  of  February 
12,  1968,  questioning  the  delay  in  printing  the 
1967  Municipal  Register  and  also  the  minutes  of 
the  City  Council  meetings,  I  am  submitting  the 
following  answers. 

The  major  cause  for  the  delay  was  that  all  work 
in  the  Printing  Section  last  year  became  back- 
logged  when  the  new  typesetting  equipment  was 
installed  in  the  second  quarter  of  1967.  As  with 
any  new  equipment  installation,  there  was  a 
"shakedown"  period  which  reduced  production 
and  caused  the  orders  to  be  delayed. 

This  basic  backlog  was  aggravated  by  the  con- 
tinued high  rate  of  absenteeism  among  the  em- 
ployees. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  "copy"  for  the 
Municipal  Register  was  not  received  until  July  7, 
1967,  which  meant  that  the  vacation  period  further 
compounded  the  backlog. 

At  present  the  backlog  has  been  decreased  and  it 
is  expected  before  long  the  situation  will  be  back 
to  normal.

of  property  is  to  be  carried  out  by  the  mortgagor 
plus  related  activities  of  other  owners  of  housing 
in  the  neighborhood,  together  with  actions  to  be 
taken  by  public  authorities,  will  be  such  scope  and 
quality  as  to  give  a  reasonable  promise  that  a 
stable  environment  will  be  created;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  of  Boston  ha3  a  definite 
interest  in  seeing  to  it  that  subsequent  large-scale 
housing  developed  in  the  city  be  of  such  a  nature 
as  to  coincide  with  the  long-range  plans  of  the 
city's  urban  redevelopment  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  cannot  correlate  its  develop- 
ment plans  with  those  of  private  developers  unless 
the  private  developers  file  and  register  their  plans 
with  the  city  beforehand;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston : 

1.  That  all  221-d-3  mortgagors  and  developers 
must  register  with  the  BRA  in  the  City  of  Boston 
documents  containing  the  following  information:

(c)  Proposed  contractor,  developers  and  man- 
agers. 

(d)  Proposed  mortgagor(s)  and  degree  of 
participation  of  each.

(f)  Public  improvements  needed. 

(g)  Which  of  needed  improvements  will  be 
provided  by  developer. 

(h)  Number  of  displacements  which  will  be 
necessitated. 

(i)  Relocation  plans  of  developer  for  dis- 
placees. 

(j)  Re-entry  policy  of  developer  for  displacees, 
as  well  as  general  tenant  selection  policies. 

(k)  Employment  policy  to  be  pursued  by  de- 
veloper and  by  contractors  or  subcontractors. 

(1)  Copies  of  blueprints,  and  other  plans  which 
will  be  used  to  effect  the  development  program. 

2.  The  above-mentioned  information  will  be 
supplied  both  as  to  new  housing  to  be  built,  and  for 
rehabilitation  of  old  or  existing  housing. 

3.  Failure  to  supply  the  specified  information 
will  subject  the  violator  to  a  withdrawal  of  any 
and  all  construction,  building,  or  other  city  per- 
mits.

(3)  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  new  Boston 
Food  Market  Development  Corporation  for  better- 
ment charges  as  approved  by  the  Public  Improve- 
ments Commission  for  sewerage,  streets,  and  other 
public  utilities  improvements. 

(4)  Whether  or  not  the  agreement  by  the  City 
of  Boston  to  construct  and  maintain  public  streets 
within  this  private  complex  is  valid  in  the  true 
interpretation  of  the  statutes.    (G.  L.,  o.  393.) 

(5)  In  view  of  the  information  received  by  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance  at  the 
Citj  Council  on  this  matter  relative  to  expendi- 
tures by  the  city  and  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes,  it 
is  suggested  that  the  City  of  Boston  Law  Depart- 
ment conduct  a  complete  review  of  all  other 
similar  projects  with  the  above  questions  in  mind 
as  to  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  moneys  spent 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  betterments.

Body  may  become  familiar  with  the  unique  posi- 
tion that  it  finds  itself  in,  I  will  briefly  present 
the  background  of  the  creation  of  this  Board  and 
the  compensation  of  its  Members  and  Secretary. 

Pursuant  to  the  Acts  of  1906,  chapter  291,  the 
Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston  was 
created,  vesting  the  appointive  power  of  its 
Members  in  the  Governor  and  Council  and  au- 
thorizing the  salaries  of  its  Members  and  Secretary 
to  be  fixed  by  statute  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
City  T  reasury.  In  order  for  the  Members  of 
the  Board  and  its  Secretary  to  get  an  increase 
in  salary,  a  bill  on  its  behalf  had  to  be  presented 
to  the  Legislature,  requiring  a  majority  approval 
of  the  240  Members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives and  the  40  State  Senators,  subject  to  the 
final  approval  of  the  Governor.  For  62  years 
this  procedure  had  to  be  followed  in  order  for 
four  employees  to  receive  an  increase  in  salary. 

It  can  be  readily  understood,  with  this  bur- 
densome procedure,  why  four  appointees  with 
vast  responsibilities  and  complex  duties  ad- 
ministering one  of  the  few  revenue-producing 
departments  in  the  City  of  Boston  met  with 
considerable  difficulty  in  keeping  abreast  with 
cost-of-living  increases  over  this  long-protracted 
period.  The  inequities  in  the  compensation  of 
this  Board  and  its  Secretary  are  emphasized 
when  you  consider  that  in  1906,  when  the  Board 
was  created,  the  Chairman  received  $4,000  per 
annum,  the  Members  and  its  Secretary  received 
$3,500  per  annum;  62  years  later,  the  Chairman 
receives  $9,000  per  annum  and  the  Members  and 
its  Secretary  receive  $8,500  per  annum.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  a  little  more  than  twice 
the  original  salary  in  1906  or  an  average  of  about 
$80  per  year  for  62  years. 

Notwithstanding  all  the  logical  arguments  for 
attractive  salaries  for  responsible  positions  in 
City  Government,  it  would  appear  most  unfair 
and  tragic  tnat  the  present  Members  and  Secretary 
of  this  Board,  all  having  been  public  servants  in 
City  or  State  Government  for  twenty  or  more 
years,  would  have  to  face  retirement  boncfits  on 
the  basis  of  the  present  compensation. 
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Please  also  boar  in  mind  that  Member*  of  this 

BoaTd  :ind  its  Secretary  have  not.  had  an  Lnorease 

in  salary  Hince  1955,  a  period  of  13  years,  12  of 
h  hien  l  have  Berved  as  Chairman  or  Member. 

To  defer  thin  authority  until  Hueh  time  as  the 
City  Administration  decides  whether  or  not  it 
wishes  to  seek  appointive  power,  plus  the  time 
required  to  implement  a  decision  to  do  so  under 
the  Home  Hole  Amendment,  would  only  aggravate 
financial  hardship  tnat  burdens  the  Board  and 
its  Secretary. 

Favorable  consideration  of  this  order  would 
not  only  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  individuals 
affected,  but  for  the  City  of  Boston  which  will 
be  seeking  qualified  successors  in  these  positions 
in  the  future.

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL  RE 
ANNUAL   LOAN   ORDER 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  April  1,  1968. 
To  tne  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  March  25,  1968,  requesting 
my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Annual  Loan  Order 
now  pending  before  the  City  Council  must  be 
passed  or  rejected  in  its  entirety  or  whether  a  part 
of  said  order  may  be  passed  and  another  part 
rejected. 

This  loan  order  was  submitted  under  section  6  of 
chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966  establishing  the 
Public  Facilities  Department.  Said  section  6  pro- 
vides : 


"Not  later  than  the  firsl  Monday  in  February 
of  each  year,  the  mayor  shall  submit  to  the  city 

council  an  annual  loan  order  making  such  ap- 
propriations an  may  be  met  by  loans  and,  when 
added  to  the  appropriations  in  the  annual  budget, 
will  enable  the  undertaking  in  such  year  of  t  l/'- 
capital  improvement*  ipecified  in  the  approved 
capital  improvement  program  to  be  undertaken 
in  such  year,  and  thereafter  may  submit  such 
supplementary  loan  orders  for  such  purposes  as 
he  may  deem  necessary." 

Any  opinion  respecting  the  statutory  provision 
just  quoted  must  take  into  account  St.  1918, 
c.  452,  s.  1710,  which,  an  appearing  in  St.  1951, 
c.  37fi,  s.  1 ,  reads  as  follows: 

"The  mayor  from  time  to  time  may  make  to 
the  city  council  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance  or 
loan  order  filed  with  the  city  clerk  such  recom- 
mendations other  than  for  school  purposes  as  he 
may  deem  to  be  for  the  welfare  of  the  city.  The 
city  council  shall  consider  each  ordinance  or  loan 
order  so  presented  and  shall  either  adopt  or  reject 
the  same  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  when 
it  is  filed  as  aforesaid.  If  such  ordinance  or  loan 
order  is  not  rejected  within  said  sixty  days,  it 
shall  be  in  force  as  if  adopted  by  the  city  council 
unless  previously  withdrawn  by  the  mayor.  Noth- 
ing herein  shall  prevent  the  mayor  from  again 
presenting  an  ordinance  or  loan  order  which  has 
been  rejected  or  withdrawn.  Tne  city  council  may 
originate  an  ordinance  or  loan  order  and  may 
reduce  or  reject  any  item  in  any  loan  and,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  amend  an 
ordinance.  All  sales  of  land  other  than  school 
lands,  all  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land 
other  than  for  school  purposes,  and  all  loans 
voted  by  the  city  covincil  snail  require  a  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  all  the  city  councillors  and  shall  be 
passed  only  after  two  separate  readings  and  by 
two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said  readings 
and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  first,  except  that  in  the  case  of  loan  orders 
for  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  the 
second  of  said  readings  and  votes  may  be  had  not 
less  than  twenty-four  hours  after  the  first.  No 
amendment  increasing  the  amount  of  land  so  sold 
or  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  land, 
or  the  amount  of  loans,  or  altering  tne  disposition 
of  purchase  money  or  of  the  proceeds  of  loans  shall 
be  made  at  the  time  of  the  second  reading  and  vote. 
If  a  petition  signed  by  three  city  coi  incilors  request- 
ing that  action  be  taken  forthwith  upon  a  loan 
order  presented  by  the  mayor  is  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk  not  earlier  than  fourteen  days  after 
the  presentation  of  such  loan  order,  action  shall 
be  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  question  of 
the  adoption  of  such  loan  order  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  council,  or,  if  one  vote  has  already  been 
taken  thereon,  at  the  next  meeting  after  the 
expiration  of  the  required  interval  after  such  vote ; 
provided,  that  such  action  thereon  has  not  sooner 
been  taken  or  sucn  loan  order  has  not  been  with- 
drawn by  the  mayor." 

In  my  opinion,  the  provision  quoted  above  from 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  Act  means  that 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  Febru- 
ary, the  Mayor  must  submit  to  your  Honorable 
Body  one  comprehensive  loan  order  to  enable  the 
undertaking  in  that  year  of  the  capital  improve- 
ments specified  in  the  approved  capital  improve- 
ment program  to  be  undertaken  in  that  year. 
It  is  my  further  opinion  that  the  annual  loan 
order,  upon  its  submission,  becomes  subject  to 
St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E,  quoted  above.  That 
statute  is  clear  to  the  effect  that  the  City  Council 
"may  reduce  or  reject  any  item  in  any  loan." 
I  am  consequently  of  the  opinion  that  the  pending 
annual  loan  order  need  not  be  either  passed  or 
rejected,  in  its  entirety,  but  may  be  amended  by 
reduction  and  passed  in  amended  form.  Such 
amendment  may  take  the  form  either  of  striking 
out  an  item  in  its  entirety  or  of  reducing  the 
amount  of  an  item.  An  amendment  in  either  form 
implies  a  rejection  of  the  order  as  presented.

The  question  next  came  on  the  amendment  of 
paragraph  5  which  reads  as  follows: 

3.  Paragraph  5  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  sum  of  three  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($3,500,000)  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  sum  of  three  million  dollars  ($3,000,000). 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 
The  question  next  came  on  the  amendment  of 
paragraph  6  which  reads  as  follows: 

4.  Paragraph  6  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
sum  of  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($1,500,000)  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  sum 
of  one  million  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($1,400,000). 

The  amendment  was  adopted.

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  Metropolitan  Water  Dis- 
trict Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  reciuirements  for  water  purposes  be 
met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Chapter  324  of  the  Acts  of 
1914;  that  the  appropriation  for  Sewer  Service  current  expenses,  payment  of  maintenance  assessments  to  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for  loans  issued  for 
sewer  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Section  16 
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of  Chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1961;  that  appropriations  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be  met 
by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees ;  that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  mot  by  the  amount  of  avail-

Almighty  God  we  assemble  in  this  chamber  as 
colleagues  and  coworkers  in  a  high  and  holy 
mission,  conscious  of  facing  tremendous  tasks  and 
responsibilities.

On  the 
white  sandy  shores  of  Cape  Cod,  in  the  crooked 
and  ancient  alleys  of  our  cities,  in  the  cranberry 
bogs  and  in  the  farms  of  the  Berkshires,  in  Skid 
Row  and  State  Street,  a  grief  poignant  and  all 
pervading  has  been  shared  by  all  of  us.  Dr.  King 
was  my  brother,  a  brother  preacher,  brother 
American,  brother  as  herald  of  God's  gospel, 
brother  soldiers  of  Christ.  We  taught  a  love  for 
truth,  we  cherished  freedom,  we  believed  in  the 
unfading  immortality  of  the  soul,  the  imperishable 
dignity  of  the  human  person.  But  now  for  him 
the  night  has  come  and  he  can  work  no  longer. 
Until  now  the  central  figure  in  this  week  called 
Holy,  the  focus  of  our  attention  has  been  a  gentle 
Galilean  dying  on  a  cross  in  Golgotha,  but  now  a 
Negro  dying  on  a  balcony  in  Memphis  must  now 
share  our  attention,  our  concern,  and  our  love. 

Depart,  greathearted  American,  Dr.  King,  out 
of  this  sinful  world  in  the  name  of  God,  Father 
Almighty  who  created  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
who  suffered  and  died  for  you,  may  peace  come  to 
thee  this  day.

Whereas,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.,  obtained  his  doctorate  of  philosophy  at  the

An  Act  to  Amend  the  Law  Providing  for 
the  Retirement  op  Certain  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Licenses  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Whereas,  The  public  purposes  for  which 
chapter  eight  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  were  enacted 
as  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  said  chapter, 
have  not  been  attained  there  being  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  on-premises  and  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven  off-premises  licenses 
currently  outstanding,  the  population  of  the 
city  of  Boston  having  further  declined  since 
the  enactment  of  said  chapter  eight  hundred 
and  four,  and  there  being  an  excessive  number 
of  establishments  licensed  to  sell  all  alcotiolic 
beverages  in  many  sections  of  said  city  where 
extensive  urban  renewal  and  redevelopment 
programs   are  not  in   progress  or   not  planned. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Chapter  804  of  the  acts  of  1965  as  amended 
by  chapter  829  of  the  acts  of  1965  and  by 
chapter  657  of  the  acts  of  1966  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  5A  the 
following   section:  — 

Section  6.  If  prior  to  January  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventy-three  the  holder  of 
an  all  alcoholic  beverage  license  issued  under 
section  twelve  or  fifteen  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  of  the  General  Laws  to 
do  business  on  premises  in  the  city  of  Boston 
tenders  such  license  to  the  licensing  board  of 
said  city  for  cancellation,  said  board  shall  ac- 
cept such  tender  and  cancel  such  license,  and 
the  collector -treasurer  of  said  city  upon 
requisition  of  said  licensing  board,  shall  pay 
the  person  tendering  such  license  for  cancella- 
tion, if  tendered  within  one  year  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  act,  ten  thousand  dollars, 
or  if  tendered  within  two  years  after  such 
effective  date,  five  thousand  dollars,  or  if 
tendered  thereafter,  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars; provided,  however,  that  no  payment 
shall  be  made  upon  the  tender  of  any  such 
license  if  the  cancellation  thereof  would  reduce 
to  less  than  seven  hundred  the  number  of 
all  alcoholic  beverage  licenses  outstanding 
in  said  city  under  section  twelve  of  said 
chapter  or  to  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
the  number  of  such  licenses  outstanding  in 
said  city  under  section  fifteen  of  said  chapter. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  my  com- 
ment on  a  proposed  order  making  declarations 
prerequisite  to  the  organization  of  an  Industrial 
Development  Financing  Authority  in  Boston. 

It  is  clear  from  General  Laws,  chapter  40D, 
section  2,  that  the  order  should  affirmatively  state 
enough  to  enable  the  State  Secretar;.  to  find  that 
the  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority 
has  been  established  according  to  law.  I  deem  it 
essential,  therefore,  that  the  establishment  and 
organization  of  such  Authority  be  stated  as  the 
purpose  of  the  order,  that  the  Council  lias  taken 
into  consideration  the  matters  required  to  be  taken 
into  consideration,  and  that  the  Council's  findings 
concerning  the  existence  of  unemployment  or  the 
threat  thereof  and  security  against  future  unem- 
ployment be  so  stated  as  to  leave  no  doubt  with 
respect  thereto.  It  is  not  clear  from  the  word  "or" 
between  declarations  (1)  and  (2)  in  the  proposed 
draft  whether  the  Council  has  found  (1)  or  (2)  or 
both  (1)  and  (2). 

To  aid  your  further  deliberation  of  this  matter, 
I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  the  form 
of  order  I  suggest,  assuming  that  you  intend  to 
find  both  (1)  and  (2).

I  believe  that  the  extensive  reports  are  self- 
explanatory  and  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
MDC  will  make  repairs  as  suggested  in  the 
report.

In    1965,    on    December    6,    Mr.    President,    a 
member  of  the   City   Council  of  Boston,  speak- 


ing in  this  very  Chamber  on  this  very  problem 
made  a  statement,  possibly  in  jest,  possibly 
in  earnest,  which  bears  down  on  us  today 
with  a  relentless  truthfulness.

The    solution    which    the    Development 
Administrator   has   devised   for   the   problems 
of  the  South  End  is  a  simple  one.     He  pro- 
poses   to    convert    the    South    End    into    an 
upper  middle-class  residential  conclave,  and  as 
to   the  problems    (i.   e.,   the   people)    he  pro- 
poses  to  simply   export   them." 
Mr.     President,     you     made    that    statement, 
and   its   insight   can    be  seen    today   much   more 
clearly     than     was     probably     the     case     then. 
We    now    know    that    it    was    a    major    under- 
statement of  the  plan  to  say  that  the  housing 
needs  of  low-income  families  in  the  South  End 
could    be    met    with    the    800    units    of    public 
housing   scheduled   for    the   South   End,   partic- 
ularly when  we  note  that  only  300  of  those  units 
are  to   have   been   for  families,   the   rest  slated 
for    the    elderly.     One    official     recognition    of 
this     planning     blunder     has     been     the     action 
of    the    new    BRA    Administrator    which    has 
obtained    from     the    developers     of     the    2,500 
units    of    221     (d)     3    housing    an    agreement 
that   at  least   30   percent   of   these   units   would 
be    available    to    the    BHA    as    leased    housing 
units     to     be     used     for     low-income    families. 
That    means    that    the    margin    of    error    was 
at  least  100  percent,  with  fully  as  many  public 
housing    units    having    to   be    supplied    as    was 
planned    in    the    original    proposal. 

We  also  know  that  during  that  same  Council 
debate  in  1965,  a  statement  was  read  from 
the  League  of  Women  Voters,  which  said: 
"The  Boston  League  believes  that  more  study 
and  effort  must  be  made  to  ensure  that  re- 
habilitation is  economically  feasible.  Other 
large  cities,  such  as  Philadelphia,  Baltimore, 
and  New  York  are  doing  a  great  deal  of 
rehabilitation  at  apparently  lower  costs  than 
here  in  Boston.  What  accounts  for  our  costs? 
Is  it  labor?  Uufavorable  financing?  Or  our 
building  costs?  The  Boston  League  is  gravely 
concerned  that  some  of  the  early  reports 
about  the  costs  of  rehabilitation  being  done 
by  nonprofit  groups  is  forcing  them  to  charge 
rents  that  will  be  beyond  low-income  families, 
i.  e.,  beyond  two  out  of  three  households 
requiring  relocation."  The  League's  concern 
about  the  rehabilitation  program  was  certainly 
well-founded,  as  we  look  at  the  BRA's  track 
record  to  date.  The  tragedy  of  the  rehabili- 
tation story  is  that  despite  the  BRA's  knowl- 
edge then  of  their  failure  at  rehabbing,  the 
South  End  area  was  still  billed  in  the  project 
plan  as  an  area  in  which  75  percent  rehabilita- 
tion was  scheduled.  It  is  clear  now  that  it  has 
been  empty  promises  such  as  this  which  have 
raised  the  frustration  level  of  the  people 
of  this  community  to  very  high  points.  It  is 
no  wonder  that  demonstrations  have  proceeded, 
even  demonstrations  which  many  might  not 
have  agreed  with,  coming  as  they  did  against 
the  backdrop  of  a  virtual  litany  of  official 
promises  now  known  to  be  incapable  of  ful- 
fillment. 

The  same  League  statement  in  December, 
1965,  raised  questions  about  long-range  com- 
prehensive planning,  rent  levels  generally 
in  the  new  housing,  provision  of  services 
to  the  families  to  be  displaced,  community 
involvement,    etc. 

It  is  clear  now  Mr.  President,  that  had  the 
BRA  heeded  in  1965  the  concerns  expressed 
by  this  Council  and  by  the  League,  among 
others  the  present  problems  so  disturbingly 
present   would   have  been   largely   forestalled. 
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It  is  because  of  the  problems  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Com- 
mittee at  two  public  hearings  held  in  the 
South  End,  as  well  as  by  the  reports  and 
statements  of  many  individuals  and  orga- 
nizations both  before  and  since  the  hearings, 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Committee  will  be 
making   a   number  of   recommendations    today. 

I.    An  Elected  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Corporation 

An  elected  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Com- 
mittee should  be  formed.  This  body  should  be 
representative,  elected  on  a  district  basis  from 
districts  of  relative  compactness  and  equal 
size.  This  body,  once  elected  would  incor- 
porate and  be  able  to  subcontract  with  the 
BRA,  other  city  agencies,  private  agencies, 
federal  agencies,  or  engage  in  its  own  fund- 
raising  program.  It  would  be  the  result  of 
a  City  of  Boston  supervised  election,  and 
would  be  provided  initial  funds  by  the  city  or 
possibly  the  BRA  in  order  to  hire  staff,  ma- 
terials, equipment,  office  space  or  consultants. 
It  would  be  the  official  representative  of  this 
community  in  dealing  with  the  urban  renewal 
program,  though  this  would  not  preclude 
other  people  or  groups  from  talking  or  meet- 
ing with  elected  or  appointed  officials  about 
the  program.  Its  full  powers  would  be 
worked  out  between  the  BRA,  City  Council 
and  Mayor  within   the  next  several  days. 

II.    Relocation 

The  BRA  Board  is  called  upon  to  declare 
a  moratorium  on  further  relocation  except 
that  required  to  clear  sites  needed  for  new 
housing  construction  starts  this  spring  or 
summer,  or  that  requested  voluntarily  by 
families  or  individuals.  The  city  would  agree 
to  pick  up  the  cost  of  any  second  move  re- 
quired by  the  operations  of  the  urban  renewal 
program  even  though  we  urge  the  BRA 
Administrator  to  continue  seeking  either  state 
or  federal  funds  for  this  purpose. 

III.    Public  Housing 

A.  It  has  become,  unfortunately,  common 
practice  to  criticize  public  housing  indis- 
criminately, as  though  all  public  housing  were 
substandard.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
were  it  not  for  public  housing,  thousands 
of  individuals,  who  now  have  a  decent  roof 
over  their  head  would  be  forced  to  join  thou- 
sands of  others  whose  daily  life  includes  rats, 
roaches,  leaky  roofs,  etc.  It  is  neither  very 
correct  nor  very  helpful  to  have,  as  we  too 
frequently  have  had,  the  indiscriminate  damn- 
ing of  public  housing.  As  true  as  it  is  that 
there  are  public  housing  projects  in  the  city 
which  are  in  need  of  repairs,  protection, 
better  management,  and  many  other  things, 
it  is  equally  true  that  many  of  Boston's  proj- 
ects are  well  run,  well  kept,  and  well  loved 
by  those  living  there.  It  is  the  intent  of  this 
Council,  I  am  sure,  to  see  to  it  that  all  of 
Boston's  public  housing  units  achieve  a  level 
of  which  we  can  all  be  proud.  It  is  also  our 
intent  to  expand  the  opportunity  for  those 
who  need  public  housing  to  acquire  it  through 
leased  housing,  or  through  rent  supplementa- 
tion, or  through  scattered  site  housing.  To 
the  best  of  my  knowledge,  there  are  at  present 
more  than  6,000  applicants  waiting  to  get 
into   public   housing   in   Boston. 

B.  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  called 
upon  to  commit  by  September  1,  1968,  the 
balance  of  the  leased  housing  units  authorized 
bv   the  City  Council  in   1966. 

C.  The  BHA  is  further  requested  to  make 
available  immediately  to  the  BRA  whatever 
leased  housing  units  are  needed  to  assist  in 
clearing  those  new  housing  sites  scheduled  for 
spring  and  summer  construction. 

D.  The  BHA  is  further  requested  to  make 
application  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  City 
Council  for  additional  leased  housing  au- 
thorisation for  1,000  units  and  that  a  report 
be  made  back  to  the  Council  within  three 
months  on  the  progress  made  in  committing 
to  immediate  use  those  additional  units. 

E.  The  BHA  Board  is  commended  for  the 
action    it    took    on    May    1,    1968,    authorizing 


the   chairman    to   apply  for   the  state-financed 

To,",     housing     program  under     which     terms, 

fund      are    provided    to  build   large    units   for 
low-income  families. 

iv.    Requested  of  the  bra 

A.  The  BRA  Board  is  called  upon  bo  in- 
struct the  staff  to  prepare  a  new  time  babli 
for  construction  starts,  relocation  progrri 
and  plans,  demolition  and  acquisition  plans 
and  so  forth,  and  this  new  time  table  be 
prepared  in  six  month  periods. 

B.  The  BRA  Board  is  called  upon  to  set 
firm  deadlines  for  221  developers,  the  failure 
to  meet  which  would  result  in  automatic 
default,  with  the  immediate  encouragement 
and  solicitation  of  new  developers  who  will 
submit  themselves  to  the  needs  as  they  now 
are  seen  and  known  to  exist. 

The   Committee   recommends   passage   of   the 
following   order   and   resolution. 
For  the  Committee, 
Thomas  I.  Atkins,  Chairman. 

The  question  first  came  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  committee  report,  Councillor  Saltonstall 
moved  the  previous  question,  the  motion  was 
lost,   the  report  was   accepted. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  and  resolution. 

An  Order  Creating  a  South  End  Urban 
Renewal   Committee 
Be    it    Ordered,    That, 

1.  There  be  created  a  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Committee  to  be  elected  by  the  resi- 
dents of  the  South  End  urban  renewal  area. 

2.  The  election  shall  be  carried  out  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Boston  Election  Depart- 
ment, and  shall  be  financed  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

3.  The  SEURC  shall  be  able  to  seek  funds 
from   public   or  private  sources. 

4.  The  City  Council  urges  the  BRA  to 
arrange  with  the  SEURC  that  renewal  ac- 
tivities shall  not  be  conducted  or  undertaken 
without  approval  of  the  SEURC. 

5.  The  committee  shall  have  the  power  to 
make  contracts  or  subcontracts  relating  to 
South  End  urban  renewal  activities. 

6.  The  SEURC  may,  in  its  discretion  per- 
form such  other  functions  as  it  may  deem 
advisable,  such  as  training  of  community 
residents,  relocation,  rehabilitation,  develop- 
ment of  housing  development  corporation  (s). 

May    6,    1968.

Whereas,  The  costs  of  relocation  back  into 
the  South  End  are  substantial;  now  therefore 
be   it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  shall  as- 
sume the  second-move  costs  of  relocating 
those  displaced  residents  of  the  South  End 
who  desire  to  return  to  the  South  End_,  and 
who  were  required  to  move  by  public  action. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tion, Councillor  Saltonstall  offered  the  following 
motion :

Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  1953  authorizes  cities 
and  townB  having  parking  meters  to  apply  the  re- 


ceipts from  said  meters  to  the  payment  of  any  debt 
incurred  for  the  acquisition  of  off-street  parking 
areas  and  facilities. 

Since  1947,  the  city  has  issued  fourteen  million, 
three  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($14,350,000) 
in  bonds,  and  has  used  the  proceeds  to  establish 
parking  areas  and  facilities.  According  to  the 
records  of  the  Auditing  Department,  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  must  be  provided  in 
the  current  year  to  meet  principal  maturities  and 
two  hundred  forty-eight  thousand  one  hundred 
twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($248,112.50)  to 
meet  interest  requirements  on  these  bonds.  It  is 
estimated  that  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($500,000)  of  parking  meter  receipts  will  be  avail- 
able to  meet  these  requirements  and  the  balance 
to  be  raised  in  the  tax  levy. 

In  view  of  the  authority  granted  by  the  Legis- 
lature, I  recommend  that  an  order  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  to  appropriate  from  parking 
meter  receipts  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($500,000)  to  provide  for  the  principal  ma- 
turities on  these  bonds  in  1968.

APPROPRIATION  OF  $4,406,352   FOR   GEN- 
ERAL SCHOOL  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  13,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

The  Boston  School  Committee  on  March  28, 
1968,  voted  a  budget  for  General  School  Purposes 
of  $64,577,548  and  for  Alterations  and  Repairs, 
$5,717,763,  which  total  in  the  aggregate,  $70,- 
295,311.  This  is  an  increase  over  1967  appropri- 
ated funds  of  $13,624,872  or  24  percent. 

Due  to  an  over-all  concern  of  rising  costs  in  the 
operation  of  City  Government,  I  felt  that  a  con- 
certed effort  must  be  made  to  properly  evaluate 
the  requests  of  the  School  Department  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  this  budget  without  impairing 
the  academic  or  physical  monetary  requirements 
needed  to  carry  out  the  educational  programs  of 
our  school  system. 

At  my  direction,  a  review  of  this  budget  by  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  the  Budget 
Director,  and  the  Director  of  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau  resulted  in  certain  recommenda- 
tions of  specific  areas  for  reduction  were  presented 
to  representatives  of  the  School  Department. 
These  recommendations  were  ultimately  accepted 
by  me  and  will  be  available  to  your  Honorable 
Body  if  you  so  desire. 

In  a  communication  to  the  School  Committee 
dated  May  2,  1968,  I  expressed  my  decision  as  to 
the  amount  I  felt  adequate  to  meet  school  require- 
ments for  1968.  The  budget  for  General  School 
Purposes  which  I  allowed  amounts  to  $62,868,598, 
while  the  Alteration  and  Repairs  budget  allowance 
is  $2,100,000,  for  a  total  appropriation  of  $64,- 
968,598.  The  budget  allowance  therefore  for  1968 
will  represent  an  increase  over  1967  appropriations 
of  $8,298,159. 

The  Alteration  and  Repairs  budget  is  below  tho 
statutory  limitations  and  will  not  require  further 
action  either  on  my  part  or  the  City  Council.  I 
did,  however,  indicate  that  if  the  School  Com- 
mittee will  not  accept  this  recommendation,  I  will 
look  for  further  reductions  in  the  General  Purposes 
budget. 

The  General  School  Purposes  budget  allowanco 
of  $62,868,598  exceeds  the  legal  limitations  which 
the  School  Committee  may  appropriate  by  $4,- 
406,352.  The  accompanying  appropriation  order 
is  for  this  amount. 

I  am  respectfully  recommending  your  Honorable 
Body's  prompt  consideration  and  approval  of  this 
order.  I  suggest  this  action  mainly  bocauso  this 
appropriation  will  represent  tho  last  major  item, 
once  valuations  aro  determined,   to  an  early  tax 
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rate  determination  which  .should  reduce  interest 
COBts  on  temporary  loans  when  tax  revenue  is 
available.

Dear  Councillor  Foley: 

This  department  recently  completed  a  study  con- 
cerning the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  central 
kitchen  for  the  preparation  of  hot  lunohes  for  the 
entire  school  system.  The  results  of  the  study 
show  clearly  that  such  a  central  kitchen  would  be 
by  far  the  most  efficient  method  of  providing  hot 
lunches.  It  is,  in  fact,  quite  possible  for  the  city 
to  make  a  hot  lunch  available  to  every  student  in 
the  school  system  by  1970.

Committee  meeting  on  May  16,  to  obtain  their  re- 
action to  this  proposal.

4.  The  committee  shall  have  the  ability  to  make 
contracts  or  subcontracts  relating  to  South  End 
Urban  Renewal  activities,  assuming  it  incorporates. 

5.  The  SERC,  after  incorporation,  may  per- 
form such  other  functions  relating  to  urban 
renewal  activities  as  may  be  arranged  with  the 
BRA,  such  as  training  of  community  residents, 
relocation,  rehabilitation,  development  of  housing 
development    corporations,    etc. 

6.  The  Urban  Renewal  Committee  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  is  instructed  to  begin  immediately 
consultations  with  the  BRA,  the  present  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Committee,  other  South 
End  organizations,  and  residents  of  the  South  End, 
toward  the  end  that  reasonable  and  fair  procedures 
may  be  established  for  the  election  of  the  above- 
mentioned  South  End  Renewal  Committee.

COUNCIL   DEPARTMENT 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-eight. 


MAY  13,  1968 
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An   Ordinance   Establishing  a  City    Council   De- 
partment. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

SECTION  1.  Chapter  11  and  Chapter  12 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  as  most  recently 
amended  are  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  2.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
as  most  recently  amended  are  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  a  new  Chapter  11  which 
reads    as    follows : 

Chapter  11 
City  Council  Department 

Section  1.  The  City  Council  Department  shall 
consist  of  the  following  officers:  a  city  messenger, 
an  assistant  city  messenger,  a  librarian  archivist, 
a  document  clerk,  a  chaplain,  a  clerk  of  committees, 
two  assistant  clerks  of  committees,  and  such 
other  officers  and  employees  as  may  be  provided 
for  and  added  thereto  by  the  City  Council  from 
time  to  time. 

All  of  the  employees  of  the  Department  shall 
be  officers  elected  by  the  City  Council  and  all  the 
officers  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  other  officers 
in  the  department  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected  by  the  City  Council; 
provided,  however,  that  temporary  clerks,  tempo- 
rary stenographers,  temporary  stenographer- 
clerks,  and  temporary  clerk-receptionists  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  city  council  or  the  terms  of  their 
appointment  expire,  whichever  first  occurs. 

SECTION  2.  The  city  messenger  shall  be 
the  head  of  the  City  Council  Department  and 
shall  have  charge  of  the  subordinate  officers 
thereof  except  as  otherwise  provided  hereafter  by 
the  City  Council. 

The  clerk  of  committees  shall  act  as  clerk  of  all 
committees;  make  and  keep  proper  records  of  the 
proceedings  and  votes  of  the  committees;  shall 
notify  the  members  of  the  committees  of  all 
meetings  thereof. 

Additional  duties  of  the  city  messenger  and  the 
clerk  of  committees  and  the  duties  of  other  officers 
and  employees  of  the  City  Council  Department 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  specified  by  order  of  the 
City  Council. 

SECTION  3.  The  expenditures  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriate  items  of 
the  city  council  appropriations,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  president  council. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shaU  take  effect 
May  27,  1968.

Section  3.  For  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
city  council,  there  shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  city 
clerk,  the  following  officers  who  shall  be  elected  by 
and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of,  the  city  council  and 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  rules  of  the  city 
council  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe: — a  staff 
director,  an  associate  director  (research),  a  clerk 
of  committees,  a  budget  analyst,  a  sergeant-at- 
arms,  a  chaplain,  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
be  provided  for  and  added  thereto  by  the  city 
council  from  time  to  time. 

Section  4.  The  cleric  of  committees  shall  also 
have  charge  of  the  library  known  as  the  City  Hall 
Reference  Library;  shall  keep  in  said  library  a  copy 
of  all  publications  issued  by  the  city,  and  as  far  as 
possible  to  obtain,  a  copy  of  all  publications  for- 
merly issued  by  the  city;  and  shall  further  keep  in 
said  library  such  other  books  and  publications  as 
the  city  council,  or  its  president,  shall  from  time 
to  time  determine. 

SECTION  2.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  clauses  (6)  and  (12). 

SECTION  3.  Chapters  11  and  12  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended,  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN     ORDINANCE     REGULATING     UNAT- 
TENDED  MOTOR   VEHICLES 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 
An     Ordinance     Regulating     Unattended     Motor 
Vehicles. 

Whereas,  Automobile  thefts  have  increased 
alarmingly  over  the  past  ten  years; 

Whereas,  A  large  percentage  of  such  thefts  are  of 
automobiles  left  unattended  with  the  key  in  the 
ignition  or  the  ignition  unlocked;  and 

Whereas,  This  negligence  on  the  part  of  motorists 
invites  juvenile  offenders  as  well  as  professional 
automobile  thieves  to  commit  this  crime;  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  to  society  from  such  motorist 
carelessness  can  be  measured  in  the  increased 
number  of  youths  whose  lives  are  ruined  bv  the 
stigma  of  arrest  following  a  car  theft,  and  also 
in  the  death  and  injury  of  citizens  who  are  victims 
of  the  nervous  and  frightened  drivers  of  stolen 
vehicles,  and  also  in  the  exorbitant  insurance 
rates  the  citizens  of  our  city  are  forced  to  pay  be- 
cause of  the  frequency  of  accidents;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  demonstrated  that  the 
enactment  and  enforcement  of  lock-your-car  ordi- 
nances drastically  reduce  automobile  thefts;  now 
therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston 

1.  No  person  driving  or  in  charge  of  a  motor 
vehicle  shall  permit  it  to  stand  unattended  in  any 
public  place,  or  on  any  used-or-new-car  lot,  without 
first  stopping  the  engine,  locking  the  ignition,  re- 
moving the  ignition  key  from  the  vehicle,  effec- 
tively setting  the  brake  thereon  and  when  standing 
upon  any  grade,  turning  the  front  wheels  to  the 
curb  or  side  of  the  highway. 

2.  Whenever  any  police  officer  or  meter  maid 
shall  find  a  motor  vehicle  standing  unattended 
with  the  ignition  key  in  the  vehicle,  in  violation  of 
this  ordinance,  such  police  officer  or  meter  maid  is 
authorized  to  remove  such  key  from  such  vehicle 
and  to  deliver  such  key  to  the  police  officer  in 
charge  of  the  nearest  police  station,  and  leave  a 
violation  notice  affixed  in  a  visible  manner  to  the 
offending  vehicle.  No  police  officer  or  meter  maid 
acting  to  enforce  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  for 
trespass. 

3.  The  registered  owner  of  a  vehicle  found  in 
violation  of  this  section  shall  be  held  prima  facie 
responsible  for  any  such  violation. 

4.  The  penalty  for  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be: 

a.  $10  for  the  first  offense. 

b.  $20  for  the  second  offense. 

c.  $40  for  the  third  and  each  subsequent  offense. 

5.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  order  and  approval 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor  shall  see  to  it 
that  a  30-day  publicity  program  is  carried  out  to 
inform,  the  citizens  of  the  new  ordinance  and  its 
importance  to  them,  such  program  to  begin  within 
three  months  after  passage  of  this  order. 

6.  The  first  month  after  the  ordinance  goes 
into  effect  violators  shall  be  given  warning  citations 
instead  of  violation  notices.

SOUTH  COVE  URBAN  RENEWAL 
PROJECT 

The   following   was    received: 

City    of    Boston,

The    Honorable    City     Council. 
Gentlemen : 

On  June  26,  1965,  the  City  Council  ap- 
proved   the   South    Cove   Urban    Renewal    Plan. 

On  August  10,  1965,  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  with  the  authorization 
of  the  City  Council  as  provided  for  in  its 
resolution  approving  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan, 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  executed  a  cooperation 
agreement  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

One  third  of  the  estimated  net  project  cost 
is  $10,368,904.  This  amount  will  be  pro- 
vided by  local  grants-in-aid.  In  addition  to 
donations  of  property,  construction  of  public 
buildings,  and  section  112  credits,  the  city 
is  to  provide  $3,694,000  to  cover  the  cost  of 
certain    project    improvements. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  26CC  of 
chapter  121  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  the  city  may  raise  this  sum 
through  the  issuance  of  Urban  Renewal  Bonds. 

The  project  improvements,  the  payment  of 
which  the  city  is  committed  under  the  terms 
of  the  cooperation  agreement,  include  the 
construction,   relocation,   and   installation   of: 

Streets;  parks,  playgrounds,  and  plazas; 
street  trees;  street  and  park  lighting;  high 
service  water  systems;  low  service  water  sys- 
tems; surface  drainage  and  sanitary  sewer 
systems;  police  signals;  fire  alarm  systems;

ESTABLISHMENT    OF    BOSTON    COUNCIL 
ON    AGING

established  in  order  to  assist  the  elderly  citizens 
of  Boston  to  secure  equal  opportunity  to 
the  full  and  free  enjoyment  of  the  following 
objectives: 

(1)  An  adequate  income  in  retirement  in 
accordance  with  the  American  standard  of 
living. 

(2)  The  best  possible  physical  and  mental 
health  which  science  can  make  available  and 
without    regard    to    economic    status. 

(3)  Suitable  housing,  independently  se- 
lected, designed,  and  located  with  reference 
to  special  needs  and  available  at  costs  which 
older   citizens    can    afford. 

(4)  Full  restorative  services  for  those  who 
require  institutional   care. 

(5)  Opportunity  for  employment  with  no 
discriminatory  personnel  practices  because 
of   age. 

(6)  Retirement  in  health,  honor,  dignity — 
after    years    of   contribution    to    the   economy. 

(7)  Pursuit  of  meaningful  activity  within 
the  widest  range  of  civic,  cultural,  and  rec- 
reational   opportunities. 

(8)  Efficient  community  services  which 
provide  social  assistance  in  a  coordinated 
manner   and   which   are  readily   available. 

(9)  Immediate  benefit  from  proven  re- 
search knowledge  which  can  sustain  and  im- 
prove health   and  happiness. 

(10)  Freedom,  independence,  and  the  free 
exercise  of  individual  initiative  in  planning 
and    managing    their   own    lives. 

Said  Boston  Council  on  Aging,  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  eleven  (11),  but  not  more 
than  fifteen  (15)  persons,  representing  dif- 
ferent public  and  private  organizations  con- 
cerned with  our  older  people,  as  well  as  older 
persons  themselves.  Said  persons  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  confirma- 
tion by  City  Council,  for  terms  not  exceeding 
four  years  for  any  individual  member.  Said 
terms  shall  terminate  so  that  not  more  than 
three  (3)  appointments  shall  be  made  in  any 
calendar  year,  and  members  can  be  reap- 
pointed for  concurrent  terms.  The  Mayor 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  the  Chair- 
man, who  shall  direct  the  activities  of  the 
Council  with  the  following  objectives  in  mind: 

( 1 )  Identify  the  total  needs  of  the  com- 
munity's   elderly    population. 
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(2)  Educate  the  community  and  enlist 
support  and  participation  of  all  citizens  con- 
cerning these  needs. 

(3)  Design,  promote  or  implement  services 
to  fill  these  needs,  or  coordinate  present  exist- 
ing  services    in    the    community. 

(4)  Promote  and  support  any  other  pro- 
grams which  are  designed  to  assist  elderly 
programs   in   the   community. 

(5)  Seek  out  and  receive  all  available 
public  and  private  funds  for  the  creation, 
continuation  or  improvement  of  present  exist- 
ing  facilities   involving   older   citizens. 

(6)  Cooperate  and  coordinate  with  all 
existing  public  and  private  agencies  for  the 
best  contribution  and  organization  of  services 
to  and  for  the  elderly. 

Said  Council  on  Aging  shall  cooperate  with 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Commis- 
sion on  Aging  and  shall  be  cognizant  of  all 
state  and  federal  legislation  concerning  fund- 
ing, information  exchange,  and  program  plan- 
ning which  exists  for  better  community  pro- 
graming  for   the   elderly. 

Said  Council  on  Aging  shall  give  an  annual 
report  to  the  Mayor  with  a  copy  of  that 
report  directed  to  the  City  Council  and  the 
Commission   on   Aging.

APPROPRIATION    OF    $7,000,000    FOR 
PUBLIC    WELFARE    PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  communication  sent 
me  by  the  Director  of  Public  Welfare  requesting 
an  appropriation  of  an  additional  $7,000,000  for 
public  welfare  purposes  notwithstanding  that  1968 
appropriations  aggregating  more  than  50  percent 
of  the  expenditures  for  public  welfare  in  1967 
have  already  been  made.  In  anticipation  of  such 
situations,  the  Legislature  early  this  year  enacted 
chapter  25  of  the  Acts  of  1968  authorizing  munici- 
palities to  fund  such  an  increase  over  a  three-year 
period. 

To  obviate  the  necessity  of  adding  this  $7,000,000 
to  the  heavy  expenses  which  must  be  met  by  the 
1968  tax  levy,  I  believe  that  the  statute  just 
cited  should  be  invoked;  and  accordingly,  I 
recommend  adoption  of  the  loan  order  submitted 
herewith. 

Since  counsel  customarily  advising  lenders  has 
indicated  that  because  of  a  serious  constitutional 
question  respecting  the  proviso  at  the  end  of  St.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

Welfare  expenditures  for  assistance  payments 
for  the  period  ending  June  30,  1968,  and  for  medical 
care  payments  for  the  period  ending  September  30, 
1908,  will  exceed  appropriation  balances  and 
anticipated  federal  funds  in  the  amount  of  S7,2.'il- 
000.  By  transferring  an  anticipated  surplus  in 
our  administration  accounts,  the  net  figure  for 
which  additional  appropriated  or  borrowed  funds 
are  needed  is  $7  million. 

These  expenditures  which  exceed  available  funds 
on  all  categories  of  assistance  could  not  be 
anticipated  when  the  City  Council  Committee  on 
Appropriations  heard  our  budget  in  March.  The 
principal  cause  of  this  request,  however,  is  the 
increased  cost  on  the  program  of  Medicaid.  In 
May,  expenditures  for  medical  services  reached 
$4,800,000  as  compared  with  an  average  of  $2,- 
500,000  during  the  six-month  period  from  Septem- 
ber (when  the  budget  was  computed)  through 
February,  1968.  Factors  not  known  to  us  at  that 
time  were  (1)  increased  expenditures  for  inpatient 
and  outpatient  hospital  care  which  have  moved 
from  $1.1  million  per  month  to  close  to  S2.2 
million  per  month;  (2)  the  increase  in  payment  for 
dental  charges  which  have  moved  from  approxi- 
mately $200,000  per  month  to  approximately 
$400,000  per  month;  and  a  similar  but  not  quite 
so  drastic  increase  in  all  other  medical  services. 

To  some  extent  the  increased  expenditures 
represent  acceleration  of  payments  since  the 
department  has  of  necessity  been  required  to  make 
more  prompt  payment  to  medical  vendors  for 
purposes  of  effecting  an  orderly  transition  to  the 
state  payment  system. 

We  respectfully  request  that  these  additional 
funds  be  appropriated  or  borrowed  to  enable  the 
department  to  meet  its  obligations  during  the 
remaining  weeks  of  this  transitional  period.  It  is 
essential  that  the  funds  be  on  deposit  by  June  14, 
1968  to  meet  the  June  15  payments  to  assistance 
recipients. 

The  attached  table  outlines  the  details  of  ex- 
penditures   to   be    made    and    sources    of   income 
including  the  loan  which  is  requested.

RESOLUTION  APPROVING  URBAN  RE- 
NEWAL  PLANS   FOR   CENTRAL   BUSI- 
NESS  DISTRICT 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  27,  1968. 
The  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  enclose  for  your  consideration  the  urban  re- 
newal plans  and  related  materials,  as  listed  on  the 
attachment  hereto,  for  three  small  urban  renewal 
projects  developed  around  the  Early  Land  Acqui- 
sition Program  in  the  Central  Business  District. 
The  three  projects  are  identified  as  follows:  School- 
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Franklin  Urban  Renewal  Project  (Mass.  R-82A); 
Boylston-Essex  Urban  Renewal  Project  (Mass. 
R-82B) ;  and  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Project 
(Mass.  R-82C). 

At  its  meeting  of  May  23,  1968,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  approved  the  three  urban 
renewal  plans  and  made  other  findings  and  deter- 
minations required  under  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  the  Authority  must  secure  approval  of 
the  plans  by  the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council.  Such  approval  must  include  certain 
findings  and  is  to  be  made  after  due  notice  and  a 
public  hearing.  Federal  requirements  specify  that 
such  notice  should  be  published  at  least  once  a 
week  for  two  successive  weeks,  with  the  first  notice 
to  be  published  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  hearing. 

On  August  2,  1967,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  approved  an  urban  renewal  plan  for  the 
entire  Central  Business  District.  The  approval 
was  made  by  the  Authority  after  consideration  of 
statements,  views  and  opinions  expressed  at  a 
public  hearing  held  by  the  Authority  on  July  27, 
1967,  and  was  also  based  upon  studies  and  a  public 
hearing  undertaken  in  1965  in  connection  with  the 
Early  Land  Acquisition  Program  for  the  Central 
Business  District. 

The  plan  was  forwarded  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  for  approval.  The  City  Council  held  pub- 
lic hearings  in  November,  1967.  During  the  hear- 
ings, discussions  between  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  revealed  that  the  total 
requested  Federal  Capital  Grant  of  $77,315,875 
was  not  then  available.  The  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  advised  the 
Authority  to  prepare  smaller  renewal  projects  with- 
in the  Central  Business  District  based  on  the 
actions  already  taken  under  the  Early  Land  Ac- 
quisition Program.  The  City  Council  approved 
the  plan  on  December  11,  1967,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  Authority  would  proceed  to  de- 
velop plans  for  the  smaller  projects  and  would 
return  to  the  City  Council  for  approval. 

Informal  agreement  on  the  three  projects  has 
been  given  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  The  plans  are  in  complete  harmony 
with  the  over-all  Central  Business  District  plan 
and  will  neither  jeopardize  nor  preclude  further 
renewal  action  in  the  over-all  project  area. 

Brief  descriptions  of  the  three  projects  follow: 

1.  School-Franklin  (Mass.  R-82A).  This  proj- 
ect encompasses  the  properties  acquired  during  the 
Early  Land  Acquisition  stage  on  lower  Washington 
street  and  School  street,  and  includes  in  addition 
most  of  the  area  between  School  street  and  Court 
street.  The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  has  advised  that  project  activities  in 
this  latter  section  cannot  be  financed  by  the  federal 
government  at  this  time,  but  has  encouraged  the 
area  to  be  included  in  the  School-Franklin  project 
for  planning  and  control  purposes. 

The  old  Boston  City  Hall  (but  not  the  Annex)  is 
included  for  acquisition,  with  rehabilitation  and 
preservation  as  the  preferred  treatment.  However, 
the  plan  provides  that  if  within  a  year  or  other 
reasonable  time,  no  feasible  preservation  proposal 
is  submitted,  the  property  would  be  demolished  and 
sold  for  private  commercial  use. 

Other  disposition  parcels  in  this  project  include 
Parcel  A-l  (designated  for  development  in  con- 
junction with  the  Boston  Five  Cents  Savings 
Bank);  Parcel  A-2  (being  developed  by  Raymond's 
Development  Associates),  and  Parcel  A-3  (desig- 
nated for  development  by  Filene's). 

Net  project  cost  is  projected  at  $7,803,700,  with 
a  capital  grant  of  $5,202,467  and  the  local  share  at 
$2,601,233. 

2.  Boylston-Essex  (Mass.  R-82B).  This  proj- 
ect consists  entirely  of  four  properties  acquired 
under  Early  Land  Acquisition  in  order  to  realign 
Boylston  street  at  Washington  to  connect  to 
Essex  street.  Relocation  has  been  completed,  and 
final  demolition  will  be  done  this  summer. 

One  small  disposition  parcel  will  be  available 
after  relocation  of  the  MBTA  kiosk  and  realign- 
ment of  the  street.  Developers  will  be  solicited 
as  soon  as  the  project  is  approved. 

Cost  of  the  Boylston-Essex  project  is  estimated 
at  $1,515,700  with  a  capital  grant  of  $1,010,467  and 
local  share  of  $505,233. 

3.  South  Station  (Mass.  R-82C).  This  proj- 
ect consists  of  the  former  property  of  the  Boston 
Terminal    Corporation    acquired    by    the    Boston 


Redevelopment  Authority  late  in  1965,  as  well  as 
the  area  around  Dewey  Square.  It  includes  a 
realigned  Summer  Street,  a  widened  Essex  Street 
from  Atlantic  Avenue  to  the  surface  Artery  and 
pedestrian  overpasses  across  Dewey  Square  along 
Summer  Street,  and  to  Federal  Street. 

The  Plan  provides  seven  disposition  parcels, 
four  in  the  old  South  Station  property,  and  three 
in    Dewey    Square. 

Parcels  C— 1,  2,  and  3  are  the  parcels  which 
have  been  committed  to  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  for  development  of  a  trade  and  trans- 
portation center  (C-l),  hotel  (C-2),  and  5,000-car 
parking  garage  (C-3).  Following  passage  of  the 
required  enabling  legislation  late  last  year,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  on  December 
14,  1967,  designated  the  Port  Authority  as  de- 
veloper of  South  Station.  The  staff  then  initiated 
a  series  of  bi-weekly  meetings  with  representatives 
of  the  Port  Authority,  New  Haven  Railroad, 
MBTA,  U.  S.  Post  Office,  and  other  interested 
public  agencies  in  an  effort  to  solve  the  complex 
relocation,  site  preparation,  and  design  and  de- 
velopment problems  on  this  property.  Much 
progress  has  been  made  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
construction  start  on  a  staged  development  can 
be  made  next  Spring. 

Other  development  sites  in  the  Project  Area 
are  Parcel  C-4  (still  earmarked  for  a  stadium 
though  other  air  rights  uses  are  possible);  C-5, 
a  location  suitable  for  a  major  office  tower  in 
Dewey  Square;  and  C-6  and  C-7,  smaller  sites  on 
which  more  modest  commercial  development 
would  be  appropriate. 

Estimated  net  cost  of  this  project  is  $13,509,900, 
with  a  capital  grant  of  $9,006,600  and  a  local 
share  of  $4,503,300. 

I  urge  the  Council  to  approve  the  Plans  and 
related  documentation.

Resolution  of  Boston  City  Council  Approv- 
ing Urban  Renewal  Plans  and  the  Feasi- 
bility   of    Relocation    for    the    School- 
Franklin,     Boylston-Essex     and     South 
Station  Urban  Renewal  Projects. 
Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  1  of  the 
Housing   Act   of    1949,    as   amended,    the   federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(hereinafer  called  "HUD")  is  authorized  to  provide 
financial    assistance    to    local    public   agencies   for 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  urban  renewal  proj- 
ects; 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require  that 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  respective  Project 
Area  be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the 
locality  in  which  the  Project  is  situated  and  that 
such  approval  include  findings  by  the  governing 
body  that:  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in 
the  contact  is  necessary  to  enable  the  Project  to 
be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Re-

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  Urban  Re- 
newal Plans  for  the  School-Franklin,  Boylston- 
Essex  and  South  Station  Project  Areas  dated 
May  23,  1968,  the  first  Plan  being  entitled  "Urban 
Renewal  Plan— CBD  School-Franklin  Urban  Re- 
newal Area,  Project  No.  Mass.  R-82A"  and  con- 
sists of  a  title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  2  pases, 
30  pages  of  text,  and  4  maps;  the  second  Plan 
being  entitled  "Urban  Renewal  Plan — CBD  Boyls- 
ton-Essex  Urban  Renewal  Area,  Project  No. 
Mass.  R-82B"  and  consists  of  a  title  page,  a  table 
of  contents  of  2  pages,  16  pages  of  text,  and  4 
maps;  and  the  third  Plan  being  entitled  "Urban 
Renewal  Plan— CBD  South  Station  Urban  Re- 
newal Area,  Project  No.  Mass.  R-82A"  and  consists 
of  a  title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  2  pages,  22  pages 
of  text  and  4  maps  (hereinafter  called  "such  Project 
Areas"  and  "such  Urban  Renewal  Plans"),  duly 
approved  by  the  Authority  on  May  23,  1968,  and 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  by  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  for  approval,  and  the  Mayor  has  also  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council  copies  of  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing:

Whereas,  With  the  consent  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Development  and  the  City 
of  Boston  acting  by  the  Mayor  with  the  authoriza- 
tion of  the  City  Council,  with  the  approval  of 
HUD  and  pursuant  to  a  Temporary  Loan  Con- 
tract under  said  Title  I,  the  Authority,  as  provided 
by  law,  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plans,  conducted  so-called  "early  land 
acquisition"  activities  in  the  CBD  Project  Area 
by,  among  other  things,  acquiring  parts  of  said 
Project  Areas  and  conducting  relocation  activities 
and  demolition  and  clearance  operations  therein, 
all  after  the  Authority  had  held  a  public  hearing

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  under  such  Act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or 
contracts  with  HUD  for  the  undertaking  of,  and 
for  making  available  additional  financial  assistance 
for  such  Projects; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  Chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including 
Section  70  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  by 
statute  or  ordinance  on  the  former  City  of  Boston 
Planning  Board; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "General 
Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general 
de\elopment  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole, 
and  the  Authority  has  duly  found  that  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the  General  Plan,  and 
the  City  Council  has  duly  considered  both  of  said 
plans  as  well  as  said  findings;

the  establishment  of  new  street  patterns,  the 
location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water  mains 
and  other  public  facilities,  and  other  public  action; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  caused  to  be  made  on 
behalf  of  the  community  a  competent  independent 
analysis  of  the  local  supply  of  hotel  and  other 
transient  housing,  and  the  Mayor  has  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  a  report  of  said  analysis,  to 
wit:  Transient  Housing  Demand  Analysis,  by 
Larry  Smith  <%  Company,  Inc.,  dated  June  9,  1967; 

Whereas,  Under  Section  104  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  City  must 
make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  Section  110 
(d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at  least  to  one-third  of 
the  actual  net  project  cost  for  the  Project  Areas 
as  finally  determined  and  approved  by  HUD  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  the  Loan  and 
Grant  Contract  to  be  entered  into  between  the 
Authority  and  HUD; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  the  Relocation  Program 
there  is  additional  supporting  information  and 
data  respecting  said  program  which  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies, 
surveys,    and    inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevail- 
ing in  such  Project  Areas  and  of  the  availability 
of  proper  housing  in  the  City  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced 
from  such  Project  Areas  and,  in  light  of  such 
knowdedge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have  care- 
fully considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for 
relocation; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  respecting 
the  Relocation  Program  and  such  Urban  Renewal 
Plans  for  such  Projects; 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,  and  the  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating 
that  Title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the 
ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  ex- 
cluded from  participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits 
of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  under- 
taking and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects 
assisted  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Projects  and 
Urban  Renewal  Plans  was  held,  after  due  notice 
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of  the  date,  time,  place  and  purpose  thereof,  at 
which  evidence  was  received  and  opinions  were 
heard  by  the  City  Councillors  from  residents  of 
and  business  people  from  such  Project  Areas  and 
other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  heard  concerning  such  Projects  of 
such  Plans  were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed  such  Urban 
Renewal  Plans  in  the  light  of  (1.)  the  aforesaid 
Relocation  Program,  the  Transient  Housing 
Demand  Analysis,  the  Authority's  resolutions, 
determinations  and  findings  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to,  and  the  City  Council's  resolution,  action, 
and  finding  hereinbefore  referred  to;  (2)  the  pro- 
ceedings at  the  aforesaid  public  hearing;  and  (3) 
the  genera.l  knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors 
with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Project 
Areas  and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  now, 
therefore,  it  is  hereby 

Resolved : 

(1)  That  the  findings  and  conclusions  made  in 
the  aforementioned  resolution  adopted  on  Decem- 
ber 11,  1967,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed; 

(2)  That  such  Project  Areas  are  decadent  areas 
in  that  they  are  areas  which  are  detrimental  to 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  and  sound  growth 
of  the  Boston  community  because  of  the  existence 
of  buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically 
deteriorated,  obsolete  and  in  need  of  major  mainte- 
nance and  repair,  and  because  buildings  have  been 
torn  down  and  not  replaced  and,  under  existing 
conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the  buildings  will 
be  replaced,  and  because  of  a  substantial  change 
in  business  and  economic  conditions,  and  because 
of  inadequate  light,  air  and  open  space,  and 
because  of  excessive  land  coverage,  and  because 
diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes  and 
obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improbable  that 
the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary 
operations  of  private  enterprise; 

(3)  That  such  Project  Areas  are  blighted, 
deteriorated,  and  deteriorating  areas; 

(4)  That  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  are  hereby 
approved  and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to 
file  a  copy  of  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  with  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting; 

(5)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  Federal  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  such  Projects  are  necessary 
to  enable  such  Projects  to  be  undertaken  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  for  such 
Project  Areas; 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  will  afford  maxi- 
mum opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound  needs 
of  the  City  as  a  whole,  for  the  urban  renewal  of 
such  Areas  by  private  enterprise: 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  conform  to  the 
general  plan  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  give  due  con- 
sideration to  the  provision  of  adequate  park  and 
recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable 
for  neighborhood  improvement,  with  special 
consideration  for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare 
of  children  residing  in  such  Project  Areas; 

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined,  as 
a  result  of  a  competent  independent  analysis  of 
the  local  supply  of  transient  housing,  that  there 
exists  in  such  Project  Areas  a  need  for  additional 
units  of  such  housing; 

(10)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans 
cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive 
rehabilitation  of  such  Project  Areas; 

(11)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  the 
individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying  out 
such  Projects  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  dwell- 
ings in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards  is 
feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely  effected 
to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and  completion 
of  such  Projects;  and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwell- 
ing units  available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families  are  at  least 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  are  not  generally  less 
desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public 
and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of 
the  displaced  individuals  and  families  in  such 
Project  Areas,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices 
within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced  in- 
dividuals and  families,  and  are  reasonably  ac- 
cessible to  their  places  of  employment; 


(12)  That  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans 
hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and  determined 
that  certain  official  action  must  be  taken  by  the 
City  Council  with  reference  to  such  Plans,  and 
accordingly,  the  City  Council  hereby  (a)  pledges 
its  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out  such  Urban 
Renewal  Plans;  (b)  requests  the  various  officials, 
departments,  boards  and  agencies  of  the  City 
having  administrative  responsibilities  in  the  premi- 
ses likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exer- 
cise their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  such  Urban  Renewal 
Plans;  and  (c)  stands  ready  to  consider  and  take 
appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  measures 
designed  to  effectuate  such  Urban  Renewal 
Plans; 

(13)  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land 
in  such  Project  Areas  to  be  renewed  in  accordance 
with  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  and,  accordingly, 
the  filing  by  the  Authority  of  such  application  for 
such  financial  assistance  under  said  Title  I  is 
hereby  approved  and  ratified;  and 

(14)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  HUD  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
assured  of  full  compliance  by  the  City  Council 
with  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  Title  VI 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

Ordered,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  estimated 
that  the  sum  of  seven  million  six  hundred  nine 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars 
($7,609,766)  is  necessary  for  defraying  such  part 
of  the  development,  acquisition  or  operating  costs 
of  the  School-Franklin,  Boylston-Essex  and  South 
Station  Urban  Renewal  Projects  (to  which  the 
Federal  Government,  pursuant  to  federal  legisla- 
tion, has  agreed  to  render  financial  assistance)  as 
will  not  be  met  by  loans,  contributions  or  grants

As  all  members  of  your  Honorable  Body  are 
probably  aware,  a  fire  on  the  night  of  May 
14  and  May  15,  1968,  destroyed  or  substantially 
damaged  several  spans  of  the  bridge  carrying 
Summer  street  over  the  freight  yards  between 
A  and  B  streets  in  the  South  Boston  district 
of  Boston  owned  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  which,  as  your 
members  also  undoubtedly  know,  is  in  the  pos- 
session of  trustees  appointed  by  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Con- 
necticut under  section  77  of  the  federal  Bank- 
ruptcy Act. 

On  May  15,  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  wrote  the  court-appointed  trustees  call- 
ing to  attention  that  Summer  street  is  a 
principal  traffic  artery  in  Boston  so  that 
public  safety  requires  the  early  repair  of  the 
bridge  and  asking  for  the  immediate  res- 
toration of  the  framework  of  the  spans  and 
their  abutments  damaged  or  destroyed  by  the 
fire.  On  May  16,  the  trustees  replied  that  they 
were  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  the 
matter  and  would  carry  out  expeditiously 
their  responsibilities  with  respect  thereto.

SECTION    1.     There  shall   be   in   the  city   a 
board,    known    as    the    Council    on    Aging,    con- 
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sisting  of  eleven  members  appointed  by  the 
mayor.  The  .members  of  the  council  on  aging 
first  appointed  shall  serve,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments, 
for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  three  mem- 
bers, one  year,  in  the  case  of  three  other 
members,  two  years,  in  the  case  of  three  other 
members,  three  years,  and  in  the  case  of  two 
other  members,  four  years,  from  May  1,  19G8. 
As  the  term  of  any  such  member,  or  of  any 
subsequent  member,  expires,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
of  four  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
a  member  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for 
the  unexpired  term.  The  mayor  shall  from 
time  to  time  designate  one  of  the  members 
of  the  council  on  aging  as  chairman  and  an- 
other as  vice  chairman.  The  members  of 
the  council  on  aging  shall  serve  without 
compensation. 

SECT.  2.  The  council  on  aging  shall 
be  cognizant  of  federal  and  state  legislation 
concerning  financial  assistance,  information 
exchange,  and  planning  for  better  community 
programming    for    the    elderly,    and    shall    co- 


ordinate or  carry  out  programs  designed  to 
meet  the  prdblems  of  the  aging  in  coordina- 
tion with  programs  of  the  Commission  on 
Aging  established  under  section  73  of  chapter 
8  of  the  General  Laws.  The  council  on  aging 
shall  send  to  said  Commission  on  Aging  a 
copy  of  the  annual  report  transmitted  by  it 
to  the  mayor  under  section  25  of  chapter  3  of 
these  ordinances.

I  transmit  herewith  communication  received 
from  John  R.  Peterson,  General  Counsel  to  the 
Christian  Science  Church,  requesting  that  the  City 
of  Boston  sell  to  Trustees  of  Church  Realty  Trust, 
subject  to  the  public  surface  easement  for  street 
purposes,  approximately  eight  hundred  forty-six 
(846)  square  feet  of  land,  being  a  portion  of  Dalton 
street,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  portion  of 
the  subsurface  trucking  facilities  proposed  to  be 
built  on  the  adjoining  land  of  the  Trust.

In  connection  with  the  improvements  being 
made  at  the  Christian  Science  Church  Center 
within  the  triangle  made  by  Huntington  avenue, 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  Belvidere  street, 
Trustees  of  Church  Realty  Trust  wish  to  purchase 
from  the  city,  subject  to  the  public  surface  ease- 
ment for  street  purposes  a  small  parcel  of  land 
shown  shaded  in  red  on  a  plan  of  land  on  Dal- 
ton street  prepared  by  Everett  M.  Brooks  Com- 
pany, Civil  Engineers,  dated  March  18,  1968,  a 
copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  marked  "Exhibit 


A."  A  verbal  description  of  tin-  parcel,  which  con- 
tains 846  square  feet  (aim,  prepared  by  the  Brook-; 
Company)  is  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  is." 

As  stated  to  the  Public  Improvement  Commis- 
sion at  the  meeting  on  April  2,  we  would  offer 
S4  per  square  foot  for  thin  small  parcel  of  land, 
subject   to    the   surface   easement   for  street    pur- 

pr,-c--. 

This  small  parcel,  together  with  our  adjoining 
land,  would  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
subsurface  trucking  facilities  to  serve  all  of  the  new 
construction  and  perhaps  ultimately  the  existing 
Publishing  House. 

The  proposed  construction  will  improve  pedes- 
trian and  vehicular  safety  in  the  area,  reduce  the 
volume  of  traffic  on  Dalton  and  Clearway  streets 
and  eliminate  unsightly  surface  trucking  facilities 
which  would  otherwise  be  required.  This  improve- 
ment would  be  carefully  coordinated  with  the  west 
side  interceptor  sewer  relocation,  and  the  tempo- 
rary obstruction  of  Dalton  street  for  both  would 
coincide.  You  will  recall  that  we  have  indicated 
that  a  temporary  turn-around  on  the  Clearway 
Street  extension  would  be  provided  during  the 
construction  period. 

The  Trustees  purchased  Falmouth  street  and 
other  streets  or  portions  of  streets  in  the  area  last 
year  at  the  recommended  price  of  86  per  square 
foot  and  this  price  was  unanimously  approved  by 
the  City  Council.  The  parcel  which  we  wish  to 
purchase  at  this  time  is,  of  course,  worth  consider- 
ably less  to  us  because  of  the  continuance  of  the 
surface  public  easement  for  highway  purposes,  in 
contrast  with  permanent  discontinuance  of  streets 
in  connection  with  the  previous  purchases.  It  is 
for  this  reason  and  others  that  we  feel  that  the 
offered  price  of  $4  is  very  adequate  and  we  would 
hope  that  the  Commission  would  recommend  it  to 
the  City  Council. 

You  will  recall  that  the  drawings  and  plans  for 
the  subsurface  trucking  facility  were  exhibited  to 
the  Commission  at  an  earlier  meeting,  and  have 
been  discussed  a  number  of  times  with  Frederick  L. 
Garvin,  Division  Engineer.  If  there  is  any  further 
information  which  you  desire  on  this  matter,  we 
will  be  glad  to  furnish  it.  We  hope  very  much  that 
this  matter  can  receive  prompt  and  favorable  con- 
sideration, because  our  development  plans  are 
now  reaching  construction  phase  and,  as  you  will 
appreciate,  time  is  of  the  essence.

Acts,  1967.— Chap.  658. 
Chap.  658.  An  Act  reorganizing  the  depart- 
ment OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND  PROVIDING 
FOR  THE  DIRECT  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  WELFARE  SYSTEM  OF  THE  COMMON- 
WEALTH   BY    SAID    DEPARTMENT. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  General  Laws  are  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  chapter  18  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  chapter: — 

Chapter  18. 
Department  of  Public  Welfare. 
Section  7.  To  assure  effective  citizen  participa- 
tion in  the  work  of  the  community  service  centers, 
there  shall  be  established  for  each  such  center  a 
community  service  board,  the  members  of  which 
shall  be  appointed  in  the  following  manner: — one 
member  from  each  city  or  town  in  the  area  served 
by  said  center  to  be  appointed  by  the  city  coun- 
cil or  the  board  of  selectmen,  as  the  case  may  be,  ■ 
and  the  remaining  members,  if  any,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  commissioner,  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor,  for  terms  of  three  years  each  on  a  rotating 
basis.  Each  board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  nor  more  than  thirty  members.  When  first 
appointed  one  third  of  the  members  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  three  years,  one  third  for  two  years, 
and  one  third  for  one  year.  Thereafter  new  ap- 
pointments shall  be  made  by  the  commissioner 
from  lists  of  nominees  prepared  by  the  community 
service  center  board,  containing  at  least  twice  as 
many  names  as  positions  to  be  filled  of  persons  with 
qualifications  that  will  maintain  the  distribution  of 
interests  broadly  representative  of  the  various 
segments  of  the  population  in  the  area  served. 
Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term.  No  member  shall  serve  more  than 
two  consecutive  three-year  terms.

The  membership  shall  include  recognized  com- 
munity leaders  in  these  fields  of  interest,  profes- 
sional and  nonprofessional;  persons  involved  in  the 

work  of  voluntary  agencies  of  the  area  and  con- 
cerned with  interrelationship  between  public  and 
private  programs;  and  recipients  of  service  pro- 
vided by  the  community  service  center.  Among 
the  members  there  shall  be  persons  who  are 
residents  of  uh  many  of  the  various  cities  and  towns 
of  the  area  served  as  is  practicable.  Persons  ap- 
pointed as  members  of  the  hoard  shall  not  be 
employees  or  consultants  of  the  department.  The 
director  of  the  center  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
board  ex  officio  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

The  community  service  boards  shall  me'it  at 
least  six  times  a  year  upon  call  of  their  respective 
chairmen,  the  director  of  the  center,  or  on  the 
written  request  of  not  less  than  five  members  of 
the  board.  The  boards  shall  elect  their  own  chair- 
men. 

The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  com- 
munity service  board  shall  be: 

(1)  to  act  in  the  interest  of  the  citizens  of  the 
area  served  by  the  center; 

(2)  to  advise  the  director  of  the  center,  the  com- 
missioner and  the  state  advisory  board  on  the  needs 
and  resources  of  the  area  served,  on  steps  that 
should  be  taken  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the 
public  welfare  program  in  the  area,  the  quality 
of  care  and  service  given  to  the  people  of  the  area, 
and  the  working  relationships  between  the  public 
and  voluntary  agencies  working  in  the  area; 

(3)  to  advise  the  commissioner  of  public  welfare 
in  the  selection  of  the  director  of  the  community 
service  center; 

(4)  to  review  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
director  of  the  center  regarding  the  annual  plan  and 
budget  for  the  public  welfare  program  provided 
by  the  community  service  center  with  a  view  to  its 
comprehensiveness  and  steps  that  may  be  taken 
to  ensure  the  provisions,  as  practicable,  of  the 
comprehensive  program  set  forth  in  section  two; 
to  advise  on  priorities  in  the  development  of  pro- 
gram for  the  area; 

(5)  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  state  ad- 
visory board,  to  the  commissioner  and  the  director 
of  the  center; 

(6)  to  receive  and  administer  in  separate  trusts 
any  funds  granted,  given  or  bequeathed  to  its  use 
in  the  interest  of  the  area  program  or  for  a  special 
purpose  as  indicated  in  the  gift,  grant,  or  order  or 
decree  of  a  court.

REPORT   OF  AD   HOC   COMMITTEE 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  the  Ad  Hoc  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

Report  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the  City  Council  ap- 
pointed on  May  13,  1968,  by  the  President  to  pro- 
mote more  efficient  communications  between  the 
Executive  and  Legislative  branches  has  met  with 
the  Mayor  and  his  representatives,  and  they  and 
the  Committee  have  agreed,  subject  to  acceptance 
of  this  report  by  the  Council,  on  the  following  pro- 
cedures : 

Broadly  speaking  there  are  two  categories  of 
communications  which  are  addressed  by  the 
Council  or  its  members  to  the  Mayor  —  i.e.,  those 
which  are  strictly  requests  for  information  and 
those  which  in  greater  or  lesser  degree  seem  to  be 
intended  substantially  for  press  and  public  con- 
sumption, or  as  a  spur  to  the  Mayor.  The  pro- 
posed procedures  relate  only  to  the  first  category 
of  communications. 

This  first  category  is  to  be  divided  into  three 
subcategories: 

A.  Formal  requests  for  information. 

B.  Informal  requests  for  information. 

C.  Service  calls. 

The  procedure  used  to  deal  with  each  is  to  be  aB 
f  ollows : 
A.     Formal  Requests  for  Information 

Ordinarily,  such  requests  are  to  be  made  to  the 
Mayor  by  the  Council  as  a  whole  through  the  adop- 
tion of  an  order  of  the  Council  requesting  informa- 
tion from  the  Mayor  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as 
amended.  Forms  properly  invoking  section  17F 
should  be  mimeographed  for  the  use  of  individual 
councillors  (see  attached  draft  of  form).  Under 
section  17F  it  is  necessary  to  stipulate  the  time 
(not  less  than  one  week)  within  which  the  desired 
information  is  to  be  furnished.  It  is  considered 
that  ordinarily  a  two-week  interval  ought  to  be 


allowed,  although  there  will  no  doubt  be  cases  in 
which  a  request  for  a  report  within  either  more  or 
less  time  than  two  weeks  will  be  appropriate.  If 
an  individual  councillor  is  in  doubt  as  to  what 
time  limit  to  specify  because  he  does  not  have  a 
clear  idea  of  how  long  it  should  reasonably  take 
to  develop  the  desired  information,  he  should  con- 
sult informally  with  Mr.  Lawrence  W.  Costello, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Administrative  Ser- 
vices Board  (Ext.  229). 

Replies  to  formal  requests  for  information  will 
be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  via  the  City 
Clerk  within  the  time  limit  specified.  However, 
if  there  is  some  difficulty  in  developing  the  neces- 
sary information  within  the  required  time,  it  will 
be  up  to  Mr.  Costello  to  seek  an  extension  of  time 
from  the  individual  councillor  who  filed  the  order. 
Failing  agreement  on  an  appropriate  extension  of 
time,  the  matter  will  be  dealt  with  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  President  of  the  Council. 

The  City  Clerk  is  to  keep  a  log  of  all  pending 
formal  requests  for  information  and  will  be  respon- 
sible for  sending  a  notice  to  Mr.  Costello  four  days 
in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  returning  the  de- 
sired information. 

B.  Informal  Requests  for  Information 
Ordinarily,    informal    requests    for    information 

should  be  directed  by  the  individual  councillor  in 
writing  (or  by  telephone  with  written  confirmation) 
to  the  applicable  department  head.  The  depart- 
ment head,  after  such  consultation  with  the  Mayor 
or  the  Commissioner  of  Administrative  Services  as 
he  may  deem  advisable,  shall  reply  directly  to  the 
councillor.  Informal  arrangements  as  to  the  length 
of  time  to  be  taken  in  reporting  back  can  be 
arranged  between  the  councillor  and  the  depart- 
ment head. 

C.  Service  Calls 

The  individual  councillor  and /or  his  assistant 
will  continue  to  follow  the  existing  practice  of 
making  service  calls  (e.g.,  requests  to  fill  potholes, 
repair  sewer  lines,  etc.)  to  the  department  head 
concerned  or  to  a  subordinate  within  his  depart- 
ment, as  the  councillor  wishes  and  as  circumstances 
appear  to  warrant.

OF   FIREARMS

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-eight. 
An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Possession  of  Certain 
Firearms  in  the  City  of  Boston. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  a9 

follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961  are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
chapter  20  the  following  chapter: 

Chaiteii  20A. 
Police  Department 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  de- 
partment, known  as  the  Police  Department,  as 
provided  in  the  charter  as  that  term  is  defined 
in  clause  Fifth  of  section  7  of  chapter  4  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  police  commissioner  shall  main- 
tain in  one  or  more  conveniently  located  buildings 
under  his  control  firearms  depositories  under  the 
charge  of  such  sergeants  or  officers  of  higher  rank 
in  the  police  department  as  he  may  from  time  to 
time  designate  where  persons  owning  firearms  they 
are  not  licensed  to  carry  or  possess  may  at  con- 
venient hours  leave  the  same  for  safe  keeping. 

SECTION  2.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  24  the  following  section: — ■ 

Section  24A.  (1)  As  used  in  this  section,  the 
word  "firearm"  shall  mean  any  weapon  of  any 
description,  loaded  or  unloaded,  from  which  a 
shot  or  bullet  can  be  discharged,  of  which  the 
length  of  barrel  is  eighteen  inches  or  more. 

(2)  No  person  shall  carry  or  possess  a  firearm 
in  the  city  unless  a  special  firearms  license  has 
been  issued  to  such  person  by  the  police  com- 
missioner pursuant  to  this  section  and  such 
license  has  not  expired  or  been  revoked;  nor  shall 
any  person  in  the  city  place  any  firearm  in  the 
possession  of  a  person  not  having  a  license  to 
carry  or  possess  the  same;  nor  shall  any  person 
having  a  special  firearms  license  carry  or  possess 
a  firearm  in  the  city  in  violation  of  the  terms  or 
conditions  of  his  license. 

(3)  The  police  commissioner  may  issue  a  special 
firearms  license  to  a  person  only  if  it  appears  that 
such  person  is  a  suitable  person  to  be  so  licensed 
and  that  either  (a)  the  duties  of  his  trade,  business 
or  employment  require  that  he  possess  or  carry  a 
firearm,  or  (b)  by  reason  of  special  facts  and 
circumstances,  not  generally  applicable  to  other 
persons  in  the  area  where  he  resides,  works,  or 
is  otherwise  regularly  present,  he  is  subject  to  a 
definite  and  specific  threat  of  injury  to  his  person 
or  property.  Every  special  firearms  license  issued 
under  this  section  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
the  third  month  next  succeeding  the  month  in 
which  it  is  granted  and  shall  be  upon  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  that  the  license  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferable; and  (b)  if  the  purpose  of  the  licensee  in 
applying  for  the  license  is  limited  to  hunting, 
targetshooting  or  other  recreation,  that  the  fire- 
arm shall  be  in  the  possession  of  such  person  only 
while  on  a  target  practice  range  or  other  premises 
licensed  under  section  twenty-four  or  while  the 
licensee  is  traveling  to  or  from  such  a  range  or 
premises  or  a  depository  maintained  by  the  police 
commissioner  under  section  two  of  chapter  twenty 
A. 

SECTIONS.  Section  110  of  said  chapter  29, 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  first  sentence  the  following  sentence: — ■ 
Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  section  24A 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  Each  day  during  any  portion  of  which 
such  violation  occurs  shall  be  considered  a  separate 
offense. 

SECTION  4.  Section  1  of  chapter  30  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  clause  (120)  the  following 
clause: — 

(120A)  Special  Firearms  License.  The  fee  for  a 
special  firearms  license  granted  by  the  police 
commissioner  under  section  24A  of  chapter  29 
of  these  ordinances  shall  be  $3.00. 

SECTION  5.  No  person  shall  be  prosecuted  for 
violating  paragraph  (2)  of  section  24A  of  chapter 
29  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  appearing 
in  section  2  of  this  ordinance,  unless  such  violation 
occurs  on  or  after  the  forty-fifth  day  after  this 
ordinance    takes    effect.

Order  No.  3,  clean,  well-maintained,  well-lighted 
streets,  attached  herewith  and  reading  as  follows, 
ought  to  pass. 

Order  No.  4,  concerning  anti-discrimination  on 
city  contracts,  attached  herewith  and  reading  as 
follows,  ought  to  pass. 

Order  No.  5,  concerning  additional  police  of- 
ficers, attached  herewith  and  reading  as  follows, 
ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services.

Order  No.  1 

Whereas,  It  is  indisputable  that  any  programs 
for  the  upgrading  of  the  physical  assets  of  Boston 
are  and  will  continue  to  be  severely  handicapped 
in  the  absence  of  a  vigorous  code  enforcement 
program;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  much  remains  to 
be  done  to  strengthen  and  extend  the  city's  efforts 
in  this  direction;  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  require 
all  department  heads  having  a  responsibility  for 
enforcement  of  the  building,  fire,  housing  and 
sanitary  codes  to  report  to  the  City  Council  con- 
cerning the  present  status  and  future  plans  for 
such  enforcement.

Whereas,  There  would  appear  to  be  no  program 
for  which  the  City  Government  is  more  basically 
responsible  than  the  maintenance  of  well-con- 
structed, well-lighted,  clean  streets  in  all  parts  of 
the  city  for  the  safe  passage  of  traffic,  both  pedes- 
trian and  vehicular;  and 

Whereas,  A  sincere  effort  to  achieve  these  con- 
ditions has  been  made  and  is  continuously  being 
made  by  the  Public  Works  Department  of  Boston 
at  great  cost  to  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  At  present,  despite  these  costly  and 
continuing  efforts  to  achieve  these  desired  results, 
the  condition  of  the  city's  streets  leaves  much  to 
be  desired;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  a  greatly  en- 
larged program  by  the  Public  Works  Department 
will  be  necessary  to  achieve  the  desired  condition 
of  our  streets;  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  require  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  prepare  a  written  report  for 
submission  to  the  City  Council  on  or  before 
August  1,  1968,  setting  forth  in  detail  what  must 
be  done  to  accomplish  our  goal  of  well-constructed, 
well-maintained,  well-lighted,  clean  streets  within 
a  reasonable  and  specific  time  period  and  further 
that  such  report  also  include  the  amount  of  addi- 
tional annual  expenditures  of  city  funds  necessary 
for  the  implementation  of  such  program  together 
with  a  listing  of  any  federal  or  state  funds  which 
might  be  available  for  such  program. 

Order  No.  4 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  vigorous  steps  must  be  taken  to  as- 
sure that  employment  practices  of  city  contractors 
and  licensees  be  unimpaired  by  discrimination  for 
reasons  of  age,  race  or  sex,  creed,  national  origin; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Council  notes  that  the  Mayor  has 
appointed  a  special  assistant  to  investigate  and 
eliminate  discrimination  from  the  employment 
practices   of  such   contractors   and   licensees;   and 

Whereas,  Such  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor 
would  be  strengthened  by  enactment  of  a  City 
Ordinance  forbidding  discrimination  of  city  con- 
tractors and  licensees,  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  prepare 
a  draft  of  such  an  ordinance  for  the  consideration 
of  the  City  Council. 

Order  No.  5 
Whereas,  It  is  the  prevailing  opinion  of  people 
from  all  walks  of  life  and  from  all  sections  within 
the  City  of  Boston,  an  opinion  shared  by  the 
majority  of  the  Council,  that  proper  law  enforce- 
ment and  a  reasonable  degree  of  safety  for  Boston 
residents  and  visitors  can  be  achieved  only  by  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  policemen 
to  patrol  the  streets  on  foot;  and 
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Whereas,  An  adequate  increase  in  the  number  of 
foot  patrolmen  cannot  be  achieved  merely  by 
redeployment  of  existing  members  of  the  Police 
Force;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  is  urgently  requested 
to  take  such  steps  as  may  bo  necessary  and  desir- 
able to  effect  an  increase  of  the  Boston  Police 
Force  by  at  least  300  officers  before  the  end  of 
1968.

St.  1965,  c.  804,  providing  for  the  retirement  of 
liquor  licenses  in  Boston,  is  applicable  only  where 
the  license  is  in  a  state  of  reservation  under  G.  L., 
c.  138,  s.  23B.  Under  the  last  cited  statutory  pro- 
vision, licenses  can  be  in  reservation  thereunder 
only  for  four  years  from  date  of  taking,  irrespective 
of  any  special  circumstances  (New  City  Hotel  Co. 
v.  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission,  347 
Mass.  539);  but  by  its  express  terms  G.  L.,  c.  138, 
s.  23B,  does  not  become  operative  until  the  licensee 
has  been  required  to  remove  his  business  from  the 
premises  subsequent  to  the  taking.  It  is  obvious 
from  the  dates  stated  above  that  the  four  years 
from  the  1961  taking  expired  before  McLaughlin's 
Tavern  was  required  to  remove  in  1967.

consultant  services  of  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  The 
goal  of  this  project  is  to  give  the  Boston  Police 
Department  the  most  advanced  communications 
and  information  system  in  the  country.

The  money  for  the  Mass.  Defenders  Committee 
has  been  drastically  reduced.  This  reduction 
comes  at  a  time  when  there  has  been  created  a 
requirement  of  representation  of  criminal  defend- 
ants on  a  scale  unprecedented  in  the  Common- 
wealth. Consequently  the  judges  in  this  court 
are  required  to  appoint  attorneys  for  people  ad- 
judged indigent  and  charged  with  a  crime  punish- 
able by  imprisonment. 

Suffolk  County  is  required  to  pay  the  attorneys 
so  appointed.  This  is  clearly  stated  by  our  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  the  case  of  Grady  vs.  Treasurer 
of  the  County  of  Worcester,  June  12,  1967,  and 
Abodeely  vs.  County  of  Worcester  and  another, 
June  12,  1967. 

The  Dorchester  District  Court  is  the  busiest 
district  court  of  the  seventy-two  district  courts  in 
the  state.

Whereas,  It  is  the  intention  of  the  City  Council 
that  the  citizens  of  the  local  neighborhoods  play  a 
greater  role  in  the  participation  of  this  program; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Office  of  Public  Services  es- 
tablish a  policy  whereby  they  hire  as  many  people 
as  is  possible  from  the  neighborhood  where  the  little 
City  Hall  is  to  be  located  in  order  to  promote  a 
better  line  of  communication  with  the  people  of 
the  neighborhood;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  hiring  the  personnel  for  these 
so-called  little  City  Halls  they  be  subject  to  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  regarding  their  employ- 
ment as  are  now  in  existence  for  city  employees. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  TIMILTY  submitted  the  following  Mi- 
nority Report: 

Minority  Report  op    Councillor    Tjmilty. 

Coun.  TIMILTY— Mr.  President  and  members 
of  the  Council,  as  vice-chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  and  Finance,  I  would  like  to 
submit  a  minority  roport. 

In  the  initial  talks  we  had  and  the  endless 
meetings  and  hours  of  testimony  regarding  this 
program,  there  were  many  questions  brought  up 
by  members  of  the  Council,  including  myself.  We 
had  said  at  the  end  of  the  first  meeting  the  questions 
should  be  answered  before  we  continued  to  look  at 
these  programs.  Some  of  these  questions  have  not 
yet  been  answered — the  only  question  answered  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  myself  is  the  first 
question,  citing  a  need  for  such  a  program,  and 
there  is  a  need,  but  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  have 
said  this  before,  is  tax  rich  and  service  poor. 

Any  way  we  can  find  to  improve  the  dire  need  of 
city  services  we  have  is  in  the  interest  of  not  only 
myself  but  other  members  of  the  Council. 

Such  serious  questions  brought  up  in  the  endless 
hours  of  testimony  as,  first,  do  we  need  this  pro- 
gram? Should  we  have  it  first  on  an  experimental 
basis?  Everybody  agreed.  The  first  disagreement 
came  on  how  it  was  going  to  work  in  an  experi- 
mental stage. 
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My  suggestion  was  to  first  take  the  employees 
wo  have  in  the  city  and  put  them  out  in  e  i  ting 
facilities,  in  places  around  the  city  that  need  fixing 
of  that  communication  gap,  such  ai  among  the 
members  of  the  Spanish-speaking  community,  to 
see  if  we  can  upgrade  the  services  in  the  Roxbury 
area  which  gets  hotter  each  day. 

These  questions  have  not  been  answered,  and  I 
believe  this  now,  the  burden  of  proof  lies  with  IJiu 
suggestion  of  policy. 

If  we  put  out  a  program  and  spend  9400,000  this 
year  and  many  millions  of  dollars  in  years  to  come, 
the  burden  of  proof  should  lie  with  the  present  city 
administration  to  first  prove  whether  this  program 
is  going  to  be  successful. 

I  congratulate  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  his  policy  for  this,  but  in  the  first  committee 
meeting  we  had,  they  went  against  those  sug- 
gestions, that  their  intent  in  the  hearing  was  to 
have  in  each  City  Hall  somebody  from  outside  the 
area.  This  does  not  go  along  with  the  chairman's 
suggestion. 

There  are  many  other  suggestions,  even  this 
policy  that  needs  looking  at  before  we  put  through 
this  appropriation  of  only  one  cent,  that  we  send 
i  t  back  to  the  committee  until  they  can  prove  from 
the  second  floor  this  program  is  going  to  work 
before  we  spend  $290,000  or  8380,000  of  the  tax- 
payers' money. 

Let's  find  out  first  whether  this  program  will 
work.  I,  for  one,  don't  want  to  be  responsible  for 
fostering  any  ambition  of  any  politician  within  this 
Hall  by  such  a  program. 

We  have  employees  now  carrying  the  burden  for 
30  years  in  this  City  Hall,  that  have  been  carrying 
out  our  dire  city  services.  We  don't  have  to  go 
outside  the  city  or  outside  City  Hall  to  find  people 
who  can  tell  us  how  to  run  our  city. 

I  respectfully  ask  the  members  of  the  Council  to 
send  this  back  into  committee  so  that  we  can 
further  study  it.

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  1960  there  were  50,000  substandard 
units  in  Boston  in  a  total  housing  stock  of  234,000 
units,  including  private  homes;  and 

Whereas,  The  judicial  mechanism  presently  used 
to  deal  with  violations  of  the  applicable  building 
sanitary  and  housing  codes  has  not  been  successful 
in  effecting  the  speedy  abatement  of  said  viola- 
tions; and 

Whereas,  At  present  there  is  a  proposal  before 
The  Great  and  General  Court  to  establish  a  housing 
court  for  the  City  of  Boston  having  jurisdiction 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  said  city;  and

presiding  judge  who  shall  devote  his  entire  time 
during  ordinary  business  hours  to  his  duties;  and

special  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  ordinances 
of  the  city,  all  existing  and  future  rules  and  regula- 
tions promulgated  by  state  or  local  regulatory 
bodies,  boards  or  offices,  only  in  so  far  as  the  same 
shall  apply  to  any  structure  in  whole  or  in  part 
used  or  intended  for  human  habitation;  and 

Whereas,  In  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction 
the  housing  court  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the 
Superior  Court  in  actions  at  law  and  suits  in  equity; 
and 

Whereas,  All  prosecutions  in  said  housing  court 
shall  be  civil  in  nature;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposal  would  create  a  housing 
clinic  to  be  established  and  operated  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 


Whereas,  The  housing  court  judge  may  send 
offending  landlords  and  tenants  under  penalty  of 
contempt  to  said  clinic  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
instructions  as  to  the  proper  care  and  maintenance 
of  housing  accommodations  and  the  social  Values 
to  be  derived  from  suitable  housing;  now  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  sup- 
ports in  principle  the  establishment  in  the  City  of 
Boston  of  a  housing  court,  such  as  is  contained  in 
H.R.  4711.  (An  Act  Establishing  a  Housing  Court 
for  the  City  of  Boston);  and  further 

That  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  respectfully  requested  to  convey  to 
The  Great  and  General  Court  the  support  of  the 
City  Council,  as  manifested  by  this  resolution  for 
the  concept  of  a  housing  court  such  as  is  proposed 
in  H.R.  4711  (An  Act  Establishing  a  Housing 
Court  for  the  City  of  Boston).

Dear  Mayor  White : 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  continuing 
controversy  as  to  the  operational  readiness  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department.  While  it  is  generally 
acknowledged  that  the  Boston  fire  fighter  is  one  of 
the  country's  best,  serious  doubt  has  been  cast 
upon  the  organizational  structure  of  the  depart- 
ment and  the  condition  of  its  equipment. 

It  is  the  Commission's  opinion  that  the  city's 
best  interest  is  not  served  by  a  continuation  of 
this  controversy  for  the  purpose  of  determining  if 
there  be  any  one  person,  group,  or  administration 
that  is  responsible.  Rather,  the  city's  interest  is 
truly  served  by  a  thorough  and  objective  evalua- 
tion of  the  department's  present  condition,  a 
determination  of  what  improvement  can  be  made 
under  existing  conditions  and  the  development  of 
realistic  plans  to  provide  the  degree  of  fire  protec- 
tion that  the  citizens  of  Boston  demand  and  de- 
serve. It  is  with  this  objective  in  mind  that  the 
Finance  Commission  hereby  formally  requests  that 
your  Honor  submit  to  the  Council  an  order  calling 
for  a  supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount 
of  twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  (27,500) 
dollars  in  order  to  permit  the  Commission  to  en- 
gage the  services  of  the  consulting  firm  of  Gage- 
Babcock  &  Associates,  Inc.,  of  Westchester,  Illi- 
nois, and  for  miscellaneous  expenses  which  will  be 
incurred  by  the  Commission  in  the  course  of  the 
study.  This  firm  was  selected  by  the  Commission 
on  the  basis  of  the  exceptional  recommendations  it 


received  from  other  experts  in  the  municipal  fire 
protection  field.  To  assist  your  Honor  in  re  .  iev  ing 
iln  request,  there  is  enclosed  a  copy  of  the  pro- 
posal submitted  to  the  Commission,  setting  forth 
in  detail  the  specific  areas  for  analysis  and  review, 
fn  addition,  there  is  enclosed  a  brochure  providing 
background  information  on  the  consultants. 

The  Commission  regrets  the  necessity  of  request- 
ing additional  funds  especially  at  a  time  when  the 
demand  from  city  departments  for  funds  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  However,  the  fixed  expenses 
of  the  Commission  absorb  in  excess  of  ninety-five 
(95)  percent  of  the  Commission's  statutory  appro- 
priation under  chapter  894  of  the  Acts  of  1965. 
The  excess  over  fixed  expenses  will  be  absorbed  by 
those  expenses  incurred  in  the  Commission's  in- 
vestigation of  the  deputy  sheriffs  and  the  litiga- 
tion which  attended  that  matter. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  subject  matter 
of  the  proposed  study  is  one  of  the  greatest  urgency. 
While  we  respectfully  seek  your  Honor's  prompt 
attention  to  this  supplemental  appropriation  re- 
quest, of  far  greater  significance  will  be  your 
Honor's  support  and  action  to  effect  those  recom- 
mendations which  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  city 
and  its  citizens.

I  am  submitting  herewith  an  order  requesting 
approval  of  the  application  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  to  the  Housing  Assistance  Adminis- 
tration for  a  preliminary  loan  for  surveys  and 
planning  in  connection  with  low-rent  housing 
projects,  and  approval  of  the  application  of  the 
provisions  of  section  23  of  the  United  States 
Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  together  with  a  letter  from  the  Chairman 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  explaining  the 
reasons  therefor. 

There  clearly  is  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  need 
for  increased  low-rent  housing  at  rents  within  the 
means  of  low-income  families.  This  need  exceeds 
the  limits  of  what  can  be  accomplished  within  the 
framework  of  existing  public  and  private  housing. 
The  city  must  move  ahead  with  deliberate  and 
diversified  program  efforts  if  we  are  to  approach 
the  goal  of  a  decent  home  in  a  suitable  living 
environment  for  all  of  our  citizens.  This  increase 
in  program  reservations  for  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  should  be  viewed  as  but  one  of  many 
steps  which  must  be  taken  with  speed  to  keep 
abreast  of  our  urban  needs.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  need  for  an  expanded  low-rent  public  hous- 
ing program  in  Boston  becomes  increasingly  evident 
through  both  the  statistics  of  demand  and  the 
growing  voice  of  the  community.  To  more  ade- 
quately meet  this  need,  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority seeks  additional  federal  program  reserva- 
tions, utilizing  conventional  construction  and 
acquisition,  as  well  as  leasing  of  units. 
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The  BHA  is  approaching  the  point  of  exhausting 
all  present  program  authorizations.  In  the  pro- 
gram of  conventional  construction  and  acquisition, 
all  units  have  been  allocated,  and  they  should  be  in 
occupancy  status  by  1970.  Under  the  federal 
program  to  lease  1,000  units  of  privately  owned 
housing  for  low-income  families,  more  than  600 
units  are  occupied  or  under  commitment,  with  the 
balance  to  be  used  in  the  Boston  Rehabilitation 
Program  or  other  imminent  leasing  possibilities, 
thus  exhausting  the  total  authorization  as  early  as 
the  end  of  July,  1968. 

Federal  regulations  require  that  the  local  govern- 
ing body,  in  this  case  the  Mayor  and  Boston  City 
Council,  approve  the  Authority's  application  for  a 
preliminary  loan  for  low-rent  public  housing,  and 
approve  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 23  for  the  leasing  of  units  to  the  locality.  A 
form  of  resolution  for  these  purposes  approved  by 
the  Housing  Assistance  Administration  is  enclosed. 

In  an  effort  to  more  nearly  meet  the  need  for  low- 
rent  housing,  and  to  create  the  most  diversified  and 
effective  program  resources  will  permit,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  proposes  a  two-year  develop- 
ment program  to  include: 

1.  One  thousand  (1,000)  dwelling  units  of  low- 
rent  public  housing  to  be  provided  by  new  con- 
struction, or  by  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of 
existing  housing,  for  families  and  elderly. 

2.  Two  thousand  (2,000)  dwelling  units  to  be 
provided  by  leasing  privately  owned  housing 
(section  23),  and  supplementing  the  rent-paying 
ability  of  low-income  families. 

3.  One  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  dwelling 
units  to  be  provided  by  long-term  leasing  of 
privately  owned  housing  for  families  (section 
10(c)). 

The  program  of  conventional  construction  and 
acquisition  would  be  employed  to  create  much- 
needed  low-rent  housing,  particularly  emphasizing 
design  of  units  for  large  families.  Scattered  site 
construction  would  be  used  with  building  styles 
compatible  with  neighborhood  surroundings. 
Developments  for  the  elderly  include  special  safety 
features  and  facilities  in  unit  design. 

Extension  of  the  short-term  leasing  program 
(section  23)  would  provide  the  capability  for  BHA 
to  continue  in  its  support  of  public  and  private 
efforts  to  create  good  standard  housing  for  low- 
income  families.  Public  housing  financing  formulas 
presently  provide  the  only  available  financial  tool 
for  achieving  the  intended  low-rent  character  of 
these  programs,  creating  a  situation  which  allows 
families  to  pay  a  rent  within  their  means,  and  pro- 
vides an  economic  rent  on  units  for  the  developers. 
Application  of  the  leasing  program  to  the  con- 
struction planned  under  221(d)  (3)  provisions  will 
create  additional  low-rent  units  in  the  context 
of  an  economically  mixed  community. 

The  units  sought  under  the  long-term  leasing 
program  (section  10(c))  are  proposed  for  use  in 
support  of  the  concept  of  the  In-fill  program,  cur- 
rently under  development.  Mass  production  of 
units  on  unused  lots,  creating  units  of  large  size 
in  all  areas  of  the  city,  is  joined  with  public  housing 
financing  to  make  the  units  available  to  low-income 
families.  This  innovative  approach  might  estab- 
lish a  new  means  of  building  low-rent  housing  in  a 
relatively  short  period  of  time. 

Throughout  this  multifaceted  program,  the 
BHA  is  in  pursuit  of  approaches  to  programs  which 
will  provide  ownership  elements  and  opportunities 
for  low-income  families. 

In  order  to  embark  upon  this  development  pro- 
gram, totaling  4,200  dwelling  units,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  requests  action  by  the  City 
Council  to  approve: 

1.  BHA  application  for  a  preliminary  loan  for 
low-rent  housing. 

2.  Application  of  the  provisions  of  section  23 
to  the  locality. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  you  submit  the 
enclosed  order  to  the  City  Council  for  approval 
by  that  Body.

As  funds  are  presently  available  in  the  City 
Treasury  in  the  reserved  account  "Sales  of  City 
Property"  and  it  is  intended  that  the  accompany- 
ing appropriation  order  utilize  these  funds.

Dear  Sir: 

.After  endeavoring  for  many  years,  we  have 
finally  acquired  title  to  26,119  square  feet  of  land 
on  South  Bay  avenue  adjacent  to  the  South  Bay 
incinerator,  having  paid  the  Commonwealth 
$45,008.25  or  SI. 75  per  square  foot.  This  land  had 
been  leased  from  the  state  for  the  past  ten  years 
and  had  been  used  for  the  handling  of  incinerator 
residue. 

This  parcel  of  land  being  used  for  the  processing 
of  residue  comprises  35,800  square  feet  and  fronted 
on  South  Bay  avenue  100  feet  with  a  358-foot 
depth.  The  state  retained  the  back  97  feet  of 
depth  or  9,700  square  feet  for  highway  purposes, 
when  the  Connector  to  the  Inner  Belt  is  constructed 
in  this  area. 

In  order  to  have  adequate  operating  area  for 
residue  handling,  we  should  acquire  an  additional 
9,700  square  feet  adjacent  to  the  parcel  just  pur- 
chased. However,  in  doing  so,  the  remaining  area 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth  would  be  roughly 
triangular  in  shape,  comprising  26,158  square 
feet  and,  according  to  the  Right  of  Way  Division 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  it 
would  be  considerably  reduced  in  value  and 
difficult  to  sell.  They  suggested  that  we  acquire 
the  entire  parcel.  I  expressed  an  interest  but 
suggested  a  much  lower  unit  price  which  was  not 
cordially  received.  There  is  now  available  S7.591.75 
for  this  purpose. 

I  strongly  recommend  the  purchase  of  the 
entire  remaining  tract  of  35,858  square  feet  be- 
cause fa)  if  this  land  is  sold  in  the  future,  the  new 
owners  would  undoubtedly  complain  about  the 
residue  operation  and  (b)  more  importantly,  with 
the  development  of  rail  haul  for  solid  waste  dis- 
posal, this  site  would  be  ideal  for  a  transfer  station, 
having  direct  access  to  the  railroad  tracks  in  South 
Bay  avenue.  Therefore,  will  you  kindly  allocate 
the  sum  of  $55,160  for  the  purchase  of  the  entire 
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tract  and  approve  my  entering  into  negotiations 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
acquiring  the  same. 

Kindly  inform   me  as  to  your  decision  in  this 
matter  as  soon   as  possible  in  order  that  I   may 
enter  into  negotiations  with  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  immediately  thereafter.

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  communication 
from  the  Fire  Commissioner  requesting  additional 
funds  of  $275,000  with  an  accompanying  order  for 
this  amount. 

The  letter  from  the  Fire  Commissioner  explains 
the  purpose  for  which  these  funds  are  needed  and, 
in  my  opinion,  appear  justified. 

We  presently  have  funds  in  the  City  Treasury 
received  through  the  sale  of  city  property  which 
must  be  reserved  and,  by  law,  can  only  be  appro- 
priated for  a  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the 
city  is  authorized  to  incur  debt  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  or  more.  The  purchase  of  a  fire  boat  falls 
within  this  provision.

It  is  requested  that  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets 
initiate  action  to  obtain  an  Equipment  Loan  in  the 
amount  of  $275,000f  or  the  purchase  of  a  60-  to 
65-foot  fireboat  for  the  use  of  the  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment. 

A  survey  of  marine  equipment  of  this  depart- 
ment by  the  Naval  architectural  firm  of  Potter  & 
McArthur  this  year  has  established  an  urgent 
need  for  a  prompt  replacement  program  of  marine 
fire-fighting  equipment,  i.e.,  fireboats. 

Sequentially,  the  first  recommendation  of  this 
survey  was  to  procure  a  boat  of  the  approximate 
above-stated  size  with  a  5,000  GPM  pumping 
capacity  to  replace  the  fire  boat  "James  F.  Mc- 
Tighe"  on  a  very  short-term  basis  in  order  to 
limit  the  liability  of  the  city  for  this  vessel  as  a 
marine  hazard  and  involvement  in  escalating 
maintenance  expenses  which  would  only  serve  to 
temporarily  postpone  the  decommissioning  of  this 
boat.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  office  that  the  pump- 
ing capacity  to  be  integrated  should  be  not  less 
than  6,000  Gl'M,  and  it  is  so  recommended.  If  a 
pumping  capacity  below  this  6,000  GPM  is  not 
obtained,  we  will  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Underwriters  and  thus  would  lose  credit  for  this 
boat  in  our  fire  rating. 

The  second  recommendation  was  for  the  pro- 
curement of  a  98-foot  fireboat  with  a  12,000  GPM 
pumping  capacity  to  replace  the  fireboat  "Joseph  J. 
Luna"  which,  although  in  a  general  obsolescent 
state,  is  believed  to  be  capable  of  continuing  as  a 
fireboat  for  one  or  two  years  without  major  mainte- 
nance expense.  Planning  should  be  initiated  in  the 
subsequent  future  to  procure  such  a  craft  in  order 
that  the  Boston  Waterfront  and  Harbor  may  be 
protected    by    reliable    fire    protection.      Current 


tentative  estimates  indicate  an  expenditure  for 
this  size  fireboat  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,000,000. 

With  the  accomplishment  of  these  recommenda- 
tions, it  is  the  studied  opinion  of  the  Naval  archi- 
tects that  the  cost  for  marine  fire  protection  needs 
for  the  Boston  Harbor  area  can  be  met  by  an 
operating  cost  of  about  75  percent  of  the  present 
annual  cost,  with  adequate  coverage  until  the 
final  years  of  this  century. 

As  a  point  of  information,  it  should  be  noted 
that  the  Boston  waterfront 

(a)  Handles  a  reported  $600  million  in  value, 
annually ;  and 

(b)  Its  domestic  cargoes  and  intraport  ship- 
ments raise  the  total  annual  volume  to  20  million 
tons.  About  half  of  this  cargo  consists  of  fuels, 
gasoline,  petro-chemicals,  and  so  forth,  carried 
in  bv  supertankers  or  large  bulk  carriers  in  unit 
quantities  of  12,000  to  100,000  tons,  which  is 
stored  in  the  port  in  much  larger  volumes  await- 
ing distribution  and  consumption. 

This  office  concurs  with  the  findings  and  recom- 
mendations contained  in  the  Potter  A  McArthur 
Report  in  principle  and  is  extremely  concerned 
with  the  status  of  the  Marine  Fire  Protection 
Equipment  of  this  department. 

Ships'  collisions  and  explosions,  containment  of 
the  hazards  from  resulting  spill  of  millions  of 
gallons  of  highlv-flammable  petroleum  products 
into  confined  channels  lined  by  rows  of  wooden 
piers  in  densely  populated  areas  such  as  Atlantic 
avenue,  Charlestown,  East  Boston,  and  Chelsea 
(which  offers  serious  exposure  to  East  Boston) 
must  be  given  thoughtful  consideration  for  the 
Texas  City  Disaster,  the  Houston  Ship  Channel 
Collision  and  Fire,  and  the  New  York  Harbor 
Tanker  Fire  are  tragic  testimony  that  they  do 
happen. 

The  marine  hazards  facing  Boston  include  the 
major  petroleum  terminals  situated  on  narrow 
tributaries  which  do  not  lessen  but  accentuate  the 
potential,  the  trend  toward  waterside  locations  of 
high-rise  buildings,  marinas,  and  so  forth,  all 
demonstrate  the  need  for  adequate  marine  fire 
protection  to  augment  the  land  forces  in  the  event 
of  fire  in  areas  adjacent  to  Boston  Harbor  to  its 
tributaries. 

There  is  a  proven  need  for  marine  fire  equipment 
in  Boston  Harbor  since  the  marine  fire  hazards  of 
the  Port  have,  by  no  means  diminished,  but,  to  the 
contrary,  have  grown  bevond  proportion.  To 
continue  the  operation  of  existing  fireboats  will 
require  an  estimated  maintenance  budget  of 
approximately  $350,000  and  an  estimated  200  "out 
of  service"  days  over  the  next  three  years.

On  March  15,  1968,  this  department,  recognizing 
the  increased  activity  in  this  field  and  the  need  for 
greater  combative  efforts,  stepped  up  enfon 
by  instituting  a  new  unit  known  as  the  Unlawful 
Dm;;  Squad.  This  squad,  which  is  headed  by 
Lieut.  Joseph  R.  Rowan  of  the  Vice  Control  Unit, 
works  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs  and  is 
staffed  by  thirty  (30)  Boston  police  investigators 
operating  on  a  24-hour,  7  day  a  week,  basis. 

Present  budgetary  allowances  provide  for  the 
adequate  starring  and  effective  operation  of  this 
unit;  however,  if  the  trend  of  increased  activity  in 
this  field  continues,  it  may  necessitate,  in  the 
future,  a  request  for  additional  starring  and/or 
expenditure  of  funds.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  reply  to  the 
questions  to  the  above  City  Council  order: 

3.  A  team  of  four  (4)  mass  Coding  Housing  In- 
spectors and  two  (2)  Complaint  Housing  Inspectors 
are  presently  assigned  to  the  Brighton-Allston  area 
of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  Article  2  of 
the  State  Sanitary  Code,  including  the  regulation 
establishing  "space  and  use  requirements."  One 
(1)  Housing  Inspector  is  assigned  to  the  Beacon 
Hill  area  on  complaints  only. 

A  review  of  the  complaints  filed  with  the  Hous- 
ing Inspection  Department  relative  to  overcrowd- 
ing reveals  that  a  minimal  number  have  been 
received  and  in  all  instances  the  occupancy  was 
reduced  by  order  of  the  department. 

4.  The  Housing  Inspection  Department  has  the 
capability  of  moving  teams  of  inspectors  into  any 
section  of  the  city  where  serious  violations  of  the 
Housing  Code  are  reported  to  exist. 

Over-occupany  of  a  dwelling  unit  is  very  difficult 
to  determine  because,  in  most  instances,  the  occu- 
pants are  not  at  home  during  the  day  and  we  are 
unable  to  gain  access  to  inspect.  This  would  neces- 
sitate night  inspections.  In  order  to  insure  the 
privacy  of  most  of  these  areas,  specific  addresses 
where  over-occupancy  is  alleged  to  exist  should  be 
provided. 

At  the  present  time,  our  complaint  records  indi- 
cate a  low  incidence  of  this  type  of  violation  has 
been  reported  to  us. 

It  is  impossible  to  know  whether  additional  funds 
are  necessary  to  enforce  this  section  of  the  code 
until  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  becomes  ap- 
parent.

Reference  is  made  to  an  order  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  dated  June  24,  1968,  introduced  by 
Councillor  John  L.  Saltonstall  and  requesting  cer- 
tain personnel  information  from  the  Police  De- 
partment.   May  I  respond  as  follows:

2.  Special  efforts  are  made  to  recruit  police 
candidates  from  the  nonwhite  community  through 
our  Police-Community  Relations  Program.  A 
special  course  of  training  was  conducted  last  year 
by  members  of  the  Police  Academy  staff  in  the 
Roxbury  district  to  assist  applicants  in  preparing 
for  the  criminal  law  portion  of  the  Civil  Service 
examination.  At  the  request  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  future  examinations  will  require  no 
technical  training,  as  the  contents  of  the  examina- 
tion will  be  limited  to  questions  of  general  knowl- 
edge. In  recruiting  our  Police  Cadets,  which  is 
essentially  a  career  encouragement  program,  we 
are  making  every  effort  through  neighborhood 
organizations,  social  centers  and  schools  to  reach 
every  prospective  applicant  in  the  nonwhite 
community. 

3.  The  harsh  realities  of  present-day  police 
work  in  our  urban  society,  the  opportunities  in 
private  industry,  and  the  manpower  demands  of 
the  military  service  have  all  combined  to  make 
current  police  recruitment  difficult.  Those  young 
men  in  our  black  community  who  have  the  qualifi- 
cations for  a  successful  police  career  understand- 
ably strive  for  something  better.  Nevertheless, 
I  believe  that  if  the  Civil  Service  announcements 
were  given  wider  publicity  and  the  examinations 
brought  directly  into  the  nonwhite  community 
we  would  obtain  more  applicants.  Certainly  there 
must  be  many  potential  candidates  in  the  non- 
white  community  for  the  police  service  if  we  can 
convince  these  young  men  that  this  opportunity 
is  really  available  to  them.  We  should  not,  how- 
ever, lower  our  entrance  standards  if  we  are  to 
continue  striving  for  a  truly  professional  police 
service.

Question  No.  1 — Present  number  of  nonwhite 
members  of  the  Fire  Fighting  Force  totals  17. 
AH  are  of  Fire  Fighter  grade.  Nonwhites  have 
occupied  positions  of  rank  in  this  department  in 
previous  years  which  they  attained  in  Civil 
Service-controlled  examinations,  and  all  who  at- 


tained officer  rank  served  honorably  and  with 
distinction.  However,  these  members  are  now 
retired  or  deceased. 

Question  No.  2 — We  are  in  the  process  of  im- 
plementing a  program  of  training  to  prepare  non- 
whites  for  the  Civil  Service  Fire  Entrance  Ex- 
amination to  be  held  September  14.  We  are 
confident  that  the  personnel  selected  to  provide 
this  training,  the  cooperation  being  received  from 
the  Human  Relations  Task  Force  of  the  city,  and 
the  support  of  community  leaders  should  insure 
a  highly  successful  program. 

Question  No.  3 — This  office  is  not  aware  of  any 
statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  or  regulations  which 
would  act  to  prohibit,  inhibit,  or  act  negatively 
to  prevent  the  appointment  or  promotion  of  non- 
whites  who  successfully  qualify  under  the  rules  of 
Massachusetts  Division  of  Civil  Service,  which 
governs  in  all  such  matters.

The  Finance  Commission  first  became  concerned 
with  the  matter  of  fees  paid  to  Deputy  Sheriffs 
of  Suffolk  County  for  the  Service  of  civil  process 
when  chapter  594  of  the  Acts  of  1961  was  enacted. 
That  act  required  that  Deputy  Sheriffs  annually 
file  a  report  with  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  total 
amount  of  fees  collected  for  such  service  for  the 
year  past. 

Complying  with  this  legal  mandate  the  6  Deputy 
Sheriffs  of  Suffolk  Countv,  and  2  part-time  Deputy 
Sheriffs,  reported  that  they  had  collected  for  the 
year  1965  the  amazing  total  of  S267.692.01. 
Similar  reports  indicated  gross  fees  of  §262,317.82 
for  1966  and  $262,287.94  for  1967. 

This  revelation  caused  immediate  concern  be- 
cause of  the  traditional  "practice"  by  which  the 
deputies  considered  all  fees  as  accruing  to  them 
personally. 

The  Finance  Commission  thereafter  initiated  a 
broad  inquiry  into  the  operation  of  the  Deputy 
Sheriffs'  office  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
level  of  service  provided  by  the  deputies,  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  them  in  the  service  of  process 
and  the  net  amounts  received  by  the  several 
deputies  from  the  performance  of  their  statutory 
duties.  Refusal  of  the  Special  Deputy  to  answer 
the  questions  of  the  Commission  pertaining  to  the 
collection  and  distribution  of  fees  compelled  the 
Commission  to  resort  to  the  Courts  for  an  ap- 
propriate order  re  uriring  that  such  testimony  be 
given.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  in  the  case  of 
finance  Commission  vs.  Anthony  L.  Basile,  Mass. 
Adv.  Sh.  (1968)  615,  upheld  the  Commission's 
jurisdiction  and  ordered  the  Special  Sheriff  to 
respond  to  its  inquiries  pertaining  to  fees.  As  a 
result  the  Commission  ascertained  that  the  several 
Deputy  Sheriffs  received  the  following  total 
amounts  for  the  performance  of  their  duties:

By  any  reasonable  analysis  the  income  received 
by  the  Deputies  for  the  years  1965  through  1967 
is  totally  incompatible  with  either  the  services 
provided  or  the  demands  of  the  position.  This 
fact  is  most  easily  demonstrated  by  the  following 
comparison: 

1966  Compensation  Comparison 

Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court $27,500 

Deputy  Sheriff  (Average  Income) 27,290 

Associate  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court .  .  26,400 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court.  . .  .  23,100 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court . .      22,000 

The  fundamental  problem  is  not  the  amounts 
received  as  a  result  of  the  collection  of  fees,  it  is 
the  system  itself.  This  system  permits  those  acting 
in  their  official  capacities  to  keep  the  funds  that 
come  to  them  from  performance  of  a  statutory 
duty.  While  this  system  is  rich  in  historical  ances- 
try, it  was  recognized  centuries  ago  as  a  system 
uniquely  susceptible  to  corruption. 

The  Commission  recognizes  the  fact  that  the 
incumbent  Sheriff  has  placed  many  of  the  deputies 
on  a  salary  basis  while  limiting  the  possible  fee 
income  for  the  remaining  deputies.  This  is  obvi- 
ously a  movement  in  the  right  direction  but  the 
time  has  come  for  deputies  to  be  legislatively 
recognized  as  employees  of  the  County  of  Suffolk 
and  compensated  according  to  the  duties  they 
perform. 

It  is  relevant  here  to  cite  a  case  parallel  to  that 
of  Deputy  Sheriffs  with  respect  to  the  duties  of 
process  serving.  U.  S.  Marshals  collect  fees  for 
similar  service  and  this  money  is  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury.  The  Marshals  are 
paid  on  the  following  salary  schedule: 

TJ.  S.  Marshals  Salary  Schedule 

Civil  Service  GS-6,  starting  salary $6,321

U.  S.  Marshals  are  allowed  10  cents  per  mile  for 
use  of  a  car  and  $16  a  day  when  away  from  their 
station. 

New  York  City  has  four  job  classifications  re- 
lating to  the  service  of  process.  The  duties  assigned 
to  two  of  the  positions  closely  resemble  those  of  the 
deputy  sheriffs  of  Suffolk  County.  These  positions 
are  titled  as  "Supervising  Process  Server"  and 
'Head  Process  Server."  The  City  of  New  York 
pays  $8,040  and  $10,000  respectively  to  those  hold- 
ing the  positions. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  the 
solution  to  this  problem  is  to  establish  in  the  Classi- 
fication and  Compensation  Plan  for  Officers  and 
Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  a  position  which 
will  properly  describe  the  office  of  deputy  sheriff 
and  that  an  equitable  and  adequate  salary  range 
be  assigned  thereto. 

The  Commission  specifically  recommends  the 
following: 

1.  That  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  immedi- 
ately commence  proceedings  under  Rule  3  of  the 
Classification  and  Compensation  for  Employees  of 
Suffolk  County  by  requesting  the  Supervisor  of 
Personnel  to  establish  a  position  of  "Deputy 
Sheriff  (Process  Server)"  and  to  submit  such  classi- 
fication to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  for  ap- 
proval. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  in 
accordance  with  section  8  of  Article  LXXXlX  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Rule  12 
of   the  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and    House  of 


Representatives,  petition  the  current  session  for 
enactment  of  the  special  statute  which  is  attached 
hereto.

City,  County  and  State  Employees  Union,  hereby 
petition  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
it  is  ex  officio  (with  the  Mayor  of  Boston),  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Suffolk  County, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  consider  the 
resolution  attached  herewith.

Whereas,  Negotiations  have  taken  place  between 
the  United  City,  County  and  State  Employees 
Union,  Local  285,  representing  employees  of  the 
various  Clerks  and  Registers  Offices  in  Suffolk 
County,  the  representative  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
Allan  Drachman,  Esquire,  and  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Meetings  were  held  March  14,  April  1,  April  10, 
June  3  and  June  24,  for  the  purpose  of  bargaining 
on  wage  increases.  It  is  the  contention  of  the  em- 
ployees that  they  are  entitled  to  a  15  percent  wage 
increase.  The  contention  of  Mr.  Drachman,  in 
behalf  of  the  city,  is  that  the  employees  are  only 
entitled  to  a  one-step  increase  beginning  July  3 
with  another  one-step  increase  in  April  of  1969. 
Each  increase  would  represent  approximately  4.5 
percent  or  a  total  of  9  percent  as  opposed  to  the 
15  percent  increase  requested  by  the  employees. 

At  the  conference  with  the  Mayor  on  June  1, 
the  final  offer  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  the  same 
as  that  made  by  Mr.  Drachman,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  it  would  be  retroactive  to  April  27,  1968, 
the  expiration  date  of  the  previous  contract,  which 
offer  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  employees. 

The  clerical  help  in  the  Clerk's  Office  of  the 
Superior  Civil,  Superior  Criminal  and  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court;  Superior  Court  Probation  Office; 
District  Attorney's  Office;  Boston  Juvenile  Court; 
Register  of  Deeds,  and  the  employees  of  the  various 
District  Courts  throughout  Suffolk  County  con- 
tend that  their  work  requires  a  high  degree  of 
expertise,  efficiency  and  knowledge  of  various 
procedures  of  the  courts  and  that  if  the  city  is  to 
continue  to  attain  this  caliber  of  employees  that 
their  sularies  should  be  competitive  with  positions 


in  private  industry  requiring  the  same  degree  of 
skill,  knowledge  and  expertise. 

Contract  negotiations  having  been  unsuccessful, 
the  employees  feel  that  the  present  type  of  nego- 
tiations are  unavailing.

Whereas,  The  Anti-Poverty  Program  represents 
in  Boston  one  of  the  most  elfeotive  means  by 
which  citizens  have  been  trained  in  self-help  and 
self-development; 

Whereas,  The  success  of  the  program  has,  in 
large  part,  resulted  from  the  nonpolitical,  quasi- 
public  nature  of  the  ABCD  structure ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  participated 
officially  by  means  of  Board  membership  in  the 
development  of  the  Anti-Poverty  Program;  and 

Whereas,  The  recently  passed  "Green  Amend-

Dear  Mayor  White: 

In  reply  to  City  Council  order  adopted  on  June  24 
concerning  the  Infill  Housing  Program,  your 
questions  are  answered  as  follows: 

Question  A:  What  has  been  the  extent  of  city 
action  taken  to  date  in  furtherance  of  the  so-called 
Infill  Housing  Program? 

Answer:  The  Infill  Housing  Program  is  designed 
to  build  housing  for  1,000  to  2,000  large,  low- 
income  families  on  vacant  land  scattered  through- 
out the  city.  The  housing  will  be  built  by  private 
developers  and  will  be  made  available  to  low-in- 
come families  through  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority's rental  programs.  The  sites  will  largely 
consist  of  small,  scattered  parcels  presently  in  city 
ownership. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  been 
designated  as  the  city  agency  to  coordinate  and 


implement  the  program.  With  the  assistance  of 
the  Real  Property  Department,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  has  compiled  lists  and 
maps  showing  all  tax  delinquent  or  foreclosed 
land  located  in  the  city. 

Two  development  teams  have  been  designated 
to  begin  this  program:  (1)  Massachusetts  Housing 
Association  and  (2)  Development  Corporation  of 
America.  Four  other  housing  developers  appear 
to  be  able  to  make  constructive  contributions  to 
the  Infill  Housing  Program  and  have  been  asked  to 
submit  more  detailed  proposals. 

Two  parcels,  one  in  Charlestown  and  the  other 
in  the  South  End,  now  owned  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  have  been  designated  as 
model  sites  and  the  Development  Corporation  of 
America  has  begun  construction  on  these  sites. 

Question  B:  To  what  extent  has  the  city's 
credit  been  committed  to  the  success  of  this  pro- 
gram? 

Answer:  The  city's  credit  has  not  and  will  not 
be  pledged  in  connection  with  the  Infill  Program. 
Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  properties  to  be  used  in  the 
Infill  Program  are  either  tax  foreclosed  properties 
or  properties  in  the  process  of  being  foreclosed  and 
as  such  they  provide  no  revenue  to  the  city.  All 
proceeds  acquired  from  the  sale  of  these  properties 
by  the  Authority  will  be  turned  over  to  the  City 
Treasury.  The  properties  will  be  tax  producing 
to  the  extent  permitted  by  the  Federal  Laws  per- 
taining to  low-income  housing. 

Question  C:  By  what  means  will  the  city's 
financial  position  and  the  integrity  of  our  citizens 
be  safeguarded  against  incomplete  or  faulty  per- 
formance by  the  developer? 

Answer:  The  city  is  protected  against  incom- 
plete or  faulty  performance  by  the  requirement 
of  a  performance  bond  which  remains  in  effect  for 
two  years  after  completion  of  the  building.  The 
bond  will  insure  that  funds  are  available  to  rectify 
any  defects  which  may  develop  during  this  period. 

In  addition,  an  inspector  chosen  in  conjunction 
with  local  neighborhood  groups  will  be  hired  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  examine 
the  construction  of  the  properties  and  to  report 
to  the  local  groups,  the  Authority  and  the  de- 
veloper. 

Provision  will  be  made  to  encourage  home  owner- 
ship and  local  control  and  management,  if  and 
when  permissive  legislation  and  funding  becomes 
available. 

Question  D:  What  action  will  the  City  Council 
be  requested  to  take  relative  to  this  program? 

Answer:  The  Council  has  before  it  a  request 
from  Mayor  White  and  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority to  approve  the  Housing  Authority's  ap- 
plication to  the  Housing  Assistance  Administra- 
tion for  a  program  reservation  for  additional  public 
housing  units.  The  units  to  be  1  eased  by  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority  under  the  Infill  Program 
are  included  within  this  request.

increased.  With  the  Corporation  Counsel's  as- 
sistance, the  Building  Commissioner  has  prepared 
an  ordinance  revising  the  fees  charged  bj  him.  I 
submit  it  herewith  and  recommend  its  adoption.

An  Ordinance   Concerning  the  Fees   Charged  by 

the  Building  Commissioner. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

SECTION  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  30  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  clauses  (3)  and  (4)  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  clauses: — 


(3)  Appeal  to  Board  of  Appeal  under  Building 
Code.  The  entry  fee  which  shall  be  paid  to  the 
building  commissioner  for  each  appeal  to  the  board 
of  appeal  from  a  decision  of  such  commissioner 
under  the  Boston  Building  Code  shall  be,  in  the 
case  of  a  structure  which,  if  on  such  appeal  the 
appellant  prevails,  is  to  be  used  exclusively  for 
dwelling  purposes  by  not  more  than  two  families, 
$25.00,  and  in  every  other  case,  S  100.00. 

(4)  Appeal  to  Board  of  Appeal  under  Zoning 
Law.  The  entry  fee  which  shall  be  paid  to  the 
building  commissioner  for  each  appeal  under 
section  8  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956  to  the 
board  of  appeal  from  a  refusal,  order  or  decision 
of  an  administrative  official  shall  be,  in  the  case 
of  a  structure  which,  if  on  such  appeal  the  appellant 
prevails,  is  to  be  used  exclusively  for  dwelling 
purposes  by  not  more  than  two  families,  $25.00, 
and  in  every  other  case,  $100.00. 

SECTION  2.  Said  section  1  of  said  chapter  30 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  clauses 
(48)  and  (49)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  clauses: — 

(48)  Building  Permit.  The  fee  of  the  building 
commissioner  for  receiving  an  application  for  a 
permit  under  paragraph  (a)  of  section  111  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code  to  erect,  enlarge,  alter  or 
substantially  repair  a  building  or  structure  shall 
be  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  each  thousand  dollars  of  the 
first  million  dollars  of  the  fair  cost  of  the  work 
to  be  authorized  by  such  permit  as  determined  by 
said  commissioner,  $2.50  for  each  thousand  dollars 
of  the  next  four  million  dollars  of  such  cost,  and 
$1.00  for  each  thousand  dollars  of  such  cost  in 
excess  of  five  million  dollars.  The  fees  of  the 
building  commissioner  for  receiving  an  application 
for  an  amendment  of  such  a  permit  shall  be  a 
primary  fee  of  $50.00  and  an  additional  fee  of 
$5.00  for  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  fair 
cost  of  the  additional  work  to  be  authorized  by 
such  amendment  as  determined  by  said  commis- 
sioner: provided,  however,  that  there  shall  be  no 
fee  for  receiving  an  application  for  an  amendment 
wholly  required  by  the  building  commissioner. 
The  fees  of  the  building  commissioner  for  receiving 
an  application  for  a  permit  under  paragraph  (c) 
of  section  111  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  for 
ordinary  repairs  and  minor  alterations  not  involv- 
ing vital  structural  changes,  or  for  such  a  permit 
to  erect,  enlarge,  alter  or  substantially  repair 
one  or  more  signs,  permanent  awnings,  marquees 
or  other  projections  or  fire  escapes,  balconies  or 
other  like  structures  with  or  without  ordinary 
repair  and  minor  alterations  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  a 
primary  fee  of  $5.00  and  an  additional  fee  of  $2.50 
for  each  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  fair  cost  of 
the  work  to  be  authorized  by  such  permit  as  deter- 
mined by  said  commissioner.  The  fees  of  the 
building  commissioner  for  issuing  under  paragraph 
(d)  of  section  111  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  a 
special  permit  for  the  foundations  of  a  building 
shall  be  a  primary  fee  of  $50.00  and  an  additional 
fee  of  $5.00  for  each  one  thousand  cubic  yards  or 
fraction  thereof  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  cubic 
yards  of  excavation. 

(49)  Building  Demolition  Permit.  The  fees  of 
the  building  commissioner  for  receiving  an  applica- 
tion for  a  permit  under  paragraph  (a)  of  section 
111  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  to  demolish  a 
building  or  structure  shall  be  a  primary  fee  of 
$10.00  and  an  additional  fee  of  $5.00  for  each  story 
in  the  building  or  structure  to  be  demolished  and 
a  further  additional  fee  of  $2.00  for  each  full  five 
thousand  cubic  feet  in  such  building  or  structure 
as  measured  by  the  outer  side  of  the  outside  walls, 
the  exterior  of  the  roof  and  the  top  of  the  founda- 
tion walls.

At  the  time  of  submission  of  the  1968  annual 
budget  no  funds  were  provided  in  the  area  of 
structures  and  improvements  for  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  plant;  however,  certain  amounts  were 
requested  and  subsequently  appropriated  as 
listed  in  the  budget  tables  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  Mattapan  and  Long  Island 
Chronic  Disease  Divisions,  for  such  purposes. 
During  the  budget  hearings  of  the  City  Council 
and  also  during  later  hearings  concerned  with 
Boston  City  Hospital,  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment was  requested  to  investigate  certain 
urgent  needs  for  repairs  and  renovations  for  this 
hospital  plant  necessary  for  licensing  and  ac- 
ceptable public  service  requirements.  We  have 
done  so  in  cooperation  with  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  consulted  with 
the  state  Department  of  Public  Health  as  to  their 
requirements. 


It  i;-:  n jjp.i rcn I  thai  the  immediately  necebsary 
work  cannot  be  accomplished  within  the  limits  of 
presently  available  appropriations,  Also,  we  are 
currently  engaged  in  relocation  of  certain  hospital 
activities  to  facilitate  the  commencement  of  the 
major  reconstruction  program.  While  a  sub- 
stantial amount  of  the  relocation  will  take  place 
at  Mattapan  within  the  confines  of  the  over-all 
repair  and  icnovation  plan  for  that  facility,  certain 
other  activities  have  been  required  by  the  hospital 
administration  to  be  relocated  in  close  proximity  to 
Boston  City  Hospital  and  therefore  some  addi- 
tional expense  is  required  to  accommodate  these 
on  an  interim  basis. 

In  brief,  particular  projects  at  Boston  City 
Hospital  to  be  added  at  this  time  to  the  already 
approved  program  include:  renovation  and  al- 
terations of  the  Maternity  Building;  installation 
of  a  new  modern  biochemistry  laboratory  in  the 
Surgical  Building;  modernization  of  the  eye  fa- 
cilities and  clinic  of  the  OuWatient  Department; 
renovation  and  extension  of  the  out-patient  dental 
clinic;  and  improvements  to  the  Medical  Buildind, 
for  which  a  federal  grant  has  been  approve?. 
Certain  amounts  remain  from  a  1964  extraordinary 
repairs  loan  order  which  can  be  applied  to  these 
projects,  and  Tufts  is  providing  matching  funds 
for  use  in  the  dental  care  project;  however,  these 
sources  do  not  provide  the  entire  amounts  neces- 
sary^ Still  under  consideration  by  the  Hospital 
Administrator  is  the  immediate  future  need  for  the 
Pavilion  and  Peabody-Burnam  buildings,  and  for 
these  it  may  be  necessary  to  ask  for  more  funds 
later  this  year. 

Over-all  it  is  estimated  that  to  cover  the  entire 
hospital  program  this  year,  utilizing  the  remaining 
funds  of  previous  extraordinary  repair  loans, 
private  and  federal  grants  approved  and  the  April 
1,  1968,  appropriations,  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment will  require  a  supplemental  appropriation 
in  the  amount  of  $475,000. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  has  requested  that  you 
arrange  the  transfer  to  this  department's  ac- 
counts of  the  balances  of  the  unencumbered  pre- 
vious appropriations  for  repairs  and  renovations 
from  the  Health  and  Hospitals  accounts.  I  concur 
with  this  request  and  believe  this  step  will  enable 
better  expedition  and  handling  of  the  over-all 
program.

Section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as 
amended,  provides  that  transfer  of  an  appropria- 
tion duly  made  for  the  expenditures  of  a  city  de- 
partment shall  not  be  made  except  in  accordance 
with  and  after  the  written  recommendation  of  the 
Mayor  to  the  Council,  approved  by  the  City 
Council.  Within  the  budget  submitted  by  you  and 
approved  by  the  Council  on  April  1,  1968,  an 
appropriation  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  major 
alterations  and  repairs  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals.  As  section  3  of  chapter  642 
of  the  Acts  of  1966  gives  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission  the  exclusive  power  and  authority  to 
make  major  alterations  and  repairs  to  all  city  struc- 
tures and  facilities  other  than  school  buildings  and 
yards,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
cannot  utilize  this  appropriation  except  subsequent 
to  and  in  accordance  with  specific  delegations  of 
power  by  the  Public  Facilities  Commission.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

The  Authority,  under  the  enabling  provisions  of 
the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended, 
proposes  to  contract  with  nonprofit  or  urban  re- 
development or  cooperative  housing  groups  to 
provide  additional  low-income  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  with  the  financial  assistance  of  the 
United  States  of  America  acting  through  any 
agency  thereof. 
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This  is  a  new  form  of  procedure  and  is  a  de- 
parture from  the  conventional  approach  hereto- 
fore used  by  the  Authority.  One  of  its  outstanding 
features  is  that  tiie  proposed  assistance  to  be  given 
to  the  low-income  family  will  be  on  a  long-term 
basis  in  non-Authority  owned  developments  rather 
than  on  a  temporary  or  short-term  basis  as  hereto- 
fore adopted  as  in  the  so-called  Lease  Program 
under  Section  23  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act. 

The  immediate  plan  which  has  been  developed 
through  consultation  with  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  over  a  period  of 
many  months  is  to  assist  a  cooperative  venture  in 
the  Washington  Park  Area  under  the  sponsorship 
of  St.  Joseph's  Church.  The  project  site  is  ad- 
jacent to  the  church  at  Washington  and  Regent 
streets  and  has  been  made  available  through  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

Generally,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Authority  to 
assist  low-income  members  of  the  cooperative  in 
a  stated  number  to  maintain  their  membership 
by  paying  into  the  cooperative  on  behalf  of  the 
member  a  monthly  amount  over  what  the  member 
is  able  to  pay  under  the  Authority's  standards  by 
virtue  of  his  income  and  family  composition.  The 
term  of  the  aid  is  for  forty  (40)  years  and  the  plan 
is  financed  as  any  low-income  housing  project 
would  be,  that  is,  by  an  Annual  Contributions 
Contract  with  the  Federal  Government.  The 
Authority  is  even  able  to  assist  the  low-rent  mem- 
ber by  advancing  to  him,  on  a  loan  basis,  the 
amount  of  the  membership  fee.  This  will  be  paid 
back  to  the  Authority  under  such  terms  as  will  be 
least  burdensome  to  the  low-income  member. 

While  the  foregoing  plan  is  with  a  cooperative 
venture  and  is,  we  believe,  the  first  of  its  kind  to 
be  so  assisted,  the  Authority  is  not  limited  to  such 
groups.  The  Federal  legislation  offers  other  forms 
of  programs  which  it  is  possible  to  tailor  to  suit 
local  needs  as  has  been  done  in  the  case  of  the 
particular  project.  The  enabling  legislation  can  be 
turned  into  a  very  flexible  tool  which  the  Au- 
thority may  use  to  render  assistance  to  the  low- 
income  families  of  the  City  of  Boston  not  only  in 
rental  housing  but,  as  in  the  particular  case,  in 
becoming  an  owner  of  a  membership  in  the  co- 
operative which  represents  such  housing.  As  has 
been  said  these  programs  are  written  on  a  long- 
term  basis  and  may  encompass  nonprofit,  urban 
development  and  limited  dividend  and  similar  type 
ventures. 

This  approach  will  be  essential,  for  example,  to 
enable  the  In-Fill  Program  to  be  executed  as  it  is 
now  conceived. 

Since  the  buildings  of  the  subject  project  and 
other  projects  which  may  be  aided  are  not  to  be 
constructed  or  owned  by  the  Authority,  a  new 
form  of  agreement  relative  to  the  payment  in  lieu 
of  taxes  to  be  made  by  the  Authority  to  the  City 
of  Boston  is  required.  The  Authority's  present 
contracts,  known  as  Cooperation  Agreements,  with 
the  city  all  relate  to  projects  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Authority.  The  St.  Joseph's  Project  (51 
out  of  137  apartments)  will  be  treated  and  financed 
by  the  Authority  as  a  low-income  housing  project 
although  it  will  be  operated  and  maintained  by 
the  cooperative.  Federal  law  permits  no  more 
than  ten  percent  (10%)  of  shelter  rents  to  be 
paid  by  the  Authority  to  the  city.  The  cooperative 
venture  may  operate  on  a  different  tax  basis  than 
that  which  is  permitted  to  the  Authority.  In 
order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Federal 
law,  a  new  proposed  form  of  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment, applicable  only  to  projects  assisted  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  the  Authority,  has  been  drafted  and 
is  enclosed  herewith.  I  am  informed  by  the  proper 
Federal  authorities  that  in  form  and  in  content  it 
is  satisfactory  to  accomplish  the  proposed  purpose 
for  which  it  is  required.  Federal  law  requires  that 
this  contract  be  approved  by  the  governing  body 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  that  is,  the  City  Council  and 
yourself. 

Your  cooperation  is  respectfully  requested  in  that 
you  submit  the  proposed  agreement  to  the  City 
Council  at  the  earliest  possible  date  and  recom- 
mend its  approval.

Act),  herein  called  the  "Federal  Act";  and 

Whereas,  The  City  desires  to  cooperate  with  the 
Authority  in  providing  such  additional  low-rent 
housing;  now  therefore 

The  Authority  and  the  City  mutually  agree  as 
follows: 

1.  The  Authority  will  undertake  to  provide,  by 
contract  with  nonprofit  or  urban  redevelopment  or 
cooperative  housing  corporations  operating  housing 
pursuant  to  Regulatory  Agreements  with  the 
Federal  Housing  Administration,  for  the  provision 
of  such  number  of  dwelling  units  in  such  housing 
for  families  of  low-income  as,  when  added  to  the 
number  of  dwelling  units  of  low-rent  housing  pro- 
vided by  the  Authority  under  the  Cooperation 
Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Authority 
dated  March  9,  1950,  will  not  exceed  the  maximum 
number  of  dwelling  units  specified  in  said  Co- 
operation Agreement  as  heretofore  or  nereafter 
amended.  The  dwelling  units  under  contract  be- 
tween such  corporations  and  the  Authority  from 
time  to  time  are  herein  called  "Leased  Project." 

2.  Whenever  in  any  year  a  Leased  Project  is 
not  on  the  assessment  date  therein  exempt  from 
all  real  and  personal  property  taxes  levied  or  im- 
posed by  the  state,  city,  county,  or  other  political 
subdivisions  in  which  such  project  is  situated,  the 
Authority  shall  withhold  from  payments  in  lieu 
of  taxes  due  the  City  under  other  Cooperation 
Agreements  between  the  parties  in  respect  to  low- 
rent  housing  undertaken  by  the  Authority  with 
financial  assistance  of  the  Government,  the  amount 
by  which  the  taxes  paid  in  respect  to  such  Leased 
Project  exceed  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  annual 
Shelter  Rent  charged  in  such  Leased  Project,  and 
apply  such  withheld  amount  to  the  purposes  of 
such  Leased  Project.  If  in  any  year  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes  due  the  City  under  such  other  Co- 
operation Agreements  is  less  than  such  amount,  the 
City  will  pay  the  Authority  the  sum  by  which  such 
amount  exceeds  such  payments.  The  term 
'Shelter  Rent"  shall  mean  the  total  of  all  charges 
to  all  tenants  of  the  Leased  Project  for  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  said  project,  less  the  amount  of  annual 
contributions  provided  by  the  Authority  for  the 
payment  of  such  charges  and  less  the  cost  of  all 
utilities  used  by  such  tenants  and  paid  for  by  the 
nonprofit  or  urban  redevelopment  or  cooperative 
housing  corporations. 

3.  Whenever  in  any  year  a  Leased  Project  is  on 
the  assessment  date  therein  exempt  from  all  real 
and  personal  property  taxes  described  in  paragraph 
2  above,  the  Authority  shall  pay  to  the  City  in 
lieu  of  taxes  an  amount  equal  to  ten  percent  (10%) 
of  the  Shelter  Rent  charged  in  the  Leased  Project 
for  such  year.  Sucn  payments  shall  be  made  at  the 
time,  and  distributed  by  the  City  in  the  same 
manner,  as  are  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Cooperation  Agreements  between  the 
parties  in  respect  to  low-rent  housing  undertaken 
by  the  Authority  with  financial  assistance  of  the 
Government. 

4.  The  City,  without  cost  or  charge  to  the 
Authority  or  the  tenants  of  the  Leased  Project 
other  than  as  herein  provided,  shall  cause  to  be 
furnished  to  the  Leased  Project  and  the  tenants 
thereof  public  services  and  facilities  of  the  same 
character  and  to  the  same  extent  as  are  furnished 
from  time  to  time  without  cost  or  charge  to  other 
dwellings  and  inhabitants  of  the  City.

OPINION  RE  DEPUTY  SHERIFFS  AND 
FEES  COLLECTED  IN  THE  COUNTY 
OF   SUFFOLK. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  July  29,  1968. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  my 
opinion  respecting  a  law  which  is  being  sought  to 
the  end  that  all  fees  and  moneys  received  by 
deputy  sheriffs  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  for  service 
of  legal  process  or  other  official  duties,  and  all  travel 
expenses  received  by  said  deputy  sheriffs  from 
the  service  of  process  or  other  official  duties  shall 
be  rendered  to  the  treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  with  a  sworn 
account  thereof;  that  monthly  accounts  made  by 
said  deputy  sheriffs  may  be  filed  with  the  treasurer 
of  the  City  of  Boston  on  an  individual  or  group 
basis;  that  the  City  of  Boston  shall  compensate 
not  exceeding  nine  such  deputy  sheriffs  for  the 
service  of  civil  process  in  accordance  with  the 
Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  effective 
March  6,  1963,  as  amended,  or  as  it  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  its 
terms;  and  that  the  treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
may  at  any  time  examine  or  audit  all  books  and 
records  kept  by  said  deputies  in  connection  with 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  Your  specific 
question  is  whether  this  law  would  be  a  special  law 
in  relation  to  the  City  of  Boston  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Massachusetts. 

The  plain  intent  of  the  proposed  measure  is  to 
change  the  method  of  compensating  deputy  sheriffs 
serving  civil  process  in  Suffolk  County.  These 
deputy  sheriffs  as  public  officers  of  the  county  with 
powers  and  duties  defined  by  statute  are  currently 
not  subject  to  direction  or  control  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  in  their  exercise  under  G.  L-, 
c.  34,  s.  4,  of  the  powers  of  county  commissioners. 
In  my  opinion,  under  the  Home  Rule  Amendment, 
it  is  the  prerogative  of  the  Legislature  to  prescribe 
that  these  deputy  sheriffs  shall  no  longer  be  com- 
pensated by  retaining  the  fees  they  receive,  but 
shall  be  paid  a  salary  fixed  pursuant  to  G.  L.,  c.  35, 
ss.  48  to  56,  inclusive,  and  pay  over  the  fees  they 
receive.  Cf.  G.  L.,  c.  35,  s.  55.  However,  a  signifi- 
cant feature  of  the  proposed  measure  is  that  the 
salary  will  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston.  In  my 
opinion,  this  feature  makes  this  part  of  the  mea- 
sure a  special  law  in  relation  to  the  City  of  Boston 
within  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  the  Home 
Rule  Amendment  so  that  it  must  be  enacted  either 
on  petition  filed  or  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  branch 
of  the  General  Court  following  a  recommendation 
by  the  Governor.

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
employ  qualified  resident-citizens  of  Boston  for 
whatever  positions  are  available;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  vital  to  the  credibility  and 
effectiveness  of  the  city's  urban  renewal  effort  to 
involve  residents  of  the  community  in  the  renewal 
process;  and 

Whereas,  The  success  of  the  city's  urban  re- 
newal program  will  be  significantly  enhanced  if 
substantial  numbers  of  resident-citizens  are  em- 
ployed; therefore  be  it 

Resolved: 

1.  All  contractors  and  subcontractors  with 
contracts  for  official  urban  renewal  project  work, 
exceeding  $50  in  value,  should  make  an  affirmative 
showing  in  writing  that  a  good  faith  effort  will  be 
made  during  all  phases  of  contract  execution  to 
employ  as  many  citizen-residents  from  the  af- 
fected project  area  as  possible. 

2.  By  definition  a  good  faith  effort  shall  result 
in  at  least  40  percent  of  employees  and  25  percent 
of  supervisory  personnel  under  said  contracts 
being  resident-citizens  of  the  community  to  which 
the  contract  pertains. 

3.  No  noncitizens  shall  be  employed  under  such 
contracts  unless  the  contractor  can  demonstrate 
and  has  certified  in  writing  that: 

(a)  No  resident-citizens  are  available  to  fill 
the  position  in  question; 

(b)  No  nonresident-citizens  are  available  to 
fill  the  position  in  question; 

(c)  Exceptions  to  subsections  (a)  and  (b) 
may  be  made  by  the  relevant  elected  urban  re- 
newal committee. 

4.  Union  membership  shall  not  be  construed 
as  a  requirement  for  availability  to  fill  a  position 
unless  provided  for  by  a  specific  exception  of  the 
relevant  elected  urban  renewal  committee. 

5.  The  BRA  In-Fill  Program  shall  be  governed 
by  the  above  provisions. 

6.  A  contract  compliance  office  shall  be  estab- 
lished within  the  BRA  to  carry  out  and  enforce 
the  above   provisions. 

7.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  report  to  the  City  Council  on  steps 
being  taken  to  set  up  a  City  of  Boston  Contract 
Compliance  Office  which  would  enforce  similar 
provisions  for  all  city-financed  work.

BOARDS

City. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

SECTION  1.  Section  8  of  chapter  4  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  first  four  sentences  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  sentences:  —  There 
shall  be  in  the  administrative  services  department 
a  board,  known  as  the  Art  Commission,  consisting 
of  five  commissioners  appointed  by  the  mayor. 
The  commissioners  first  appointed  under  this 
ordinance  shall  serve  for  terms  expiring,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  their  respective  appointments, 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively, 
from  May  1,  1968.  As  the  term  of  any  such  com- 
missioner, or  of  any  subsequent  commissioner,  ex- 
pires, his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Any  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  a  commissioner  shall  be  filled  by  the 
mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

SECTION  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  7  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  first  four  sentences  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  five  sentences: — ■ 
There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as  the 
Auditorium  Commission,  consisting  of  five  officers, 
known  as  Auditorium  Commissioners,  appointed 
by  the  mayor.  The  auditorium  commissioners  first 
appointed  under  this  ordinance  shall  serve  for 
terms  expiring,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their 
respective  appointments,  one,  two,  three,  four  and 
five  years,  respectively,  from  May  1,  1968.  As  the 
term  of  any  such  commissioner,  or  of  any  subse- 
quent auditorium  commissioner,  expires,  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
of  five  years.

Chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
section  9  the  following  caption  and  section :  — ■ 
Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 

Section  2A.  There  shall  be  in  the  building  de- 
partment a  board,  known  as  the  Beacon  Hill 
Architectural  Commission,  consisting  of  five  com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  mayor.  The  com- 
missioners first  appointed  under  this  ordinance 
shall  serve  for  terms  expiring,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments,  one, 
two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  from 
May  1,  1968.  As  the  term  of  any  such  commis- 
sioner, or  of  any  subsequent  commissioner,  expires, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
a  term  of  five  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
a  commissioner  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the 
unexpired  term.

The  Beacon  Hill  architectural  commission  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  set 
forth  in  chapter  616  of  the  acts  of  1955,  as  now  or 
hereafter  amended. 

SECTION  4.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  9  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  five  sen- 
tences and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
sentences:  —  There  shall  also  be  in  the  building 
department  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of  Appeal, 
consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  mayor. 
The  members  first  appointed  under  this  ordinance 
shall  serve  for  terms  expiring,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments,  one, 
two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  from 
May  1,  1968.  As  the  term  of  any  such  member, 
or  of  any  subsequent  member,  expires,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  five 
years.  Vacancies  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by 
the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  All  members  of 
the  board  of  appeal  shall  be  residents  of,  or  en- 
gaged in  business  in,  Boston. 

SECTION  5.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  9  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  two  sen- 
tences and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
sentences:  —  There  shall  also  be  in  the  building 
department  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Examiners,  consisting  of  three  members  appointed 


by  the  mayor.  The  members  first  appointed  under 
this  ordinance  shall  serve  for  terms  expiring, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  their  respective 
appointments,  one,  two  and  three  years,  respec- 
tively, from  May  1,  1908. 

SECTION  0.  Chapter  21  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  35  the  following  caption  and  sec- 
tion :  — 

Freedom  Trail  Commission 

Section  35A.  There  shall  be  in  the  public  works 
department,  but  not  subject  to  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  a 
board,  known  as  the  Freedom  Trail  Commission, 
consisting  of  five  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  each  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 
The  members  of  said  commission  shall  serve  with- 
out compensation. 

The  freedom  trail  commission  shall  exercise  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  set  forth  in  chapter 
625  of  the  acts  of  1965.

expire  at  12.01  a.m.  on  the  sixtieth  day  after  such 
approval;  and  the  appropriations  of  such  boards 
are  hereby  severally  transferred  to  their  respective 
successors  in  function  created  by  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473  of  the  acts  of  1953;  and  every  person  holding, 
whether  under  general  or  special  law  or  otherwise, 
an  office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws 
and  rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished 
by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil 
service  examination  or  registration  to  a  similar 
office  or  position  with  similar  status  in  the  cor- 
responding board  created  by  this  ordinance;  and 
every  such  person  shall,  upon  such  reinstatement, 
retain  all  rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that 
shall  have  accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to 
him;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
continuous  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition 
had  not  taken  place. 

SECTION  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
at  12.01  a.m.  on  the  sixtieth  day  after  its  approval 
by  the  mayor.

The  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment has  tendered  Boston  an  Amendment  of 
Planning  Grant  Contract  for  its  Model  Cities 
Program,  as  the  Government  now  desires  to  in- 
crease the  maximum  amount  of  the  Planning 
Grant. 

Under  the  present  contract  the  Government 
agrees  to  make  a  grant  to  pay  the  lesser  of  $157,000 
or  80  percent  of  the  costs  of  planning  and  de- 
veloping the  program.  Under  the  amendment  the 
Government  would  agree  to  make  a  grant  to  pay 
the  lesser  of  8192,650  or  80  percent  of  the  planning 
and  developing  costs.

Resolved: 

Section  1.  The  following  described  area  in  the 
municipality  of  Boston  was  previously  declared 
to  be  a  substandard  and  decadent  area  and  was  a 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  area  within  the 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  project  boundary  starts  at  the  intersection 
of  the  centerlines  of  Dover  and  Albany  Streets  and 
runs  in  a  westerly  direction  along  the  eenterline  of 
Dover  Street  to  the  intersection  of  the  centerlines 


of  Dover  Street  and  Harrison  Avenue;  thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  along  the  eenterline  of  Harrison 
Avenue  to  the  eenterline  of  Dover  Street,  between 
Harrison  Avenue  and  Washington  Street;  thence

Chapter  !)  of  tho  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  Section   II  the 
following  captions  and  sections: — 

Hunt  Review  Board 

SE(  IT.  11  A.  There  shall  also  lie  in  the  building 
department  a  board,  known  as  the  Rent  Review 
Hoard,  consisting  of  the  assessor,  the  building 
commissioner  and  the  commissioner  of  housing  in- 
spection, ex  officiis,  and  two  members  appointed 
by  the  mayor,  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the 
Citizens'  Rental  Advisory  Council  referred  to  in 
SECTION  11B.  The  original  appointive  members 
of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  expiring 
two  and  three  years,  respectively,  from  August  1, 
1968.  As  the  term  of  any  such  member,  or  of  any 
subsequent  member,  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  the  concurrence 
of  the  Council  as  aforesaid,  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  rent  review  board 
shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 
Each  appointive  member  of  the  board  shall  receive 
fifty  dollars  for  every  day  or  part  thereof  of  actual 
service,  but  in  no  event  shall  any  such  member 
receive  more  than  twelve  thousand  dollars  in  any 
one  year  for  such  service. 

The  board  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
or  control  of  the  building  commissioner  except  as 
he  acts  as  a  member  of  said  board;  but  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board  shall 
not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any 
annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the  build- 
ing commissioner. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  receive  com- 
plaints from  tenants  in  private  rental  housing 
accommodation  within  the  City,  or  from  any  other 
source,  concerning  rates  of  rent  and  conditions  in 
such  accommodations  and  to  survey  such  rates 
and  conditions  on  its  own  motion;  and  if  in  any 
case  coming  to  the  attention  of  the  board  it  ap- 
pears that  the  rate  of  rent  is  excessive  or  the 
housing  conditions  inadequate  the  board  may 
make  a  determination  as  to  what  would  constitute 
an  appropriate  rate  of  rent  or  appropriate  housing 
conditions  under  all  the  circumstances  and  may 
call  upon  the  landlord  and  the  tenant  to  accept  its 
determination;  provided,  that  if  either  party  to 
the  rental  contract  should  refuse  to  comply  with 
the  board's  determination,  or  to  supply  such  in- 
formation as  may  be  requested  by  the  board,  the 
board  may  report  the  case  to  any  one  or  more  of 
the  assessing  department,  the  building  department, 
the  housing  inspection  department,  and  the  law 
department  for  such  further  action  as  any  such 
department  may  deem  appropriate. 


Tin'  board  may.  within  the  limits  of  the  amounts 
appropriated  therefor,  appoinl  Buch  administrators, 
experts,  clerks  and  other  assiptants  as  the  work 
of  the  board  may  require  and  may  remove  them, 
and  may  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be 
necessary  effectively  to  execute  its  purpose. 

Citizens'  Rental  Advihory  Council 
SECT.  II 14.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  building 
department  a  council,  known  as  the  Citizens' 
Rental  Advisory  Council,  consisting  of  not  more 
than  fifteen  members  appointed  by  the  mayor,  of 
whom  at  least  live  shall  be  tenants  in  rental  hous- 
ing accommodations  within  the  City,  at  least  three 
shall  own  such  accommodations  or  be  experienced 
in  the  management  thereof,  and  at  least  three  shall 
be  administrative  officials  of  colleges  or  universi- 
ties within  the  City  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
students  at  which  reside  temporarily  in  rental 
housing  accommodations  within  the  City.  The 
members  of  said  council  shall  have  access  to  the 
records  of  the  rent  review  board  and  may  attend 
any  of  its  meetings  as  observers.  The  council  may 
by  majority  vote  make  such  reports  or  recommen- 
dations to  the  board,  the  mayor,  the  citv  council 
or  the  public  concerning  rates  of  rent  or  condi- 
tions in  private  rental  housing  accommodations, 
or  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  rent  review  board, 
as  from  time  to  time  it  may  deem  to  be  in  the 
public  interest. 

The  council  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  super- 
vision or  control  of  the  building  commissioner. 
It  may,  within  the  iimits  of  the  amounts  appro- 
priated therefor,  appoint  an  executive  secretary 
a.nd  such  clerical  assistants  as  the  work  of  the 
council  may  require  and  may  remove  them,  and 
may  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary 
effectively  to  execute  its  purposes.

(a)    The  continuing   legal   responsibilities   of 
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the  City  of  Boston  under  the  terms  of  the  Reor- 
ganization Act,  St.  1967,  Chapter  658,  are  only 
to  complete  negotiations  for  the  "transfer  by 
deed,  assignment  or  otherwise  [of]  all  real  or 
personal  property  which  has  been  acquired  with 
state  or  federal  financial  participation  ...  to 
the  state  department  of  public  welfare"  (Section 
81);  to  enter  into  such  "contracts,  leases  and 
agreements  .  .  .  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  an 
orderly  transition  of  the  administration  of  pub- 
lic welfare  programs  in  accordance  with  the  act" 
(Section  84);  and  to  apply  to  the  Suffolk  Pro- 
bate Court  for  the  appointment  of  trustees  to 
administer  trust  funds  formerly  held  by  the 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare    (Section   80). 

(b)  The  City  of  Boston  has  no  financial  obli- 
gations under  the  terms   of  the  reorganization 

(Section  84B). 

(c)  The  City  Council  has  no  specific  responsi- 
bilities  under  the  terms  of  the  reorganization.

No  funds  have  been  appropriated  for  opera- 
tion of  the  Food  Stamp  Program  in  Massachu- 
setts during  fiscal  1969.

The  Food  Stamp  Program 
in  the  City  of  Boston 

August  9,  1968. 

Following  the  action  of  the  1966  General  Court 
in  passing  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1966 
which  became  effective  12-3-66  enabling  Massa- 
chusetts and  its  Cities  and  Towns  to  enter  into 
the  Stamp  Program,  the  City  of  Boston  through 
its  then  Mayor,  John  F.  Collins,  has  indicated 
its  interest  in  the  Food  Stamp  Program.  This 
interest  was  expressed  both  to  USDA  and  State 
Welfare  Department  officials  through  the  Mayor 
and  through  the  Welfare  Department  Director. 

The  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  the 
Budget  Director,  and  the  Corporation  Counsel 
were  apprised  of  the  implications  of  the  pro- 
posed program. 

Preliminary  consultations  were  held  with  of- 
ficials of  the  First  National  Bank,  the  National 
Shawmut  Bank,  the  New  England  Merchants 
National  Bank,  the  State  Street  Bank  and  Trust, 
and  the  United  States  Trust  Company  on  the 
general  subject  of  service  charges  of  storing, 
handling  of  food  stamps,  and  issuing  the  stamps 
as  agents  for  the  city. 


Later  conversations  were  conducted  with 
ABCD  officials  when  it  became  possible  for  Fed- 
eral Credit  Unions  to  handle  the  issuance  of 
Food  Stamps.  We  were  also  aware  of  the  Unity 
Bank  and  Trust,  and  had  plans  to  invite  par- 
ticipation. 

Our  own  administrative  problems  with  regard 
to  the  plan  were  under  steady  consideration  on 
determinations  of  eligibility,  authorizations,  and 
procedures. 

We  were  ready  at  any  time  with  3  months' 
advance  notice  to  put  the  plan  into  operation. 

However,  it  became  clear  early  that  not  all 
interested  groups  were  in  favor  of  the  Food 
Stamp  Plan,  many  favored  the  retention  of  the 
Surplus  Food  Program,  while  others  preferred 
an  outright  cash  grant. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
created  the  Office  of  Coordinator  of  Food  Stamp 
Programs  with  the  responsibility  of  establishing 
standards  and  publishing  a  Handbook  govern- 
ing application  of  the  plan,  and  controlling 
dates  of  entry  of  the  cities  and  towns  and  to 
deal  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

No  definite  date  of  entry  into  the  Food  Stamp 
Program  was  given  to  the  City  of  Boston  up  to 
June  30,  1968.  Finally  in  August,  1968,  a  letter 
was  received  from  the  Coordinator  of  Food 
Stamp  Programs  that  no  funds  had  been  ap- 
proved for  fiscal  1969. 

It  should  be  noted  that  USDA  regulations  pre- 
clude the  existence  of  both  the  Surplus  Food 
Program  and  the  Food  Stamp  Program  simul- 
taneously in  one  City  or  Town.  This  office  has 
recommended  that  this  rule  be  waived  or 
amended  to  permit  both  programs  at  the  same 
time,  under  the  Model  Cities  Program. 

Copy  of  letter  from  William  Herlihy,  Food 
Stamp  Coordinator,  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  stating 
that  no  funds  are  available  to  finance  the  Food 
Stamp  Program,  is  attached.

DISPOSITION  OF  DIVIDENDS  ON  GROUP 
INSURANCE  OF  SUFFOLK  COUNTY 
EMPLOYEES 

The  following  was  received:    City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  16,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council : 
Gentlemen : 

By  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  November  22,  1965,  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  on  November  23,  1965,  section  8A  of 
chapter  32B  of  the  General  Laws  was  accepted 
on  behalf  of  the  County  of  Suffolk.  The  effect 
of  this  acceptance  was  to  bring  it  about  that 
dividends  on  group  insurance  policies  would  no 
longer  enure  exclusively  to  the  benefit  of  Suf- 
folk County,  but  would  be  applied  first  to  defray 
the  administrative  cost  of  all  policies  of  insur- 
ance entered  into  under  said  chapter  32B  for  the 
calendar  year  preceding  the  receipt  of  the  divi- 
dend, with  any  balance  expended  to  reduce  the 
employees'  share  of  future  premium  costs. 

Such  a  dividend  in  the  amount  of  $133,292.62 
was  received  in  1967  on  the  optional  group  life 
insurance  policy.  Another  dividend  of  $98,006.69 
was  received  in  1968  on  the  same  policy.  In 
addition,  there  was  also  received  in  1968  a 
dividend  of  $38,540.11  on  the  basic  group  life 
insurance  policy.  Pursuant  to  said  section  8A, 
these  dividends  have  been  deposited  in  a  separate 
fund  known  as  the  Employees  Group  Insurance 
Trust  Fund. 

Since  both  policies  involved  cover  city  as  well 
as  county  employees,  the  first  requirement  of 
the  statute  is  to  allocate  these  dividends  between 
the  county  and  the  city.  Then  there  must  be  a 
transfer  from  the  fund  of  the  aforesaid  admin- 
istrative costs.    Finally,  there  must  be  a  notifi- 
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cation  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  respecting  the 
application  of  the  balance  to  reduce  the  em- 
ployees' share  of  future  premium  costs. 

Submitted  herewith  are  three  orders  so  that 
your  Honorable  Body  may  take  the  action 
necessary  with  respect  to  Suffolk  County.  When 
these  orders,  after  passage,  are  presented  to  me 
for  approval,  I  will  simultaneously  promulgate 
three  corresponding  orders  with  respect  to  the 
City  of  Boston  and  its  employees.

BILINGUAL   EMPLOYEES    IN   MUNICIPAL 
FACILITIES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  19,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  material  in  response 
to  your  order  of  August  5,  1968,  concerning 
bilingual  employees  in  municipal  facilities  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

This  administration  has  consistently  attempted 
to  insure  the  non-English  speaking  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston  equal  access  to  municipal 
services  without  regard  to  their  ability  to  com- 
municate in  English.  Specifically,  an  important 
criterion  in  staffing  the  Neighborhood  Service 
Centers  has  been  the  ability  of  individuals  to 
communicate  in  both  the  primary  and  secon- 
dary languages  of  the  neighborhood  in  which 
the  center  is  located.  At  the  East  Boston  center, 
three  employees  speak  fluent  Italian;  at  the 
South  End,  three  employees  speak  fluent  Span- 
ish, and  consideration  is  currently  being  given 
to  the  need  for  an  Arabic  and/or  Chinese  speak- 
ing person  being  added  to  the  staff.  When  the 
Brighton-Allston  center  is  opened,  a  Yiddish 
speaking  person  will  be  part  of  the  staff  comple- 
ment. 

Our  experience  indicates  that  the  Spanish 
speaking  population  of  the  city  has  been  most 
adversely  affected  by  the  language  barrier  and 
we  have  increased  our  efforts  to  bridge  this  gap. 
Since  the  first  of  this  year,  Mr.  Ivan  Gonzales 
has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Mayor's  staff  and 
Mr.  Antonio  Molina  has  served  in  the  Office  of 
Public  Service.  They  have  attempted  to  in- 
crease the  communications  between  the  Spanish 
speaking  community  and  the  city.  We  have 
specifically  added  Spanish  speaking  personnel  to 
the  Housing  Inspection  Department  and  have 
encouraged  other  city  agencies  to  follow  this 
pattern.  Favorable  results  have  been  attained 
in  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  where 
two  new  employees  who  are  Spanish  speaking 
have  been  placed  in  city  offices  and  additional 
appointments  are  expected. 

In  terms  of  short-term  employment,  five  Span- 
ish speaking  employees  were  taken  on  by  the 
Election  Department  as  part  of  their  intensive 
registration  drive.  A  staff  member  was  added 
to  the  summer  program  with  the  specific  in- 
tention of  increasing  the  number  of  Spanish 
speaking  personnel  involved  in  this  program. 
In  addition,  attached  hereto  are  the  results  of 
a  survey  to  determine  the  number  of  Spanish 
speaking  people  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston 
and,  where  appropriate,  their  job  location.

TRAINING  PROGRAMS  RE  CIVIL  SERVICE

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

This  is  to  acknowledge  the  copy  of  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Boston  City  Council  on  July  29,  1968, 
in  relation  to  the  need  for  police,  fire,  MBTA, 
and  other  Civil  Service  employees. 

Although  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  does 
not  conduct  training  programs,  under  recent 
legislation  we  are  now  authorized  to  have  a 
recruitment  program.  I  would  be  willing  to  have 
some  knowledgeable  person  or  persons  from 
this  office  appear  at  central  locations  to  enable 
citizens  desiring  to  take  Civil  Service  examina- 
tions to  understand  the  details,  the  method  of 
filing  applications,  etc.  I  should  be  happy  to 
discuss  with  any  members  of  the  Council  any 
suggestions  as  to  the  best  place  to  attempt  to 
gather  people  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  might 
be  interested  in  opportunities  for  employment 
under  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Program. 
You  may  also  be  interested  to  know  that  begin- 
ning the  end  of  September  this  is  what  is 
planned  to  be  done  in  the  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  order  that  we  may  reach  as  many 
applicants  as  possible. 

For  your  information,  the  police  entrance  ex- 
amination for  Boston  is  held  on  a  continuous 
basis.  Under  these  conditions  once  a  bulletin 
announcing  an  examination  is  to  be  held  is 
posted,  applications  may  be  accepted  at  this 
division  at  any  time,  and  when  there  is  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  applicants  and  it  appears  that 
any  current  list  would  not  meet  the  needs  of  the 
cities  and  towns,  only  ten  days'  notice  need  be 
given  the  applicant.  The  next  continuous  exam- 
ination for  police  service  is  to  be  held  on  August 
23,  1968,  on  a  statewide  basis  for  all  cities  and 
towns  under  Civil  Service,  including  Boston. 
Applications  could  not  be  accepted  after  August 
12,  1968,  for  this  examination,  as  the  law  re- 
quires that  applicants  must  be  given  ten  days' 
notice.  Any  application  filed,  however,  would 
be  accepted,  and  the  applicants  would  be  noti- 
fied for  the  next  examination. 

An  examination  for  fire  fighter  has  been 
scheduled  for  September  14,  1968,  and  applica- 
tions may  still  be  accepted. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  MBTA  police  serv- 
ice was  recently  placed  under  Civil  Service,  on 
request  of  the  officers  of  that  authority  an 
examination  has  been  scheduled  for  September 
14,  1968,  the  poster  for  which  will  be  issued  in 
a   day  or  two. 

Several  representatives  of  Mayor  White's  office 
have  been  to  this  division  in  relation  to  exami- 
nations, and  suggestions  and  offers  of  assistance 
have  been  given  them.  I  also  attended  Mayor 
White's  all-day  conference  at  the  Boston  Tech- 
nical High  School  several  months  ago  and  was 
on  the  City  Government  panel. 

If  the  Council  has  particular  locations  in  mind 
where  they  believe  notices  of  our  examinations 
should  be  posted  in  addition  to  the  posting  re- 
quired by  you  as  City  Clerk,  and  you  will  send 
us  the  name  of  the  responsible  person  at  the 
suggested  locations,  these  persons'  names  could 
be  added  to  our  mailing  list. 

It  would  seem  advisable  to  post  the  notices  of 
examinations  at  the  Neighborhood  Service  Cen- 
ters (Junior  City  Halls)  if  proper  space  could 
be  provided.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to 
know  that  special  posters  were  sent  to  the  Park 
Department  of  Boston  and  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  within  the  past  few  months 
which  were  posted  at  the  swimming  pools  and 
beaches  advising  applicants  how  to  register  for 
bathhouse  attendant.  Lifeguard,  etc.,  in  view  of 
the  number  of  inquiries   received.    These   were 


large-sized   posters   and   clearly   set   forth   what 
applicants  should  do  to  apply  for  these  positions.

City  of  Boston 
Law  Department,  August  5,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  May  13,  1968,  you  asked  the  Mayor  to  di- 
rect me  to  review  the  contract  consummated 
between  the  New  Boston  Food  Market  De- 
velopment Corporation  (the  Developer)  and  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  development  of  a  whole- 
sale meat  market  in  the  loop  track  area  of  the 
New  Haven  Railroad  yards  with  particular  ref- 
erence to  the  following  questions: 

(1)  The  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  as  pre- 
scribed by  chapter  121A,  section  10,  as  com- 
pared to  the  present  valuation  of  $156,000  under 
Exhibit  D — payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  for  a  period 
of  forty  years. 

(2)  How  the  value  as  stated  above  was  ar- 
rived at  by  agreement  in  said  contract  between 
the  two  parties  as  compared  to  the  statutory 
provisions  of  chapter  121A,  section  10,  which 
prescribes  $10  per  $1,000  valuation  and  5  per 
cent  of  the  gross  income  as  the  minimum  excise 
that  can  be  charged  for  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes. 

(3)  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  New  Bos- 
ton Food  Market  Development  Corporation  for 
betterment  charges  as  approved  by  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission  for  sewerage,  streets, 
and  other  public  utilities   improvements. 

(4)  Whether  or  not  the  agreement  by  the 
City  of  Boston  to  construct  and  maintain  public 
streets  within  this  private  complex  is  valid  in 
the  true  interpretation  of  the  statutes  (G.L., 
c.  393). 

(5)  In  view  of  the  information  received  by 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
at  the  City  Council  on  this  matter  relative  to 
expenditures  by  the  city  and  payment  in  lieu 
of  taxes,  it  is  suggested  that  the  City  of  Boston 
Law  Department  conduct  a  complete  review  of 
all  other  similar  projects  with  the  above  ques- 
tions in  mind  as  to  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes 
and  monies  spent  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
betterments. 

1.  In  answer  to  your  question  numbered  (1), 
the  excise  prescribed  by  G.L.,  c.  121A,  s.  10,  is 
the  sum  of  $10  per  $1,000  of  valuation  deter- 
mined by  the  Assessor  as  of  January  1  in  the 
year  the  excise  payment  is  due  plus  5  per  cent 
of  the  gross  income  from  the  project  for  the 
previous  year. 

On  January  1  of  1968,  the  Assessor  certi- 
fied to  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation  that  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  property 
of  the  Developer  was  $157,740.  Previously,  the 
Developer  had  sold  two  parcels  of  land  orig- 
inally acquired  from  the  New  Haven  Railroad, 
one  to  Fulton  Realty  Company  at  a  gain  of 
$34,923,  and  another  to  Quincy  Market  Cold 
Storage  Warehouse  without  any  gain.  In  March 
of  1968,  the  Developer  sold  another  parcel  to 
"Q"  Packing  at  a  gain  of  $1,487.84.  These  prop- 
erties are  taxed  separately  and  in  addition  to 
the  property  of  the  Developer. 

As  of  January  1,  1968,  the  Developer  had 
made  no  improvements  on  the  vacant  land,  ex- 
cept substantial  filling  and  grading.  As  it  does 
so,  of  course,  the  valuation  will  increase,  and 
it  is  my  understanding  that  the  total  expected 
investment  by  the  Developer  will  be  approxi- 
mately $10,800,000.  At  present  there  is  no  in- 
come from  rental  of  the  project,  but  the  De- 
veloper expects  that  the  gross  income  in  the 
early  years  of  occupancy  will  be  approximately 
$1,150,000. 

Under  Exhibit  B  of  the  contract  between  the 
Developer  and  the  City,  the  Developer  has  agreed 
to  pay  the  City  under  section  6A  of  the  statute 
the  amount  by  which  $156,000  exceeds  the  excise 
prescribed  by  section  10.  If  the  excise,  as  cal- 
culated above,  should  exceed  $156,000,  then  that, 
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of  course,  is  the  amount  which  the  Developer 
will  pay  in  lieu  of  real  estate  taxes.  In  fact,  this 
year  the  excise  did  exceed  the  $17,000  figure 
which  the  Developer  had  agreed  to  pay  in  the 
first  calendar  year  after  the  organization  of 
the  development  corporation.  Until  construction 
is  completed,  the  Developer  had  agreed  to  pay 
in  subsequent  years  the  amount  by  which  $78,- 

000  exceeds  the  excise  prescribed  by  section  10. 
Section    10   of   the   statute   provides   that   the 

excise  to  be  paid  shall  not  be  less  than  the  tax 
due  for  any  year  at  the  current  rate  applied  to 
the  average  of  the  assessed  valuations  of  the 
property  reduced  by  any  abatements  on  the  three 
assessment  dates  next  preceding  the  acquisition 
of  the  land  by  the  Developer.  The  land  of  the 
Developer  was  valued  at  $157,740  in  1965,  1966 
and  1967,  before  deducting  the  value  of  the  land 
sold  to   "Q"  Packing  mentioned  above. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  previous  owner  of 
the  property,  the  New  Haven  Railroad,  had  not 
paid  taxes  on  the  property  since  1959.  As  a 
result  of  the  sale  to  the  Developer,  the  City  was 
paid  $271,992.63  with  respect  to  the  delinquent 
taxes. 

2.  In  answer  to  your  question  numbered  (2), 
it  is  my  understanding  that  the  $156,000  figure 
was  arrived  at  because  the  previous  administra- 
tion was  convinced  that  this  was  the  maximum 
tax  burden  the  owners  of  the  project  who  are 
the  meat  dealers  themselves  could  pay  and  still 
proceed  with  the  project.  It  was  deemed  im- 
portant for  the  City  to  encourage  the  project, 
because  these  dealers  must  be  relocated  from 
the  Waterfront  Area  in  order  for  that  project  to 
proceed  and  yet  keep  these  dealers  in  the  city, 
since  they  employ  between  800  and  1,000  persons. 

The  rent  to  be  paid  by  the  individual  meat 
dealers  is  set  in  their  leases  as  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  pay  maintenance  and  financing  charges 
with  no  profit  factor.  The  then  Commissioner 
of  Assessing,  therefore,  took  into  account  the 
rental  value  of  such  property  elsewhere  in  deter- 
mining the  percentage  of  the  rent  which  should 
go  for  taxes  on  this  project.  The  figure  he  ar- 
rived at  was  $643,212;  $156,000  thus  represents 
24  per  cent  of  that  total. 

It  is  important  to  point  out  that  the  $156,000 
figure  does  not  conflict  with  the  excise  which 
section  10  of  the  statute  prescribes.  If  the  ex- 
cise should  exceed  $156,000  in  any  year,  the 
Developer  will,  of  course,  be  required  to  pay 
such  additional  amount  to  the  Commonwealth, 
which  will  in  turn  pay  it  over  to  the  City. 

3.  In  answer  to  your  question  numbered  (3), 

1  understand  that  the  Developer  will  convey 
297,005  square  feet  to  the  City  of  Boston  with- 
out consideration  for  the  public  streets.  Calcu- 
lated on  the  sum  which  the  Developer  paid  the 
New  Haven  Railroad  for  this  land,  the  grant 
was  worth  approximately  $48,000.  I  further 
understand  that  the  Development  Corporation 
will  pay  for  all  the  engineering  for  the  streets, 
sewer  and  water,  and  will  provide  the  founda- 
tions for  the  street  up  to  subgrade.  The  De- 
veloper will  pay  approximately  $60,000  for  these 
engineering  services  and  $95,000  for  preparing 
street  foundations.  The  City  expects  to  expend 
$235,000  on  streets.  If  betterments  were  assessed 
as  provided  in  G.L.  c.  80,  at  50  per  cent  of  the 
total  cost  of  land  acquisition  and  consti'uction 
of  the  foundation  and  surface  of  the  streets  (the 
City  customarily  absorbs  the  cost  of  engineer- 
ing), it  would  recover  $189,000.  Under  the 
agreement,  the  Developer  will  pay  $203,000.  The 
City  also  expects  to  expend  $41,300  for  street 
lighting,  a  cost  which  is  not  ordinarily  assessable 
as  a  betterment. 

The  Developer  will  pay  75  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  installing  sanitary  sewers  within  the 
property  lines.  This  is  the  maximum  amount  for 
which  a  betterment  may  be  assessed.  St.  1959, 
c.  31. 

In  the  event  that  the  City's  gross  billings  for 
water  in  the  first  five  years  of  the  operation  of 
the  project  are  less  than  20  per  cent  of  what  it 
costs  to  install  lines,  the  Developer  will  reim- 
burse the  City  in  that  amount.  This  is  the  usual 
arrangement  for  water  supply. 

The  Public  Works  Department  presently  an- 
ticipates that  the  net  City  expenditure  for 
streets,  sewer  and  water  will  amount  to  ap- 
proximate   $960,000.     The    improvements    will 


serve  properties  of  the  Developer,  the  Public 
Works  Department,  if  its  new  yard  is  located 
adjacent  to  the  development  (or,  for  that  mat- 
ter, whoever  develops  such  area),  "Q"  Packing 
Company,  Quincy  Market  Cold  Storage  Ware- 
house, Boston  and  Taunton  Transportation  Com- 
pany, and  any  development  on  adjacent  land  of 
the  New  Haven  Railroad.  The  other  private 
owners  will  pay  real  estate  taxes  in  addition  to 
the  amounts  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  Developer. 

4.  In  answer  to  your  question  numbered  (4), 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  agreement  entered 
into  between  New  Boston  Food  Market  Develop- 
ment Corporation  and  the  City  of  Boston,  dated 
October  20,  1967,  to  construct  and  maintain  pub- 
lic streets  is  valid  and  constitutes  a  binding 
obligation  of  the  City.  See  Machado  v.  Board  of 
Public  Works  of  Arlington,  321  Mass.  101. 

5.  Since  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  this  office 
has  followed  the  suggestion  contained  in  your 
paragraph  numbered  ( 5 )  and  has  conducted  a 
review  of  all  other  chapter  121A  projects  which 
have  been  undertaken  in  the  City  of  Boston.

CERTAIN  ACCESS  ROADS  IN 
WEST  ROXBURY  DISTRICT 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  November,  1966,  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton made  Willers  street,  West  Roxbury,  a  public 
way,  having  promised  the  residents  certain  im- 
provements, none  of  which  has  been  carried  out; 
and 

Whereas,  Edgemere  road  has  never  been  fully 
provided  with  sidewalks,  thus  forcing  pedestri- 
ans, including  young  children  going  to  and 
from  school  to   use  the  street;   and 

Whereas,  Two  housing  developments  have  been 
constructed  over  the  past  six  years,  neither  of 
which  provided  new  access  roads  ( Colonial  Vil- 
lage, 165;  Losordo,  300);  and 

Whereas,  A  third  housing  development  is 
planned  for  this  same  area,  to  contain  ultimately 
1,200-1,500  units,  and  still  no  new  access  roads 
are  planned,  until  after  construction;  and 

Whereas,  The  absence  of  new  access  roads  has 
meant  that  the  developers  have  used  the  exist- 
ing roads  and  streets,  endangering  the  life  and 
safety  of  residents,  particularly  children,  and 
constituting  a  serious  fire  hazard  because  of  the 
extreme  congestion  caused  in  this  heavily  resi- 
dential area;  and 

Whereas,  The  developer  has  refused  to  accept 
several  alternative  solutions  offered  by  the  MDC, 
namely,  to  use  Dedham  Parkway  as  an  access 
route,  but  restricting  the  size  of  the  trucks,  or 
to  use  Heron  street  following  minimal  improve-

TAX  REVENUE

Whereas,  The  most  recent  rise  in  the  city's 
tax  rate  can  be  principally  attributed  to  ex- 
panded costs  for  education;  therefore,

That  the  General  Court  be  petitioned  to  enact, 
by  permissive  legislation,  a  bill  enabling  the  City 
of  Boston  to  levy  a  flat  1  percent  tax  on  wages 
earned  within  the  city  by  both  residents  and 
nonresidents  thereof; 

That  the  practicability  of  extending  a  similar 
tax  to  corporate  net  incomes  be  studied; 

That  anticipated  revenue  from  such  payroll 
and  corporate  taxes  be  earmarked  for  edu- 
cational  expenditures; 

That  an  accompanying  letter  of  explanation

Whereas,  The  problems  involved  in  the  admin- 
istration of  Boston  City  Hospital  have  rapidly 
increased  as  evidenced  by  the  recent  crises  suf- 
fered by  that  institution; 

Whereas,  With  normal  rising  costs,  the  budget 
for  Boston  City  Hospital  can  be  expected  to 
exceed  $50  million   within  the  next  few  years; 

Whereas,  A  sharp  increase  in  expenditure  has 
been  accompanied  by  a  trend  of  declining  condi- 
tions  and  reputation;  therefore

considerations: 


That  legislation  be  drawn  up  jointly  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  to  create  autono- 
mous authorities  to  operate  municipal  hospitals 
in  Massachusetts; 

That  such  legislation  be  similar  to,  but  an 
improvement  on,  Senate  Bill  No.  986  as  sub- 
mitted to  the  1968  session  of  the  General  Court; 

That  special  effort  be  made  in  the  construction 
of  this  legislation  to  insure  retention  present 
status  of  present  Boston  City  Hospital  em- 
ployees.

The  designated 
City  Councillor  shall,  without  seeing  the  names 
written  thereon,  openly  draw  a  number  of  bal- 
lots equal  to  the  number  of  jurors  required.  He 
shall  announce  the  names  of  the  jurors  so  drawn 
and  shall  hand  such  ballots  to  the  City  Clerk  who 
shall  return  the  same  to  the  jury  box,  after 
making  the  endorsement  thereon  required  by 
law."

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  a  petition  under  section  8 
of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Constitution.  The  resolution  adopted 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  August  19,  1968, 
recognized  the  importance  to  the  city  of  devel- 
oping West  Boundary  road  as  an  access  route 
to  relieve  heavy  traffic  on  Edgemere  road  and 
neighboring  streets. 

On  August  7,  1968,  I  wrote  to  Commissioner 
Howard  Whitmore  of  the  Metropolitan  District 


Commission  requesting  that  the  City  of  Boston 
be  allowed  to  undertake  this  development.  He 
wrote  back  on  August  12,  196ii,  denying  my  re- 
quest. Pursuant  to  your  resolution  of  August

a  conference  will  be  held,  and  I  have  received  no 
indication  at  this  point  that  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  is  willing  to  reconsider  its 
position.  I  believe  it  wise,  therefore,  that  we 
proceed  to  adopt  the  accompanying  petition.

(a)  Undertakes  or  directs  research  in  re- 
gard to  problems  and  projects  submitted  to 
him  by  council  committees  or  individual 
councillors. 

(b)  Supervises  the  work  of  research  ana- 
lysts and  assists  in  the  indoctrination  and 
supervision  of  summer  interns. 

4.  Chief  of  Administrative  Services.  Subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  staff  director,  the  Chief  of 
Administrative  Services  has  charge  of: 

(a)  Keeping  the  accounts  and  preparing 
the  budget  and  financial  reports  of  the  council. 

(b)  Procuring  and  maintaining  an  appro- 
priate stock  of  stationery,  stamps,  business 
equipment  and  office  supplies  and  supervising 
the  distribution  of  same.

At  their  most  recent  meeting  the  members  of 
Boston  Housing  Authority  adopted  a  resolution 
authorizing  an  application  to  Housing  Assistance 
Administration,  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  to  be  prepared  and  for- 
warded, requesting  an  additional  800  dwelling 
units  of  low-rent  public  housing  which  would 
be  provided  by  long-term  leasing  or  assistance 
under  Section  10  (c)  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937, 
as  amended,  and  for  a  preliminary  loan  in  con- 
nection therewith  in  the  amount  of  $320,000.

SITUATION 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council,  as  the 
legislative  body  of  the  city,  shares  with  the 
Mayor  the  responsibility  of  guaranteeing  that 
the  money  it  appropriates  or  authorizes  be  used 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  experienced 
serious  difficulties  over  the  past  ten  days  in  the 
schools  of  Roxbury,  Dorchester,  Brighton,  East 
Boston,  and  others ;  and 

Whereas,  The  difficulties  resulted  from  a  de- 
sire of  students  and  parents  to  play  a  larger  role 
in  the  operation  and  content  of  their  schools;  and 

Whereas,  The  ensuing  conflicts  posed  serious 
questions  of  safety,  to  students,  teachers,  ad- 
ministrators, parents,  and  the  community  at 
large;  and 

Whereas,  The  questions  raised  and  difficulties 
posed  can  be  resolved  only  by  the  reasoned  and 
cooperative  action  of  all  concerned  and  will  be 
harmed  by  precipitous  acts,  no  matter  from 
what  source;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  that — 

1.  The  Mayor  is  commended  for  the  leader- 
ship he  showed  during  a  time  of  crisis  in  the  city, 
and  is  urged  to  use  the  lull  weight  of  liis  office 
to  bring  together  the  various  concerned  parties 
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so  that  the  immediate  issues  may  be  resolved 
and  the  long-range  problems  systematically  ap- 
proached. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  com- 
mended for  the  common  sense  and  intelligence 
he  has  shown  in  seeking  to  restore  order  and 
reason  at  a  time  of  conflict  between  old  patterns 
and  new  concepts,  and  is  urged  to  exert  every 
effort  to  extend  the  same  approach  over  the 
next  days  and  months  while  the  immediate 
issues  are  being  resolved  and  the  long-range 
changes  which  might  be  needed  are  being 
effectively  charted. 

3.  The  Student  leaders  are  commended  for 
the  intelligent,  disciplined  and  mature  manner 
in  which  they  pressed  their  point  of  view,  and 
are  urged  to  make  every  effort  to  prevent  the 
actions  of  a  few  of  their  number  from  offsetting 
the  goals  being  sought  and  gains  already  made. 

4.  The  School  Committee  is  urged  to  make 
creative  response  to  the  request  being  voiced  in 
our  city  by  students,  parents  and  other  re- 
sponsible people  for  greater  dialogue  between 
school  and  home,  faculty  and  students,  com- 
munities and  public  officials,  and  is  further 
urged  to  show  leadership  to  the  students  and 
parents  of  our  city  by  resisting  hasty,  intem- 
perate actions  and  by  exercising  restraint  and 
responsibility. 

5.  The  Police  Commissioner  is  commended 
for  showing  discipline  and  intelligence  in  the 
face  of  difficult  situations  and  is  urged  to  take 
every  effort  to  insure  that  the  fine  action  of  the 
great  majority  of  our  policemen  not  be  offset  by 
the  ill-conceived  and  intemperate  acts  of  the 
rest.

This  is  an  answer  to  the  City  Council  order 
of  June  13,  1968,  transmitted  to  this  department 
on  September  13,  1968,  by  Mr.  Edward  T.

It  is  the  function  of  the  Building  Department 
to  enforce  the  Building  and  Zoning  Codes  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and,  under  delegated  authority 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety,  certain 
aspects  of  the  State  Public  Safety  Laws  (Ch.  143, 
G.    L.). 

The  Building  Department  is  primarily  and 
essentially  a  public  safety  department,  an  ad- 
junct to  and  an  extension  of  the  police  power  of 
the  state.  The  department  is  dedicated,  ulti- 
mately and  completely,  to  the  safety  of  buildings 
and  structures,  and  to  the  equal  safety  of  persons 
who  may  use  or  be  near  such  buildings  and 
structures. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  volume  of  construc- 
tion has  risen  from  $2,000,000  per  year  in  the 
late  1950s  to  $216,000,000  in  1967  and  the 
current  year  shows  to  date  $214,000,000.  This 
is  gratifying  to  all  parts  of  our  economy,  but 
with  the  new  fee  schedules  now  in  effect  it  will 
be  especially  gratifying  to  the  city  in  the  matter 
of  income. 

We  hope,  too,  that  our  present  project  for 
the  complete  revision  of  the  Building  Code  will 
enable  the  construction  industry  to  keep  abreast 
of  modern,  and  hopefully,  more  economical 
methods  of  construction.  A  contract  has  been 
signed,  the  work  is  now  in  progress,  and  we 
have  expectations  of  presenting  to  your  Honor 
for  transmittal  to  the  City  Council,  a  thoroughly 
modern  code  within  the  next  year.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  discard  the  voluntary  method  and 
to  contract  for  this  work,  but  we  expect  that 
the  result  will  be  worth-while. 


Willi  the  necessity  for  the  inspection  of  uew 
construction  there  is  also  the  requirement  for 
continuing  inspection  of  older  buildings.     I  am 

especially  concerned  with  the  urgent  necessity 
of  providing  decent  accommodations  for  our  less 
fortunate  citizens.  We  have  given  much  study 
and  assistance  to  the  rehabilitation  of  existing 
buildings  since  there  are  in  the  city  many  sound 
structures  which,  with  comparative  ease,  may 
be  made  habitable  and  comfortable  lor  our 
people.  We  have  been  especially  anxious  to 
implement  the  challenging  'Infill"  program  for 
quick  housing  in  congested  areas. 

An  important,  but  unfortunately  necessary, 
aspect  of  our  work  is  the  action  required  for 
unsafe  and  dangerous  buildings.  None  of  the 
older  cities  escapes  this  distressing  problem. 
There  is  a  belief,  prevalent  and  erroneous,  that 
the  Building  Department  may  raze  structures 
which  are  open  to  trespass,  which  may  be  un- 
sightly or  dilapidated  and  which  may  be,  or 
become,  a  fire  menace  to  surrounding  structures. 
This  is  emphatically  not  so.  The  Building  De- 
partment may  raze  buildings  which  are  unsafe 
and  dangerous  structurally  when  the  owner  of 
the  building  neglects  or  refuses  to  do  so.  To 
justify  the  razing  of  a  structure  the  Building 
Commissioner  must  be  able  to  demonstrate  that 
it  is  unsafe,  not  merely  dilapidated.  Since  1954, 
the  department  has  razed  2,545  such  buildings, 
has  shored  or  repaired  616  more  and  has  spent 
in  this  regard  the  sum  of  $3,234,000.  Unfortu- 
nately, we  cannot  say  that  this  is  the  end  of 
such  work.  It  is  a  continuing  and  somewhat 
frustrating  problem.

I  trust  that  the  following  report  of  Code 
Enforcement  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department 
contains  the  necessary  information  to  comply 
with  the  City  Council  order  of  June  13,  1968. 

The  authority  and  responsibility  of  the  Fire 
Department  stem  from  specific  sections  of 
chapter  148  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Fire  Prevention 
Regulations  which  are  made  under  provisions 
of  these  General  Laws.  Authority  and  respon- 
sibility are  also  derived  from  the  Boston  Fire 
Prevention  Code  enacted  by  the  Boston  City 
Council,  chapter  3,  of  the  Ordinances  of  1959. 
This  code  was  later  reaffirmed  by  legislative 
act. 

The  authority  and  responsibility  invested  in 
the  Fire  Department  by  the  General  Laws  and 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  embrace  such 
areas  as  investigation  of  fires  and/or  explosions, 
inspection  of  buildings,  issuance  of  permits  and 
licenses  for  hazardous  occupancies  and  hazardous 
materials,  the  regulations  (consistent  with 
law)  of  such  occupancies,  and  related  fire 
prevention  and  protection  measures. 

For  the  purpose  of  projecting  the  inspection 
and  enforcement  activities  of  the  department 
during    the    past    three    years,    the    following 
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figures  obtained  from  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division  of  this  department  are  included  for 
your  information  and  consideration:

In  conclusion  Mr.  Mayor,  there  are  two  points 
which  I  would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention 
which  are  pertinent  to  the  subject  matter. 

First,  sometime  in  the  past,  work  was  initiated 
in  updating  the  existing  Roston  Fire  Prevention 
Code.  There  are  some  recent  items  which 
the  department  feels  should  necessarily  be 
included  and  which  are  under  development  for 
submission.  These  will  be  combined  and 
forwarded  as  soon  as  possible. 

Secondly,  in  1967,  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  ruled  that,  despite  laws  passed  to  the 
contrary,  no  inspection  could  be  made  of  a 
building  or  other  premises  without  permission 
of  the  occupant  unless  a  "warrant"  had  been 
sought  and  issued.  Prior  to  this  time,  the 
departments  had  the  right  to  inspect  any 
building  or  other  premise  at  a  reasonable  time 
without  being  deemed  guilty  of  trespass.  For- 
tunately, no  circumstance  has  arisen  requiring 
us  to  obtain  such  "search  warrant".  This 
speaks  well  of  the  citizens  of  Roston  and  the 
tact  and  capability  of  our  personnel.  I  just 
mention  this  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
so  that  all  will  be  aware  that  there  has  been  a 
a  change  in  the  basic  structure.

At  the  present  time,  the  Housing  Code  is 
being  enforced  by  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  in  a  twofold  method,  namely: 

1,  systematic  area  mass-coding,  and  2,  re- 
sponse to  complaints. 

The  systematic  area  mass-coding  method  is 
being  conducted  in  a  section  of  Rrighton  and 
Dorchester.  Rlocks  are  assigned  to  inspectors 
and  each  dwelling  unit  within  the  block  is 
inspected  for  conformity  with  the  code.  In 
the  first  six  months  of  1968,  four  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  iiiiietv-Lhrce  (1,893)  dwelling 
units  have  been  inspected. 

The  department  also  investigates  all  com- 
plaints received  by  it  of  violations,  in  or  about 


places  of  human  habitation,  of  any  and  all 
statutes,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
which  have  been  enacted  for  the  preservation 
of  health  or  safety  in  or  about  places  of  human 
habitation.  The  number  of  complaints  in- 
vestigated thus  far  this  year  has  greatly  in- 
creased over  previous  years.  For  the  first  six 
months  of  1968,  thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fifty  (13,950)  complaints  have  been 
answered. 

In  addition,  the  department  inspects  and 
approves  all  dwelling  units  for  the  Roston 
Housing  Authority  in  connection  with  its 
Leased  Housing  Program,  conducts  a  city-wide 
Rat  Control  Program,  and  inspects,  at  the 
request  of  the  Roston  Licensing  Roard,  all 
dwellings  for  which  Lodginghouse  License  appli- 
cations have  been  filed. 

For  the  future,  I  am  hopeful  that  the  appli- 
cation to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  for  a  Concentrated  Code  Enforce- 
ment Grant  will  be  funded.  Four  hundred  and 
sixteen  (416)  acres  in  Jamaica  Plain  and  two 
hundred  and  forty-three  (243)  acres  of  the 
Fields  Corner-Ronan  Park  section  of  Dorchester 
will  be  subject  to  neighborhood  improvements 
under  this  program. 

It  is  also  my  intention  to  survey  other  sections 
of  the  city  with  the  purpose  of  submitting  ad- 
ditional applications  for  Code  Enforcement 
Grants. 

I  am  presently  reviewing  departmental 
procedures,  particularly  in  the  Enforcement 
Division,  in  an  effort  to  effectuate  a  speedup 
in  court  activities.  Although  the  number  of 
cases  presented  to  the  courts  this  year  will 
approximately  double  that  of  any  previous 
year,  I  am  hopeful  that  the  time  element  from 
the  initiation  of  a  complaint  to  its  eventual 
entrance  into  court  can  be  materially  shortened. 
In  connection  with  this  phase  of  code  enforce- 
ment, I  will  again  support  legislation  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Housing  Court.

Cammarata  (referred  September  23)  for  family 
use  shellfish  permit — recommending  that  permit 
be  granted. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  permit  was 
granted  under  the  usual  conditions.

INCREASE    IN    NUMBER    OF    POLICE 
OFFICERS   ON   FOOT  PATROL 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  By  chapter  233  of  the  Acts  of  1968 
the  General  Court  provided  that  any  large  mu- 
nicipality accepting  chapter  233  would  be  re- 
quired to  maintain  "at  all  times  a  minimum 
of  one  police  officer  on  foot  patrol  for  every  ten 
thousand  inhabitants  or  major  portion  thereof" 
and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  some  doubt  as  to 
the  meaning  of  the  phrase,  "on  foot  patrol",  it 
appears  that  Boston  has  fewer  than  the  con- 
templated number  of  police  officers  on  foot 
patrol;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  the  Council,  as 
well  as  the  view  of  a  majority  of  Boston  resi- 
dents, that  efforts  should  be  made  to  increase 
police  presence  on  the  streets;  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  shall,  and 
hereby  does,  accept  the  provisions  of  the  said 
chapter  233. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
and  Home  Rule. 


PARKING  FACILITIES  AT  MBTA  RAPID 
TRANSIT  STATIONS 
Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transpor- 
tation Authority  (MBTA)  is  engaged  in  a  long- 
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range  program  of  constructing  extensions  of 
radial  rapid  transit  lines  emanating  from  down- 
town Boston;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  principal  objectives  to 
be  served  by  such  extensions  is  to  relieve  severe 
vehicular  traffic  congestion  which  now  exists  in 
Boston  by  encouraging  persons  who  live  out- 
side but  work  in  Boston  to  commute  by  rapid 
transit  rather  than  by  automobile;  and 

Whereas,  The  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston 
are  footing  a  large  share  of  the  cost  of  operating 
and  enlarging  MBTA  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  Studies  by  the  Mass  Transportation 
Commission  undertaken  in  1962-1963  clearly 
proved  that  commuters  into  Boston  have  a 
tendency  not  to  commute  by  rapid  transit  if 
adequate  facilities  for  free  or  inexpensive  park- 
ing at  rapid  transit  stations  are  not  provided; 
and 

Whereas,  It  now  appears  that  many  of  the 
rapid  transit  extensions  now  in  planning  or  con- 
struction may  be  underutilized  by  reason  of  the 
reported  failure  of  the  MBTA  to  make  adequate 
provision  for  parking  at  rapid  transit  stations; 
and 

Whereas,  The  consequences  to  the  city  of 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  MBTA  to  provide 
adequate  parking  at  such  stations  would  be  most 
serious;  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services  investigate  and  report  back  to  the 
Council  in  regard  to  the  parking  facilities  to  be 
provided  by  the  MBTA  at  rapid  transit  stations.

INVESTIGATION  RE  INTERIM  RENT 
REVIEW  BOARD 

Coun.  SALTOJN STALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  on  June  24,  1968, 
approved  a  home  rule  petition  to  the  General 
Court  requesting  that  it  grant  statutory  author- 
ity to  the  City  of  Boston  to  control  rents  within 
the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  refused  to  grant 
such  authority  based  upon  a  legal  opinion  that 
the  city  already  possesses  such  authority  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  and  has  been  the  opinion  of  the 
Council  and  the  Mayor  that,  prior  to  exercising 
such  authority  to  control  rents  as  the  city  may 
now  possess  or  may  subsequently  be  granted,  it 
is  necessary  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  extent 
to  which  rents  have  been  increased  in  the  imme- 
diate past  in  various  sections  of  the  city  and 
with  relation  to  the  types  of  rental  accommoda- 
tions involved  and  the  extent  of  any  increases  in 
landlord  costs  dining  tbe  same  period;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  study  is  now  in  progress  in 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  but  is  not 
likely  to  be  completed  for  several  months;  and 

Whereas,  Pending  receipt  of  the  results  of  the 
said  study,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Council,  the  Mayor,  the  Greater  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board  and  others,  a  number  of  public- 
spirited  citizens  on  August  15,  196JS,  constituted 
themselves  as  au  Interim  Tenant  Review  Board 


to  receive  tenant  complaints  and  to  attempt  to 
adjust  such  complaints  with  the  landlords  in- 
volved; and 

Whereas,  Serious  questions  have  arisen  as  to 
the  efficacy  of  the  present  arrangements,  even 
for  interim  purposes,  by  virtue  of: 

1.  The  fact  that  the  said  Board  has  received 
to  date  only  a  very  few  tenant  complaints;  and 

2.  The  said  Board  has  no  staff  and  might  not 
have  the  capacity  to  deal  with  tenant  complaints 
in  any  volume;  and 

Whereas,  Two  of  the  members  of  said  Board 
have  recently  resigned  from  it,  reportedly  as  a 
means  of  indicating  their  protest  against  what 
they  allege  to  be  the  said  Board's  ineffective- 
ness; now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Wel- 
fare be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  directed 
to  undertake  an  investigation,  and  report  to  the 
Council  at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  concern- 
ing the  following  questions: 

1.  Why  did  the  members  of  the  Interim  Bent 
Beview  Board  resign? 

2.  Is  the  said  Board  adequately  serving  the 
present  needs  of  the  city  in  regard  to  discour- 
aging or  suppressing  excessive  increases  in 
rentals? 

3.  If  not,  should  the  said  Board  be  strength- 
ened or  should  it  be  replaced  by  a  more  effective 
mechanism?

lution as  relates  to  the  South  Station  Project 
area,  but  recommending  adoption  at  this  time 
of  the  accompanying  resolution.

Resolution    of    Boston    City    Council    Ap- 
proving Urban  Renewal  Plans  and  the 
Feasibility     of     Relocation     for     the 
School-Franklin    and    Boylston- Essex 
Urban  Renewal  Projects. 
Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of 
the    Housing    Act    of    1949,    as    amended,    the 
Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment  (hereinafter  called  "HUD")  is  au- 
thorized to  provide  financial  assistance  to  local 
public   agencies   for   undertaking   and   carrying 
out  urban  renewal  projects; 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  Act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require 
that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  respective 


Project  Area  be  approved  by  the  governing 
body  of  the  locality  in  which  the  Project  is 
situated  and  that  such  approval  include  Gildings 
by  the  governing  body  that:  (!)  the  financial 
aid  to  be  provided  in  the  contract  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  Projecl  to  In-  undertaken  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  (2)  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  afford  maximum  op- 
portunity, consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the 
locality  as  a  whole,  for  the  rehabilitation  or 
redevelopment  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Area  by 
private  enterprise;  (3)  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the  development 
of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the  provisions 
of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas  and 
facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing 
in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered  by  the 
Plan;  (5)  the  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive 
rehabilitation  of  the  Project  Area;  and  (6;  if 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  permits  the  new  con- 
struction of  housing  for  transient  use,  there 
exists  in  the  area  a  need  for  additional  units  of 
such  housing; 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (hereinafter  called  the  "Authority") 
has  entered  into  a  planning  contract  for  financial 
assistance  under  such  Act  with  HUD,  pursuant 
to  which  Federal  funds  were  provided  for  the 
undertaking  of  surveys  and  plans  in  the  "Project 
Area"  hereinafter  referred  to; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  Urban 
Renewal  Plans  for  the  School-Franklin  and 
Boylston-Essex  Project  Areas  dated  May  23, 
1968,  the  first  Plan  being  entitled  "  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan — CBD  School-Franklin  Urban  Re- 
newal Area,  Project  No.  Mass.  R-82A"  and  con- 
sists of  a  title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two 
pages,  thirty  pages  of  text,  and  four  maps;  and 
the  second  Plan  being  entitled  "Urban  Renewal 
Plan — CBD  Boylston-Essex  Urban  Renewal 
Area,  Project  No.  Mass.  R-82B"  and  consists 
of  a  title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two  pages, 
sixteen  pages  of  text,  and  four  maps;  (herein- 
after called  "such  Project  Areas"  and  "such 
Urban  Renewal  Plans"),  duly  approved  by  the 
Authority  on  May  23,  1968,  and  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for 
approval,  and  the  Mayor  has  also  submitted  to 
the  Councii  copies  of  each  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  program  prepared  by  the  Authority 
for  the  relocation  of  individuals  that  may  be 
displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the 
Projects  in  accordance  with  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Plans  (hereinafter  called  the  "Re- 
location Program"); 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  October  14,  1965,  determining  the  Project 
Area  to  be  a  decadent,  blighted,  deteriorated 
and  deteriorating  area,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  notice  of  such  determination  duly  pub- 
lished in  the  December  4,  1965,  issue  of  the 
"City  Record"; 

(3)  Resolutions  of  the  Authority  adopted 
on  August  2,  1967,  among  other  things  re- 
affirming the  said  October  14,  1965,  deter- 
mination, approving  the  Central  Business  Dis- 
trict Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  finding  that 
said  Plan  conforms  to  the  comprehensive  plan 
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for  the  locality  as  a  whole,  and  approving  the 
conditions  under  which  relocation  payments 
will  be  made;  and 

(4)  A  resolution  of  the  City  Council 
adopted  on  December  11,  1967,  among  other 
things  reaffirming  the  said  October  14,  1965, 
determination,  approving  the  Central  Business 
District  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  finding  that 
said  Plan  conforms  to  the  comprehensive  plan 
for  the  locality  as  a  whole,  and  approving  the 
conditions  under  which  relocation  payments 
will  be  made; 

Whereas,  With  the  consent  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Commerce  and  Development  and 
the  City  of  Boston  acting  by  the  Mayor  with 
the  authorization  of  the  City  Council,  with  the 
approval  of  H  U  D  and  pursuant  to  a  Temporary 
Loan  Contract  under  said  Title  1,  the  Authority, 
as  provided  by  law,  prior  to  the  completion  of 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plans,  conducted  so-called 
"early  land  acquisition"  activities  in  the  CBD 
Project  Area  by,  among  other  things,  acquiring 
parts  of  said  Project  Areas  and  conducting  re- 
location activities  and  demolition  and  clearance 
operations  therein,  all  after  the  Authority  had 
held  a  public  hearing  after  due  and  proper  notice, 
had  received  and  heard  extensive  evidence,  data, 
exhibits,  views  and  opinions  and  had,  in  its 
resolution  adopted  October  14,  1965,  made 
certain  findings  and  conclusions  concerning  the 
buildings  and  conditions  within  the  CBD 
Project  Area; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences, 
and  social,  cultural  and  economic  conditions  of 
such  Project  Areas  and  has  found  and  deter- 
mined and  has  reaifirmed  that  the  character 
and  conditions  of  such  Project  Areas  set  forth 
in  its  resolution  adopted  on  October  14,  1965,  do 
exist,  and  that  such  Project  Areas  are  decadent 
areas  in  that  they  are  areas  which  are  detri- 
mental to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare 
and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community 
because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which 
are  out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated, 
obsolete  and  in  need  of  major  maintenance  and 
repair,  and  because  buildings  have  been  torn 
down  and  not  replaced  and,  under  existing 
conditions,  it  is  improbable  that  the  buildings 
will  be  replaced,  and  because  of  a  substantial 
change  in  business  and  economic  conditions,  and 
because  of  inadequate  light,  air  and  open  space, 
and  because  of  excessive  land  coverage,  and  be- 
cause diversity  of  ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes, 
and  obsolete  street  patterns  make  it  improbable 
that  the  areas  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordi- 
nary operations  of  private  enterprise;  and  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  have  been  fully 
apprised  by  the  Authority  and  are  aware  of  the 
foregoing  facts  and  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  ad- 
ditional financial  assistance  under  such  Act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract 
or  contracts  with  HUD  for  the  undertaking  of, 
and  for  making  available  additional  financial 
assistance  for  such  Projects; 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  Chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 

feneral    laws   applicable    to    Boston,    including 
ection  70  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts 


General  Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  by 
statute  or  ordinance  on  the  former  City  of 
Boston  Planning  Board; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "General 
Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  ap- 
proved by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965, 
and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the 
general  development  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a 
whole,  and  the  Authority  has  duly  found  that 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the  General 
Plan,  and  the  City  Council  has  duly  considered 
both  of  said  plans  as  well  as  said  findings; 

Whereas,  Such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  for  such 
Project  Areas  prescribe  certain  land  uses  for 
such  Project  Areas  and  will  require,  among 
other  things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating 
and  removal  of  streets,  alleys  and  other  public 
ways,  the  establishment  of  new  street  patterns, 
the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water 
mains  and  other  public  facilities,  and  other 
public  action; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  caused  to  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  community  a  competent 
independent  analysis  of  the  local  supply  of 
hotel  and  other  transient  housing,  and  the 
Mayor  has  submitted  to  the  City  Council  a 
report  of  said  analysis,  to  wit:  Transient  Housing 
Demand  Analysis,  by  Larry  Smith  &  Company, 
Inc.,  dated  June  9,  1967; 

Whereas,  Under  Section  104  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  City 
must  make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in 
Section  110  (d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at  least 
to  one-third  of  the  actual  net  project  cost  for 
the  Project  Areas  as  finally  determined  and 
approved  by  HUD  in  accordance  with  said 
Title  1  and  the  Loan  and  Grant  Contract  to 
be  entered  into  between  the  Authority  and 
HUD; 

Whereas,  As  part  of  the  Relocation  Program 
there  is  additional  supporting  information  and 
data  respecting  said  program  which  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies, 
surveys,  and  inspections; 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  such  Project  Areas  and  of  the 
availability  of  proper  housing  in  the  City  for 
the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that 
may  be  displaced  from  such  Project  Areas  and, 
in  light  of  such  knowledge  of  local  housing 
conditions,  have  carefully  considered  and  re- 
viewed such  proposals  for  relocation; 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  re- 
specting the  Relocation  Program  and  such 
Urban  Renewal  Plans  for  such  Projects; 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating 
that  Title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the 
ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be 
excluded  from  participation  in,  be  denied  the 
benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination 
in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  urban 
renewal  projects  assisted  under  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended; 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Projects 
and  Urban  Renewal  Plans  was  held,  after  due 
notice  of  the  date,  time,  place  and  purpose 
thereof,   at   which   evidence  was  received   and 
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opinions  were  heard  by  llie  City  Councillors 
from  residents  of  and  business  people  from 
such  Project  Areas  and  oilier  persons  with 
respect  thereto,  and  ail  persons  desiring  to  be 
heard  concerning  sueh  Projects  of  such  Plans 
were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed  sueh 
Urban  Renewal  Plans  in  the  light  of  (i)  the 
aforesaid  Relocation  Program,  the  Transient 
Housing  Demand  Analysis,  the  Authority's 
resolutions,  determinations  and  findings  here- 
inbefore referred  to,  and  the  City  Council's 
resolution,  action,  and  finding  hereinbefore 
referred  to;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the  aforesaid 
public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general  knowledge 
of  the  City  Councillors  with  respect  to  con- 
ditions prevailing  in  the  Project  Areas  and  in 
the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore, 
it  is  hereby 

Resolved: 

(1)  That  the  findings  and  conclusions  made 
in  the  aforementioned  resolution  adopted  on 
December  11,  1967,  are  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed; 

(2)  That  such  Project  Areas  are  decadent 
areas  in  that  they  are  areas  which  are  detri- 
mental to  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  and 
sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community  because 
of  the  existence  of  buildings  wbich  are  out  of 
repair,  physically  deteriorated,  obsolete  and 
in  need  of  major  maintenance  and  repair,  and 
because  buildings  have  been  torn  down  and 
not  replaced  and,  under  existing  conditions,  it 
is  improbable  that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced, 
and  because  of  a  substantial  change  in  business 
and  economic  conditions,  and  because  of  in- 
adequate light,  air  and  open  space,  and  because 
of  excessive  land  coverage,  and  because  diversity 
of  ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes  and  obsolete 
street  patterns  make  it  improbable  that  the 
area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary  opera- 
tions of  private  enterprise; 

(3)  That  such  Project  Areas  are  blighted, 
deteriorated,  and  deteriorating  areas; 

(4)  That  such  Urban  Renewal  Plans  are 
hereby  approved  and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby 
directed  to  file  a  copy  of  such  Urban  Renewal 
Plans  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting;

2.  To  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  Project,  the 
Authority  will  comply  with  all  conditions,  statu- 
tory or  otherwise,  necessary  to  obtain  a  capital 
grant  from  the  United  States  of  America  under 
Title  I  in  the  maximum  amount  allowed  by  law. 

3.  The  City  will  make  local  grants-in-aid  to 
the  Authority  equal,  in  the  aggregate,  to  one 
third  of  the  actual  net  project  cost  of  the  Project 
as  finally  determined  in  accordance  with  Title  I 
and  approved  by  the  federal  government's  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development; 
and  to  provide  such  local  grants-in-aid  to  the 
Authority,  the  City  will  raise  and  approximate, 
or  borrow,  in  aid  of  the  Authority,  pursuant  to 
Section  26CC  of  Chapter  121  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  or  other  provision  of  law, 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  defraying 
such  part  of  the  acquisition  and  development 
costs  of  the  Project  as  will  not  be  met  by  loans, 
contributions  or  grants  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment through  its  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development. 

4.  A.  It  is  currently  estimated  that  the  local 
grants-in-aid  described  in  Paragraph  3  hereof 
will  aggregate  five  hundred  five  thousand  two 
hundred  thirty-three  dollars  (§505,233).

and  safety  standards  for  buildings  in  Boston. 

C.  The  City  will  convey  to  the  Authority,  or 
consent  to  the  taking  by  the  Authority  of,  any- 
real  property  or  rights  therein,  owned  by  the 
City  which  is  subject  to  acquisition  by  the 
Authority  pursuant  to  Section  401  of  the  Plan. 
The  fair  market  value  of  such  property  or  rights 
will  be  applied  in  reduction  of  the  City's  one 
third  share  under  Paragraph  3  hereof  of  the 
actual  net  project  cost;  provided  that  such  fair 
market  value  is  approved  as  a  local  grant-in-aid 
by  the  federal  government's  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

7.  The  City  shall  continue  to  maintain  the 
"workable  program"  heretofore  adopted  by  it, 
and  shall  cooperate  with  the  Authority  by  such 
other  lawful  actions  and  in  such  other  lawful 
ways  as  may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  the  Project  in 
all  its  phases. 

8.  The  Authority  recognizes  that  the  City, 
in  accordance  with  Section  26B  of  Chapter  121 
of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  may 
require  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes,  betterments 
and  special  assessments  on  all  property  held 
by  the  Authority  as  part  of  the  Project.  The 
City  hereby  agrees  that  if  such  payments  are 
required  pursuant  to  said  Section  26R  or  a 
corresponding  provision  of  subsequent  law, 
they  shall  not  be  required  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  such  payments  eligible  as  project 
costs  under  the  applicable  regulations  of  the 
federal  government's  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  in  effect  from  time  to 
time,  and  further  that  any  such  payments 
required  will  be  based  upon  assessments  estab- 
lished for  the  ta  x  yrear  during  which  the  property 
is  acquired  by  the  Authority.

to  and  serve  all  persons  without  regard  to  race, 
color,  sex,  creed  or  national  origin. 

10.  The  City  will  take  appropriate  steps  to 
assure  that  no  member  of  its  governing  body 
nor  any  other  City  oflicial  who  exercises  any 
functions  or  responsibilities  in  the  review  or 
approval  of  the  Project  shall,  prior  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Project,  voluntarily  acquire  any 
personal  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any 
property  included  in  the  Project  Area,  or  in  any 
contract  or  proposed  contract  connected  with 
the  carrying  out  of  the  Project.

OPINION  RE  PETITIONS  TO  GENERAL 
COURT  AMENDMENT  UNDER 
HOME   RULE 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  October  7,  1968. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  September  23,  1968, 
requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether,  and  to 
what  extent,  the  General  Court,  in  acting  on  a 
petition  filed  or  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  under  Section  8  of  Article  2  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Massa- 
chusetts, as  amended,  may  lawfully  revise 
either  the  form  or  the  substance  of  the  accom- 
panying bill. 

As  you  know,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
has  not  made  any  pronouncement  with  respect 
to  Article  2  as  amended  in  November,  1966; 
and  so  the  only  response  I  can  make  is  to  ex- 
press my  opinion  without  citation  of  judicial 
support. 

Section  8  gives  the  General  Court  "power  to 
act  in  relation  to  cities  and  towns  ...  by 
special  laws  enacted  ...  on  petition  filed 
or  approved  by  .  .  .  the  mayor  and  city 
council  .  .  .  with  respect  to  a  law  relating 
to  that  city".  I  think  it  not  without  significance 
that  it  is  the  petition  that  this  provision  requires 
be  approved,  not  the  text  of  the  bill  accom- 
panying the  petition. 

If  the  petition  seeks  enactment  of  the  accom- 
panying bill  in  its  precise  form,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  would  hold 
unconstitutional  any  special  law  enacted  thereon 
which  deviated  from  the  bill  in  any  material 
way;  but  it  is  also  my  opinion  that  the  General 
Court,  to  avoid  establishing  precedents  against 
its    right,    in    granting    legislation,    to    impose 
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such  provisos,  conditions  or  limitations  as  it 
may  deem  fit,  would  be  unlikely  to  enact  any 
legislation  upon  such  a  petition. 

The  form  of  petition  in  common  use  seeks 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  bill  or  legis- 
lation for  a  specified  purpose.  In  my  opinion, 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  would  uphold  the 
constitutionality  of  any  special  law  enacted 
upon  such  a  petition  provided  that  it  was 
germane  to  the  petition  and  not  violative  of 
other  constitutional  limitations. 

To  assure  the  enactment  of  legislation  achiev- 
ing the  essential  objective  although  markedly 
different  in  form  and  even  to  large  extent  in 
substance,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel's  office  for  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century  to  add  to  the  prayer  of  the  petition 
the  words  "substantially  as  set  forth  in  the 
accompanying  bill,  and  for  such  other,  further 
or  similar  legislation,  if  any,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  advisable  to  accomplish  the  purposes  and 
objects  referred  to."  It  is  my  opinion  that  if 
such  a  petition  were  to  come  before  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  that  Court  would  be  quite 
liberal  in  determining  what  was  germane.

ORDINANCE   CREATING   AN   AIR  POL- 
LUTION  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  McDONOUGH  and 
O'LEARY  offered  the  following- 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-eight. 
An  Ordinance  Creating  an  Air  Pollution  Control 

Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows : 

Chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  add- 
ing after  Section  10  the  following  caption  and 
section : 

Air  Pollution  Control  Commission 

SECTION  10:  There  shall  be  in  the  health 
and  hospitals  department  a  board,  known  as  the 
Air  Pollution  Control  Commission,  consisting  of 
the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals,  ex 
officio,  and  two  members  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the  city 
council,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation. 
The  original  appointive  members  of  said  com- 
mission shall  be  appointed  for  terms  expiring 
two  and  three  years,  respectively,  from  January 
2,  1969.  As  the  term  of  any  such  member,  or  of 
any  subsequent  member,  expires,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  the 
concurrence  of  the  city  council  as  aforesaid,  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  said  com- 
mission shall  be  filled  in  like  maimer  for  the 
unexpired    term. 

Said  commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  commissioner  of 
health  and  hospitals  except  as  he  acts  as  a  mem- 
ber of  said  board;  but  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  mayor,  the  said  commission  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any 
annual  or  other  report,  except  through  said 
commissioner. 


The  said  commission  shall  have  all  of  the 
authority  to  regulate  and  control  atmospheric 
pollution  as  is  conferred  on  municipalities  by  the 
provisions  of  G.  L.,  c.  Ill,  s.  31C. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  ordinance, 
Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following  am- 
endment: 

The  said  commission  shall  also  have  the  au- 
authority  to  take  whatever  steps  necessary  by 
way  of  hiring  additional  personnel  to  aid  the 
commission  in  the  prevention  of  air  pollution. 

The  ordinance  and  amendment  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Health.

As  President  and  presiding  officer  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  1  feel  that  I  must  inform 
you  immediately  that  the  Model  Cities  matter 
upon  which  the  City  Council  is  now  deliberating 
is  not  properly  before  the  Body,  and  that  a  point 
of  order  against  its  consideration  would  have  to 
be  considered  well  taken.  Under  the  present 
circumstances,  I  so  would  rule. 

The  resolution  approving  the  plan  incorporates 
therein  by  reference  a  plan  for  a  one-year  pro- 
gram involving  the  expenditure  of  about  sixteen 
million  dollars  in  the  Model  Cities  area. 

No  plan  was  in  fact  formally  presented  with 
the  resolution  no  Monday,  October  7,  1968. 

The  effect  of  this  is  that  a  certification  must  be 
made  to  Federal  Authorities  that  the  contents 
of  a  document  were  approved  when  in  fact  no 
document  was  formally  submitted.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    URBAN 
RENEWAL 

Coun.  ATKINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Urban  Re- 
newal Regarding:  Tax  Cooperation  Agreement; 
Leased  Housing  Reservations;  In-Fill  Housing: 

Mr.  President,  the  Mayor  submitted  a  Co- 
operation Agreement  between  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston, 
seeking  our  authorization  for  him  to  sign  this 
Agreement. 

1.  The  Mayor  submitted  to  us  a  BHA 
request  for  authorization  to  apply  for  federal 
funds  to  engage  in  short-term  leasing  of  housing 
units,  long-term  leasing  for  the  In-Fill  Housing 
program,  and  an  $880,000  loan  to  do  planning 
and  research  studies  relative  to  2,200  long-term 
units  of  leased  housing. 

2.  The  Mayor  submitted  to  us  a  BHA 
request  for  authorization  to  apply  for  an  ad- 
ditional 800  units  of  long-term  leased  housing 
units. 

3.  Acting  in  good  faith,  Mr.  President, 
this  Council  authorized  the  BHA  to  apply  for 
3,000  Section  23  short-term  leased  housing 
reservations,  and  to  apply  for  an  $880,000  loan 
to  do  planning  for  the  use  and  disposition  of 
2,200  Section  10C  long-term  leased  housing 
reservations.  At  that  time,  we  were  told  that 
the  In-Fill  program  could  not  proceed  unless 
the  Council  authorized  the  Mayor  to  sign  the 
Cooperation  Agreement  with  the  BHA,  and 
further  authorized  the  BHA  to  apply  for  the 
1,200  units  for  In-Fill. 

4.  In  fact,  Mr.  President,  it  is  now  clear 
that  no  further  leased  housing  reservations 
need  be  authorized  by  this  Council  in  order  for 
the  In-Fill  program  to  get  underway.  In  fact, 
Mr.  President,  the  BHA  applied  to  the  federal 
government,  not  for  3,000  units  of  leased  housing 
as  we  thought  we  authorized,  but  for  5,200 
units  of  leased  housing:  3,000  short-term  and 
2,200  long-term.  Therefore,  by  our  previous 
action,  the  BHA  now  has  more  than  enough 
long-term  leased  reservations  to  accommodate 
the  In-Fill  program  as  presently  contemplaled, 
plus  enough  additional  to  accommodate  the 
St.  Joseph's  Housing  Development. 

5.  The  only  remaining  action  this  Body 
need  take  in  order  for  the  In-Fill  program  to 
begin  is  the  action  recommended  here  today — 
the  passage  of  the  Cooperation  Agreement, 
authorizing  the  Mayor  and  BHA  to  enter  into 
long-term  contracts  with  developers  of  housing 
units  to  be  leased  by  the  BHA. 


6.  You  will  notice  Mr.  President,  that  the 
Cooperation  Agreement  has  been  amended  to 
include  some  very  important  safeguards. 

A.  Section  5  stipulates  that,  as  this 
Agreement  is  applied  to  the  In-Fill  program, 
outlining  how  various  city  officials,  depart- 
ments, authorities  and  commissions  will 
relate  to  the  program.  It  also  contains 
several  restrictions  added  by  your  committee. 

1.  No  more  than  50  percent  of  the  In-Fill 
units  can  be  committed  at  any  time  to  one 
developer. 

2.  The  BRA  is  required,  prior  to  exercising 
an  option  to  assume  the  management  of  the 
In-Fill  units,  to  present  a  management  plan 
to  the  Council,  which  plan  becomes  effective 
only  after  Council  approval. 

3.  The  BRA  is  requested  to  submit  to 
the  Council  within  30  days  a  plan  by  which 
the  various  communities  in  the  city  will  be 
involved  in  this  program. 

4.  The  Conflict  of  Interest  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  are  made  more  strict  as 
they  relate  to  this  program,  because  of  the 
substantial  extent  to  which  the  program 
deviates  from  the  public  bidding  laws,  the 
great  amount  of  innovation  involved,  and 
the  large  and  unusual  public  commitments 
anticipated  as  a  part  of  this  program. 

5.  The  developers  are  required  to  meet 
strict  financial,  performance  and  legal  pro- 
visions, in  order  to  guarantee  that  the  city's 
commitments  will  not  be  given  in  vain. 

6.  No  land  will  be  sold  by  the  BRA 
except  after  two  independent  appraisals, 
chosen  by  the  BRA  and  paid  by  the  developer, 
have  submitted  their  report. 

7.  The  developers  are  required  to  agree 
that  all  of  the  units  involved  in  this  program 
will  be  made  available  for  purchase  to  the 
tenants  after  a  period  of  years. 

7.  Section  6  of  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
provides  that  the  RHA  must,  receive  from  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment written  coniirmation  of  statements  we 
have  been  given  orally  to  date,  namely,  that 
the  city's  tax  yield  from  this  program  is  limited 
by  statute. 

8.  Section  7  of  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
contains  a  formula  to  be  used  in  computing 
city  taxes,  in  the  event  no  statutory  limitations 
are  set  on  the  city's  tax  yield  from  this  program. 

9.  Mr.  President,  these  rather  extraordinary 
provisions  and  conditions  have  been  attached 
to  the  application  of  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
to  the  In-Fill  because  of  the  incredibly  complex 
nature  of  this  program  and  the  equally  incredible 
incompetent  manner  in  which  it  has  to  date 
been  handled;  we  as  a  Body  cannot  meet  our 
responsibilities  to  our  citizens  unless  we  are 
willing  to  provide  the  leadership  needed  to  try 
new  ideas  and  to  seek  new  answers  to  such  old 
problems  as  the  shortage  of  low  income  housing 
for  large  families.  We  would  be  equally  remiss 
if,  in  seeking  to  meet  those  needs,  we  did  not 
take  notice  of  inadequacies  in  program  plans, 
designs  and  execution  where  it  appears  that 
such  inadequacies  can  be  provided  against. 

Few  people  in  the  city,  Mr.  President,  realize 
the  full  nature  of  this  In-Fill  program' — be  that 
nature  good  or  bad.     It  has  Been  inadequately 
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explained  to  this  Council,  and  we  can  only 
shudder  at  the  confusion  that  must  reign  in 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  constituents. 

This  program,  while  seeking  to  help  meet 
the  crisis  lacing  large  families  of  low-income, 
also  doi's  many  other  things: 

A.  It  represents  a  financial  windfall  for 
private  developers  who  will  be  virtually 
given  public  property,  then  given  substantial 
federal  subsidy  to  build  units  costing  as 
much  as  $30,000,  then  be  guaranteed  100 
percent  occupancy  for  40  years,  then  provided 
very  high  rental  income,  then  possibly  relieved 
of  the  burden  of  management  by   the  BRA. 

B.  It  commits  the  city  to  providing 
numerous  advantages  and  concessions  not 
usually  available  in  package  form- — such  as 
tax  concessions,  expediting  of  appeals  and 
variances,  etc. 

C.  It  provides  excellent  units  of  housing 
— equal  to  the  best  available  in  many  in- 
stances— to  low-income  tenants  for  whom 
such  housing  has  never  been  available  and 
to  whom  the  additional  possibility  of  owner- 
ship is  extended. 

D.  It  substantially  increases  our  local 
stock  of  large  low-income  units,  thereby 
easing  the  existing  trauma  of  urban  renewal 
displacement,  highway  displacements,  Model 
City  action  in  the  future,  fires,  etc. 

E.  It  substantially  alters  the  role  of  the 
BBA  by,  in  effect,  making  it  a  copartner 
with  the  BHA  in  the  public  housing  field. 

10.  It  was  because  of  the  many  unique 
features  of  the  In-Fill  program  and  the  attendant 
administrative  confusion  involved  in  spelling 
out  these  features  that  the  committee  recom- 
mends that  our  action  today  be  in  the  form 
suggested.

Minority  Beport  of  Councillor  McDonotjgh 
As  a  member  of  the  Urban  Benewal  Com- 
mittee I  wish  to  submit  the  following  report 
concurring  with  the  majority  regarding  an  order 
authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute  an  agreement 
on  behalf  of  city  with  Boston  Housing  Authority 
regarding  disposition  of  revenue  to  city  paid  by 
developers  under  the  "in-lill"  housing  program. 
Since  the  1930's  the  federal  and  state  govern- 
ments have  recognized  and  tried  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  the  poor  for  adequate  housing.  The 
thousands  of  units  of  low-rent  housing  spread 
throughout  the  city  since  then  bear  witness  to 
that  fact.  A  look  at  some  of  these  units,  how- 
ever, also  gives  testimony  to  the  fact  that  these 
thousands  of  units  have  not  really  been  successful 
in  meeting  those  needs.  Standard  housing  was 
provided  but  the  standard  housing  was  built  in 
the  form  of  immense  multiple  unit  projects 
which  had  the  effect  of  gathering  great  numbers 
of  poor  in  densely  packed  homogeneous  clusters 
in  housing  that  bore  an  institutional  look.  An 
even  more  unhappy  feature  of  much  of  our  low- 
income  housing  was  and  continues  to  be  the 
failure  to  provide  standard  housing  to  meet  the 
need  of  those  poor  who  are  members  of  large 
families.  The  family  with  more  than  three  or 
lour  children  were  and  to  this  day  have  con- 
tinued to  be  all  but  completely  ignored.    These 


failures  of  the  Public  Housing  Program  have 
been  talked  about  for  decades  but  no  answer  has 
been  forthcoming. 

Now  in  this  so  called  "in-lill"  housing  program 
we  have  a  plan  which  may  solve  the  problem  of 
providing  housing  for  large  families  of  little 
means  while  doing  so  in  housing  other  than  the 
familiar  massive  project  with  the  institutional 
look.  If  this  program  does  not  solve  the  problem, 
it  does,  at  least,  address  itself  to  this  seemingly 
unsolvable  dilemma  of  the  poor  of  our  city. 

The  so  called  ."In-lill"  housing  plan  is  a  rather 
complicated  plan.  It  involves  rattier  generous 
treatment  of  the  poor  and  generous  incentives 
for  private  entrepreneurs  on  the  part  of  the  city 
as  well  as  the  federal  government.  If  it  does 
the  job  of  providing  good  homes  for  large  families 
who  can't  otherwise  afford  such  homes,  it  would 
appear  to  be  worth  it. 

It  is  expected  that  the  average  family  housed 
under  the  "in-lill"  program  will  contribute  1/6  of 
the  rent  the  remaining  5/6  of  the  rent  to  be  paid 
by  the  Federal  Housing  Program.  Under  the 
Cooperation  Agreement  which  this  order  would 
authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  with  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  the  city  would  agree  to 
return  to  the  Housing  Authority  all  moneys 
collected  in  taxes  from  the  Developers  in  excess 
of  10  percent  of  the  so  called  "shelter  rent." 
The  "shelter  rent"  is  that  part  of  the  rent  paid 
by  the  low-income  tenant.  Since  the  average 
shelter  rent  has  been  projected  to  be  approxi- 
mately 17  percent  of  all  gross  rents  paid  to  the 
developer.  The  city,  therefore,  under  the  agree- 
ment will  realize  in  taxes  1/10  of  this  17  percent 
or  1.7  percent  of  the  developers  gross  income 
from  the  "in-fill"  housing  program.  This  is  con- 
siderably less  than  the  amount  of  taxes  the  city 
might  ordinarily  expect  from  a  limited  dividend 
corporation  setup  under  Massachusetts  statu- 
tory law.  The  difference  between  what  the  city 
actually  keeps  (i.e.  10  percent  of  the  shelter  rent) 
and  what  it  would  be  entitled  to  collect  in  lieu 
of  taxes  from  a  limited  dividend  corporation  is 
to  be  expended  by  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority on  the  "in-fill"  housing  from  whence  it 
came. 

The  reason  it  is  necessary  that  the  city  agree 
to  collect  taxes  and  then  give  up  the  bulk  of  the 
amount  collected  is  the  existence  of  a  disparity 
between  the  Federal  Public  Housing  regulations 
and  Massachusetts  statutory  law.  ft  has  been 
represented  to  your  committee  that  under  Pub- 
lic Housing  regulations,  in  order  to  get  federal 
subsidizations  of  the  program,  the  city  is  obliged 
to  agree  to  collect  no  more  than  10  percent 
of  shelter  rent  in  lieu  of  taxes.  Under  the 
provisions  of  the  amended  agreement  it  has 
wisely  been  required  that  this  representation  be 
made  in  writing  by  the  appropriate  federal 
agencies.  Under  the  Massachusetts  limited 
dividend  statutes  the  corporation  would  pay  5 
percent  of  gross  income  plus  10  dollars  per 
thousand  of  valuation  of  real  or  personal  property 
in  lieu  of  its  annual  real  property  tax  from  such 
a  corporation. 

It  is,  then,  clear  that  the  city  isn't  going  to 
solve  its  revenue  problem  by  way  of  tax  col- 
lections from  the  construction  that  will  take 
place  under  the  "in-lill"  program.  It  is,  how- 
ever, also  clear  that  the  city  is  presently  deriving 
no  income  from  the  vacant  and  often  unsightly 
lots  upon  which  the  housing  is  to  be  constructed. 
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It)  balance,  the  proposition,  that  some  income, 
however  small,  is  better  than  no  income,  appears 
a  sound  one. 

This  combined  with  the  prospect,  of  at.  long 
last  providing  decent  housing  for  large  families 
of  little  means  while  avoiding  the  institutional 
look  (of  the  large  public  housing  project),  seems 
good  reason  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  order  and  I 
will  so  vote.

Witnesseth  That 

Whereas,  The  Authority  proposes  to  provide 
by  contract  with  developers  additional  low-rent 
housing  with  the  financial  assistance  of  the 
United  States  of  America  or  an  agency  thereof 
(herein  collectively  called  the  "Government") 
pursuant  to  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of 
1937,  as  amended  (see  especially  Section  10  (c)  of 
that  Act),  herein  called  the  "Federal  Act";  and 

Whereas,  The  city  desires  to  cooperate  with 
the  Authority  in  providing  such  additional  low- 
rent  housing;  now  therefore 

The  Authority  and  the  City  mutually  agree  as 
follows: 

1.  The  Authority  will  undertake  to  provide, 
by  contract  with  developers  (which  term,  as 
used  in  this  agreement,  shall  mean  individuals, 
joint  ventures,  partnerships,  limited  dividend 
partnerships,  trusts,  corporations  [including 
nonprofit,  charitable,  urban  redevelopment  and 
cooperative  housing  corporations)  or  any  other 
entity,  public  or  private,  operating  housing  pur- 
suant to  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  the  Federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment) for  the  provision  of  such  number  of  dwell- 
ing units  in  such  housing  for  families  of  low  in- 
come as,  when  added  to  the  number  of  dwelling 
units  of  low-rent  housing  provided  by  the 
Authority  under  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
between  the  City  and  the  Authority  dated 
March  9,  1950,  will  not  exceed  the  maximum 
number  of  dwelling  units  specified  in  said 
Cooperation  Agreement  as  heretofore  or  here- 
after amended.  The  dwelling  units  under  con- 
tract between  such  developers  and  the  Au- 
thority from  time  to  time  are  herein  called 
"Leased  Project." 


2.  Whenever  in  any  year  a  Leased  Project  is 
not  on  the  assessment  date  therein  exempt  from 
all  real  and  personal  property  taxes  levied  or 
imposed  by  the  state,  city,  county,  or  other 
political  subdivisions  in  which  such  Project  is 
situated,  the  Authority  shall  withhold  from 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  due  the  city  under 
other  Cooperation  Agreements  between  the 
parties  in  respect  to  low-rent  housing  undertaken 
by  the  Authority  with  financial  assistance  of  the 
government,  the  amount  by  which  the  taxes 
paid  in  respect  to  such  Leased  Project  exceed 
ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  annual  Shelter  Rent 
charged  in  such  Leased  Project,  and  apply  such 
withheld  amount  to  the  purposes  of  such  Leased 
Project.  If  in  any  year  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes 
due  the  city  under  such  other  Cooperation 
Agreements  is  less  than  such  amount,  the  city 
will  pay  the  Authority  the  sum  by  which  such 
amount  exceeds  such  payments.  The  term 
"Shelter  Rent"  as  used  in  this  agreement,  shall 
mean  the  total  of  all  charges  to  all  tenants  of 
the  Leased  Project  for  use  and  occupancy  of 
said  Project,  less  the  amount  of  annual  contri- 
butions provided  by  the  Authority  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  charges  and  less  the  cost  of  all 
utilities  used  by  such  tenants  and  paid  for  by 
the  developers. 

3.  Whenever  in  any  year  a  Leased  Project  is 
on  the  assessment  date  therein  exempt  from  all 
real  and  personal  property  taxes  described  in 
paragraph  2  above,  the  Authority  shall  pay  to 
the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes  an  amount  equal  to  ten 
percent  (10%)  of  the  Shelter  Rent  charged  in  the 
Leased  Project  for  such  year.  Such  payments 
shall  be  made  at  the  time,  and  distributed  by 
the  city  in  the  same  manner,  as  are  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes  as  provided  in  the  Cooperation 
Agreements  between  the  parties  in  respect  to 
low-rent  housing  undertaken  by  the  Authority 
with  financial  assistance  of  the  Government. 

4.  The  city,  without  cost  or  charge  to  the 
Authority  or  the  tenants  of  the  Leased  Project 
other  than  as  herein  provided,  shall  cause  to  be 
furnished  to  the  Leased  Project  and  the  tenants 
thereof  public  services  and  facilities  of  the  same 
character  and  to  the  same  extent  as  are  fur- 
nished from  time  to  lime  without  cost  or  charge 
to  other  dwellings  and  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

5.  This  agreement  shall  not  apply  to  the  so- 
called  "In-Fill  Housing  Program"  except  as  that 
program  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  attached  to  the 
report  filed  with  the  City  Council  on  October  14, 
1968,  by  its  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal.

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B.  That  if  a  written  communication  from  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, Washington  Office,  indicating  that  the 
provisions  contained  in  Section  2  are  statutory 
or  regulatory  prerequisites  to  participation  by 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  in  the  long  term 
(Section  10c)  Leasing  Program  is  not  filed  witb 
the  City  Clerk  prior  to  the  execution  of  such 
Cooperation  Agreement,  Section  2  of  such  Co- 
operation Agreement  shall  be  changed  to  read  as 
follows: 

Nothing  in  this  agreement  shall  be  construed 
to  limit  the  proper  taxes  due  the  City  of  Boston 
from  such  owners  of  property  as  is  not  tax 
exempt.  In  arriving  at  the  amount  to  be  paid 
the  city  by  such  nonexempt  property  owners, 
the  following  formula  shall  be  used: 

A.  Tha  taxable  amount  ordinarily  due  the 
City  of  Boston  were  the  units  not  Leased  Proj- 
ects, minus 

B.  The  amount  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston 
by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  as  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes  on  the  units  included  in  the 
leased  housing  contract. 

If  such  written  communication  from  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Renewal  is  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  prior  to  the  execution  of 
such  Cooperation  Agreement,  such  Cooperation 
Agreement  shall  be  executed  in  the  form  set 
forth  in  paragraph  A  of  this  order. 

Memorandum  of  Understanding  Relative 
to  the  "In-Fill  Housing  Program 

This  Memorandum  of  Understanding  is  de- 
signed to  set  forth  the  principles  and  conditions 
under  which  the  "In-Fill  Housing  Program"  pro- 
posed to  be  undertaken  by  the  City,  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority  will  be  carried  out. 

As  is  well-known,  there  exists  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  a  severe  shortage  of  decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  dwellings  properly  planned  and  related 
to  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  City.  This 
In-Fill  Housing  Program  is  intended  to  be  a 
unique  demonstration  of  Boston's  prompt  and 
ellicient  response  to  the  need  for  housing  for  its 
large,  low-income  families.  It  will  bring  to- 
gether a  heretofore  unproductive  city  resource 
of  small  scattered  tax -foreclosed  sites  with  the 
initiative  and  resources  of  the  private  housing 
industry.  Pursuing  this  policy  will  displace  few 
if  any  families  from  their  present  dwellings  and 
also  avoid  undertaking  any  mass  housing  project 
of  the  traditional  kind.  Innovative  and  experi- 
mental approaches  to  solving  this  housing  prob- 
lem will  be  encouraged.  New  techniques  of 
building  construction  and  financing  will  be 
utilized  to  provide  new  high  quality  housing 
for  a  segment  of  Boston's  population  whose  needs 
are  not  being  adequately  met  by  any  existing 
housing  programs. 

The  legal  machinery  to  carry  out  such  a  pro- 
gram exists  in  the  city's  present  power,  found  in 
G.  L.,  C.  60,  to  foreclose  title  on  tax  delinquent 
property  throughout  the  city.  The  City  also  is 
empowered  under  St.  1961,  c.  314,  to  convey, 
without  consideration,  such  tax  foreclosed  prop- 
erties to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 
The  Boston  Housing  Authority,  pursuant  to 
G.  L.,  C.  121,  s.  26P,  is  empowered  to  enter  into 
a  contract  for  rental  assistance  for  low-income 
families  occupying  units  leased  from  private 
parties. 


Certain  developers  have  expressed  a  willing- 
ness to  purchase  such  properties  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  to  construct 
thereon  three-  four-  and  five-bedroom  units, 
which  would  then  be  leased  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  for  occupancy  for  large 
families  of  limited  income. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  voted  on  May 
2:5,  1968,  to  accept  conveyance  of  title  to  city- 
owned  properties  and  to  convey  to  one  developer 
a  sufficient  number  of  parcels  to  permit  con- 
struction of  not  less  than  seven  hundred,  nor 
more  than  a  thousand  units  of  housing.  It  is 
now  sought  to  authorize  the  Housing  Authority 
to  apply  to  the  Housing  Assistance  Administra- 
tion for  additional  units  under  the  leased  housing 
program,  and  that  authorization  is  pending 
before  the  City  Council. 

In  order  to  effectively  carry  out  the  program, 
the  City  has  agreed  to  convey  to  the  Authority 
properties  which  have  been  found  to  be  suitable 
for  the  In-Fill  Housing  Program.  The  City  has 
further  agreed  to  honor  requests  of  the  Au- 
thority with  respect  to  additional  properties  it 
acquires  through  tax  title  mechanisms,  after 
satisfying  itself  that  such  properties  are  not 
needed  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  for 
the  construction  of  public  buildings,  or  for  other 
more  appropriate  purposes.  The  City  will  exert 
its  best  efforts  to  secure  the  prompt  processes  of 
all  appeals  for  zoning  variances  which  may  be 
required  to  allow  the  program  to  go  ahead,  al- 
though the  City  has  no  power  to  assure  favorable 
action  on  such  appeals  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  will 
pay  over  to  the  City  any  amounts  which  it  re- 
ceives from  developers  for  the  sale  of  properties 
sold  to  them  for  the  purposes  of  this  program. 
The  BRA  will  obtain,  at  the  Developer's  ex- 
pense, at  least  two  independent  appraisals  on 
each  parcel  to  be  sold  as  a  part  of  this  program, 
and  will  then  sell  the  land  at  a  price  not  less  than 
the  lowest  appraisal.  The  appraisal  reports  shall 
be  kept  on  file  by  the  BRA  and  shall  be  available 
for  inspection  by  the  public,  public  officials  or 
public  agencies. 

The  BRA,  on  its  side,  will  agree  to  enter  Land 
Disposition  Agreements  with  developers  with 
respect  to  any  parcels  disposed  of  by  it  for  in-fill 
housing  purposes,  which  agreements  will  contain 
the  following  safeguards: 

1.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  devote 
the  land  to  the  construction  of  three-  four-  and 
five-bedroom  housing  units  for  low-income  fami- 
lies and  for  no  other  purpose.  Exceptions  in 
the  number  of  bedrooms  in  units  can  be  made 
under  special  circumstances,  but  not  to  exceed 
10  percent  of  all  units. 

2.  No  improvement  constructed  on  such  land 
shall  be  restricted  upon  the  basis  of  race,  religion, 
color,  sex,  national  origin,  marital  status  or  age. 

3.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  give 
preference  in  the  selection  of  tenants  for  dwelling 
units  to  be  built  under  the  terms  of  this  Agree- 
ment to  displaced  families  be  in  accordance  with 
the  following  order  of  priorities;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  priorities  shall  be  subject  to  and 
not  in  conflict  with  the  occupancy  requirements 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  and 
provided  further  that  such  families  are  eligible 
for  occupancy  under  the  applicable  standards 
and  regulations  of  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority,   the    Federal    Housing    Administration 
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(whenever  the  parcels  are  insured  by  Ihe  FHA) 
and  all  other  standards  of  ihe  developer  previ- 
ously approved  by  the  BHA. 

(a)  Eligible  families  displaced  by  govern- 
mental action  from  each  Urban  Renewal, 
Model  Cities,  GiNRP,  and  Improvement 
Area;  and  shall  have  priority  for  entering 
other  units  over  all  but  displacees  from  the 
particular  area  involved. 

(b)  Eligible  families  displaced  by  other 
governmental  activities. 

4.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  com- 
ply with  all  state  and  local  laws  in  elfect  from 
time  to  time,  forbidding  discrimination  or 
segregation  by  reason  of  race,  religion,  color, 
sex,  national  origin,  marital  status  or  age  in  the 
sale,  lease  and  occupancy  thereof. 

5.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  construct 
dwelling  units  in  accordance  with  final  working- 
drawings  and  specifications  approved  by  the 
Authority. 

6.  The  developer  will  not  be  permitted  to 
apply  for  a  building  permit  for  the  construction 
of  improvements  to  be  erected  on  any  parcel  of 
land  so  acquired  without  prior  certification  by 
the  Authority  that  the  proposed  work  to  be 
done  or  constructed  is  in  accordance  with  the 
final  working  drawings  and  specifications  ap- 
proved by  the  Development  Administrator  of 
the  Authority. 

7.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  allow 
access  to  each  parcel  or  group  of  properties 
during  the  period  of  construction  to  a  construc- 
tion team,  said  team  to  include  an  Authority 
employee  and  a  neighborhood  representative, 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  performance 
and  quality  of  construction.  The  Authority 
will  set  minimum  professional  criteria  to  be 
employed  in  the  selection  of  the  neighborhood 
representative.  The  neighborhood  representa- 
tive will  be  chosen  by  and  report  to  the  com- 
munity, and  will  make  his  findings  knqwn  to  the 
Authority.  The  neighborhood  representative 
will  be  paid  by  the  Authority  as  an  hourly 
consultant.  The  developer  will  be  required  to 
cooperate  with  the  City  and  the  FHA  (where 
applicable)  and  to  correct  workmanship  deter- 
mined by  the  City  and  the  FHA  not  to  be  in 
conformity  with  the  approved  final  plans  and 
specifications  of  city  or  state  laws.  The  Au- 
thority will,  within  30  days  from  the  passage 
of  the  Tax  Cooperation  Agreement,  submit  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  for  approval  its 
plan  for  neighborhood  involvement  and  the 
selection  of  the  neighborhood  representative, 
including  the  neighborhood  groups  to  which  the 
representative  will  be  responsible,  prior  to  the 
Execution  of  any  Land  Disposition  Agreements 
with  the  developers  in  the  In- Fill  Program. 

8.  The  developer  will  be  required  not  to 
request  from  the  Building  Commissioner  any 
certificate  of  occupancy  unless  it  has  obtained 
the  approval  of  the  Development  Administrator 
at  flie  completion  of  the  construction. 

9.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  obtain  a 
bond  with  corporate  surety  in  an  amount  estab- 
lished by  the  Federal  Housing  Administration 
or  by  the  Development  Administrator  in  the 
case  of  all  projects  not  insured  by  the  Fedcal 
Housing  Administration,  provided,  however, 
that  in  no  event  shall  the  total  penal  sum  of 
such  bond  exceed  100  percent  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvements    to    be    made    to    the    parcel    or 


parcels.  Said  bond  shall  include  the  City  as  a 
beneficiary,  unless  prohibited  by  state  or  federal 
law.  Said  bond  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of 
insuring  that  the  improvements  made  on  each 
parcel  are  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
final  plans  approved  by  the  Authority  and  for 
the  further  purpose  of  insuring  that  any  defects 
of  workmanship  as  determined  by  the  City,  the 
Development  Administrator  and  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration,  where  applicable,  are 
corrected  to  the  joint  and  several  satisfaction 
of  each. 

f  0.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  obtain 
a  payment  bond  between  itself  and  its  subcon- 
tractors, and  agree  to  hold  the  City  safe  from 
any  litigation  as  might  occur  between  itself 
and  such  subcontractors.  Such  bond  shall 
remain  in  force  until  all  subcontractors  have 
been  paid. 

11.  Subject  to  the  exceptions  noted  here- 
after, the  developer  will  be  required  to  begin 
construction  of  the  improvements  in  accordance 
with  the  approved  final  plans  and  specifications 
within  sixty  days  after  their  approval  or  the 
conveyance  of  the  parcel  by  the  Authority  to 
the  developer,  whichever  last  occurs. 

12.  Again  subject  to  the  exceptions  noted 
hereafter,  the  developer  will  be  required  to 
diligently  prosecute  the  completion  of  construc- 
tion of  the  improvements  on  each  parcel  and  to 
complete  such  construction  within  180  days 
after  the  commencement  thereof  unless  such 
time  is  extended  by  the  Development  Adminis- 
trator for  causes  shown. 

13.  The  Development  Administrator  shall 
have  the  authority  to  extend  the  deadlines  set 
in  Items  11  and  12  where  necessary  for  purposes 
of  encouraging  innovations  in  construction, 
training  or  entrepreneurship,  or  the  purpose  of 
otherwise  expanding  the  number  of  local  de- 
velopers of  low-income  housing. 

14.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  submit 
a  detailed  estimated  progress  schedule  for  each 
group  of  properties  at  the  time  construction  is 
begun  in  a  format  generally  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings.  This  schedule  shall  be  resub- 
mitted each  month  until  the  construction  of  the 
improvements  has  been  completed,  with  actual 
progress  shown. 

15.  In  the  event  the  developer  fails  to  adhere 
to  the  construction  schedule,  without  just 
cause,  or  to  the  approved  plans  or  specifications, 
the  Authority  will  reserve  the  right  to  repossess 
the  property  conveyed,  paying  the  developer 
so  much  of  the  value  which  the  Authority  re- 
ceives thereby.  In  the  event  of  such  default, 
the  City  shall  be  excused,  at  its  election,  from 
proceeding  with  the  conveyance  of  additional 
parcels. 

16.  In  the  event  the  developer  fails  to 
adhere  to  the  construction  schedule  set  forth, 
and  the  Development  Administrator  does  nol 
lind  such  delay  excusable,  the  Authority  shall 
have  the  election  of  payment  by  the  developer 
to  the  City  of  liquidated  damages  in  an  amount 
fairly  assessed  by  the  Authority  in  accordance 
with  normal  amounts  then  applicable.  Such 
liquidated  damages  shall  take  into  account  the 
obligations  accepted  by  the  City,  the  commit- 
ments met  l>\  the  City,  tin'  reordering  of  pri- 
orities required  l>\  theCit}  and  the  consequential 
impact  of  such  actions  mi  the  public  interests 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston. 
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17.  The  Authority  and  the  developer  will 
incorporate  in  ihe  Land  Disposition  Aigreement 
these  provisions  assuring  equal  opportunity  in 
the  employment  of  labor  lor-  the  construction  of 
the  projects. 

(a)  The  developer  will,  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible,  provide  opportunities  to 
persons  residing  within  l  he  corporate  limils  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Cor  training  and  employ- 
ment in  connection  with  the  construction 
of  the  housing  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement.  No  more  than  Id  percent  of  the 
developer's  work. force  shall  be  nonresidents  of 
the  city,  unless  it  is  certified  by  the  Develop- 
ment Administrator  that  no  qualified  residents 
are  available  to  be  employed.  Nonunion 
membership  shall  not  be  a  disqualifying 
factor. 

(b)  The  developer  will  not  discriminate 
against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  em- 
ployment because  of  race,  color,  sex.  religion, 
or  national  origin.  The  developer  will  take 
affirmative  action  to  ensure  that  applicants 
are  employed,  and  that  employees  are  treated 
during  employment,  without  regard  to  their 
race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national  origin. 
Such  action  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to,  the  following:  employment,  upgrading, 
demotion,  or  transfer;  recruitment  or  recruit- 
ment advertising,  layoff  or  termination;  rates 
of  pay  or  other  forms  of  compensation;  and 
selection  for  training,  including  apprentice- 
ship. The  developer  agrees  to  post  in  con- 
spicuous places,  available  to  employees  and 
applicants  for  employment,  notices  to  be 
provided  by  the  Authority  setting  forth  the 
provisions  of  this  nondiscrimination  clause. 

(c)  The  developer  will  send  to  each  labor 
union  or  representative  of  workers  with 
which  the  developer  has  a  collective  bargain- 
ing agreement  or  other  contract  of  under- 
standing, a  notice,  to  be  provided  advising 
the  said  labor  union  or  workers  representa- 
tive of  the  developer's  commitments  under 
Section  202  of  Executive  Order  11246  of 
September  24,  1965,  and  shall  post  copies  of 
the  notice  in  conspicuous  places  available 
to  employees  and  applicants  for  employment. 

(d)  The  developer  will  comply  with  all 
provisions  of  Executive  Order  11246  of 
September  24,  1965,  and  of  the  rules,  regula- 
tions, and  relevant  orders  of  the  Secretary 
of  Labor. 

(e)  The  developer  will  furnish  all  in- 
formation and  reports  required  by  Executive 
Order  11246  of  September  24,  1965,  and  by 
the  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  of  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  or  the  Secretary  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development  pursuant  thereto, 
and  will  permit  access  to  the  developer's 
books,  records,  and  accounts  by  the  Authority, 
the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, and  the  Secretary  of  Labor  for  purposes 
of  investigation  to  ascertain  compliance  with 
such  rules,  regulations,  and  orders. 

(f)  In  the  event  of  the  developer's  non- 
compliance with  the  nondiscrimination 
clauses  of  this  Section,  or  with  any  of  the 
said  rules,  regulations,  or  orders,  this  Agree- 
ment may  be  cancelled,  terminated,  or 
suspended  in  whole  or  in  part  and  the  devel- 
oper may  be  declared  ineligible  for  further 
state,  local  or  federal  government  contracts 
or  federally  assistance  construction  contracts 


in  accordance  with  procedures  authorized 
in  Executive  Order  112-16  of  September  24, 
1965,  or  by  rule,  regulations,  or  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  or  as  otherwise  provided 
by  local,  state  or  federal  law. 

(g)  The  developer  will  include  the  pro- 
visions of  Paragraphs  (a)  through  (gj  of  this 
Section  in  every  contract  or  pun  has.-  order, 
and  will  require  the  inclusion  of  these  pro- 
visions in  every  subcontract  entered  into 
by  any  of  its  contractors,  so  that  such  pro- 
visions will  be  binding  upon  each  such  con- 
tractor, subcontractor,  or  vendor,  as  the 
case  may  be.  The  developer  will  take  such 
action  with  respect  to  any  construction 
contract,  subcontract,  or  purchase  order  as 
the  Development  Administrator  or  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment may  direct  as  a  means  of  enforcing 
such  provisions,  including  sanctions  for  non- 
compliance. Provided,  however,  that  in  the 
event  the  developer  becomes  involved  in, 
or  is  threatened  with,  litigation  with  a  sub- 
contractor or  vendor  as  a  result  of  such 
direction  by  the  Development  Administrator 
or  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development,  the  Developer  may  request  to 
the  United  States  to  enter  into  such  litigation 
to  protest  the  interests  of  such  provisions 
in  any  construction  contract,  subcontract,  or 
purchase  order,  as  required  hereby,  the  first 
three  lines  of  this  section  shall  be  changed 
to  read:  "During  the  performance  of  this 
contract,  the  Contractor  agrees  as  follows:", 
and  the  term  "Developer"  shall  be  changed 
to  "Contractor". 

18.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  agree 
to  enter  into  a  rental  assistance  agreement  with 
the  Housing  Authority  for  all  of  the  dwelling 
units  constructed  under  the  program  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  forty  years  in  accordance 
with  Section  10  (c)  of  the  National  Housing 
Act  of  1937,  as  amended. 

19.  The  developer  will  be  required  to  co- 
operate with  the  City  and  the  Housing  Authority 
in  utilizing  the  provisions  of  such  state,  federal 
or  local  laws  which  may,  from  time  to  time, 
be  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  low- 
income  families  to  achieve  home  ownership. 
The  Developer  agrees  to  cooperate  with  the 
City  and  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  in 
utilizing  whatever  appropriate  legislation  or 
other  programs  which  mayr  be  in  effect  or 
developed,  from  time  to  time,  to  assist  the 
tenants  of  all  of  the  dwelling  units  constructed 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  Agreement  to 
achieve  home  ownership,  after  each  parcel  or 
group  of  parcels  have  been  owned  by  the  De- 
veloper for  a  period  of  twelve  years.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  Section,  home  ownership  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  cooperative  and 
condominium  forms  of  ownership.  The  De- 
veloper further  agrees  to  abide  by  the  terms 
established  by  the  Authority  for  home  owner- 
ship after  the  above  mentioned  twelve  years 
have  elapsed. 

20.  The  developer  will  at  all  time  be  re- 
quired to  keep  the  improvements  constructed 
on  each  parcel  in  good  and  safe  condition  and 
repair  and  with  respect  to  the  operation  of 
such  improvements,  comply  with  all  laws 
applicable  thereto. 

21.  The  Authority  may  proceed  with  a 
proposal    to    alter    the    presently    authorized 
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leasing  management  arrangements  between 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and  developers 
only  through  the  following  procedure: 

(a)  The  Authority  may  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  notification  by  the  developer  that 
it  has  received  a  Federal  Housing  Adminis- 
tration commitment  to  insure  the  first  group 
of  properties  give  notice  of  its  intention  to 
assume  the  responsibility  for  the  provision 
of  management  services  upon  the  completion 
of  the  improvements  to  be  erected  upon  each 
parcel.  The  Authority  shall  notify  the 
developer  in  writing  of  its  election  to  enter 
into  a  management  agreement  with  the 
developer.  Such  written  notice  shall  contain 
a  summary  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the 
Authority  and  the  developer  of  the  Authority's 
management  program.  The  management 
contract  shall  become  effective  only  upon 
the  acceptance  by  the  Authority  and  the 
developer  of  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof, 
and  approved  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 

(b)  In  the  event  that  the  Authority  does 
not  elect  to  assume  management  responsibility 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sub- 
section (a)  above,  it  hereby  waives  such  right 
for  a  period  of  12  months.  At  the  expiration 
of  said  12-month  period,  the  Authority  may 
at  any  time  thereafter  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  above  notify 
the  developer  of  its  intention  to  assume 
responsibility  for  the  provision  of  manage- 
ment services  for  all  of  the  parcels  contained 
in  any  single  mortgage.  Such  assumption  of 
management  services  shall  not  become  effec- 
tive until  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days 
after  receipt  of  notice  by  the  developer  and 
approval  by  the  Boston  City  Council,  and 
shall  further  be  subject  to  assumption  by  the 
Authority  of  the  liquidated  damages  provi- 
sion in  the  Management  Contract  between  the 
developer  and  the  existing  Management 
Agent. 

(c)  Subject  to  the  requirements  of  Sub- 
paragraphs (a)  and  (b),  the  Authority  may 
provide  such  management  services  by  Au- 
thority staff,  or  by  contract  with  an  indepen- 
dent management  corporation,  partnership, 
association,  individual  or  individuals  or  other 
group  satisfactory  to  the  parties  thereto; 

(d)  The  developer  will  be  required  to  pay 
to  the  Authority  an  amount  equal  to  the 
amount  authorized  for  management  services 
by  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  insurance  con- 
tract by  and  between  the  FHA  and  the  de- 
veloper, which  funds  shall  be  used  by  the 
Authority  to  defray  any  and  all  of  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  Authority  in  the 
provision  of  said  management  services; 

(e)  The  Authority  may  seek  federal  funds 
or  other  funds  to  defray  a  portion  or  portions 
of  the  expenses  incurred  under  this  section; 

(f)  The  Authority  or  the  developer  will 
as  part  of  any  management  program  here- 
under, will  make  every  effort  to  provide  such 
tenant  services  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
either  necessary  and/or  desirable,  including 
bul  not  hy  way  of  limitations  counseling  on 
household  management,  housekeeping,  budg- 
eting money  management,  child  care,  and 
similar  matters;  advice  as  to  resources  for  job 
training  and  placement,  education,  welfare, 
health,   and   other   community    services,   and 


referral  to  appropriate  agencies  when  neces- 
sary for  the  provisions  of  such  services. 

22.  In  addition  to  the  restrictions  placed 
upon  municipal  employees  and  former  municipal 
employees  by  Chapter  779  of  the  Acts  of  1962, 
the  so-called  "conflict  of  interest"  statute,  the 
following  language  will  be  inserted  in  every  land 
disposition  agreement  entered  into  between  the 
Authority  and  Infill  Developers: 

No  member,  official,  or  employee  of  the 
city  or  the  Authority  shall  have  any  personal 
interest,  direct  or  indirect  in  this  land  disposi- 
tion agreement,  nor  shall  any  such  member, 
official  or  employee  participate  in  any  decision 
relating  to  said  Agreement  which  affects  his 
personal  interest  or  the  interest  of  any  partner- 
ship or  association  in  which  he  is  directly  or 
indirectly  interested,  or  in  which  he  may 
become  interested  within  a  3-year  period. 
No  member,  official  or  employee  of  the  City  or 
the  Authority  shall  be  personally  liable  to 
the  developer  or  any  successors  in  interest  in 
the  event  of  any  default  by  the  City  or  Au- 
thority for  any  amount  which  may  become 
due  to  the  developer  or  to  any  successors  in 
interest  under  the  provisions  or  terms  of  this 
Agreement. 

23.  The  safeguards  set  forth  above  will  be 
binding  upon  the  developer  and  its  respective 
successors  and  assigns  and  to  any  subsequent 
grantees  of  any  of  the  land  sold  under  the  Infill 
Program.  The  principles  and  conditions  set 
forth  in  this  Memorandum  will  be  contained 
in  every  contract  for  the  sale  of  land  under  the 
Infill  Housing  Program. 

24.  The  Development  Administrator  shall 
see  to  it  that  at  no  time  will  more  than  50  percent 
of  the  units  then  firmly  committed  for  construc- 
tion be  assigned  any  one  developer. 

25.  The  terms  set  form  in  this  Memorandum 
shall  unless  terminated  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Memorandum,  remain  in  full  force  and  effect 
until  changed  by  the  City  Council  upon  the 
request  of  the  Mayor. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  order  in  the 
new  draft  was  passed.  Coun.  FOLEY  requested 
that  it  be  noted  for  the  record  that  he  voted 
"No"  on  the  foregoing  order. 

3.  Beporf  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  September  30)  providing  for 
the  application  for  800  units  of  low-rent  housing 
— recommending  that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  order  was 
rejected.

Following  review  of  the  proposals  received  in 
response  to  our  offer  for  sale  of  the  City  Hall 
Annex,  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  has 
determined  that  it  would  be  in  the  better  inter- 
ests of  the  city  to  proceed  with  the  originally 
intended  renovation  of  this  facility  for  use  as 
headquarters  for  the  School  Committee  and 
School  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
costs  of  design  services  so  far,  which  have  en- 
abled us  to  layout  the  work  required  for  this 
conversion  and  modernization  and  to  evaluate 
its  cost,  have  been  funded  by  appropriations  to 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  in  1967  for  this 
purpose.  At  this  time,  however,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  obtain  further  funds  to  cover  the 
preparation  of  working  drawings  and  contract 
documents  by  the  architects  as  well  as  the  actual 
reconstruction  job.  Based  on  the  basic  design 
work,  the  sum  of  $2,200,000  will  be  required  for 
these  purposes. 

Officials  of  the  city  have  discussed  this  project 
with  the  state  Emergency  Finance  Board,  and 
we  have  been  told  it  would  be  an  acceptable 
project  for  funding  under  the  loan  provisions  of 
clause  3A  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  covering  remodelling,  reconstruction, 
and  extraordinary  repairs  projects.

APPROVING  RESOLUTION  ORDINANCE 
AND  PROGRAM  FOR  MODEL  CITY 
ADMINISTRATION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  21,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  transmit  herewith  the  Com- 
prehensive Demonstration  Program  prepared  bj 
Boston's  Model  City  Administration  and  Neigh- 
borhood Board,  together  with  Appendices  furl  hei 
describing  the  problems  it  addresses,  a  draft 
resolution  approving  it  in  Ihe  form  proposed  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  I  rban 
Development,  and  a  draft  ordinance  establishing 
the  Model  City  Agency. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  approve  the 
program  for  funding  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development.  As  you 
examine  it,  you  will  find  it  one  of  the  most  pene- 
trating and  candid  analyses  of  the  acute  prob- 
lems of  American  cities.  The  participation  of 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  its  com- 
munity committees  in  preparing  the  program 
give  it  even  greater  significance.  I  hope,  there- 
fore, that  any  mechanical  problems  in  its  presen- 
tation will  not  distract  you  from  its  importance. 

The  program  necessarily  contains  some  con- 
troversial material.  The  problems  of  American 
cities  today,  particularly  in  their  most  distressed 
areas,  of  which  our  Model  Neighborhood  is  one, 
are  literally  desperate.  No  American  city  has 
resolved  them.  No  American  yet  knows  how. 
Traditional  answers  have  not  worked,  and  they 
won't  work  here.  We  must  seek  some.  For- 
tunately the  federal  government  is  prepared  to 
support  such  a  search.  This  application  seeks 
$4.4  million  of  such  support.  And  in  Boston,  at 
least,  we  still  have  time  to  search. 

With  a  very  few  exceptions,  the  program  pro- 
posed for  this  year  calls  only  for  research,  not 
for  implementation.  The  exceptions  relate  to 
the  creation  of  presently  nonexistent  facilities 
such  as  day-care  or  community  health  centers 
and  to  police  projects.  In  the  last  mentioned 
area,  it  is  proposed  to  establish  a  community 
advisory  committee,  educational  training  grants 
to  police,  a  psychological  testing  study,  com- 
munity representatives  travelling  in  police 
cruisers  and  financial  assistance  to  security 
patrols.  Except  for  the  last  mentioned  item, 
none  of  these  proposals  can  be  undertaken  with- 
out the  cooperation  and  consent  of  the  Police 
Department.  I  have  enough  confidence  in  its 
leadership  to  know  that  whatever  cooperative 
action  it  undertakes  will  be  well  considered.  I 
believe  you  will  have  Commissioner  McNamara's 
assurance  to  that  effect. 

I  realize  that  there  is  opposition  to  some  of 
the  ideas  which  this  program  proposes  to  ex- 
amine. I  hope  that  opposition  will  not  lead  you 
to  vote  against  allowing  the  city  to  study  such 
possibilities  For  example,  it  is  apparent  to 
everyone  that  our  present  welfare  system  is  not 
working  effectively  to  end  the  cycle  of  povery. 
I  do  not  know  if  some  form  of  guaranteed  annual 
income  might  provide  a  better  answer.  But  it 
is  the  most  widely  advocated  alternative  to  the 
present  unsatisfactory  system.  Therefore,  I 
believe  it  should  be  examined  and  analyzed  in

this  Model  Cily  experiment.  Only  then  can  we 
possibly  determine  if  it  later  merits  implementa- 
tion. 

The  Model  City  Program  oilers  this  sort  of 
realistic,  community-oriented  approach  to  the 
solution  of  problems  rather  than  a  continuation 
of  present  despair,  disorder  and  decay.  If 
through  it  we  lind  ways  for  developing  a  better 
life  in  our  community,  that  discovery  will  benefit 
all  our  citizens  in  all  parts  of  our  city,  as  well  as 
all  city  dwellers  in  the  country.  This  program 
gives  us  a  chance  to  take  such  leadership  for 
ourselves  and  for  others.  I  hope  you  will  grasp 
thai  chance  by  endorsing  the  program  promptly.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Model  City  Agency. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  an 
agency,  known  as  the  Model  City  Agency,  which 


shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as 
the  Model  City  Administrator,  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  after  consultation  with  the  model 
neighborhood  board,  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected.  The  model  city  administrator  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  the  mayor  shall  fix. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  model 
city  agency  a  board,  known  as  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board,  consisting  of  eighteen 
members  elected  as  follows:  in  the  case  of  three 
members,  by  the  residents  of  precincts  4,  5,  6 
and  7  in  ward  11;  in  the  case  of  three  other 
members,  by  the  residents  of  precincts  5,  6,  7, 
8  and  9  in  ward  9  and  precincts  1  and  2  in  ward 
11;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  by  the 
residents  of  precincts  3,  4,  5  and  7  in  ward  8 
and  precincts  1,  2  and  4  in  ward  12;  in  the  case 
of  three  other  members,  by  the  residents  of 
precincts  6,  8  and  9  in  ward  8  and  precincts 
1,  2  and  4  in  ward  13;  in  the  case  of  three  other 
members  by  the  residents  of  precinct  6  in  ward 
12,  precinct  3  inward  13,  and  precincts  1,  2  and  3 
in  ward  14;  and  in  the  case  of  the  three  remaining 
members,  by  the  residents  of  precincts  4,  5, 
6,  7,  8  and  9  in  ward  14;  provided,  however, 
that  the  initial  members  of  said  board  shall  be 
the  persons  elected  at  the  election  held  under 
the  resolution  adopted  by  the  city  council  on 
April  26,  1967,  and  approved  by  the  mayor  on 
April  27,  1967,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1970.  On  the  first 
Tuesday  in  December,  1969,  and  again  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  December,  1971,  an  election 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  at  which  residents  of  said  pre- 
cincts as  determined  by  the  then  latest  police 
lists  shall  elect  persons  to  serve  as  members  of 
said  board  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
of  the  succeeding  year  until  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  the  second  year  thereafter.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member  shall  be  filled 
by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the 
appointment  of  a  resident  of  the  area  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs.  The  members  of  said 
board  shall  serve  without  pay,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  loss  of  compensation  and  ex- 
penses necessarily  incident  to  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  function  and 
duty  of  the  model  city  agency  to  do  all  things 
necessary  or  convenient  to  the  continued  de- 
velopment, and  the  initiation,  execution  and 
completion,  of  a  model  city  program  in  the  city 
under  the  federal  Demonstration  Cities  and 
Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966  and 
acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  addition  thereto. 
The  model  city  administrator  and  the  model 
neighborhood  board  may  each  initiate  plans  for 
programs.  Said  administrator  shall  report  to 
-aid  board  on  all  plans  for  programs,  howsoever 
initiated,  and  shall  have  exclusive  authority 
and  responsibility  to  execute  all  programs;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  program  shall  be  under- 
taken by  said  administrator  until  such  program 
and  the  budget  therefor  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  said  board.

Whereas,  Mr.  Otis  served  with  distinction  as  a 
state  representative  from  Ward  5  in  Boston 
from  1957  through  1964  and  made  a  brilliant 
record  as  a  legislator,  notably  in  the  fields  of 
penology,  public  safety,  licensing  reform  and

Whereas,  Mr.  Otis  was  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Planning  Board  from  1956  to  1962  and 
there  brought  to  the  service  of  the  city  his  sense 
of  public  spirit  and  his  knowledge  of  problems 
of  urban  land  use  derived  from  his  long  experi- 
ence as  a  public  servant  and  a  Boston  realtor; 
and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Otis  was  active  in  many  civic

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INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN   RENEWAL 
Coun.  ATKINS  submitted  the  following: 
Interim    Report    of    the    Urban    Renewal 
Committee    Chairman    to    the    Boston 
City  Council 
Pursuant   to   a    City   Council   Resolution   of 
May  6,  1968,  ellorts  have  been  undertaken  to 
work  out  details  on  the  creation  of  an  elected 
Urban  Renewal  Committee  for  the  South  End. 
These  ellorts  will  be  culminated  at  a  series  of 
public  meetings,  the  first  of  which  will  be  this 
Sunday  in  the  South  End. 

For  the  past  several  months,  residents  of  the 
South  End  have  been  meeting  in  6  committees 
to  tackle  the  various  questions  that  would  have 
to  be  answered  before  an  elected  urban  renewal 
committee  can  become  a  reality.  The  6  com- 
mittees were:  (1)  Election  Districts;  (2)  Election 
Procedures;  (3)  Functions  and  Powers;  (4)  Com- 
munications; (5)  Relationship  to  Existing  Busi- 
ness and  Institutions;  and  (6)  Public  Hearing 
Procedures.  Among  the  questions  they  ad- 
dressed themselves  to  were:  (1)  What  kind  of 
districts  should  or  could  be  equitably  drawn  so 
as  to  make  possible  the  election  of  a  body  which 
would  fairly  represent  the  various  peoples, 
groups  and  interests  of  the  South  End.  (2) 
What  kind  of  procedures  should  be  followed  in 
an  election  held  in  the  South  End  so  as  to 
maximize  the  opportunity  for  resident  participa- 
tion as  candidates  supporters  or  voters.  (3) 
What  should  the  powers  of  an  elected  body  of 
residents  be  relative  to  the  Urban  Renewal 
Program  underway,  and  how  should  the  body 
function.  (4)  What  type  of  communications 
network  will  be  needed  within  the  South  End 
in  order  to  keep  the  residents  informed  about  the 
urban  renewal  program  and  whatever  elected 
body  might  result.  (5)  What  should  be  the 
relationship  between  the  elected  urban  renewal 
committee  and  existing  organizations  and 
institutions,  public  or  private,  whether  in  the 
South  End  or  outside  of  it.  (6)  How  should 
public  hearings  be  conducted  so  as  to  present 
the  various  alternatives  involved  to  the  residents 
in  the  most  clear  manner  possible. 

The  public  meeting  to  be  held  Sunday, 
October  27,  at  3  p.m.,  at  the  J.  J.  Williams 
Municipal  Building,  West  Brookline  street  and 
Shawmut  avenue,  will  be  an  informational 
meeting  only,  with  no  decisions  being  made  at 
this  time  on  the  various  alternatives.  Subse- 
quent meetings  will  be  held  at  which  time  the 
residents  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  the  various 
alternatives  presented  either  by  the  com- 
mittees or  by  the  residents  attending  these 
meetings. 

Speakers  at  the  Sunday  meeting  will  include: 
Thomas  Atkins,  who  will  preside  at  this  initial 
meeting;  Hale  Champion,  Development  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  BRA,  who  will  be  present  to 
give  the  BRA's  views  on  an  elected  body; 
Herbert  Hershfang,  who  will  present  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  Powers  and  Functions; 
David  Kaye,  who  will  present  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Election  Districts;  George 
Farrah,  who  will  present  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Election  Procedures. 

Following  reports  by  the  various  committees 
questions  will  be  taken  from  the  residents  in 
attendance.     The  residents  will  then  be  urged 


to  go  to  their  homes  or  organizations  and  use 
the  materials  presented  as  the  starting  point  for 
discussion  and  consideration.  They  will  be 
asked  to  return  at  a  later  date  to  discuss  and 
decide  on  the  structure,  nature,  powers,  functions 
of  an  elected  urban  renewal  committee. 

Following  the  final  action  by  the  community 
residents,  their  decisions  will  be  presented  to  the 
City  Council's  Urban  Renewal  Committee  for 
Council  discussion,  consideration  and  eventual 
action.  Prior  to  action  by  the  City  Council, 
the  BRA  Board  will  be  asked  to  consider  and 
vote  on  the  community's  recommendations. 

In  an  effort  to  make  it  possible  for  the  largest 
number  of  residents  to  be  informed  of  what  is 
taking  place,  arrangements  have  been  made 
with  WGBH,  T.V.  Channel  2,  to  have  the  entire 
proceedings  taped  and  subsequently  shown 
Thursday,  8.30,  on  the  "Say  Brother"  program 
which  is  a  weekly  Channel  2  offering.  The 
staff  of  "Say  Brother",  supervised  by  Bay 
Richardson,  Producer,  and  Stan  Latham, 
Director,  have  already  surveyed  the  building 
and  made  the  necessary  arrangements. 

Assistance  in  putting  on  this  public  meeting 
has  also  been  provided  by  the  BRA,  the  School 
Department,  De  Mambro  Hi-Fi  Center,  the 
South  End  Neighborhood  Service  Center,  the 
City  Election  Department,  and  the  City  Print- 
ing Office. 

Most  of  all,  however,  credit  for  the  incredible 
amount  of  constructive  work  which  has  been 
done  to  date  must  be  given  to  the  residents  of 
the  South  End  who  have  given  thousands  of 
hours   in   order   that   this   important   endeavor 
might    be    successfully    concluded.      The    City 
Council  action  of  May  6  has  set  in  motion  a 
chain    of  events   which   might   well   have   the 
elfect  of  changing  the  Urban  Renewal  Program 
across   the   nation  by  pioneering   in  a   unique 
format  for  citizen  participation.

The  question 
will  stale  that  the  convention  shall  not  consider 
or  propose  any  measure  which  relates  to  the 
Massachusetts  Declaration  of  Rights,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Massachusetts  constitution  con- 
cerning the  "Judiciary  Power"  (other  than 
provisions  respecting  the  Executive  Council),  or 
any  of  the  excluded  matters  enumerated  in 
Article  XLVIII,  II,  Section  2  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts constitution.  The  question  will  fix  the 
number  of  delegates  to  the  convention  at  150,  of 
whom  20  members  shall  be  members  of  the 
General  Court;  the  remaining  130  members  shall 
be  elected  by  the  voters  in  the  manner  sum- 
marized below.  The  question  will  also  state 
that  the  convention  shall  conclude  its  business 
not  later  than  120  days  from  its  first  session. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  if  a  majority 
of  the  votes  on  the  foregoing  question  is  in  the 
allirmative,  the  convention  shall  be  held  in  July, 
1971  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  constitution 
on  the  matters  enumerated  above  only.  The 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  shall 
each  elect  as  delegates  10  of  its  members,  not 
more  than  6  from  each  branch  coming  from  the 
same  political  party.  Of  the  remaining  130 
delegates,  10  shall  be  elected  at  large  and  120 
shall  be  elected  from  the  40  senatorial  districts, 
3  from  each.  Provision  is  made  for  the  manner 
of  nominating  and  electing  these  130  delegates, 
without  party  or  political  designation,  for  lilling 
vacancies  occurring  in  the  position  of  any  dele- 
gate, from  whatever  source  chosen,  and  for  the 
conduct  of  the  convention's  business. 

Any  revisions,  alterations  and  amendments  of 
the  Massachusetts  constitution  adopted  by  the 
convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  at 
the  State  election  in  1972  for  their  ratification 
and  adoption  in  such  manner  as  the  convention 
may  direct.

An  Act  Relative  to  Appropriations  for  School 

Ruildings  in  the  City  of  Roston. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 
SECTION  1.  Chapter  One  Hundred  Seven- 
teen of  the  Acts  of  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Forty- 
Nine  as  most  recently  amended  by  Chapter 
Seven  Hundred  Eighty-Six  of  the  Acts  of  Nine- 
teen Hundred  and  Sixty-Three  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  Section  1R  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  new  Section  1R : 
For  the  alteration  and  repair  of  school  buildings 
and  for  furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire,  and  for  lire  protection  of  existing 
buildings,  and  for  improving  existing  school 
yards,  a  sum  which  shall  not  exceed  four  dollars 
on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  average  of 
the  assessors'  valuations  for  the  three  preceding 
years,  such  valuations  being  reduced  by  abate- 
ments granted  up  to  December  thirty-first  of  the 
preceding  year.

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL 
RE  ORDINANCE  ON  SUBDIVISION 
CONTROLS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Roston, 
Law  Department,  October  24,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  your  order  of  August  19,  1968,  you  in- 
structed me  to  study  and  report  on  whether  it 
would  be  desirable  for  Roston  to  adopt  by 
ordinance  subdivision  controls  such  as  those  in 
use  by  surrounding  cities  and  towns.  In  my 
judgment  it  would  be  worth-while  to  do  so. 

Presently  Boston  is  explicitly  excepted  by 
G.  L.,  c.  41,  s.  81N  from  the  subdivision  control 
law  of  the  Commonwealth  (G.  L.,  c.  41,  ss. 
81K-81GG),  and  there  is  no  special  statute 
applying  subdivision  control  to  the  city.  In 
these  circumstances,  I  believe  that  the  city 
may,  by  ordinance,  adopt  subdivision  controls. 
In  reaching  this  conclusion,  I  rely  on  s.  6  of 
the  "Home  Rule  Amendment"  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Constitution,  Art.  of  Amend.  II, 
which  provides: 

"Any  city  or  town  may,  by  the  adoption, 
amendment,  or  repeal  of  local  ordinances  or 
by-laws,  exercise  any  power  or  function 
which  the  general  court  has  power  to  confer 
upon  it,  which  is  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  or  laws  enacted  by  the  general 
court  in  conformity  with  powers  reserved 
to  the  general  court  by  section  eight,  and 
which   is  not  denied,  either  expressly   or  by 


clear  implication,  to  the  city  or  town  by  its 
charter.      This  section   shall  apply   to  every 
city  and  town,  whether  or  not  it  has  adopted 
a  charter  pursuant  to  section  three." 
Clearly,    the    General    Court    has    power    to 
confer    "subdivision    control"    powers    on    the 
cities   and   towns.     See   Goldman   v.   Planning 
Board  of  Burlington,  347  Mass.  320,  324.     In 
my  opinion,  the  exception  of  Boston  from  the 
operation  of  the  "subdivision  control   law"   is 
not  a  declaration  that  the  adoption  of  such  a 
program  by  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  "in- 
consistent" with  laws  enacted  by  the  General 
Court.    Neither  do  I  find  anything  in  the  Citv 
Charter   of  Boston    (St.    1948,    c.    452)   which 
denies    it,    expressly    or    by    clear    implication, 
the  power  to  adopt  an  ordinance  establishing 
subdivision  control  in  the  city. 

Accordingly,  I  conclude  that  the  City  of 
Boston  may,  by  ordinance,  adopt  a  program 
of  subdivision  control.  This  procedure  has 
the  advantage  of  allowing  the  city  to  employ 
the  most  modern  concepts  of  control  adapted 
to  our  particular  needs,  rather  than  the  some- 
what outmoded  and  generalized  framework  set 
out  for  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole.  I  have 
in  mind  the  possibility  of  insisting  on  greater 
amenities  in  any  proposed  development,  its 
accessibility  to  various  community  resources 
and  its  impact  on  its  existing  neighbors. 

In  this  last  category,  the  present  absence  of 
any  subdivision  controls  whatsoever — even 
those  assuring  adequate  access — has  permitted 
situations  to  arise  which  are  severely  disruptive 
to  existing  neighborhoods.  Conditions  in  the 
vicinity  of  Edgemere  road  in  West  Roxbury 
are  an  obvious  and  unfortunate  example. 

It  is  my  intention  to  assign  several  law 
students  who  will  be  assisting  the  Law  Depart- 
ment this  winter  to  the  task  of  drafting  a  sub- 
division control  ordinance  for  Boston.  These 
students  will  work  under  my  supervision.  Their 
work  will  be  reviewed  by  experts  in  the  area 
of  Land  Use  of  the  Boston  Bar.  The  ordinance 
will  then  be  proposed  to  the  City  Council  for 
adoption. 

I  will,  of  course,  welcome  any  advice  which 
interested  members  care  to  olfer  as  this  project 
proceeds.

Gentlemen : 

At  the  meeting  of  August  19,  1968,  your  Hon- 
orable Body  passed  an  order  which  I  approved 
August  21,  1968,  which  designated  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Development  as  the  com- 
munity action  agency  for  Boston  under  pertinent 
federal  legislation  and  numbered  Paragraph  2 
of  which  reads  as  follows: 

"2.  That  as  soon  as  may  be,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  as  they  are  the  governing  officials 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  shall  make  such  changes 
in  the  public  membership  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  ABCD,  Inc.,  as  in  their  discretion  shall 
seem  appropriate  and  consistent  with  applicable 
legislative  and  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity 
regulations." 

It  is  my  opinion  that  as  many  seats  upon  the 
Board  of  Directors  as  possible  should  be  persons 
representing  neighborhoods  and  I  therefore  waive 
my  appointive  rights  in  favor  of  neighborhood 
representation.  I  do  this  not  because  of  a  lack 
of  support  for  or  interest  in  ABCD — members  of 
my  administration  have  been  working  closely 
with  ABCD  since  January  and  will  continue  to 
do  so.  But  this  support  can  be  fully  eifective 
without  reducing  the  number  of  seats  on  the 
Board  available  to  community  representatives. 
Respectfully,

Whereas,    Upon  August   19,    1968,   the   City

2.  That  as  soon  as  may  be,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  as  they  are  the  governing  officials 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  shall  make  such  changes 
in  the  public  membership  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  ABCD,  Inc.,  as  in  their  discretion  shall 
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seem  appropriate  and  consistent  with  applicable 
legislative  and  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity 
regulations. 

3.  That  ABCD,  Inc.,  shall  report  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  on  or  before  May  1, 
1969,  on  its  activities  since  the  date  hereof. 

4.  That  ABCD,  Inc.,  and  any  subsidiary 
thereof  with  whom  it  contracts  for  anti-poverty 
projects  and  for  which  anti-poverty  funds  are 
disbursed,  shall  set  guidelines  under  which  per- 
sons hired  for  these  contracted  projects  are  to  be 
employed.  These  guidelines  will  set  forth  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  which  will  govern  the 
terms  of  employment  under  the  contracts  be- 
tween ABCD  and  any  of  its  affiliated  agencies. 

5.  That  ABCD,  Inc.,  shall  upon  request 
make  its  books  and  records  available  for  audit  by 
the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

That  pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  it  by 
the  order  of  August  19,  1968,  the  City  Council 
declares  as  "local  governing  oilicials"  of  the  City 
of  Boston  that  each  city  councillor  or,  at  his 
option,  his  designee  will  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  ABCD,  Inc.;  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  such  seats  remaining  from  the 
one  third  of  the  total  number  reserved  for  public 
representatives  after  the  assignment  of  nine 
seats  to  the  individual  city  councillors  (or  their 
designees)  shall  be  assigned  to  neighborhood 
representatives.

such  officer  or  employee  participated,  or  of  which 
he  was  a  witness,  the  head  of  the  department, 
board  or  commission  by  which  such  officer  or 
employee  is  employed  shall  have  discretion  to 
employ  private  legal  counsel  at  city  expense  to 
represent  such  officer  or  employee  in  such  pro- 
ceeding or  to  reimburse  such  officer  or  employee 
in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  expense  incurred 
by  him  in  connection  with  his  employment  of 
legal  counsel;  provided,  that  such  department 
head  is  satisfied  after  appropriate  investigation, 
and  so  certifies  to  the  Mayor,  that  (a)  the  con- 
duct of  such  officer  or  employee  in  relation  to 
the  occurrence,  transaction  or  event  involved 
was  noncriminal  and  not  such  as  to  bring  dis- 
credit upon  himself  or  the  city,  and  (b)  such 
olficer  or  employee  was  acting  at  the  time  within 
the  scope  of  his  official  duties.

VETO  OF  OBDER  AUTHORIZING  EXE- 
CUTION OF  AGREEMENT  WITH 
BOSTON  HOUSING  AUTHOBITY  BE 
LEASED  BEAL  ESTATE  FOB  LOW- 
INCOME  FAMILIES. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  30,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  October  14,  1968,  authorizing  and  em- 
powering me  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  city  an  agreement  with  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  respecting  property 
taxes  on  real  estate  to  be  leased  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  in  providing  rental  assistance 
for  families  with  low  income. 

My  objection  thereto  is  that  your  Honorable 
Body  has  so  amended  the  order  I  submitted  on 
July  29  as  to  prohibit  the  successful  implementa- 
tion of  the  Infill  Program  which  was  primarily 
designed  to  assist  large  families  with  low  in- 
come. 

The  "Memorandum  of  Understanding"  in- 
corporated in  the  order  as  adopted  varies  in 
crucial  particulars  from  that  which  the  De- 
velopment Administrator  discussed  with  the 
Chairman  of  your  Committee  on  Urban  Be- 
newal  concerning  the  Infill  Program.  The 
most  critical  change,  and  one  that  makes  it  im- 
possible to  achieve  delivery  of  any  substantial 
number  of  units  within  a  year,  is  the  requirement 
in  paragraph  24  of  the  memorandum  that  no 
more  than  50  percent  of  the  units  then  firmly 
committed  to  construction  be  assigned  to  one 
developer.  This  change  means  that  the  program 
cannot  be  undertaken  promptly  on  any  meaning- 
ful scale.  Only  two  developers  are  now  ready 
to  proceed,  one  with  700  to  1,000  units,  the 
other  with  about  50  units.  To  hold  up  the  major 
developer  while  we  complete  the  lengthy  selec- 
tion process  we  have  begun  with  other  smaller 
scale  developers,  would  deny  rapid  delivery  of 
much-needed  housing.  It  would  also  make 
impossible  the  major  developer's  semi-indus- 
trialized process  which  permits  complete  con- 
struction of  dwellings  within  six  months. 


A  second  critical  change  in  paragraph  7  re- 
quires further  Council  action  before  the  BRA 
proceeds  at  all.  The  change  requires  approval  1  »> 
the  Council  of  a  BRA  plan  for  neighborhood 
involvement  before  final  disposition  of  any 
parcels.  Although  the  BRA  is  already  develop- 
ing a  plan  of  neighborhood  involvement,  Hie 
requirement  that  the  Infill  Program  await 
Council  approval  of  the  plan,  will  hold  up  all 
other  aspects  of  the  program  by  at  least  two 
months. 

Other  changes,  especially  that  in  paragraph  19 
reducing  from  15  to  12  years  the  time  by  which 
the  developer  must  make  apartments  available 
for  purchase  by  tenants,  impose  an  inflexibility 
on  the  program  which  will  limit  the  ability  to 
attract  developers.  The  complexity  of  this 
program  and  the  fact  that  different  contracts 
must  be  negotiated  with  a  variety  of  developers, 
including  some  with  limited  financial  capa- 
bilities, makes  it  necessary  that  those  who 
administer  the  program  have  maximum  flexibil- 
ity. 

Accordingly,  I  return  the  order  disapproved.

(herein  collectively  called  the  "Government") 
pursuant  to  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of 
1937,  as  amended  (see  especially  Section  10 
(c)  of  that  Act),  herein  called  the  "Federal 
Act";  and 

Whereas,  The  City  desires  to  cooperate  with 
the  Authority  in  providing  such  additional  low- 
rent  housing;  now  therefore, 

The  Authority  and  the  City  mutually  agree 
as  follows: 

1.  The  Authority  will  undertake  to  provide, 
by  contract  with  developers  (which  term,  as 
used  in  this  agreement,  shall  mean  individuals, 
joint  ventures,  partnerships,  limited  dividend 
partnerships,  trusts,  corporations  [including 
nonprofit,  charitable,  urban  redevelopment  and 
cooperative  housing  corporations]  or  any  other 
entity,  public  or  private,  operating  housing 
pursuant  to  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  the 
Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development)  for  the  provision  of  such  number 
of  dwelling  units  in  such  housing  for  families  of 
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low  income  as,  when  added  to  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  of  low-rent  housing  provided  by 
the  Authority  under  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
between  the  City  and  the  Authority  dated 
March  9,  1950,  will  not  exceed  the  maximum 
number  of  dwelling  units  specified  in  said  Co- 
operation Agreement  as  heretofore  or  hereafter 
amended.  The  dwelling  units  under  contract 
between  such  developers  and  the  Authority 
from  time  to  time  are  herein  called  "Leased 
Project." 

2.  Whenever  in  any  year  a  Leased  Project 
is  not  on  the  assessment  date  therein  exempt 
from  all  real  and  personal  property  taxes  levied 
or  imposed  by  the  state,  city,  county,  or  other 
political  subdivisions  in  which  such  Project  is 
situated,  the  Authority  shall  withhold  from 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  due  the  City  under 
other  Cooperation  Agreements  between  the 
parties  in  respect  to  low-rent  housing  under- 
taken by  the  Authority  with  financial  assistance 
of  the  Government,  the  amount  by  which  the 
taxes  paid  in  respect  to  such  Leased  Project 
exceed  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  annual  Shelter 
Rent  charged  in  such  Leased  Project,  and  apply 
such  withheld  amount  to  the  purposes  of  such 
Leased  Project.  If  in  any  year  payments  in  lieu 
of  taxes  due  the  City  under  such  other  Co- 
operation Agreements  are  less  than  such  amount 
the  City  will  pay  the  Authority  the  sum  by 
which  such  amount  exceeds  such  payments. 
The  term  "Shelter  Rent"  as  used  in  this  agree- 
ment, shall  mean  the  total  of  all  charges  to  all 
tenants  of  the  Leased  Project  for  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  said  Project,  less  the  amount  of 
annual  contributions  provided  by  the  Au- 
thority for  the  payment  of  such  charges  and  less 
the  cost  of  all  utilities  used  by  such  tenants  and 
paid  for  by  the  developers. 

3.  Whenever  in  any  year  a  Leased  Project

Gentlemen: 

This  summer,  after  meetings  involving  city 
officials,'  several  members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  citizens  from  Allston-Brighton,  a  Renl  Re- 
view Board  was  established  to  hear  complaints 
In  mi  tenants  in  the  area.  At  thai  time,  the  cit} 
representatives  expressed  a  willingness  to  con- 
sider requests  for  assistance  which  the  Board 
might  make,  based  on  the  experience  of  the  liisl 
few  months. 
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The  Board  has  now  made  such  a  request,  and 
I  believe  that  we  should  act  favorably  on  it. 

I  therefore  request  an  appropriation  of  $2,500 
for  the  rest  of  this  year  to  pay  for  one  investigator 
at  the  rate  of  $9,000  annually,  and  one  secretary 
at  the  rate  of  $6,000  annually.  For  budgetary 
purposes,  these  positions  should  be  assigned  to 
the  Mayor's  OHice;  the  Board  will,  however,  be 
given  full  power  to  hire  and  direct  the  em- 
ployees in  question.

At  our  tenant  review  board  meeting  of 
September  26,  1968,  it  was  voted  unanimously 
to  try  to  obtain  enough  funds  to  hire  two  staff 
people  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

It  was  strongly  felt  that  in  order  to  investigate 
each  complaint  or  concern  and  follow  up  on 
action  taken  by  the  review  board,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  have  a  full-time  staff  consisting  of 
an  investigating  officer  and  a  secretary.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    APPRO- 
PRIATIONS  AND   FINANCE 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance,  submitted  the 
following : 

1.  Subject:  Appropriation  of  $900,000  for 
Public  Works  Department  for  Contractual 
Services  for  Rubbish  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance  held  a  hearing  on  Tuesday,  October  29, 
1968,  at  which  time  we  invited  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  and  his  staff  and  the  rubbish 
removal  contractors  who  are  providing  this 
service  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  appear. 

In  the  1968  budget  the  City  Council  appro- 
priated $3,034,891  for  rubbish  removal.  How- 
ever, at  the  time  of  the  submission  of  that  ap- 
propriation we  were  informed  that  there  was  a 
negotiation  of  the  new  labor  contract  in  progress 
between  the  contractors  and  their  employees. 
The  City  of  Boston  had  not  entered  into  this 
current  contract  at  the  time  of  the  submission 
of  the  budget  at  the  above  figure  but  there 
was  an  anticipation  of  an  increase  in  cost  of 
labor  and  we  were  so  informed  at  the  time  of 
passage  of  the  above  amount. 
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Since  that  time  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  cost  of  labor  which  has  amounted  to  between 
$200,000  and  $300,000  between  labor  costs  and 
fringe  benefits  under  the  new  contract. 

The  Council  is  being  asked  to  appropriate 
an  additional  $900,000  for  this  purpose.  Some 
of  this  increase  is  going  towards  more  service — 
particularly  in  the  Roxbury  area  and  in  some 
other  areas  a  six-day  week  operation  for  the 
contractor  rather  than  a  five-day  week  during 
the  summer  months. 

Since  196f,  however,  the  city  has  instituted 
a  practice  with  the  hope  of  having  more  con- 
tractors bidding  on  these  rubbish  removal  con- 
tracts by  entering  into  an  agreement  for  more 
than  a  one-year  term.  The  reason  stated  that 
this  practice  commenced  was  because  contractors 
had  to  buy  new  equipment  and  it  was  felt  that 
they  would  be  able  better  to  alford  to  buy 
this  equipment  if  they  were  guaranteed  a  con- 
tract for  more  than  one  year.  The  Law  Depart- 
ment was  questioned  by  us  about  entering  into  a 
contract  for  more  than  one  year,  which  is  in 
violation  of  the  bidding  law,  and  they  replied 
that  the  option  for  renewal  of  these  contracts 
with  the  city  is  with  the  proviso  that  we  would 
only  have  to  pay  up  to  75  percent  of  increased 
costs  and  labor. 

The  practice  of  the  contractors  has  been 
such  that  there  are  only  twelve  bidders  on 
eleven  rubbish  districts.  Thus  it  would  appear 
from  observations  that  the  contractors,  in  bid- 
ding for  the  original  one-year  contract,  apply  an 
overhead  amount  in  the  first  year  for  the  entire 
three-  or  four-year  period.  In  other  words, 
they  know  that  they  are  only  going  to  renew  the 
contract  on  the  basis  of  merely  being  com- 
pensated for  75  percent  of  any  new  labor  costs 
without  any  additional  overhead  benefit  so  that 
it  would  appear  that  they  take  and  apply  all 
their  benefits  in  the  first  year  of  the  payment. 

This  practice  has  caused  rubbish  contracts  to 
spiral.  In  1967  it  cost  the  city  a  total  of  $2,600,- 
000  for  rubbish  removal.  In  1968- — it  is  costing 
the  city  $3,900,000 — an  increase  of  fifty  percent 
(50%)  over  the  previous  year  and  we  can  expect 
another  increase  next  year  of  some  $300,000  or 
$400,000. 

Therefore,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
that  the  City  of  Boston  should  return  to  the 
practice  of  a  public  bidding  procedure  annually 
with  these  rubbish  removal  contractors  with  the 
hope  that  there  be  a  more  competitive  price 
arrived  at  for  the  city  with  a  saving  to  the 
taxpayer. 

Likewise,  there  has  been  some  complaint  of 
the  fact  that  the  contractors  are  required  to  pick 
up  the  commercial  rubbish  from  stores  and 
commercial  establishments  at  the  ordinance 
established  price  of  twenty  cents  (20c)  per 
barrel.  It  would  appear  that  there  has  been  a 
practice  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  to  over- 
charge in  their  districts  where  they  are  required 
under  the  contract  to  also  pick  up  commercial 
rubbish  at  twenty  cents  (20c)  per  barrel,  in 
addition  to  the  public  rubbish — which  is  the 
contract  price. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance  that  some  system  of  tickets 
should  be  instituted  whereby  the  city  could 
control  the  price  for  the  commercial  establish- 
ments rubbish  removal. 


In  addition,  there  have  been  some  tech- 
nological changes  which  have  come  about  such 
as  a  new  rubbish  removal  truck  which  is  manu- 
factured in  Europe  which  could  cut  the  cost  to 
the  contractor  of  maintenance  which  runs  very 
high  at  the  present  time.  This  is  now  under 
study  as  well  as  a  suggestion  made  by  one  of  the 
contractors  of  the  possibility  of  using  a  new  type 
paper  bag  which  would  provide  easier  handling 
for  the  home  owners  and  would  prevent  rubbish 
from  falling  on  the  streets.  The  present  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  purchase  of  the  bags  by  the 
home  owners  would  be  $5  and  $10  a  year  and 
it  would  require  less  labor  in  the  removal  of  the 
rubbish. 

Likewise  the  city  is  considering  the  possibility 
of  establishing  transfer  points  in  the  rubbish 
removal  districts  where  the  small  trucks  can 
transfer  their  rubbish  to  larger  trucks  which 
then  could  haul  rubbish  off  to  the  dump3. 
Under  the  present  system  the  rubbish  con- 
tractors have  to  send  the  smaller  trucks  to  the 
dumping  places,  which  in  many  cases  is  a  long 
distance  away,  causing  the  loss  of  time  and 
increased  costs  of  labor. 

It  is  the  intention  of  your  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance  to  further  review  and 
discuss  this  matter  at  a  future  hearing  with  the 
contractors  and  Public  Works  Department  and 
other  parties  interested.  Therefore,  your  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  and  Finance  recom- 
mends passage  of  this  order  for  $900,000  to  the 
Public  Works  Department.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN   RENEWAL 

Coun.  ATKINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

Interim  Repoet  of  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Renewal 

Your  committee,  for  the  past  several  weeks, 
has  been  considering  the  Model  Cities  Proposal 
submitted  to  us  on  October  14  byr  the  Mayor. 
The  committee  has  held  five  public  hearings 
since  that  date,  numerous  meetings  of  members 
of  the  committee  and  meetings  between  the 
chairman  and  various  other  parties,  including 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  members  of  the 
Police  Patrolmen's  Association,  the  Teachers' 
Union  Representative,  the  Commissioner  of 
Police,  other  members  of  the  Mayor's  staff, 
consultants  who  worked  on  different  parts  of 
the  proposal,  and  members  of  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood Board. 

Serious  discussions  have  resulted  in  sub- 
stantial progress  on  those  sections  of  the  pro- 
posal which  met  initial  opposition  or  criticism 
from  committee  members  and  outside  groups 
and  agencies. 

Because  the  committee  believes  that  Boston 
needs  a  Model  Cities  Program,  and  because  we 
are  firmly  convinced  that  the  progress  now  being 
made  will  vastly  improve  the  program's  feasibil- 
ity, the  matter  will  not  be  reported  for  final 
action  at  this  time.  This  recommendation  is 
made  after  due  consideration  of  the  various 
reasons  cited  for  early  action,  but  after  the  con- 
clusion was  reached  that  early  action  at  this 
time  would  be  premature  and  would  jeopardize 
the  ultimate  success  of  this  important  program. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  committee  to  report 
matters  for  final  action  only  when  meaningful 
action  can  be  taken  by  the  Council. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  committee  that  an  early 
recommendation  for  final  action  can  be  made  on 
this  vital  program,  following  the  conclusion  of 
the  discussions  now  underway. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

2.  A  committee  on  Claims  and  Confirma- 
tions, consisting  of  five  members,  to  which  shall 
be  referred  all  claims  against  the  city  and  all 
appointments  which  are  required  to  be  con- 
firmed by  the  council. 

3.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  to  consist  of  nine  members, 
to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning 
council  rules,  committee  procedures,  equipment, 
facilities,  staff  and  supplies,  and  all  matters  as 
to  which  reference  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
may  appear  necessary  or  desirable. 

4.  A  committee  on  Health  and  Correction, 
to  consist  of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  concerning  public  health, 
hospitals,  detention  centers,  jails,  and  sanitoria. 

5.  A  committee  on  Housing  and  Urban 
Renewal,  to  consist  of  five  members,  to  which 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning  city 
planning,  housing  and  urban  redevelopment, 
rehabilitation  and  renewal. 

6.  A  committee  on  Legislation  and  Home 
Rule,  to  consist  of  five  members,  to  which  shall 
be  referred  all  memorials  to  the  General  Court  or 
the  Congress  and  all  matters  relating  to  the 
eighty-ninth  article  of  amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  com- 
mittee or  its  delegate  shall  appear  before  the 
committees  of  the  General  Court  to  represent 
the  interest  of  the  city  when  authorized  so  to  do 
by  vote  of  the  council. 

7.  A  committee  on  Licenses  and  Public 
Lands,  to  consist  of  five  members,  to  which  shall 
be  referred  all  petitions  for  licenses  and  permits 
and  all  matters  relating  to  public  lands. 

8.  A  committee  on  Public  Services,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  concerning  public  safety,  public 
works,  parks,  playgrounds,  recreation,  and 
transportation."

AUTHORIZING  TAX  COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT  RE  "INFILL"  HOUS- 
ING PROGRAM 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  am  herewith  resubmitting  my  request  to  the 
City  Council  that  I  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
a  tax  cooperation  agreement  with  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  to  permit  a  variety  of  new 
programs  to  achieve  housing  for  low-income 
families  through  federal  subsidies,  especially 
under  the  "Infill"  program. 

I  found  it  necessary  to  veto  the  revision  passed 
by  the  City  Council  on  October  30,  1968,  be- 
cause some  changes  incorporated  by  the  Urban 
Renewal  Committee  would  have  delayed  carry- 
ing out  the  urgently  needed  Infill  program  for 
months.  Further,  because  of  specific  contractual 
requirements  set  for  developers,  the  amended 
version  would  have  made  it  impossible  to  work 
out  arrangements  with  any  developer  for  de- 
livery of  units  on  a  large  scale  within  the  next 
year.  At  the  same  time  these  requirements  also 
made  it  difficult  to  work  with  small  developers 
on  a  basis  suitable  to  their  resources  and  differ- 
ing approaches  to  financing.  Cumulatively,  the 
changes  and  the  method  employed  make  it  very 
difficult  to  operate  the  program. 

I  am  not  in  disagreement  with  many  of  the 
principles  involved,  however,  and  share  the 
Council's  concern  that  there  be  a  full  mutual 
understanding  of  the  nature  and  operation  of 
the  program. 

With  the  exception  of  those  items  which  would 
slow  or  unduly  restrict  the  operation  of  the  In- 
fill program,  I  intend  to  see  that  the  principles 
set  forth  in  the  Council  action  are  observed  in 
its  administration. 

The  exceptions  are  these: 

1.  While  no  developer  will  be  eligible  to  con- 
tract for  more  than  50  percent  of  the  units 
authorized  under  this  program,  the  further 
limitation  to  units  "committed  for  construction 
at  any  time"  cannot  be  observed.  That  require- 
ment would  hold  the  pace  of  the  prime  developer, 
who  is  using  a  semi-industrialized  process  which 
permits  the  erection  of  significant  numbers  of 
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units  on  a  continuous  basis,  to  the  pace  of  other 
newly  organized  and  smaller  entrepreneurs  for 
no  good  reason.  Under  such  circumstances 
neither  he  nor  the  city  would  have  the  ability 
to  proceed  as  planned.  In  view  of  the  urgent 
needs  of  hundreds  of  large  families  whose  income 
makes  them  eligible  for  leased  public  housing, 
this  would  be  tragic. 

2.  Instead  of  going  through  a  long  and  time- 
consuming  process  of  bringing  a  community  in- 
formation and  involvement  program  back  to  the 
City  Council,  I  am  simply  directing  that  such  a 
program  be  carried  out  in  every  neighborhood, 
and  a  report  of  it  made  to  the  City  Council, 
before  construction  of  units  in  any  area.  Ses- 
sions have  already  been  held  in  the  South  End, 
in  Charlestown,  in  the  Model  Cities  area,  in 
Washington  Park,  and  in  Dorchester  and  further 
sessions  are  planned  with  abutting  property 
owners  and  neighbors  in  every  area  involved. 

3.  Because  of  the  need  both  for  flexibility 
and  for  controls  in  dealing  with  various  types  of 
developers  and  financing  arrangements,  I  am 
not  setting  specific  year  limitations  on  the  time 
units  may  be  available  for  home  ownership,  but 
am  directing  that  disposition  agreements  with 
developers  provide  for  achieving  home  ownership 
as  rapidly  as  is  practicable  and  negotiable.  In 
all  cases,  some  units  will  be  available  for  sale 
without  time  limitation  in  the  agreement  and 
the  prime  developer  has  already  agreed  to  make 
50  units  available  as  early  as  federal  law  and 
regulations  permit. 

Further,  I  propose  to  set  up  a  monitoring  sys- 
tem for  limited  distribution  developers  to  make 
sure  that  the  6  percent  profit  limitation  set  up 
by  law  is  not  offset  by  inordinate  company  sal- 
aries or  other  comparable  devices.  The  income 
tax  depreciation  system  set  up  by  the  federal 
government  is  the  prime  financial  incentive  to 
bring  developers  into  this  kind  of  program,  and 
with  the  home  ownership  exceptions  already 
noted,  it  will  be  permitted  to  operate  up  to  a 
maximum  of  15  years,  but  with  the  contractual 
commitment  to  make  the  units  available  for 
home  ownership  at  that  time  under  federal  law 
and  regulations  most  advantageous  to  the  pro- 
spective owner. 

4.  In  order  to  encourage  small,  new  or  in- 
novative developers  or  builders,  some  of  the 
other  speciflc  requirements  set  forth  in  the 
memorandum  of  understanding  attached  to  the 
earlier  version  approved  by  the  Council  will  be 
varied,  but  the  spirit  of  that  document  will  be 
respected. 

Because  the  Infill  program,  as  set  forth  in 
this  letter,  permits  immediate  and  effective 
commencement  of  the  program  plus  rapid  con- 
struction of  hundreds  of  units  without  dis- 
turbing the  basic  principles  involved  in  the 
Council's  action  and  because  all  the  questions 
concerned  have  been  before  the  Council  for 
many  months,  I  am  asking  the  courtesy  of  im- 
mediate action  today  through  suspension  of  the 
rules.  This  program  is  the  single  most  important 
element  in  our  desperate  struggle  to  meet  the 
pent-up  demand  for  decent  housing  for  large 
low-income  families.  Every  week's  delay  is  a 
delay  in  meeting  that  need.

entity,  public  or  private,  operating  housing 
pursuant  to  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  the 
Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment) for  the  provision  of  such  number  of 
dwelling  units  in  such  housing  for  families  of  low 
income  as,  when  added  to  the  number  of  dwelling 
units  of  low-rent  housing  provided  by  the  Au- 
thority under  the  Cooperation  Agreement  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Authority  dated  March 
9,  1950,  will  not  exceed  the  maximum  number  of 
dwelling  units  specified  in  said  Cooperation 
Agreement  as  heretofore  or  hereafter  amended.

taxes  paid  in  respect  to  such  Leased  Project 
exceed  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  annual  Shelter 
Rent  charged  in  such  Leased  Project,  and  apply 
such  withheld  amount  to  the  purposes  of  such 
Leased  Project.  If  in  any  year  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes  due  the  City  under  such  other  Co- 
operation Agreements  is  less  than  such  amount, 
the  City  will  pay  the  Authority   the  sum  by 
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which  such  amount  exceeds  such  payments. 
The  term  "Shelter  Rent",  as  used  in  this  agree- 
ment, shall  mean  the  total  of  all  charges  to  all 
tenants  of  the  Leased  Project  for  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  said  Project,  less  the  amount  of 
annual  contributions  provided  by  the  Au- 
thority for  the  payment  of  such  charges  and 
less  the  cost  of  all  utilities  used  by  such  tenants 
and  paid  for  by  the  developers. 

3.  Whenever  in  any  year  a  Leased  Project  is 
on  the  assessment  date  therein  exempt  from  all 
real  and  personal  property  taxes  described  in 
paragraph  2  above,  the  Authority  shall  pay  to 
the  City  in  lieu  of  taxes  an  amount  equal  to 
10  percent  (10%)  of  the  Shelter  Rent  charged 
in  the  Leased  Project  for  such  year.  Such  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  at  the  time,  and  distributed 
by  the  City  in  the  same  manner,  as  are  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes  as  provided  in  the  Co- 
operation Agreements  between  the  parties  in 
respect  to  low-rent  housing  undertaken  by  the 
Authority  with  financial  assistance  of  the 
Government. 

4.  The  City,  without  cost  or  charges  to  the

Section  28  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  of  the  City  of  Roston  provides

(b)  corporations  or  other  legal  associations 
wherein  the  controlling  interest  to  the  extent 
of  at  least  over  one-half  thereof  is  owned  by  a 
citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United  States.  " 

Under  these  restrictions  the  Boston  Public  Li- 
brary cannot  enter  into  contracts  with  individuals 
or  corporations  in  foreign  countries  who  supply 
books  to  the  Library  without  going  through  a 
wholesaler  in  this  country. 

In  order  that  the  Library  may  purchase  di- 
rectly from  publishers  and  others  in  the  foreign 
book  trade  through  the  use  of  written  contracts 
for  books  purchased  from  City  Funds  as  well  as 
Trust  Funds  it  is  respectfully  requested  that 
consideration  be  given  to  amending  the  above- 
mentioned  section  to  provide  exemption  for  the 
Library  from  the  provisions  of  section  28  of 
chapter  3. 

Enclosed  herewith  are  four  copies  of  the  text 
for  a  proposed  change  in  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961  prepared  by  the  Law  Department  which 
will  permit  the  Library  Department  to  acquire 
from  a  person  in  a  foreign  country  foreign  printed 
matter  or  audio-visual  materials.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
mission held  October  25,  1968,  it  was  voted  that 
the  chairman  be  authorized  to  request  permis- 
sion to  acquire  2,000  parking  meters  and  that 
the  funds  to  pay  for  the  same  be  appropriated 
from  the  item  "Parking  Meter  Fees." 

It  is  therefore  respectfully  requested  that  the 
permissiion  of  the  City  Council  be  obtained  for 
the  acquisition  of  2,000  parking  meters  and  that 
the  monies  to  be  used  for  payment  be  charged 
against  the  item  "Parking  Meter  Fees." 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  will  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  §140,000.  No  cash  outlay  will  be  re- 
quired inasmuch  as  it  is  possible  to  acquire  the 
meters  without  cost  and  to  pay  for  them  over  a 
period  of  five  years  from  the  revenue  received 
when  the  meters  are  installed.  This  would  mean 
a  payment  each  year  of  approximately  $28,000 
from  revenue  received  from  the  meters  for  this 
five-year  period. 

It  is  our  intention  that  these  meters  be  pur- 
chased subject  to  General  Laws,  C.  40,  S.  22A, 
requiring  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  responsible  and  eligible  bidder  on  the 
basis  of  competitive  bid. 

Our  intention  is  to  purchase  vandal-resistant 

meters.    Our  experience  with  this  type  of  meter 

over  the  past  several  years  has  been  satisfactory 

and  to  date  no  case  of  forcible  entry  has  occurred.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  44,  section  63, 
of  the  General  Laws,  funds  accumulated  from 
the  "Sales  of  City  Property"  may  be  appropri- 
ated for  a  specific  purpose  for  which  the  city  is 
authorized  to  borrow  for  a  period  of  ten  years  or

more.  Boston  is  allowed  by  statute  to  borrow 
for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  for  the  purchase  of  a 
fireboat.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Under  date  of  March  7,  1968,  this  department 
furnished  your  office  with  an  analysis  of  the 
findings  of  the  naval  architectural  firm  of 
Potter  and  Mc Arthur  in  regard  to  the  marine 
lire  protection  equipment  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

As  a  result,  action  has  been  initiated  to  procure 
a  65-foot  vessel  to  serve  as  a  replacement  for 
Engine  Company  31,  the  "James  F.  McTighe." 

To  supplement  this  and  to  complete  the  find- 
ings and  recommendations  then  made,  it  is  re- 
quested that  action  be  initiated  to  obtain  an 
Equipment  Loan  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  100-foot  fireboat  with  a 
discharge  capability  of  12,000  gallons  per 
minute  for  the  use  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment. This  vessel  would  be  the  replacement 
for  the  "Joseph  J.  Luna,"  Engine  Company  47, 
which  is  believed  to  be  capable  of  continuing  in 
service  for  approximately  two  years.  Time 
required  to  procure  the  requested  replacement  is 
two  years. 

In  support  of  this  request  and  in  view  of  the 
escalating  maintenance  expenses  which  will  only 
serve  to  temporarily  stave  off  the  ultimate 
decommissioning  of  Engine  Company  47  as  an 
element  of  the  marine  fire  protection  for  Boston 
Harbor,  it  is  the  studied  opinion  of  the  naval 
architectural  firm  of  Potter  and  McAithur 
that,  with  the  obtainment  of  the  second  fireboat, 
the  cost  of  marine  fire  protection  needs  for  the 
City  of  Boston  can  be  met  by  an  operating  cost 
of  about  75  percent  of  the  present  annual  cost, 
with  adequate  coverage  until  the  final  years  of 
this  century. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Boston  water- 
front handles  a  reporled  $600  million  dollars  in 
value,  annually,  and  its  domestic  cargoes  and 
inlraport  shipments  raise  the  total  annual 
volume  to  20  million  tons.  About  half  of  this 
cargo  consists  of  fuels,  gasoline,  petro-chernicals, 
and  so  forth,  carried  in  supertankers  and/or 
large  bulk  carriers  in  unit  quanlilies  of  12,000 
to  100,000  tons,  which  is  accumulated  and 
stored  in  the  port  along  waterways  in  much 
larger  volumes  awaiting  distribution  and  con- 
sumption. 

Ship  collisions,  explosions,  land  accidenls 
contiguous  thereto,  which  would  require  the 
containment  of  the  hazards  from  resulling  spills 
of  millions  of  highly  flammable  petroleum 
products  into  confined  channels  lined  by  rows 
of  wooden  piers  in  densely  populated  areas,  such 
as  Atlantic  avenue,  Commercial  street,  Charles- 
town,  East  Boston,  and  Chelsea  (which  oilers 
serious  exposure  to  East  Boston)  must  be  given 


thoughtful  consideration,  for  Texas  City,  the 
Houston  Ship  Channel  Collision  and  Fire,  and 
the  New  York  Harbor  Tanker  Collisions  and 
Fire  are  tragic  testimony  that  they  can  and  do 
happen. 

The  marine  hazards  facing  Boston  include  the 
major  petroleum  terminals  situated  on  narrow 
tributaries  which  accentuate  the  potential; 
the  trend  toward  waterside  locations  of  high-rise 
buildings,  marinas,  and  so  forth,  all  demonstrate 
the  need  for  adequate  marine  fire  protection  to 
augment  the  land  forces  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  in  the  event  of  a  fire  in  those  areas 
adjacent  to  Boston  Harbor  and  its  tributaries. 

There  is  a  proven  need  for  marine  fire  equip- 
ment in  the  Port  of  Boston,  since  the  marine 
lire  hazards  of  the  Port  have  by  no  means 
diminished  but  have  grown  beyond  proportion. 
To  continue  the  operation  of  existing  marine 
fire  protection  equipment  and  an  estimated 
anticipated  200  "out  of  service"  days  over  the 
next  two  to  three  years  dependent  upon  an 
escalating  maintenance  budget  for  service  and 
parts  would  be  completely  unrealistic  and 
contrary  to  sound  operating  procedure.

INCREASES

voted  to  increase  the  rate  of  fare  on  rapid  transit

Whereas,  These  fare  increase  proposals  are 
contingent  upon  the  approval  of  the  Advisory 
Board  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transporta- 
tion Authority;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
represents  approximately  38  percent  of  the 
weighted  vote  of  said  advisory  board;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  required  to 
bear  a  grossly  inequitable  share  of  approximately 
62  percent  of  the  losses  incurred  from  the  trans- 
portation services  provided  by  the  Authority  to 
seventy-nine  municipalities  within  the  eastern 
Massachusetts  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  increase  rate  of  fares  sought  by 
the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  will  create  a 
grievous  economic  hardship  to  the  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  particularly  to  those  citizens  of 
limited  means  of  income;  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  transportal  ion  service  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston  will  become  propor- 
tionally more  excessive  than  I  lie  cost  of  trans- 
portation to  the  citizens  of  suburban  munici- 
palities; anil 

Whereas,  Implementation  of  the  fare  increases 
sought  by  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  will 
result  in  the  citizens  of  Boston  being  required  to 
pay  the  highest  urban  transit  fares  of  all  major 
metropolitan  areas  served  1>>  rapid  transit 
systems  within  the  United  States;  and 
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Whereas,  The  riders  of  commuter  railroad 
service  which  is  subsidized  l>y  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  oilier  municipalities  within  the  Authority 
district,  will  receive  an  inordinately  high  subsidy 
for  transportation  service  as  compared  to  the 
subsidy  received  by  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  fare  increase  sought  by  the  Au- 
thority will  cause  a  very  substantial  loss  of 
passengers  to  the  public  transit  system  and 
result  in  intolerable  traffic  congestion  within  the 
City  of  Boston  and  thus  stifle  the  economic  wel- 
fare and  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  fare  increase  would  represent  a 
100  percent  increase  in  the  surface  line  fare  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  fare  increase  would  represent  a 
50  percent,  increase  to  riders  using  a  combination 
of  rapid  transit  and  surface  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  Advisory  Board  will  meet  to 
vote  on  the  proposed  fare  increase  on  Thursday, 
November  21,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty 
eight;  now  therefore  be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
hereby  strongly  urges  that  Boston's  best  interest 
be  protected  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
casting  a  "no"  vote  against  the  proposed  fare 
increase  of  10  cents  on  local  bus  fares  and  5  cents 
on  the  rapid  transit  lines  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  do  so  with  the  knowledge  of  support  of  the 
City  Council  of  Boston.

Whereas,  Assuming  that  the  Program  meets 
all  of  the  criteria  required  by  Section  103  of  the 
Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  De- 
velopment Act,  said  Secretary  is  authorized, 
pursuant  to  Title  I  of  the  said  Act  of  1966,  to 
contract  with,  and  make  grants  to,  the  Boston 
Model  City  Administration  to  assist  it  in  ad- 


ministering and  carrying  out  the  projects  and 
activities  included  within  its  Program;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  criteria  is  that  the  City 
Council  shall  approve  the  Program;  and 

Whereas,  The  Program,  as  set  forth  in  Parts  I 
through  III  thereof,  contains  historical,  political, 
economic  and  social  background  material, 
analysis  of  problems  which  have  arisen  in  the 
Model  Neighborhood,  a  general  strategy  for 
dealing  with  these  problems,  a  first-year  plan 
and  a  five-year  forecast  of  programs  which  may 
be  initiated  in  the  ensuing  four  years  if  the 
results  of  the  first-year  plan  are  as  anticipated; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  desires  that  the 
United  Stales  through  said  Secretary  grant  to 
the  City  of  Boston  sums  to  assist  the  City  in 
carrying  out  the  said  first-year  plan;  now 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved : 

1.  That  said  first- year  plan  as  revised  and 
set  forth  in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  of  the  Program, 
and  as  outlined  in  Appendix  A,  attached  hereto 
and  made  a  part  hereof,  be,  and  hereby  is,  ap- 
proved and  its  execution  authorized,  and  that 
the  balance  of  the  Program  as  set  forth  in  Parts 
I.  II,  and  III  thereof  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
in  principle; 

2.  That  assurance  be,  and  hereby  is,  given 
that  the  necessary  non-Federal  share  of  the 
cost  of  Program  Administration  will  be  provided 
for  the  first  year; 

3.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered: 
(a)  to  execute  with  the  United  States  a  one-year 
grant  contract  (with  as  many  counterpart 
originals  as  may  be  convenient),  (b)  to  make 
such  submissions  incident  thereto  as  said 
Secretary  may  require,  and  (c)  to  file,  or  au- 
thorize the  filing  of,  requests  for  payment  on 
account  of  the  grant,  establish  a  system  of  fiscal 
controls,  and  do  all  other  things  required  to  be 
done  to  obtain  such  payments; 

4.  That  notwithstanding  anything  contained 
in,  referred  to  or  implied  by  either  the  Demon- 
stration Cities  and  Metropolitan  Development 
Act  of  1966  (hereinafter  called  the  "Act"), 
or  the  said  Comprehensive  City  Demonstration 
Program,  or  this  Resolution,  or  any  contract 
or  other  implementation  or  action  undertaken 
or  maintained  pursuant  to  or  under  the  said 
Act,  said  Program,  or  this  Resolution,  or  other- 
wise, neither  the  said  Act,  nor  the  said  Compre- 
hensive City  Demonstration  Program,  nor  this 
Resolution,  nor  any  contract,  Federal  assistance 
grant,  or  other  implementation  or  action  under- 
taken by  or  within  the  reach  of  said  Act,  said 
Program  or  this  Resolution,  or  any  instrumenta- 
tion thereunder,  shall  be  deemed,  construed, 
applied  or  allowed  to  authorize,  empower, 
justify  or  otherwise  sanction  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  Model  City  Agency,  the 
Model  City  Administrator,  the  Model  City 
Administration,  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board, 
or  any  successor  or  agent  of  any  of  them;  or  any 
Department  Agency,  official,  ollicer  or  other 
agent  or  instrumentality  of  the  City  of  Boston 
or  other  governmental  entity  or  unit  (1)  to 
make  inoperative  or  ineffectual  or  to  abrogate, 
terminate,  set  aside,  suspend,  modify,  or  other- 
wise change  or  alter,  in  whole  in  any  part, 
any  existing  or  future  collective  bargain  agree- 
ment   or    arrangement    between    the    City    of 
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Boston,  as  party,  and  any  recognized  or  certified 
employee  organization,  or  (2)  to  replace  or  dis- 
place, or  impair  or  interfere  with  any  such 
employee  organization  in  its  representative  or 
other  capacity  or  status,  or  its  institutional  role 
or  function,  or  (3)  to  refuse  to  consult  or  nego- 
tiate and,  in  good  faith,  collectively  bargain 
with  any  such  employee  organization  on  matters 
deemed  by  such  employee  organization  to  have 
impact  on  its  existence  and  operations  and  the 
wages,  hours  of  work  and  other  conditions  of 
employment  of  its  members  by  reason  of  its 
or  their  relation  to  the  various  subjects  within 
the  scope  of  or  indicated  by  this  Resolution, 
or  (4)  to  initiate  or  maintain  any  action  which 
may  result  in  an  impact  on  a  collective  bargain 
agreement  or  arrangement  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  any  such  employee  organization  to 
the  impairment  of,  injury  to,  or  interference 
with  the  full  workings  and  administration  of 
any  such  collective  bargain  agreement  or  ar- 
rangement or  the  rights  of  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  thereunder,  or  (5)  to  impair, 
injure,  interfere  with,  diminish,  suspend,  waive, 
modify  or  in  any  other  way  affect  the  rights 
of  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  under  law. 

5.  That  the  administrative  structure  of  the 
Model  City  Agency  shall  continue  as  at  present, 
subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  made  from 
time  by  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Council  and 
the  Mayor; 

6.  The  Mayor  shall  instruct  the  Model  Cities 
Administrator  to  make  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Model  City  Agency  available  for 
examination  by  the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
on  the  same  basis  as  those  of  any  other  City 
department  or  agency; 

7.  The  Mayor  and/or  the  Model  Cities 
Administrator  shall  continue  to  meet  with  and 
involve  in  any  further  planning  and/or  imple- 
mentation of  the  Program,  relevant  Municipal 
officials,  agencies  and  employee  groups,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  Boston  School  Committee, 
the  Boston  City  Council,  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Boston 
Teachers'  Union,  the  Superior  Officers  Associa- 
tion, the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association, 
the  American  Federation  of  State,  City,  and 
Municipal  Employees,  the  Building  Services 
Employees  Association,  etc.; 

8.  No  member  of  the  Model  City  Adminis- 
tration staff  or  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
shall  benefit  financially — directly  or  indirectly — 
from  any  agreement  for  services  to  be  performed 
or  materials  to  be  furnished  under  any  contract 
entered  into  under  the  Program. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Economic  Development  and  Com- 
munity Development  Corporation  component 
of  the  Comprehensive  City  Demonstration 
Program  in  the  text  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  appearing  in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as 
further  summarized  in  Appendix  A  reported 
by  the  Committee  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Health  and  Family  Life  Center 
component  of  the  Comprehensive  City  Demon- 
stration Program  in  the  text  as  submitted  by 


the  Mayor  and  appearing  in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III 
and  as  further  summarized  in  Appendix  A  re- 
ported by  the  Committee  be,  and  hereby  is, 
approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Child  Care  component  of  the 
Comprehensive  City  Demonstration  Program 
in  the  text  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  ap- 
pearing in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as  further 
summarized  in  Appendix  A  reported  by  the 
Committee  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Youth  and  Piecreation  component 
of  the  Comprehensive  City  Demonstration  Pro- 
gram in  the  text  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  appearing  in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as 
further  summarized  in  Appendix  A  reported  by 
the  Committee  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Programs  for  the  Elderly  component 
of  the  Comprehensive  City  Demonstration 
Program  in  the  text  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  appearing  in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as 
further  summarized  in  Appendix  A  reported  by 
the  Committee  be  and  hereby  is  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Drug  Addict  Treatment  and  Reha- 
bilitation component  of  the  Comprehensive 
City  Demonstration  Program  in  the  text  as 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  appearing  in 
Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as  further  summarized 
in  Appendix  A  reported  by  the  Committee  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Neighborhood  Development  and 
Home  Ownership  component  of  the  Compre- 
hensive City  Demonstration  Program  in  the 
text  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  appearing 
in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as  further  sum- 
marized in  Appendix  A  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee be,  and  hereby  is,  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year 
program  of  Data  Collection,  Evaluation  and 
Information  Systems  component  of  the  Compre- 
hensive City  Demonstration  Program  in  the 
text  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  appearing 
in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as  further  sum- 
marized in  Appendix  A  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee be,  and  hereby  is,  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  first  year  pro- 
gram of  Administrative  Budget  component 
of  the  Comprehensive  City  Demonstration 
Program  in  the  text  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  appearing  in  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  and  as 
further  summarized  in  Appendix  A  reported  by 
the  Committee  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved. 

The  motion  was  carried. 
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Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  with  respect  to 
the  first  resolve  of  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  reported  by  the  committee,  the  first  year 
program  for  the  component  of  the  Compre- 
hensive City  Demonstration  Program  identified 
in  the  original  submission  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  as  Citizen  Participation  component 
as  it  appears  in  Parts  I,  II,  III,  and  as  sum- 
marized in  Appendix  A  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee be  approved  with  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

By  striking  out  the  entire  text  thereof  (VI, 
Appendix  2)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a 
nine-page  document  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk 
captioned  "Citizen  Participation,"  as  follows: 

Citizen  Participation 
Background 

Within  days  of  the  initial  announcement  that 
Boston  was  applying  for  funds  to  plan  a  Model 
Cities  Program,  residents  of  the  designated  area 
began  to  organize  so  that  they  could  have  a 
significant  role  in  the  planning  process.  Two 
major  Residents'  Conferences  appointed  a 
nine-man  Steering  Committee  to  prepare  several 
alternative  plans  for  the  direct  popular  election 
of  a  Model  Neighborhood  Board.  The  plan 
finally  chosen  by  area  residents  was  presented 
before  the  Boston  City  Council  and,  on  the 
basis  of  preparatory  work  done,  considerable 
support  was  received  from  the  Council. 

After  three  hours  of  negotiation  with  the 
Mayor  and  his  stall',  the  plan  for  electing  a 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  was  accepted  and 
incorporated  into  Boston's  application  for 
planning  funds.  An  election  committee  im- 
mediately began  the  complex  task  of  preparing 
for  the  special  neighborhood  election. 

On  August  1,  1967,  some  12  percent  of  the 
residents  of  the  Model  City  Area  went  to  the 
polls  to  elect  residents  to  the  eighteen  Board 
seats.  With  enthusiasm  and  belief  in  the 
possibilities  of  creating  a  Model  City,  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  met  for  the  first  time  on 
August  2,  1967.  The  assumption  was  that  the 
election  of  a  Board  of  residents  (the  first  such 
elected  Board  in  the  country)  was  a  strong  step 
forward. 

After  fourteen  months  the  Board  clearly 
realizes  that  it  takes  considerably  more  than  an 
election  for  residents  to  understand  the  Model 
Cities  Program,  to  perceive  their  stake  in  its 
success,  and  to  participate  in  its  development 
and  execution. 

Moreover,  the  events  to  date  have  strength- 
ened our  conviction  that,  unless  communication 
with  area  organizations  and  organization  of 
area  residents  has  top  priority,  the  Model  City 
Program  cannot  succeed. 

Problems  Raised  during  the  First  Year  Planning 
Period 

The  members  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  have  been  confronted  with  the  difficulty 
of  establishing  this  program  under  the  pressure 
of  a  too  short  planning  schedule.  None  of  the 
eighteen  elected  Board  members  had  expertise 
in  planning  and  only  few  had  experience  in 
organizing  and  communicating  with  a  large 
and  complex  community.  For  many  of  the 
Board  members,  the  year  has  been  like  learning 
to  swim  in  a  whirlpool  or  to  fly  in  a  hurricane. 

While  the  CDA  was  being  organized,  it  was 
difficult  to  define  clearly  the  role  of  the  Board 


as  a  policy  review  body.  The  "Boston  Model" 
of  citizen  participation  during  the  planning 
period  guarantees  the  independence  of  the 
Board.  The  Board  and  the  CDA  could  function 
as  separate  groups,  each  developing  plans  for 
the  Model  City  Program.  Only  the  ground 
rules  for  conflict  over  specific  items  to  be  in- 
cluded in  any  application  were  spelled  out.  In 
practice,  however,  the  Board  was  wisely  ex- 
pected to  fulfill  an  ongoing  policy  review  role 
with  the  CDA.  Although  this  necessitated  an 
intense  relationship  between  the  CDA  and  the 
Board,  the  structure  of  that  relationship  and 
the  nature  of  the  Board's  role  is  only  now  being 
clarified. 

Feeling  deeply  the  responsibility  to  represent 
the  needs  of  their  area's  residents,  Board  mem- 
bers have  tried  to  do  their  own  research.  They 
have  sought  out  consultants  and  possible 
resources  which  lead  to  better  understanding  of 
highly  technical  and  often  complex  proposals 
and  plans  for  their  areas.  In  addition,  Board 
members  have  had  to  serve  as  community 
spokesmen  and  even  lecturers. 

These  demands  have  distracted  seriously  from 
planning  consideration  and,  instead  of  focusing 
attention  to  separate  committee  and  Board 
issues,  has  led  to  a  shot-gun  approach  of  trying 
to  do  all  things  at  once. 

The  Board  was  allocated  $35,000  for  staffing. 
The  money,  however,  was  not  released  until  the 
Board  had  been  operating  for  six  months.  A 
decision  by  the  city  government  required  that 
the  money  be  spent  only  for  salaries!  Because 
of  the  former  situation,  the  Board  was  forced  to 
work  for  months  without  staff.  As  the  pressure 
built  up  during  that  period,  habits  of  operating 
were  developed  which  were  not  easily  changed. 
The  latter  situation  meant  that  even  when  staff 
money  did  become  available,  Board  members 
felt  the  need  to  raise  funds  for  necessary  office 
expenses.  Nonetheless,  the  Board  has  learned 
much  about  the  ways  a  competent  staff  could  be 
recruited  and  hired,  and  a  proper  personnel 
procedure  should  be  developed. 

During  the  time  when  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board  has  been  trying  to  establish  its 
role,  pressures  within  the  Model  City  area  have 
been  rising.  Federal,  state,  and  city  programs 
are  still  being  maintained  and  created  without 
involving  the  residents  in  the  process  of  planning, 
administration,  or  evaluation.  Residents  have 
become  tired  of  programs  which  have  promised 
much  and  delivered  little.  Many  living  within 
the  Model  City  Area  were  hurt  by  earlier  urban 
renewal  projects.  Suspicions  and  hostility 
aroused  by  other  programs  in  the  area  could  now 
easily  be  directed  toward  the  Model  City  Pro- 
gram. Board  members  have  repeatedly  run  into 
this  suspicion  when  explaining  the  Model  Cities 
Program  to  community  groups. 

Ongoing  citizen  involvement  is  not  an  easily 
reached  goal,  however.  No  matter  how  much 
volunteer  help  has  been  given,  a  dependable 
mechanism  to  bring  about  communication, 
publicity  and  convening  of  groups  for  planning 
purposes  is  decidedly  necessary.  The  Board's 
efforts  to  communicate  to  their  area  and  to  or- 
ganize the  voices  of  the  residents  have  led  at 
times  to  frustration  and  exhaustion.  None- 
theless, the  experience  has  led  the  Board  to 
envision  and  develop  a  mechanism  and  stall' 
structure  to  accomplish  the  goal. 
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Citizen  Participation  Work  Program 
Boston's  Model  Neighborhood  Board  lias  es- 
tablished a  simple  organizational  structure  bj 
which  to  carry  out  one  of  the  highest  priorities 
of  the  Model  City  Program:  to  inform  local 
residents  about  the  details  of  the  Model  City 
Program  and  to  enable  those  who  will  be  effected 
by  the  program  to  have  a  legitimate  role  in 
shaping  it. 

Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  Policy  Com- 
mittees 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  may  initiate 
and  review  all  plans  and  programs  to  be  under- 
taken by  the  agency  as  part  of  the  Model  Cities 
Program  and  with  Model  Cities  funds.  It  will 
recommend  policies  for  the  operation  of  the 
agency  and  will  keep  the  activities  of  the  agency 
under  continuous  review,  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  outlined  below,  to  insure  that  those 
policies  are  adnered  to. 

The  Board  will  consist  of  18  members,  three 
representing  each  subarea  of  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood area,  elected  every  two  years  by  the 
people  of  the  area,  as  prescribed  in  the  resolution 
of  the  City  Council  dated  April  26,  1967,  Ap- 
proving Request  for  Financial  Assistance  to 
Plan  and  Develop  a  Comprehensive  City 
Demonstration  Program.  Present  members  of 
the  Board  will  retain  their  positions  until  the 
lirst  election,  to  be  held  in  January,  1970. 

The  Board,  which  will  be  a  nonprofit  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts, will  have  a  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  In  order  to  better 
perform  its  policy  review  functions,  the  Board 
will  continue  to  be  organized  into  seven  Mile- 
stone Policy  Committees,  one  each  in  the  areas 
of  Business  and  Employment,  Housing,  Recre- 
ation, Education,  Legal  Services,  Health  and 
Welfare  and  City  Services.  Each  such  com- 
mittee will  have  a  chairman  and  co-chairman, 
designated  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  six 
delegates,  one  from  each  subarea  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood  area  chosen  in  the  manner  de- 
scribed below.  Each  Milestone  Policy  Com- 
mittee will  be  responsible  to  the  Board  for 
planning,  recommendations  and  policy  review 
on  matters  falling  within  its  jurisdiction.  Plans, 
policies,  recommendations  and  programs  con- 
sidered by  the  Milestone  Policy  Committees  will 
be  presented  to  the  Board  for  final  action. 

The  Board  will  maintain  continuous  contact 
with  the  residents  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
area  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  their  ideas,  sug- 
gestions, criticisms  and  complaints  on  the  Model 
Cities  Program.  To  this  end,  there  will  be  a 
community  participation  program  under  a  Com- 
munity Participation  Coordinator  who  shall 
report  to  the  Board  and  operate  under  its  direc- 
tion. The  coordinator  will  establish  a  head- 
quarters in  each  subarea,  staffed  initially  by  a 
subarea  coordinator,  three  neighborhood  aides 
and  a  small  clerical  staff.  The  Board  members 
representing  each  subarea  will  have  office  facili- 
ties in  their  respective  subarea  headquarters.  In 
each  subarea  Milestone  Committees  of  residents 
of  that  subarea  paralleling  the  Board's  Milestone 
Policy  Committees  will  be  established.  Each 
such  committee  will  have  principle  responsibility 
for  considering  matters  in  its  subarea  falling 
within  its  jurisdiction  and  will  communicate  its 
views  to  the  Board,   through  the  community 


organization  Structure.  Each  subarea  Mile- 
stone Committee  will  designate  the  delegate  from 
its  subarea  to  the  corresponding  Board  Milestone 
Policy  Committee.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
Coordinator  and  the  subarea  Coordinators  in 
each  subarea  to  see  that  the  community  is 
properly  organized  and  that  free  channels  of 
timely  two-way  communication  are  established 
between  the  Board  and  the  community  so  that 
the  informed  views  and  ideas  of  the  community 
can  be  brought  to  bear  continuously  on  the 
policy-making  process.  The  Coordinator  will  be 
responsible  for  a  comprehensive  community  edu- 
cation program  in  the  Model  Neighborhood  area 
covering  the  Board's  programs,  problems,  goals, 
and  concerns. 

Working  with  the  Board  Coordinator  will  be 
a  stall'  of  communications  experts  hired  on  a 
part-time  basis.  Their  responsibility  will  be  to 
provide  continuing  training  and  supervision  to 
area  residents  in  communications  skills.  They 
will  also  help  the  Board  develop  an  information 
dissemination  and  gathering  system  making  use 
of  the  skills  of  local  residents. 

Model  Cities  Subarea  Information  and  Mobiliza- 
tion Projects 

During  the  past  year,  much  has  been  learned 
about  what  is  necessary  to  involve  residents  in 
major  social  planning.  Certainly  excellent  tech- 
nical assistance  must  be  provided  so  that  the 
information  and  insights  of  residents  can  inform 
and  inlluence  the  planning  process.  However, 
it  is  equally  important  that  a  complex  and  re- 
mote planning  process  become  something  which 
is  understandable  and  visible.  Residents  must 
know  how  they  can  relate  to  it  if  they  are  to 
participate.  That  task  of  communication  has 
not  been  taken  seriously  by  other  federal  pro- 
grams. 

The  Citizen  Participation  Program  developed 
by  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  will  attempt 
to  make  an  unusually  complex  program  under- 
standable. This  will  be  achieved  partially 
through  public  meetings,  planning  committees, 
personal  contacts  and  local  organizations.  The 
program  will  also  seek  to  develop  new  materials 
and  methods  of  information  dispersal  and 
gathering. 

The  Board  has  retained  public  communica- 
tions counsel.  They  are  already  working  on  the 
design  of  new  printed  materials  and  visuals  such 
as  posters,  bulletin  boards,  outdoor  signs,  ex- 
hibits, and  displays  which  will  help  those  with- 
out expertise  deal  with  complex  information. 

At  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  head- 
quarters an  urban  library  will  be  established  to 
gather,  compile,  and  disseminate  information  to 
area  residents. 

Our  store-front  office  in  each  subarea  is  now 
being  rented  in  centrally  located,  high-traffic 
areas  to  serve  as  information  and  organization 
centers  for  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board. 
They  will  be  used  in  an  effort  to  make  clear 
the  ways  by  which  residents  can  participate  in 
it.  These  local  offices  serving  an  area  of  some 
12,000  people,  each  center  will  hold: 

1.  Office  space  for  Board  Representatives 
from  its  area; 

2.  Space  for  a  Subarea  Coordinator,  three 
neighborhood  aides  and  a  small  clerical  staff; 
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3.  Space  for  the  Area  Director  and  op- 
erational staff  under  the  Model  City  Ad- 
ministrator located  in  that  area; 

4.  Conference  space  for  meetings  of  sub- 
area  Milestone  Committees;  and 

5.  Display  space  for  audio-visual  com- 
munication of  Model  City  programs  and 
goals. 

The  office  will  therefore  be  part  of  a  com- 
munication network  which  will  enable  com- 
munity residents  to  understand  the  program, 
communicate  with  each  other  and  the  Board, 
and  participate  in  giving  direction  to  the  Model 
City  Program. 
Communications  Staff  Training 

As  soon  as  possible,  local  residents  will  be 
hired  as  the  first  members  of  the  Board's  com- 
munications stall'.  The  presence  of  three  well 
supervised  and  trained  neighborhood  aides 
working  in  each  area  to  organize  their  neigh- 
bors, to  do  stall' work  for  Milestone  Committees 
and  to  disseminate  information  throughout  their 
area,  is  necessary  to  the  functioning  of  this 
citizen  participation  plan. 

The  vital  need  for  expertise  in  information  and 
communications  in  all  media  in  our  city's  low- 
income  areas  can  no  longer  be  overlooked. 
There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  people  who 
have  special  skills  to  communicate  effectively 
within  inner  city  neighborhoods  and  the  ability 
to  communicate  about  inner  city  life  throughout 
a  greater  metropolitan  area.  The  urban  crisis 
makes  the  training  of  such  people  a  high  priority. 

Therefore,  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board's  urban  communication 
program  simply  to  prepare  people  for  specially 
created  positions  within  the  Model  Cities 
Program.  The  program  will  provide  training 
and  work  with  continuing  supervision  by  ex- 
perts in  the  field  of  communications.  The  goal 
will  be  to  develop  people  with  skills  which  are 
needed  by  many  organizations  and  agencies  in 
the  urban  community. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  has  held  dis- 
cussions with  Dr.  Otto  Lerbinger  of  Boston 
University  School  of  Public  Communications 
and  with  the  Information  Gathering  Services 
Division  of  Harvard  Student  Agencies,  Inc. 
They  have  agreed  to  offer  intensive  and  con- 
tinuing classroom  and  field  training  in  the 
following  areas: 

Planning  and  staff  assistance  for  public 
meetings  and  committee  work. 

Writing  and  researching  informational  ma- 
terial. 

Neighborhood  information  dissemination. 

Developing  programs  and  spot  announce- 
ments for  radio  and  television. 

Press  relations  and  journalism. 

Group  motivation. 

Information  gathering  and  opinion  surveys. 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Community 
Participation  Coordinator  to  coordinate  this 
training  with  the  other  organizational  duties 
of  the  team  of  residents. 

Direct  contact  will  be  made  with  the  news- 
papers and  broadcast  stations  asking  them  to 
assign  a  stall'  member  to  Model  City  Area 
coverage.  This  will  establish  a  relationship 
with  and  access  to  the  media  for  the  Board 
and  other  groups,  and  it  will  make  it  easier  for 
trainees  to  become  involved  in  actual  press  work. 


The  motion  was  carried,  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  with  respect  to 
the  first  resolve  of  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  reported  by  the  committee,  the  first  year 
program  for  the  component  of  the  Compre- 
hensive City  Demonstration  Program  identified 
in  the  original  submission  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  as  Citizen  Participation  Summary  as  it 
appears  in  Part  III  D2  be  stricken  and  that 
there  be  inserted  in  place  thereof  a  four-page 
document  captioned  "Citizen  Participation 
Summary  Beading,"  as  follows: 

Citizen  Participation — Summary 
Goals 

To  establish  a  mechanism  by  which  residents 
of  the  Model  City  Area  will  be  able  to  under- 
stand and  shape  the  programs  and  decisions 
affecting  their  lives. 

To  improve  communication  among  residents 
of  the  Model  City  Area  and  between  them  and 
the  Greater  Boston  community. 

State  of  Problem 

If  Boston's  Model  Cities  Program  is  to  ac- 
complish the  goals  it  has  set  for  itself,  rather 
than  become  bogged  down  in  continuous  con- 
flict and  dissension,  a  massive  and  imaginative 
program  of  information  dissemination  and  com- 
munity organization  must  be  one  of  the  pro- 
gram's top  priorities.  Even  those  with  little 
time  to  invest  must  be  able  to  understand  how 
the  programs  will  affect  them  and  those  in- 
terested must  know  how  they  can  affect  the  shape 
of  the  program. 

Constraints 

This  task  is  made  especially  difficult  by  the 
shape  and  location  of  the  Model  City  Area. 
Its  location,  adjacent  to  the  Washington  Park 
and  South  End  Urban  Benewal  areas,  means 
that  a  large  percentage  of  its  population  have 
been  exposed  to  massive  governmental  re- 
development action  and  are  able  at  a  glance  to 
spot  the  gap  between  program  promises  and 
program  achievements. 

Because  of  its  arbitrary  shape,  the  Model 
City  Area  cuts  through  existing  community 
alignments  and  encompasses  scattered  pieces 
of  several  neighborhoods.  The  Model  City 
Area  has  many  organizations  which  are  at- 
tempting to  organize  and  speak  for  the  residents. 
Each  has  its  own  constituency,  history,  plans 
and  sources  of  funds.  As  a  result,  there  has  been 
little  coordination  of  their  ell'orts  in  the  past 
and  it  is  now  only  gradually  and  haltingly 
emerging.  The  importance  of  these  groups  must 
not  be  underestimated  and  great  care  must  be 
taken  to  develop  the  Model  City  Program  in 
such  a  way  that  it  will  be  recognized  as  a  new 
opportunity  for  existing  organizations  rather 
than  is  a  new  competitive  group. 

If  the  above  reasons  make  il  difficult  lo  com- 
municate with  residents  and  existing  organiza- 
tions there  are  also  important  barriers  to 
effective  communication  with  the  Greater  Bos- 
ton community.  The  past  year  has  brought  an 
increasing  willingness  on  the  put  .if  I  lie  mass 
media  and  other  means  of  communication  is 
needed. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  has  been 
working   without   adequate   stall'    lo   overcome 
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those  obstacles.  In  the  process,  il,  lias  developed 
a  plan  to  accomplish  its  goals  under  citizen 
participation. 

Over-all  Approach  lo  the  Problem 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  will  assemble 
a  small  but  highly  qualified  staff  and  hire  a 
larger  group  of  local  residents.  This  citizen 
participation  staff  will  report  directly  to  the 
Board. 

Because  of  the  awkward  shape  of  the  Model 
City  Area,  each  subarea  will  be  taken  as  the 
base  for  communication  and  organizational 
activity.  Committees  will  be  formed  in  each 
subarea  which  will  be  given  responsibility  for 
receiving  and  initiating  programs.  Their 
work  will  not  be  limited  to  Model  Cities  Pro- 
grams. Each  committee  will  send  its  delegate 
to  the  appropriate  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
Milestone  Policy  Committee. 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  subarea 
staff  to  keep  the  work  of  each  committee  as 
public  and  as  well-publicized  as  possible.  They 
will  also  be  expected  to  recruit  whatever  tech- 
nical assistance  will  be  necessary  to  make  each 
committee  a  competent  and  effective  voice  for 
its  area. 

On  the  job  training  of  local  residents  in  com- 
munications and  organization  skills  will  begin 
immediately.  Throughout  the  five-year  period 
of  the  Model  City  Program,  the  scope  of  this 
training  will  be  expanded  to  supply  local  agencies 
and  organizations  with  a  core  of  trained  and 
experienced  specialists  in  communications  and 
organization. 

The  experienced  staff  people  will  be  expected 
to  develop  methods  for  coordinating  the  work 
of  the  Model  Cities  staff  with  that  of  other 
organizations  in  the  community.  It  will  work  to 
lessen  the  conflicting  efforts  of  local  agencies  and 
groups.  Although  early  efforts  will  have  to 
center  within  the  Model  City  Area  around  con- 
cerns dealt  with  under  the  Model  City  Program, 
a  major  task  during  the  five-year  period  will  be 
developing  new  patterns  of  organization  cover- 
ing not  only  the  Model  City  Area  but  also 
contiguous  areas  in  Washington  Park,  Dor- 
chester, and  Jamaica  Plain. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  will  have 
broad  policy-review  responsibility  over  the 
Model  City  Program.  We  intend  to  develop 
one  highly  visible  and  representative  body  which 
can  attract  to  itself  the  resources  and  skills  to 
make  local  self-determination  a  possibility. 
Immediate  Approach 

A  Citizen  Participation  Coordinator  will  be 
hired  after  consultation  with  a  committee  of 
those  experienced  in  the  field.  The  first  month 
will  be  spent  seeking  out  the  most  highly  quali- 
fied person  available.  It  will  be  his  responsi- 
bility in  consultation  with  members  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  to  hire  assistants  in  com- 
munity organization  and  public  information. 

Together  with  his  Assistant  in  Community 
Organization,  the  Coordinator  will  develop  in 
more  detail  present  Board  plans  for  subarea 
organization  and  begin  hiring  subarea  Coordi- 
nators. Subarea  offices  will  be  opened  with 
initial  staff  as  soon  as  possible.  Previous  work  of 
the  Board  should  make  it  possible  to  open  such 
offices  at  the  rate  of  two  every  three  weeks. 

Together  with  the  Assistant  in  Public  Infor- 
mation, the  Coordinator  will  review  and  develop 


present  Board  plans  lor  disseminating  and 
gathering  information  in  the  Model  City  Area. 
Primary  emphasis  in  the  early  stages  will  he 
upon  increasing  personal  contact  between  Board 
members  and  others  involved  in  Model  Cities 
planning  with  local  residents.  Planning  has  al- 
ready begun,  however,  to  develop  new  audio- 
visual techniques  to  make  the  complexities  of 
the  Model  City  Program  understandable  even  to 
those  with  little  time  to  invest.  This  will  be 
necessary  if  people  are  lo  relate  lo  and  partici- 
pate in  the  program. 

Store-front  ollices  are  now  being  rented  in 
high-visibility  and  high-traffic  locations  within 
each  subarea.  It  is  our  conviction  that  such 
local  activity  centers  are  made  necessary  bj 
the  peculiar  shape  of  the  Model  City  Area. 
Each  one  will  be  designed  as  an  attractive 
office/information  center  which  can  be  used  for 
local  meetings,  displays,  ollices  for  planning 
staff,  organization  staff  and  Board  representa- 
tives. We  are  now  seeking  funds  from  local 
corporation  to  pay  part  of  the  cost  of  renovating 
and  equipping  these  offices. 

The  Coordinator  will  also  work  with  com- 
munications specialists  from  Boston  industry 
and  universities  to  develop  a  program  of  training 
and  detailed  supervision  in  communications  for 
those  hired  by  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
and  others.  Agreements  to  develop  such  pro- 
grams have  already  been  given  the  Board  by 
highly  competent  experts. 

The  first  year  plan  also  includes  a  program 
for  strengthening  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  as  an  effective  and  representative  policy- 
making body.  Board  members  will  be  reim- 
bursed for  out-of-pocket  expenses  so  that  they 
can  more  effectively  work  to  understand  the 
wishes  of  their  neighbors  and  understand  the 
program  during  execution.  The  Board  Con- 
tingency Fund  will  give  the  Board  the  necessary 
flexibility  to  hire  consultants  to  improve  the 
Board's  decision-making  ability. 
Coordination  with  existing  agencies: 

Agencies  conducting  as  comprehensive  a  pro- 
gram of  citizen  participation  as  the  Board  will 
conduct  are  almost  nonexistent.  However, 
agencies  with  more  limited  community  organi- 
zation staffs  such  as  the  local  APAC's  and 
neighborhood  houses  have  already  lent  assistance 
to  the  Board,  and  have  thus  shown  their  com- 
mitment to  Model  Cities  citizen  participation 
it  is  anticipated  that  this  cooperation  will  con- 
tinue. In  addition,  United  Community  Services 
is  willing  to  assign  community  organization 
students  as  back-up  staff  to  the  Board's  subarea 
offices. 

The  motion  was  carried,  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  with  respect  to 
the  first  resolve  of  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  reported  by  the  committee,  the  first  year 
program  for  the  component  of  the  Comprehen- 
sive City  Demonstration  Program  identified  in 
the  original  submission  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
as  Administrative  Structure  as  it  appears  in 
Part  III  and  as  summarized  in  Appendix  A  re- 
ported by  the  Committee  be  approved  with  the 
following  amendments: 

That  the  entire  text  identified  as  Part  III  be 
stricken  and   that  there  be   inserted   in  place 
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thereof  a  twelve-page  document  captioned 
"Statement  of  Administrative  Structure,"  as 
follows: 

Part  III-Statement  of  Administrative 
Structure 
Planning,    Policy   Making   and   Administrative 
Organization  for  the  Boston   Model   City 
Program 

The  City  Council  is  now  considering  an  ordi- 
nance, proposed  by  the  Mayor,  which  would 
give  the  Model  City  Agency  the  status  of  a  city 
department,  a  copy  of  which  ordinance  is  at- 
tached. 

The  structure  of  the  Agency  is  spelled  out 
below,  giving  a  clear  picture  of  how  the  various 
parts  of  the  Agency  will  operate  and  fit  together. 

Model  Neighborhood  Board 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  may  recom- 
mend plans  and  programs  and  will  review  all 
plans  and  programs  to  be  undertaken  by  the 
Administrator  which  are  a  part  of  the  Model 
Cities  Program  utilizing  Model  Cities  funds. 
It  will  review  operational  policies  and  will  keep 
the  activities  of  the  program  under  continuous 
review,  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  out- 
lined below,  to  insure  that  those  policies  are 
adhered  to. 

The  Board  will  consist  of  18  members,  three 
representing  each  subarea  of  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood area,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  after 
election  by  the  residents.  The  members  of  the 
present  Board  will  constitute  the  continued 
Board  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1970. 
New  elections  will  be  held  in  December,  1969, 
and  every  two  years  thereafter.  The  members 
of  the  Board  will  also  serve  as  the  members  of  a 
nonprofit  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  Massachusetts,  with  a  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  In  order 
to  better  perform  its  policy-making  functions, 
the  Board  will  continue  to  be  organized  into 
seven  Milestone  Policy  Committees,  one  each 
in  the  areas  of  Business  and  Employment, 
Housing,  Becreation,  Education,  Legal  Services, 
Health  and  Welfare  and  City  Services.  The 
Board  may  create  new  Milestone  Policy  Com- 
mittees or  terminate  existing  ones,  as  it  sees  fit. 
Each  such  committee  will  have  a  chairman  and 
co-chairman,  designated  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  and  six  delegates,  one  from  each 
subarea  in  the  Model  Neighborhood  area, 
chosen  in  the  manner  described  below.  Each 
Milestone  Policy  Committee  will  be  responsible 
to  the  Board  for  planning,  recommendations  and 
policy  review  on  matters  falling  within  its 
jurisdiction.  Plans,  policies,  recommendations 
and  programs  considered  by  the  Milestone 
Policy  Committees  will  be  presented  to  the 
Board  for  final  action. 

The  Board  will  maintain  continuous  contact 
with  the  residents  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
area  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  their  ideas,  sug- 
gestions, criticisms  and  complaints  on  the 
Model  Cities  Program.  To  this  end,  there  will 
be  a  community  organization  program  under  a 
coordinator  who  shall  report  to  the  Board  and 
operate  under  its  direction.  The  coordinator 
will  establish  a  headquarters  in  each  subarea, 
stalled  initially  by  a  subarea  coordinator,  three 
neighborhood  aides,  and  a  small  clerical  stall'. 
Board  members  representing  each  subarea  will 
have  office  facilities  in  their  respective  subarea 


headquarters.  In  each  subarea,  Milestone  Com- 
mittees of  residents  of  that  subarea  paralleling 
the  Board's  Milestone  Policy  Committees  will 
be  established.  Each  such  committee  will  have 
principal  responsibility  for  considering  matters 
in  its  subarea  falling  within  its  jurisdiction  and 
will  communicate  its  views  to  the  Board,  through 
the  community  organization  structure.  Each 
subarea  Milestone  Committee  will  designate  the 
delegate  from  its  subarea  to  the  corresponding 
Board  Milestone  Policy  Committee.  It  will  be 
the  duty  of  the  coordinator  and  the  subarea 
coordinators  to  see  that  the  community  is 
properly  organized  and  informed  and  that  open 
channels  of  timely  two-way  communication  are 
established  between  the  Board  and  the  com- 
munity so  that  the  informed  views  and  ideas 
of  the  community  can  be  brought  to  bear  con- 
tinuously on  the  policy-making  process.  The 
coordinator  will  be  responsible  for  a  comprehen- 
sive community  public  information  program  in 
the  model  neighborhood  area  covering  the 
Board's  programs,  problems,  goals  and  con- 
cerns. 

The  Administrator 

The  Administrator  will  be  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Boston  Model  City  Program.  The  first 
Administrator  shall  be  the  present  Adminis- 
trator. Thereafter,  the  Administrator  will  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  but  before  making  such 
appointment,  the  Mayor  shall  submit  his 
nominee  to  the  Board  for  its  consideration.  The 
Board  may  make  such  recommendation  with 
respect  to  the  nominee  as  it  may  see  fit,  and  the 
Mayor  shall  consider  any  such  recommendations 
before  appointing  the  nominee.  The  Board 
may,  at  any  time,  conduct  a  formal  review  of  the 
performance  of  the  Administrator.  On  the  basis 
of  such  review,  the  Board  may  by  a  majority 
of  the  full  membership,  recommend  to  the  Mayor 
that  he  remove  the  Administrator.  Such 
recommendation  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
specify  the  grounds  of  the  Board's  complaint 
and  the  supporting  evidence.  The  Mayor  shall 
have  the  power  to  accept  or  reject  the  recom- 
mendations after  such  proceedings  as  he  may 
think  proper,  which  shall  in  any  case  include 
notice  and  opportunity  to  be  heard  to  the 
Board  and  the  Administrator.  If  the  Mayor 
rejects  the  recommendation,  he  shall  state  pub- 
licly his  reasons  in  writing.  The  provisions  of 
this  paragraph  as  to  the  appointment  and 
removal  of  the  Administrator  shall  be  reviewed 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  at  the  end  of  a 
year,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council,  they  may  make  such  changes  in  these 
proceedures  as  may  be  jointly  agreed. 

The  Administrator  will  have  full  authority 
and  responsibility  for  carrying  out  the  projects 
arrived  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  and  for 
operating  the  programs  and  projects  approved 
by  the  Board.  He  will  have  full  authority  and 
responsibility  for  I  lie  performance  of  the  staff. 
While  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  full  and 
frequent  interchange  and  collaboration  between 
the  Board  and  its  members  on  the  one  hand  and 
the  stall'  and  iis  members  on  the  other,  anj 
suggestions  as  to  the  activity  of  l he  staff  or  ils 
members  will  be  made  1>>  the  Board  to  the 
Administrator  who  will  retain  full  authority 
and  responsibility   for  their  execution. 

The  Administrator  will  be  responsible  for 
supplying  the  Milestone  Policy  Committees  and 
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ilic    Board    with    such    expert    and    technical 

services  as  lliey  may  require  Lo  carry  out  their 
planning,  policy  malting,  and  review  functions. 
lie  shall  be  responsible  for  liaison  with  city 
oflicials  and  agencies,  and  he  shall  conduct 
such  negotiations  with  federal,  slate,  city  or 
other  public  or  private  agencies  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  funding  or  the  effective  and  co- 
ordinated execution  of  policies  and  programs 
approved  by  Ihe  Board. 

There  will  be  a  Deputy  Administrator  who 
will  carry  out  such  general  dulies  as  the  Ad- 
ministrator may  assign  and  will  carry  out  the 
functions  of  the  Administrator  in  the  Ad- 
ministrator's absence. 

The  Model  City  Agency  Administrative 
Staff 

A  partnership  of  the  community,  of  city, 
state  and  federal  governments,  and  of  private 
groups  is  striving  to  improve  the  quality  of  life 
in  the  Model  Neighborhood.  To  obtain  this 
goal,  the  Boston  Model  City  Agency  must  be  an 
instrument  of  direction  and  change.  In  the 
beginning,  the  primary  emphasis  will  be  on 
managing  the  start-up  of  operating  centers, 
assisting  in  the  creation  of  a  community  develop- 
ment corporation,  and  establishing  programs 
which  improve  the  flow  of  services  to  the  com- 
munity. These  efforts  will  involve  a  variety  of 
tasks  aimed  at  drawing  together  the  resources 
needed  to  operate  the  centers,  coordinating  and 
modifying  existing  programs,  meeting  govern- 
ment regulations  and  other  prerequisites  affect- 
ing the  programs,  and  working  with  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  in  developing  effective 
community  participation.  These  tasks  will  be 
accomplished  by  the  directors  shown  on  the 
attached  organization  chart.  Each  director  will 
be  responsible  for  tasks  within  his  topical  area 
(e.g.  \outh  Programs). 

At  first,  most  directors  will  be  dealing  with 
initial  operating  problems,  and  working  closely 
with  project  managers  to  set  up  operations.  As 
these  activities  proceed,  however,  the  emphasis 
will  shift  to  that  of  evaluating  program  per- 
formance, providing  direction  to  operating 
managers,  and  planning  the  transition  to  man- 
agement by  operating  agencies. 

Throughout  its  life,  the  Model  City  Agency 
will  have  to  collect,  sort,  and  digest  information 
to  identify  problem  areas  and  opportunities  for 
constructive  action  as  well  as  to  measure  the 
response  of  resource  contributors  and  of  the 
community.  The  Directors  Committee  is  to  be 
a  forum  for  discussion.  It  is  to  enable  the  di- 
rectors to  compare  notes  on  problems  and  suc- 
cesses and  to  identify  persistent  problems  and 
basic  issues. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  will  from 
time  to  time  review  policies.  In  addition,  policy 
questions  are  bound  to  arise  in  the  formation  and 
operation  of  the  community  development  cor- 
poration, various  services,  and  in  all  the  major 
efforts  that  are  being  undertaken.  The  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  will  determine  what  efforts 
are  most  important,  and  will  recommend  ap- 
proaches from  those  proposed  by  itself,  the 
Administrator,  and  other  agencies  and  groups. 
The  Administrator  and  staff  will  conduct  projects 
and  activities  to  implement  approaches  recom- 
mended by  the  Board,  and  certain  other  projects 
and  activities  which  are  necessary  to  support 


these  selected  by  the  Board.  In  addition  the 
Administrator  and  staff  will  directly  support 
the  Board  by  providing  staff  assistance  up  to 
limits  imposed  by  project  and  activity  responsi- 
bilities. As  it  f^rous  into  existence,  the  com- 
munity development  corporation  will  develop 
and  operate  activities  and  projects  to  coordinate 
and  rationalize  existing  organizations  and  pro- 
grams for  economic  development,  manpower 
training,  and  business  promotion. 

The  Deputy  Administrator  is  the  chief  execu- 
tive ollicer  of  the  staff.  His  duties  include  ad- 
ministration and  development  and  operations. 
lie  directs  the  over-all,  day-to-day  administra- 
tion of  the  staff  and  coordinates  activities  with 
other  city  departments.  In  the  area  of  develop- 
ment and  operations,  he  directs  and  supervises 
the  directors  of  all  programs  and  sees  to  it  that 
they  identify  the  critical  events  that  must  occur 
to  insure  program  implementation,  exercises 
authority  to  expedite  all  phases  of  program  ex- 
ecution except  for  those  involving  policy  issues 
which  the  Administrator  expressly  desires  to 
handle  himself,  maintains  close  operational  links 
with  the  officers,  staff  and  committee  chairmen 
of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  the  CDC 
and  carries  out  the  functions  of  the  Adminis- 
trator in  the  Administrator's  absence. 

Since  obtaining  funds  and  evaluating  their  use 
is  of  such  prime  importance,  an  Assistant  Ad- 
ministrator will  have  primary  responsibility  in 
these  matters.  Further  detail  of  this  position 
and  of  the  entire  organization  is  given  in  the 
following  sections. 

Detailed  Organization 

Assistant  Administrator  and  Sections 

The  Assistant  Administrator  is  responsible  for 
developing  an  approach  to  funding,  for  program 
evaluation,  for  maintaining  a  unified  interpre- 
tation in  program  implementation,  and  for  in- 
formation systems  and  procedures.  During  the 
first  year  he  will  also  be  responsible  for  develop- 
ment of  the  information  and  referral  system  for 
the  Family  Life  Centers,  including  the  Health 
Units. 

The  Proposal  and  Beport  Section  will  prepare 
funding  requests  and  reports  for  the  projects 
and  activities  to  submit  to  all  levels  of  govern- 
ment and  to  private  foundations.  In  addition 
other  reports  required  will  be  prepared. 

The  Evaluation  Section  will  help  the  Assistant 
Administrator  in  establishing  measures,  specify- 
ing requirements  for  data,  and  performing  cost- 
benefit  analysis.  The  Staff  Director  for  Infor- 
mation Systems  will  be  responsible  for  the  day- 
to-day  development  and  operation  of  the  Health 
Units  information  and  referral  system  and  for 
its  incorporation  in  the  Family  Life  Centers. 

The  In-service  Training  Section  will  develop 
opportunities  for  community  residents  to  work 
on  the  staff  and  to  obtain  training  to  progress  to 
positions  of  progressively  greater  responsibility 
and  skill. 

Department  of  Administrative  Services 

The  Department  of  Administrative  Services  is 
responsible  for  personnel  administration,  budget 
and  bookkeeping,  accounting,  keeping  of  records, 
payrolls,  equipment  and  supplies,  contract  files, 
secretarial  personnel  and  general  office  manage- 
ment.

The  Fiscal  planner  will  work  closely  with  the 
director  in  planning  and  developing  new  and  in- 
novative accounting  and  administrative  pro- 
cedures that  can  be  used  to  influence  changing 
the  methods  used  in  the  city  auditing,  payroll, 
treasury,  and  personnel  departments. 

The  Bookkkeeper  will  process  purchases  and 
invoices  for  payment;  prepares  weekly  payrolls, 
maintains  books  and  records,  keeps  time  sheets, 
etc. 

The  Personnel  Assistant  will  recruit  personnel; 
conduct  initial  interviews;  design  models  for 
personnel  procedures;  maintain  personnel  rec- 
ords. 

Department  of  Government  Operations  Analysis 
Improving  the  quality  of  life  in  the  Neighbor- 
hood requires  substantial  innovation  and  re- 
ordering of  the  distribution  of  authority.  The 
innovation  and  reordering  time  and  again  will 
encounter  legal  and  governmental  constraints 
that  make  progress  dilficult  or  impossible.  All 
the  members  of  the  Partnership  (government, 
community,  and  private  agencies)  recognize  the 
need  for  analysis  and  recommendations  for 
changes  in  the  process  for  distribution  of  service. 
This  analysis  and  recommendation  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Director  of  Government 
Operations  Analysis.  In  addition,  he  will  recom- 
mend procedural  changes  down  to  a  detailed 
level;  for  instance  the  standardization  of  re- 
porting forms. 

Department  of  Police-Community  Relations 

The  Director  of  Police-Community  Relations 
is  a  detective  with  rank  in  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  in  a  shared  salary  arrangement. 
He  is  responsible  for  advising  the  Boston  Police 
Department  on  problems  and  solutions  in  the 
Neighborhood,  for  developing  new  approaches 
to  police  service,  for  coordinating  and  evaluating 
existing  citizen  security  patrols;  for  developing 
a  program  to  recruit  police  from  the  Neighbor- 
hood; and  for  assuring  participation  from  the 
Community. 

Department  of  Health  and  Welfare 

The  Director  of  Health  and  Welfare  holds  also 
the  post  of  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  in  the  Boston  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals.  He  is  responsible  for  the  de- 
velopment of  health  units  in  the  Neighborhood, 
for  arranging  for  existing  private  and  public 
hospitals  to  staff  these  units  and  provide  expe- 
dited back-up  service,  and  for  such  other  health 
operations  as  may  be  required.  He  also  has 
general  supervision  over  programs  for  income 
maintenance,  speech  and  hearing,  development 
of  a  health  payment  plan;  programs  for  the 
elderly;  drug  abuse  control,  and  mental  health. 
The  Assistant  Director  for  Mental  Health  will 
have  operational  responsibility  for  arranging  for 
participation  in  the  health  units  by  existing 
hospitals  and  for  back-up  service. 
Department  of  Education 

The  Director  of  Education  will  work  closely 
with  Model  Neighborhood  Board  Committees 
and  will  be  responsible  for:  cooperation  with  the 
Community  Committee  for  Educational  De- 
velopment and  the  Commonwealth  Department 
of  Education  in  developing  a  new  pilot  public 
school  system  with  one  school  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood;  development  of  an  operational 


plan  for  innovative  administration  of  Model 
Neighborhood  schools;  training  programs  for 
community  teachers;  participation  of  existing 
educational  institutions  in  a  new  community 
college;  parent  programs;  general  supervision  of 
day  care  development;  programs  for  special 
groups.  He  is  also  responsible  for  development 
of  adult  education  and  training  for  new  careers 
in  community  service  and  community  develop- 
ment. 

Department  of  Community  Services 

The  Director  of  Community  Services  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  development  and  operation  of 
Family  Life  Centers  providing  expedited  re- 
ferral to  city  services  and  actually  housing  the 
health  units.  He  has  direct  operational  responsi- 
bility for  complaint  bureaus  at  the  Family  Life 
Centers  and  responsibility  for  the  monitoring 
and  general  supervision  of  all  services  housed  in 
family  life  centers.  He  will  work  closely  with 
community  representatives  and  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board  committees  to  assure  service  that  is 
responsive  to  community  needs,  and  advise  the 
Community  Development  Corporation  on  mat- 
ters requiring  participation  by  the  agency  in 
community  service  delivery. 

Department  of  Community  Development 

The  Director  of  Community  Development 
plans  and  develops  operations  and  directions  for 
the  Housing  Development  Fund,  Community 
Development  Corporation,  economic  policies 
and  programs,  and  manpower  programs,  includ- 
ing training.  He  will  advise  the  Community 
Development  Corporation  on  matters  requiring 
Model  City  Agency  participation. 

Department  of  Youth  Programs 

The  Co-Directors  of  Youth  Programs  are 
responsible  for  developing,  with  the  youth,  pro- 
grams to  enable  their  participation  in  all  phases 
of  Model  Cities.  The  Co-Directors  will  plan 
and  operate  youth  resource  centers,  programs 
for  girls,  programs  for  boys,  and  programs  for 
young  adults.  They  will  work  with  other 
directors  to  develop  youth  linkages,  and  will 
also  work  with  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
committees. 

Department  of  Physical  Programs 

The  Director  of  Physical  Programs  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  planning,  development  and 
operation  of:  planning  and  design;  Neighbor- 
hood Development  Program;  project  develop- 
ment; property  rehabilitation;  Code  Enforce- 
ment; land  acquisition  and  disposition;  family 
and  business  relocation;  maintenance  of  acquired 
property;  construction  of  housing  and  corn- 
unity  facilities;  mortgage  insurance  and  house 
improvement  financing;  city  services.  He  will 
assist  other  directors  in  physical  aspects  of  pro- 
grams under  their  direction,  and  work  closely 
with  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  Com- 
mittees. 

Department  of  Recreation 

The  Director  of  Recreation  \\  ill  work  with  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  Recreation  Com- 
mittee to  plan  and  conrdiuale  public  unci  private 
agencies  in  recreation  programs  for  the  Model 
Neighborhood.  lie  will  assist  boys,  girls, 
adults,  and  the  elderly  in  developing  recreational 
programs  to  meet  their  needs. 
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Detailed  Stalling  Patterns

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-eight. 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Model  City 
Agency. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  an 
agency,  known  as  the  Model  City  Agency, 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  ollicer, 
known  as  the  Model  City  Administrator,  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor,  after  consultation  with 
the  model  neighborhood  board,  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  model  city 
administrator  shall  receive  such  compensation 
as  the  mayor  shall  fix. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  model 
city  agency  a  board,  known  as  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board,  consisting  of  eighteen 
members  elected  as  follows:  in  the  case  of  three 
members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts  4,  5,  6 
and  7  in  Ward  11,  in  the  case  of  three  other 
members,  by  the  residents  of  Precincts  5,  6, 
7,  8  and  9  in  Ward  9  and  Precincts  1  and  2  in 
Ward  11;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members, 
by  the  residents  of  Precincts  3,  4,  5  and  7  in 
Ward  8  and  Precincts  1,  2  and  4  in  Ward  12; 
in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  by  the 
residents  of  Precincts  6,  8  and  9  in  Ward  8  and 
Precincts  1,  2  and  4  in  Ward  13;  in  the  case  of 
three  other  members  by  the  residents  of  Precinct 
6  in  Ward  12,  Precinct  3  in  Ward  13,  and 
Precincts  1,  2  and  3  in  Ward  14;  and  in  the  case 
of  the  three  remaining  members,  by  the  resi- 
dents of  Precincts  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9  in  Ward  14; 
provided,  however,  that  the  initial  members  of 
said  board  shall  be  the  persons  elected  at  the 
election  held  under  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  city  council  on  April  26,  1967,  and  approved 
by  the  mayor  on  April  27,  1967,  who  shall  hold 
office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1970. 
On  the  first  Tuesday  in  December,  1969,  and 
again  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  December,  1971, 
an  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  at  which  residents  of  said 
precincts  as  determined  by  the  then  latest  police 
lists  shall  elect  persons  to  serve  as  members 
of  said  board  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
of  the  succeeding  year  until  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  the  second  year  thereafter.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member  shall  be  filled 
by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  resident  of  the  area  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs.  The  members  of  said  board 
shall  serve  without  pay,  but  shall  be  reimbursed 
for  loss  of  compensation  and  expenses  neces- 
sarily incident  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  with  respect  to 
the  first  resolve  of  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  reported  by  the  committee,  the  first  year 
program  of  the  Employment  and  Manpower 
component  of  the  Comprehensive  City  Demon- 
stration Program  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
with  the  five  appendices  thereto  be,  and  hereby 
is,  approved  with  the  following  amendments: 


1.  On  Page  1  in  Part  III  D-l  of  the  Mayor's 

submission  under  the  title  Special  Projects 
strike  out  paragraph  No.  I  reading  as  follows: 

"Provision  for  Training  2,000,  construction 
workers  to  participate  in  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  structures  in  the  MNA  in  the 
first  three  years"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the 
following   paragraph: 

"No.  I.  Press  for  acceptance  of  a  significant 
number  of  qualified  area  residents  into  existing 
building  unions  and  for  admission  of  substantial 
numbers  into  the  apprenticeship  program." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

2.  In  No.  VI  4,  of  the  Mayor's  submission 
strike  out  the  first  ten  pages  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  following  nine-page  text: 
Employment  and   Manpower   Development 
Role  of  the  Model  Cities  Program 

There  are  several  possible  alternative  courses 
of  action  that  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
could  pursue  in  attempting  to  solve  the  unem- 
ployment problem  in  the  MNA.  One  alternat  ive 
would  be  to  graft  onto  the  existing  Boston  man- 
power network,  and  additional  complete  system 
of  employment  training  and  placement  run  by 
the  Model  Cities  Program.  Another  alternative 
would  be  to  concentrate  training  activities  in  a 
few  skill  areas,  filling  in  gaps  in  service  delivery, 
which  appear  to  be  readily  marketable  in  the 
Boston  area.  And  still  another  route  would  be 
to  strengthen  the  existing  manpower  network 
by  providing  existing  agencies  additional  re- 
sources to  expand  their  programs. 

This  proposal  suggests  that  proper  choice 
among  the  alternatives  should  be  predicated  on 
the  following  sets  of  factors: 

1.  Funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  are  quite  limited,  par- 
ticularly for  use  in  the  manpower  area.  A 
large  allocation  of  funds  to  create  an  expanded 
version  of  the  present  manpower  system  would 
necessarily  severely  reduce  funds  for  the  other 
six  major  program  areas  in  the  Boston  Model 
Cities  Program.  For  example,  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Development  (ABCD), 
the  City  community  action  agency,  alone 
spends  over  $5  million  per  year  on  manpower 
programs,  with  probably  more  than  §2  million 
flowing  into  the  MNA.  One  new  orientation 
center  in  the  MNA,  such  as  the  Opportunities 
Industrialization  Center  presently  serving  the 
MNA  would  cost  nearly  $400,000  to  stair  and 
operate. 

2.  The  existing  manpower  system  servicing 
the  MNA  is  estimated  to  present  to  the  resi- 
dents a  variety  of  more  tban  22  manpower 
programs  serving  differently  qualified  cli- 
entele with  various  funding  sources,  purposes, 
and  effectiveness.  It  is  far  from  being  an 
integrated  manpower  system.  The  linkages 
between  the  programs  are  not  clear  to  the 
average  Model  Neighborhood  resident. ' 

3.  The  Model  Cities  Program  should  gen- 
erate an  inflow  into  the  MNA  of  several  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  dollars.  The  program  will 
generate  commercial  construction  and  resi- 
dential activity  and  increased  business  de- 
velopment. It  will  create  a  market  for  skills 
in  construction  crafts  and  trades  as  well  as 
business  management,  which  relatively  few 
MNA   residents    presently    possess.      If .  the 
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money  flowing  into  the  MNA  is  not  to  flow 
out  just  as  rapidly,  if  it  is  to  remain  and  multi- 
ply, the  highest  priority  must  be  given  to  pre- 
paring residents  to  tap  the  new  market 
generated  by  the  Model  Cities  Program. 

4.  Rather  than  run  the  risk  of  duplicating 
elements  of  an  already  extensive,  if  not  an 
integrated,  manpower  system,  the  Model 
Cities  Program  could  enhance  the  viability 
and  effectiveness  of  in-community  manpower 
resources  by  contracting  with  them  to  provide 
the  needed  recruitment,  counseling,  basic  edu- 
cation, pre  vocational  and  skill  training,  follow- 
up  and  evaluation  services,  rather  than  rely- 
ing on  external  manpower  resources.  The 
latter  will  disappear  as  soon  as  Model  Cities 
funds  are  exhausted. 

Proposed  Operation  of  CDC  Manpower  Team 

Talking  into  account  these  factors,  it  is  pro- 
posed that  a  small  team  of  manpower  experts  be 
hired  as  part  of  the  economic  development  staff 
of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Community  De- 
velopment Corporation  to  perform  the  following 
work  tasks: 

1.  Coordination  and  Rationalization 

a.  On  the  basis  of  studies  and  reports  as 
well  as  direct  observation  of  the  existing  man- 
power programs  servicing  the  MNA,2  the  man- 
power team  should  make  or  contract  for,  an 
evaluation  of  those  efforts,  in  terms  of  the  job 
opportunities  existing  throughout  the  metro- 
politan area,  so  as  to  minimize  irrelevant  or 
obsolescent  training  programs,  and  to  im- 
prove recruitment,  intake,  counseling  and 
follow-up  techniques. 

b.  From  such  an  evaluation,  the  man- 
power team  should  establish  priorities  based 
on  the  characteristics  of  the  Model  JNeighbor- 
hood  labor  force  and  should  work  with  local 
manpower  efforts  such  as  the  Neighborhood 
Employment  Centers,  Urban  League,  OIC, 
Workers  Defense  League/Boston  Program, 
etc.,  in  order  to  gain  increased  resources  to 
effectuate  those  priorities.  The  manpower 
team  should  also  aid  these  local  efforts  in  the 
promotion  of  new  programs  that  will  better 
train  residents,  and  particularly  the  "hard- 
core" unemployed,  to  take  advantage  of  job 
opportunities  wherever  they  are  located. 

o.  The  Model  Cities  manpower  team 
should  advocate,  negotiate  and  intervene 
with  and  on  behalf  of  MNA  manpower  efforts 
to  obtain  the  cooperation  of  private  and  public 
agencies  outside  the  MNA,  such  as  the  Urban 
Coalition,  the  Division  of  Employment  Se- 
curity, the  Department  of  Vocational  Educa- 
tion, etc.3 

2.  Localizing  Benefit  of  Physical  and  Eco- 
nomic Revitalizalion  Efforts 

a.  The  manpower  team  will  work  with  the 
economic  development  arm  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Program  to  determine  the  man- 
power resources  needed  to  provide  MNA  resi- 
dents as  laborers  and  managers  to  Model 
Neighborhood  sponsored  newly  created  busi- 
nesses, or  expanded  former  businesses,  or 
industrial  enterprises  relocating  into  the  MNA. 
The  promise  of  trained  cadres  of  workers  to 
an  industry's  specifications  might  well  encour- 
age an  industry  to  locate  in  the  MNA  rather 
than  elsewhere. 


b.  The  manpower  team  will  assist  busi- 
ness enterprises  whether  located  in  or  outside 
the  MNA  to  design  manpower  programs 
which  fully  utilize  local  manpower  programs 
such  as  the  Neighborhood  Employment  Cen- 
ters, OIC,  etc.,  and  provide  training  as  labor- 
ers and  managers  to  MNA  residents  for 
positions  in  meaningful  jobs  with  upward 
mobility.  The  team  might,  for  instance, 
assist  a  group  for  firms  to  form  a  training  con- 
sortium with  local  manpower  agencies  under 
the  recently  established  MA-4  Department  of 
Labor  program  (which  will  supersede  the 
MA-2,  MA-3  and  President's  test  programs). 

3.     Model  Cities  funds  might  be  used: 

1.  To  supplement  MA-4  funds  from  the 
Department  of  Labor  in  order  to 
encourage  contractors  to  train  more 
residents  and  in  order  to  enable  the 
residents  to  attain  a  living  wage 
during  the  training  program; 

2.  To  encourage  and  assist  programs  to 
train  residents  in  the  skills  needed  to 
do  housing  construction  and  housing 
rehabilitation; 

3.  To  encourage  and  assist  Model 
Neighborhood  Area  residents  to  de- 
velop, own  and  manage  contracting 
and  subcontracting  firms;  and 

4.  To  encourage  all  contractors  doing 
work  in  the  neighborhood  to  pay  the 
prevailing  wage. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  proposed  manpower 
team  should  be  a  part  of  the  economic  develop- 
ment staff  within  the  CDC.  This  would  make 
the  CDC  manpower  effort  more  responsive  to 
the  planning  process  involving  the  creation  of 
new  businesses,  the  transfer  of  existing  enter- 
prises, and  the  industrial  relocation  of  the  MNA. 

The  manpower  team  would  be  administered 
by  a  Deputy  Director  of  Manpower,  who 
would  report  directly  to  the  Director  of  Eco- 
nomic Development.  The  Deputy  Director 
would  supervise  a  small  team  of  manpower 
experts,  an  Assistant  Director  and  a  research 
assistant  for  planning  and  research,  and  an 
Assistant  Director  and  assistant  for  manpower 
technical  assistant. 

High  Priority  Training  Projects 
A.  Construction  Company  Development  and 
Construction  Workers  Training  Program 
The  Model  Neighborhood  Area  and  its  resi- 
dents have  a  comparative  advantage  to  exploit 
in  the  construction  industry  and  building 
trades  if  it  chooses  to  do  so.  The  Model  Cities 
enabling  legislation  provides  that  all  projects 
associated  with  the  program  "should  provide 
maximum  opportunities  for  employing  residents 
of  the  area  in  all  phases  of  the  program  and 
enlarge  opportunities  for  work  and  training." 
There  will  be  a  relatively  large  scale  building 
program  carried  out  as  part  of  the  Model 
Cities  effort  in  Boston  and  neighboring  Cam- 
bridge. Twelve  I"  thirteen  thousand  units  of 
housing  will  be  rehabilitated  and  approxi- 
mately 2,000  new  housing  units  will  be  built 
during  the  course  of  the  Model  City  Program. 
There  will  surely  he  a  substantial  investment 
in  local   firms  and   talent  in  carrying  out   this 

Erogram,    but    the    particular   approach    taken 
y  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  Model 
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Cities  Administration  could  make  a  significant 
difference  in  how  much  and  in  what  ways  the 
local  residents  benefit  from  this  building  pro- 
gram. 

Considerable  energy  and  thought  has  already 
been  devoted  to  the  question  of  facilitating 
MNA  residents  to  benefit  from  the  Model 
Cities  building  program.    Such  efforts  include: 

1.  The  Contractors  Association  of  Boston 
(whose  program  has  been  described  in  Eco- 
nomic Development  Section  V),  which  seeks 
to  upgrade  existing  general  contractor  and 
promote  training  in  the  building  trades. 

2.  C.I.R.C.L.E.  Associates,  Inc.,  which 
is  in  the  process  of  organizing  a  demolition 
company  and  trucking  and  hauling  companies, 
is  also  studying  a  plan  to  create  a  general 
contracting  capability  of  some  size  among 
members  of  the  MNA. 

3.  The  Boston  Urban  Coalition  has  dis- 
cussed the  opportunities  associated  with  the 
building  and  rehabilitation  programs  under 
way,  or  planned  as  part  of  Model  Cities. 
It  has  attempted  to  establish  machinery  to 
sponsor  training  programs  and  to  facilitate 
entry  by  minority  group  members  into  the 
union    apprenticeship    programs. 

4.  Building  and  Construction  Trades 
Council  of  Boston  (BCTC),  Associated 
General  Contractors  of  Massachusetts  (AGC), 
and  the  Building  Trades  Employer's  As- 
sociation (BTEA),  in  consultation  with 
many  individuals  and  groups  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood,  have  organized  a  program 
(hereinafter  called  the  Workers  Defense 
League/Boston  Program)  among  firms  and 
unions  in  the  construction  industry  through 
which  to  participate  in  the  Model  City  Pro- 
gram and  other  residential  housing  develop- 
ment programs  for  the  purpose  of  recruiting, 
counseling,  and  training  minority  residents 
of  the  Model  Neighborhood  for  construction 
jobs. 

The  BCTC,  AGC,  BTEA  officials  have  indi- 
cated to  the  Boston  Model  City  Agency  and  the 
Boston  City  Council  that  the  contract  governing 
the  Workers  Defense  League/Boston  Program 
is  not  to  be  interpreted  to  preclude  any  member 
of  the  signatory  organization  from  voluntarily 
entering  into  any  additional  training  or  con- 
struction programs  in  the  Model  Neighborhood. 
On  this  understanding  the  Model  City  Program 
should  cooperate  with  the  Workers  Defense 
League/Boston  program  to  the  extent  possible, 
within  the  Guidelines  and  policies  of  the  Model 
Cities  Program. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  endorse  or  complement  the  existing 
programs  in  this  field.  It  may  choose  to  co- 
ordinate and/or  assist  any  or  all  existing  efforts, 
or  to  stimulate  the  organization  of  new  ones. 
There  are  several  objectives  which  the  Model 
Cities  Program  should  pursue  in  the  regard: 

3.  To  consolidate  resources  of  minority  and 
MNA  residents  in  order  to  bid  on  larger  con- 
struction projects; 

2.  To  provide  the  minority  and  MNA 
resident-managed  firms  with  a  central  clear- 
ing house  of  information  and  technical  assis- 
tance in  order  to  achieve  smaller  packages  of 
construction  work; 


3.  To  develop  and  train  a  labor  pool  of 
MNA  residents  skilled  in  the  trades  of  I  In: 
building  industry,  by  cooperating  with  exist- 
ing training  programs— whether  run  by  local 
unions  or  local  organizations — and  by  de- 
veloping a  new  training  capability  to  be  run 
by  the  Model  City  program; 

4.  To  train  potential  construction  man- 
agers from  the  MNA  in  the  techniques  of 
modern  construction  management,  e.g.,  how 
to  subcontract,  how  to  assess  meaningful 
costs  in  order  to  bid  effectively; 

5.  To  develop  in  the  residents  of  the  MNA 
a  capability  for  participation  on  a  long-term 
basis  in  the  building  industry  throughout  the 
Greater  Boston  area  and  beyond. 

Time  is  a  critical  factor.  Area  residents  should 
be  trained  in  the  shortest  possible  time  for  con- 
struction work  which  will  begin  in  six  to  twelve 
months.  Another  factor  of  critical  importance 
is  the  breadth  of  resident  participation.  Resi- 
dents should  emerge  with  viable  credentials 
and  with  institutions  of  their  own  capable  of 
participating  in  this  industry. 

To  achieve  the  above  objectives,  the  Model 
Cities  program  should  take  the  following  course 
of  action. 

1.  Model  Cities  should  work  for  acceptance 
of  a  significant  number  of  qualified  area  resi- 
dents into  existing  building  unions,  and  for 
admission  of  substantial  numbers  into  the 
apprenticeship  programs. 

2.  In  developing  and  training  the  labor 
pool  of  MNA  residents  referred  to  as  the  pre- 
ceding Item  3  of  objectives,  the  Boston  Model 
City  Program  will  work  with  existing  federal, 
state,  and  local  government  agencies  as  well 
as  existing  union-sponsored  programs  and 
community  organizations  carrying  out  related 
activity.  Examples  are:  O.I.C.,  Workers  De- 
fense League/Boston  Program,  Contractors' 
Association  of  Boston,  United  Community 
Construction  Workers,  and  the  BRA.  As 
construction  projects  are  generated,  the  CDC 
manpower  term  will  evaluate  periodically,  at 
least  annually,  the  job  opportunities  existing 
throughout  the  metropolitan  area,  including 
the  MNA,  and  relate  the  employment  oppor- 
tunities on  construction  project  in  the  MNA 
to  these  total  job  opportunities.  This  training 
program  might,  by  involving  the  various 
relevant  groups,  function  as  a  consortium 
which  might  seek  available  federal  funds,  as  in 
the  MA-6  training  grants. 

3.  In  such  MA-4  contracts,  much  of  the 
on-the-job  training  could  be  provided  through 
the  larger  community  construction  firms  in 
the  Contractors'  Association  of  Boston,  and/ 
or  some  association  of  minority  group  union 
and  nonunion  companies.  Organizations  such 
as  the  UCCW,  CAB,  OIC,  Workers  Defense 
League/Boston  Program,  etc.,  might  provide 
the  recruitment,  counseling  and  follow-up 
services  needed  as  part  of  these  contracts. 

operators  for  site  preparation  and  excavation, 
who  will  be  working  on  BRA  projects.  Finally, 
the  Opportunities  Industrialization  Center  (OIC) 
located  in  the  MNA,  might  be  engaged  by  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  to  provide  relevant 
institutional  training  and  basic  education 
courses  for  the  trainees,  perhaps  using  as  teach- 
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ers,  journeymen  with  state  teaching  certification, 
including  members  of  the  UCCW.  Two  pro- 
grams involving  26  week  classes  in  carpentry 
and  masonry,  for  example,  were  recently  com- 
pleted at  the  OIC  involving  50  workers.  An- 
other such  program  was  started  in  October. 
The  OIC  program  through  its  recent  acquisition 
of  Boston  Channel  2  General  Education  Degree 
taped  library,  will  assist  workers  to  obtain  a 
high  school  equivalency  diploma  so  that  they 
may  qualify  for  union  programs  where  a  high 
school  degree  is  required. 

B.     New  Careers  Training  Supplements 

The  Model  Cities  Program  should  place  at 
least  40  Model  Neighborhood  residents  in  on-the- 
job  training  positions  within  the  City  Demon- 
stration Agency  and  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  Community  Development  Corporation. 
The  New  Careers  program  funded  by  the  De- 
partment of  Labor  provides  such  trainees  with 
a  stipend  of  less  than  $3,500  per  year — making 
the  securing  of  such  training  an  economic  im- 
possibility for  many  individuals.  Model  Cities 
might  supplement  the  salaries  of  20  trainees  to 
$5,000  per  year,  and  another  20  trainees,  i.e., 
those  at  a  higher  classification  or  those  in  greater 
need,  to  $6,000  per  year. 

Many  of  these  positions,  such  as  code  en- 
forcement aides,  recreation  aides,  housing  re- 
habilitation aides,  etc.,  should  lead  trainees  to 
eventual  civil  service  status  and  permanent 
positions  in  city  and  state  government.6  The 
manpower  team  itself  should  consider  training 
its  research  and  technical  assistants  under  this 
program,  which  could  be  done  in  conjunction 
with  Northeastern  University  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  which  have 
made  a  commitment  to  the  Model  Cities  Pro- 
gram to  train  researchers,  and  computer  op- 
erators and  programmers. 

Seed  Grant  Period 

An  operational  planning  period  of  four  months' 
duration  is  proposed  during  which  the  nucleus 
of  the  manpower  team  (Deputy  Director,  two 
assistants,  and  secretarial  back  up)  should  be 
hired  by  the  Model  Neighborhood  Community 
Development  Corporation.  That  staff  should 
perform  the  following  tasks  during  the  Seed 
Grant  Period: 

1.  Begin  the  process  of  evaluating  the  exist- 
ing Boston  manpower  service  system.  Specific 
evaluations  of  complex  agency  programs  such  as 
the  Division  of  Employment  Security  Voca- 
tional Education,  etc.,  could  be  contracted  out  to 
manpower  research  organizations.  One  rather 
comprehensive  evaluation  of  Boston's  manpower 
systems,  of  which  the  team  could  avail  itself,  has 
recently  been  launched  by  the  Boston  Uni- 
versity Metrocenter  for  Community  Renewal 
Program  under  the  BRA. 

2.  To  draw  up  a  comprehensive  manpower 
proposal,  involving  full  utilization  of  com- 
munity manpower  training  resources  in  order  to 
enlarge  the  opportunities  for  training  of  MN\ 
residents  in  the  full  range  of  construction  trades 
during  the  next  five  years.  In  carrying  out  this 
responsibility,  the  staff  might  subcontract  with 
existing  community  organizations  such  as  CAB, 
UCCW,  BCCM,  or  AGCT,  where  such  or- 
ganizations possess  the  capacity  of  contributing 
to  the  objective  of  a  comprehensive  manpower 
proposal. 


Five- Year  Projection 

A  five-year  budget  figure  was  arrived  at  by 
projecting  the  first  year  budget  request  at 
roughly  the  same  level  for  the  following  four 
years.  It  is,  of  course,  too  early  to  say  what  the 
high  priority  gaps  in  Boston's  manpower  system 
will  prove  to  be,  or  what  will  be,  in  fact,  the 
actual  cost  of  sponsoring  a  comprehensive 
worker's  training  program.  One  can  speculate, 
however,  that  certain  nonrecurring  costs  of  the 
first  year  will  be  subsumed  in  following  years  by 
special  training  programs  sponsored  directly  by 
the  Model  Cities  Program.  For  instance, 
tenants  of  newly  constructed  or  rehabilitated 
units  might  be  trained  to  manage  and  to  police 
their  own  properties.  Or,  Model  Cities  may  wish 
to  become  involved  with  an  improved  trans- 
portation scheme  to  increase  access  by  residents 
to  jobs  outside  the  MNA. 

Footnotes  to  Proposal 

1.  See  Appendices  I  and  II.  The  manpower 
flow  chart  presented  as  Exhibit  1-1  in  Ap- 
pendix I  is  already  out  of  date  in  terms  of  on- 
going programs  but  it  does  serve  to  demon- 
strate the  complexity  of  Boston's  manpower 
system.

3.  The  Department  of  Vocational  Education, 
for  instance,  could  play  an  important  role  in 
providing  the  institutional  training  of  resident 
construction  workers,  though  it  is  not  presently 
geared  to  do  so.  See  Appendix  IV  for  some 
suggestions  that  have  been  made  to  reshape  it. 

4.  See  Appendix  V  for  a  further  discussion 
of  the  New  Careers  Program.

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  with  respect  to 
the  first  resolve  of  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  reported  by  the  committee,  the  first  year 
program  for  the  component  of  the  Comprehen- 
sive City  Demonstration  Program  identified  in 
the  original  submission  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
as  Income  Maintenance  Component  be  ap- 
proved with  the  following  amendments: 

1.  Strike  therefrom  all  title  and  text  of  the 
submission  identified  as  Part  III  D  8  of  the 
original  submission  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and 
substitute  therefor  a  four-page  document  cap- 
tioned "Public  Assistance  Provision  Study," 
as  follows: 

XVI.    Public  Assistance  Revision  Study 

A.  The  problem  of  how  best  to  alleviate  ex- 
isting poverty  conditions  is  a  difficult  and  per- 
plexing one.  At  present,  the  Boston  public 
assistance  program  is  making  an  effort  at  meeting 
the  problem,  and  is  attempting  to  reduce  the 
hardships  of  residents  living  in  poverty  condi- 
tions. The  Model  Cities  Administration  will 
undertake  a  study  aimed  at  considering  ways  of 
improving  this  public  assistance  program,  and 
will  examine  possible  means  by  which  the 
present  program  can  be  executed  more  equitably 
and  in  a  manner  designed  to  reduce  hoth  ad- 
ministrative overhead  and  unjustified  payment 
to  those  who  might  be  encouraged  to  work.  In 
this  connection,  the  Model  Cities  Administration 
will  also  examine  a  variety  of  other  public  as- 
sistance programs,  including  the  so-called  in- 
come-maintenance   proposals  (e.g.  Family  Al- 
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lowance  Plan,  Negative  Income  Tax,  Guaranteed 
Annual  Wage,  Graduated  Work  Incentive  Pro- 
gram, etc.) 

B.  Programs  in  operation  in  other  urban 
areas  will  be  inspected  and  factors  such  as  sup- 
port levels,  work  load  and  job  description  of 
social  workers,  proper  standards  of  living,  elfect 
on  work  effort  and  family  stability,  and  the 
relationship  with  other  social  service  and  man- 
power programs  will  be  studied  and  given  full 
consideration.  At  the  end  of  six  months  of 
research  a  report  will  be  made  of  the  alternatives 
under  study,  the  progress  made  on  each  alterna- 
tive, examples  where  possible  of  each  alternative 
in  operation  elsewhere,  problems  and  prospects 
of  those  alternatives  studied,  and  plans  for  final 
research.

2.  By  striking  therefrom  all  the  title  and 
text  of  the  submission  identified  as  Part  VI  in 
Appendix  8  of  the  original  submission  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  substitute  therefor  a 
three-page  document  captioned  "Public  As- 
sistance Revision  Study,"  as  follows: 

Public  Assistance  Revision  Study 
In  the  past  few  years,  the  need  for  a  close  ex- 
amination of  alternative  public  assistance  pro- 
grams in  order  to  determine  which  if  any,  will 
best  benefit  the  residents  of  Boston  has  become 
increasingly  evident.  Suggestions  for  improve- 
ment and  replacement  of  the  present  system 
have  abounded,  and  all  of  these  proposals  must 
be  sifted  through  and  closely  examined. 

The  current  assistance  schemes,  by  providing 
guidelines  of  eligibility,  are  thought  of  by  some 


as  determining  which  of  the  poor  are  eligible  for 
benefits  and  hence  "deserving"  and  which  are 
not.  It  treats  the  elderly  poor  differently  from 
the  handicapped  poor,  who  are  treated  differently 
from  families  headed  by  a  mother  who  is  poor. 
In  a  given  case,  eligibility  is  often  decided  by  a 
caseworker  operating  in  a  context  of  changing 
definitions  of  eligibility.  Because  the  caseworker 
has  only  broad  and  sometimes  vague  guidelines 
to  determine  special  needs  and  eligibility  where 
males  are  present,  two  families  with  similar  in- 
comes may  be  treated  differently  and  the  case- 
worker must  spend  much  time  investigating 
families,  thereby  often  causing  resentment 
among  welfare  recipients.  The  determination  of 
special  needs  is  particularly  resented  by  welfare 
recipients  because  decisions  that  so  vitally  affect 
their  lives  are  made  by  people  from  a  completely 
different  environment.  Also  objected  to  is  the 
seeming    arbitrariness    of   a    neighbor   with    a 
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different  caseworker  receiving  a  greater  allow- 
ance, although  in  a  similar  economic  situation. 

Problems  such  as  these  beset  recipients,  social 
workers,  and  Welfare  Department  officials  alike 
and  have,  in  some  cases,  resulted  in  inequities 
which  are  seen  by  recipients,  rightly  or  wrongly, 
as  the  result  of  arbitrary  and  unjust  decisions. 
At  the  same  time,  insufficient  funds,  administra- 
tive overhead,  and  malingering  recipients  have 
hampered  the  Welfare  Department  and  have 
made  it  more  difficult  for  them  to  operate  an 
efficient  public  assistance  program. 

The  present  public  assistance  program  has 
also  been  the  subject  of  criticism  by  many  citi- 
zens who  are  not  directly  concerned  with  the 
welfare  program,  although  they  are  affected 
generally  as  taxpayers.  This  past  summer, 
clashes  between  welfare  mothers  and  newly 
organized  wives  of  working  men  threatened  to 
erupt  into  violence.  Various  "talk  show"  broad- 
casts and  letters  to  the  editor  in  the  Boston 
newspapers  indicate  apparent  strong  opposition 
by  some  nonwelfare  recipients  to  the  current 
AFDC  program.  These  opponents  often  view 
the  welfare  payments  as  a  handout  which  they 
resent  paying  through  taxes. 

These  problems  and  protests  presented  by  con- 
cerned individuals  with  varying  perspectives 
emphasize  the  need  for  a  complete  study  of  the 
public  assistance  program  in  Boston.  Such  a 
study  will  consider  ways  of  improving  the 
present  public  assistance  program,  and  will  ex- 
amine possible  means  by  which  the  present  pro- 
gram can  be  executed  more  equitably  and  in  a 
manner  designed  to  reduce  both  administrative 
overhead  and  unjustified  payments  to  those  who 
might  be  encouraged  to  work.  In  this  con- 
nection, a  variety  of  alternative  public  assis- 
tance programs,  including  the  so-called  income 
maintenance  proposals  (e.g.,  Family  Allowance 
Plan,  Negative  Income  Tax,  Guaranteed  An- 
nual Wage,  Work  Incentive  Program,  etc.)  will 
be  considered. 

Programs  in  operation  in  other  urban  areas 
will  be  inspected  and  factors  such  as  support 
levels,  work  load  and  job  description  of  social 
workers,  proper  standards  of  living,  effect  on 
work  effort  and  family  stability,  and  the  rela- 
tionship with  other  social  service  and  man- 
power programs  will  be  studied  and  given  full 
consideration.  At  the  end  of  six  months  of 
research  a  report  will  be  made  of  the  alternatives 
under  study,  the  progress  made  on  each  alterna- 
tive, examples,  where  possible,  of  each  alterna- 
tive in  operation  elsewhere,  problems  and  pros- 
pects of  those  alternatives  studied,  and  plans  for 
final  research. 

This  phase  of  the  program  is  budgeted  for 
$150,000.  The  study  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  a  project  director,  who  will  be  selected  by  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  the  CDA  staff. 
The  director,  during  the  planning  period,  should 
be  selected  to  remain  with  the  program  in  sub- 
sequent periods,  should  it  receive  City  Council 
and  Board  approval.  Funds  will  also  be  ex- 
pended for  research  assistants,  secretarial  staff, 
travel,  administrative  expenses,  economic  con- 
sultants, and  surveys  of  the  area.  The  studies 
will  be  coordinated  with  existing  agencies,  such 
as  the  Welfare  Department,  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Service,  and  the  Social  Security  Administra- 
tion, among  others. 
The  motion  was  carried. 


The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
amendments  to  the  Public  Assistance  Revision 
Study,  the  amendments  were  adopted. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  with  respect  to 
the  first  resolve  of  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  reported  by  the  committee,  the  first  year 
program  for  the  component  of  the  Comprehen- 
sive City  Demonstration  Program  identified  in 
the  original  submission  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
as  Police  Community  Relations  Component 
and  identified  in  the  report  of  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Committee  as  it  appears  in  Parts  I,  II,  III, 
and  as  summarized  in  Appendix  A  reported  by 
the  Committee  be  approved  with  the  following 
amendments: 

That  the  text  of  the  original  submission  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  entirely  stricken  and 
that  there  be  inserted  in  place  thereof  a  fourteen- 
page  document  captioned  "Police-Community 
Relations,"  as  follows: 

Police-Community  Relations 
The  Problem 

Law  enforcement  and  the  equal  administra- 
tion of  justice  have  become  major  national 
concerns  in  recent  years.  The  rapid  growth  of 
our  cities,  with  accompanying  problems  of  hous- 
ing, education,  employment,  and  social  welfare 
services,  has  accentuated  these  concerns  and 
has  been  highlighted  by  the  increasing  urban 
concentration  of  low-income  residents,  the 
elderly,  the  unemployed,  the  poorly  educated 
and  alienated  youth.  Crime  rates  have  gen- 
erally been  higher  in  those  areas  where  poverty, 
family  disintegration,  unemployment,  lack  of 
education,  minority  group  frustration  and 
resentment  in  the  face  of  social  and  economic 
discrimination  are  manifest. 

A  lack  of  full  mutual  understanding  char- 
acterizes the  relationship  of  police  and  com- 
munity in  the  Model  Neighborhood,  and  is  one 
of  the  fundamental  problems  of  police-com- 
munity relations  in  the  city.  People  who  view 
the  police  with  distrust  are  not  likely  to  call  the 
police  to  report  crimes,  to  cooperate  with  police 
in  investigating  crimes,  to  bring  up  his  children 
to  respect  the  police  and  to  consider  police  work 
as  a  possible  profession.  Disrespect  for  police 
translates  into  disrespect  for  law.  The  police- 
man on  his  part  has  in  many  cases  not  been 
given  the  tools  with  which  to  understand  the 
problems  indigenous  to  areas  such  as  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Area  and  the  context  in  which 
disputes  in  such  areas  arise.  As  a  result,  the 
entire  law  enforcement  effort  suffers  and  the 
crime  rate  continues  to  rise. 

It  is  obviously  not  desirable  for  the  com- 
munity to  be  at  odds  with  the  police  force. 
The  police  and  the  community  each  need  the 
other  as  an  ally  in  order  to  have  both  an  effective 
police  force  and  a  viable  community. 
Progress  Under  Way 

In  Boston,  several  steps  have  been  taken  to 
increase  the  capability  of  the  city  and  its  police 
force  to  respond  effectively  and  positively  to 
the  needs  expressed  by  the  residents. 

A.     Boston  Police  Department's  Bureau  of 
Community  Affairs 
The  President's  Crime   Commission   Report 
and  the  Kerner    Report    posited    that   police- 
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community  relations  is  an  essential  part  oi  the 
municipal  law  enforcement  role.  Those  reports 
recommended  this  important  function  to  be 
delegated  specilieally  to  a  distinct  unit  of  the 
police  department. 

In  July  of  1968,  Mayor  White  did  formalize  a 
separate  identity  for  the  police-community 
relations  endeavor  by  creating  a  new  Bureau  of 
Community  Affairs.  One  of  live  within  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  the  new  Bureau  is 
commanded  by  a  Superintendent  of  long  ex- 
perience. Two  divisions  were  created  within 
the  Bureau,  i.e.,  the  Division  of  Community 
Belations  and  the  Division  of  Community 
Services.  The  former  division  is  headed  by  a 
newly  appointed  Deputy  Superintendent.  Since 
its  inception,  the  Bureau  has  been  augmenting 
its  structure  and  capacity  to  solve  the  problems. 
It  has  also  been  seeking  constructive  ways  to 
improve  relations.  A  workshop  program  was 
begun  as  a  communications  link  with  the  com- 
munity at  the  District  level. 

B.     Assignment  of  a  Policeman  To  Assist 
Model  Cities  Administration 

In  early  September  of  1968,  the  Boston  Police 
Department  assigned  an  experienced  policeman 
of  Detective  rank  as  liaison  to  the  Model  Cities 
Administration.  This  assignment  culminated 
negotiations  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  and  the  Model  Cities 
Administrator  to  obtain  these  valuable  services. 
This  Detective  holds  a  degree  in  law  enforcement 
administration  and  brings  to  the  study  group  his 
many  years  of  formal  police  experience.  He 
will  be  the  Director  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
police-community  relations  and  planning  pro- 
gram. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  above  two  accomplish- 
ments, Boston  has  made  realistic  problem- 
solving  in  the  field  of  police-community  relations 
possible.  Such  manifestations  give  some  hope 
to  the  community  by  providing  the  vital  vehicles 
through  which  reform  can  be  channeled. 
Over-all  Five-Year  Approach 

Objective:  The  development  of  police  facili- 
ties and  programs  within  the  Model  City  Area 
which  will  draw  on  the  experiences  of  other  cities 
and  other  districts  in  the  city,  so  that  the  most 
modern  law  enforcement  methods  and  tech- 
niques will  be  used  to  benefit  the  community  and 
the  city  at  large  and  so  that  a  better  under- 
standing of  police  and  community  problems  may 
be  achieved. 
Education 

In  working  towards  this  objective,  efforts  will 
be  made  to  provide  opportunities  for  advanced 
training  to  members  of  the  police  force  whose 
regular  assignment  may  be,  or  a  majority  of 
whose  duty-hours  are  spent  in,  the  Model  Cities 
Area  (including  the  Tactical  Patrol  Force  and 
Boston  policemen  assigned  to  the  Dudley  Street 
MBTA  Station),  so  that  they  may  be  kept 
abreast  of  the  latest  developments  in  the  fields 
of  urban  affairs  and  police  science.  These  train- 
ing sessions  will  be  made  available,  as  ap- 
plicable, to  all  police  personnel  in  the  Model 
Cities  Area.  All  courses  will  be  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  area  universities  and  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  with  college  and  high  school 
credit  being  awarded  where  appropriate.  All 
enrollment  will  be  on  a  voluntary  basis  and 


suhject  to  the  collective  bargaining  procedures 
existing    from    time    to    time.      (See    Proposal 
Three. ) 
Recruitment 

In  addition,  efforts  will  be  made  to  study  ways 
of  supplementing  present  recruitment  method-,. 
The  scope  of  such  studues  will  include  considera- 
tion of  those  factors  which  serve,  either  by 
operation  of  law  or  departmental  discretion,  to 
disqualify  individuals  who  might  otherwise 
become  applicants  or  members  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department.  Such  programs  would,  of 
course,  require  the  approval  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner and  the  continuing  cooperation  of  the 
Commissioner,  the  Superior  Officer's  Association 
and  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association. 
Physical  Facilities 

Much  planning  for  new  or  improved  physical 
police  facilities  is  well  under  way,  directed  by  the 
Boston  Public  Facilities  Department. 

The  Model  City  Area  at  present  includes  all  or 
part  of  the  area  serviced  by  the  following  five  (5) 
separate  police  facilities.  (Changes  in  police 
district  boundaries  might  result  in  the  addition 
of  other  facilities  not  now  included.) 

A.  Police  District  Station  No.  3  located  at 
872  Morton  street,  Mattapan,  part  of  area. 

B.  Police  District  Station  No.  9  located  at 
409  Dudley  street,  Roxbury,  almost  entire 
area  is  within  Model  City  Area. 

C.  Police  District  No.  10  located  at  1170 
Columbus  avenue,  Roxbury,  approximately 
half  the  area. 

D.  District  No.  11  located  at  95  Adams 
street,  Dorchester,  a  small  fraction  of  the  area. 

E.  Police  District  Station  No.  13  located  at 
28  Seaverns  avenue,  Jamaica  Plain,  approxi- 
mately  j  of  the  area. 

First  Year  Proposal 
Proposal  One 
Goal:  To  Create  an  Executive  and  Staff  Ca- 
pacity Within  the  Model  City  Admin- 
istration to  Direct  and  Execute  Pro- 
grams to  Achieve  Better  Police-Com- 
munity Relations. 
1.     Department  of  Police-Community  Relations 
and  Planning 

An  executive  and  administrative  entity  must 
be  established  to  deal  with  police-community 
relations  problems,  program  administration,  and 
planning  on  a  specific  and  continuous  basis. 

A  Department  of  Police-Community  Relations 
and  Planning  will  be  created  within  the  CDA 
organizational  structure.     The  staffing  pattern 
is  to  be  as  follows: 
Director 

Assistant  Director 

Two  Community  Relations  Workers 
Secretary 
The  most  visible  and  immediate  duty  of  the 
department  will  be  the  administration  and  plan- 
ning of  the  programs  outlined  in  this  proposal. 
Many  items  for  operational  planning  are  enumer- 
ated and  the  planning  staff  limited  to  the  per- 
sonnel of  this  department.  The  Director  would 
maintain  direct  liaison  with  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  the  Superior  Officer's  Association, 
the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association,  the 
Mayor's  Office  and  his  Human  Relations  Task 
Force,  the  Sheriff's  office,  the  Governor's  Com- 
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mittee  on  Law  Enforcement  and  the  Adminis- 
tration of  Justice,  and  all  other  groups  concerned 
with  police-community  relations.  Generally 
stated,  the  Director  and  his  staff  would  be  en- 
gaged in  the  following: 

1.  Projecting  a  positive  police  image  in  the 
community. 

2.  Promoting  a  community  awareness  of  the 
inherent  problems  involved  in  law  enforcement 
and  order  maintenance. 

3.  Investigating  all  facets  of  the  community 
feeling  that  Model  Neighborhood  Area  citizens 
receive  substandard  police  protection  and 
services,  so  as  to  interpret  to  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood Area  residents  those  problems  faced  by 
the  police  and  to  interpret  to  the  police  those 
concerns  felt  by  the  Model  Neighborhood  Area 
residents. 

4.  Encouraging  sensitivity  to  the  differences 
among  areas  of  the  city  and  their  respective  resi- 
dents. 

5.  Assist  in  eliminating  or  reducing  the  sense 
of  acute  insecurity  and  lack  of  sufficient  police 
protection. 

6.  Establishing  communication  channels  re- 
spected by  police  and  community. 

7.  Encouraging  coordination  and  cooperation 
among  responsible  community  agencies  and 
responsible  Model  Neighborhood  Area  indi- 
viduals working  in  police-community  relations. 

8.  Encouraging  reliable  independent  sources 
(e.g.,  universities,  foundations,  etc.)  to  conduct 
special  studies  or  to  finance  police-community 
relations  work. 

9.  Evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  existing 
programs  and  operations  working  towards  the 
improvement  of  relations. 

10.  Recruiting  and  assisting  more  Model 
Neighborhood  Area  residents  to  become  qualified 
for  police  appointment. 

11.  Assisting  police  training  by  developing 
methods  of  imparting  essential  knowledge  central 
to  modern  urban  police  work. 

13.  Providing  the  Model  Neighborhood  Area 
residents  with  information  to  enable  them  to 
more  fully  understand  the  citizen's  responsibility 
in  law  enforcement. 

14.  Attempting  to  discover  the  factors  which 
have  resulted  in  the  relatively  small  number  of 
policemen-applicants  from  the  MNA. 

Proposal  Two 
Goal:  To  Assist  and,  Whenever  Possible, 
to  Augment  the  Police  Department's 
Community   Relations   Workshop   Pro- 
gram 

Concept:  Generally,  police  departments  have 
become  increasingly  aware  that  not  only  does 
isolation  from  the  community  they  serve  inter- 
fere with  good  policing,  but  also  hinders  good 
police-community  relations.  Police  readily  ac- 
knowledge the  need  to  keep  attuned  to  the 
neighborhood,  but  too  often  fall  short  of  any- 
thing substantive  or  organized  in  that  quest. 
This  communication  linkage  should  be  set  up 
and  nurtured  towards  a  fruitful  role  in  the  law 
enforcement  and  order  maintenance  of  the  city. 

Program:  The  Boston  Police  Department  has 
initiated  a  program  for  citizen  involvement 
called  the  Community  Relations  Workshop  Pro- 
gram. It  is  conducted  at  the  district  level  under 
supervision  of  the  district  community  services 
officer.    Each  such  olficer  attended  a  four-week 


Institute  in  Community  Relations  at  Boston 
State  College  last  spring.  The  program  calls 
for  extensive  citizen  participation,  seems  to  be 
well  organized,  and  reportedly  is  one  of  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

The  Workshop  Program  functioning  out  of 
the  station  houses  should  be  assisted  in  its  task 
to  initiate  and  conduct  dialogue  between  the 
police  and  the  community.  It  should  be  utilized 
wherever  possible  in  order  to  dissolve  the  com- 
munication barrier  between  police  and  citizens 
that  fosters  misunderstanding  and  often  gener- 
ates hostility.  The  Workshop  Program  can  be 
expanded  by  the  police  as  the  need  arises  and  its 
success  suggests.  The  Model  City  Administra- 
tion will  work  in  close  cooperation  with  the 
Police  Department  and  aim  its  efforts  at  chan- 
nelling the  community  side  of  the  potential 
dialogue  into  the  Workshop  Program.  Gen- 
erally, every  attempt  will  be  made  to  assure  the 
Workshop  Program  will  be  a  success. 

To    augment   the   Workshop   Program's   ca- 
pacity for  commencing  meaningful  dialogue  on 
contemporary  problems,  the  following  steps  are 
proposed:   First,  a  linkage  should  be  established 
with   the   Model   Neighborhood   Board.     This 
body  represents  the  community  in  a  special  way, 
and  by  its  participation  in  the  Workshop  Pro- 
gram, a  new  plateau  of  community  involvement 
could  be  achieved.    Secondly,  the  Model  Cities 
Department    of    Police-Community    Relations 
staff  would  cooperate  in  any  manner  with  the 
district  officers  to  assist  and  maximize  the  police 
effort  in  the  Workshop  Program. 
Proposal  Three 
Goal:  To  Augment  the  Present  Level  of 
Human  Relations  Skills  and  the  Sensi- 
tivity for  the  Community  by  Individual 
Policemen   in   the   Handling   of    Con- 
temporary Model  Neighborhood  Area 
Problems 

1.  Educational  Assistance  for  Area  Policemen 
Concept:  The  educational  requirement  of  a 
Boston  policeman  is  currently  a  high  school 
diploma.  Law  enforcement  is,  however,  a  pro- 
fession demanding  specific  skills  and  knowledge 
not  obtainable  in  secondary  institutions.  Acad- 
emy training,  on-the-job  experience,  and  the 
natural  ability  of  the  policeman  comprise  his 
professional  preparation.  Few  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  attend  university  courses  in 
police  science  or  related  subjects.  Recent  gov- 
ernment reports  and  the  growth  of  law  enforce- 
ment departments  in  our  colleges  indicate  the 
great  need  for,  and  interest  in,  higher  education 
for  policemen.  Many  Model  Neighborhood 
Axea  policemen  have  themselves  indicated  a 
strong  desire  for  this  opportunity.  Although  the 
substantive  need  is  great,  few  policemen  have 
the  time  or  money  to  spend  on  education. 

Program:  To  assist  in  the  upgrading  of  police 
skills  in  law  enforcement  and  relations,  a  number 
of  educational  scholarships  will  be  made  avail- 
able for  policemen  serving  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood. Nearby,  Northeastern  University  has  a 
night  schedule  in  police  studies.  Financial 
assistance  will  be  provided  for  courses  taken  for 
credit.  Preference  will  be  given  to  credits  earned 
pursuant  to  a  degree  plan.  The  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Police-Community  Relations  and 
Planning  will  establish  a  list  of  courses  in  co- 
operation with   the   Police   Commissioner,   the 
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Superior  Officer's  Association,  the  Boston  Police 
Patrolmen's  Association  and  university  oilicials. 

A  first-year  goal  will  be  to  assist  every  Model 
Neighborhood  Area  policeman  to  obtain  at  least 
a  high  school  diploma.  An  additional  goal  will 
be  to  obtain  university  hours  of  educational  as- 
sistance for  at  least  as  many  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Area  policemen  as  volunteer  to  pursue 
higher  education,  with  any  additional  hours 
being  then  made  available  through  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  policemen  throughout  the  city. 
The  Director  will  have  the  responsibility  for  ad- 
ministering the  program  fairly,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Boston  Police  Commissioner,  the 
Superior  Officer's  Association,  the  Boston  Police 
Patrolmen's  Association  and  the  university 
officials.  The  five-year  goal  is  to  have  every 
interested  policeman  serving  in  the  Model  City 
Area  involved  at  one  time  or  another  in  the  ex- 
perience of  higher  education.  Of  course,  some 
of  this  interest  must  be  generated.  At  the  end 
of  the  five-year  period,  it  is  hoped  to  have 
assisted  partially  or  wholly  in  the  earning  of  new 
bachelor's  degrees. 
2.     Community  Institute  for  Policemen 

As  an  approach  to  making  the  police  more 
sensitive  to  the  environment  in  which  they 
serve,  a  Community  Institute  for  Policemen 
will   be    planned. 

The  success  of  this  program  naturally  depends 
a  great  deal  upon  the  cooperation  of  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Boston  Police  Patrolman's 
Association.  Briefing  of  the  police  who  are  to 
serve  a  communty  by  members  of  that  com- 
munity has  already  been  informally  approved 
by  the  Superintendent  heading  the  new  Bureau 
of  Community  Affairs.  Negotiations  concerning 
this  program  will  be  carried  out  with  the  Police 
Commissioner,  the  Superior  Officer's  Association, 
and  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association. 

A  period  of  a  year  will  be  necessary  to  com- 
plete negotiations,  to  develop  curriculum,  and 
to  prepare  materials.  A  program  will  then  be 
proposed.  Planning  will  be  conducted  by  the 
regular  staff  of  the  Department  of  Police- 
Community  Belations  and  Planning.  One 
curriculum  developer  will  augment  the  staff 
after  the  initial  arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

Proposal  Four 

Goal:  To  Increase  the  Number  of  Model 
Neighborhood   Area   Residents   Apply- 
ing   for    the    Boston    Police    Force, 
with  Specific  Efforts  Being  Made  to 
Discover    the    Factors    Which    Have 
Resulted    in    Relatively    Few    Black 
Applicants 
1.  Educational  Assistance  to  Those  Desirous  of 
Applying  for  the  Boston  Police  Department 
There  exists  a  great  need  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  persons  who  fail  the  police  entrance  ex- 
amination.    The  interest  generated  and  mani- 
fested by  an  applicant  is  quite  valuable  in  an 
era    when    the    Boston    Police    Department    is 
chronically  undermanned  and  too  few  applicants 
are  obtained  in  the  first  place.     The  current 
examination   tests   knowledge   in   mathematics, 
English,  and  current  topics.     As  for  any  ex- 
amination,   part    of    the    unsettledness    often 
causing  failure  is  the  fear  that  the  applicant 
does  not  know  or  remember  enough  material. 
To  eliminate  this  fear,  and  to  eliminate  any 


deficiencies  in  the  education  of  the  applicants, 
a  preexamination  preparation  course  will  be 
given.  Administered  by  the  Director  of  Police- 
Community  Relations  and  Planning,  this  course 
will  be  open  first  to  all  applicants  from  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Area  who  are  awaiting 
the  Civil  Service  examination,  and  then,  to 
the  extent  funds  are  still  available,  to  such 
other  applicants  who  shall  express  an  interest. 
If  this  course  succeeds,  recommendations  will 
be  made  lo  the  Police  Commissioner  to  institute 
similar  courses  throughout  the  city. 

The  course  will  be  given  in  the  evenings  over 
a  16-week  period  in  the  facilities  of  the  Roxbury 
Boy's  Club.  Twice  a  week  sessions  of  three 
hours'  duration  will  be  held.  One  such  course 
will  be  given  in  the  first  year  as  soon  as  a  sulli- 
cient  number  of  applicants  have  indicated  an 
interest  in  this  type  of  preparation.  Eventually 
the  recruitment  and  qualification  programs 
discussed  below  will  produce  enough  applicants 
to  necessitate  two  preexamination  courses  per 
year. 

2.  Recruitment  for  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment 

Concept:  In  order  to  reduce  the  feelings  that 
the  police  are  an  alien  force  both  geographically 
and  racially,  community  citizens  in  greater 
numbers  must  be  actively  recruited  for  the  Police 
Department. 

Program:  Agressiveness  is  the  key  factor  lo 
recruiting.  This  particular  employment  op- 
portunity must  now  be  "sold."  Therefore,  the 
appeal  must  be  taken  into  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood Area.  It  is  proposed  a  suitable  re- 
cruitment program  be  planned  by  the  Director 
and   his    staff. 

By  such  a  program,  information  designed 
specifically  to  appeal  to  the  intended  applicants 
would  be  distributed  throughout  the  neigh- 
borhood. This  information  would  be  straight- 
forward and  accurate  and  would  focus  on  the 
advantages  of  a  career  in  law  enforcement.  A 
central  location  would  be  set-up  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Area  to  coordinate  recruiting. 
Mobile  units  would  circulate  in  the  neighbor- 
hoods. Attractive  posters,  circulars  and  news- 
paper advertising  would  be  used  to  generate 
interest.  Cooperation  will  be  sought  from  the 
Police  Commissioner,  the  Superior  Officer's 
Association,  and  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's 
Association. 

Once  generated,  this  interest  must  be  main- 
tained. The  traditional  points  of  frustration 
in  the  application  process  which  often  terminate 
interest  must  be  eliminated.  Applicants  would 
be  thoroughly  advised  of  the  process  and  would 
be  continually  assisted  in  working  through  that 
period.  All  aspects  of  the  Civil  Service  pro- 
cedure unfamiliar  to  the  applicants,  and  which 
normally  foster  discouragement  would  be 
clarified. 

This  recruitment  effort  will  be  aimed  both  at 
acquiring  regular  police  officers  and  police 
cadets  from  the  Model  Neighborhood  Area. 
Municipal  approval  was  recently  given  to  a 
police  cadet  program,  but  the  recruitment  en- 
deavor will  have  to  be  well  suited  in  order  to 
appeal  to  the  young  people  in  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood Area. 

A  period  of  six  months  will  be  necessary  to 
complete  the  preparation  of  the  program.  Co- 
operation  must   be   obtained   from   the   Police 
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Commissioner,  the  Superior  Officers'  Associa- 
tion, and  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  As- 
sociation. The  exact  type,  style  and  content 
of  the  recruitment  message  must  be  carefully 
worked  out. 

3.  Program  for  Educational  Qualifications 
One  common  discouragement  to  individuals 

interested  in  a  career  of  law  enforcement  is  the 
lack  of  a  high  school  diploma.  Too  often  such  a 
person  is  precluded  from  finishing  school 
because  of  the  demands  of  his  current  employ- 
ment. Thus,  a  number  of  potential  policemen 
are  "locked  out"  by  the  system. 

It  is  proposed  that  planning  be  completed 
on  a  means  by  which  a  limited  number  of  indi- 
viduals could  attain  the  required  educational 
level. 

Each  individual  selected  for  such  a  program 
would  otherwise  meet  the  department's  qualifi- 
cations and  be  within  a  certain  amount  of  time 
from  his  high  school  diploma.  During  that 
period,  he  would  receive  an  adequate  stipend 
and  attend  adult  high  school  education  courses. 
After  receiving  the  dipolma,  the  trainee  would 
take  the  police  entrance  examination. 

A  period  of  six  montlis  will  be  necessary  for 
the  planning  of  this  program.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  assistance  and  working  arrangement 
begin  for  the  regular  second  semester  and  that 
people  who  are  1^  years  away  from  completing 
high  school  be  eligible.  Planning  can  be  done 
by  the  stall'  of  the  Department  of  Police- 
Community  Relations  and  Planning  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Superior 
Officers'  Associaiton,  the  Boston  Police  Patrol- 
men's Association,  and  Civil  Service  officials. 

4.  Study  of  Disqualifying  Factors 

Another  study  will  be  commenced  to  de- 
termine the  various  factors  which,  by  law  or 
operation  of  departmental  discretion,  as  a 
practical  matter,  resulted  in  the  disqualification 
of  otherwise  interested  applicants.  This  study 
will  serve  as  a  helpful  adjunct  to  the  recruit- 
ment program. 

Planning  for  this  program  will  be  conducted 
by  the  Department  of  Police-Community  Re- 
lations and  Planning  in  conjunction  with  the 
Police  Commissioner,  the  Superior  Officers' 
Association,  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's 
Association,  and  Civil  Service  officials.  A 
period  of  one  year  is  required  in  order  to  conclude 
this  study. 

Proposal  Five 
Goal:  To  Foster  the  Feeling  and  Under- 
standing in  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Area  That  the  Police  Presence  Exists 
for  the  Welfare  and  Benefit  of  the 
Community 

1.     Brochure  Distribution 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Area  is  virtually 
void  of  readily  available  printed  information 
on  preventing  crime,  utilizing  the  existing 
police  service,  and  exercising  constitutionally 
guaranteed  legal  rights.  Ten  different  topical 
brochures  containing  such  information  will  be 
printed  and  distributed  in  a  myriad  of  locations. 
The  following  topics  have  been  chosen  for  dis- 
cussion in  the  brochures  in  cooperation  with 
the  Boston  Police  Commissioner,  the  Superior 
Officers'  Association,  the  Boston  Police  Patrol- 
men's   Association: 


"Your  Policeman — What  he  can  do  for  you" 
"Your  Police  Station — How  to  use  it" 
"Your  Constitutional  Rights" 
"Citizen's  Arrest" 

"Citizen's  Responsibility  in  Law  Enforce- 
ment" 

"How  to  Prevent  Auto  Thefts" 
"How  to  Prevent  Home  Burglaries" 
"How  to  Prevent  Commercial  Burglaries" 
"How  to  Prevent  Petty  Theft" 
The  initial  distribution  will  be  heavy  in  order 
to  get  the  information  to  as  many  individuals  as 
possible.     Reprints  in  subsequent  years  will  be 
made  as  needed.     New  topics  will  be  always 
sought  and  printed  if  deemed  to  be  a  subject 
beneficial  to  the  public. 

2.  "May  We  Meet  With  You"  Series 

Six  months  of  further  planning  by  the  Director 
of  Police-Community  Relations  and  Planning  is 
necessary  to  make  this  series  operational.  An 
agreement  will  be  completed  with  police  head- 
quarters to  conduct  a  cooperative  program 
whereby  police  officers  and  patrolmen  may  be 
authorized  and  available  to  meet  with  requesting 
community  groups.  These  officers  could  speak 
on  topics  of  police  work  and  problems,  crime 
prevention,  or  any  other  matter  of  community 
desire.  They  could  alternatively  take  part  in  a 
discussion  or  engage  in  literally  any  format 
used  by  the  group.  The  groups  could  also  be 
any  organized  body  such  as  church  groups, 
tenants  associations,  and  so  on.  Participation 
will  be  voluntary  by  the  police,  so  as  to  obtain 
the  highest  level  of  enthusiasm. 

3.  Continuous  Planning 

There  must  be  abundant  community  in- 
doctrination on  where  and  how  to  get  help  for 
different  kinds  of  assistance.  Of  greater  im- 
portance are  the  school  programs  whereby 
youngsters  meet  and  get  to  know  the  policeman 
as  a  friend.  As  many  community  residents  as 
possible  will  be  given  a  chance  to  know  more 
about  police  work.  Occasional  station  open 
houses  would  aid  greatly  in  bringing  the  citizen 
and  policemen  together. 

Proposal  Six 
Goal:  To    Establish    a    Higher    Level    of 
Security  and  Protection  for  Persons 
and  Property  in  the  Area 
1.     Auxiliary  Police  Services  Study 

Security  techniques  cover  a  wide  range  in  the 
Model  Neighborhood,  including  burglar  alarm 
systems,  private  industrial  or  commercial  guards, 
hiring  Boston  police  for  private  detail  work, 
etc. 

During  the  first  year,  the  Department  of 
Police-Community  Relations  and  Planning  will 
cooperate  with  the  Boston  Police  Department 
and  the  Mayor's  Human  Relations  Task  Force 
in  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  the  security 
problems  in  the  Model  Neighborhood  and  ap- 
propriate means  by  which  Model  Neighborhood 
Area  residents  can  be  educated  as  to  their 
responsibility  for  law  enforcement. 

A  great  deal  of  groundwork  and  preliminary 
study  must  be  completed  before  meaningful 
and  reasoned  substantive  programs  can  be  at- 
tempted. At  the  end  of  six  months  a  report 
will  be  drafted  to  summarize  the  findings  and 
recommend    to    the    Police    Commissioner    ap- 
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propriate  cily  policies  and  programs,  in  co- 
operation willi  the  Superior  Officers'  Association 
and  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association. 
2.     Film  on  Citizen  Protection  and  Security 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  today  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Area  is  to  change  the  general 
citizen  attitude  and  reaction  to  crime.  In- 
dilference  and  helplessness  encourage  the  oc- 
casion and  incidents  of  unlawfulness.  To 
assist  in  creating  an  atmosphere  of  security  in 
which  all  citizens  can  take  part,  a  film  is  planned 
to  help  sell  the  idea.  Such  a  iilm  would  be  given 
wide-spread  showing  in  the  community  as  well 
as  on  television. 

The  film  will  illustrate  the  elfect  of  crime  in  the 
community  and  emphasize  that  each  individual 
citizen  is  the  victim.  It  will  show  that  something 
can  be  done  about  the  crime  rate  and  will  high- 
light the  responsibility  of  the  citizen.  The 
script  and  photographic  details  will  be  developed 
during  the  winter  by  a  consultant  who  has  al- 
ready prepared  a  comprehensive  outline,  after 
consultation  with  the  Police  Commissioner,  the 
Superior  Officers'  Association,  and  the  Boston 
Police  Patrolmen's  Association.  This  consultant 
is  a  community  resident  with  considerable 
movie  and  television  experience.  On-site  filming 
will  begin  in  June  of  1969  and  the  film  prepared 
for  showing  by  early  fall.  Before  release  the  film 
will  be  shown  to  and  approved  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  remain  the  property  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Proposal  Seven 
Goal:    To  Obtain  an  Exacting  Knowledge 
of  the  Over-All  Dimensions  and  Con- 
tours  of  the  Police-Community  Rela- 
tions Problems  in  the  Area 

1.     Community  Contact  Program 

Concept:  Much  is  known  about  the  problems 
of  police-community  relations  in  general,  and 
about  many  specific  situations  existing  in  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Area.  However,  much 
more  detail  must  be  obtained  if  realistic  solu- 
tions are  going  to  be  provided  for  real  problems 
during  the  continued  existence  of  the  Model 
Cities  Department  of  Police-Community  Rela- 
tions and  Planning.  The  extent  of  the  problems 
supported  by  statistical  data  would  be  of  great 
utility.  Problems  other  than  those  sought  to  be 
solved  by  the  proposals  in  this  request,  and  all 
subproblems  as  well  as  their  interrelationship 
must  be  discovered.  Caution  must  be  exercised 
in  obtaining  this  information  since  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Area  is  an  over-surveyed  area. 
The  people  and  the  policemen  are  tired  of  being 
examined.  Some  data  gathering  must  be  done 
nevertheless  and  prudence  must  guide  the  form 
such  inquiries  take. 

Program:  In  order  to  give  the  community  an 
opportunity  to  present  the  problems  of  police- 
community  relations  as  they  see  them,  a  series 
of  quasi-hearings  will  be  held  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood.  These  sessions  will  be  as  in- 
formal and  unforeboding  as  possible  so  that  any 
citizen  may  express  his  opinions  freely,  either 
orally  or  in  written  form. 

Two  sessions  will  be  conducted  by  the  staff 
in  each  of  the  six  subareas.  Various  locations 
and  times  will  be  chosen  to  provide  convenience 
for  a  broad  spectrum  of  people.  Written  state- 
ments will  be  encouraged  from  those  in  the  area 


who  cannot  attend.  During  the  sessions,  each 
member  of  the  .stall'  will  be  available  in  a  private 
or  semi-private  area  to  receive  individual.-). 
Each  session  will  have  to  be  publicized  widely 
by  Unci',  poster,  newspaper,  and  radio. 

Programming:  A  two-month  period  for  ad- 
vertising will  be  necessary  before  holding  the 
first  session.  Since  that  will  extend  the  initial 
session  into  the  winter,  the  first  two  will  be  held 
in  housing  projects  for  convenience  and  acquisi- 
tion of  good  attendance.  These  projects  are  the 
Orchard  Park  Housing  Project  and  the  Whittier 
Street  Housing  Project.  These  two  sessions 
will  serve  as  a  pilot  experience  and  will  be  in- 
strumental in  revising  the  format,  if  necessary, 
for  the  other  ten  quasi-liearings.  Those  ten 
sessions  will  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1969  with 
exact  dates  and  locations  to  be  announced  then. 
A  number  of  part-time  data  collectors  will  be 
employed  to  augment  the  stall'  in  the  running 
of  this  program. 

2.  Cooperation  with  Area  Universities  and 
Law  Schools 

Contacts  will  be  established  with  all  area 
universities  and  law  schools.  All  papers  and 
studies  previously  conducted  on  the  topic  of 
police-community  relations  will  be  collected. 
On-going  projects  will  be  offered  our  complete 
cooperation.  Interested  professors  and  program 
directors  will  be  briefed  on  the  Model  Cities 
endeavor  and  their  assistance  sought  in  any 
manner  conceivable.  A  list  of  subjects  will  be 
drafted  as  suggested  topics  for  upcoming  papers, 
theses,  and  dissertations.  Any  person  choosing 
a  suggested  topic  will  be  helped  in  any  way 
possible  with  familiarization  and  research. 
Special  liaison  will  be  established  with  university 
departments  or  programs  specializing  in  the 
study  of  law  enforcement  and  urban  community 
relations. 

3.     Police  Service  Analysis 

While  fairly  extensive  records  are  kept  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  more  attempts  must 
be  made  to  relate  these  statistics  to  the  frequency 
of  complaints  of  inadequate  police  service.  It 
may  be  that  there  is  little  basis  for  these  com- 
plaints; on  the  other  hand  it  may  be  that  what- 
ever basis  does  exist  for  these  complaints  will 
require  some  changes  in  current  procedures 
and  service  levels. 

A  planning  study  should  be  made  to  determine 
what  such  relationships  do  exist  if  any.  This 
activity  will  be  a  cooperative  effort  among 
Model  Cities,  the  Police  Department,  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Service,  and  the  Boston 
Police  Patrolmen's  Association,  and  should  be 
carried  out  by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  his 
staff. 

During  the  five-year  period,  it  would  also  be 
helpful  to  relate  special  statistics  and  records 
to  the  Model  Neighborhood  Area.  These 
statistics  and  records  are  presently  kept  by 
district,  but  the  Model  Neighborhood  cuts 
through  five  districts. 

There  is  a  need  for  information  concerning 
the  frequency  of  crime  in  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood and  police  service  requirements.  On  this 
matter  the  authorization  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner is  required.  Funding  will  be  provided 
through  Model  Cities  and  independent  sources. 
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Proposal  Eight 
Goal:  To  Know  More  About  the  Police- 
Community  Relations  Endeavors  Uti- 
lized in  Other  Cities  and  to  Draw 
Upon  Those  Experiences  and  Resources 
for  the  Renefit  of  the  Roston  Model 
Cities  Program 
1.     Visitation  Tours 

Several  cities  have  programs  for  bettering 
police-community  relations.  Other  officials 
have  faced  problems  which  resemble  those  in 
Roston.  These  valuable  experiences,  the  failures, 
and  the  successes  should  not  go  unobserved. 

Contact  has  been  made  by  mail  with  every 
major  police  department  in  the  country.  Some 
have  responded  with  large  packets  of  ma- 
terials; others  have  merely  written  return 
letters.  There  is  a  limit  to  how  much  can  be 
accomplished  by  mail.  The  following  list  of 
cities  have  been  selected  for  actual  visitation  by 
the  Director  and  Assistant  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Police-Community  Relations  and 
Planning.  Selection  was  made  according  to  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  program  and  problem 
in  that  city  and  the  potential  benefit  to  the 
Model  Cities  endeavor  by  such  a  visit. 

Ten  trips  are  proposed.     Inclusion  of  more 
than   one   city   was    done    wherever    possible. 
The  first  five  areas  are  the  most  important  to 
visit  and  will  be  accomplished  prior  to  or  in 
exclusion  of  the  others.

In  all  programming  and/or  implementation  or 
effectuation  of  the  program  as  it  may  affect 
or  have  impact  upon  the  wages,  hours,  or  other 
conditions  of  employment  of  police  officer  em- 
ployees of  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of 
Roston,   consultation   and   negotiation   for   the 
purpose    of    conclusion    of    collective    bargain 
agreements  relative  thereto  shall  first  be  entered 
into  between  the  Mayor,  Model  Cities  Agency, 
the    Model    City    Administrator,    the    Model 
Neighborhood    Roard,    the    Model    City    Ad- 
ministration,  or  officer  or  agent  thereof  with 
power,  if  any,  to  effectuate  or  implement  any 
portion  of  the  program,  and  with  any  and  all 
collective  bargaining  organizations  or  representa- 
tives of  such  police  officer  employees. 

The  Model  City  Agency,  Model  City  Neigh- 
borhood Roard,  Model  City  Administrator, 
Model  City  Administration,  or  officer  or  agent 
thereof  empowered  and/or  authorized  to  ad- 
minister and  act  pursuant  to  the  program  shall, 
after  negotiation,  conclude  written  agreements 
on  the  matters  above  mentioned  with  such  col- 
lective bargaining  organizations  or  representa- 
tives as  condition  precedent  to  implementation, 
effectuation  and  structuring  of  any  portion  of, 
or  of  the  program,  and  proposals  consequent 
thereupon. 

The  motion  was  carried,  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 


Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  with  respect  to 
the  first  resolve  of  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  reported  by  the  committee,  the  first  year 
program  for  the  component  of  the  Comprehen- 
sive City  Demonstration  Program  identified  in 
the  original  submission  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
as  Summary  of  Education  Component  be  ap- 
proved with  the  following  amendments: 

1.  Ry  entirely  deleting  and  substituting 
therefor  a  five-page  document  as  follows: 

Summary  Statement 
The  education  component  of  the  Model  City 
proposal  consists  of  five  separate  programs  and 
studies: 

1.  Establishment  of  a  community  college 

2.  Establishment  of  adult  education  centers 

3.  Establishment  of  an  English-as-second 
language  program 

4.  Reevaluation  and  design  of  program  for 
the  mentally  retarded 

5.  Study  and  discussion  of  increased  local 
responsibility  in  public  school  affairs 

Each  of  these  live  elements  has  been  designed 
so  that  it  can  stand  independently  of  the  others, 
and  each  is  believed  to  be  deserving  of  approval 
on  its  own  merits.  At  the  same  time,  of  course, 
the  elements  have  been  so  designed  as  to  be 
mutually  supportive  if  all  are  approved.  The 
adult  education  centers,  for  example,  would  be 
expected  to  develop  close  relationships  with  the 
community  college;  and  they  could  also  provide 
opportunities  for  identifying  leaders  and  de- 
veloping skills  which  might  eventually  be  utilized 
in  whatever  new  mechanisms  may  evolve  for 
exercising  local  responsibility. 

The  "local  responsibility"  element  may  de- 
serve special  attention,  since,  unlike  the  other 
four,  it  seeks  at  this  time  only  authorization  for 
further  studies  and  discussions  without  a  present 
commitment  to  any  particular  end  product. 
Model  City  personnel  and  community  residents 
have,  during  the  planning  period,  commenced 
to  discuss  among  themselves  the  general  idea  of 
increasing  local  responsibility  for  the  schools, 
and  to  clarify  their  ideas  about  this  concept. 
The  action  now  proposed  is  to  continue  these 
discussions  on  a  much  broader  base,  bringing  in 
representatives  of  the  school  system,  the  teach- 
ers, and  the  city  and  state  governments  as  well 
as  reaching  out  into  the  Model  Neighborhood 
itself  for  more  widespread  participation  of  resi- 
dents in  these  discussions. 

Much  remains  to  be  clarified  and  talked  out 
concerning  local  responsibility  for  public  educa- 
tion— beginning  with  the  identification  of  the 
matters  which  are  suitable  for  local  handling, 
which  must  be  reserved  for  central  administra- 
tion, or  which  ought  to  be  dealt  with  collabo- 
ratively, and  extending  to  questions  of  organiza- 
tion and  procedure.  In  order  to  provide  a 
practical  framework  which  will  prevent  the  dis- 
cussion and  studies  from  remaining  at  the  level 
of  useless  or  misleading  abstraction,  a  goal  has 
been  set  for  the  first  year  of  setting  up  repre- 
sentative area  councils  around  groupings  of 
schools  in  the  Model  Neighborhood.  These 
councils  would  be  purelv  ad\  isor\  ;il  I  he  outset. 
As  study  and  discussion  progresses  through  the 
five-year  operations  period,  the  councils  might 
be  asked  to  assume  responsibilities  going  be- 
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yond  what  any  existing  school  associations  or 
community  boards  have  yet  been  given.  This 
could  only  be  done  following  specilic  vote  of 
authorization  by  the  Boston  School  Committee. 

It  is  clear,  however,  that  for  practical  and 
legal  reasons  no  significant  departures  from 
existing  practice  will  be  possible  without  the 
concurrence  of  city  and  school  oflicials;  and 
those  conducting  studies  and  discussions  under 
Model  City  auspices  will  be  expected  to  report 
regularly  to  these  bodies. 

d.     project  and  activity/  descriptions 
(Supplemental  Funds) 
6.     Education — Summary 
The  Problem 

The  School  Department  reports  a  Model 
Neighborhood  drop  rate  36  percent  above 
Boston's  one-year  dropout  rate.  Relatively 
few  Model  Neighborhood  students  attend  col- 
lege: in  1960,  only  10  percent  of  the  area's 
students  were  enrolled  in  college  compared  with 
16  percent  for  Boston  as  a  whole.  Model 
Neighborhood  sixth  graders  scored  below  the 
city  average  in  every  school  on  reading  tests 
given  in  September,  1965,  and  April,  1966.  In 
September,  the  area  children  were  .7  grades 
behind  their  counterparts  in  Boston  as  a  whole; 
and  by  April,  they  had  dropped  to  a  full  grade 
behind.  Similar  tests  given  to  eighth  graders 
showed  the  area  children  falling  even  further 
behind  and  reading  at  mid  sixth-grade  levels. 
Boston  schools  are  in  danger  of  losing  national 
accreditation  if  the  education  is  not  improved. 

The  public  schools  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
are  old  and  in  poor  condition.  Eighteen  of  the 
area's  twenty-live  school  buildings  were  built 
over  fifty  years  ago  and  only  two  have  been 
built  since  1930.  Existing  conditions  in  terms  of 
space  and  safety  are  wholly  unsatisfactory. 
Pupil  achievement  levels  are  generally  low. 

Adults  in  the  area  have  generally  had  less 
education  than  the  adults  in  the  city  as  a  whole, 
where  the  median  years  of  school  completed  by 
persons  over  25  in  1960  was  11.2.  Twenty-four 
percent  of  Model  Neighborhood  adults  25  and 
over  had  less  than  eight  years  of  education;  the 
comparable  city-wide  figure  was  17.9  percent. 
Mental  retardation  is  high  in  this  area.  This  is 
due  to  the  great  number  of  culturally-deprived- 
retarded  children  in  the  Model  Neighborhood 
being  superadded  to  the  normal  number  of 
clinic  retards. 

The  crux  of  the  problem  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  present  legal  structure  of  the  school  system 
precludes  a  fully  adequate  response  to  neighbor- 
hood needs.  The  school  system  operates  inde- 
pendently of  the  parents  and  citizens  who  are 
all'ected  by  the  schools.  Neither  the  school 
curriculum  nor  its  personnel  reflect  the  life- 
style of  the  pupil.  These  result  in  poor  at- 
titudes on  all  sides. 
The  Goals 

The  educational  program  for  the  Model 
Neighborhood  is  to  prepare  people  at  all  educa- 
tional levels  to  think  more  meaningfully  about 
the  issues  they  face,  to  provide  training  that 
will  equip  people  to  meet  the  needs  for  new  kinds 
of  service  to  the  community,  and  to  design  better 
access  from  schools  to  universities,  jobs,  and 
other  institutions.  These  goals  will  be  enhanced 
by  the  accomplishment  of  the  following  five 
objectives: 


Objective  1.  To  increase  the  percentage  of 
eligible  students  attending  accredited  colleges 
and  universities  from  60  percent  of  the  city 
•iM'i.-jge  to  100  percent  of  that  average. 

Objective  2.  To  train  1,000  community 
teachers,  500  community  health  workers,  and 
1,500  in  oilier  categories. 

Objective  3.  To  close  the  gap  between  adult 
leading  skills  and  the  national  average. 

Objective  4.  To  study  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  and/or  operating  a  school  system 
adequate  to  Model  Neighborhood  needs. 

Objective  5.     To  bring  quality  education  to 
groups  with  special  needs  who  are  now  unable 
to  participate. 
Program  Approach 

A.  Five-Year  Plan:  We  propose  that  the 
Model  Cities  Administration  undertake  to 
coordinate  local  groups  and  individuals  into  a 
collaborative  attack  on  the  problems  of  educa- 
tional deprivation  that  exist  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Area.  It  will  attract  and  sup- 
port activities  and  programs  that  will  advance 
educational  opportunity  in  this  area.  To  this 
end,  the  following  programs  will  be  instituted 
in  the  five-year  plan: 

1.  The  development  of  a  community  college 
which  is  relevant  to  the  community  needs  and 
aspirations. 

2.  The  establishment  of  adult  education 
centers  run  by  and  for  the  community  which 
meet  both  individual  and  collective  needs. 

3.  The  creation  of  a  School-Community 
Communications  Program  through  which  the 
community  and  the  schools  interact  in  the  de- 
termination of  the  education  program. 

4.  The  attainment  of  a  school  system  with 
greater  opportunities  for  local  responsibility. 

5.  The  achievement  of  an  English-as-a 
Second-Language  Program  for  the  4,000  children 
who  speak  Spanish  as  a  first  language. 

6.  The  reevaluation  and  redesign  of  the 
program  for  mentally  retarded  children  to 
rellect  cultural  patterns  and  interests  of  the 
community. 

B.  First-Year  Emphasis:  During  the  first 
year  of  the  education  program,  the  following 
efforts  will  be  made  on  the  above-mentioned 
five-year  projects: 

1.  Community  College:  Design  the  operation 
and  build  the  plant,  seek  accreditation,  obtain 
participation  from  and  exchange  programs  with 
existing  universities  and  other  projects,  and 
begin  the  pilot  operation  with  an  enrollment  of 
100  students. 

2.  Adult  Education  Center:  Design,  build 
and  begin  the  pilot  operation  of  an  Adult  Educa- 
tion Center  and  satellites  to  cover  each  area, 
and  we  will  seek  participation  from  and  estab- 
lish access  to  other  institutions. 

3.  School-Community  Communications  Pro- 
gram: Provide  community  resources  to  organize 
groups  of  parents  for  all  the  schools  in  the 
Model  Neighborhood  to  work  with  the  existing 
school  system.  Plan  with  teachers,  community 
people,  and  consultants  to  lessen  barriers  to 
communication. 

4.  Local  Responsibility  Program:  Plan 
several  models  of  local  responsibility  in  con- 
junction with  city,  state,  and  federal  officials, 
and  we  will  coordinate  the  pilot  public  school 
with  CCED. 
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5.  English-as-a-Second-Language  Program: 
Plan  a  culturally  compatible  instruction  pro- 
gram for  English  as  a  second  language  to  be 
implemented  in  all  of  the  new  schools;  emphasis 
on  Spanish-speaking  students. 

6.  Education  Program  for  the  Mentally  Re- 
tarded: Develop  a  culturally  relevant  program 
for  evaluation  of  the  learning  potential  of  stu- 
dents classified  as  retarded  with  particular 
emphasis  on  early  detection  and  special  early 
education.     Initiate  the  pilot  operation. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

2.  That  in  the  original  submission  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  the  text  identified  as  Part  I  1, 
page  48,  beginning  with  the  section  marked 
"Education"  on  page  51,  3rd  paragraph,  that 
the  text  be  deleted  and  there  be  substituted 
therefor  a  three-page  document  reading  as 
follows: 
2.    Causes 

(a)     Basic  Causes 
Education 

The  most  relevant  measure  of  educational 
success  is  to  measure  its  effect  upon  the  children. 
Many  observers  are  convinced  that  the  Boston 
public  schools  have  increasingly  encountered 
difficulty  in  achieving  much  success  over  the 
past  several  decades.  Residents  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  feel  strongly  that  the  school 
system  has  failed  them  particularly  by  not 
providing  adequately  for  their  participation  in 
the  process  of  public  education.  For  the  past 
14  years  since  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  Decision, 
the  people  of  the  Model  Cities  Area  have 
attempted  to  gain  integration  at  the  classroom 
and  decision-making  levels  as  a  means  for 
gaining  quality  education  for  their  children. 
These  efforts  have  not  been  successful.  (The 
State  racial  imbalance  law  has  proven  to  be 
impractical  as  a  shortrange  corrective.  Con- 
troversy over  desegregation  of  schools  has 
resulted  in  the  deterioration  of  all  schools  in 
Boston  because  the  resources  and  energies  of  the 
system  and  community  have  been  absorbed 
in  such  controversy  rather  than  put  into  im- 
proving education  alternatives.) 

The  fact  still  remains  that  a  large  number  of 
the  children  in  the  Model  Cities  Area  don't 
graduate  from  high  school  and  a  large  number 
of  graduates  are  ill-prepared  for  the  competitive 
world  of  work. 

The  current  relationship  between  the  residents 
of  the  Model  Cities  Area  and  the  public  school 
system  is  in  any  event  felt  by  residents  to  be 
one  of  separation  and  isolation.  In  the  case  of 
parents,  the  condition  is  one  of  nonparticipation 
in  the  affairs  of  the  schools  and  consequent  lack 
of  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  workings  of  the 
school  system  as  it  affects  adults  and  children 
alike.  In  the  case  of  the  children,  the  condition 
is  one  of  alienation,  mistrust  and  the  feeling 
that  no  one  really  cares.  Demands  for  com- 
munity participation  have  become  the  order  of 
the  day.  These  demands  have  not  been  as 
well-received  as  the  residents  would  frequently 
desire.  Our  approach  will  be  to  support  parent 
participation  as  an  integral  part  of  the  desire 
for  educational  improvement.  The  King- 
Timilty  coalition  is  a  beginning  for  community 
participation  within  the  Model  Cities  Area 
schools,  but  should  be  seen  as  only  a  first  step, 
though  a  necessary  and  welcome  one  which 
must  be  maintained  and  strengthened. 


Present  law  gives  the  School  Committee 
complete  authority  over  almost  all  aspects  of 
public  education.  It  cannot  be  compelled  to 
delegate  this  authority  to  any  group,  and,  even 
if  it  chooses  to  delegate  authority,  it  can  do  so 
only  to  a  limited  extent.  It  must  retain  veto 
power  and  power  to  initiate  change,  i.e.,  Special 
Law  (Acts  1875,  ch.  241,  sec.  5,  as  amended  by 
Acts  1933,  ch.  121,  sec.  2). 

The  School  Committee  "shall  have  the 
supervision,  direction  of  the  public  schools,  and 
shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of 
schools." 

Under  General  Laws,  ch.  71,  sec.  37,  the 
School  Committee  "shall  have  general  charge 
of  all  the  public  schools"  specific  laws  give  the 
School  Committee  power  over  hiring,  and  firing 
of  teachers,  use  of  school  buildings,  curriculum, 
etc. 

The  motion  was  carried.

(b)     Deficiencies  in  Existing  Services 
Education 

There  is,  we  are  sure,  consensus  on  the  proposi- 
tion that  the  Boston  public  schools  are  not  per- 
forming at  the  highest  possible  level.  To  make 
this  statement  is  not  to  blame  the  condition  on 
any  person  or  activity  within  the  system.  No 
one  individual  has  caused  the  Boston  Public 
School  enterprise  to  deteriorate;  that  state  is 
the  result  of  countless  small  actions  by  very 
large  numbers  of  people  (millions,  probably) 
over  a  very  long  period  of  time  (fifty  years?). 
Furthermore,  the  shortcomings  of  Boston's 
Public  Schools  can  be  duplicated  if  not  ex- 
ceeded in  every  other  major  city  in  the  nation. 
Clearly,  then,  what  ails  public  education  in 
Boston  is  not  a  peculiarly  Bos  Ionian  failure,  it  is 
typically  urban.  The  generality  of  the  problem 
reinforces  the  conviction  that  no  individual 
caused  Boston's  difficulties  but  that  the  system 
needs  help  in  many  categories. 

Events  quite  beyond  the  School  Department's 
control  are  inducing  the  district  to  consider 
the  possibility  of  changes.  Boston's  Model 
Cities  Program  requires  educational  improve- 
ments in  the  schools  within  its  area.  The 
massive  school  building  program  of  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  requires  thorough  and 
detailed  response  on  education  specifications, 
particularly  in  the  Madison  Park  complex  and 
for  modern  technical  education  throughout  the 
area. 

The  dissatisfactions  of  students  and  parents  is 
increasingly  and  irrcpressively  manifested  in 
ways  which  further  require  the  system  to  seek 
progesss  in  many  wass. 

Remedial  action  will  have  to  be  comprehensive 
and  significant,  for,  just  as  no  single  person  or 
act  has  caused  the  deterioration  of  Boston's 
schools,  no  single  person  or  act  can  regenerate 
them.  And  for  such  action  the  Boston  School 
Department  must  have  widespread  support  and 
massive  assistance  of  all  kinds.  There  are  many 
recent  examples  of  the  department's  own  steps 
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to  upgrade  iis  enterprise!  but  the  plain  fact  is 
that  not  one  lias  come  close  to  matching  the 
scale  of  present  challenges. 

1.  Boston  schoolmen  have  indeed  buill 
schools  since  Ihe  end  of  World  War  II,  hut 
several  schoolhouses  is  nol  Uie  same  as  two 
hundred  nor  is  collaboration  with  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  the  same  as  an  entirely 
ill-house  project.  In  fact,  that  department  is 
at  least  in  part  a  governmental  response  to  the 
demonstrated  inability  of  an  urban  school  system 
to  maintain  an  adequate  physical  plan. 

2.  The  system,  and  a  number  of  imaginative 
and  energetic  professionals  in  it,  have  been 
able  to  implement  a  number  of  innovative 
projects.  The  Ollice  of  Program  Development, 
which  was  created  to  facilitate  the  flow  of 
funds  into  the  system  and  of  innovations  through 
it,  has  demonstrated  a  partial  capacity  to 
transfer  new  instruction  from  the  Model  Sub- 
system into  the  host  system,  but  much  more 
rapid  change  is  needed. 

3.  The  King-Timilty  program  (an  alliance 
for  Educational  Progress)  was  written  by  the 
Central  Cities  Task  Force  which  was  composed 
of  teachers,  administrators  and  parents  from  the 
King  Middle  School,  and  the  Timilty  Junior 
High  School  in  Roxbury,  both  of  which  are 
located  in  the  Model  City  Area.  The  planning 
group  also  included  representatives  from  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  U.  S.  Office  of 
Education,  Boston  School  Committee  and  local 
universities,  businesses,  etc.  The  proposal  was 
ratified  by  the  Boston  School  Committee  and 
sent  to  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  in  the  form 
of  an  application  for  a  grant  under  the  Title  II 
of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act  of  1965.  In  general,  the  King-Timilty 
Advisory  Council  illustrates  one  way  in  which 
parents  and  the  local  community  can  become 
involved  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools  "under 
the  present  law." 

The  King-Timilty  plan  calls  for  the  formation 
of  locally  elected  School-Community  Advisory 
Councils.  Under  the  plan,  each  council  would 
serve  one  junior  high  school  and  the  elementary 
schools  that  "feed"  into  it.  It  is  elected  by  local 
residents  of  the  community  and  is  composed  of 
parents,  teachers,  and  representatives  of  local 
community  agencies.  The  King-Timilty  Coun- 
cil may  hire  staff  on  one  year  contracts,  i.e., 
one  project  director  (jointly  hired);  two  assistant 
project  consultants  on  a  per  diem  basis.  The 
salaries  of  these  professional  personnel  are  deter- 
mined by  the  School  Committee.  Members 
of  the  School-Community  Advisory  Council 
will  be  compensated  from  Title  III  funds. 

Mr.  Dan  Richardson  and  Mrs.  Mary  Goode, 
from  the  Model  Cities  Board  are  participating 
in  the  Central  Cities  Task  Force.  Their  role 
will  be  one  of  increasing  magnitude,  as  the  pro- 
jected proposal  moves  into  operation,  they  will 
take  on  the  tasks  involved  in  dissemination  of 
information  and  ideas.  More  specifically,  they 
plan  to  use  the  activities  around  and  in  the  King- 
Timilty  as  a  model  for  other  schools  in  the  dis- 
trict, informing  different  groups  from  these 
other  schools  about  the  progress  in  the  target 
area  junior  highs.  They  plan  to  set  up  a  School- 
Community  Advisory  Council  which  would  be 
broader  than  the  one  proposed  currently  by  the 
CCTF  and  which  would  include  all  the  schools 
in  the  area.

These  centers  will  act  as 
the  first  port  of  call  for  citizens  who  need 
service  in  all  of  the  program  areas.  The  centers 
drawing  power  will  be  the  comprehensive 
health  unit  housed  in  each  center.  We  hope  to 
generate  through  these  centers  participation  of 
the  universities  (M.I.T.  is  helping  us  to  design 
an  informational  and  data  bank  computer 
system  for  the  centers)  and  the  private  founda- 
tions for  additional  capital  to  run  the  centers.

A  large  portion  of  the  monies  allocated  to  be 
spent  from  the  Supplemental  grant  budget 
will  be  for  staff  to  operationally  design  and 
start-up  the  Adult  Education  Center  and  Model 
Community  College.  The  remainder  of  the 
money  will  be  used  to  organize  the  parents 
around  the  various  schools  to  begin  to  participate 
in  formulating  the  various  local  responsibility 
alternatives.  The  Adult  Education  Center  is 
the  major  training  vehicle  for  all  of  the  program 
components.  We  hope  to  generate  both  private 
and  federal  funds  to  run  the  center.  The  Model 
Community  College  will  unite  the  Universities 
in  the  area  behind  all  innovative  approach  to 
the  education  of  urban  people. 

6.  Child  Care 

If  we  are  to  provide  a  way  for  many  of  the 
mothers  in  the  Model  Neighborhood  Area  to 
break  the  cycle  of  poverty,  we  must  provide  a 
safe  and  meaningful  place  to  leave  their  children 
while  the  parents  pursue  training  programs  that 
will  lead  to  new  career  patterns.  It  is  not 
enough  to  plan  all  types  of  exciting  resources 
and  then  have  them  fail  because  the  parents 
cannot  leave  the  home  because  of  the  lack  of 
places  available  to  care  for  their  children.  We 
intend  to  use  $400,000  to  start-up  the  child  care 
program  and  to  generate  monies  from  the  state, 
private  foundations,  and  the  city.

C.     Education 

Education  is  a  topic  even  more  fraught  with 
emotional  overtones  than  police,  because  it, 
affects  people  through  their  children.  Armed 
camps  have  already  arisen  on  all  sides  of  the 
issue  and  all  sorts  of  conflicting  interests  are  at 
stake.  More  than  any  other  function,  education 
requires  us  to  return  to  first  principles:  that 
seeking  varying  forms  of  local  responsibility 
is  a  means  of  accommodating  diversity  in  a 
heterogeneous  and  pluralistic  society. 

Reviewing  the  three  outstanding  proposals 
for  local  responsibility  the  King-Timilty  Plan, 
the  Bundy  Plan,  and  the  Racial  Imbalance 
Amendment  Plan,  made  it  clear  that  no  ready 
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solution  existed.  (Events  of  the  past  month  in 
New  York  and  Boston  have  reinforced  that 
conviction).  For  the  parent,  the  child,  or  the 
teacher,  any  plan  that  allows  effective  com- 
munity control  over  the  school,  merely  sub- 
stitutes one  source  of  authority  for  another,  and 
may,  in  the  process,  threaten  necessary  educa- 
tional standards. 

The  ideal  solution  would: 

1.  Allow  the  community  great  local  respon- 
sibility in  its  school  system. 

2.  Allow  parents  maximum  choice  of  schools. 

3.  Allow  teachers  the  same  choice. 

4.  Guarantee  minimal  educational  standards 
in  both.

Local  Educational  Responsibility 

The  considerations  marshaled  in  the  main 
body  of  our  proposal  argue  forcefully  for  serious 
study  of  possible  means  of  introducing  the 
principle  of  local  responsibility  into  the  organiza- 
tion and  functioning  of  schools  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood.  We  propose  to  conduct  such  a 
study  in  collaboration  with  all  other  interested 
groups  and  agencies,  and  to  test  or  implement 
its  recommendations  in  the  Model  City  Area 
in  such  stages  and  at  such  times  as  may  be 
indicated  by  the  course  of  the  study  itself. 
This  study  would  continue  for  at  least  five  years. 
Its  purposes,  in  addition  to  attempting  to  bring 
about  needed  change  and  improvement  in  the 
education  provided  in  the  Model  City  Area 
would  be  to  develop  experience  having  direct 
relevance  to  the  rest  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
to  other  metropolitan  areas  presently  facing 
problems  in  delivering  relevant  educational 
services  to  diverse  consumers. 

In  order  to  learn  about  the  general  receptivity 
of  Model  Neighborhood  educational  leaders  to 
the  local  responsibility  idea,  and  to  begin  to 
discover  how  they  would  conceive  of  an  ideally 
organized  school  system,  a  series  of  frequent 
and  intensive  discussions  have  been  held  under 
the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  CDA  and  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  over  several  weeks  in 
September-October,  1968,  by  an  "educational 
task  force"  of  about  ten  members,  all  but  two 
of  whom  reside  in  the  Model  City  Area  and/or 
serve  regularly  in  community-based  agencies 
having  a  major  and  active  interest  in  educational 
problems.  This  committee's  work,  in  turn, 
stemmed  from  discussions  and  proposals  coming 
out  of  an  all-day  conference  held  in  Roxbury 
in  late  July,  under  the  same  joint  sponsorship, 
which    brought   together    some    100    interested 

The  planning  committee  was,  in  fact,  able  to 
reach  a  consensus  about  a  number  of  broad, 
basic  principles  of  local  responsibility  for  public 
schooling  in  the  Model  City  Area,  and  these 
principles  have  been  accepted  by  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  as  deserving  of  its  con- 
tinuing attention.     We  are  not  now  proposing 


to  take  any  specific  steps  towards  implementing 
these  principles.  They  represent  the  current, 
tentative  thinking  of  Board  members  and  some 
community  residents  specially  interested  in 
education.  Everyone  who  has  so  far  participated 
in  these  discussions  realizes  that  the  basic 
principles  not  only  leave  unresolved  many 
important  questions  and  problems,  but  also, 
in  and  of  themselves,  raise  issues  of  great 
moment  to  a  number  of  concerned  groups, 
agencies,  and  individuals— both  within  and 
without  the  Model  Neighborhood — who  have 
not  up  to  now  taken  an  active  part  in  the  dis- 
cussions. 

Accordingly,  our  major  proposal  at  this  time 
is  to  set  up  a  continuation  planning  group  which 
will  have  two  main  functions:  (1)  to  expand  the 
discussions  which  have  already  begun  so  as  to 
include  concerned  groups  and  agencies  outside 
of  the  Model  Neighborhood — particularly  the 
School  Department,  Boston  Teachers'  Union, 
State  Department  of  Education,  and  the  city 
administration;  (2)  to  broaden  the  base  of  dis- 
cussions within  the  Model  Neighborhood, 
particularly  through  an  "outreach"  program 
designed  to  acquaint  parents,  students,  and 
residents  with  the  objectives  of  local  responsibil- 
ity and  to  elicit  their  responses.  The  planning 
group  will  include  members  from  the  following 
agencies:  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  the 
Model  City  Administrator,  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
the  Boston  City  Council,  the  Boston  School 
Committee,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Boston  Teachers'  Union,  and  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  This  planning  group  should 
have  a  budget  adequate  to  support  a  full-time 
staff  of  three  professionals  and  two  office 
workers — a  stenographer  and  a  secretary- 
typist. 

Further,  its  budget  should  include  funds  to 
pay  those  members  of  the  group  itself  who  are 
not  public  officials  or  the  appointee  of  the  greater 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce;  it  should  provide 
for  pay  to  part-time  neighborhood  workers 
and  for  the  purchase  of  professional  services 
from  consultants.  Finally,  this  budget  must 
cover  office  rental  and  operative  expenses,  and 
also,  possibly,  the  expenses  of  neighborhood 
elections,  as  discussed  below.  A  draft  budget 
is  appended. 

We  have  drawn  this  budget  on  a  twelve- 
month basis  because  we  cannot  now  foresee 
what  organizational  developments  may  have 
occurred  by  the  end  of  the  first  year;  or,  ac- 
cordingly, what  the  future  framework  for  con- 
tinuing discussion,  community  organization, 
or  phasing-in  of  new  arrangements  may  be. 
We  do,  however,  have  one  concrete  organiza- 
tional goal  for  the  first  year.  That  is,  (o  bring 
into  existence  a  number  of  area  school  councils, 
each  organized  around  a  territorial  grouping  of 
schools  in  the  Model  Neighborhood,  much  like 
the  present  King-Timilty  Coalition. 

These  councils  would  function  in  conjunction 
with — and  the  organization  and  membership 
might  arise  directly  out  of — the  School-Com- 
munity Communications  program  discussed 
below.  A  most  important  feature  is  that  they 
would  have  emerged  (as  further  discussed  be- 
low) out  of  intensive  community  discussion 
focused  particularly  on  the  prospects,  problems, 
and  various  forms  and  styles  of  local  responsibil- 
ity in  public  schooling;  this  origin  would  have  a 
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significant  effecl  on  their  interests,  acii. 
ami  approaches  to  relationships  with  il><-  school 
system.  They  mighl  also  differ  in  their  com- 
position from  existing  school  advisory  bodies — 
Tor  example,  by  including  student  representa- 
tion, as  well  as  parent  representation  and  other 
persons  concerned  aboul  education. 

The  neighborhood  councils  would  become  the 
principle  forums  for  continued  discussions  at  the 
community  level  of  local  responsibility,  and 
would  also  be  the  vehicles  for  whatever  steps 
towards  increasing  local  responsibility  might 
occur  from  time  to  time.  These  bodies  would  be 
capable  of  conducting  discussions  in  the  context 
of  orientation  towards  particular  sets  of  schools 
which  might  actually  comprise  an  area  for  the 
exercise  of  local  responsibility.  They  could 
also  receive  such  function  and  responsibilities  as 
might  from  discussions  with  the  school  officials 
be  devolved  from  time  to  time.  It  is,  therefore, 
essential  that  they  be  brought  into  existence  at 
the  earliest  possible  time.  It  is  to  be  under- 
stood that  any  major  change  in  the  structure  of 
the  school  system  would  require  either  the 
concurrence  of  the  School  Committee  or  special 
state  legislation  which  as  a  practical  and  legal 
matter  would  have  to  be  first  accepted  by  the 
Mayor  and  Council. 

Responsibility  for  creating  the  neighborhood 
councils — delineating  their  respective  territories, 
prescribing  and  administering  their  selection 
processes — will  rest  with  the  continuation  plan- 
ning group  and  the  school  officials.  But  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  CDA  also  have 
a  lively  interest  in  the  quality  of  these  groups 
and  in  their  performance  in  "office."  Satisfying 
this  interest  requires  that  the  Model  City  itself 
take  steps  to  develop  the  pool  of  potential 
leaders  resident  within  its  boundaries.  Even 
the  most  superficial  objective  observation 
reveals  the  existence  of  a  very  numerous  and 
carefully  untapped  reservoir  in  this  area — its 
own  (and  the  city's)  primary  natural  resource. 

As  soon  as  funding  is  assured,  Model  Cities 
intends  to  begin  to  develop  this  resource.  The 
procedure  for  doing  so  appears  entirely  straight- 
forward.   It  includes  the  following  tasks: 

1.  Using  the  community  organizing  activities 
of  the  continuation  Planning  Group  to  publicize 
thoroughly  in  each  area  the  formation  of 
voluntary  seminars  for  the  clinical  study  of  urban 
education.  Membership  in  any  seminar  should 
be  limited  to  fifty  volunteers,  but  Model  Cities 
must  be  prepared  to  conduct  enough  such 
groups  to  satisfy  all  demands.  Students  will  be 
eligible  to  join;  for  they,  too,  may  sit  on  the 
councils.  The  same  insistence  of  quality  and 
performance  which  mark  out  emphasis  on 
leadership  development  for  potential  adult 
board  members  applies  to  these  youngsters. 
For  them,  however,  Model  Cities  sees  need  for 
shift  in  emphasis  and  for  generation  of  basic 
in-school  instructional  materials  to  undergird 
their  leadership  development  program. 

2.  The  subjects  of  these  seminars  should 
include  curriculum  development,  pupil  place- 
ment, staff  assignment,  tests,  and  measurements, 
building  maintenance  and  school  finance. 

3.  Each  semkar  should  draw  on  operating 
experience  from  its  local  school,  translated  into 
educational  data,  as  the  raw  material  for  seminar 
work  and  homework. 


4.  Succe  I'nl  participation  in  these  seminars 
should  receive  academic  credit  from  the  Model 
Cities  Community  College.

Statements  of  Needs 

The  Education  Committee  for  Model  Cities  in 
subarea    ha     b    a     i       in      iiao      arlj    in   the 
summer  of  J96Ji.    The  purpose  of  these  meel  i 
and  the  committee  itself,  has  been  to  stud}  the 
educational  needs  of  Subareas  :;  and  4  and 
plan   programs   to   meet    these    needs.      V\  lull- 
time  was  short  to  meet  the  October  la  deadl 
the   committee   has   developed   some    program 
ideas  to  help  to  begin  to  improve  tin-  i  ducational 
climate  in  this  area. 

One  of  the  major  problems  our  committee 
encountered  in  developing  the  program  plans, 
besides  the  short  time  available,  was  the  facl 
that  almost  all  the  work  of  the  committee  was 
done  by  volunteers,  which  meant  that  they  had 
to  do  the  work  in  their  spare  time,  thus  limiting 
greatly  the  amount  of  work  they  could  do. 
Further,  because  of  the  great  amount  of  work 
required  to  plan,  organize,  and  either  imple- 
ment or  put  in  proposal  form  each  of  our  ideas, 
we  found  that  the  members  of  our  committee 
were  having  to  spend  almost  all  their  free  time 
working  on  committee  work.  All  of  this  for  no 
pay.  In  other  words,  the  members  of  our 
Education  Committee  were  asked  to  do  the  work 
of  community  organizers,  administrators  of 
committees,  educational  experts,  consultants, 
and  proposal  writers — all  for  no  money.  This 
is  asking  too  much  of  anyone,  and  especially  of 
people  who  are  on  or  near  the  poverty  level  and 
whose  time  is  especially  valuable  because  much 
of  their  time  is  taken  up  with  trying  to  make  a 
decent  living  and  run  a  family. 

We  believe  that  when  people  are  asked  to  do 
all  that  our  committee  members  are  they  should 
be  paid  a  reasonable  and  equitable  fee  for  per- 
forming these  functions.  Further,  we  believe 
that  our  committee  members  need  professional 
advice  and  assistance  at  times  throughout  the 
year  and  that  money  should  be  available  for  the 
committee  to  hire  qualified  persons  to  provide 
this  assistance.  A  brief  listing  of  what  we  be- 
lieve we  need  follows: 

1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee should  be  paid  a  salary  commensurate 
with  the  time  he  spends  working  on  committee 
affairs  and  to  cover  transportation  costs,  etc. 
Suggested  salary:  $5  per  hour  for  20  hours  a 
week  for  one  year  or  $5,200  per  year. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee should  be  paid  for  her  time  at  the  meet- 
ings where  she  takes  notes  and  for  the  time  it 
takes  her  to  transcribe  them  and  write  up  and 
mail  out,  etc.,  other  materials  for  the  com- 
mittee. Suggested  salary:  $3  per  hour  for 
eight  hours  a  week  for  one  year,  or  $1,248  per 
year. 

3.  Since  most  of  our  committee  meetings 
require  those  attending  to  offer  advice  and  help 
formulate  action  plans  and/or  develop  proposals, 
these  people  are  actually  serving  as  consultants, 
ultimately  consultants  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment when  proposals  are  submitted,  and  should 
therefore  be  paid  for  their  work.  Suggested 
payment:     $5    per    person    per    meeting,    with 
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ten  to  twenty-five  people  per  meeting  with  one 
meeting  per  week.    Total,  $2,600  to  $6,500. 

4.  As  stated  above,  our  activities  this  year 
have  demonstrated  quite  clearly  that  our  com- 
mittee needs  professional  help  at  times  through- 
out the  year  both  in  terms  of  advice  and  coun- 
seling, and  for  help  in  writing  proposals.  We 
therefore  request  that  $5,000  be  made  available 
for  consultant  help  for  the  year. 

5.  Since  we  desire  as  much  community 
participation  as  possible  in  the  work  of  our  com- 
mittee, and  since  both  our  experience  and 
various  studies  have  demonstrated  that  in- 
volvement is  low  to  very  low  in  poverty  areas, 
we  believe  very  firmly  that  some  way  of  motivat- 
ing people  is  essential  to  increase  community 
participation.  To  that  end,  our  committee  will 
devote  some  of  its  time  to  studying  and  dis- 
cussing motivation  in  order  to  determine  new  and 
better  ways  of  increasing  community  participa- 
tion. At  the  same  time,  we  firmly  believe  that 
community  organizers,  people  living  in  the 
community,  are  needed  to  develop  interest 
where  apathy  or  lack  of  knowledge  now  exists. 
These  organizers  would  have  as  their  sole  job 
the  education  of  the  community  as  to  their  role 
in  the  Education  Committee  with  the  objective 
of  getting  them  involved  in  the  work  of  the 
Committee.  We  believe  that  two  community 
people  should  be  hired  as  community  organizers 
to  serve  under  the  Committee  Chairman  with 
the  Education  Committee  as  a  whole  having 
final  say  as  to  their  specific  role.  Suggested 
salary:  Two  organizers  at  20  hours  a  week  for 
52  weeks  at  $3,500  per  person,  or  $7,000  total. 

The  total  sum  of  money  needed  is  therefore 
between  $21,048  and  $24,948.  We  believe  that 
the  total  is  large  only  in  the  sense  of  what  it  will 
buy.  We  are  convinced  that  what  we  have 
requested  is  vitally  essential. 

At  its  regular  meeting  on  September  24,  the 
Committee  voted  to  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  inclusion  in  the  Model  Cities 
package : 

1.  We  repeat  our  support  for  the  Community 
Day  Care  Facility. 

2.  We  ask  that  planning  funds  be  sought  so 
that  the  community  may  be  involved  in  the 
planning  of  the  proposed  conversion  of  the 
Theodore  Roosevelt  School  to  a  Middle  School, 
for  the  following  reasons: 

(a)  The  conversion  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity to  plan  facilities  which  would  be  avail- 
able to  the  community  after  school  hours, 
such  as  meeting  rooms  and  adult  education 
facilities; 

(b)  The  community  may  want  to  recom- 
mend fixed  equipment,  as  for  example  teach- 
ing machines,  a  language  laboratory,  music 
facilities,  etc.  Each  area  may  have  different 
priorities  for  such  special  equipment,  and 
residents  of  Area  1  want  to  express  their  pri- 
orities after  a  planning  process; 

(c)  The  conversion  of  the  Roosevelt  will 
have  implications  for  both  the  elementary 
schools  which  will  feed  into  it  and  the  high 
schools  into  which  it  will  feed.  Neighborhood 
children  will  be  following  a  different  track 
than  heretofore.  Planning  funds  are  needed 
to  rethink  what  opportunities  for  education 
we  want  them  to  have  throughout  their  school 
years; 


(d)  The  extra-classroom  facilities  in  the 
Roosevelt — laboratories,  etc. — should  be  ade- 
quate to  serve  not  only  children  enrolled  in 
the  school  but  also  children  enrolled  in  non- 
public schools  in  the  area. 

3.  We  ask  also  that  the  Model  Cities  Ad- 
ministration inform  the  Joint  Task  Force  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee  and  the  State  Board 
of  Education  that  the  new  schools  in  Area  1 
should  be  included  in  the  over-all  planning 
process  for  new  schools  in  the  Model  Cities 
Area. 

4.  We  ask  that  planning  funds  be  sought  so 
that  the  community  may  be  involved  in  the 
planning  of  the  new  elementary  school  proposed 
for  Area  1,  for  reasons  similar  to  those  given 
above. 

5.  We  ask  that  this  planning  be,  to  a  sig- 
nificant extent,  under  the  control  of  residents  of 
Area  1,  and  that,  to  make  it  possible  for  resi- 
dents to  devote  the  time  which  will  be  required, 
funds  be  available  to  repay  residents  on  a  per 
diem  basis  for  their  work.  We  ask,  also,  that 
our  representatives  on  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  be  repaid  for  their  time. 

6.  We  support  the  concept  of  a  School 
Board  for  our  community,  as  outlined  in  the 
"tentative  draft"  of  the  Local  Responsibility 
Committee. 

7.  We  ask  that  immediate  efforts  be  made  to 
obtain  Title  I  benefits  for  parochial  school 
children  in  our  area,  including  the  sharing  of 
specialists  and  of  equipment. 

Reserve  Funding  for  Programs  to  be  Developed 

Rationale:  There  are  approximately  18,000 
Spanish-speaking  residents  of  Massachusetts,  of 
whom  the  great  majority  live  in  Boston.  Of 
these,  some  8,000,  largely  Puerto  Rican,  live  in 
the  South  End,  and  the  balance  mostly  within 
the  Model  Cities  Area.  The  Spanish-speaking 
within  the  Model  Cities  Area  live  in  a  number  of 
clusters,  and  do  not  form  a  cohesive  community. 
They  have  not  been  successful  in  exerting  major 
influence  on  any  of  the  public  institutions  which 
serve  them. 

Provision  for  the  Spanish-speaking  in  local 
schools  needs  to  be  greatly  expanded.  Some 
600  children  are  in  special  programs  under  Title 
I.  hut  there  is  a  general  feeling  that  these  pro- 
grams can  be  administered  in  a  way  more 
sympathetic  to  the  needs  of  the  children.  Teach- 
ers are  likely  not  to  speak  any  Spanish,  which 
makes  it  impossible  for  them  to  work  cooper- 
atively with  the  parents,  nor  do  many  of  them 
have  any  special  training  with  Spanish  culture 
and  mores.  Some  of  the  teachers  complain  that 
the  children  are  "uneducable"  because  of  their 
backgrounds. 

One  teacher,  for  example,  commented,  "You 
know,  of  course,  that  most  children  in  Puerto 
Rico  just  run  around  and  don't  go  to  school,  so 
it's  no  wonder  that  we  can't  do  anything  with 
them  here." 

Many  Spanish-speaking  parents,  aware  that 
;i  Dumber  of  new  school  buildings  are  planned  in 
their  neighborhoods,  are  concerned  that  pro- 
grams lie  planned  for  these  schools  which  will 
offer  their  children  —and  themselves — the  edu- 
cational services  w  Inch  correspond  lo  i  heir  needs.

Three   community    planning   aides   who   are 

Spanish-speaking  will  hi  i n^  into  focus  the  con- 
cern of  their  communities  ahoul  education. 
Planning  will  center  primarily  around  two  issues: 

1.  The  inclusion,  in  the  new  schools  planned 
for  the  area,  of  facilities  for  teaching  English  as 
a  second  language  (such  as  language  laboratories) 
and  for  cultural  purposes;  and 

2.  Recruiting  and  training  teachers  who  will 
be  sympathetic  toward  Spanish  culture  and 
mores  and  toward  the  needs  of  Spanish-speaking 
children. 

The  planning  will  involve  gathering  data,  in- 
volving parents  and  students  in  decision-making, 
and  identifying  potential  teachers  in  the  com- 
munity. It  will  draw  upon  the  services  of 
specialists  in  intercultural  education. 

The  planning  will  be  closely  related  to  the 
general  community  planning  effort  around  new 
school  facilities  and  local  participation  in  school 
a  flairs,  and  will  assure  that  the  Spanish-speaking 
are  fully  represented  in  the  entire  process.  The 
community  planning  aides  will  be  supervised  by 
the  Director  of  Community  Education  for  the 
Model  Cities  Neighborhood  Board. 

In  the  Model  Cities  Area  there  are  five 
Catholic  parochial  schools  with  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  2,086  students,  non-Catholic  as  well  as 
Catholic.

Up  to  this  time  the  public  school  community 
and  Catholic  school  community  have  been  quite 
divided.  The  cleavage  reflects  social  and 
economic,  as  well  as  religious  division.  On  a 
strictly  educational  level  there  has  been  little 
cooperation  even  in  regard  to  Title  I  and  Title 
III  federal  programs.  Thus,  there  has  not  been  a 
sufficiently  broad  community  effort  to  study 
and  meet  the  shared  educational  needs  of  the 
total  community. 

The  Model  Cities  Program  and  current 
problems  with  regard  to  the  Boston  School 
system  have  focused  on  the  need  for  greater 
community  participation  in  the  schools.  For 
the  most  part  the  emphasis  has  been  on  the 
Boston  Public  Schools.  The  members  of  the 
Association  of  Urban  Sisters,  supported  by 
other  members  of  the  Catholic  and  non-Catholic 
communities,  see,  however,  the  intense  need  at 
this  time  for  avenues  to  be  opened  for  more 
community  participation  in  Catholic  schools, 
and,  even  more  urgently,  for  more  Catholic 
participation  in  public  educational  issues. 
Parents  of  children  in  parochial  schools  cannot 
be  overlooked  as  a  potentially  positive  force  in 
the  move  to  secure  improved  educational 
services. 

Because  the  Catholic  schools  have  been  very 
church-oriented  and  authoritarian  in  structure, 
extensive  community  participation  will  not  be 
easily  brought  about  in  some  communities. 
Therefore,  we  propose  that  a  Catholic  Sister 
act  as  liaison  between  the  Catholic  schools  and 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board. 


Proposal:  Sister-Liaison 
The  work  of  the  Sister  v.  ill  be: 

1.  To  set  up  communication  between  the 
Catholic  school  and  the  total  community,  be- 
tween the  Catholic  school  and  the  non-Gil  holic 
school,  between  the  Catholic  community  and 
the  non-Catholic  community  b>  systematically 
utilizing  already  established  channels  of  com- 
munities in  school  and  parish  and  thus  creating 
a  climate  of  shared  concern. 

2.  To  assist  in  the  implementation  of  Model 
Cities  programs  by: 

(a)  Facilitating  exchange  classes,  exchange 
teachers,  shared  facilities,  etc.,  and  thus 
maximizing  the  resources  of  the  neighborhood. 

(b)  Acting  as  community  organizer  for  the 
total  community,  with  a  special  responsibility 
for  the  population  of  parochial  schools  and 
parishes.  This  would  include  fostering 
parent  participation  in  Model  Cities  pro- 
grams, forming  students  groups,  etc. 

3.  To  initiate  new  programs  by: 

(a)  Working  with  Catholic  schools  in  de- 
veloping a  curriculum  geared  to  meet  the 
needs  in  the  specific  community; 

(b)  Developing  specific  proposals  and 
making  recommendations  to  action  groups 
such  as  the  Urban  Sisters  for  new  programs 
and  services  which  appear  to  be  necessary 
for  effective  educational  service  in  the  total 
community.

The  parents  and  community  residents  of  Sub- 
areas  3  and  4  in  a  series  of  public  meetings  ex- 
pressed concern  about  the  following  educational 
matters: 

1.  Improvement  of  the  physical  plant  of 
schools  in  the  two  areas,  construction  of  new 
facilities  and  additional  educational  resources; 

2.  Teacher-case-aides  to  act  as  liaison  be- 
tween the  school  and  the  home,  to  assist  both 
teachers  and  parents  to  help  their  children; 

3.  Shared  facilities  and  programs  for  both 
public  and  private  school  children  and  teachers; 

4.  Revamping  the  curriculum  and  educa- 
tional program  in  both  public  and  parochial 
schools; 

5.  Paid  community  workers  in  the  schools 
and  in  the  Model  Cities  Program; 

6.  A  coordinated  program  to  include  parents 
and  teachers  of  both  the  public  and  parochial 
schools  in  an  effort  to  improve  education  in 
both  and  develop  additional  resources  not  now 
available  in  either.

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Representatives  from  Areas  3  and  4  feel  that 
these  concerns  can  be  met  through  the  creation 
of  Community  Learning  Centers  in  each  area 
which  would: 

1.  Provide  a  new  and  needed  educational 
resource  for  the  community  where  supplementary 
programs  serving  both  public  and  parochial 
students  could  be  run  and  educational  innova- 
tions generated; 

2.  Provide  opportunity  for  greater  public- 
parochial  school  cooperation  in  terms  of  shared 
facilities  for  students  and  staff  and  in  the  area  of 
program  development; 

3.  Provide  the  community  with  the  oppor- 
tunity and  responsibility  for  running  its  own 
educational  resource  serving  the  entire  subarea 
in  which  parents  would  set  policies  covering 
scheduling  and  instruction,  etc.,  and  would  hire 
stall'  such  as  curriculum  and  reading  specialists, 
etc. 

A  governing  board,  consisting  of  (a)  parents  of 
both  public  and  parochial  students,  (b)  teachers 
in  both  the  public  and  parochial  schools  would  be 
the  policy-setting  body. 

The  Community  Learning  Center  would  serve 
both  public  and  parochial  schools  by  providing 
supplementary  resources  unavailable  in  either 
and  by  taking  students  from  both  school  systems 
during  some  part  of  the  school  day  each  week.  It 
is  expected  that  the  Learning  Center  would 
provide  programs  in  reading  and  programs  for 
advanced  students  and  slow-learners. 

It  is  hoped  that  not  only  students  but  teachers 
could  come  to  the  Learning  Center  during  the 
day  (with  their  students)  and  participate  in  the 
program  with  the  reading  specialist  or  other 
instructors  and  community  teachers  hired  by 
the  Community  Learning  Center.  Teachers 
would  be  able  to  benefit  from  specialized  facili- 
ties, a  curriculum  resource  center  and  materials 
center  and  from  interaction  with  teachers  from 
other  schools  and  parents  and  community  resi- 
dents. The  Learning  Center  could  also  operate 
after  school  hours  to  offer  additional  services. 

The  Community  Learning  Centers  could  be 
located  in  a  variety  of  spaces  from  storefronts  to 
renovated  houses  to  church  and  existing  com- 
munity facilities.  Thus,  these  centers  could  be 
exempted  from  the  stringent  restrictions  of  the 
Racial  Imbalance  Law  which  prohibit  the  build- 
ing of  new  schools  unless  they  are  racially  bal- 
anced. These  centers  would  be  funded  under 
Model  Cities  Administration  but  could  attract 
other  supplementary  educational  funds  as  well. 
An  additional  feature  is  that  they  could  be  com- 
pleted rather  quickly,  thus  avoiding  prolonged 
delay  in  the  provision  of  new  educational  facil- 
fies.  The  question  of  community  control  of 
schools  is  a  difficult  matter  encountering  con- 
siderable opposition.  Another  benefit  of  these 
Community  Learning  Centers  is  that  this  issue 
would  be  resolved  from  the  beginning  even 
should  the  question  of  community  control  of 
the  public  and  parochial  schools  drag  on  for 
years  to  come.  It  would  of  course  provide  train- 
ing and  experience  for  parents  in  running  their 
own  schools. 

schooi.-community   communications 
Program 
Statement  of  Background  and  Problems 

The  community-school  relationship  in  the 
Model  Cities  area  is  most  poignantly  character- 


ized by  its  qualitative  and  quantitative  lack  of 
communication  or  exchange.  In  point  of  fact, 
there  is  no  working  relationship  between  a 
"neighborhood"  school  and  its  surrounding 
community.  The  sheer  lack  of  information 
about  general  neighborhood  school  operations 
(administration,  classroom  teachers,  procedures 
and  curriculum,  education  and  health  specialists, 
other  ancillary  personnel  and  program)  coupled 
with  the  consistently  negative  quality  of  present 
school  outreach  attempts  cause  parents  and 
citizens  to  be  frustrated,  and  increasingly  more 
alienated. 
Statement  of  Goals 

The  primary  goals  of  this  Community-School 
Communication  Program  are: 

1.  To  lessen  parental  alienation  by  removing 
barriers  to  qualitative  and  quantitative  com- 
munications. 

2.  To  directly  involve  neighborhood  citizens 
and  parents  in  each  of  the  24  schools  in  the  total 
school  program  and  operations. 

3.  To  effect  behavioral/procedural  changes 
in  school  and  community  communications  so 
that  neighborhood  life-styles,  aspirations  and 
needed  skill  development  will  be  actualized  in 
the  school  program,  thereby  creating  compatible, 
congruent  experiences  for  the  child  both  at  home 
or  in  school. 

Statement  of  Approach 

To  realize  the  three  primary  goals  as  stated 
above,  we  propose  that  the  City  Demonstration 
Agency  in  conjunction  with  the  Education  Com- 
mittee of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  create 
an  organization  with  the  title:  School-Com- 
munity Communications  Program.  (S-CCP). 
The  S-CCP  will  be  responsible  for  the  organiza- 
tion, training,  implementing  and  evaluation  of 
programs  to  fulfill  these  three  goals. 

The  S-CCP  will  consist  of  a  two-level  staff: 
the  Central  (over-all)  staff  and  the  area-local 
stall'. 

The  Central  Staff  will  consist  of  five  full-time 
professionals  and  appropriate  supportive  (secre- 
tarial and  clerical)  personnel  (See  budget  out- 
line). The  live  professional  staff  includes:  the 
S-CCP  project  director  and  his  administrative 
assistant;  the  director  of  neighborhood  worker 
training  and  his  assistant;  and  the  coordinator 
of  programs  for  Spanish-speaking  residents. 

To  administrate  the  organization,  develop- 
ment, implementation  and  evaluation  of  this 
entire  program,  the  Central  Staff  will  be  pri- 
marily responsible  for  the  following  activities: 

1.  Administering  the  entire  program; 

2.  Training  neighborhood  paraprofessionals 
as  school-neighborhood  workers; 

3.  Coordinating  needed  programs  for  Span- 
ish-speaking people  (parents  and  students); 

4.  Utilizing  consultants,  when  deemed  ap- 
propriate, as  specialists  or  technical  helpers; 

5.  Developing  a  total  evaluation  program;* 

6.  Meeting  with  area-local  coordinators;  and 
generally  interacting  with  other  appropriate 
Model  Cities  committees,  organizations  and 
area  agencies. 

The  Local  Area  Stall'  includes:  professional 
community  coordinators  for  each  of  the  six  sub- 
areas  of  the  Boston  Model  City  Administration; 
twenty-four    community    resident    teams,    each 
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with  i  luce  neighborhood  school  paraprofessionala 
located  at  each  of  the  twenty-four  schools  spi  ead 
throughout  the  six  subareas.  The  general 
activities  for  a  Subarea  coordinator  include 
direction,  supervision  and  representation;  spe- 
cifically; (1)  acting  as  liaison  between  the  Central 
professional  stall'  and  the  neighborhood-school 
teams  in  his  area;  (2)  meeting  weekly  with 
Central  professional  stall';  (3)  meeting  twice 
weekly  with  the  total  group  of  team  leaders  in 
his  area  and  more  often  individually  when 
necessary;  (4)  representing  the  S-CCP  at  regular 
area  meetings,  and  (5)  identifying  needs  and 
planning  training  programs  for  neighborhood 
team  members. 

*  The  evaluation  activities  will  be  performed 
by  a  sensitive  and  knowledgeable  team  who  will 
begin  program  operation  and  proceed  with  it 
as  it  develops. 

A  responsibility  of  this  evaluation  team  will 
be  a  comprehensive  analysis  and  report  to  the 
project  director  and  his  central  professional  stall' 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  first  operational  year  so 
that  valid  budgetary  changes  and/or  decisions 
can  be  made  for  the  following  year's  program. 

The  neighborhood-school  workers  will  have 
one  full-time  and  two  half-time  trained  para- 
professionals  from  the  local  community.  The 
lull-time  person  will  be  responsible  at  the 
neighborhood  school  level  for  coordinating  and 
communicating  with  his  subarea,  community 
coordinator,  and  working  with  his  fellow  team 
members  to  engage  in  the  following  activities: 

(1)  facilitate    joint    teacher-parent    programs; 

(2)  organize  parent- teacher-student  Advisory- 
Councils;  (3)  make  regular  contacts  with  all 
school  families;  (4)  develop  relationships  with 
school  personnel;  (5)  encourage  and  develop 
extra-curricular  student  activities  with  parent- 
teacher  leadership;  and  (6)  contribute  to  and 
distribute  monthly  area  newsletter. 
Statement  of  Summary 

The  intensive  participation  of  trained  neigh- 
borhood residents  engaged  in  the  above  activities 
revolving  around  each  school  in  the  MCA  will 
effect  desired  changes  in  behavior,  attitude  and 
action  among  school  personnel  and  community 
residents,  within  the  constraint  of  the  present 
legal  structure.  The  School-Community  Com- 
munications Program  will  break  down  the 
barriers  to  qualitative  and  quantitative  inter- 
actions and  bring  the  parents  and  neighborhood 
citizens  together  with  local  school  personnel 
with  vigor,  trust  and  self-confidence.

Educational  Program  for  the  Mentally 
Retarded 

The  following  plans  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  will  focus  specifically  on  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  the  mentally  retarded  which 
relate  directly  to  the  school  system  within  the 
Model  City  Area. 

To  develop  a  program  for  the  education  of  the 
mentally  retarded  three  stages  are  envisioned 
through  the  next  two  years: 

1.  Study  and  mapping  of  all  the  facilities 
existing  within  the  Model  City  Area,  and  the 
needs  of  the  population  identified  as  potential 
users  of  educational  services  for  the  mentally 
retarded. 

2.  Planning  and  designing  the  type  of  pro- 
gram to  be  developed. 

3.  Implementing  the  program  for  mental 
retardation  in  the  school  system. 

The  study  and  mapping  of  the  facilities  for  the 
retarded  that  exist  within  the  Model  City  Area 
will  be  addressed  to  the  public  school  system, 
the  parochial  schools,  private  centers  and  other 
units  run  by  nonprofit  associations  such  as  the 
Boston  Association  of  Retarded  Children.  This 
study  will  be  done  by  interviewing  and  visiting 
the  different  units  and  documenting  findings  in 
terms  of  physical  facilities,  teaching  personnel 
and  equipment  available.  This  investigation  of 
facilities  will  be  undertaken  by  a  team  headed 
by  an  administrator  familiar  with  facilities 
needed  for  the  education  of  mentally  retarded 
and  a  group  of  aides  recruited  from  the  neighbor- 
hood in  the  Model  City  Area. 
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The  second  part  of  the  first  stage  will  consist 
of  the  study  of  potential  numbers  of  children 
needing  the  special  retardation  services  of  the 
educational  system:  those  who  have  already 
been  diagnosed  as  retarded  and  the  approximate 
number  of  undiagnosed  cases.  Once  diagnosed, 
an  education  campaign  may  be  necessary  to 
help  parents  realize  the  importance  of  appropri- 
ate and  specific  educational  techniques  for  re- 
tarded children. 

The  second  stage  of  the  program  is  envisioned 
as  a  planning  stage  to  consider  the  following- 
questions: 

(a)  What  is  the  gap  between  the  supply  of 
services  for  the  retarded  and  the  need  for 
them? 

(b)  What  must  be  added  to  existing  pro- 
grams to  make  them  meet  the  needs  of  the 
community? 

(c)  What  new  developments  in  the  field  of 
education  can  be  used  in  programs  for  the 
retarded  in  the  Model  City  Area? 

(d)  What  sort  of  education  program  will 
be  required  to  facilitate  parental  understand- 
ing of  retardation  and  create  a  willingness  to 
participate  in  special  programs? 

The  third  stage  of  the  program  is  envisioned 
as  the  implementation  of  the  educational 
services  within  a  school  and  in  coordination  with 
public  and  private  units.  Emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  diagnosis  of  preschool-age  children 
in  order  to  distinguish  between  case  of  clinical 
retardation  and  cases  of  retarded  development 
due  to  cultural  deprivation,  an  unfortunately 
common  condition  in  the  Model  City  Area.  A 
network  of  nursery  units  with  home  outreach 
teams  will  be  developed  to  work  with  these  very 
voung  children. 

Parents  will  receive  professional  supportive 
help  during  this  stage  of  child's  life  to  ease  con- 
flicting emotional  feelings  about  the  mentally 
retarded  child  and  to  help  them  give  their  child 
a  more  stimulating  environment. 

The  child  that  has  attended  the  nursery  will 
go  on  to  kindergarten,  and  may  proceed  to  pub- 
lic or  private  school  systems  if  his  disabilities  are 
moderate,  or  to  a  day-care  unit  if  his  disability 
is  severe.  In  this  dav-care  unit,  the  approach 
will  be  toward  education  and  treatment  by  a 
multidisciplinary  team  of  educators,  psycholo- 
gists and  medical  professionals.  The  child 
entering  the  school  system  will  be  enrolled  in 
classes  for  special  training,  supervised  by  special 
educational  professionals  coordinated  by  one 
master  teacher  in  the  area  and  supported  by  a 
team  of  specialists.  These  specialists  will  in- 
clude an  industrial  arts  supervisor,  a  music 
supervisor,  a  physical  education  supervisor,  and 
a  speech  supervisor.  They  will  also  have  a 
group  of  consultants,  special  educations,  and 
psychologists  familiar  with  the  problems  of  the 
school. 

As  the  child  progresses  from  the  elementary 
schools  to  the  junior  high  schools  and  high 
schools  the  relationship  between  education  and 
training  will  be  developed  so  that  he  may  enter 
into  a  vocational  rehabilitation  unit  with  special 
services  for  training  the  child  to  become  self- 
supporting.  This  is  done,  for  example,  at  the 
Barret  School  with  a  program  entitled  "Job 
Preparation"  where  children  from  the  age  of  Id 


and  18  years  old  are  receiving  help  from  a 
counselor  from  the  Massachusetts  Rehabilita- 
tion Commission. 

The  cost  of  this  program  will  be  developed  as 
data  emerges  based  on  concrete  findings.  These 
findings  will  be  documented  by  a  team  which 
will  investigate  the  existing  facilities  and  the 
projected  facility  needs  of  the  mentally  re- 
tarded. This  team  will  consist  of  the  adminis- 
trator-educator and  a  group  of  neighborhood 
aides.  The  cost  of  this  team  will  be  financed 
independently,  or  from  funds  already  set  up  for 
the  neighborhood  aides,  or  may  be  included  in 
the  program  of  general  investigation  for  planning 
in  the  Model  City.  A  detailed  breakdown  of 
costs  will  be  developed  as  part  of  planning  and 
will  be  presented  in  the  Model  City  Board  in  the 
future. 

The  implementation  of  these  ideas  and  those 
from  other  areas  of  planning  will  be  coordinated 
with  the  planning  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Health  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Mental  Health  Retardation  Planning 
Project  for  the  next  ten  years,  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

Summary 
Three  levels  of  program  planning  have  been 
developed  for  an  approach  to  develop  a  program 
for  education  for  the  mentally  retarded.  It 
will  consist  of  studying  facilities  and  needs, 
planning,  and  implementation.  The  program 
will  coordinate  with  public  and  private  fa- 
cilities for  diagnosis,  treatment,  rehabilitation 
and  vocational  training.  Guidelines  derived 
from  studies  and  planning  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  the  State  Department  of 
Mental  Health  will  be  incorporated  into  a  final 
proposal  for  facilities  for  the  mentally  retarded 
in  Model  City  Area  schools. 

Examples    of    Community    Expression  —  a 
Short  Summary 

1.  Areas  3  and  4  want  paid  staff,  community 
consultants,  and  professional  consultants  to  help 
plan  programs  to  meet  educational  needs  of 
community — about  $24,000  for  the  two  areas. 

2.  Area  1 — supports  Nice  Day  Care  Facility, 
wants  planning  money  for  conversion  of  an 
existing  school  to  a  middle  school,  to  include 
participation  by  parochial  children  in  some  of 
its  programs,  want  to  be  included  in  Model  City 
planning.  Want  planning  funds  for  new  ele- 
mentary school,  community  control  of  planning, 
per  diem  reimbursement  for  residents  who  plan, 
Title  I  benefits  for  parochial  children. 

3.  Estimate  around  8,000  Spanish-speaking 
children  in  Model  City  Area  in  a  number  of  dis- 
persed clusters.  We  want  to  include  provision 
lor  teaching  English  as  a  second  language  in  new 
schools,  and  to  recruit  and  train  competent, 
sympathetic  teachers  for  Spanish-speaking  chil- 
dren. 

4.  There  are  2,500  children  in  private  schools 
(mostly  parochial)  in  the  Neighborhood.  Social 
economic,  and  religious  division.  The  Urban 
Sisters  want  $9,800  to  do  community  organiza- 
tion in  parochial  school,  organizing  parents, 
working  on  new  curricula,  and  developing  pro- 
grams to  share  facilities  with  public  schools. 

5.  Areas  3  and  4  want  to  establish  learning 
centers  in  each  area  to  supplement  public 
and    parochial    school    programs    (innovation), 
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foster  public-parochial  cooperation — facilities, 
students,  and  stall';  provide  opportunity  and 
responsibility  for  the  community  in  operating 
education.  This  would  be  an  interim  program, 
pending  an  acceptable  Model  Neighborhood 
School  System.

REPORT     OF     FINANCE     COMMISSION 
CONCERNING     WILLIAM     J.     FITZ- 
GERALD, FIRE  COMMISSIONER,  RE 
CONFLICT  OF  INTEREST  STATUTE 
The     following     was     received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  December  2,  1968. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

On  May  6,  1968,  the  City  Council  passed  the 
following  resolution: 

"Whereas,  Chapter  268A  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  prohibits  a  municipal  employee, 
either  elected  or  appointed,  from  maintaining 
a  financial  interest  in  any  organization  with 
which  he  deals  in  his  public  capacity;  and 
Whereas,  Serious  questions  have  recently 
been  raised  regarding  the  conduct  of  William 
J.  Fitzgerald,  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  in  relation  to  the  above  statute; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered:  1.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
be  requested  to  direct  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  investigate 
this  matter,  so  that  it  might  be  determined 
whether  violations  of  the  above  statute  are 
occurring;  and 

2.     That  the  Finance  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  requested  to  begin  immedi- 
ately a  complete  investigation  of  the    rela- 
tionship   between    Commissioner    Fitzgerald 
and  the  City  of  Boston,  to  determine  what,  if 
any,  violations  of  Chapter  268A  have  occurred, 
and   to   recommend   appropriate    courses   of 
action  to  the  City  of  Boston." 
In  order  to  avoid  a  duplication  of  effort,  it 
was  agreed  between  the  Finance   Commission 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  the  Commis- 
sion would  assemble  all  of  the  relevant  facts 
bearing  upon  the  relationship  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner  to   the    City   of   Boston,    either    by 
reason  of  his  personal  business  operations  or  by 
virtue  of  his  office.    It  was  further  agreed  that 
the  Finance  Commission,  after  having  assembled 
such  facts  and  drawn  appropriate  conclusions 
pertaining  to  questions  of  fact,  would  forward 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel  a  preliminary  report 
in  order  to  permit  him  to  draw  conclusions  of 
law  consistent  with  the  scope  of  the   order  of 
the  Council. 

William  J.  Fitzgerald  was  appointed  Fire 
Commissioner  by  Mayor  John  Collins  on  August 
17,  1966.  He  was  reappointed  by  Mayor  Kevin 
White  on  May  28,  1968.  By  virtue  of  his  office 
the  Fire  Commissioner  is  an  ex-officio  member 
of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  (St. 
1929,  c.  263,  as  amended  by  St.  1962,  c.  338), 
a  corporate  member  of  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  (St.  1909,  c.  308),  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses  in  the  Building  Department 
(Rev.  Ord.  1961,  c.  9,  s.  11)  and  the  Public 
Safety  Commission  (St.  1959,  c.  203). 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  as  a  private  citizen  holds, 
either  in  his  own  name,  as  trustee,  or  in  corpora- 
tions which  he  controls,  considerable  real  estate 


in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  properties  which 
he  (amis  are  used  primarily  as  private  parking 

lots.  In  addition,  some  of  I  lie  entities  Over 
which  hi-  has  control  are  under  contract  with  a 
variety  of  private  concerns  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  commercial  parking  facilities.  For 
the  purpose  of  this  report,  the  various  entities 
in  which  Commissioner  Fitzgerald  has  either  a 
controlling  or  substantial  interest  will  be  re- 
ferred to  as  his  personal  interests  and  not  by 
their  corporate  names  or  other  identification. 

I.  South  End  Parking  Lot 
To  a  significant  degree  the  call  for  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  Commissioner's  private 
interests  in  the  city  resulted  from  the  con- 
troversy that  attended  the  operation  of  a  park- 
ing lot  owned  by  him  and  located  in  the  South 
End.  The  particular  lot  is  bounded  by  Yar- 
mouth and  Dartmouth  streets  and  Columbus 
avenue.  The  operation  of  this  lot  has  been 
interfered  with  on  a  number  of  occasions  by 
way  of  "sit-ins,"  "tent-ins,"  and  other  demon- 
strations. Such  demonstrations  have  been 
based  on  the  allegation  that  the  property 
contained  within  that  lot  should  have  been 
used  by  the  city  for  the  construction  of  low-cost 
housing.  In  addition,  this  lot  was  the  scene  of 
outright  criminal  action  on  August  19,  1968,  at 
which  time  vandals  slashed  the  tires  of  more 
than  a  dozen  automobiles  parked  on  the  lot. 
A  survey  of  eveiy  transaction  by  which  the 
parcels  comprising  this  lot  were  assembled  was 
conducted  by  the  Commission.  The  Commis- 
sion found  that  Mr.  Fitzgerald  commenced 
purchasing  parcels  in  this  area  on  March  10, 
1953.  The  purchase  and  assembly  of  parcels 
has  continued  up  to  the  present  time,  with  the 
latest  purchase  being  that  of  the  premises 
located  at  17  Yarmouth  street  from  Morgan 
Memorial,  Inc.  Of  the  twenty-five  different 
transactions  by  which  Mr.  Fitzgerald  purchased 
property  during  the  period  between  1953  and 
1968  every  purchase,  with  the  exception  of  two 
parcels,  was  from  a  private  individual  or  a 
corporation.  The  two  parcels  excepted  from 
the  preceding  statement  were  the  premises 
located  at  12  Truro  street  and  36  Yarmouth 
street.  These  parcels  were  purchased  from  the 
City  of  Boston  at  auction  in  September  and 
November  of  1960.  Both  of  the  latter  transac- 
tions antedated  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald as  Fire  Commissioner  by  some  six  years. 
The  facts  clearly  establish  that  the  assembly  of 
this  property  was  in  no  way  associated  with 
Mr.  Fitzgerald's  position  as  Fire  Commissioner 
and  that  the  harassment  and  vandalism  that 
occurred  there  is  unwarranted  by  any  conduct 
of  the  Commissioner. 

II.     Real    Property    Department     and 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 

Aside  frm  the  aforementioned  parking  lot,  the 
main  thrust  of  the  Commission's  investigation 
centered  on  possible  transactions  between  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  and  either  the  Real  Property  Depart- 
ment or  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  Real  Property  Department,  after  an 
inspection  of  its  records,  stated  that  there 
were  no  sales  of  city-owned  property  to  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  since  the  date  of  his  appointment  as 
Commissioner.  With  the  exception  of  a  small 
parcel  located  at  38  Braddock  park,  the  depart- 
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meat  has  had  no  property  under  lease  to  Mr. 
Fitzgerald.  The  parcel  at  38  Braddock  park 
was  taken  by  the  city  by  tax  foreclosure  on 
July  1,  1963.  The  parcel  is  composed  of  ap- 
proximately 1,470  square  feet  of  vacant  land. 
It  adjoins  a  similar  vacant  parcel  (40  Braddock 
park)  which  is  owned  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald.  The 
records  of  the  Real  Property  Department 
indicate  that  38  Braddock  park  was  leased  on  a 
tentant-at-will  basis  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald  from 
August  of  1966  until  May  1,  1968,  at  a  monthly 
rental  of  $25.  While  it  is  for  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  determine  whether  this  arrangement 
was  in  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  applicable 
to  the  conduct  of  city  officials,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  this  Commission  that  the  matter  was  of  such 
small  impact  as  to  be  considered  de  minimis. 

During  the  course  of  the  investigation  the 
issue  was  raised  as  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  relation- 
ship to  the  Bowdoin  Square  Garage  Company, 
Inc.  That  company  is  the  lessee  operating  the 
city-owned  Kilby  Street  and  Bedford  Street 
Garages.  In  addition,  the  company,  during 
part  of  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  term  as  Fire  Com- 
missioner, operated  a  parking  facility  on  a 
parcel  of  land  located  on  Hanover  street.  This 
parcel  was  originally  leased  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  to  one  of  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald's companies.  The  lease  was  assigned  to 
the  Bowdoin  Square  Garage  Company,  Inc., 
on  June  26,  1966.  As  of  that  date  the  Bowdoin 
Square  Garage  Company,  Inc.,  was  also  a  cor- 
poration controlled  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald.  Before 
his  appointment  as  Commissioner,  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald divested  himself  of  all  ownership  of  the 
Bowdoin  Square  Garage  Company,  Inc.  The 
Commission  has  reviewed  both  the  minutes  of 
directors'  meetings  and  stock  records  of  that 
corporation.  Those  records  show  that  on  July 
27,  1966,  all  of  the  outstanding  stock  was  trans- 
ferred by  Mr.  Fitzgerald  to  the  current  president 
of  the  Bowdoin  Square  Garage  Company,  Inc. 
While  the  recipient  of  this  transfer  has  been 
associated  as  an  employee  with  Mr.  Fitzgerald 
for  a  considerable  period  of  time,  and  the  transfer 
was  by  way  of  gift,  the  corporate  documents 
evidencing  the  transfer  and  the  subsequent 
operation  of  the  company,  with  the  exception 
to  be  noted  below,  indicate  a  bonafide  trans- 
action. The  exception  to  be  noted  concerns  the 
lease  executed  in  1967  between  the  Bowdoin 
Square  Garage  Company,  Inc.,  and  the  Real 
Property  Department  of  the  city  pertaining  to 
the  Kilby  Street  Garage.  The  proposal  issued 
by  the  Real  Property  Department  required 
that,  contemporaneous  with  the  execution  of 
the  lease,  the  successful  bidder  had  to  post  a 
surety  bond  to  guarantee  performance  of  the 
lease.  In  this  instance  the  amount  of  the  bond 
was  $138,600.  Bowdoin  Square  Garage  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  filed  bond  S-43-58-36  with  the  city, 
showing  the  Peerless  Insurance  Company  of 
Keene,  New  Hampshire,  as  the  surety.  The 
bond  was  procured  and  executed  by  Bowdoin 
Square  Garage  Company,  Inc.  While  this  bond 
was  procured  over  a  year  subsequent  to  Mr. 
Fitzgerald's  termination  of  either  management 
or  ownership  of  Bowdoin  Square  Garage  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  this  Commission  has  found  thai. 
he  is  secondarily  liable  under  the  bond  in  the 
event  of  loss.  It  remains  for  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  determine  whether  the  agreement 
between  Mr.   Fitzgerald  and    the  Peerless   In- 


surance Company  violates  any  of  the  applicable 
provisions  of  law.  This  Commission  is  satisfied 
that  the  books  and  records  of  the  Bowdoin 
Square  Garage  Company,  Inc.,  accurately  indi- 
cate that  Mr.  Fitzgerald  has  not  had  either  a 
stock  or  management  interest  in  that  company 
since  July  of  1966. 

III.     Collateral  Duties  of  the 
Commissioner 

By  virtue  of  his  office  the  Fire  Commissioner 
performs  a  number  of  collateral  duties  as  an 
ex-officio  member  of  various  boards  and  com- 
missions. The  one  that  primarily  concerned 
this  Commission  was  his  position  as  a  member 
of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission.  This 
concern  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  is  charged  with  the 
duty  of  issuing  rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  vehicular  parking  and  movement  within  the 
city.  The  exercise  of  this  power  must,  by  neces- 
sity, have  an  impact  upon  the  operation  of 
private  parking  facilities  located  within  the 
city.  This  Commission  has  reviewed  the  minutes 
of  every  meeting  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  since  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  appointed 
Fire  Commissioner  and  is  completely  satisfied 
that  Mr.  Fitzgerald  at  no  time  acted  in  any 
interest  other  than  that  of  the  Fire  Department. 
In  reviewing  the  many  regulations  issued  by  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Department,  it  is  necessary 
to  realize  that  the  majority  of  such  regulations 
are  issued  not  by  the  Commission  acting  as  a 
body  but  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Department  acting  pursuant  to 
St.  1929,  c.  263,  s.  2B,  as  amended  by  St.  1962, 
c.  338. 

It  should  be  noted  that  issuance  of  a  license 
to  operate  an  open-air  parking  space  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking  and  requires  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Department  (G.  L.  148,  s.  56). 

This  Commission  has  reviewed  all  of  the 
minutes  and  the  licenses  issued  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses  within  the  Building  Depart- 
ment since  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Fitzgerald. 
The  committee,  composed  of  the  Building  Com- 
missioner, the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking,  and  the  Fire  Commissioner,  regulates 
the  issuance  of  licenses  in  instances  where  there 
will  be  storage  of  inflammables  on  the  premises. 
Included  within  its  area  of  direct  control  are 
parking  facilities  for  automobiles  and  other 
vehicles.  The  records  in  this  instance  demon- 
strate that  since  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  appointment 
as  Commissioner  no  license  was  issued  to  any 
applicant  in  which  the  Commissioner  had  an 
interest  in  so  far  as  we  were  able  to  determine. 

To  complete  its  investigation,  the  Commission 
reviewed  the  activities  and  all  of  the  minutes 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Public  Safety  Commission 
on  which  the  Fire  Commissioner  sits  as  one  of 
nine  members.  As  in  the  previous  instances, 
nothing  was  found  in  the  minutes  and  records 
of  the  Public  Safety  Commission  which  would 
indicate  that  any  mallei-  in  which  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald had  a  personal  interest  came  before  that 
commission. 

While  it  may  I"'  argued  that  the  office  of  Fire 
Commissioner,  carrying  the  powers  and  respon- 
sibilities sei  forth  in  ilii^  section,  is  l>>  its  very 
nature  incompatible  with  the  private  operation 
of  parking  facilities,  it  must  be  stated   thai    in 
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fact  such  incompatibility  cannot  be  demon- 
itrated  b>  an}  actions  of  Mr.  Fitzgerald  during 
his  tenure  as  Commissioner.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON   URBAN   RENEWAL 

Coun.  ATKINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

Interim  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Renewal 

Your  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  to  which 
has  been  referred  matters  on  the  Workable 
Program,  the  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Proj- 
ect, and  the  Central  Business  District-South 
Station  Urban  Renewal  Project,  wishes  to  make 
the  following  interim  report: 

1.  South  Cove 

In  the  initial  and  subsequent  hearings  and 
meetings  of  the  committee  on  this  matter,  it 
became  apparent  that  several  rather  serious 
questions  which  had  been  raised  in  previous 
years  had  not  as  yet  been  answered.  Among 
them  was  the  extent  to  which  the  city  had  firm 
commitments  from  the  Tufts-New  England 
Medical  Center  relative  to  taxes  which  would  be 
received  by  the  city  or  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes 
which  would  be  made  to  the  city.  On  the  basis 
of  several  meetings,  it  now  appears  that  we  will 
shortly  be  able  to  conclude  our  consideration  of 
this  matter. 

2.  South  Station 

The  major  unresolved  question  on  the  South 
Station  Project  has  been  the  precise  description 
of  the  various  component  parts  and  the  tax  yield 
the  city  could  expect  from  these  component 
parts.  After  several  hearings  and  meetings  of 
the  committee,  it  is  now  possible  to  state  clearly

what  the  various  parts  of  the  project  are,  and 
to  estimate  rather  clearly  what  the  probable  tax 
yield  to  the  city  will  be.  It  appears  that  this 
matter  can  likewise  now  be  concluded  at  an 
early  date. 
3.     Workable  Program 

The  Workable  Program  Resolution  and  Docu- 
ment have  been  the  object  of  rather  intensive 
committee  hearings  and  meetings.  In  addition, 
there  have  been  a  number  of  conferences  held  by 
various  members  of  the  committee  with  various 
officials — local,  state,  and  federal — on  the  1968 
Workable  Program  Submission.  As  a  result  of 
the  hearings,  meeting,  and  conferences  the 
following  steps  have  already  been  instituted: 

(a)  The  Housing  Commissioner,  Mr.  Gens, 
has  submitted  to  the  committee  a  new  program 
by  which  the  city's  code  enforcement  capability 
would  be  carried  out.  This  new  program  is  the 
result  of  a  suggestion  made  to  the  Mayor  by  the 
chairman. 

(b)  The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  is  to 
be  completely  changed — both  as  to  its  composi- 
tion and  as  to  its  functionings.  The  chairman 
is  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Mayor 
setting  out  the  Mayor's  version  of  this  trans- 
formed CAC. 

(c)  The  Citizens  Housing  and  Planning  As- 
sociates are  conducting  a  comprehensive  review 
of  the  city's  programs  and  departments  having 
to  do  with  housing,  code  enforcement,  relocation 
and  rehabilitation,  zoning,  construction,  public 
housing,  assessment,  building,  etc.  This  group, 
now  functioning  with  a  paid  staff  and  with  a 
number  of  highly  talented  professionals  and 
volunteers,  undertook  this  assignment  at  least 
in  large  part  as  a  result  of  discussions  by  the 
chairman  and  members  of  the  group.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  result  of  their  study,  when  pre- 
sented to  the  Mayor  and  Council,  might  result 
in  substantial  improvements  in  our  ability  to 
meet  our  commitment  to  house  our  citizens. 

The  Urban  Renewal  Committee  will  be  meet- 
ing on  Thursday  at  1  p.m.  to  consider  and  act  on 
all  three  of  these  matters.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
chairman  and  committee  members  that  all  three 
matters  will  be  reported  out  on  Monday,  Decem- 
ber 9,  for  final  affirmative  action.  Invited  to 
this  meeting  have  been  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
the  Development  Administrator,  the  Project 
Directors  of  the  Central  Rusiness  District  and 
South  Cove,  a  representative  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority,  Mr.  Paul  May,  and  a 
representative  of  the  Tufts-New  England  Medi- 
cal Center,  Mr.  John  Quarles.

7.  The  receptionist,  eight  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

8.  The  assistant  clerk  of  committees,  seven 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars. 

SECTION  2.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  clauses  (6)  and  (12). 

SECTION  3.  Chapters  11  and  12  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended,  are 
hereby  repealed.

APPROPRIATION  OF  $2,500  TO  MAYOR'S 
OFFICE  FOR  INTERIM  REVIEW 
BOARD 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  2,  1968. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  summer,  after  meetings  involving  city 
officials,  several  members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  citizens  from  Allston-Brighton,  an  Interim 
Tenant  Review  Council  was  established  to  hear 
complaints  from  tenants  in  the  area.  At  that 
time  the  city  representatives  expressed  a  willing- 
ness to  consider  requests  for  assistance  which 
the  Board  might  make,  based  on  the  experience 
of  the  first  few  months. 

The  Board  has  now  made  such  a  request,  and 
I  believe  that  we  should  act  favorably  on  it. 

I  therefore  request  an  appropriation  of  $2,500 
for  the  rest  of  this  year  to  pay  for  one  investi- 
gator at  the  rate  of  $9,000  annually  and  one 
secretary  at  the  rate  of  $6,000  annually.  For 
budgetary  purposes  these  positions  should  be 
assigned  to  the  Mayor's  Office;  I  will  consult 
closely  with  the  Board  regarding  the  persons 
proposed  to  be  hired  and  the  work  which  they  do.

expired term.  All  members  of  Hie  commission 
sliall  serve  without  compensation. 

The  air  pollution  control  commission  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
board  of  health  and  hospitals  or  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  health  and  hospitals  except  as  he  acts 
as  a  member  of  the  commission;  but,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  commission 
shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make 
any  annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the 
board  of  health  and  hospitals. 

The  air  pollution  control  commission  shall 
have  full  jurisdiction  to  regulate  and  control 
atmospheric  pollution  as  now  or  hereafter  pro- 
vided in  section  31C  of  chapter  111  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.

ATKINS  moved  that  the  resolution  be 
amended  by  striking  from  the  document  in- 
corporated by  reference  entitled  "A  Review  of 
Progress  Under  the  Workable  Program  for 
Community  Improvement"  the  paragraph  on 
page  15  identified  as  Model  City  Program, 
reading  as  follows: 


"THE  MODEL  CITY   PROGRAM 

The  City  of  Boston  received  a  Model  Cities 
Planning  Grant  in  1967,  and  is  currently  in  the 
planning  stage  of  the  program.  The  Model 
Cities  Demonstration  Agency  has  the  overall 
responsibility  for  this  program,  working  with 
the  locally  elected  Model  Cities  Board.  Staff 
assistance  is  provided  to  the  Model  Cities 
Demonstration  Agency  primarily  by  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Development  and  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  The  major 
purpose  of  this  effort  is  to  develop  a  comprehen- 
sive program  for  the  Roxbury-North  Dorchester 
Model  Cities  Neighborhood  in  close  cooperation 
with  members  of  the  community." 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  resolution  be 
amended  by  striking  from  the  document  in- 
corporated by  reference  entitled  "A  Review 
of  Progress  under  the  Workable  Program  for 
Community  Improvement"  Sections  C,  D,  and 
E  on  Page  21.

The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee,  in  the 
judgment  of  Hale  Champion,  Development 
Administrator  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  has  been  inadequate.  This  was 
not  the  fault  of  the  officers  or  members,  but 
of  its  size,  organization,  and  relationship  to 
city   government. 

The  following  are  recommendations  for 
changes  in  the  principles,  purpose,  membership, 
committees,  and  officers  of  the  CAC,  as  well 
as  suggestions  for  annual  meetings  and  reports. 
Principles 

Widespread  citizen  interest  and  involvement 
are  vitally  necessary  if  city  government  is  to  be 
effective.  Therefore,  broad  and  extensive 
avenues  of  communication  are  needed  between 
the  community  and  city  government.  There 
is  a  pressing  need  for  better  cooperation  among 
various  community  organizations  to  break 
down  artificial  barriers. 

More  and  stronger  leadership  should  be 
developed  within  the  community  that  will  be 
effective  in  working  with  the  city  government. 

The  city  —  citizen  dialogue  must  be  placed  on 
a  firm  basis  of  fact  and  common  understanding 
in  order  to  avoid  suspicion  and  distruct  and  to 
further  the  mutual  respect  that  is  the  only 
workable  foundation  for  fuitful  citizen  participa- 
tion and  involvment. 
Purpose 

To  study,  recommend  action,  and  assist  in 
the  conservation,  rehabilitation,  and  redevelop- 
ment   of    the    City    of   Boston,    following    the 
guidelines  of  the  Workable  Program. 
Membership 

CAC  membership  should  be  reduced  from 
three  hundred  to  forty  to  sixty  members. 

Membership  should  be  overwhelmingly  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston.

Membership  should  include,  among  others, 
the  following: 

A  representative  from  each  Urban  Renewal 
Committee,  once  these  committees  are  elected. 
Representatives  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board. 

Representatives  from  each  neighborhood  of 
the  city. 

Representatives  of  the  Boston  Police,  the 
School  Committee,  the  Office  of  Public 
Service,  and  the  Model  Cities  Administration. 
Representatives  of  such  organizations  as 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Real  Estate 
Board,  and  other  urban  interests  should  also 
be  chosen,  even  though  these  members  may 
not  live  in  Boston.  An  effort  should  be  made 
to  consolidate  as  many  similar  groups,  e.g., 
Boston  banks  or  merchants,  as  possible. 
Officers 

There  should  be  a  chairman,  elected  by  the 
members  of  the  CAC,  and  a  vice-chairman,  and 
a  secretary,  elected  annually.  In  addition,  there 
should  be  a  chairman  of  each  committee,  who 
should  be  elected  by  the  members  of  that 
committee. 
Committees 

There  should  be  at  least  seven  working 
subcommittees,  corresponding  to  the  seven 
areas  of  the  Workable  Program:  Codes  and 
Ordinances;  Comprehensive  Community  Plan; 
Neighborhood  Analyses;  Administrative  Or- 
ganization; Financing;  Housing  for  Displaced 
Families;  Citizen  Participation. 

Executive  Committee  to  be  made  up  of 
chairman  and  vice-chairman  and  subcommittee 
chairmen. 

There  should  also  be  a  special  Task  Force 
Committee  to  work  on  specific  problem  areas 
such    as,   for    example,   the    city  s   relationship 
with  the  Port  Authority. 
Meetings 

There  should  be  at  least  four  plenary  meetings 
of  the  CAC  annually.  One  of  these  should  be 
designated  the  annual  meeting,  at  which 
officers  will  be  elected.  Subcommittees  should 
meet  monthly,  the  meetings  being  called  by  the 
subcommittee    chairman. 

The  membership,  both  of  committees  and 
CAC  as  a  whole,  should  be  required  to  report 
two  or  three  times  a  year  to  the  Mayor,  the 
Development  Administrator,  and  the  City 
Council  as  to  its  work  and  findings  during  the 
preceding  period. 
Flexibility 

Should  it  develop  that  the  proposed  structure 
and  functioning  of  the  CAC  prevents  it  from 
operating  effectively,  the  chairman  will  have 
the  power  to  suggest  changes  to  the  Mayor, 
which  must  then  be  adopted  by  the  majority 
of  the  CAC  membership. 
The  motion  was  lost. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  the  previous 
question  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

The  motion  was  carried — yeas  5,  nays  Coun. 
Atkins,  Foley,  Timilty  (3).  Absent  or  not 
voting,  Coun.

Dear  Don: 

The  United  States  Conference  of  Mayors  and 
the  National  Association  of  Housing  and  Re- 
development Officials  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Workable  Program  has  met  several  times  with 
members  of  your  staff  to  discuss  changes  in  the 
content  and  administration  of  the  Workable 
Program  requirements. 
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As  chairman  of  the  committee,  it  had  been  my 
hope  that  we  might  prepare  a  joint  Workable 
Program  handbook  with  your  staff,  but  it  is  clear 
that  that  will  not  be  possible.  It  had  also  been 
my  hope  that  our  work  would  be  complete 
prior  to  this  time,  but  the  recent  civil  disturb- 
ances in  the  many  cities  across  the  United  States 
virtually  stopped  all  of  our  work,  and  we  are 
now  just  getting  back  to  the  issues. 

The  Workable  Program  requirement  has,  over 
the  years,  been  a  positive  force  in  most  cities 
desirous  of  federal  aid  for  urban  renewal  and 
certain  special  housing  programs.  For  ex- 
ample, many  cities  have  an  up-to-date  system 
of  codes  and  ordinances  which  would  not  have 
been  the  case  without  the  Workable  Program. 
As  the  requirement  was  originally  conceived, 
it  was  pointed  toward  the  halting  of  the  spread 
of  blight  throughout  communities  where  federal 
aid  was  requested  for  slum  clearance  and  urban 
renewal,  public  housing,  and  other  programs. 
It  was  designed  to  guide  the  city  into  a  process 
which  would  halt  the  spread  of  blighting  in- 
fluences while,  at  the  same  time,  the  city  moved 
toward  the  elimination  of  blight  in  neighbor- 
hoods which  had  deteriorated  to  the  extent  that 
the  elimination  of  slums  was  not  possible  without 
a  combination  of  federal  and  local  grants  to  the 
effort. 

Cities  were  requested  to  meet  the  seven 
Workable  Program  elements  and  to  show  prog- 
ress toward  certain  goals  set  forth  as  part  of 
those  elements  in  order  to  qualify  for  federal  aid. 
Over  the  years  more  and  more  detail  has  been 
required,  to  the  extent  that  present  Workable 
Program  policies  and  administrative  practices 
have  a  stifling  effect  on  city  administrations. 

The  Workable  Program  requirements,  in  fact, 
work  a  burden  on  central  cities,  while  surround- 
ing suburbs  are  recipients  of  many  federal  aid 
programs  for  which  a  Workable  Program  is  not 
required.  Therefore,  the  Workable  Program  has 
sometimes  been  referred  to  as  the  federal  govern- 
ment tool  for  continued  segregation  in  the  center 
city.  This  is  felt  by  some  to  be  true  because  the 
program  only  applies  to  such  programs  that 
have  a  direct  effect  on  deprived  citizens  in  center 
cities — which  means,  at  least  in  northern  cities, 
poor  Negroes. 

The  Workable  Program  is  required  as  a 
prerequisite  for  eleven  out  of  thirty-six  HUD- 
administered  programs.  Those  eleven  embrace 
such  things  as  221(d)  (3),  housing,  220,  new 
construction  and  rehabilitation,  certain  rent 
supplement  programs,  loans  to  local  housing 
authorities,  urban  renewal  project  loans  and 
grants,  low  interest  loans  and  grants  for  re- 
habilitation, grants  for  code  enforcement, 
grants  for  demolition,  GNRP  planning  ad- 
vances, CRP  grants,  and  housing  for  the 
elderly. 

When  pressed  as  to  the  reasons  jfor  the 
stringency  of  the  administration  of  the  Work- 
able Program,  HUD  staff  members  point  out 
that  it  is  essential  to  have  master  plan  require- 
ments, neighborhood  analyses,  etc.,  in  order 
that  those  housing  programs,  renewal  programs, 
and  others  be  properly  planned  and  properly 
placed  in  the  community.  It  is  felt  by  the 
Workable  Program  Committee  that  if  this  is 
true  for  these  special  programs,  perhaps  it 'should 
be  true  for  others federally  aided  housing  pro- 
grams.   That  is  not  the  case,  however,  and  the 


Workable  Program  Committee  feels  a  strong 
argument  can  and  should  be  made  for  the 
simplification  of  the  Workable  Program  require- 
ments. Also,  the  Workable  Program  should 
be  an  extremely  flexible  program,  so  that  each 
city  involved  could  shape  its  program  to  suit 
local  needs,  which  are  quite  unique  city  by  city. 
With  the  above  general  comments  in  mind, 
the  Workable  Program  Committee  would  sug- 
gest four  alternatives  for  your  consideration, 
and  one  strong  recommendation  for  immediate 
action: 

1.  Since  it  is  now  possible  to  obtain  federal 
grants  for  many  programs,  such  as  school 
construction,  hospital  construction,  highway 
construction,  open  space  acquisition,  mass 
transit,  sewage  treatment,  etc.,  without  meet- 
ing any  Workable  Program  requirement,  the 
requirement  should  be  completely  eliminated 
from  all  federal  programs.  It  makes  no  sense 
to  the  Workable  Program  Committee,  for 
example,  for  the  federal  government  to  provide 
mortgage  insurance  for  land  development 
for  residential  use  and  related  uses  without  a 
Workable  Program  when,  at  the  same  time, 
the  Workable  Program  is  required  for  221 
(d)  (3),  housing,  which  is  designed  to  meet 
housing  needs  for  low-and  moderate-income 
families.  The  elimination  of  the  Workable 
Program  requirement  would  make  it  possible 
to  construct  221(d)  (3)  housing  throughout 
entire  metropolitan  areas,  as  well  as  rent 
supplement  housing.  It  would  make  it  possi- 
ble to  build  public  housing  scattered  through- 
out the  metropolitan  area,  and  also  to  acquire 
existing  housing  for  public  housing  wherever 
it  might  be  needed,  without  regard  to  political 
boundary  lines. 

2.  Apply  the  Workable  Program  to  all 
federal  aid  programs.  If  such  a  requirement 
were  adopted  and  applied  to  such  things  as 
highway  construction,  open  space  acquisition, 
etc.,  many  suburban  portions  of  metropolitan 
areas  would  devise  a  Workable  Program  in 
order  to  qualify  for  federal  aid  projects  and 
thus  make  it  possible  to  develop  housing 
under  221(d)  (3),  etc.,  throughout  the  metro- 
politan area. 

3.  Limit  the  Workable  Program  require- 
ment to  urban  renewal.  This  is  a  reasonable 
and  a  sensible  recommendation  in  that  it 
would  seem  perfectly  proper  to  require  a  city 
desiring  federal  loans  and  grants  for  urban 
renewal  to  adopt  programs  essential  to  the 
elimination  of  the  spread  of  blight  in  other 
neighborhoods  not  affected  by  the  renewal. 
This  application  would  provide  some  hope  to 
the  community  as  well  as  to  the  federal 
government  that  blight  might  eventually  be 
eliminated  from  the  city. 

4.  An  additional  alternative  would  be  to 
simplify  the  Workable  Program  requirement 
so  that  it  might  become  a  flexible  process 
applicable  to  the  unique  characteristics  of 
each  individual  city  and  town.  The  com- 
munity should  be  encouraged  to  adopt  locally 
determined  goals  which  are  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  that  community.  Specific  goals 
should  not  be  imposed  by  1 11 1 0,  but  the  goals 
should  be  meaningful  and,  once  achieved, 
should  contribute  to  an  improved  com- 
munity.

Two  examples  of  goals  that  might  be  adopted 
as  a  pari,  of  the  Workable  Program  arc  d ;  con- 
servation and  expansion  of  bousing,  and  (2) 
renewal  of  areas  with  critical  needs. 

The  Workable  Program  review  staff  would 
then  review  the  program  of  llie  community  as 
it  might  be  designed  to  achieve  the  adopted 
goals  and  over  time,  preferably  once  each  three 
years,  would  review  the  progress  the  city  has 
made  toward  the  achievement  of  those  goals. 

Four  basic  elements  would  be  essential  should 
this  recommendation  be  followed: 

1.  Codes.  A  city  should  show  that  it  has 
adequate  codes  and  ordinances  and  that  it  is 
making  progress  in  enforcement  of  the  codes 
and  ordinances. 

2.  Housing  and  Relocation.  In  programs 
conceived  to  halt  the  spread  of  blight  and  to 
eliminate  blight,  housing  and  relocation  are 
essential  elements  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
people  affected  by  the  programs  in  connection 
with  the  above  element. 

3.  Community  Involvement.  This  is 
where  flexibility  should  be  a  watchword.  It 
is  impossible  for  any  mayor,  city  council,  or 
other  public  agency  to  select  or  appoint  those 
citizens  to  have  overall  responsibility  for 
local  public  programs.  Citizen  involvement 
in  every  city  occurs  on  a  voluntary  basis,  and 
a  community  should  be  required  to  indicate 
that  it  is  listening  to  the  voices  of  its  residents 
in  shaping  community  programs. 

4.  Planning.  General  planning  should  be 
a  continuing  process  in  all  modern  cities. 
Planning,  however,  is  not  the  final  answer  to 
all  the  problems  that  a  community  might  face; 
therefore  the  Workable  Program  documenta- 
tion should  indicate  that  a  satisfactory  and 
useful  planning  process  is  being  carried  out  in 
a  responsible  manner.  No  detailed  require- 
ments should  be  imposed  upon  the  city  plan- 
ning department,  as  it  should  shape  its  own. 

A  city  may  adopt  additional  elements,  but  at 
its  own  discretion. 

A  fifth  recommendation — since  the  Workable 
Program  Committee  cannot  afford  considerable 
concentrated  time  and  effort  to  actually  prepare 
a  detailed  Workable  Program  handbook,  the 
Conference  of  Mayors  and  NAHRO,  working  in 
concert  with  HUD,  should  consider  retaining  a 
consultant  to  spend  full  time  preparing  a  de- 
tailed Workable  Program  document,  including  an 
administrative  guide,  application  forms,  and  all 
other  documents  needed  in  reviewing  a  Work- 
able Program  application. 

It  is  really  impossible  for  a  committee,  such 
as  the  one  I  chaired,  to  produce  such  a  document. 
Some  research  should  be  performed,  and  support 
for  the  recommendations  made  should  be  de- 
veloped, and  this  would  be  a  time-consuming 
task.  I  would  urge  that  this  recommendation 
be  seriously  considered. 

One  of  the  prime  needs  throughout  the  entire 
country  today  is  for  significant  numbers  of  low- 
and  moderate-income  housing.  All  federal  pro- 
cesses supporting  such  housing  programs  should 
be  kept  as  simple  as  possible  so  as  to  enable 
cities  to  begin  to  produce  housing  at  a  level 
which  might  make  possible  the  realization  of  the 
President's  stated  goals  in  his  housing  message 
this  year.  I  would  also  add  that  Workable 
Program  certification  should  eliminate  all  other 
reviews  on  code  programs  and  other  programs 


related  to  Workable  Program  requirements  as  a 
part  of  the  renewal  project  processing.  1  refer 
you,  for  example,  to  the  Survej  and  Planning 
Application  check-list — Urban  Renewal  Manual, 
Pari   1,  Chapter  L,  Section  1,  Code  R  111: 

"If  requested  by  I II  It  A,  evidence  necessary 
to  determine  whether  locality's  code  adoption 
and  enforcement  program  and  general  plan- 
ning program  will  permit  it  to  fulfill  all  code 
adoption  and  enforcement  and  general  plan 
requirements  by  the  lime  Part  I  of  Application 
for  Loan  and  Grant  is  submitted." 
If  a  community  has  a  certified  Workable  Pro- 
gram, such  request  is  absolutely  unnecessary. 

A  problem  we  face  in  the  Workable  Program 
Committee  was  that  we  were  meeting  with  staff 
from  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  who,  by  their  own  admission, 
could  not  speak  for  HUD,  and  therefore  it  was 
impossible  to  reach  accord  on  any  policy  and 
administrative  recommendation.  This  was 
frustrating  to  the  committee  even  though  it  is  an 
understandable  predicament. 

The  Workable  Program  should  be  considered 
a  process  through  which  the  city  seeks  to  im- 
prove itself.  One  basic  element  to  the  Workable 
Program  is  federal  support,  and  this  reduces 
itself  many  times  to  the  flow  of  money  coming 
from  HUD  to  locally  conceived  programs. 
There  should  be  forged,  through  the  Workable 
Program  process,  a  federal-local  partnership  in 
order  that  the  program  processes  could  be  ap- 
plied in  a  much  faster  fashion  than  in  the  past. 
The  neighborhood  development  program,  as 
proposed  in  the  present  federal  legislation  now 
pending  before  Congress,  is  an  outstanding 
example  of  a  federal-local  partnership  which,  if 
Congress  adopts  it,  would  make  the  Workable 
Program  truly  workable  and  would  allow  rapid 
progress  toward  the  achievement  of  essential 
local  goals. 

The  review  of  a  flexible  Workable  Program, 
as  I  have  described  above,  would  be  burdensome 
to  the  staff  of  HUD  because  it  eliminates  the 
"recipe"  approach.  Flexibility  is  essential,  how- 
ever, no  matter  what  the  burden. 

The  Conference  of  Mayors-NAHRO  Joint 
Committee  offers  the  above  recommendation  for 
your  serious  consideration.  We  are  aware  that 
some  of  the  alternatives  set  forth  may  not  be 
legally  or  politically  feasible,  but  we  mention 
them  earnestly  and  seriously  and  urge  that  they 
be  discussed  thoroughly. 

We  stand  ready  to  meet  with  you  and  your 
staff  to  support  our  recommendations  at  your 
convenience. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  work  on  behalf  of 
the  many  cities  and  communities  in  this  effort, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  that  when  the  revised  Work- 
able Program  requirements  are  published,  many 
of  the  things  we  have  set  forth  will  be  included. 
For  your  information  I  am  attaching  a  recent 
article  which  appeared  in  the  "Pittsburgh  Post- 
Gazette"  where  the  City  Planning  Director  of 
Pittsburgh  made  some  comments  about  the 
Workable  Program.

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ENFORCEMENT  OF  CODE  COMPLIANCE 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Private  property  maintained  at 
Building  and  Sanitary  Code  standards  as 
outlined  in  chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938 
as  amended,  and  in  section  5  of  chapter  111  of 
the  General  Laws  as  amended,  is  essential  to 
the  proper  redevelopment  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
in  all  urban  areas,  to  include  nonacquisition 
areas;  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  the  urban  area  not  sched- 
uled for  acquisition  has  fallen  below  Housing 
and  Building  Code  standards,  and  presents  the 
danger  of  spreading  its  blighting  effect  to 
neighboring  areas,  thus  inhibiting  adjacent 
owners  from  properly  maintaining  their  property; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, through  eminent  domain  land  taking, 
and  the  Housing  Inspection  Department, 
through  enforcement  of  the  Housing  Code,  have 
the  powers  necessary  to  compel  land  owners  to 
maintain  their  property  at  code-standards;  and 

Whereas,  A  failure  of  the  BRA  and  Housing 
Inspection  Department  to  acquire  property  by 
eminent  domain,  or  to  vigorously  enforce  code 
standards,  may  encourage  the  gestation  of  slums 
within  the  development  area  itself;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
That  this  council  urges  and  encourages  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Housing  Inspection  De- 
partment and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority Administrator,  by  vigorously  and 
conscientiously  working  together,  to  inspect 
and  demand  code  compliance  and,  when  com- 
pliance is  refused,  to  take  active  steps  toward 
the  acquisition  and  demolition  of  the  offending 
property;  to  include,  where  necessary  and 
prudent,  consultation  with  the  Building  Com- 
missioner and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  any  other  legal  means  to  invoke  proper  code 
compliance. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules. 


COMMUNICATION       FROM       HOUSING 
INSPECTION       DEPARTMENT       RE 
CODE  ENFORCEMENT 
Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 
The  Commissioner  of  Housing  Inspection  De- 
partment has  held  several  meetings  with  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Building,  Fire,  and  Public 
Works  Departments  to  work  out  a  closer  co- 
ordination   of   code    enforcement    and    related 
activities  pending  structural  changes  now  being 
studied  by  the  Boston  Housing  Reorganization 
Committee. 

The  following  matters  have  been  discussed 
and  are  being  implemented. 

1.  The  Housing  Inspection  Department  will 
serve  as  the  central  agency  for  title-search  and 
verification  for  ownership.  All  three  depart- 
ments are  now  spending  considerable  time  and 
funds  for  this  purpose.  It  will  also  serve  as  a 
means  of  transmitting  information  on  what 
buildings  each  department  is  taking  legal  action 
against. 

2.  There  is  now  in  operation  a  system  of  re- 
ferring complaints   and   violations.     When   an 


inspector  from  the  Housing  Inspection  De- 
partment discovers  violations  that  are  the 
responsibility  of  another  city  agency,  they  are 
notified  in  writing.  The  results  of  that  investi- 
gation are  then  sent  back  to  the  Housing  In- 
spection Department.  This  referral  system 
has  been  adequate,  but  certain  improvements 
can  be  made  to  make  it  more  efficient. 

Refinements  in  the  present  system  are  these: 

Any  order  issued  by  the  Housing  Inspection 

Department   that   requires   a    building    permit 

will  be  referred  to  the  Building  Commissioner. 

Tin's  will  result  in  three  advantages: 

a.  It  will  prevent  illegal  wiring  and 
plumbing  repairs  from  being  made. 

b.  The  city  will  receive  revenue  from  the 
issuance  of  permits. 

c.  A  building  inspector  will  certify  to  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  that  a  vio- 
lation has  been  corrected. 

3.  Uniformed  sanitary  inspectors  from  the 
Public  Works  Department  will  be  assigned  to 
work  with  the  Housing  Inspection  Department 
in  specific  areas  of  the  city.  This  will  aid  in 
more  rapid  enforcement  in  those  areas  where 
both  departments  have  adjacent  responsibilities. 

4.  The  Housing  Inspection  Department 
Commissioner  has  asked  the  Fire  Department 
to  submit  advance  schedules  of  areas  in  which 
they  will  be  conducting  inspections.  This  will 
permit  me  to  better  deploy  my  own  inspection 
staff  into  other  areas. 

The  Fire  Department  is  being  asked  to  in- 
struct  their  personnel  to  note  any  serious  vio- 
lations of  the  housing  code  for  immediate  refer- 
ence to  the  Housing  Inspection  Department. 

5.  The  Corporation  Counsel,  the  Building 
Commissioner,  representatives  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  Real  Property  and 
Assessing  Departments,  and  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Housing  Inspection  Department  have 
been  holding  monthly  meetings  regarding  tax 
delinquent  buildings  to  look  into  the  best  way 
of  insuring  structural  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
these  buildings. 

This  has  several  purposes.  Among  them  is  to 
detect  buildings  that  are  in  serious  violation  of 
the  various  codes.  It  also  sets  up  a  priority  on 
the  collection  of  rents. 

6.  Team  inspections  by  the  Housing,  Build- 
ing, and  Fire  Departments  have  been  considered 
and  given  a  trial  test.  But  it  is  the  experience 
of  Boston  and  other  major  cities  that  this  is  an 
extremely  inefficient  method  of  code  enforce- 
ment. In  1967,  for  example,  out  of  26,495  dwell- 
ing units  coded  by  the  Housing  Inspection  De- 
partment, there  were  203  referrals  made  to 
other  departments.  Most  of  the  violations 
uncovered  by  mass  coding  operations  are  those 
of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  There  is  therefore 
little  justification  for  spending  the  man  hours 
and  funds  necessary  required  by  team  inspec- 
tions. Further,  this  takes  building  and  fire 
inspector  away  from  work  they  should  be  doing. 

Our  prior  experience  also  indicates  that  many 
residents  vigorously  object  to  having  three 
inspectors  going  through  their  homes  at  the 
same  lime. 

7.  Since  January  of  1968  the  number  of 
housing  inspectors  has  increased  from  forty- 
nine  to  fifty-one. 
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Ten  housing  inspector  trainees  will  soon  be 
starling  work  through  the  New  Careers  Program. 
They  will  receive  a  52-week  training  program. 
Two  thirds  of  their  salary  is  paid  by  ABCD  and 
one  third  by  the  city.  During  the  year  they 
will  be  doing  exterior  inspection  work. 

An  additional  seven  inspectors  will  be  added 
if  the  city  receives  funding  for  its  concentrated 
code  enforcement  program. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal. 


ENDORSEMENT  OF  ATLANTIC  WORLD 
PORT     AND     OIL     REFINERY     AT 
MIACHIASPORT,   MAINE 
Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  account  for  11.4  percent  of  the 
United  States  market  for  No.  2  oil,  and  the  need 
for  fuel  becomes  of  prime  importance  in  the 
winter  months  for  the  residents  of  the  Greater 
Boston  area  who  are  the  prime  users  of  No.  2 
oil;  and 

Whereas,  Despite  New  England's  and  Mas- 
sachusetts' dependence  on  heavy  fuel  and  heat- 
ing oil,  there  is  at  present  no  refinery  in  the  area, 
nor  is  there  an  oil  pipeline  in  the  area ;  and 

Whereas,  This  is  the  highest  cost  energy 
region  in  the  nation  where  consumers  pay  higher 
prices  to  import  refined  products  from  other 
areas  in  the  United  States,  and,  consequently, 
Greater  Boston  residents  pay  the  highest  cost 
in  the  nation  for  such  fuel  energy;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  a  constant  upward 
spiral  of  heating  oil  prices  in  New  England  with 
retail  prices  for  fuel  oil  rising  from  15.9  cents 
per  gallon  in  1964  to  17.7  cents  per  gallon  in 
1968;  and 

Whereas,  The  development  of  an  Atlantic 
World  Port  and  Oil  Refinery  for  New  England 
at  Machiasport,  Maine,  has  been  endorsed  by 
the  New  England  Governors'  Conference,  the 
New  England  Regional  Commission,  and  the 
New  England  Council  for  Economic  Develop- 
ment; and 

Whereas,  The  supply  of  large  volumes  of 
heating  oil  at  sharply  lower  prices  will  bring 
about  a  downward  trend  in  the  whole  price 
structure  for  heating  oil  and  arrest  the  inflation- 
ary price  trend,  and  substantial  savings  will  be 
passed  on  to  the  refinery's  customers;  and 

Whereas,  Taxpayers  generally,  as  well  as  New 
England  and  Boston  consumers,  will  benefit  in 
savings  at  an  estimated  total  of  at  least  $6.5 
million  annually,  and  the  United  States  Armed 
Forces  will  be  given  an  added  measure  of  supply 
security  in  the  event  of  emergency ;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
express  wholehearted  endorsement  of  the  Atlan- 
tic World  Port  and  Oil  Refinery  for  New  Eng- 
land at  Machiasport,  Maine,  to  Secretary  of 
Interior  Stuart  Udall  for  his  final  determination 
in  granting  a  free  trade  zone  license  to  this 
project. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

ERS 

Coun.  O'LFARY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  at- 
tested copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  ap- 
proved under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2, 
as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, — 
to  the  end  that  section  2  of  chapter  224  of  the 
Acts  of  1936,  as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter 
117  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  be  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  the  following  paragraph: 

The  Commonwealth,  through  its  Commis- 
sioner of  Education,  shall  reimburse  all  parochial 
schools  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  providing, 
through  teachers  not  belonging  to  any  religious 
order,  courses  of  instruction  approved  by  such 
Commissioner.

O'LEARY,  ATKINS,  FOLEY, 
BYRNE,  KERRIGAN,  LANGONE,  Mc- 
DONOUGH,  SALTONSTALL,  and  TIMILTY 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  general  court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts — 
to  the  end  that  no  land  shall  be  hereafter  ac- 
quired by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  nor  shall  any  building, 
structure,  or  facility  be  constructed  by  said

PROGRAM  FOR  SALE  OF  PROPERTY 
IN  URBAN  RENEWAL  AREAS 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority has  been  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  executing  the  Urban  Renewal  Program  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Said  program  involves  the  purchase 
and  disposition  of  property  within  urban  renewal 
areas,  and  also  the  proper  relocation  of  residents 
of  said  renewal  areas;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  encourage  displacees  to  relocate 
within  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  for  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  to  have  information  re- 
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garding  properties  available  for  disposition,  in 
order  to  relocate  area  residents  as  close  to  their 
original  neighborhoods  as  possible,  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston  that 

1.  All  owners  or  landlords,  who  intend  to  sell, 
lease,  rent  or  otherwise  dispose  of  residential 
property  located  in  designated  renewal  areas 
shall  be  requested  and  urged  to  register  the 
following  information  with  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  at  least  five  business  days 
before  the  dale  such  property  is  offered  for  sale, 
lease,  rental,  or  other  disposition: 

a.  Location

209,  212,  an  undoubted  purpose  of 
centralizing  municipal  purchases  in  one  agency 
is  "a  saving  in  expenditure  through  enabling  the 
purchase  of  many  items  in  larger  quantities 
than  would  be  possible  if  each  department 
should  act  on  its  own."  In  this  machine  age, 
there  may  well  be  a  similar  saving  in  expenditure 
if  contracts  for  servicing  machines  were  likewise 
centralized  in  the  same  agency.  I  therefore 
recommend  adoption  of  the  ordinance  trans- 
mitted herewith  enlarging  the  function  of  the 
Purchasing  Agent  to  encompass  the  acquisition 
of  services.

LOAN  AND  APPROPRIATION  ORDERS 
FOR  ACQUISITION  OF  LAND,  CON- 
STRUCTION OF  SWIMMING  POOLS 
AND  LIGHTING  OF  RECREATION 
AREAS 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  communication 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation 
requesting  funds  for  acquisition  of  land  for  park 
purposes,  for  the  construction  of  swimming  pools, 
and  for  the  lighting  of  recreation  areas,  with 
accompanying  loan  and  appropriation  orders. 

The  total  amount  of  the  loan  program  is 
$4,430,000.  In  the  event  these  loan  orders  are 
approved,  the  city  will  have  $11.5  million  re- 
maining available  within  its  borrowing  capacity 
under  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  meet 
any  unforeseen  emergencies  during  the  remain- 
der of  1968. 

The  Public  Facilities  Commission  has  amended 
the  capital  improvement  program  to  include  these 
projects  (see  attachment). 

The  mandatory  referral  provisions  of  chapter 
3,  section  23  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 
have  also  been  satisfied  with  the  BRA  report 
attached  to  the  Commissioner's  letter. 

The  first  order  attached  is  for  a  loan  of 
$1,440,000  for  the  construction  of  four  outdoor 
swimming  pools.  The  second  order  is  for  an 
appropriation  of  $60,000  from  available  funds 
for  the  same  purpose  in  compliance  with  the 
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terms  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  which  require  that  4  percent  of  the  cost 
of  the  project  be  appropriated  from  available 
revenue  funds. 

The  third  order  is  for  a  loan  of  $490,000  for  the 
acquisition  of  land  for  park  purposes.  The 
fourth  order  is  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000 
from  available  funds  for  the  same  purpose  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  section  7  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  which  require  that  2 
percent  of  the  cost  of  the  project,  be  appropriated 
from  available  revenue  funds. 

The  last  order  is  for  a  loan  of  $2,500,000  for 
departmental  equipment  which  will  be  used  to 
light  various  recreational  areas  in  the  city.  In 
this  case,  the  provisions  of  section  7  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  which  require  a  10  per- 
cent appropriation  from  available  funds  have 
been  satisfied  by  appropriations  for  equipment 
in  the  regular  city  budget. 

I  respectfully  request  your  Honorable  Body's 
expeditious  approval  of  the  accompanying  loan 
and  appropriation  orders  so  that  this  program 
may  get  under  way  as  quickly  as  possible.

Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  November 
4,  1968,  with  which  copy  of  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  October  28,  1968,  concerning 
increased  police  protection  to  fire  fighters  was 
enclosed: 

At  the  present  time,  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment is  furnishing  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 


ment with  the  following  coverage  in  vehicles  and 
personnel: 

1.  A  marked  cruiser,  designated  as  F-3, 
with  two  patrolmen,  seven  nights  a  week, 
5.45  p.m.  to  12.30  a.m.,  responding  to  all  alarms 
on  Districts  9  and  10. 

2.  A  marked  cruiser,  with  two  patrolmen, 
assigned  to  Ladder  4  to  stand  by  at  fire  station 
and  accompany  apparatus  to  alarms,  seven 
nights  a  week,  5.45  p.m.  to  12.30  a.m. 

3.  A  marked  cruiser,  with  two  patrolmen, 
assigned  to  Engine  24,  similar  duties  and  hours 
as  No.  2. 

4.  Two  patrolmen  are  assigned  to  a  Fire 
Department  vehicle  daily,  5.45  p.m.  to  12.30 
a.m.,  working  with  fire  fighters  on  the  false 
alarm  problem. 

5.  Seven  nights  a  week,  from  5.45  p.m.  to 
12.30  a.m.,  fourteen  patrolmen  are  assigned  to 
seven  different  fire  stations,  two  men  responding 
with  each  district  chief  to  alarms. 

With  specific  reference,  therefore,  to  the  two 
items  in  the  order,  I  respectfully  recommend: 

1.  That  at  the  present  time  there  be  no 
increase  in  the  number  of  police  cars  assigned  to 
the  fire  fighters,  as  to  assign  three  additional 
cars  would  mean  deployment  of  cars  from  patrol 
duties  in  districts  where  they  are  vitally  needed 
under  present  requirements. 

2.  That  the  present  hours,  six  and  three- 
quarter  hours,  be  maintained,  because,  with  the 
onset  of  the  winter  months,  a  reduction  of  in- 
cidents of  abuse  and  harassment  may  be  ex- 
pected. 

3.  That  notification  of  any  proposed  changes 
in  the  aforementioned  police  coverage  will  be 
transmitted  through  regular  channels  to  the 
Fire  Commissioner. 

This  entire  situation  is  being  evaluated  on  a 
day-to-day  basis  and  prior  notification  will  be 
given  on  any  suggested  changes.

( ienllemen: 

On  May  6,  1968,  you  passed  a  resolution  re- 
questing his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  me  to 
investigate  the  conduct  of  William  J.  Fitz- 
gerald, Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
to  determine  if  it  violated  the  Conflict  of  In- 
terest Law  of  the  Commonwealth,  G.L.,  c.  268A. 
In  the  same  order  you  requested  the  Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  conduct  a 
complete  investigation  of  the  relationship  be- 
tween Commissioner  Fitzgerald  and  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Immediately  after  receiving  your  order,  I 
conferred  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Com- 
mission should  assemble  all  the  facts  relating  to 
the  matter  on  which  I  would  draw  conclusions 
of  law.  I  have  now  received  an  advance  copy 
of  the  report  which  I  understand  the  Finance 
Commission  is  sending  to  you.  That  report 
assesses  several  areas  where  conflicts  might  exist 
between  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  private  interests  and 
his  duties  while  he  was  Fire  Commissioner.  I 
shall  deal  with  them  in  the  order  raised  in  the 
Finance  Commission's  report. 

1.  In  connection  with  the  so-called  "South 
End  Parking  Lot,"  bounded  by  Yarmouth  and 
Dartmouth  streets  and  Columbus  avenue,  it 
appears  that  all  of  the  property  was  acquired  by 
Mr.  Fitzgerald  before  he  became  Fire  Commis- 
sioner of  the  City  of  Boston.  There  would, 
therefore,  appear  to  be  no  violation  of  the  law 
with  respect  to  the  acquisition  of  the  property. 
The  question  of  licenses  required  for  operation 
of  the  lot  is  dealt  with  in  paragraph  3  of  this 
letter. 

2.  The  Finance  Commission's  investigation 
of  the  records  of  the  Real  Property  Department 
indicated  that  Mr.  Fitzgerald  purchased  no 
property  from  the  city  during  the  period  while 
he  was  Fire  Commissioner.  He  did,  however, 
lease  one  lot  located  at  38  Braddock  Park  on  a 
tenant-at-will  basis  from  August,  1966,  until 
May  1,  1968,  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $25.  I  am 
informed  by  the  Finance  Commission  that  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  did  nothing  with  this  property  during 
the  period  when  it  was  under  lease.  Section 
17  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Statute  prohibits 
receiving  compensation  from  anyone  other  than 
the  city  in  relation  to  any  particular  matter  in 
which  the  city  has  a  direct  and  substantial 
interest.  Since  there  is  no  indication  that  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  received  anything  from  any  other 
source  in  connection  with  this  property,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  no  violation  of  section  17  oc- 
curred in  this  case. 

Section  20  of  the  statute  penalizes  a  municipal 
employee  "who  has  a  financial  interest  directly 
or  indirectly  in  a  contract  in  which  the  city  is  an 
interested  party."  Section  20  goes  on  to  provide 
that  it  "shall  not  apply  (a)  to  a  municipal  em- 
ployee who  in  good  faith  and  within  thirty  days 
after  he  learns  of  an  actual  or  prospective 
violation  of  this  section  makes  full  disclosure  of 
his  financial  interest  in  the  contracting  agency 
and  terminates  or  disposes  of  the  interest. 
.  .  ."  I  understand  from  Mr.  Fitzgerald  that 
as  soon  as  he  learned  of  the  matter  in  April, 
1968,  he  informed  the  Real  Property  Department 


of  it  and  terminated  the  lease  on  April  30.  Ac- 
cordingly 1  do  not  believe  there  was  any  viola- 

I  ion  of  sect  it, ii  2(1  in  connect  ion  wit  h  t  liis  matter. 

Prior  to  his  becoming  Fire  Commisi  ioner,  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  controlled  the  Bowdoin  Square 
Garage  Company,  Inc.,  which  leased  from  the 
Real    Property    Department     the    garages    on 

Kilby  and  Bedford  streets  and  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  a  parcel  of  land 
located  on  Hanover  street.  Before  his  appoint- 
ment as  Fire  Commissioner,  Mr.  Fitzgerald 
divested  himself  of  all  interest  in  the  Bowdoin 
Square  Garage  Company,  Inc. 

The  Finance  Commission  points  out  that  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  does  appear  as  secondarily  liable 
under  the  bond  which  has  been  posted  by 
Bowdoin  Square  Garage  Company,  Inc.,  on  its 
lease  of  the  Kilby  Street  garage.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  such  a  guarantee,  if  it  was  provided 
without  consideration,  does  not  constitute  a 
violation  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Statute. 

3.  As  the  Finance  Commission  has  pointed 
out,  the  Fire  Commissioner  sits  as  a  member  of 
various  boards  and  commissions  including  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Commission,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses  in  the  Building  Department, 
and  the  Public  Safety  Commission.  The  Finance 
Commission  found  no  instance  in  which  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  had  any  personal  interest  in  matters 
which  came  before  these  bodies.  I  am  of  the 
opinion,  therefore,  that  no  conflict  of  interest 
occurred  in  these  connections. 

Section  23  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Statute 
sets  down  additional  very  broad  rules  concerning 
standards  of  conduct  for  municipal  employees. 
Nothing  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion demonstrates,  in  my  opinion,  that  Mr. 
Fitzgerald,  while  Fire  Commissioner,  failed  to 
observe  the  statutory  standards.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  CON- 
TROL OF  DOGS 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 
An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Control  of  Dogs, 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston: 

SECTION  1.     DEFINITIONS 

As  used  in  this  ordinance  the  following  terms 
mean: 

Owner:  Any  person,  group  of  persons,  or  cor- 
poration owning,  keeping  or  harboring  a  dog 
or  dogs. 

At  Large:  Any  dog  shall  be  deemed  to  be  at 
large  when  he  is  off  the  property  of  his  owner 
and  not  under  control  of  a  competent  person, 
except  between  the  hours  of  8  p.m.  (9  p.m.  Day- 
light Saving  Time)  to  8  a.m.,  and  except  between 
the  dates  of  December  15  and  March  1. 

SECTION  2.     RESTRAINT 

(a)  No  owner  shall  permit  a  dog  to  be  at 
large: 

(1)  In  a  school,  a  schoolyard,  or  public  way 
adjacent  to  a  schoolyard; 

(2)  In  a  public  recreation  area; 

(3)  In  a  public  park; 

(4)  As  a  part  of  a  pack  of  more  than  three 
dogs  running  together. 

(b)  Unspayed  female  dogs  shall  be  kept  con- 
fined in  a  building  or  secure  enclosure  or  kept 
on  leash  when  in  heat. 

SECTION  3.     IDENTIFICATION 
All   dogs   are   required   to  wear   a   collar   or 
harness  to  which  shall  be  attached  an  identifica- 
tion plate  giving  license  tag  and  such  others  as 
required  by  the  dog  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 
SECTION  4.     ENFORCEMENT 

(a)  Violation  of  more  than  one  provision  of 
this  ordinance  at  one  time  shall  be  considered  as 
concurrent,  and  only  one  fine  shall  be  levied  for 
such  concurrent  violation. 

(b)  Complaints  for  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  handled  in  accordance  with  the 
procedure  established  under  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  chapter  140,  section  173  A. 

(c)  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  enforced  by  the  Dog  Officer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  any  Police  Officer  of  said  City,  the 
Dog  Officer  shall  be  furnished  a  copy  of  a  master 
list  by  the  Licensing  Body. 

SECTION  5.     EFFECTIVE   DATE 

The  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 

May  1,  1969.

The  Committee  on  Probation  at  its  meeting 
December  2,  1968,  voted  pursuant  to  General 
Laws,  chapter  276,  sections  83  and  99A,  to  es- 
tablish  the  schedule  of  probation  officer  com- 
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pensation  for  all  probation  officers  as  shown  on 
the  sheet  attached,  and  directed  that  the  Com- 
missioner consult  with  respect  thereto  the 
judicial  bodies  and  the  county  commissioners  as 
required  by  the  statute. 

The  committee's  new  schedule  is  projected  to 
take  effect  January  1,  1969.  It  involves  a  gen- 
eral 9  percent  increase  throughout  over  the  cur- 
rent schedule  which  was  established  July  1, 
1968,  all  without  interference  with  each  proba- 
tion officer's  current  annual  increment  accrual 
date. 

The  Committee  on  Probation  voted  should 
any  general  statewide  increase  in  pay  schedules 
to  include  the  probation  service  be  enacted  by 
the  Legislature  in  1969,  the  increases  in  the 
schedule  hereto  attached  should  be  considered 
included  in  such  general  increase  and  not  addi- 
tional thereto. 

Implementation  of  the  new  schedule  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1969,  involves  paying  each  probation 
officer  the  new  rate  of  salary  for  the  same  num- 
bered step  to  which  he  is  allocated  by  the  com- 
mittee's schedule  prescribed  to  be  in  effect 
theretofore. 

We  hope  shortly  to  furnish  you  with  copies  of 
individual  salary  schedules  for  those  probation 
officers  with  whom  you  have  concern  as  they  are 
affected  by  the  projected  new  schedule.

USE   OF   CHEMICAL  TEAR   GAS   SPRAY 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  December  11,  1968. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Re:  Chemical  Tear  Gas  Spray. 
Gentlemen : 

In  connection  with  your  order  dated  July  29, 
1968,  I  am  sending  to  you  a  report  from  the 
Boston  Police  Commissioner  to  me  dated 
September  3,  1968,  and  a  report  from  the  Sur- 
geon General  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  dated  May  3,  1968.  As  you  will 
note  from  the  letter  of  the  Police  Commissioner, 
these  reports  deal  only  with  the  product  known 
as  "Chemical  Mace,"  a  product  sold  only  to 
law  enforcement  agencies.  Neither  the  Boston 
Police  Department  nor  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  appear  to  have  reviewed 
evidence  relating  to  chemical  tear  gas  sprays 
sold  on  the  market  to  the  general  public. 

Mass.  G.  L.,  c.  94B,  establishes  a  system 
for  regulation  of  "hazardous  substances"  which 
term,  as  defined  by  the  Legislature,  encompasses 
the  chemical  tear  gas  spray  referred  to  in  your 
order. 

The  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Public 
Health  is  empowered  to  impose  certain  labelling 
requirements  on  hazardous  substances  which 
then  cannot  lawfully  be  sold  in  Massachusetts 
without  proper  designation.  Chapter  94B, 
s.  3.  Because  of  this  state  system  of  regulation 
of  hazardous  substances  including  the  subject 
chemical  tear  gas  spray,  I  do  not  believe  the 
Boston  City  Council  has  the  power  to  ban  in 
Boston  the  sale  of  this  product.

We  have  been  reviewing  the  available  evi- 
dence regarding  the  nature  and  effects  of  the 
nonlethal  weapon  known  as  "Chemical  Mace" 
and  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  salient, 
features  our  studies  have  disclosed  to  date. 

The  design  of  "Chemical  Mace"  for  use 
against  individuals,  together  with  the  ability 
of  the  item  to  deliver  an  irritating  substance  to 
a  localized  tissue  area  and  maintain  the  ac- 
tivity of  the  irritant  at  this  spot  for  a  period  of 
time,  clearly  increases  the  possibility  of  more 
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than  transient  effects  to  the  exposed  individual 
unless  treatment  is  prompt. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  law-enforce- 
ment ollicials  be  advised  to  see  that  subjects 
controlled  by  the  use  of  agents  of  this  type  be 
treated  promptly  and  specifically.  We  feel 
also  that  the  manufacturers  of  products  of  this 
type  should  stress  the  importance  of  prompt 
and     individual     treatment. 

Ordinarily,  Hushing  the  areas  of  the  body 
exposed  to  Mace  with  water  would  constitute 
adequate  treatment.  If  the  exposure  has  been 
severe,  gentle  but  copious  Hushing  of  the  con- 
junctiva, fluorescein  examination,  and  anti- 
inflammatory drops  may  be  beneficial.  Salves, 
creams,  or  ointments  should  not  be  applied  to 
skin  until  the  chloroacetophenone  has  dissipated 
since  they  may  retard  its  sublimination  pro- 
moting   local    irritation. 

This  treatment  procedure  also  should  be 
followed  by  the  police  oilicer  who  may  be 
exposed  to  the  substance  during  its  period  of 
use.  In  fact,  absorption  in  the  clothing  of  the 
kerosene-like  solvent  which  is  relatively  non- 
volatile of  itself  can  prolong  the  local  action  of 
chloroacetophenone  and  should  be  considered 
as  a  condition  requiring  of  treatment. 

Attached  is  a  fact  sheet  which  covers  in 
slightly  greater  detail  some  of  our  findings. 

While  "Chemical  Mace"  and  related  formu- 
lations are  not  covered  by  the  Federal  Hazardous 
Substances  Act  and  do  not  lit,  in  our  opinion, 
within  the  definition  of  "drugs"  under  the 
purview  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
we  plan  to  encourage  further  studies,  particu- 
larly to  determine  possible  chronic  effects. 
As  additional  information  is  available,  we  will 
revise  our  recommendations  as  necessary.

Fact  Sheet  on  "Chemical  Mace" 
(and  related  control  agents  containing  chloro- 
acetophenone) 

The  product  trademarked  as  "Chemical 
Mace"  is  manufactured  by  General  Ordnance 
Equipment  Corporation,  Box  11211,  Freeport 
road,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania  15238.  We  are 
advised  that  there  are  similar  formulations  on 
the  market  produced  by  other  firms. 

The  product  is  essentially  a  pressurized  can 
containing  about  30  milliliters  or  more  of  a 
solution  of  chloroacetophenone  (tear  gas)  in  a 
mixed  solvent  consisting  of  l,l,2,-trichloro-l,2,2,- 
trifluoroethane  (approximately  70-80  percent), 
1,1,1,  tichloroethane  (approximately  5  percent) 
and  a  mixture  of  hydrocarbons  resembling  kero- 
sene (approximately  4  percent).  The  concentra- 
tion of  chloroacetophenone  in  the  product  is 
stated  on  the  label  to  be  0.9  percent.  Analyses 
of  sample  items  in  several  laboratories  have  indi- 
cated that  the  concentration  may  be  slightly 
higher  than  this  (approximately  1.2  percent). 
The  major  solvent  belongs  to  the  class  of  fluoro- 
hydrocarbons.  The  function  of  the  trichloro- 
ethane  is  unknown.  The  mixture  is  intended  to 
be  expelled,  as  a  stream  rather  than  as  a  cloud, 
to  give  an  effective  concentration  of  the  active 
ingredient  at  a  localized  point  on  the  target. 
The  presence  of  a  kerosene-like  solvent  which  is 
relatively  nonvolatile  prolongs  the  local  action 
of  chloroacetophenone. 


The  available  evidence  regarding  the  effects 
of  this  product  on  man  is  not  complete  and  docs 
not  permit  the  drawing  of  final  conclusions  at 
this  lime,  in  one  series  of  experiments  on  the 
effects  of  the  product  on  human  skin,  ii  was 
found,  as  expected,  that  exposure  of  voluntary 
human  subjects  to  skin  application  of  the  liquid 
in  the  item  produced  significant  skin  irritation 
but  no  permanent  aftereffects,  and  there  were 
no  signs  of  systemic  toxicity. 

A  number  of  studies  have  been  made  regard- 
ing the  effect  of  the  item  on  the  eyes  and  the 
skin  of  animals.  Direct  addition  of  small 
amounts  of  chloroacefophenone-solvent  mixture 
to  the  eyes  of  rabbits  in  FDA  laboratories  pro- 
duces eye  irritation  whose  duration  and  severity 
depends  on  the  dose  administered,  but  which 
disappears  with  time.  Other  investigators  have 
reported  similar  effects  on  monkeys.  It  is  gen- 
erally agreed  that  if  animals  are  exposed  to  the 
liquid  stream  or  spray  of  Mace  under  the  ex- 
pected conditions  of  use  the  degree  of  eye  irri- 
tation is  less  than  that  which  is  noted  when  the 
eyes  are  treated  directly  with  the  active  liquid. 
A  few  studies  (on  dogs),  on  the  possible  irritant 
effects  of  liquid  droplets  deposited  in  the  trachea 
by  inhalation,  have  led  to  inconsistent  findings. 

There  is  limited  information  with  regard  to 
the  treatment  of  individuals  controlled  by  this 
product.  The  effects  of  tear  gas  disseminated 
in  the  conventional  manner,  as  a  smoke  or  cloud, 
are  well  known.  The  use  of  "Chemical  Mace" 
is  different  because  of  the  localized  nature  of 
toxic  agent  application  together  with  the 
presence  of  the  relatively  nonvolatile  solvent 
containing  kerosene-like  hydrocarbons,  which 
would  appear  to  prolong  tissue  exposure  to  the 
chloroacetophenone  and  may  thus  increase  its 
irritant  effects.  It  is  generally  agreed  that 
flushing  of  the  agent  from  the  contact  point  is 
the  most  effective  treatment  and  that  the  appli- 
cation of  salves,  creams,  or  ointments  should 
be  discouraged  since  these  substances  aid  in 
localizing  the  active  material  at  the  site  of 
injury.  Because  of  the  effect  of  kerosene  in  pro- 
longing contact  between  the  agent  and  the  ex- 
posed tissue,  as  well  as  because  of  the  design  of 
the  product  to  provide  an  effective  concentra- 
tion of  the  agent  in  a  localized  area  on  the  target 
individual,  it  appears  desirable  to  initiate  treat- 
ment promptly  and  it  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  persons  hit  by  a  stream  of  this 
product  be  treated  promptly  at  a  fust-aid  station.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 

as  follows: 
SECTION  1. 

Chapter  28  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  23 
the  following  caption  and  sections: — 

Registration  of  Keepers  of  Shops  for  Barter, 
Rental  or  Sale  of  Printed  Matter  or  Motion 
Picture  Films  Restricted  to  Adults 

Section  23A.  No  person  shall  in  any  year 
keep  a  shop  for  the  barter,  rental  or  sale  of 
printed  matter  or  motion  picture  films  if  such 
shop  is  not  open  to  the  public  generally  but  only 
to  one  or  more  classes  of  the  public  excluding 
minors  under  eighteen  years  of  age  unless  in  such 
year  or  in  the  preceding  December  of  such  year 
such  person  has  registered  with  the  city  clerk  as 
provided  in  section  twenty-three  B  and  the 
number  assigned  to  him  upon  such  registration 
is  clearly  and  conspicuously  imprinted  on  all 
printed  matter  and  motion  picture  films  in  such 
shop;  nor  shall  any  person  keeping  a  shop  for  the 
barter,  rental  or  sale  of  printed  matter  or  motion 
picture  film,  in  any  year  keep  a  part  of  his  stock 
segregated  as  available  only  to  one  or  more 
classes  of  the  public  excluding  minors  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  unless  in  such  year  or  in 
the  preceding  December  for  such  year  such 
person  has  registered  with  the  City  Clerk  as 
provided  in  section  twenty-three  B  and  the 
number  assigned  to  him  upon  such  registration 
is  clearly  and  conspicuously  imprinted  on  all 
printed  matter  and  motion  picture  films  con- 
stituting a  part  of  the  stock  so  segregated;  nor 
shall  any  person  at  any  place  in  the  city,  barter, 
rent  or  sell,  or  offer  for  barter,  rental  or  sale,  any 
printed  matter  or  motion  picture  film  bearing  a 
legend  restricting  it  to  adults  only  or  to  one  or 
more  classes  of  the  public  excluding  minors  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  unless  in  such  year  or  in 
the  preceding  December  for  such  year  such 
person  has  registered  with  the  City  Clerk  as 
provided  in  section  twenty-three  B  and  the 
number  assigned  to  him  upon  such  registration 
is  clearly  and  conspicuously  imprinted  on  such 
printed  matter  or  motion  picture  film. 

Section  23B.  Any  person  desiring  that  a 
registration  number  be  assigned  to  him  for  the 
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purpose  of  section  twenty-three  A  shall  make 
application  therefor  to  the  City  Clerk  in  a 
writing  setting  forth: — (1)  His  name  and  place 
of  residence;  (2)  the  address  of  such  shop  or 
place,  (3)  the  names  and  places  of  residences  of 
all  persons  having  a  financial  interest  in  the 
business,  and  (-1)  the  names  and  business  address 
of  all  persons  supplying  the  printed  matter  or 
motion  picture  lilm  to  be  offered  for  barter, 
rental  or  sale.  Any  person  making  application 
as  aforesaid  shall  from  time  to  time  during  the 
year  as  circumstances  change  lile  supplementary 
writings  with  the  City  Clerk  setting  forth  such 
changes.  Unless  subsequent  to  the  effective 
date  of  section  twenty-three  A,  the  applicant 
has  violated  section  twenty-eight  or  section 
twenty-eight  A  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
seventy-two  of  the  General  Laws  and  finally 
adjudged  guilty  of  such  violation,  the  City 
Clerk  shall  assign  to  the  applicant  a  registration 
number. 

Section  23C.  Whoever  violates  any  provision 
of  section  twenty-three  A  or  whoever  makes  a 
false  or  fraudulent  representation  in  making  an

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  10  the 
following  chapter: — 

Chapter  10A 
Consumers'  Council 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
board,  known  as  the  Boston  Consumers'  Coun- 
cil, consisting  of  the  corporation  counsel  or  his 
designee,  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals or  his  designee,  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  or  his  designee,  a  person  appointed 
by  the  mayor  after  consultation  with  the  con- 
sumers' council  of  the  commonwealth  and  a 
person  appointed  by  the  mayor  after  selection 
at  large  as  representative  of  persons  of  low  in- 
come. Each  of  the  persons  appointed  by  the 
mayor  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected.  The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
designate  one  of  the  members  of  the  council  as 
chairman  and  another  as  vice  chairman.  All 
members  of  the  council  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties.  The  council  shall  meet  every 
other  month,  and  at  other  times  at  the  call  of 
the  chairman. 

The  mayor  shall  designate  an  employee  of  his 
office  to  serve  as  executive  secretary  of  the 
council;  and  the  council  may  appoint  a  clerical 
assistant. 

SECTION  2.  The  Boston  consumers'  council 
shall  conduct  studies,  investigations  and  re- 
search in  matters  affecting  consumer  interests; 
shall  keep  consumers  in  the  city  informed  of 
matters  affecting  their  interests,  using  for  that 
purpose  such  media  of  communication  as  the 
council  shall  from  time  to  time  adjudge  ap- 
propriate; and  shall  pursue  a  course  of  action  to 
insure  to  the  fullest  possible  extent  that  all  laws 
enacted  for  the  benefit  of  consumers  are  duly 
enforced. 

Coun.  O'LEARY  moved  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  the  ordinance.  The  rules 
were  not  suspended. 

The  foregoing  ordinance  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions. 


MAYOR  TO  RECONSIDER  SALARY  RE- 
QUEST   OF    FIRE    FIGHTERS 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  firemen  are  today 
demonstrating  around  City  Hall  in  support  of 
salary  increases;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  Department  is 
without  equal  in  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
performance  of  its  duty;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  fire  fighter  must  be 
given  the  highest  priority  for  his  willingness  to 
perform  under  the  most  adverse  conditions,  and 
for  his  daily  defiance  of  death,  injury  and 
harassment;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urge 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  reconsider  the  salary 
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request  of  ihe  Boston  firemen,  and  Lo  immedi- 
ately reopen  negotiations  in  this  regard.

MENT OF  BOSTON  ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGES   CONTROL  BOARD 

Couu.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 
Home  Rule  Petition  to   Establish  a  Bos- 
ton   Alcoholic   Beverages    Control   Board 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  at- 
tested copy  of  this  order,  hereby  is  approved 
under  Clause  1  of  Section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
the  end  that: 

Section  t :  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a  board  known  as  the  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  consisting  of  three  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  each  for  a  term  cotermi- 
nous with  the  Mayor,  one  of  whom  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  as 
chairman  of  said  board.  The  present  members 
of  the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  automatically  constitute  the  first  Boston 
Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Board.  Their  term 
shall  terminate  with  that  of  the  present  term  of 
the  Mayor.  The  five  members  shall,  after 
their  nomination  by  the  Mayor,  be  confirmed 
by  the  City  Council.  At  least  one  member  of 
the  Board  shall  be  appointed  from  each  of  the 
two  leading  political  parties  as  delined  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  Chapter  6  of  the  General  Laws.  No 
person  shall  be  a  member  of  said  Board  who  is 
employed  by  any  person  or  corporation  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
or  is  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  pecuni- 
arily interested  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  alco- 
holic beverages,  or  in  any  business  which  requires 
a  license  to  be  issued  by  said  Board.  The  Mayor 
shall  forthwith  remove  any  member  of  the  Bos- 
ton Alcoholic  Beverages  Board  who  shall  become 
employed  or  pecuniarily  interested  as  aforesaid. 
Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  similarly  filled 
by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The 
salary  of  the  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages  Con- 
trol Board  members  shall  be  determined  as  are 
the  salaries  of  other  municipal  employees  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  except  that  the  salary  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  shall  be  greater  than 
that  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  2:  The  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  shall  appoint  a  secretary  who  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  and 
issue  all  notices  of  the  Boston  Alcoholic  Bever- 
ages Control  Board  and  attest  such  papers  and 
orders  as  the  Board  shall  direct.  Such  secretary 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first.  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected,  but  he  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by 
the  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Board 
for  such  cause  as  it  shall  deem  sufficient,  pro- 
vided that  such  cause  is  stated  in  the  order  of 
removal.  The  salary  of  the  secretary  shall  be 
set  by  the  Mayor,  according  to  the  provisions 


of  Boston  law,  following  a  recommendation  by 
the  members  of  the  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board.  The  civil  service  law  and  rules 
shall  apply  neither  to  the  Boston  Alcoholic 
Beverages  Control  Board  members  nor  to  the 
Board  secretary. 

Section  .'J:  The  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  shall  exclusively  exercise  in  the 
City  of  Boston  all  the  powers  and  perform  all 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  im- 
posed upon  local  licensing  authorities  by  Chap- 
ter 1158  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  alcoholic 
beverages. 

Section  4:  The  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  may  prescribe  the  form  of  appli- 
cations for  licenses,  may  require  any  statement 
which  may  be  made  before  il  and  papers  which 
may  be  liied  with  it  relative  to  applications  for 
licenses  to  be  sworn  to,  and  for  such  purpose  any 
member  may  administer  oaths.  All  licenses 
issued  by  the  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages  Con- 
trol Board  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  thereof  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
ollice  of  said  Board;  and  all  fees  for  such  licenses, 
including  recording  fees,  miscellaneous  fees,  and 
all  other  revenue,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  city.  The  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  may  charge  a  fee  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  for  the  issuance  of  a  duplicate  of  any 
license  issued  by  it  under  Chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  5:  The  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  shall  certify  to  the  police  com- 
missioner, in  connection  with  every  application 
for  a  license,  the  name  and  residence  of  every 
applicant,  the  kind  or  class  of  license  applied  for, 
and  every  place  where  the  proposed  business  is 
to  be  conducted,  and,  in  connection  with  every 
license  issued,  the  effective  date  of  the  license, 
every  place  where  the  business  license  is  to  be 
conducted,  and,  in  addition,  every  transfer  of 
the  license,  change  of  place  of  business  for  the 
exercise  of  the  license,  and  modiiication,  sus- 
pension, revocation,  and  cancellation  of  the 
license  ordered  by  it. 

Section  6:  The  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  shall  have  power  solely  to  issue, 
modify,  suspend,  cancel,  or  revoke  those  licenses 
delegated  to  it  by  Chapter  138  of  the  General 
Laws  relating  to  the  dispensation  and/or  dis- 
tribution of  alcoholic  beverages. 

Section  7:  Any  provision  of  general  law  lo 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  no  application 
for  an  original  license  under  Section  12,  15,  or 
30A  of  Chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws,  nor 
any  application  for  a  change  of  the  place  for  the 
exercise  of  a  license  under  and  of  said  section, 
shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Boston  Alcoholic 
Beverages  Control  Board  until  seven  days  after 
said  Board  has  sent  a  copy  of  the  published 
notice  provided  for  by  Section  f5A  of  said 
chapter  to  the  state  senator  for  each  senatorial 
district  determined  by  said  Board  to  be  affected 
by  such  application,  the  state  representatives 
for  each  representative  district  so  determined, 
the  city  councillors,  and  every  person  who,  prior 
to  the  filing  of  such  application  but  subsequent 
to  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  preceding 
the  year  in  which  such  application  is  filed,  has 
requested  in  writing  notice  of  applications 
affecting  the  representative  district  so  deter- 
mined.   Such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  registered 
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mail  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant  to  the  place 
of  residence  of  the  state  senator  and  state  repre- 
sentative and  councillors  and  to  the  last  address 
specified  in  any  such  written  request. 

Section  8:  Notice  of  the  modification,  sus- 
pension, revocation  or  cancellation  of  a  li- 
cense under  Section  64,  of  Chapter  f38  of  the 
General  Laws  may  be  served  upon  the  licensee 
by  mail  or  by  any  police  ollicer  of  the  city,  by 
delivering  the  same  to  him  in  hand  or  by  leaving 
it  at  the  place  of  abode  of  the  licensee  or  at  the 
place  where  the  business  authorized  by  the 
license  is  carried  on.  Upon  service  of  such 
notice  or  at  such  later  time  as  may  be  specified 
in  such  notice,  the  license  shall  become  modi- 
fied, suspended,  revoked  or  cancelled,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

Section  9:  The  Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Board  shall,  after  notice  to  the  licensee 
as  prescribed  by  Section  64  of  Chapter  f38  of 
the  General  Laws,  seasonably  hold  a  hearing 
pursuant  to  said  Section  64,  decide  upon  the 
modification,  suspension,  revocation  or  cancella- 
tion of  the  license,  and  notify  the  police  commis- 
sioner and  the  licensee  of  such  decision.  The 
police  commissioner  shall  make  available  to  the 
Boston  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Board, 
members  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  for 
inspection,  regulation,  enforcement,  or  any 
reasonable  purpose  of  the  Board. 

Section  10:  Sections  1  through  6,  and  section 
16  of  Chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  Chapter 
213  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  Chapter  387  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  Chapter  715  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  Chap- 
ter 355  of  the  Acts  of  1935,  Chapter  305  of  the 
Acts  of  1945,  Chapter  183  of  the  Acts  of  1946, 
Chapter  229  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  Chapter  403 
of  the  Acts  of  1950,  Chapter  90  and  Chapter  622 
of  the  Acts  of  1952,  and  Chapter  62  of  the  Acts 
of  1955  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  11:  Chapter  15  of  Chapter  291  of  the 
Acts  of  1906,  as  amended  by  Chapter  135  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1917,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  all  after  the  first  sentence. 

Section  12:  Section  5  of  Chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  most  recently  amended  by  Sec- 
tion 1  of  Chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
last  sentence,  the  words  "or  any  board  or  officer

Whereas,  Substantial  numbers  of  Charlestown 
residents  have  been  or  will  be  aifected  by  the 
public  improvements,  rehabilitation,  demolition, 
new  construction,  displacement,  and  relocation 
activities  which  will  inevitably  be  a  part  of  the 
urban  renewal  process  in  their  community ; 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government, 
through  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  local  public  agency  (LPA)  letter 
No.  458,  on  June  24,  1968,  encourages  the  forma- 
tion of  project  advisory  committees  composed 
of  residents  from  each  neighborhood  to  be 
aifected  by  urban  renewal; 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  voiced  his  support  of  elected  urban  renewal 
committees  in  project  areas; 

Whereas,  The  City  Council,  on  May  13,  1968, 
adopted  a  resolution  approving  the  principle  of 
an  elected  urban  renewal  committee  for  the 
South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project  area; 

Whereas,  The  Director  of  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  has  stated  publicly  his 
support  for  the  concept  of  elected  urban  renewal 
committees;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Boston  City  Council  — 

1.  Approval  is  given  to  the  principle  of  an 
elected  Urban  Renewal  Committee  for  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area. 

2.  The  Urban  Renewal  Committee  is  in- 
structed to  hold  hearings,  at  least  one  of  which 
will  be  in  Charlestown,  so  that  the  residents  of 
Charlestown  might  express  their  opinions  on  the 
need  or/and  desirability  of  having  an  elected 
urban  renewal  committee  for  Charlestown,  to 
be  composed  of  residents  of  Charlestown. 

3.  The  Urban  Renewal  Committee  is  further 
instructed  to  report  back  to  the  Council  its 
findings  and  recommendations  withing  90  days.

No  structure  any  part  of  which  is  within  four 
hundred  feet  of  a  public  way,  public  building  or 
private  residence  shall  be  erected,  enlarged  or 
substantially  remodelled  within  the  City  of 
Boston  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Massachusetts 


Port  Authority  unless  plans  and  specilications 
for  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority prior  to  the  commencement  of  construc- 
tion or  remodelling.  If,  after  a  public  hearing, 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  linds  that 
the  proposed  project  is  compatible  with  sur- 
rounding land  uses,  will  not  adversely  affect  the 
general  well-being  of  the  neighborhood  and  is 
in  accordance  with  existing  long-range  plans  of 
said  city,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
shall  approve  the  said  project  and  shall  note  its 
approval  on  the  said  plans  and  specifications, 
copies  of  which  shall  be  maintained  on  file  and 
available  for  public  inspection  at  the  offices  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  The 
said  Authority  shall  give  notice  of  any  public 
hearing  required  by  this  section  (a)  by  publishing 
suitable  announcements  of  the  same  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers 
of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  second  such  publication  to  appear  not  less 
than  three  days  and  not  more  than  six  days 
prior  to  the  scheduled  date  of  hearing,  and  (b) 
by  sending  copies  of  such  announcements  by 
registered  or  certified  mail,  return  receipt  re- 
quested, to  all  owners  of  property  abutting  any 
part  of  the  site  on  which  the  proposed  project 
is  to  be  undertaken.

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  That  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
17F  of  the  Charter  for  the  City  of  Boston,  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  asked  to  pro- 
vide answers  to  the  following  questions  within 
two  weeks : 

1.  Does  the  number  of  elderly  citizens  in 
East  Boston  on  fixed-or- low-income  justify  the 
construction  of  low-income  housing  for  the 
elderly  in  East  Boston 

2.  Is  there  sufficient  space  on  either  or  both 
of  the  two  city-owned  lots — one  at  the  corners  of 
Paris  and  Meridian  streets,  one  at  the  corner  of 
New  and  Sumner  streets — to  construct  such 
housing  for  the  elderly 

3.  Is  there  sufficient  space,  and  can  such 
space  be  made  reasonably  available  for  the 
construction  of  such  housing  at  either  of  the 
following  sites: 
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A.  Lot  at  the  corners  of  West  Eagle  and 
Princeton  streets. 

B.  Belle  Isle,  opposite  SuiFolk  Downs. 

C.  The  lot  occupied  by  the  Old  Immigration

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  Clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
the  end  that: 

Section  1 :  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton a  Board  known  as  the  Boston  Licensing 
Board  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  each  for  a  term  coterminous  with 
that  of  the  Mayor,  one  of  whom  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  as  chairman 
of  said  Board.  The  three  members  shall  after 
their  nomination  by  the  Mayor  be  confirmed  by 
the  City  Council.  At  least  one  member  of  the 
Board  shall  be  appointed  from  each  of  the  two 
leading  political  parlies  as  defined  in  Section  I  of 
Chapter  6  of  the  General  Laws.  No  person  shall 
be  a  member  of  said  Board  who  is  in  any  way, 
directly  or  indirectly,  pecuniarily  interested  in 
any  business  which  requires  a  license  to  be  issued 
by  said  Board.  The  Mayor  shall  forthwith  re- 
move any  member  of  the  Boston  Licensing 
Board  who  shall  become  employed  or  pecuniarily 
interested  as  aforesaid.  Vacancies  in  the  Board 
shall  be  similarly  filled  by  the  Mayor  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  salary  of  the  Boston 
Licensing  Board  members  shall  be  determined 
as  are  the  salaries  of  other  municipal  employees 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  except  that  the  salary  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Board  shall  be  greater  than 
that  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  2:  The  Boston  Licensing  Board  shall 
appoint  a  secretary  who  shall  be  sworn  to  I  he 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  and  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  proceedings  and  issue  all  nolices 
of  the  Board  and  attest  such  papers  and  orders 
as  the  Board  shall  direct.  Such  secretary  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  election  at  which  the  Mayor  is  elected, 
but  he  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the 
Board  for  such  cause  as  it  shall  deem  sufficient, 
provided  that  such  cause  is  stated  in  the  order 
of  removal.  The  salary  of  the  secretary  shall  be 
set  by  the  Mayor,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  Boston  Law,  following  a  recommendation  l>> 
the  members  of  the  Boston  Licensing  Board. 
The  civil  service  law  and  rules  shall  appl\  neither 
to  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  members  nor  to 
the  Board  secretary. 


Section  3:  A.  The  Boston  Licensing  Board 
shall  exclusively  exercise  in  the  City  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  upon  local  licensing 
authorities  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140 
of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  inn-holders  and 
common  victualers  (except  when  a  license  to  sell 
alcoholic  beverages  has  been  obtained,  in  which 
case  jurisdiction  transfers  to  the  Alcoholic 
Beverages  Control  Board),  retail  vendors  of  soft 
drinks,  clubs  and  other  organizations  dispensing 
food  or  beverages  to  members  and  guests, 
lodging  houses,  billiard,  pool,  and  sippio  tables, 
bowling  alleys,  automatic  amusement  devices, 
fortune-tellers,  and  picnic  groves.  The  Boston 
Licensing  Board  shall  also  license  lunch  carts, 
as  contained  in  Chapter  140,  Section  49,  junk 
dealers,  as  contained  in  Chapter  140,  Section  54, 
second-hand  car  dealers,  as  contained  in  Chapter 
140,  Sections  59  and  64,  pawnbrokers,  as  con- 
tained in  Chapter  140,  Sections  70  and  81,  the 
inspection  of  books,  as  contained  in  Chapter  140, 
Section  87,  sightseeing  autos,  as  contained  in 
Chapter  159A,  power  boats,  as  contained  in 
Chapter  140,  Section  191,  dancing  schools,  as 
contained  in  Chapter  140,  Section  185H,  bathing 
suit  rentals,  as  contained  in  Chapter  140, 
Section  195,  Sunday  sports,  as  contained  in 
Chapter  130,  Sections  131  and  135,  and  skating 
rinks,  as  contained  in  Chapter  140,  Section  186. 

B.  The  Boston  Licensing  Board  shall  also 
issue  the  following  licenses  as  herein  below  speci- 
fied. Following  a  report  from  the  Health  De- 
partment, licenses  may  be  issued  to  the  follow- 
ing: massages,  baths,  and  pools,  as  contained 
in  Chapter  140,  Section  51,  killing  horses  in 
stables,  as  contained  in  Chapter  111,  Section 
154,  sausage  manufacturing,  as  contained  in 
Chapter  94,  Section  144,  slaughterhouses,  as 
contained  in  Chapter  94,  Section  118,  funeral 
directors,  as  contained  in  Chapter  114,  Section 
49,  and  stables,  as  contained  in  Chapter  111, 
Section  59.  The  following  licenses  may  be 
issued  after  receipt  of  reports  from  the  Fire  De- 
partment: the  sale  of  wood,  bark,  and  other 
fuels,  as  contained  in  Chapter  94,  Section  303. 
The  following,  after  reports  from  the  Health 
and  Fire  Departments:  the  sale  of  metal  or 
wood  alcohol,  as  contained  in  Chapter  94,  Sec- 
tion 303B.  The  following,  after  reports  from 
the  Police  Department:  auctioneers,  as  con- 
tained in  Chapter  100,  Section  1,  hawkers  and 
peddlers,  as  contained  in  Chapter  101.  Lodging 
houses  shall  be  licensed  only  after  reports  from 
the  Health,  Police,  and  Building  Departments. 
Cinemas,  as  contained  in  Chapter  143,  Sec- 
tion 72,  shall  be  licensed  only  after  reports  from 
the  Fire  and  Building  Departments.  Common 
carriers,  as  contained  in  Chapter  159A,  Section  1. 
shall  be  licensed  only  after  report  from  I  lie 
Traffic  and  Parking  Department.  Sightseeing 
autos,  as  contained  in  Chapter  159A.  Sections 
1  and  2,  shall  he  licensed  only  after  reports  from 
the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  and  the 
Police  Department.  \nimal  kennel-,  a-  con- 
tained in  Chapter  I  10,  Sections  137A  and  L37C, 
shall  be  licensed  only  after  reports  from  the 
Health  and  Police  Departments.  Funeral  di- 
rectors, as  contained  in  Chapter  11  I.  Sec  lion  10, 
shall  lie  licensed  only  after  reports  from  the 
Health  and  Building  Departments.  Cabins, 
motels,  and  trailer  park-  shall  be  licensed  onlj 
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after  reports   from    tlie    Building   Department, 
Police 'Department,  and  the  Board  of  Health. 

Section  4:  The  Boston  Licensing  Board  may 
prescribe  tlie  form  of  applications  lor  licenses, 
may  require  any  statement  which  may  be  made 
before  it  and  papers  which  may  be  liled  with  it 
relative  to  applications  lor  licenses  to  he  sworn 
to,  and  for  such  purpose  any  member  may 
administer  oaths.  All  licenses  issued  by  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board  shall  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  members  thereof  and  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  ollice  of  said  board;  and  all  fees 
for  such  licenses,  including  recording  fees, 
miscellaneous  fees  and  all  other  revenue,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  city.  The  Boston 
Licensing  Board  may  charge  a  fee  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  for  the  issuance  of  a  duplicate  of  any 
license  issued  by  it  under  Chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  5:  The  Boston  Licensing  Board  shall 
certify  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  in  connection 
with  every  application  for  a  license,  the  name 
and  residence  of  every  applicant,  the  kind  or 
class  of  license  issued,  the  effective  date  of  the 
license,  every  place  where  the  business  licensed 
is  to  be  conducted,  and,  in  addition,  every 
transfer  of  the  license,  change  of  place  of  business 
for  the  exercise  of  the  license,  and  modification, 
suspension,  revocation  and  cancellation  of  the 
license  ordered  by  it. 

Section  6 :  Chapter  thirty-eight  of  the  acts  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine  and  chapter 
three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7:  Section  5  of  Chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
Section  1  of  Chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
last  sentence,  the  words  "or  any  board  or  oilicer 
appointed  by  the  governor"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words :  "or  the  licensing  board, 
or  any  board  or  officer  appointed  by  the  gover- 
nor; provided,  however,  that  the  City  Council, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may  from  time 
to  time  make  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the 
purpose  of  transferring  to  the  licensing  board 
any  or  all  of  the  licensing  powers  of  any  other 
board  or  officer  of  the  city  (including  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor)  or  for  the  purpose  of 
rescinding  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  such 
by-law  or  ordinance." 

Section  8:  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
their  respective  appointments,  the  terms  of  the 
present  members  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1970  oil  which  date  all  relevant  prop- 
erty in  the  possession  of  said  board,  including 
all  records  and  other  papers,  shall  pass  to  the 
possession  of  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  pro- 
vided for  by  this  act;  and  on  and  after  said  date, 
any  reference  to  the  licensing  board  of  the  City 
of  Boston  appearing  in  any  general  or  special 
statute,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  or  in  any 
license,  order  or  notice  shall,  unless  a  contrary 
intention  clearly  appears,  be  deemed  to  refer 
to  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  provided  for  by 
this  act;  provided,  however,  that  if  a  decision 
has  not  theretofore  been  made  upon  any  matter 
or  matter  heard  prior  to  said  date,  the  members 
and  secretary  of  the  existing  licensing  board 
shall,  without  compensation  and  without  im- 
pairment of  the  rights,  powers,  and  duties  of  the 
Boston   Licensing  Board   provided  for  by   this 


act,  continue  in  ollice,  and  have  the  use  of  such 
of  the  aforesaid  property  as  may  be  necessary, 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  deciding  such  matter  or 
matters. 

Section  9:  All  orders,  rules  and  regulations 
made  by  the  existing  licensing  board  shall,  if  in 
full  force  and  effect  on  said  dale,  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  until  amended  or  repealed  by  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board  provided  for  by  this 
act;  and  no  license  granted  by  the  existing 
license  board  nor  any  matter  incidental  thereto 
shall  be  affected  in  any  way  1>\  the  passage  of 
this  act,  such  license  or  matter,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  be  dealt  with  in  all  respects  by  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board  provided  for  by  this 
act  instead  of  by  the  existing  licensing  board. 

Section  10:  Every  person,  except  the  board 
members  and  the  secretary,  holding,  in  the 
service  of  the  existing  licensing  board,  an  office 
or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
rules  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  service  of  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board  provided  for  by  this 
act  without  impairment  of  his  civil  service, 
retirement,  seniority  or  other  rights;  and  his 
service  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous 
to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  Licensing  Board 
were  not  reorganized  by  this  act. 

Section  11:  The  person  holding,  in  the  service 
of  the  existing  Licensing  Board,  the  office  or 
position  of  executive  assistant  as  of  and  on 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
is  hereby  transferred  to  the  service  of  the  Boston 
Licensing  Board.  No  person  shall  be  executive 
assistant  who  is  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly, 
pecuniarily  interested  in  any  business  which 
requires  license  to  be  issued  by  said  Board. 
The  Mayor  shall  forthwith  remove  any  executive 
assistant  or  confidential  secretary  who  shall 
become  employed  or  pecuniarily  interested  as 
aforesaid.

In  response  to  the  City  Council  order  of 
December  2,  1968,  relative  to  poor  conditions 
in  the  South  Boston  Municipal  Building,  I  offer 
the  following: 

Since  the  description  in  the  order  referred  to  a 
deterioration,  disrepair  and  a  condition  unfit 
for  general  use,  I  submit  that  such  description 
does  not  fit  said  building.  Prior  to  the  date  of 
the    order,    the    gymnasium,    which    had    been 


seriously  vandalized,  was  expeditiously  repaired. 

The  reference  in  the  Council  order  to  the 
cancellation  of  a  planned  dance  is  based  on 
erroneous  information.  Such  a  dance,  had  it 
been  requested  of  me,  would  have  been  held  in 
the  auditorium  over  the  courthouse.  The 
subject  auditorium  is  now,  as  it  was  then,  in 
good  condition  and  properly  fit  to  serve  the 
public.  I  cannot  give  priority  to  repairs  where 
no  repairs  are  needed. 

If  I  may  digress,  the  following  is  a  description 
of  events  prior  to  the  complaint  registered  with 
the  Council  by  the  public: 

A  group  of  youngsters  approached  the  senior 
custodian  of  South  Boston  Municipal  Building 
and  courthouse  at  4  p.m.,  on  November  27, 
1968.  They  asked  permission  to  hold  a  victory 
dance  on  the  night  of  November  29 — please  note 
that  only  Thanksgiving  holiday  lay  between. 
There  was  no  responsible  adult  with  them  and 
they  were  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  same  group 
who  deliberately  vandalized  the  special  toilet 
facilities  for  a  woman  polio  victim  who  is  em- 
ployed in  the  courthouse.  They  climbed  over 
the  door  and  tore  out  the  special  support  bars. 
Necessary  repairs  to  this  toilet  were  promptly 
made. 

The  student  told  the  Real  Property  senior 
custodian  that  they  had  been  refused  rentals 
at  both  South  Boston  High  School  and  the  Gate 
of  Heaven  Church. 

The  senior  custodian  refused  them  the  use  of 
the  hall  and  referred  them  to  me  for  permission. 
I  fully  support  his  decision. 

At  no  time  was  a  request  directed  to  me  for 
such  a  function.  The  use  of  all  buildings  of 
this  department  is  encouraged,  but  it  is  re- 
quired that  responsible  sponsors  make  the 
arrangements  and  the  proper  supervision  of  the 
function  be  assured  Had  this  been  done  I'm 
sure  this  unfounded  complaint  would  not  have 
been  contrived  and  presented  to  the  councillors.

Secretary  Udall  has  asked  us  to  thank  you 
for  your  recent  communication  concerning  the 
refinery  that  Occidental  Petroleum  Company 
proposes  to  locate  in  a  Foreign  Trade  Zone  in 
Machiasport,  Maine. 

Due  to  the  tremendous  amount  of  correspon- 
dence that  we  have  received  regarding  this 
proposal,  we  find  it  necessary  to  reply  by  form 
letter. 

The  department  has  before  it  three  appli- 
cations for  facilities  in  Foreign  Trade  Zones. 
Proclamation  3279,  as  amended,  authorizes 
the  issuance  of  import  allocations  and  licenses 
for  crude  oil,  unfinished  oils,  and  finished 
products  into  Foreign  Trade  Zones,  pursuant 
to  regulations  issued  by  the  Secretary.  We 
have  proposed  for  comment  regulations  which 
would  enable  us  to  consider  applications  from 
persons  locating  facilities  in  zones  having 
approval  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Zone  Board. 

A  copy  of  the  proposed  regulations  is  enclosed.

Proposals   Announced    for    Modifying    Oil 
Import      Regulations      to      Authorize 
Petroleum     Feedstocks     for      Plants 
Located  in  Foreign  Trade  Zones 

Secretary  of  Interior  Stewart  L.  Udall  an- 
nounced today  that  he  was  seeking  comments 
on  alternative  modifications  of  the  Mandatory 
Oil  import  Program  relating  to  issuance  of 
allocations  and  licenses  for  Foreign  Trade 
Zones.  Although  Presidential  Proclamation 
3279  concerning  oil  imports  was  modified  in 
1965  to  require  allocations  and  licenses  for 
entry  of  petroleum  into  Foreign  Trade  Zones, 
regulations  have  not  been  issued  to  implement 
the  proclamation  provision. 

One  proposal  provides  for  entry  of  petroleum 
into  a  Foreign  Trade  Zone  as  presently  au- 
thorized by  the  Proclamation  and  further 
provides  for  imports  of  products  from  the  zone 
under  conditions  and  restrictions  set  forth  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

The  second  proposal  also  permits  shipment 
of  petroleum  into  a  zone  and,  in  addition, 
provides  for  imports  from  the  zone  into  customs 
territory  under  a  special  allocation  and  license 
in  a  quantity  proportional  to  the  quantity  of 
domestic  oil  processed  in  the  plant  located  in 
the  zone. 

The  proposals,  which  are  being  published  in 
the  Federal  Register,  are  attached.  Comments 
(7  copies)  on  the  proposals  may  be  submitted 
to  the  Oil  Import  Administrator,  Department 
of  the  Interior,  Washington,  D.C.  20240,  no 
later  than  30  days  following  publication  in  the 
Federal  Register.

Oil  Import  Regulation  1  (Revision  5) 
Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking 

Allocation  of  Imports — Foreign  Trade 
Zones 

Presidential  Proclamation  3279,  as  amended 
by  Proclamation  3693  of  December  10,  1965 
(30  F.R.  15459),  provides  that  no  foreign  crude 
oil,  unfinished  oils,  or  finished  products  may  be 
brought  into  a  foreign  trade  zone  in  Districts 
1-IV  and  District  V  for  processing  within  the 
zone,  except  by  or  for  the  account  of  a  person 
to  whom  a  license  has  been  issued  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  pursuant  to  an  allocation 
made  to  such  person  by  the  Secretary  in  ac- 
cordance with  regulations  issued  by  the  Secre- 
tary. 

This  notice  sets  out  two  proposals  with  respect 
to  allocations  for  facilities  in  foreign  trade  zones. 
The  proposals  are  (halted  in  the  form  of  sections 
of  Oil  Import  Regulation  I.  Each  proposal 
would  provide  for  the  making  of  /.one  allocations 
which  would  authorize  the  shipment  of  quanti- 
ties of  foreign  crude  oil  and  unfinished  oils  into 
specific  trade  zones.  The  provisions  relating 
to  zone  allocal  ions  are  the  same  in  each  proposal. 

Both  proposals  would  provide  for  the  making  of 
/.one  withdrawal  allocations  which  Would  au- 
thorize  transfers  from   foreign    trade   /.ones  and 
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entry  for  consumption  in  Districts  I-IV  or  in 

District  V  oi'  finished  products  or  unfinished  oils 
produced  in  foreign  trade  zones.  The  provisions 
relating  to  zone  withdrawal  allocations  are 
different  in  each  proposal.  An  amendment  of 
Proclamation  3279  would  be  required  before  the 
provisions  relating  to  zone  withdrawal  alloca- 
tions could  be  adopted.

Proposal  A 

Zone  Allocations  and  Zone  Withdrawal  Alloca- 
tions 

(a)  In  instances  in  which  the  Secretary  de- 
termines that  to  do  so  will  be  consonant  with  the 
objectives  of  Proclamation  3279,  as  amended,  a 
zone  allocation  may  be  made  to  a  person  for 
feedstocks  for  refinery  capacity  or  a  petro- 
chemical plant  which  will  be  established  in  a 
foreign  trade  zone  in  Districts  I-IV  or  in  District 
V  or  for  such  a  facility  which  is  established  in  a 
foreign  trade  zone.  Such  a  zone  allocation  will 
authorize  the  person  to  whom  it  is  made  to  move 
quantities  of  foreign  crude  oil,  or  unfinished  oils, 
having  a  nonprivileged  status,"  into  a  specific 
foreign  trade  zone  for  processing.  A  zone  ai- 
location  will  not  authorize  the  transfer  of  crude 
oil,  unfinished  oils,  or  finished  products  from  a 
foreign  trade  zone  into  customs  territory. 

(b)  A  zone  allocation  may  be  made  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Secretary  may  determine 
and  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
Secretary  may  prescribe. 

(c)  An  application  for  a  zone  allocation  should 
be  filed  with  the  Administrator.  An  applicant 
shall  furnish  in  detail  such  information  as  the

(i)     the  nature  of  the  facility, 
(ii)     the  location  of  the  facility, 
(iii)     the   products   and   the   quantity   of

(viii)  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  un- 
finished oils,  finished  products,  or  petro- 
chemicals to  be  exported  from  the  foreign 
trade  zone;  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  un- 
finished oils  or  finished  products  which  will  be 
transferred  from  the  foreign  trade  zone  to 
customs  territory  under  allocations  made 
pursuant  to  sections  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  or  25; 
the  kinds  and  quantities  of  products  to  be 
shipped  in  bond  from  the  zone  for  offshore  use; 
and  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  petrochemicals 
to  be  transferred  to  customs  territory  from 
the  foreign  trade  zone. 

(d)  Crude  oil  and  unfinished  oils  moved  into  a 
foreign  trade  zone  pursuant  to  a  zone  allocation 
made  under  this  section  shall  remain  in  a  non- 
privileged  status  and  shall  be  processed  in  the 


particular  zone  and  facility  for  which  the  alloca- 
tion was  made. 

(e;  in  instances  in  which  the  Secretary  de- 
termines that  to  do  so  will  be  consonant  with  the 
objectives  of  Proclamation  Ml'),  as  amended,  a 
zone  withdrawal  allocation  maj  be  made,  for 
such  period  of  time  and  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Secretary  may  determine, 
to  a  person  to  whom  a  zone  allocation  is  made. 
A  zone  withdrawal  allocation  will  authorize  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  made  to  transfer  from  the 
foreign  trade  zone  to  which  the  zone  allocation 
relates  and  to  enter  for  consumption  in  Districts 
I-IV  or  in  District  V,  as  the  case  may  be, 
quantities  of  specilied  finished  products  (other 
than  residual  fuel  oil  to  be  used  as  fuel)  or  un- 
finished oifs.  An  application  for  a  zone  with- 
drawal allocation  should  be  fifed  with  the  Ad- 
ministrator. An  applicant  shall  furnish  in 
detail  such  information  as  the  Administrator 
may  require. 

(f)  When  a  zone  allocation  has  been  made 
under  paragraph  (a),  or  when  a  zone  withdrawal 
allocation  has  been  made  under  paragraph  (e), 
of  this  section,  the  Administrator  shall  issue  a 
license  or  licenses  based  on  the  allocation  specify- 
ing, respectively,  the  quantities  of  crude  oil  or 
unfinished  oils  which  may  be  moved  into  the 
foreign  trade  zone  or  the  quantities  and  kinds  of 
finished  products  (other  than  residual  fuel  oil  to 
be  used  as  fuel)  or  unfinished  oils  which  may  be 
transferred  from  the  foreign  trade  zone  and 
entered  for  consumption  in  Districts  I-IV  or  in 
District  V,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  period  of 
time  such  license  or  licenses  shali  be  in  effect. 
The  Administrator  may  amend  such  iicenses. 

Proposal  B 
Zone     Allocations     and     Zone     Withdrawal 
Allocations 

(a)  In  instances  in  which  the  Secretary  de- 
termines that  to  do  so  will  be  consonant  with 
the  objectives  of  Proclamation  3279.  as  amended, 
a  zone  allocation  may  be  made  to  a  person  for 
feedstocks  for  refinery  capacity  or  a  petro-

(c)  An  application  for  a  zone  allocation  should 
be  filed  with  the  Administrator.  An  applicant

(iv)  the  capital  outlay  involved, 
(v)  the  average  b/d  of  feedstock  inputs  to 
such  facilities, 

(vi)  the  identification  of  the  feedstocks  and

(vii)  the   date   that   the   facility   went   on 
stream  or  is  scheduled  to  go  on  stream, 

(viii)  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  unfinished 
oils,  finished  products,  or  petrochemicals  to  be 
exported  from  the  foreign  trade  zone;  the  kinds 
and  quantities  of  unfinished  oils  or  finished 
products  which  will  be  transferred  from  the

(d)  Crude  oil  and  unfinished  oils  moved  into 
a  foreign  trade  zone  pursuant  to  a  zone  alloca- 
tion made  under  this  section  shall  remain  in  a 
nonprivileged  status  and  shall  be  processed  in 
the  particular  zone  and  facility  for  which  the 
allocation  was  made. 

(e)(1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph, a  zone  for  such  period  of  time  as  the 
Secretary  may  determine,  to  a  person  to  whom 
a  zone  allocation  is  made.  A  zone  withdrawal 
allocation  will  authorize  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
made  to  transfer  from  the  foreign  trade  zone  to 
which  the  zone  allocation  relates  and  to  enter 
for  consumption  in  Districts  I-IV  or  in  District 
V,  as  the  case  may  be,  quantities  of  specified 
finished  products  (other  than  residual  fuel  oil  to 
be  used  as  fuel)  or  unfinished  oils. 

(2)  The  quantity  of  imports  of  finished  prod- 
ucts or  unfinished  oils  stated  in  a  license  issued 
under  a  zone  withdrawal  allocation  shall  be 
based  upon  but  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity 
of  domestically  produced  crude  oil  or  unfinished 
oil  which  is  processed  or  further  processed  in 
the  refinery  or  petrochemical  plant  located  in  the 
foreign  trade  zone.  For  the  fust  allocation 
period  under  a  zone  withdrawal  allocation  the 
quantity  stated  in  the  license  shall  be  based  on 
the  estimated  quantity  of  domestically  produced 
oil  which  a  person  expects  to  process  in  the 
zone.  An  upward  or  downward  adjustment  in 
the  quantities  licensed  in  succeeding  allocation 
periods  shall  be  made  when  actual  inputs  of 
domestic  oil  in  the  facility  in  the  zone  during 
the  first  allocation  period  have  been  determined. 
For  all  allocation  periods  following  the  initial 
allocation  period  the  quantity  stated  in  a  license 
shall  be  based  on  actual  inputs  of  domestically 
produced  oil  to  the  facility  during  the  12-month 
period  ending  three  months  before  the  allocation 
period  for  which  the  license  is  requested. 

(3)  The  ratio  between  the  quantity  of  im- 
ports of  finished  products  or  unfinished  oils  stated 
in  licenses  issued  under  zone  withdrawal  allo- 
cations and  the  quantity  of  domestically  pro- 
ducted  oil  processed  in  basis  of  the  types  of 
products  which  will  be  entered  for  consumption 
under  the  zone  withdrawal  allocations  and  the 
geographical  location  of  the  zones. 


(4)  Applications  for  zone  withdrawal  alloca- 
tions and  for  licenses  under  such  allocations  must 
be  filed  with  the  Administrator,  in  such  form  as 
he  may  prescribe,  not  later  than  60  days  before 
the  beginning  of  the  allocation  period  for  which 
the  zone  withdrawal  allocation  or  license  is  re- 
quested. 

(f)(1)  A  person  to  whom  a  zone  withdrawal 
allocation  is  made  shall,  depending  on  the  type 
of  facility  which  the  person  operates  in  the 
foreign  trade  zone  and  the  location  of  the  zone, 
be  entitled  to  an  allocation  of  imports  of  crude 
oil  and  unfinished  oils  either  (i)  pursuant  to 
sections  9  or  25  of  the  regulation,  except  that 
such  an  allocation  shall  be  computed  only  on 
the  basis  of  crude  oil  or  unfinished  oils  (excluding 
unfinished  oils  falling  within  section  22,  sub- 
paragraph (0)(2)(i)),  which  were  produced  in 
Districts  I-IV  and  District  V  and  which  were 
run  in  a  petrochemical  plant  in  the  foreign 
trade  zone;  or  (ii)  pursuant  to  sections  10,  11,  or 
25  of  the  regulation,  except  that  such  an  allo- 
cation shall  be  computed  only  on  the  basis  of 
crude  oil  or  unfinished  natural  gas  products 
which  were  produced  in  Districts  I-IV  and 
District  V  and  which  were  run  in  the  refinery 
capacity  in  the  foreign  trade  zone. 

(2)  A  person  seeking  an  allocation  under  this 
paragraph  must  file  an  application  with  the 
Administrator,  in  such  form  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, not  later  than  60  days  prior  to  the  be- 
ginning of  the  allocation  period. 

(g)  When  a  zone  allocation  has  been  made 
to  a  person  under  paragraph  (a)  or  when  a  zone 
withdrawal  allocation  has  been  made  under 
paragraph  (e)  of  this  section  of  the  regulation, 
the  Administrator  shall  issue  a  license  or  licenses 
based  on  the  allocation  specifying,  respectively 
the  amount  of  crude  oil  or  unfinished  oils  which 
may  be  moved  into  the  foreign  trade  zone  or 
the  quantities  and  kinds  of  finished  products 
(other  than  residual  fuel  oil  to  be  used  as  fuel) 
or  unfinished  oils  which  may  be  transferred 
from  the  foreign  trade  zone  and  entered  for 
consumption  in  Districts  I-IV  or  in  District  V, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  period  of  time  such 
license  or  licenses  shall  be  in  effect.  The  Ad- 
ministrator may  amend  such  licenses.

MINORITY    REPORT    OF    COUNCILLOR 
O'LEARY 

Coun.  O'LEARY,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Penal  Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  vested  in  me 
under  chapter  126  as  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Penal  Matters,  I  hereby  submit  a  mi- 
nority report  on  Suffolk  County  Jail  at  Charles 
Street,  and  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction 
at  Deer  Island. 

On  March  15,  accompanied  by  the  committee, 
I  visited  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  for  our  annual 
inspection  tour.  Accompanying  us  on  the  tour 
also  were  Sheriff  John  W.  Sears  and  Master  of 
the  Jail,  Vincent  F.  Rice. 

The  condition  of  the  physical  plant  of  the  jail 
at  that  time  was  very  poor.  Plaster  had  fallen 
from  the  ceiling,  the  plant  was  badly  in  need  of 
paint  and  it  definitely  showed  signs  of  many 
years  of  neglect.  There  was  very  little  that 
could  be  said  of  the  jail  at  that  time  that  could 
be  considered  constructive. 

On  our  follow-up  visit  on  December  4,  1968, 
I  was  pleased  to  find  a  new  atmosphere  prevail- 
ing at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail.  Many  improve- 
ments had  been  implemented,  a  few  of  which  are 
ongoing.  Library  improvements  have  been 
instituted.     A   camera   has   been   installed   for 


purposes  of  identification.  The  reception  and 
discharge  process  has  been  tremendously  im- 
proved. A  new  barbershop  has  been  installed. 
Financial  transactions  and  the  handling  of  in- 
mate funds  have  been  brought  in  line  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  auditor.  Several  re- 
habilitation programs  have  been  implemented. 
There  is  likewise  considerable  evidence  that  the 
staff  and  administration  of  this  installation 
must  be  applauded  for  their  efforts. 

Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  these  efforts,  as  a 
public  servant,  I  must  concur  with  the  many 
groups  and  individuals  who  have  been  critical 
of  this  installation  in  the  past.  Human  beings 
are  still  being  treated  less  humanely  than  neces- 
sary. The  community  deserves  a  better  return 
for  its  dollar.  The  annual  per  capita  cost  per 
prisoner  in  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  is  triple  the 
national  average  and  the  level  of  service  ranks 
with  the  poorest  in  the  United  States. 

Again,  let  me  reiterate,  this  is  not  an  in- 
dictment of  the  administration  or  the  staff  of 
the  Charles  Street  Jail.  They  continue  to  try 
to  do  a  good  job.  Rather  it  is  an  indictment  of 
a  facility  built  in  1848  which  suffers  ailments 
and  weaknesses  which  cannot  be  cured. 

With  few  exceptions,  most  areas  of  the  jail  are 
either  poorly  designed  for  custodial  purposes,  in 
a   deteriorated   condition,   or  unsuited  for  the 
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adequate  maintenance  of  those  committed  to  it. 
I  need  not  go  into  detail.  Because  of  the  poor 
layout,  it  requires  an  excessively  high  number  of 
custodial  and  other  staff  to  operate  it.  Even 
with  this  number  of  personnel,  the  physical 
plant  makes  it  necessary  for  all  unsentenced 
inmates  to  spend  90  percent  of  their  time  in 
close  confinement.  When  one  considers  that  97 
percent  of  this  group  will  return  to  the  com- 
munity, it  is  of  prime  importance  whether  they 
return  better  or  worse  as  a  result  of  their  ex- 
perience. 

A  second  concern  of  the  committee  was  the 
type  of  inmate  found  in  the  average  daily  popu- 
lation of  approximately  210.  Careful  scrutiny 
of  this  figure  reveals  that  roughly  57.3  percent 
of  this  group  were  sentenced.  Many  of  these 
were  alcoholics  serving  short  sentences.  I  sub- 
mit that  they  might  be  served  better  elsewhere. 
Another  2.8  percent  were  juveniles  between  the 
ages  of  12  and  16.  The  Division  of  Youth 
Service  was  given  the  responsibility  to  provide 
secure  detention  facilities  for  juveniles.  I  sub- 
mit they  should  take  all  juveniles.  Also  in  the 
unsentenced  group  are  another  approximately 
21.0  percent  who  are  male  alcoholics.  Here 
again,  a  recognized  medical  problem  is  placed 
in  a  criminal  area.  Another  5.9  percent  of  this 
daily  population  are  those  admitted  to  the  jail 
and  released  to  the  community  a  short  time 
later  either  on  bail,  personal  recognizance  or 
probation.  I  question  their  initial  commitment. 
About  11.8  percent  of  the  average  daily  popula- 
tion are  unsentenced  females.  A  more  practical 
solution  for  females  seems  to  be  confinement  at 
another  facility.  A  quick  addition  reveals  that 
the  population  of  the  jail  could  be  reduced  47.3 
percent  by  merely  removing  those  who  should 
never  have  been  there  in  the  first  place. 

A  third  area  which  was  carefully  scrutinized 
was  the  fee  system  of  deputy  sheriffs.  The  oft- 
repeated  criticism  of  this  system  need  not  be 
discussed  at  any  length  in  this  report.  Suffice 
to  state  that  modification  and  much-needed 
reform  is  necessary.  I  plan  to  review  with  the 
other  Council  members  how  best  to  effect  these 
necessary  changes. 

Since  most  writs  served  by  deputies  are  civil 
in  nature,  a  more  efficient  way  to  serve  these 
would  be  through  the  United  States  Post  Office 
by  means  of  registered  mail,  return-receipt 
requested.  This  system  would  accomplish  the 
same  end  which  a  deputy  now  accomplishes — 
that  is,  to  identify  and  obtain  receipt  for  the 
document   served. 

In  exceptional  cases  where  a  witness  is  re- 
quired, like  divorce  proceedings,  the  same  pro- 
cedure could  be  followed.  The  witness  could 
accompany  the  federal  employee  (postal  em- 
ployee). In  this  way,  the  intent  of  the  court 
in  having  a  witness  physically  present  could  be 
fulfilled,  while  at  the  same  time,  there  would  be 
a  written  receipt  held  by  the  Post  Office  and  the 
plaintill'. 

The  service  of  criminal  writs  could  be  ac- 
complished by  the  complete  elimination  of  the 
deputies  from  this  function  and  the  utilization 
of  police,  who  already  serve  criminal  writs  as 
part  of  their  duty. 

It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  reformation 
of  the  deputy  fee  system  could  save  our  tax- 
payers a  considerable  amount  of  money. 


I  have  limited  my  concerns  to  three  areas, 
namely,  the  inadequacy  of  the  physical  plant, 
the  type  of  inmate  confined  at  Charles  Street,  and 
the  deputy  sheriff  fee  system.  These  areas  alone 
make  me  conclude  that  it  is  now  imperative, 
in  this  minority  report,  to  recommend  the  ab- 
olition of  this  antiquated  relic,  the  implemen- 
tation of  plans  for  a  new  facility  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  a  reform  of  the  fee  system  which 
could  save  the  taxpayers  vast  sums  of  money. 

Obviously,  in  recommending  the  abolition 
of  Charles  Street  Jail  we  must  give,  and  I  assure 
you  I  have  given,  careful  consideration  to  its 
relocation  and  the  disposition  of  the  site  on 
which  the  jail  now  stands. 

After  deliberating  the  many  facets,  as  one 
must  in  these  crucial  matters,  I  have  concluded 
that  a  pretrial  Detention  Facility  should  be 
built  on  city-owned  land  at  the  Suffolk  County 
House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island  in  Winthrop. 
This  150-bed  unit  could  provide  maximum 
security,  as  well  as  humane  treatment  and 
accommodations,  for  a  realistic  minimal  initial 
capital  expenditure  (approximately  $500,000). 
The  suggested  150-bed  capacity  is  based  on 
considerations  of  the  N.C.C.D.  survey  and  on 
my  conclusion  that  a  larger  unit  is  not  advisable 
nor  feasible  for  any  detention  facility.  By 
locating  the  facility  on  this  site,  we  avoid  the 
necessity  of  acquiring  prime  taxable  property 
in  downtown  Boston.  While  some  may  argue 
that  Deer  Island  is  less  accessible  than  a  down- 
town site,  it  is  a  currently  existing  penal  facility 
where  relatives  and  attorneys  find  it  possible  to 
visit  inmates. 

If  transportation  of  inmates  to  Suffolk  Su- 
perior or  other  courts  for  trial  proved  cumber- 
some, arrangements  could  be  made  to  detain 
them  overnight  in  the  City  of  Boston  House  of 
Detention  located  in  the  courthouse  or  to 
transport  them  in  the  early  morning  nonrush 
hour  period  and  detain  them  as  suggested  above. 
The  proximity  of  Deer  Island  to  Boston  makes 
it  desirable  in  that  it  has  access  to  academic, 
training,  and  research  facilities  in  all  the  physical 
and  social  sciences.  The  existing  penal  facility 
could  provide  many  of  the  services  now  provided 
by  sentenced  inmates  at  Charles  Street.  Food 
delivered  to  a  common  commissary  could  be 
prepared  by  Deer  Island  inmates,  transported 
in  thermal  carts,  and  served  by  sentenced 
inmates.  Security  would  be  greatly  enhanced 
by  the  physical  location  of  Deer  Island  and  by 
the  double  security  possible  in  such  a  location. 
The  reduced  per  capita  cost  by  building  on 
this  site  would  save  Boston  taxpayers  %  million 
dollars  annually. 

I  further  recommend  that  a  standing  ad- 
visory committee  be  formed  to  assist  in  the 
implementation  of  this  transition  by  suggesting 
legislative,  administrative,  and  other  changes, 
and  by  working  to  stimulate  coordinated  plan- 
ning and  development  of  needed  correctional 
services  at  a  city,  county,  and  state  level. 
Said  committee  should  include  representation 
of  all  public  ollicials  involved  in  law  enforce- 
ment and  the  administration  of  criminal  justice 
on  the  city,  county,  and  state  levels.  It  should 
also  include  private  awm-ies  involved  with 
public  offenders,  as  well  as  prominent  citizens 
who  wish  to  give  of  their  time  and  talent. 
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My  second  recommendation,  which  must 
necessarily  coincide  with  the  previous  one, 
concerns  itself  with  the  disposition  of  the 
current  site  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  Mere 
again,  1  have  conferred  with  knowledgeable 
professionals,  gathered  pertinent  factual  data, 
and  deliberated  at  great  length.  I  conclude 
I  ha  I.  the  most  appropriate  plan  for  disposition 
of  the  site  is  the  following:  The  land  should  be 
sold  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  at 
a  fair  market  value,  determined  by  private  or 
BliA  appraisal.  Said  sale  should  be  contingent 
on  a  negotiated  agreement  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  that  they  erect  on  this  site  a 
hotel,  motel,  or  motor-inn  which  could  provide 
real  estate  tax  revenue  to  the  city  and  other 
type  taxes  to  the  state.  Such  a  facility,  possibly 
containing  a  helioport,  could  provide  housing 
for  parents  or  relatives  of  patients  who  often 
come  from  great  distances  to  receive  the  special- 
ized treatment  offered  by  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Hospital.  Likewise,  children  and  adults 
released  from  the  in-patient  setting  might  remain 
here  to  return  for  out-patient  follow-up  treat- 
ment. This  plan  would  free  beds  for  patients 
needing  intensive  hospital  care,  provide  facilities 
for  OPD  transition,  and  thereby  cut  the  over-all 
per  diem  medical  costs.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    URBAN 
RENEWAL 

Coun.  ATKINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  January  15) 
regarding  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project — 
recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the  fol- 
lowing new  draft: 

Resolved : 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  adopted 
the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project  in 
December,  1965; 

Whereas,  One  element  of  that  Project  Plan 
was  supposed  to  be  meaningful  involvement  of 
the  residents  of  the  area; 

Whereas,  After  having  held  2  public  hearings 
through  its  Urban  Renewal  Committee  (January 
25  and  March  25,  1968)  the  City  Council 
recognizes  that  there  has  been  some  citizen 
involvement  but  that  the  amount  and  scope  of 
citizen  involvement  has  not  been  systematic, 
meaningful,  or  official; 

Whereas,  On  June  24,  1968,  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  issued 
L.  P.  A.  Letter  No.  458  which  calls  for  the 
creation  in  urban  renewal  project  areas  of 
"Project  Advisory  Committees"  and  which 
calls  for  greatly  increased  citizen  participation 
in  urban  renewal  project  areas;  and 


Whereas,  On  Way  1:5,  1968,  the  City  Council 
approved  in  principle  the  creation  of  an  elected 
Urban  Renewal  Committee  in  the  South  End; 

Whereas,  Dining  the  period  between  Decem- 
ber 2  to  December  13,  II  public  meetings  were 
held  throughout  the  South  End,  specifically  at 
the  following  locations; 

Whereas,  On  Sunday,  December  15,  a  public 
meeting  was  held  in  the  South  End  at  which 
time,  more  than  700  residents  adopted  the 
following  motions: 

1.  That  Mr.  Carmello  Iglesias  be  Chairman 
of  the  meeting; 

2.  That  there  be  an  elected  South  End 
Urban  Renewal  Committee; 

3.  That  the  Committee  have  full  power  over 
urban  renewal  activities  in  the  South  End 
rather  than  being  merely  an  advisory  body  or 
sharing  power; 

4.  That  the  Committee  not  restrict  itself  to 
urban  renewal  matters  but  interest  itself  in  all 
matters  affecting  the  South  End; 

5.  That  the  South  End  be  divided  into  dis- 
tricts for  purposes  of  voting  and  representation 
rather  than  having  the  representatives  elected 
at  large; 

6.  That  the  Police  Lists  be  used  to  obtain 
populating  figures  as  a  basis  for  defining  dis- 
tricts; 

7.  That  there  be  14  districts  as  defined  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Election  Districts, 
that  there  be  3  representatives  per  district,  and 
that  at  least  2  of  the  3  representatives  be 
tenants; 

8.  That  the  people  eligible  to  vote  be  people 
who  are  residents  of  the  South  End  and  16  years 
of  age  or  older; 

9.  That  there  be  a  moratorium  on  all  BRA 
activities  except  rehabilitation  and  construction 
of  housing  until  the  Committee  is  elected; 

10.  That  tenants  serve  2  years  and  home 
owners  1  year  for  the  first  two  years  of  the  Com- 
mittee with  the  Committee  to  determine  length 
of  terms  thereafter ; 

11.  That  nomination  be  by  petition  with  75 
signatures  from  the  district  of  the  nominee ; 

12.  That  the  City  Council,  Mayor,  and 
BRA  are  requested  to  act  within  one  month  on 
the  recommendations  of  this  meeting; 

13.  That  the  election  be  held  within  30  days 
after  action  by  the  City  Officials; 

14.  That  there  be  one  voting  place  per 
district; 

15.  That  today's  Chairman,  Mr.  Iglesias, 
be  elected  to  follow  up  on  the  actions  taken  by 
this  meeting  and  that  he  appoint  a  steering  com- 
mittee to  assist  him;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that: 

1.  There  be  established  as  the  official  repre- 
sentative of  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Project  Area  Community,  an  organization  to 
be  called  the  South  End  Project  Advisory  Com- 
mittee (SEPAC); 

2.  The  SEPAC  be  delegated  as  wide  a  range 
of  powers  and  authority  vis-a-vis  urban  renewal 
activities  in  the  South  End  as  can  be  legally 
effected; 
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3.  The  SEP  AC  be  composed  of  42  members, 
chosen  3  each  from  14  districts  of  essentially 
equivalent  population  size,  as  shown  in  Ex- 
hibit A; 

4.  At  least  two  of  the  three  representatives 
chosen  from  each  of  the  14  districts  shall  be 
tenants; 

5.  All  residents  of  the  South  End  Project 
Area,  16  years  or  older,  be  eligible  to  vote  and 
run  for,  or  serve  as  a  member  of  the  SEP  AC; 

6.  Tenant  members  of  SEPAC  serve  two- 
year  terms,  the  other  members  serve  one-year 
terms; 

7.  Nomination  of  candidates  for  the  SEPAC 
shall  be  by  petition  with  valid  signatures  of  75 
residents  of  the  Nominee's  district; 

8.  All  members  of  SEPAC  shall,  during  their 
term  of  office,  either  retain  residency  eligibility 
for  their  district  or  resign; 

9.  The  election  of  the  SEPAC  shall  be  con- 
ducted under  the  auspices  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Election  Department,  with  at  least  one  voting 
place  being  provided  for  each  of  the  14  districts; 

10.  The  election  of  the  SEPAC  be  held  within 
30  days  following  passage  of  this  resolution  and 
approval  by  the  Mayor; 

11.  The  SEPAC,  once  formed,  shall  be 
eligible  to  receive  an  initial  appropriation  of  up 
to  $35,000  from  the  City  of  Boston,  and  may 
seek  additional  public  or  private  funds  in  order 
to  carry  out  its  responsibilities.  It  may  also 
incorporate. 

12.  Mr.  Carmello  Iglesias,  elected  as  the 
Interim  Chairman  and  the  Interim  Steering 
Committee  appointed  by  him,  be  requested  to 
represent  the  residents  of  the  South  End  in 
helping  to  implement  the  provisions  of  this  reso- 
lution. Specifically,  Mr.  Iglesias  and  the  Steer- 
ing Committee  are  requested  to  represent 
the  South  End  residents  in  meetings  with  the 
Mayor,  Corporation  Counsel,  BRA  Board  and 
Director  and  the  Election  Department,  and  to 
report  back  to  the  City  Council  within  30  days; 
further  be  it 

Ordered,  That,  1.  The  Corporation  Counsel 
be  instructed  to  see  to  the  implementation  of 
Resolve  No.  2; 

2.  The  Commissioner  of  the  Election  Depart- 
ment be  instructed  to  see  to  the  implementation 
of  Resolves  7,  8,  10; 

3.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  see  to  it  that  all 
appropriate  steps  needed  to  implement  fully 
the  intent  of  this  resolution  and  this  order  be 
taken,  including  the  provision  of  necessary 
monies,  equipment,  men  and/or  supplies; 

4.  The  Board  of  the  BRA  and  its  Director 
cooperate  fully  in  the  implementation  of  this 
resolution,  including  particularly  Resolves  1,  2; 

5.  The  Coporation  Counsel  shall  report  back 
to  the  Council  within  30  days  on  the  steps  taken 
to  implement  this  resolution.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN   RENEWAL 

Coun.  ATKINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

Interim  Report  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Committee  Re  South  Station 
Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
resolution  and  order  on  October  7,  1968,  relative 
to  the  establishment  of  a  South  Station  Urban 
Renewal  Project  Area,  submits  the  following 
interim  report: 

1.  The  committee  finds  the  proposed  project, 
for  the  most  part,  to  be  an  acceptable  one. 

2.  The  committee  finds  unacceptable  that 
part  of  the  proposed  project  that  has  to  do  with 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  be  made  the  city 
by  the  Mass.  Port  Authority.  The  MPA's  pro- 
posal, generally,  provides  that  the  city  be 
guaranteed  $1  million,  or  20  percent  of  the  gross 
revenue  after  5  years  from  the  date  of  construc- 
tion— whichever  is  greater. 

3.  The  committee  is  now  considering  a  plan 
proposed  by  the  chairman  which  would  increase 
the  minimum  guarantee  to  $1,300,000  after  10 
years,  and  increase  the  percent  of  the  gross  to 
25  percent  after  10  years. 

4.  The  committee  is  pleased  to  note  that  the 
good  offices  of  the  committee  for  the  Central 
Business  District  have  been  made  available  to 
help  find  areas  of  agreement,  or,  at  least,  to 
narrow  the  areas  of  disagreement. 

5.  The  committee  hopes  to  be  able  to  report  a 
satisfactory  conclusion  to  its  long  deliberations 
on  South  Station  at  the  next  meeting,  January  6. 
The  committee  is  confident  and  hopeful  that  the 
conclusion  reached  will  be  one  that  is  equitable 
to  all  concerned,  and  which  takes  into  account 
the  pressing  need  by  Boston  for  both  new  de- 
velopment and  new  revenues.

Whereas,  The  largest  single  residential  urban 
renewal  project  under  active  execution  is  the 
South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project;  and 

Whereas,  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  issued  Local  Public 
Agency  Letter  No.  458  on  June  24,  1968,  calling 
for  the  creation  of  Project  Advisory  Committees 
composed  of  residents  from  affected  project 
areas;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  adopted  a 
resolution  on  May  13,  1968,  approving  in 
principle  an  elected  urban  renewal  committee 
for  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project  area; 
and 

Whereas,  Both  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
Director  of  the  BRA  have  voiced  publicly  their 
support  for  the  creation  of  elected  urban  re- 
newal committees;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  is  now  considering 
a  resolution  and  order  to  create  a  South  End 
Project  Advisory  Committee  (SEPAC),  which 
resolution  and  order  were  the  result  of  two 
public  hearings  by  the  City  Council  Committee 
on  Urban  Renewal,  eleven  public  meetings  held 
throughout  the  various  parts  of  the  South  End 
Project  Area,  between  December  2  and  Decem- 
ber 13,  and  a  public  meeting  held  on  December  15 
attended  by  more  than  700  people;  and 

Whereas,  The  best  interests  of  both  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  residents  of  the  South  End 
Urban  Renewal  Project  Area  will  be  served  by 
allowing  as  full  participation  by  residents  as 
possible  in  all  urban  renewal  activities  to  be 
carried  out  from  this  day  forward;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston : 

1.  The  Board  of  the  BRA,  its  Director  and 
all  subordinate  staff  members  are  hereby 
urgently  requested  to  declare  an  immediate 
moratorium  on  all  BRA  activities  in  the  South 
End  except  the  following: 

a.  Those  necessary  to  construct  new  hous- 
ing. 

b.  Those  necessary  to  provide  standard 
housing  units  through  rehabilitation. 

c.  Those  necessary  to  relocate  adequately 
people  displaced  by  activities  carried  on  in  the 
South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area. 

2.  The  BRA  is  requested  to  guarantee  that 
as  to  relocation  of  individuals  or  families,  the 
following  provisions  be  observed: 

a.  All  displacees  who  so  desire  shall  be 
provided  relocation  housing  in  the  South  End. 
This  relocation  housing  may,  on  an  emergency 
basis,  be  temporary,  but  should  be  permanent 
as  quickly  as  possible  and  in  no  cases  shall  be 
temporary  for  more  than  120  days. 

b.  All  relocation  shall  be  made  into  stand- 
ard housing,  of  equivalent  size  where  possible. 

c.  All  relocation  shall  be  made  so  as  to  be 
within  the  ability  to  pay  of  the  relocated 
family  or  individual,  and  if  necessary  the 
BRA  will  seek  leased  housing  or  rent  sup- 
plementation reservations  to  guarantee  that 
no  relocatee  shall  be  required  to  pay  in  excess 
of  25  percent  of  monthly  income  for  housing 
accommodations. 
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3.  The  BRA  be  requested  to  focus  the 
planning  activities  of  its  South  End  staff  on  the 
provision  of  housing  for  the  present  residents 
of  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area, 
whether  new  construction,  rehabilitation,  leased, 
rent  supplement,  and  this  focus  shall  be  the  top 
priority  of  the  stall'. 

4.  The  BRA  Director  and  the  South  End 
Project  Director  particularly  are  requested  to 
meet  with  Mr.  Carmello  Iglesias,  the  elected 
Interim  Chairman,  and  the  Interim  Steering 
Committee,  so  as  to  set  up  procedures  to  facili- 
tate the  monitoring  by  Mr.  Iglesias  and  the 
Steering  Committee  of  BRA  compliance  with 
the  terms  of  this  resolution.  Such  procedures 
should  include,  among  other  things,  a  regular 
discussion  of  new  construction  progress,  rehabili- 
tation activity  timetable,  progress  relative  to 
securing  leased  housing  and  rent  supplementa- 
tion authorization,  the  number  of  displacees 
from  week  to  week,  the  number  and  addresses 
and  names  of  families  being  relocated,  the  names 
of  and  extent  of  involvement  by  BRA  staff  with 
potential  new  construction  or  rehabilitation 
developers. 

5.  Mr.  Carmello  Iglesias  and  the  Steering 
Committee  are  requested  to  assist  the  BRA 
however  possible  in  explaining  types  of  assistance 
available  to  affected  individuals  or  families,  as 
well  as  explaining  where  helpful  the  inherent 
problems  and  limitations  of  urban  renewal 
activity.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Boston  Consumers' 

Council 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
The  Bevised  Ordinances  of  1961  arc  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  Chapter  10  the  fol- 
lowing chapter:  — 
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CHAPTER    LOA 
CONSUMERS'   COUNCIL 

Section  1.  There  shall  he  in  Lhe  oily  u  hoard, 
known  as  lhe  Boston  Consumers'  Council,  con- 
sisting of  lhe  corporation  counsel  or  his  designee, 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  or  his  des- 
ignee, the  commissioner  ol'  health  and  hospitals 
or  his  designee,  a  person  appointed  hy  lhe  mayor 
alter  consultation  with  lhe  consumers'  council 
ol'  the  commonwealth,  and  three  other  persons 
appointed  hy  the  mayor,  at  least  two  of  whom 
shall  be  persons  of  low  income.  Each  of  the 
persons  appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  serve  for 
a  term  expiring  on  the  lirsl  Monday  of  the  Janu- 
ary following  lhe  next  biennial  municipal  elec- 
tion at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor 
shall  from  time  to  lime  designate  one  of  the 
members  of  the  council  as  chairman  and  another 
as  vice  chairman.  All  members  of  the  council 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  council 
shall  meet  every  other  month,  and  at  other 
times  at  the  call  of  the  chairman. 

The  mayor  shall  designate  an  employee  of  his 
office  to  serve  as  executive  secretary  of  the 
council;  and  the  council  may  appoint  a  clerical 
assistant. 

Section  2.  The  Boston  consumers'  council 
shall  conduct  studies,  investigations  and  research 
in  matters  affecting  consumer  interests;  shall 
keep  consumers  in  the  city  informed  on  matters 
aifecling  their  interests,  using  for  that  purpose 
such  media  of  communication  as  the  council 
shall  from  time  to  time  adjudge  appropriate; 
and  shall  pursue  a  course  of  action  to  insure  to 
the  fullest  possible  extent  that  all  laws  enacted 
for  the  benefit  of  consumers  are  duly  enforced.

1.  What  is  the  total  amount  of  property 
owned,  leased  and/or  rented  in  the  City  of 
Boston  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
and  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority? 

2.  What  is  the  total  amount  of  taxes  or 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  paid  to  the  City  of 
Boston  by  the  MPA  and  the  MTA? 
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3.  Does  the  city,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Home  Rule  Amendment,  have  the  power  to 
change  the  usage  or  require  a  change  in  the 
usage  of  any  of  the  land  or  property  now  owned, 
leased  or  rented  by  the  MPA  or  the  MTAP 

4.  Does  the  city  have  the  power  to  create 
an  East  Boston  Development  Commission, 
to  which  would  be  given  power  of  eminent 
domain,  whose  functions  would  be  to  make 
plans  for  and  sponsor  or  execute  the  industrial, 
commercial  and  social  development  of  East 
Boston?

e.  Develop  a  5,000-7,000  car  Garage 

f.  Develop  a  Transportation  Center,  to 
provide  facilities  for  train,  rapid  transit,  bus 
and   automobile    use 

g.  Develop  a  multi-purpose  Sports  Stadium 
h.     Seek  state  or  federal  assistance  to  carry 

out   the   above 

i.  Seek  state  or  federal  assistance  to  assist 
indigenous  businessmen  in  the  rehabilitation  of 
their  property  and  businesses 

2.  Could  such  a  Development  Corporation, 
once  established,  subcontract  with  various 
smaller  developers  to  execute  the  individual 
components  of  the  development  of  activities 
outlined  in  No.  1  above? 

3.  What  would  be  the  probable  legal  and/or 
financial  liabilities  which  would  most  likely  be 
incurred  by  the  city  in  creating  such  a  Develop- 
ment Corporation?

DEVELOPMENT  OF  LOW  AND  MIDDLE 
INCOME  HOUSING 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  currently  exists  an  emergency 
need  for  low  and  middle  income  housing  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Attempts  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  to  provide  adequate  low  and 
middle  income  housing  through  rehabilitation  of 
existing  buildings  has  often  been  stymied  when 
the  owner  of  a  building  rehabilitates  low  and 
middle  income  apartments  into  "luxury"  apart- 
ments; and 

Whereas,  This  further  aggravates  the  emer- 
gency need  for  low  and  middle  income  housing ; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  respectfully 
request  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  instruct  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  investigate  the  legality 
of  requiring  by  ordinance: 

(a)  Approval  of  individual  rehabilitation 
plans  by  the  Boston  Bedevelopment  Authority 
to  ensure  that  those  plans  are  in  keeping  with 
the  projected  housing  needs  of  both  the  com- 
munity and  the  city  as  a  whole;  and 

(b)  That  anyone  who  fails  to  submit  his  plans 
to  the  BRA  or  refuses  to  abide  by  their  decision 
shall  be  denied  building  permits  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  for  any  properties  within  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

(c)  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority refuse  any  requests  for  low  interest 
rehabilitation  loans  from  any  owner  who  has, 
in  the  view  of  the  BRA,  ignored  the  housing  needs 
of  the  community  and  the  city  in  making  his 
rehabilitation  plans.  This  refusal  once  made 
shall  apply  to  all  requests  made  by  said  owner 
for  any  of  his  properties  within  the  city  limits 
of  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal. 


ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  TEMPO- 
RARY CITY  RENT  ADMINISTRA- 
TION 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  serious  shortage  of  rental 
dwelling  units  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  citizens 
of  fixed  or  low  income;  and 

Whereas,  The  shortage  of  such  dwelling  units, 
given  the  growing  numbers  of  people  with  either 
fixed  or  low  income,  has  led  to  serious  overcrowd- 
ing in  some  areas,  retaliatory  evictions  and  rent 
increases  in  others,  and  disruptive  strife  in  still 
others;  and 

Whereas,  Frequent  instances  have  been 
recorded  of  rent  increases,  not  evidently  oc- 
casioned by  increases  in  the  cost  of  providing 
housing  or  in  the  cost  of  housing  generally, 
despite  the  presence  of  housing,  sanitation, 
building  and/or  lire  code  violations;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  committed, 
or  has  the  state  and  federal  governments,  mil- 
lions of  dollars  in  the  light  against  blight,  decay, 
and  deterioration;  and 

Whereas,  The  success  of  the  cif\'s  efforts  in 
the  areas  of  urban  renewal,  model  eities,  re- 
habilitation and  new  housing  construction,  all 
depend  on   the  existence  in  sufficient  quantity 
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of  standard  rental  dwelling  units  at  rent  com- 
mensurate with  the  ability  of  our  citizens  to  pay; 
and 

Whereas,  The  continued  decrease  of  low  and 
moderate  rental  units  constitutes  a  serious 
threat  to  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the 
city,  as  does  widespread  renL  increases;  now 
therefore  he  it 

Declared,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that  an  emergency  exists  which  threatens 
the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare: 

Section  I.  There  shall  be  created  in  the  City 
of  Boston  a  Temporary  City  Bent  Administra- 
tion. The  purpose  of  the  Temporary  City  Bent 
Administration  thereafter  "Administration" 
shall  be  to  prevent  for  the  duration  of  the 
emergency  the  increase  or  maintenance  of  rents 
in  the  City  of  Boston  to  or  at  levels  which 
jeopardize  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare. 

Section  II.  Scope.  This  ordinance  shall 
apply  to  all  housing  accommodations,  with  the 
following  exceptions: 

(a)  Hospitals,  asylums,  public  institutions, 
college  or  school-owned  dormitories,  or  any 
institution  operated  exclusively  for  charitable 
or  educational  purposes  on  a  nonprofit  basis; 

(b)  Housing  accommodations  owned  and 
operated  by  the  United  States,  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  or  the  City  of  Boston; 

(c)  Hotels  and  motels. 

Section  III.  Duration.  This  ordinance 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  January  1,  1973, 
unless,  prior  to  that  date,  it  is  determined  by  the 
City  Council,  after  recommendation  by  the 
Mayor,  that  the  present  rental  housing  emer- 
gency no  longer  exists,  in  which  case  the  ordi- 
nance shall  terminate  pursuant  to  such  deter- 
mination. If,  on  January  1,  1973,  the  emergency 
still  exists,  this  ordinance  may  be  extended  for  a 
second  four-year  period  or  until  such  time  as  the 
emergency  no  longer  exists,  whichever  shall 
occur  first,  as  determined  by  vote  of  the  City 
Council  after  recommendation  of  the  Mayor. 

Section  IV.  The  City  Rent  Administra- 
tion. The  City  Bent  Administration  shall  be 
headed  by  the  City  Bent  Administrator.  The 
Administrator  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
and  shall  serve  for  a  term  coterminous  with 
that  of  the  Mayor  or  until  the  Council  shall  by 
resolution  determine  that  the  emergency  no 
longer  exists,  whichever  shall  occur  first.  He 
shall  seek  advice  from  a  Rental  Advisory  Board 
to  be  composed  of  tenants  and  landlords  from 
the  various  neighborhoods  of  the  city.  He  shall 
be  assisted  by  staff  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
duties  of  the  Administration  including  a  sufficient 
number  of  trained  rental  inspectors  and  Ad- 
ministration counsel. 

The  precise  duties  and  procedures  to  be  used 
by  the  Administration,  as  well  as  the  method  of 
selecting  the  members  of  the  Bental  Advisory 
Board,  shall  be  contained  in  the  Administrative 
Procedure  Code.  The  Rental  Administrator 
shall  submit,  within  thirty  days  of  his  appoint- 
ment, such  a  proposed  code  consistent  with  the 
policies  enunciated  in  this  ordinance  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  for  their  approval. 

Section  V.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maximum 
charge  for  housing  accommodations  within  the 
scope  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fair  and  reason- 


able  rentals  as  determined  by  reference  to  rents 
prevailing  on  January  1,  1968,  Utv  similar  ac- 
commodations in  the  same  or  a  similar  area. 

Section  VI.    Adjustment  of  Bents. 

(a)  For  properties  unimproved  and  not  de- 
teriorated since  January  1,  1968,  Lhe  Adminis- 
trator may  adjust  rents  in  accordance  with  the 

variation  in  the  national  standard  of  living  and 
with  the  relative  purchasing  power  ol'  the  dollar. 
Where  a  rental  increase  is  requested,  the  burden 
shall  be  on  the  proponent  of  that  increase  to 
show  a  rise  in  the  standard  of  living  and/or  a 
decrease  in  the  dollar's  purchasing  power. 

(b)  For  properties  improved  since  January  1 , 
1968,  in  addition  to  applying  section  (a;  above 
where  appropriate,  the  Administrator  may 
grant  requests  for  rental  increases  where  sub- 
stantial increases  in  dwelling  space,  services, 
furniture,  furnishings,  equipment,  or  major 
capital  improvements  can  be  shown. 

(c)  For  properties  deteriorated  since  January 
1,  1968,  in  addition  to  applying  section  (a) 
above  where  appropriate,  the  Administrator  may 
decrease  rentals  upon  a  finding  of  substantial 
deterioration  in  dwelling  space,  services,  furni- 
ture, furnishings,  equipment,  or  the  condition  of 
the  premises  in  general.  For  purpose  of  this 
section  "deterioration"  shall  not  include  damage 
caused  by  the  tenants. 

(d)  On  all  accommodations,  the  Administra- 
tor may  adjust  rents  as  a  result  of  a  change  in 
the  City  of  Boston  property  tax  rates. 

(e)  The  exact  procedure  to  be  used  in  the 
adjustment  of  rents  shall  be  developed  by  the 
Administration  and  shall  be  specified  in  its  Ad- 
ministrative Procedure  Code. 

Section  VII.  Evictions.  No  tenant,  as  long 
as  he  continues  to  pay  this  rent  to  which  the 
landlord  is  entitled,  shall  be  removed  from  any 
housing  accommodation  within  the  scope  of  this 
ordinance,  unless: 

1.  (a)  The  tenant  is  committing  a  nuisance 
in  or  is  causing  substantial  physical  damage  to 
such  accommodation; 

(b)  The  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  such  accommodation  to  be  used  for 
an  illegal  purpose; 

(c)  The  tenant  unreasonably  refused  the 
landlord  access  to  the  housing  accommodation 
for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs; 

(d)  The  tenant  is  violating  a  substantial 
obligation  or  covenant  of  his  tenancy  agree- 
ment; 

2.  Or,  unless  the  Administration  issues  an 
order  granting  a  certificate  of  eviction  on  any 
one  of  the  following  bases : 

(a)  The  landlord  seeks  in  good  faith  to  re- 
cover possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
for  his  own  personal  use  and  occupancy  as  his 
home; 

(b)  The  landlord  seeks  in  good  faith  to  re- 
cover possession  of  housing  accommodations 
for  the  immediate  purpose  of  substantially 
altering  or  remodeling  them; 

(c)  The  landlord  seeks  in  good  faith  to  re- 
cover possession  of  housing  accommodations 
for  the  immediate  purpose  of  demolishing  them. 
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Section  VIII.     Enforcement. 

(a)  Any  person  who  violates  any  section  of 
this  ordinance  or  of  the  City  Rent  Adminis- 
trative Procedures  Code  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per  day 
for  each  violation  in  each  unit. 

(b)  Any  person  who  violates  any  section  of 
this  ordinance  or  of  the  City  Rent  Adminis- 
trative Procedures  Code  shall  be  ineligible  to 
receive  any  permits  from  any  department  of 
the  City  of  Roston,  which  permit  would  be  for 
rental  housing  accommodations,  directly  or 
indirectly,  until  such  violation  is  abated. 

Section  IX.     General  Provisions. 

(a)  The  City  Rent  Administrative  Proce- 
dures Code  shall  afford  to  all  parties  affected 
by  determination  made  pursuant  to  Sections 
VI  and  VIII  above  at  least  the  minimum  re- 
quirement of  due  process  of  law,  including  a 
hearing  prior  to  the  making  of  such  deter- 
minations. There  shall  also  be  a  right  of  appeal 
from  any  such  determinations. 

(b)  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
application  of  such  provision  to  any  person  or 
circumstance  shall  be  held  invalid,  the  validity 
of  the  remainder  of  the  ordinance  and  the 
applicability  of  such  provision  to  other  persons 
and  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby.

PROPOSED  MUNICIPAL  POWER 
AGENCY 

Coun.     SALTONSTALL     and     O'LEARY 

offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Roston  Edison  Company  has 
been  conducting  a  massive  advertising  campaign 
at  the  expense  of  its  customers  to  try  to  convince 
the  public  that  its  electrical  power  rates  are  low; 
and 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Boston,  where  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  has  a  virtual  monopoly 
on  the  furnishing  of  electrical  power,  pay  more 
for  electricity  than  do  the  citizens  of  any  major 
city  in  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  The  Town  of  Brookline,  has  recently 
been  advised,  following  a  careful  study  by  a 
nationally  known  consultant  on  electrical  power, 
that  the  citizens  could  realize  a  net  cut  of  8.3 
percent  in  the  cost  of  electrical  power  to  them  if 
the  distribution  of  electrical  power  in  Brookline 
were  to  be  undertaken  by  a  municipal  power 
agency  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  164  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws;  and 

Whereas,  Investigation  of  the  economic  facts 
in  Boston  might  disclose  that  the  citizens  of 
Boston  as  electrical  power  consumers  would 
realize  similar  savings  if  Boston  were  to  create  a 
municipal  power  agency  for  the  purpose  of  han- 
dling the  distribution  of  electrical  power  within 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Distribution  of  power  within  the 
city  by  a  municipal  agency  would  be  likely  to 
facilitate  conversion  to  power  transmission 
underground,  thereby  tending  to  preserve  and 
promote  aesthetic  amenities  and  to  safeguard 
against  the  kind  of  interruption  of  electrical 
power  which  occurred  on  December  28-29,  1968; 
now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services  shall  hold  public  hearings  at  an  early 
date  to  investigate  the  desirability  and  feasibility 
of  establishing  a  municipal  power  distribution 
system  within  the  City  of  Boston  or,  in  the 
alternative,  of  hiring  an  electrical  power  con- 
sultant to  make  a  study  of  the  question.

MANUFACTURE     AND     DISTRIBUTION 
OF  ELECTRICITY  FOR  MUNICIPAL  USE

authorized  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws,  chapter  164,  sections  34 
el  seq.,  to  construct,  purchase  or  lease,  and 
maintain  within  its  limits,  one  or  more  plants 
for  the  manufacture  or  distribution  of  electricity 
for  municipal  use  and  for  the  use  of  its  inhabi- 
tants.
